The  June  1  issue  of  LJ  (p.  1243)  had  a 
cover  article  on  popular  religious 
books.  As  a  gay  librarian,  I  was  out- 
raged at  the  emphasis  on  Anita  Bryant. 
While  it  might  be  argued  that  Douglas 
Marsh  was  trying  to  objectively  com- 
pile a  list  of  books  with  appeal  for  the 
bigots  in  every  community,  I  do  not  see 
any  editorial  attempt  to  balance  LJ  by 
giving  equal  space  to  an  article  on  gay 
erotic  novels,  for  instance.  Librarians 
have  been  stereotyped  as  uptight  pre- 
cisely because  of  the  image  created  by 
this  type  of  article.  I  don't  feel  that  Ani- 
ta Bryant  books  should  be  censored,  al- 
though she  undoubtedly  advocates  cen- 
sorship herself,  but  I  don't  enjoy  seeing 
numerous  pictures  of  her  with  an  ar- 
ticle which  provides  free  advertisement 
in  a  professional  journal.  Perhaps  pro- 
fessional is  too  kind  a  word  to  describe 
the  mediocrity  of  LJ.

I  have 
also  made  up  lots  of  cross-references, 
from  the  subject  that  people  think  of  to 
the  LC  heading  that  has  been  decreed 
(LC  decrees,  I  decry).

Colorado's  co-op  plan 

Anne  Marie  Falsone

ices, Colorado  State  Library,  Denver: 

I  read  with  interest  the  article  on  the 
State  Library  Agency  meeting  which 
was  held  during  the  Midwinter  Confer- 
ence of  ALA  (ZJ,  May  15,  p.  1 104).  In 
the  article,  it's  mentioned  that  Mary 
Spillane  of  the  Massachusetts  Bureau 
of  Library  Extension  identified  28 
states  that  have  enabling  legislation  for 
multitype  library  cooperation,  but  only 
eight  of  which  have  allocated  funding 
for  this  purpose.  I  was  discouraged  to 
discover  that  Colorado  was  not  men- 
tioned as  one  of  these  states.  In  fact, 
we  are  one  of  even  fewer  than  eight 
states  who  have  not  only  enabling  legis- 
lation for  multitype  systems  and  state 
funding  for  that  purpose,  but  also  rules 
and  regulations  which  allow  multitype 
governance  of  these  systems. 

In  1975.  the  Colorado  General  As- 
sembly passed  enabling  legislation  to 
create  multitype  library  systems.  The 
following  year,  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, which  is  the  policy  making  body 
for  the  Colorado  State  Library  passed 
rules  and  regulations  which  called  for 
the  termination  of  the  former  public  li- 
brary systems,  and  the  organization  of 
new  multitype  systems  including  all 
publicly-supported  libraries  in  the 
state.  The  rules  and  regulations  call  for 
representation  on  the  governing  board 


from  each  type  of  library  (academic, 
public,  school,  and  special).  Although 
our  multitype  systems  have  only  been 
operational  since  October  1,  1976,  the 
response  to  them  from  library  agencies 
in  Colorado  has  been  very  positive.  We 
feel  that  this  is  a  very  dynamic  way  to 
meet  the  problems  of  declining  tax  sup- 
port and  higher  cost  of  materials.

This  is  a  note  to  inform  you  of  the  pub- 
lishing of  a  book  by  Academic  Press 
which  is  for  most  intents  and  purposes 
a  copy  of  a  U.S.  Government  publica- 
tion. While  the  content  differences  are 
small,  the  cost  differences  are  very 
large. 

The  book  in  question  is  Acute 
Drug  Abuse  Emergencies:  a  Treatment 
Manual,  edited  by  Peter  G.  Bourne, 
M.D..  published  by  Academic  Press, 
1976.  This  edition  of  the  book  contains 
28  chapters.  The  U.S.  Government 
produced  publication  is  called  A  Treat- 
ment Manual  for  Acute  Drug  Abuse 
Emergencies,  edited  by  Peter  G. 
Bourne,  M.D.  (same  editor),  U.S.  De- 
partment of  HEW,  1975. 

The  two  books  contain  the  identi- 
cal first  25  chapters.  The  Table  of  Con- 
tents looks  different  since  the  Academ- 
ic Press  edition  brings  into  the  Table  of 
Contents  the  section  headings  of  the  ar- 
ticles. The  index  in  both  editions  is 
equally  extensive  (it  appears  to  be  iden- 
tical, although  I  expect  and  hope  that 
the  Academic  Press  edition  has  in- 
dexed their  additional  three  chapters) 
and  useful.  The  text  in  these  books 
contains  valuable  information  for  the 
professionals  in  the  drug  abuse  fields. 

There  are  three  additional  chapters 
in  the  Academic  Press  edition.  They 
are:  Confidentiality  and  the  Drug 
Abuse  Patient,  Chemotherapy  for  Drug 
Abuse  Related  Emergencies,  and  Man- 
agement and  Treatment  of  Acute  Phen- 
cyclidine  Intoxications.  The  final  chap- 
ter on  Phencyclidine  is  an  excellent  ad- 
dition. 

The  Academic  Press  edition  is 
$16.50  list  price  (hardcover).  The  Gov- 
ernment's edition  (SN  1724-00303)  is

The  issue  of  the  publication  as  original- 
ly prepared  was  very  quickly  distrib- 
uted because  of  unexpectedly  high  de- 
mand, and  the  Clearinghouse  was  un- 
able to  fulfill  many  of  the  requests  for 
copies.  At  that  time  I  approached  the 
director  of  the  National  Institute  on 
Drug  Abuse  concerning  the  possibility 
of  printing  an  additional  edition  of  the 
book  to  meet  that  demand.  I  was  told 
that  budgetary  constraints  prevented 
that  possibility  and  that  there  was  no 
way  that  they  could  produce  further 
copies. 

Because  of  the  continuing  demand 
for  the  publication  that  I  was  receiving 
from  throughout  the  country,  I  con- 
tacted Academic  Press  about  the  possi- 
bility of  publishing  an  update  com- 
mercially so  that  those  who  wanted  a 
copy  would  still  be  able  to  obtain  one. 
As  the  publication  was  a  government 
publication  originally,  there  was  no 
copyright  issue  involved,  and  we  decid- 
ed that  as  much  as  anything  else  we 
would  be  performing  a  public  service  to 
make  this  volume  available  to  those 
who  still  wanted  it. 

I  believe,  in  addition,  that  because 
Academic  Press  has  produced  a  high 
quality  book  which  is  a  hardback  edi- 
tion the  additional  price  is  more  than 
warranted.  The  softback  edition  pub- 
lished by  the  federal  government  was 
not  a  particularly  attractive  publica- 
tion, whereas  the  product  from  Aca- 
demic Press  will  be  an  asset  in  any  li- 
brary. On  this  basis,  I  believe  that  the 
decision  to  produce  this  volume  com- 
mercially was  very  much  in  the  public 
interest.

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The  giraffe  factor 


The  first  of  the  state  governor's  conferences  on  librar- 
ies and  information  services  was  held  in  Atlanta  on 
September  15  and  16.  When  all  the  following  state 
meetings  have  been  held  and  the  promised  grand  con- 
vocation at  the  White  House  brings  it  all  together,  we 
hope  to  find  ourselves  launched  on  a  brave  new  decade 
of  library  development.  One  fervent  hope  widely 
shared  is  that  this  public  process  will  indeed  bring  to 
light  the  immense  variety  of  need  that  exists  and  the 
necessity  for  the  managers  of  our  intellectual  re- 
sources— from  the  great  libraries  and  information  pro- 
ducers to  the  small  town  children's  room  decorated 
with  over-sized  stuffed  animals — to  respond  creatively 
to  these  needs.  Another  fervent  hope:  that  information 
needs  will  not  be  ranked  by  the  age  or  social  status  of 
the  individuals  concerned. 

The  predilections  of  our  institutions  have  been  al- 
ready amply  expressed.  Each,  from  the  august  Library 
of  Congress  to  the  village  library,  has  volunteered  for 
action.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  institutions,  however,  that 
their  vision  of  the  needs  of  people  coincide  neatly  with 
the  things  these  organizations  like  to  do.  This  vision  is 
not  necessarily  in  a  very  sensitive  relationship  to  the 
actual  needs  of  people. 

This  is  no  strange  or  evil  matter.  Our  economy 
provides  a  familiar  model.  An  industry  such  as  steel  or 
automobile  building  or  publishing  exists  primarily  to 
encourage  a  flow  of  cash  through  its  doors.  Even  if  the 
welfare  of  an  energy-starved  nation  depends  on  it,  De- 
troit cannot  switch  from  large  cars  to  small  cars  unless 
the  hunger  of  their  organizations  for  money  can  be  sat- 
isfied at  accustomed  levels. 

Library  and  information  institutions  are  not  im- 
mune to  this  condition.  Their  leaders  look  to  the  com- 
ing network  as  an  opportunity  to  expand  their  func- 
tions, their  influence,  and  their  importance.  None  to 
date  has  volunteered  to  be  phased  out  in  favor  of  an- 
other organization;  none  is  likely  to.  The  struggle  for 
dominance  in  the  coming  new  order  is  acute  in  some 
quarters.  There  are  territorial  problems  between  pri- 
vate and  public  institutions;  between  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  other  great  libraries;  between  members 
of  the  new  breed  of  information  handlers  like  BAL- 
LOTS, the  Ohio  College  Library  Center,  the  SOLI- 


NETs  and  NELINETs,  between  state  library  agencies 
and  municipal  library  giants. 

But  these  institutional  rivalries  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  dominate  the  large  decisions  that  lie  ahead. 
The  state  conferences,  again,  can  be  counted  on  to 
make  clear  the  many  basic  needs  of  people.  But  it  will 
also  be  wise  to  listen  closely  to  the  voices  of  the  indi- 
vidual library  and  information  specialists  in  the  field — 
as  well  as  those  of  their  managers.  There  is  an  aston- 
ishing amount  of  altruism  abroad  in  this  matter.  In  the 
last  few  years,  the  rank  and  file  of  people  involved  in 
information  transfer  has  shown  a  growing  unanimity 
of  mind  and  a  transcendence  of  local  loyalties.  Some 
years  ago,  in  an  eloquent  address,  David  Kaser,  then 
Director  of  Cornell  University  Libraries,  took  a 
mournful  view  of  the  future  of  library  cooperation.  It 
would  be  a  human  problem,  he  saw  clearly,  and  one 
that  would  only  be  solved — if  at  all — by  vast  changes 
of  heart.  Only  a  few  years  later,  we  can  see  that  these 
changes  of  heart  have  taken  place — at  least  among  the 
people  who  work  in  libraries.  National  planners  should 
consult  most  seriously  the  leavening  that  librarians  in 
the  field  are  bringing  into  the  developing  national  net- 
work— especially  their  devotion  to  the  often  ill-re- 
warded tasks  of  clearing  the  way  for  persons  of  all  con- 
ditions to  have  access  to  the  heritage  of  culture. 
Among  those  who  have  labored  so  hard  to  assure  ac- 
cess to  information  to  persons  who  cannot  command  it 
by  power  of  place  are  the  librarians  who  devote  them- 
selves to  opening  the  door  of  the  human  family  mind  to 
children. 

The  ways  that  they  use  may  seem  more  amusing 
than  significant,  but  they  are  to  be  taken  as  seriously 
by  national  planners  as  the  brief  of  the  most  prestig- 
ious administrator.  For  if  our  children  do  not  find 
themselves  welcomed  into  the  world  to  which  libraries 
are  the  portal,  there  is  no  future  for  any  of  us.  The 
labors  and  artful  devices  of  children's  librarians  can 
sometimes  stand  as  a  parable  for  what  all  the  rest  of  us 
could  and  should  be  doing.  The  best  example  we've 
seen  lately  came  in  the  mail  from  the  Appleton  Public 
Library  in  Wisconsin,  where  a  tall  stuffed  giraffe  greets 
the  small  fry.  One  little  girl,  who  understands  this 
clearly,  always  goes  straight  to  the  giraffe,  hugs  its  leg, 
and  announces,  "Hello,  giraffe.  I'm  here!"  Karl  Nyren

Iowa's  processing  center  skirts  bankruptcy 


Efforts  to  run  regional  or  statewide 
processing  centers  that  are  capable  of 
paying  for  themselves  have  for  the 
most  part  flopped.  Library  Processors, 
Inc.  of  Iowa,  a  statewide  operation  that 
grew  out  of  the  North  Central  Library 
Operation  (NILE),  is  the  latest  big 
processing  center  to  report  that  it  is  not 
doing  enough  business  and  may  have  to 
shut  down. 

Very  few  regional  centers  have 
been  able  to  make  a  go  of  it.  U  has  al- 
ready reported  financial  setbacks  faced 
by  state  processing  centers  in  Florida 
and  Rhode  Island.  Despite  several  at- 
tempts to  drum  up  the  business  neces- 
sary to  make  its  processing  center  a  go- 
ing concern,  Rhode  Island  had  to  close 
up  shop  when  it  lost  its  subsidy  in  De- 
cember 1975;  it  now  does  only  in-house 
processing. 

One  notable  exception  to  finan- 
cially ailing  processing  operations  is 
the  one  run  by  the  Nassau.  New  York. 
Library  System.  Nassau  is  doing  a 
thriving  business;  it  handles  the  proc- 
essing for  54  public  libraries  in  Nassau, 
and  also  does  work  under  contract  for 
three  libraries  in  neighboring  Suffolk 
County,  and  another  three  in  New  Jer- 
sey. Processing  Chief  Richard  Pfefferle 
told  U  that  Nassau  processed  about 
340,000  volumes  last  year,  but  expects 
to  do  slightly  less  than  that  this  year. 
When  asked  why  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness is  dropping,  Pfefferle  surmised 
that  the  rising  prices  of  books  (espe- 
cially fiction  titles)  may  be  hurting  li- 
braries. The  book  budgets  of  Nassau 
member  libraries  have  been  going  up 
steadily,  he  noted,  but  added  that  this 
may  not  be  enough  to  offset  the  impact 
of  inflation  (which  reduces  the  number 
of  books  bought). 

As  for  the  situation  in  Iowa,  State 
Librarian  Barry  Porter  blames  a  steady 
drop  in  business  for  the  financial  plight 
of  Iowa's  processing  center.  For  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1977,  the 
state    center    processed    50.445    vol- 


umes— a  "decrease  of  some  17,000  vol- 
umes over  the  previous  year  and  a  de- 
crease of  some  30,000  volumes  over  the 
years  in  which  NILE  was  doing  suflfi- 
cent  business  to  remain  afloat  economi- 
cally." Porter  pegged  as  factors  in 
slumping  business:  "fewer  federal  dol- 
lars have  been  put  into  the  purchase  of 
books,  and  book  budgets  have  either 
remained  constant  or  have  been 
cut  .  .  ." 

Porter  said  that  Iowa  libraries  also 
are  not  making  enough  use  of  the  cen- 
ter: although  some  220  libraries  use  the 
center,  many  of  them  process  less  than 
half  their  books  there.  Librarians  had 
complained,  he  said,  that  it  takes  the 
center  too  long  to  process  materials. 
But,  Porter  says,  things  have  improved 
since  Baker  &  Taylor  has  speeded  up 
book  deliveries.  Iowa's  processing  cen- 
ter, claims  Porter,  has  shortened  its 
turnaround  time  to  ten  calendar  days — 
two  to  three  weeks  faster  than  had  been 
the  case  earlier. 


Porter  is  trying  to  persuade  more 
Iowa  libraries  to  use  their  state  proc- 
essing center.  His  argument:  libraries 
affected  by  a  loss  of  manpower  due  to 
the  budget  crunch  can  put  more  staffers 
up  front  helping  patrons  instead  of  as- 
signing them  to  a  backroom  cataloging 
materials.  Money  can  be  saved:  the 
processing  center  gets  a  39  percent  dis- 
count on  books.  And  the  center  is  uti- 
lizing the  modern  technology  that  will 
enable  it  to  "develop  standardization 
throughout  the  state  for  the  purposes  of 
interlibrary  loan  and  inventory  con- 
trol." 

Library  suppliers  find  another  as- 
pect to  the  decreasing  business  at  proc- 
essing centers,  including  their  own 
processing  operations,  which  are  suf- 
fering, too:  library  supplies  for  process- 
ing are  selling  better  than  ever — in- 
dicating that  many  libraries  are  pre- 
paring books  in  house  rather  than 
paying  to  have  them  done  by  another 
agency. 
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Third  largest:  The  University  of  Texas  at  Austin  says  that  its  newly  opened  Perry-Castaneda 
Library  is  probably  the  third  largest  academic  library  in  the  U.S.  The  six-level  open-stack 
library  cost  $21.7  million  to  build;  it  has  70  miles  of  shelf  space  for  up  to  3,250,000  volumes 
and  seating  for  3200.  The  building  has  such  energy  saving  devices  as  an  integrated  lighting 
system  requiring  fewer  fluorescent  tubes  and  special  heating  and  cooling  systems 
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IIA  sees  "price  war"  threat  in  European  info  tariffs 


The  Information  Industry  Association 
uarns  that  an  international  information 
price  war  could  be  triggered  by  the  stiff 
up  front  charges  (about  $30  per  hour) 
le\ied  b\  European  postal,  telephone, 
and  telegraph  monopolies  (PTT's)  on 
American  databases  through 
Tymnet. 

IIA  also  fears  that  the  PTTs  will 
appropriate  even  more  American  prof- 
its by  imposing  transaction  charges  on 
those  companies  (General  Electric  was 
one  mentioned)  offering  private  line  ac- 

to  databases. 

Carlos  Cuadra  of  the  Svstem  De- 


velopment Corporation  (SDC)  told 
government  officials  and  representa- 
tives of  Chase.  McGraw  Hill.  Macmil- 
lan.  Predicasts.  and  GE  that  the  U.S. 
information  industry  will  suffer  if 
PTT's  continue  to  bleed  foreign  clients 
of  American  databases.  Said  Cuadra. 
European  usage  is  bound  to  drop  off 
and  an  important  source  of  revenue  will 
shrink.  But  since  foreign  users,  he  said. 
pa;  a  share  of  the  costs  of  creating 
U.S.  databases.  U.S.  firms  will  have  to 
boost  prices  it  charges  home  users. 

The  American  information  indus-

stance  on  the  question  of  fees,  which 
have  been  traditionally  backed  as  nec- 
essary to  the  flow  of  information.  Now 
that  the  shoe  is  on  the  other  foot,  and 
there  is  a  very  real  threat  that  fees  oth- 
er than  those  levied  by  the  database 
producers  and  the  domestic  utilities 
which  distribute  them  will  reduce  their 
profits.  U.S.  information  marketers  are 
looking  at  the  fee  question  from  a  dif- 
ferent perspective.  Responding  to  what 
they  see  as  a  threat.  U.S.  industry  rep- 
resentatives chided  the  PTT's  for  ham- 
pering the  dissemination  of  informa- 
tion, and  they  went  on  record  ' "urging 
unfettered  flow  of  information  inter- 
nationally." Cautioned  the  IIA.  "a  pro- 
tective rate  war  could  lead  to  a  trade 
war  in  information." 

Interestingly,  a  different  set  of  cir- 
cumstances prompted  two  information 
brokers.  Lockheed  and  SDC.  to  vol- 
untarily cut  their  prices  earlier  this 
year.  In  a  news  story  titled  "Database 
vendors  in  a  price  war'.''"  U  noted  the 
sudden  price  cuts  instituted  after  a 
Minneapolis  firm  called  BRS  (Biblio- 
graphic Retrieval  Services)  appeared  on 
the  scene  offering  cheaper  access  to  on- 
line databases  (U .  March  1 5.  p.  665). 


Interracial  book  council 
assails  "The  Speaker" 

In  a  recent  issue  of  its  Bulletin,  the 
Council  on  Interracial  Books  for  Chil- 
dren. Inc.  (New  York)  presents  a 
strong  case  against  The  Speaker,  a  con- 
troversial film  produced  under  the  aus- 
pices of  ALA's  Office  for  Intellectual 
Freedom.  The  Council  notes  that  The 
Speaker  has  divided  the  ALA  member- 
ship into  two  camps — one  camp  decries 
the  film  as  a  blatant  example  of  racism, 
while  the  other  group  applauds  the  film 
for  facing  up  to  the  issue  of  racial  inferi- 
ority .  The  Council  observes  that  the 
film  has  at  least  clarified  a  larger  issue: 
it  has  spotlighted  "the  conflict  between 
those  who  favor  moves  to  eradicate 
racism  from  the  library  profession  and 
those  who  oppose  such  moves  as  being 
a  threat  to  the  'rights'  of  racists." 

CIBC  documents  its  position  with 
a  series  of  articles  whose  titles  suggest 
the  stances  being  taken.  Among  them: 
'The  Speaker':  a  New  Weapon  in  the 
Neo-Conservative  Arsenal":  "Refut- 
ing White  Racism:  a  Bibliography": 
"The  Selling  of  'The  Speaker'  ": 
"What  ALA  Might  Have  Done":  and 
"A  History  of  the  IFC  OIF:  an  Agenda 
in  the  Closet?" 

Harsh  debate  during  ALA-Detroit 
over  the  merits  of  the  film  prompted 
ALA  to  publish  a  discussion  guide  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  film  show- 
ings. The  Council  has  come  out  with  its 
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own  discussion  guide — one  that  zeroes 
in  on  what  it  interprets  as  racial  stereo- 
typing. One  example  spotlighted:  the 
differences  in  appearance  and  behavior 
between  the  students  in  the  film  who  fa- 
vored the  speaker,  and  those  who 
wanted  him  run  out  of  town. 

A  report  in  London's  Library  As- 
sociation Record  suggests  that  librari- 
ans in  countries  other  than  the  U.S.  are 
worried  about  the  many  ways  in  which 
racist  attitudes  are  passed  on  to  young- 
sters. LAR  reports  the  establishment  in 
England  of  the  National  Committee  on 
Racism  in  Children's  Books.  The  com- 
mittee will  campaign  against  racially 
biased  children's  books  and  encourage 
the  publication  of  books  "reflecting  an 
interracial  society" — especially  works 
by  ethnic  minority  group  members 
themselves.  Among  activities  planned: 
forums  for  discussions,  exhibitions, 
and  conferences  to  promote  an  aware- 
ness of  racial  bias  in  books:  publication 
of  a  newsletter  as  well  as  posters,  leaf- 
lets, and  stickers;  and  the  preparation 
of  guidelines  for  teachers,  librarians, 
publishers,  and  parents.  The  group  will 
eventually  seek  funds  for  a  full-time 
staff  and  headquarters. 

Dorothy  Kuya,  a  West  Indian 
adult  education  specialist,  heads  up  the 
committee.  Information  about  the  com- 
mittee's work  is  available  from  Doro- 
thy Kuya,  10  Dalgarno  Gardens,  Lon- 
don W10. 


HEW  library  officers 
recalled  to  D.C. 

In  an  apparent  effort  to  streamline  fur- 
ther the  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion, and  Welfare  (HEW),  the  Carter 
administration  has  ordered  the  "re- 
centralization"  of  the  HEW  Library 
Services  Program.  What  this  means: 
HEW  library  program  officers  who 
work  out  of  ten  regional  HEW  offices 
and  have  the  job  of  administering  the 
LSCA  (Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act)  program  are  to  be  recalled  to 
Washington,  D.C.  Nine  people  are  in- 
volved; one  Regional  Program  Officer 
spot  (Kansas  City)  is  now  vacant. 

One  observer  close  to  the  action 
sized  up  the  possible  impact  of  the  "re- 
centralization":  it  could  help  cut  posi- 
tions, and/or  could  lead  to  a  change  in 
personnel.  Some  library  program  offi- 
cers can  be  expected  to  refuse  to  move 
to  Washington,  and  will  get  out  of  it  by 
either  resigning  or  retiring.  The 
"recentralization,"  it  was  said,  could  be 
interpreted  as  another  effort  by  the 
Carter  administration  to  get  the  HEW 
to  trim  the  fat.  Some  regional  program 
officer  positions,  and  other  HEW  posts 
as  well,  had  been  downgraded  earlier. 
RPO  positions  in  New  York  and  Chi- 
cago were  among  those  to  get  bumped 
down  from  a  GS- 1 4  ranking  to  a  GS- 1 3 .

But  he's 
often  bypassing  the  public  in  efforts  to 
streamline  giant  government  agencies — 
just  as  Nixon  did — for  different  reasons. 


Mass.  Library  Bureau 
claims  status  gain 

The  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Library 
Extension  claims  to  have  won  another 
victory  in  its  long  battle  for  recognition 
as  a  dominant  force  on  the  Massachu- 
setts library  scene.  The  victory:  legisla- 
tors upped — without  a  squabble — by  54 
percent  the  budget  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act  funds.  Under  a  new 
amendment  to  LSCA  legislation,  states 
are  required  to  match  federal  expendi- 
tures for  LSCA  administration.  The 
Massachusetts  legislature  complied 
with  this  Quie  amendment  by  increas- 
ing the  account  for  LSCA  administra- 
tion by  $125,000. 

The  additional  money,  says  the 
Bureau,  "will  be  used  primarily  to 
transfer  state  mandated  personnel  from 
the  LSCA  payroll  to  the  more  appropri- 
ate state  account,  thereby  freeing  funds 
for  program  grants." 

IFLA  Bibliographic  Office 
gets  more  CLR  backing 

The  Council  on  Library  Resources  has 
awarded  a  third  grant — this  one. 
$150,000— to  IFLA's  (International 
federation  of  Library  Associations  and 
Institutions)  Universal  Bibliographic 
Control  Office — indicating  CLR's  con- 
tinued commitment  to  the  project. 
Since  1974.  the  Council  has  given  the 
Bibliographic  Control  Office  $364,200. 

Commenting  on  the  evolving  role 
of  UBC.  IFLA  Secretary  General  Mar- 
greet  Wijnstroom  noted  that  the  UBC 
Office  was  conceived  as  an  agency  to 
coordinate  work  on  international  bibli- 
ographic standardization  and  encour- 
age national  bibliographic  control  pro- 
jects. UBC,  she  claimed,  has  assumed 
a  new  role  as  an  international  biblio- 
graphic center. 

The  range  of  its  activities  last  year 
included  producing  the  bibliographic 
component  of  the  International  MARC 
Network  Study;  taking  responsibility 
for  the  program  content  of  the  IFLA 
World-Wide  Seminar  held  in  Seoul. 
Korea;  and  preparing  background  ma- 
terials for  last  month's  Unesco  IFLA 
International  Congress  on  National 
Bibliographies.  Dorothy  Anderson  is 
UBC  Office  Director. 


Oklahoma  user  survey 
to  peg  statewide  needs 

The  Oklahoma  LSCA  (Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act)  Advisory 
Council  has  commissioned  Battelle  Co- 
lumbus Laboratories  to  do  a  major 
statewide  study  of  the  "effectiveness  of 
libraries  in  Oklahoma  in  meeting  user 
needs.'"  Battelle.  which  will  get 
$72,275  for  the  job.  is  to  develop  guide- 
lines for  library  development  in  Okla- 
homa for  the  ten  year  period  1978— 
1987. 

Battelle,  which  has  conducted  sim- 
ilar studies  of  Georgia  and  Alabama  li- 
braries, proposes  to  employ  "a  prob- 
lem-solving research  methodology  in- 
tended to  assure  an  unbiased  provision 
of  fresh  insights  into  problem  areas." 
Beverly  Rawls.  Battelle's  manager  of 
library  services  and  library  research, 
will  direct  the  study,  with  help  from 
Dorothy  Sinclair  of  Case  Western  Re- 
serve. The  study  is  slated  to  be  deliv- 
ered in  May  of  1978,  and  will  serve  as  a 
focus  for  the  state  conference  to  be 
held  in  preparation  for  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Libraries  and  In- 
formation Science. 


Clio  staff  responds  to  fire 

Eric  H.  Boehm.  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bibliographical  Center-Clio  Press. 
tells  Li  how  ABC-Clio*s  staff  respond- 
ed to  the  Sycamore  fire  which  in  July 
devastated  properties  in  Santa  Bar- 
bara. California.  ABC-Clio  stores 
many  of  its  records,  including  ab- 
stracts, in  fire-resistant  files,  but  a  great 
many  records  and  computer  tapes  are 
not  stored,  and  thus  could  have  been 
destroyed  if  the  fire  got  to  ABC-Clio 
headquarters.  Boehm  reports  that  a 
number  of  staffers  recognized  the 
threat  and  came  back  to  work  on  the 
night  of  July  26  to  retrieve  tapes  and 
other  vital  records,  put  them  in  the 
company  van  or  their  own  cars,  and 
take  them  out  of  danger. 


Libraries  and  runaways 

Libraries  across  the  nation  are  partici- 
pating in  the  effort  to  help  the  estimated 
one  million  youngsters  who  run  away 
from  their  homes  each  year;  they're 
putting  up  posters  and  handing  out  in- 
formation cards  aimed  at  alerting  run- 
aways to  the  toll-free.  24-hour  Run- 
away  Switchboard  set  up  by  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Education.  And  libraries  are 
apparently  getting  through  to  young- 
sters: Pauline  Winnick.  coordinator  of 
Public  Library  Services  for  the  OE.

LC  lo  upgrade  catalog  card  printing  system 


David  G.  Remington  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  Cataloging  Distribution  Serv- 
ice reports  that  LC  has  invested  in  new 
computer  technology  that  will  enable 
the  Cataloging  Service  to  print  MARC 
catalog  cards  on  demand.  One  result 
foreseen:  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary 
to  maintain  a  card  inventory.  Some 
processing  delays  will  consequently  be 
eliminated,  and  LC  costs  will  drop.  The 


new  system,  called  CARDS  (Card 
Automated  Reproduction  Demand  Sys- 
tem), is  being  developed  under  a  con- 
tract with  Xerox  Electro-Optical  Sys- 
tems in  Pasadena,  California. 

CARDS,  which  is  scheduled  to  be- 
come operational  by  next  spring,  will 
utilize  advanced  laser,  xerographic, 
and  computer  technology;  it  will  be 
linked  to  existing  computer  software

and  systems  developed  and  used  by  the 
Cataloging  Distribution  Service  since 
1970.  CARDS,  notes  Remington,  will 
have  the  capacity  to  print  with  mixed 
fonts  and  point  sizes  and  mixed  roman 
and  non-roman  characters.  It  will  print 
diacritics  over  characters,  provide  pro- 
portional spacing,  and  produce  quality 
character  images.  Said  Remington, 
"As  we  move  into  the  future  we  can 
maintain  the  high  graphics  quality  and 
readability  of  LC  printed  cards  while 
anticipating  printing  from  both  roman 
and  non-roman  alphabet  machine  read- 
able cataloging." 

Remington  mentioned  that  LC's 
plans  to  close  the  Main  Card  Catalog 
have  led  to  the  rumor  that  LC  would 
terminate  its  card  distribution  service. 
Emphatically  denying  this  rumor,  Rem- 
ington said  that  "the  new  CARDS  Sys- 
tem should  be  clear  evidence  to  every- 
one that  we  are  'in  the  business'." 

He  added,  "Regardless  of  the  high 
profile  online  cataloging  is  presently  re- 
ceiving, card  catalogs  will  be  with  us 
during  a  long  period  to  come.  Many, 
many  libraries  cannot  and  will  not  be 
able  in  the  near  future  to  afford  online 
cataloging.  We  presently  keep  more 
than  7,000,000  catalog  cards  created 
since  1901  in  print.  .  .  .  We  have  a 
search  service  to  handle  orders  for 
which  card  numbers  are  not  known. 
We  hope  here  at  CDS  that  we  can  be  a 
practical,  economical,  and  high  quality 
service  in  this  transition  period  from 
card  catalogs  through  book  and  COM 
catalogs  to  online  catalogs." 

And  Remington  asked  librarians 
who  use  LC's  catalog  card  service  to 
relay  to  him  their  concerns,  construc- 
tive comments,  suggestions,  and/or 
complaints. 


NESS  doubles  rates; 
seeks  state  subsidies 

In  a  move  to  realize  "the  long-term  in- 
tent of  achieving  full  self-support  on 
the  part  of  the  New  England  Serials 
Service  (NESS),"  the  New  England 
Library  Board  (NELB)  has  almost  dou- 
bled the  minimum  processing  fee  for  re- 
prints to  $5.  Several  months  ago  NESS 
had  introduced  a  new  fee  schedule  as  a 
first  step  to  full  user  support:  special 
and  government  libraries  were  asked  to 
pay  a  minimum  fee  of  $3.50.  while  the 
going  rate  for  other  types  of  libraries 
was  set  at  $2.50  (U ,  May  1.  p.  975). 
With  the  new  fee  schedule,  all  kinds  of 
libraries  pay  the  same  price  for  re- 
prints. But  they  get  up  to  ten  pages,  in- 
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Dialog  adds  10  new  data  bases. 
Over  16,000,000  abstracts  now  online. 


Dialog  is  expanding  again  to  offer 
libraries  these  new  data  bases:  Public  Affairs 
Information  Service,  Food  Science  and 
Technology  Abstracts,  Library  and  Informa- 
tion Science  Abstracts,  Defense  Market 
Measures  System,  Energylinef  National 
Center  for  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect,  and 
Art  Bibliographies  Modern.

While  Dialog  continues  to  expand,  its 
search  costs  stay  low.

CETA  at  Queens,  N.Y.:  five-day  service  restored 


Thanks  to  a  new  influx  of  151  CETA 
(Comprehensive  Employment  and 
Training  Act)  emplo\ees.  the  budget- 
cramped  Queens  Borough  Public  Li- 
bran.  (Milton  B\am.  director)  has  re- 
stored service  hours  at  each  of  its 
branches  to  a  full  five  days.  Queens 
Borough  branches  had  been  open  only 
two  and  a  half  da\  s  a  week:  facilities 
close  to  each  other  were  "paired."" 
which  meant  that  one  staff  worked  at 
the  two  branches  on  alternate  da\  s  in 
efforts  to  keep  the  libran  s>  stem  going. 
Queens  reports  losing,  in  the  past  two 
\ears.  close  to  $5  million  in  funding 
(one-third  of  its  budget).  286  authorized 
staff,  all  its  part-time  workers,  and  its 
federally  funded  Title  X  employees. 

U  has  recorded  in  its  news  page 
this  >ear  the  criticism  that  CETA  per- 
sonnel cannot  replace  the  trained  pro- 
nal  and  that  it  takes  valuable  time 
to  break  them  in.  In  Queens,  the  libran 
decided  to  do  something  about  getting 
CETA  people  on  the  job  as  quickly  as 
ss  ble.  Teams  of  Queens  Borough 
staffers  ga\e  "blitz"'  training  (general 
orientation  as  well  as  task-oriented  ses- 
sions) to  give  their  new  CETA  people 


the  training  they  would  need  to  man  the 
circulation  desk  and  perform  other  spe- 
cific duties. 

While  Library  Director  Byam  ac- 
knowledged that  the  new  CETA  people 
are  a  boon  to  established  library 
branches,  he  noted  that  they  could  not 
be  utilized  in  the  brand  new  branches 


which  have  not  yet  opened.  Said 
Byam:  "...  the  new  aid  will  not  help 
the  people  in  those  areas  of  Queens 
where  new  branch  buildings  remain 
unopened.  This  budget  provides  no 
money  for  light,  heat,  telephones,  and 
maintenance  of  new  buildings,  so  they 
will  have  to  remain  closed."" 


Public  library  group  seeks  broader  membership 


The  Consortium  for  Public  Library  In- 
novation, one  of  a  new  breed  of  single- 
mission-oriented  library  organiza- 
tions— an  approach  that  sets  them 
apart  from  more  traditional  organiza- 
tions— has  decided  to  open  up  member- 
ship to  all  t>pes  of  libraries.  But  the 
consortium  emphatically  states  that  de- 
spite the  move  to  expand  membership 
its  current  emphasis  on  public  library 
research  and  innovation  will  stick.  The 
consortium  now  has  only  four  mem- 
bers: the\  vary  widely  in  size  and  con- 
stituency: Maryland's  Enoch  Pratt 
Free  Libran .  the  Minneapolis  Public 
Librar\ .  the  Salt  Lake  City  Public  Li- 
brary .  and  the  Free  Public  Libran  of 
Woodbridge.  New  Jerse\ . 


The  consortium  has  set  as  its  goal: 
the  "overall  improvement  of  public  li- 
bran sen  ices  that  are  clearly  user-cen- 
tered through  systematic  research  and 
experimentation.""  Member  libraries 
must  agree  to  institute  Program  Plan- 
ning and  Evaluation,  formulate  polic\ 
based  on  research  in  libran  sen  ice  and 
management,  and  develop  and  or  im- 
prove Learners"  Advisory  Sen  ices. 

The  planning  and  evaluation  proc- 
ess s  interpreted  by  the  consortium  as 
"a  key  tool  with  which  to  identih  areas 
where  innovative  and  or  additional  li- 
bran services  and  management 
changes  are  needed,  make  decisions, 
design  libran  programs,  and  evaluate 
all   libran    services   and   operations. "

Three  consortium  members  (Enoch 
Pratt,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Public  Li- 
brary, and  the  Free  Public  Library  of 
Woodbridge).  have  already  started 
planning  "improving  accountability  in 
other  library  services." 

The  consortium  has  also  set  as  ob- 
jectives: "providing  ongoing  staff  de- 
velopment opportunities  at  all  levels, 
specifically  related  to  quality  services 
to  users  .  .  .  and  the  dissemination  of 
the  group's  research  findings  to  policy 
makers  and  other  members  of  the  li- 
brary profession  and  to  decision- 
makers in  local,  state,  and  federal  gov- 
ernment." 

Membership  in  the  consortium 
costs  $1000.  Requests  for  membership 
should  go  to  its  newly  elected  Chair- 
man. Joseph  Kimbrough.  director  of 
the  Minneapolis  Public  Library. 


Volunteers  in  libraries: 
guards,  PR,  outreach 

Libraries  and  other  institutions  that 
have  been  hit  hard  by  the  economy 
slump  are  depending  more  and  more 
upon  volunteers  for  both  vital  and  extra 
services.  And  both  government  and  in- 
dividual organizations  themselves  are 
taking  steps  to  recognize  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  growing  volunteer  army. 
From  Maryland  comes  a  report  on  the 
Governor's  First  Conference  on  Volun- 
tarism— a  one-day  affair  that  attracted 
some  700  volunteers,  many  of  them 
from  the  state's  libraries.  One  in- 
dication of  how  much  a  volunteer  corps 
can  do  for  a  library:  since  its  volunteer 
program  was  launched  in  1974,  Balti- 
more County  Public  Library  volunteers 
have  contributed  upwards  of  8500 
hours  of  service.  One  individual  racked 
up  650  hours  of  service,  another  do- 
nated 500. 

The  Oklahoma  County  Libraries 
system  used  its  newsletter  to  pay  trib- 
ute to  the  81  teenagers  who  helped 
make  its  Readin'  Round-Up  and  Neigh- 
borhood Arts  program  a  success  this 
summer.  OCL  had  the  librarians  who 
actually  worked  with  teen  volunteers 
make  personal  statements  about  each 
of  them.  One  OCL  branch  held  a  small 
party  to  thank  their  volunteers,  and  all 
the  volunteers  got  free  Dairy  Queen 
sundaes.  At  one  branch  alone  (Ralph 
Ellison),  the  youngsters  donated  575 
hours.  Volunteer  Coordinator  Linda 
Levy  notes  that  most  volunteers  went 
through  a  training  session  to  learn  how 
the  library  operates  and  how  to  assist  in 
the  Readin'  Round-Up  program. 

A  report  of  an  unusual  type  of 
summer  reading  program  involving  vol- 
unteers comes  from  the  Jackson  Coun- 
ty Public  Library  (Ravenswood,  West 
Virginia).  Individual  youngsters  were 
teamed  up  with  volunteers  in  a  "Book 
Buddy  Program"  designed  to  improve 


the  reading  skills  of  children  ages  six 
through  12.  Volunteers,  who  came  in 
for  one  hour  per  week  for  a  month  and 
a  half,  read  to  their  teammates  and 
played  reading  games.  County  Director 
Claudya  B.  Muller  reports  that  140  chil- 
dren and  103  volunteers  were  in  the 
program. 

Reports  from  other  libraries  show 
the  range  of  duties  the  volunteers  are 
taking  on.  The  Denver  Public  Library 
has  a  volunteer  guard,  Isadora  Fisher, 
who  puts  in  about  20  hours  a  week.  The 
Public  Library  of  Columbus  and  Frank- 
lin County  (Ohio)  reports  that  12  of  its 
library  volunteers — all  of  whom  got 
special  training  for  the  job  from  the 
Ohio  Society  for  Prevention  of  Blind- 
ness— carried  out  free  glaucoma 
screenings  at  Main.  And  New  York's 
Plattsburgh  Public  Library  reports  that 
one  of  its  volunteers,  a  communica- 
tions specialist,  has  developed  a  full- 
scale  library  PR  campaign  for  broad- 
cast on  radio  and  TV. 


Changing  ALA's  structure: 
membership  input  sought 

The  Future  ALA  Structure  Committee 
has  come  up  with  four  approaches — 
Activity,  Assembly,  Federation,  and 
Evolutionary — to  restructuring  the  as- 
sociation, and  it  wants  the  ALA  mem- 
bership to  pick  the  one  that  looks  the 
most  promising.  The  approach  that 
wins  the  favor  of  a  membership  major- 
ity will  be  taken  from  the  idea  stage  to  a 
formal  proposal  to  be  submitted  to  the 
membership  for  approval. 

The  Activity  Approach  devised  by 
the  committee  addresses  the  "problem 
of  type-of-library  vs.  type-of-activity." 
It  calls  for  membership  units  only  on 
the  basis  of  activity  and  provides  a 
common  ground  for  libraries  of  all 
types.  ALA's  governance  mechanism 
would  provide  a  balance  of  representa- 
tion: membership  in  Council  would  be 
proportional  to  the  size  of  membership 
by  type  of  library.  Under  the  Activity 
Approach,  there  would  be  no  essential 
change  in  the  authority  of  Council  or  in 
the  duties  of  the  officers  and  the  Board. 
One  foreseeable  benefit:  it  has  the  po- 
tential of  reducing  the  number  of  pro- 
gram offices  at  Headquarters. 

The  Assembly  Approach  calls  for 
the  creation  of  two  Assemblies:  the 
Media  Resources  and  Services  Assem- 
bly and  the  Development  and  Inter- 
pretation of  Librarianship  Assembly. 
Each  assembly  could  speak  specifically 
to  certain  association  objectives.  And 
the  assemblies  would  have  representa- 
tion on  Council.  All  membership  activi- 
ty units  would  be  lumped  in  one  or  the 
other  of  the  assemblies,  which  would 
be  subdivided  into  units  of  varying  siz- 
es. One  expected  result  of  this  kind  of 
reorganization:  "Headquarters  staffing 
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would  be  grouped  around  the  two  as- 
semblies instead  of  around  membership 
subunits  or  office  units,  permitting 
more  efficient  use  of  HQ  expertise  and 
support." 

The  Federation  Approach  calls  for 
an  organization  "composed  of  a  central 
body  and  relatively  autonomous  asso- 
ciations plus  an  Assembly  of  members 
who  wish  to  join  only  the  central  body. 
The  central  body  would  have  only 
those  responsibilities  assigned  to  it  by 
member  associations."  Says  the  com- 
mittee: "This  structure  would  result  in 
the  transfer  of  some  responsibilities  out 
of  the  central  ALA  offices  into  the  as- 
sociations. However,  the  central  voice 
of  the  profession  would  be  strength- 
ened by  the  greater  number  of  mem- 
bers within  the  federation." 

The  Evolutionary  Approach  would 
maintain  the  present  ALA  structure  for 
the  most  part,  although  it  calls  for  cer- 
tain "modifications  to  meet  changing 
concerns  and  situations."  This  plan 
proposes  12  changes  in  structure — each 
of  which  would  have  to  be  approved  by 
membership. 

The  Structure  Committee  wants 
comments  and  opinions  on  its  propos- 
als by  December  I.  More  detailed  de- 
scriptions of  the  restructuring  ap- 
proaches are  available  from  ALA's  Ex- 
ecutive Office.  Any  commentary  on  the 
suggested  plans  should  go  to  Helen 
Tuttle,  Chairperson,  Future  ALA 
Structure  Committee,  Princeton  Uni- 
versity Library,  Princeton,  N.J.  08540. 


Sex  bias  charged 
in  Milwaukee  firing 

The  Milwaukee  office  of  the  U.S.  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission 
has  backed  former  Milwaukee  Public 
Library  staffer  Nancy  W.  Boone  in  her 
charge  that  sex  bias  was  a  factor  in  her 
dismissal  as  coordinator  of  fine  arts  at 
MPL.  Boone,  who  says  she  has  held  a 
civil  service  management  position  at 
MPL  since  1972,  filed  a  charge  of  sex 
discrimination  with  the  EEOC  in  1975 
when  her  supervisor  (Kirk  Pressing) 
recommended  that  she  be  denied  her 
annual  merit  salary  increment.  She  was 
fired  by  Milwaukee  City  Librarian 
Henry  E.  Bates  in  February  of  1977. 
Boone  then  filed  a  second  complaint 
with  the  EEOC— this  one  charged  that 
her  dismissal  was  in  retaliation  for  fil- 
ing a  sex  bias  charge  with  the  EEOC  in 
1975.  Following  an  investigation,  the 
Milwaukee  EEOC  agreed  that  Boone's 
sex  bias  charge  was  a  "probable 
cause"  for  her  eventual  dismissal;  it 
has  recommended  that  the  Department 
of  Justice  bring  suit  against  MPL  on  be- 
half of  Boone. 

Commenting  on  the  case.  Director 
Bates  said  that  Boone  had  been  denied 
a   merit   increase   for   two   successive 


years,  and  after  her  case  was  reviewed 
the  decision  was  made  to  terminate 
her.  Boone,  he  noted,  had  appealed  her 
dismissal  to  the  MPL  board,  but  the 
board  unanimously  voted  to  uphold  her 
discharge. 


Changing  oi  the  guard  at  ULC 

The  Urban  Libraries  Council,  which 
was  founded  about  three  years  ago  with 
the  primary  aim  of  improving  the  finan- 
cial lot  of  America's  ailing  urban  public 
libraries,  has  appointed  a  new  Execu- 
tive Director:  Paxton  Price,  director  of 
the  St.  Louis  Public  Library.  Ervin 
Gaines,  who  had  been  at  the  helm  at 
ULC  since  its  founding,  has  stepped 


down  because  of  what  was  termed  "the 
pressing  commitments  to  his  position 
as  director  of  the  Cleveland  Public  Li- 
brary." 


Tucson  cuts  staff 

For  a  while  at  least  it  looked  as  if  the 
Tucson  Public  Library  would  end  up 
with  a  budget  of  $3,564,970— up  7.2 
percent  over  the  1976-77  budget.  But 
that  was  before  city  fathers  told  the  city 
manager  to  cut  the  budget  by  at  least  $2 
million.  The  library  had  to  absorb  some 
of  the  loss,  and  it  decided  to  cut  back 
by  reducing  staff  by  5.5  positions  and 
by  slashing  travel  funds  for  such  things 
as  conferences  by  25  percent. 
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Book  buying  power  drops,  says  Ohio  study 


According  to  the  latest  edition  of  the 
Ohio  Directory  of  Libraries,  libraries 
are  spending  more  money  on  books, 
but  are  getting  less  for  their  money.  In 
1976  expenditures  for  library  materials 
went  up  four  percent,  but  two  percent 
fewer  books  were  bought  than  had 
been  the  case  in  the  previous  year.  The 
decline  in  acquisitions,  says  the  report, 
can  be  attributed  to  inflation  coupled 
with  shifts  in  collection  development. 
Operating  expenditures  for  Ohio's 
3,081  public,  school,  academic,  institu- 
tional, and  special  libraries  came  to 
$155  million — a  $5  million  increase 
over  1975. 

Public  libraries  in  Ohio  added  1.5 
million  books  to  their  collections  in 
1976 — bringing  the  total  number  of  vol- 
umes to  28.1  million.  Their  collections 
grew  two  percent,  but  this  increase  was 
2.2  percent  less  than  1975's.  Academic 
libraries  added  864,832  volumes  to 
their  shelves  in  1976.  And  Ohio's  42 
state-supported  institutional  libraries 
increased  their  collections  by  8.4  per- 
cent; 240.726  volumes  were  bought — a 
77.7  percent  increase  in  buying.  Circu- 
lation in  institutional  libraries  went  up 
22.2  percent.  As  for  public  library  circu- 
lation, there  were  62.3  million  transac- 
tions in  1976 — a  continuation  of  a  seven- 


LAPL  gets  the  money 
to  remodel  main  library 

After  nearly  1 1  years  of  arguing  over 
whether  to  build  a  new  Central  Library 
or  rebuild  the  old  one,  the  Los  Angeles 
Public  Library  (Wyman  Jones,  direc- 
tor) has  been  assured  of  the  funding 
needed  to  go  ahead  with  the  remodeling 
and  expansion  of  its  Central  Library. 
The  Los  Angeles  Community  Redevel- 
opment Agency  has  ruled  that  use  of 
CRA  tax  increment  funds  for  the  li- 
brary project  is  appropriate  and  could 
be  conceived  of  as  a  part  of  ongoing  ur- 
ban redevelopment.  Urban  libraries 
elsewhere  could  use  the  argument  that 
they  are  a  significant  part  of  the  urban 
community  in  trying  for  construction 
funding. 

To  finance  LAPL's  renovation  and 
expansion,  CRA  will  sell  bonds  to  raise 
$30,950,000  to  meet  a  City  Council  ap- 
proved cost  estimate  for  the  project. 
CRA  funds  will  also  pay  interest  (an  ex- 
tra $12-13  million)  on  the  bonds,  but 
any  cost  overrun  would  have  to  be  met 
with  other  funds.  The  city  has  put  up 
$300,000  for  an  Environmental  Impact 
Report  and  the  hiring  of  an  architect 
and  a  building  consultant  to  prepare 
preliminary  plans.

Data  on  Ohio's  nine  multicounty 
cooperatives  show  that  204  public  li- 
braries in  76  counties  participate  in 
these  cooperatives,  which  serve  50  per- 
cent of  Ohio's  population.  And  other 
types  of  libraries  are  joining:  the  num- 
ber of  academic,  institutional,  school, 
and  special  libraries  to  join  multicounty 
cooperatives  jumped  from  28  to  47. 

The  number  of  professional  staff 
employed  by  Ohio  libraries  is  still  going 
up.  says  the  directory.  Public  library 
staffs  totaled  5.129  in  1976:  of  this 
amount,  1,071  (21  percent)  were  pro- 
fessional librarians — an  increase  of  54. 
Most  of  them  (65  percent  or  639  per- 
sons) work  in  eight  public  libraries  in 
the  counties  of  Cuyahoga.  Franklin. 
Hamilton,  Lucas,  Mahoning.  Mont- 
gomery, and  Summit.  Professionals 
were  employed  by  144  (58  percent)  of 
Ohio  public  libraries;  in  1975  the  figure 
was  142  or  57  percent.  In  academic  li- 
braries, professional  staff  (781)  ac- 
counted for  38.4  percent  of  the  total 
staff  (2,033).  Personnel  costs  in  aca- 
deme, incidentally,  totalled  $23.3  mil- 
lion, accounting  for  53.6  percent  of  to- 
tal expenditures. 


Minn,  state  aid  inches  up 

Minnesota's  Office  of  Public  Libraries 
and  Interlibrary  Cooperation  (the  state 
library  agency)  reports  that  the  legisla- 
ture has  appropriated  $2,150,000  for 
OPLIC  grant  programs  for  each  year  of 
the  FY  1978-79  biennium.  And  an  addi- 
tional $400,000  will  be  available  in  1979 
"contingent  upon  the  legislature's 
enacting  a  new  formula  for  Regional  Li- 
brary Basic  System  Support."  As  for 
how  OPLIC  did  in  the  last  biennium, 
the  appropriation  was  $1,885,979  in 
1976.  and  $1,971,729  in  1977. 


USC's  $1  million  book  endowment 

A  University  of  Southern  California 
fund-raising  organization.  USC  Asso- 
ciates, has  pledged  a  $1  million  library 
endowment,  with  income  earmarked 
for  the  purchase  of  books  and  materials 
for  USC's  undergraduate  library  col- 
lection in  the  College  of  Letters.  Arts, 
and  Sciences.  The  endowment  is  a  part 
of  USC's  Toward  Century  II  effort,  a 
$265,340,000  program  aimed  at  en- 
abling USC  "to  begin  its  second  cen- 
tury of  service  in  1 980  as  a  model  of  ac- 
ademic excellence."  The  fund  raising 
campaign  is  well  underway. 
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Energy  &  $$  are  issues 
in  Minneapolis  ECOL  fight 

Betty  Bruce  Frisbie  of  the  Environ- 
mental Conservation  Library  (ECOL) 
at  the  Minneapolis  Public  Library 
writes  to  report  that,  thanks  to  an  ag- 
gressive lobbying  effort  by  environ- 
mentalists and  library  supporters,  Min- 
nesota legislators  have  more  than  dou- 
bled the  Governor's  funding  request  for 
ECOL.  The  Governor  had  originally 
recommended  an  $80,000  biennial  ap- 
propriation, but  the  library  said  it 
needed  at  least  twice  that  amount  to 
maintain  a  "status  quo"  service  level. 
The  legislature  got  the  message  and  al- 
located $202,000. 

A  key  element  in  the  fight  for  more 
ECOL  funding,  said  Frisbie,  was  a  bro- 
chure which  told  Minnesotans  what 
kind  of  services  their  environmental  li- 
brary provided,  and  asked  them  to  go 
to  bat  for  it  by  demanding  adequate 
funding  from  legislators.  The  brochure 
depicted  an  ostrich  with  its  head  stuck 
in  the  sand  and  saying,  "Environmen- 
tal problems  will  go  away."  The  PR 
piece  was  suggested  and  designed  by 
Kay  Dillon,  a  graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota's  School  of 
Library  Science.  Said  Frisbie,  "The 
brochure  provided  a  practical  experi- 
ence for  the  library  student  and  was  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  ECOL."

Reciprocal  borrowing  $$: 
Iowa  builds  a  case 

Iowa  is  one  state  that  intends  to  try  to 
prod  its  legislators  to  provide  extra 
funding  to  reimburse  the  state's  urban 
libraries  for  the  services  provided  to 
nonresidents  taking  advantage  of 
Iowa's  statewide  borrowing  program. 
Iowa  plans  to  build  its  case  for  supple- 
mental funding  by  gathering  statistics 
(fiscal  year  July  1,  1977  to  June  30, 
1978)  to  show  that  libraries  in  metro- 
politan areas  are  getting  overloaded. 

State  Librarian  Barry  Porter  point- 
edly stated  that  the  state  borrowing 
program  may  have  to  be  scrapped  be- 
cause of  the  dollar  shortage.  Said  Por- 
ter, "The  usage  by  nonresidents  in 
these  areas  has  become  so  heavy  that  it 
is  questionable  if  the  program  can  con- 
tinue. Coupled  with  this  is  the  imposed 
seven  percent  ceiling  placed  by  the  leg- 
islature on  the  growth  of  city  budgets. 
All  of  us  are  feeling  the  pinch;  but  the 
problems  of  the  larger  libraries  seem  to 
be  more  severe." 

NYPL  gets  $$  for  art  books 

The  National  Antique  and  Art  Dealers 
Association  of  America  and  the  Art  and 
Antique  Dealers  League  of  America 
has  donated  $25,000  to  New  York  Pub- 
lic Library's  Art  and  Architecture  Divi- 
sion for  new  art  books.

Kids  &  YAs:  turtles,  ice  cream  &  busing 


Libraries  are  reaching  out  to  the  young- 
er generation  with  such  things  as  turtle 
races  (Baltimore  County's  Rosedale 
Branch),  a  baby-sitting  course  by  Red 
Cross-trained  instructors  (Milwaukee 
Public  Library);  and  workshops  on  art 
careers  (Pawtucket  Public  Library). 
Other  reports  of  programs  for  young- 
sters to  come  to  L.I: 

•  Summer  in  Columbus:  Besides  its 
summer  reading  club,  the  Public  Li- 
brary of  Columbus  &  Franklin  County 
lined  up  a  balloonist,  a  magician,  pup- 
peteers, naturalists,  and  cooks  to  con- 
duct programs  geared  to  youngsters. 
Children  who  completed  the  summer 
reading  program  got  treated  to  a  free 
day  at  the  Columbus  zoo;  and  the  first 
3000  kids  to  sign  up  for  the  reading  club 
got  Clippers  Crew  Club  cards  from  the 
Columbus  Clippers — passes  which  en- 
titled them  to  attend  a  Clippers'  game. 

•  Busing  in  Tennessee:  When  John- 
son City,  Tennessee  elementary 
schools  shut  down  for  the  summer,  the 
school  system  decided  to  provide  pu- 
pils with  direct  transportation  to  the 
public  library.  Every  day  a  bus  went  to 
each  of  the  elementary  schools  to  pick 
up  children  and  drop  them  off  at  the 
Mayne  Williams  Public  Library. 


•  Reading  incentives:  Colorado's 
Aurora  Public  Library  used  some  un- 
usual incentives  to  get  youngsters  en- 
rolled in  their  summer  program  to  read. 
For  every  ten  books  read,  youngsters 
got  coupons  or  passes  for  swimming, 
miniature  golf,  horseback  riding,  or 
skating. 

•  Parent  training:  Parents  who  want 
to  learn  how  to  use  toys  and  games  to 
teach  their  children  basic  skills  are  get- 
ting special  training  thanks  to  the  Fitch- 
burg  Youth  Library.  Massachusetts, 
which  has  a  special  course  for  the  par- 
ents of  three-year-olds.  Babysitting 
services  are  provided  by  the  library. 

•  Ice  cream  &  kids'  books:  Sherie 
Anderson,  children's  librarian  at  the 
Fremont,  Michigan,  Public  Library,  re- 
ports that  the  local  Sweet  Shop  is  doing 
more  than  awarding  ice  cream  cones  to 
the  youngsters  who  finish  the  library's 
reading  program.  Tips  are  pooled  to 
buy  books  for  Fremont's  children's 
collection.  The  first  such  purchase  was 
the  Hardy  Boys  series.  Anderson  notes 
that  485  youngsters  aged  six  to  14  par- 
ticipated in  the  library's  summer  read- 
ing program.  Besides  the  free  ice  cream 
cone,  each  one  to  finish  the  program 
got  a  paperback  from  the  Friends 
group. 


Ethnic  services  tool  developed  in  California 


Zeroing  in  on  the  need  for  a  way  of  im- 
proving access  to  disparate  ethnic  serv- 
ices collections,  California  State  Li- 
brarian Ethel  Crockett  recently  asked 
librarians  involved  in  ethnic  services  to 
come  up  with  a  proposal  for  a  project 
that  would  serve  to  upgrade  services 
statewide.  What  they  came  up  with:  a 
plan  for  a  "superproject  to  develop  a 
catalog  of  Spanish  language  materials 
in  the  collections  of  members  of  the  East 
Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  and 
the  Oakland  Public  and  Los  Angeles 
County  libraries,  plus  make  available 
machine-readable  data  of  the  Los  An- 
geles Public  Library  foreign  language 
acquisitions."  CSL  has  awarded  a  Li- 
brary Services  and  Construction  Act 
grant  of  $123,530  to  EBC  for  the  pro- 
ject. 

The  project,  said  Crockett,  is  an 
important  step  towards  the  creation  of 
a  statewide  union  catalog  of  Spanish 
language  materials.  Other  possible  re- 
sults: "Other  foreign  language  catalogs 
may  then  be  developed,  benefiting  from 
this  first  model.  In  addition,  the  project 
is  expected  to  develop  tools  and  meth- 
odologies for  collection  development 


and  service  programs,  evaluate  sources 
of  materials,  and  develop  at  least  one 
core  bibliography." 


Spanish  kids  radio  program 
aired  by  Los  Angeles  Co. 

The  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Li- 
brary System  recently  launched  a 
Spanish-language  radio  program  to 
reach  children  of  the  barrio  and  Latin 
American  youngsters  in  the  metropoli- 
tan area,  says  County  Librarian  Carol 
Moss.  The  half-hour  Sunday  program, 
which  is  aired  on  radio  station  KALA 
1430,  provides  such  varied  fare  as  sto- 
ries, poems  and  riddles,  biographical 
sketches  of  famous  Latin  American  au- 
thors and  heroes,  and  phone-in  ques- 
tion and  answer  sessions  on  such  things 
as  science,  space,  and  animals.  The 
program  is  called  La  Biblioteca  Infantil 
del  Aire . 

Los  Angeles  County  librarians 
Hilda  Prieto.  Carmen  Lorena  Marti- 
nez, Hortensia  Hernandez,  and  Hum- 
berto  Gallego  produce  the  program — 
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doing  everything  from  script-writing  to 
musical  performances.  More  informa- 
tion on  the  program  is  available  from 
Hilda  Prieto.

Did  you  know  that  almost  three 
million  private  American  citizens 
living  and  working  abroad  send 
their  children  to  established 
American  schools  overseas?  .  .  . 
schools  administered  and  staffed 
by  American  professionals,  with 
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Cooperation  in  Ohio: 
field  trips  for  kids 

From  Ohio  comes  a  report  that  tells 
what  can  be  accomplished  when  a  li- 
brary and  social  agency  pool  their  re- 
sources. The  Franklin  County  Welfare 
Department  put  up  a  grant  of  $29,000 
for  a  program  aimed  at  providing  some 
1500  disadvantaged  youngsters  from 
different  parts  of  the  county  with  edu- 
cational field  trips:  the  Public  Library 
of  Columbus  and  Franklin  County  par- 
ticipated by  giving  the  kids  briefing  ses- 
sions on  the  sights  they  were  to  see  on 
their  field  trip.  The  program  was  called 
Library  Hoppers. 

The  youngsters,  who  qualified  as 
"library  hoppers"  if  they  were  receiv- 
ing Title  XX  child  care,  were  picked  up 
at  schools  near  their  homes  and 
brought  to  the  Main  Library  for  their 
orientation  programs.  Besides  going  to 
such  places  as  the  Center  of  Science 
and  Industry.  Col.  Sanders'  kitchens, 
and  a  Suburban  Motor  Freight's  truck- 
ing terminal,  the  children  went  to  re- 
gional picnics  featuring  area  musicians, 
artists,  and  dramatists.  PLCFC's  Sarah 
Long,  program  coordinator,  noted  that 
the  program  provided  "a  tremendous 
opportunity  to  reach  children  who  may 
never  have  visited  a  library." 


NEH  $$  to  Houston 
for  program  on  cities 

A  $135,000  grant  from  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities  will  pro- 
vide support  for  a  program  in  Houston 
that  will  focus  on  it  as  an  American  city. 
Houston  PL  got  the  money  for  a  pro- 
gram titled.  City! — Our  Urban  Past, 
Present,  and  Future.  Robert  Kingston  of 
NEH  noted  that  the  grant  will  enable 
Houston  to  come  up  with  a  program 
"which  will  draw  the  city's  people  to 
their  libraries  .  .  .  [and]  enhance  the  li- 
brary's role  as  a  center  of  informal  edu- 
cation within  the  community." 

Houston  plans  a  nine-month  pro- 
gram which  will  consist  of  11  lectures 
on  such  topics  as  Houston:  the  Bayou 
Queen;  Great  American  Cities:  their 
Urban  Design  and  Architecture;  The 
American  City:  Where  Are  We  Going?; 
and  The  City  of  God  and  the  City  of 
Houston.  The  core  of  the  program  will 
be  the  development  of  thematic  reading 
lists  prepared  by  librarians  and  local 
scholars;  Edward  Osowski  of  HPL's 
Humanities  Department  heads  up  this 
phase  of  the  project.  Librarians  will  be 
on  deck  at  the  scheduled  lectures  to 
discuss  reading  lists,  which  are  drawn 
from  the  library's  holdings  in  history, 
literature,  architecture,  religion,  sociol- 
ogy, and  psychology.  And  the  library 
plans  the  publication  of  booklets  aimed 
at  helping  Texans  rediscover  Houston. 


Among  them:  Researching  Houston,  a 
guide  to  conducting  research  in  the  li- 
brary's Center  for  Genealogical  Re- 
search and  the  Houston  Metropolitan 
Research  Center;  Perspectives  on 
Houston,  an  overview  on  trends  in  the 
humanities:  and  Houston  as  Seen/ 
Scene ,  a  recap  of  a  lecture  by  Texas  au- 
thor William  Goyen. 


New  magazine  eyes 
the  serious  reader 

R.  R.  Bowker  has  launched  Bookviews, 
a  new  magazine  that  offers  the  serious 
book  reader  a  varied  diet — book  re- 
views, interviews,  and  feature  articles 
dealing  with  authors,  new  trends,  and 
book  topics  of  broad  interest.  The 
magazine  will  provide  reviews  of  some 
3000  titles  a  year — culled  from  the 
some  10,000  reviews  appearing  in  Pub- 
lishers' Weekly  and  Library  Journal.

DEATHS 

Walter  Turner  Clark,  Assistant  Direc- 
tor, Administrative  Services,  Memphis/ 
Shelby  County  Public  Library  and  Informa- 
tion Center,  Tennessee  since  1959,  died  re- 
cently. Mr.  Clark  had  also  served  as  Direc- 
tor of  Shelby  County  Libraries. 
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THE  CONSIDERATION  of  any  new  programs  or 
services  in  any  publicly  funded  library  faces  immedi- 
ately the  sobering  economic  realities  of  the  rising  costs 
of  all  library  and  information  services  and  the  shrink- 
ing, or  constant  library  revenues.  The  rising  costs  of 
information  services  are  not  entirely  due  to  the  cur- 
rent, galloping  inflation  although  that  factor  has  cer- 
tainly dampened  considerably  the  development  of  li- 
brary and  information  services.  More  pervasive  and 
more  constant,  however,  is  the  fact  that  all  service  in- 
dustries must,  by  their  very  nature,  be  less  capable  of 
dramatic  increases  in  productivity.  Although  libraries 
have  made  great  strides  in  rationalizing  and  mechaniz- 
ing those  procedures  which  can  be  improved  by  tech- 
nology or  systems  analysis  and  although  the  next  dec- 
ade will  probably  see  even  greater  developments  in 
this  direction,  the  essential  role  of  the  librarian  as  in- 
formation handler  does  not  lend  itself  to  much  mecha- 
nization or  improved  productivity.  Delivery  of  infor- 
mation is  ultimately  a  one-to-one  relationship.  It  in- 
volves intellectual  analysis,  personal  attention, 
continuing  training  and  education — all  labor  intensive 
and  not  much  increased  by  the  application  of  machine 
technology.  Just  as  a  cellist,  no  matter  how  many  im- 
provements are  made  in  the  production  of  cellos,  must 
play  out  the  full  score  of  a  concerto  or  symphony  at 
the  speed  indicated  by  the  composer,  or  just  as  a  mani- 
curist must  shape  and  buff  ten  nails  on  each  custom- 
er's hands  no  matter  how  many  are  waiting  in  line,  so 


the  librarian  must  analyze  each  information  request  in 
order  to  satisfy  it. 

Imitating  business 

The  temptation  to  apply  business  thinking  to  the 
administration  of  libraries  has  led  to  a  mindless  imita- 
tion of  business  procedures  and  analyses  which  distort 
what  does  and  can  happen  in  libraries.  In  the  manufac- 
turing and  agricultural  sectors  productivity  has  steadily 
increased  and  wages  have  risen  proportionately.  Labor 
costs  in  the  industrial  sectors  have  therefore  remained 
relatively  stable,  apart  from  inflation.  In  the  public 
sector,  however,  productivity  has  increased  at  a  much 
lower  rate,  although  wages  have  necessarily  been  in- 
creased competitively  and,  therefore,  the  labor  costs 
in  the  public  sector  have  risen  more  than  proportion- 
ately. 

Revenues  for  publicly  funded  libraries,  on  the  other 
hand,  have  shrunk  drastically.  Our  cities,  affected  by 
their  rising  costs  (they  are  also  dispensing  services 
and  consequently  cannot  pump  up  productivity  at  the 
same  rate  as  business  enterprises),  are  almost  univer- 
sally in  a  state  of  crisis  and  many  are  unable  to  continue 
even  static  funding  of  libraries.  Libraries  come  off  poor- 
ly in  competition  with  such  municipal  services  as  fire 
or  police  protection  or  welfare  funds  so  in  a  scramble 
for  shrinking  funds  in  the  midst  of  rising  costs  libraries 
don't  do  very  well.

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The  rush  to  user  fees 

In  the  face  of  rising  costs  and  de- 
creasing revenues  comes  the  plummy 
possibility  of  using  developing  technol- 
ogy to  provide  much  expanded  informa- 
tion service  through  the  electronic  ma- 
nipulation of  huge  data  bases.  How  to 
pa>  for  this  expanded  service?  Why,  by 
charges  to  the  individual  user,  or  course! 
What  could  be  fairer  or  simpler?  Li- 
brary administrators  and  lots  of  librari- 
ans who  are  not  administrators  have 
swallowed  this  line  without  a  discern- 
ible qualm  and  are  rushing  to  institute 
user  fees  for  data  base  services.  Why 
such  a  pell-mell  rush  to  user  fees." 
Probably  because  of  a  poorly  digested 
business  philosophy  which  has  partially 
replaced  the  socially  oriented  library 
thinking  of  the  past.  Librarians,  still 
clinging  to  ideas  of  service,  are  anxious 
to  utilize  the  new  technology  as  quickly 
as  possible.  They  recognize  and  value 
its  potential  for  the  expansion  of  a 
much-needed  reference  service.  But 
they  have  failed  to  consider,  individual- 
ly or  collectively,  possible  alternatives 
to  user  fees. 

Culture  of  the  poor 

Librarians  generally  suffer  from  a 
kind  of  'culture  of  the  poor.'*  which 
doesn't  help  much  in  solving  critical 
economic  problems.  Both  of  the 
writers,  children  of  the  Depression  of 
the  3()'s.  remember  our  mothers  indus- 
triously turning  frayed  sheets  into  pil- 
lowcases. We  also  remember  that  the 
least  bit  of  windfall  would  be  squan- 
dered, usually  foolishly,  in  reaction  to 
the  unceasing  scrimping.  Librarians 
have  also  traditionally  "made  do" — 
discarded  catalog  cards  used  as  scratch 
paper,  recycled  letterheads,  appeals  for 
donations,  book  sales  of  discards.  You 
know.  You've  done  it.  The  relatively 
short-lived  influx  of  Federal  funds  after 
1956  left  evidence  of  both  tightfisted 
caution  and  reckless  squandering  on  ill- 
conceived  projects.  The  end  result  has 
been  less  than  expert  economic  plan- 
ning in  libraries  and  a  consequent  in- 
ability to  plan  for  budgets  which  in- 
clude rationally  expanded  services.  In 
a  panic,  librarians  have  seen  data  base 
services  as  an  entirely  new  service  pos- 
sible only  if  we  slap  on  user  fees  rather 
than  as  an  expansion  of  our  traditional 
and  less  technologically  advanced  ref- 
erence service  which  was  always 
planned  as  a  continuing  and  rationally 
funded  part  of  a  library's  budget. 

The  online  onslaught 

In  a  pioneering  and  eye-opening 
survey  of  the  impact  of  online  retrieval 
services  the  System  Development  Cor- 
poration documents  dramatically  both 
these  points:  librarians  do  not  fully  un- 
derstand the  impact  of  data-base  ma- 
nipulation as  an  expansion  of  previous 
services  and  librarians  have  not 
planned  rational  budgets  to  cover  the 


costs  of  data-base  manipulation.  The 
survey  summarizes  the  financial  effects 
of  instituting  online  services: 

Online  services  are  having  a 
profound  impact  on  the  philosophy  of  li- 
brary/information reference  service. 
Many  institutions  that  have  begun  using 
online  services  have  had  to  modify  or 
compromise  a  free-service  philosophy  to 
cope  with  the  unexpectedly  high  demand 
for  online  service,  a  demand  that  has 
strained  or  overwhelmed  existing  budgets 
and  required  either  the  curtailment  of 
service  or  the  imposition  of  user  charges. 
Adoption  of  a  cost-recovery  philosophy 
has  not  been  universally  welcomed,  but 
many  information  professionals  feel  that  it 
can  help  to  foster  the  development  of  a 
more  active  information-service  role  that 
libraries  and  information  centers  seek  and 
that  the  online  services  can  support.  Sev- 
eral questions  remain  to  be  debated  and 
resolved,  e.g.,  what  cost  elements  should 
be  included  in  the  fees,  should  there  be  a 
disparity  between  the  charges  for  an  on- 
line search  and  those  for  other  reference 
services,  and  should  fee  schedules  be  the 
same  for  all  classes  of  end-users. 

The  public  library  community  is  only 
now  beginning  to  face  the  for-free  ques- 
tion that  the  universities  (and  others)  have 
been  facing  for  several  years.  Online  serv- 
ices can  obviously  be  useful  in  reducing 
the  disparity  between  the  "haves"  and 
the  "have-nots"  in  terms  of  information 
access,  but  the  fee  for  service  may  in- 
troduce a  new  kind  of  disparity,  in  terms 
of  ability  to  afford  service.2 

It  is  not  only  online  retrieval  that 
must  be  considered  in  the  planning  of  a 
library's  budget.  Ultimately,  we  shall 
have  to  come  to  grips  with  the  initiation 
and  financing  of  a  wide  variety  of  infor- 
mation technology  from  which  society 
can  benefit,  and  we  cannot  proceed 
blithely  and  unthinkingly  on  the  prem- 
ise that  it  will  all  be  solved  by  new  and 
higher  user  fees.  Two  communications/ 
engineering  experts  from  Stanford  Uni- 
versity predicted  in  1972  that  cable 
television  could  be  made  available  to 
most  homes  in  the  United  States  by 
1985  and  that  such  an  information  utili- 
ty would  ultimately  provide  equality  of 
access  to  educational  opportunity,  life- 
long learning  and  diversity  of  content.3 
A  recent  Tom  Wicker  column  calls  the 
imminent  60-channel  capacity  of  cable 
television  "a  communications  revolu- 
tion to  rival  or  surpass  the  one  Guten- 
berg wrought."4  The  Public  Service 
Satellite  Consortium  already  links  65 
institutions.  17  of  them  universities  and 
colleges,  ready  to  use  satellite  telecom- 
munications.5 And  30  Community 
Learning  Centres  in  remote  areas  of 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador  use  local- 
ly originated  videotapes  for  dissemina- 
ting medical,  political  and  artistic  infor- 
mation and  discussion."  Libraries  as  an 
essential  element  of  the  educational 
process  will  have  to  learn  how  to  plan 
effectively  to  include  new  technological 
information  in  their  service  programs, 
or  they  will  be  elbowed  out  of  the  proc- 
ess entirely. 


Separate  markets 

We  believe  that  in  our  mixed  econ- 
omy it  is  essential  to  separate,  con- 
sciously and  rigorously,  the  two  mar- 
kets for  information.  We  are  willing, 
anxious  even,  to  let  the  private  sector 
serve  the  private  sector,  charging  what- 
ever user  fees  they  find  appropriate, 
garnering  whatever  profits  they  can  and 
competing  as  they  are  able.  Publicly 
funded  libraries  and  information 
agencies,  however,  should  guard 
fiercely  against  the  installation  of  fees 
for  services,  should  provide  for  serv- 
ices out  of  rationally  planned  and  ex- 
panded budgets,  should  purchase  serv- 
ices from  the  private  sector  circum- 
spectly and  at  competitive  prices.  Most 
important,  libraries  should  severely  re- 
strict the  public  services  they  dispense 
to  those  whom  they  are  mandated  to 
serve.  Public  libraries  and  publicly 
funded  academic  libraries  must  stop 
providing  fee-based  services  to  private 
corporations,  to  information  brokers, 
to  profit-making  businesses,  and  de- 
vote their  skills  and  services,  instead. 
to  the  users  they  exist  to  serve.  This  is 
not  an  easy  concept  to  digest.  All  pub- 
licly funded  libraries  have  always  given 
some  services  to  private  industry,  but 
only  recently  have  such  sophisticated 
and  expensive  services  as  online  re- 
trieval been  involved.  It  might  be  a 
salutary  exercise,  at  that,  for  the  public 
libraries  who  pride  themselves  on  their 
special  business  branches  to  analyze  at 
whose  expense  the  branches  were  es- 
tablished and  continue  to  exist,  and 
w hether  we  are  not  carrying  those  who 
put  very  little  into  the  public  pot  in  re- 
turn. 

The  fee  delusion 

Dependence  on  the  ad-hoc  user  fee 
as  a  "solution"  to  the  problem  of  de- 
fraying costs  of  expanded  services  is  a 
delusion.  User  fees  will  ultimately 
create  more  problems  and  more  serious 
problems  than  they  can  ever  solve  in  li- 
braries supported  by  public  funds.  The 
hasty  institution  of  user  fees  inhibits  a 
careful  search  for  alternative  solutions 
and  locks  libraries  into  a  precedent-set- 
ting system  they  may  come  to  regret. 
User  fees  impose  a  whole  series  of  in- 
equities on  the  good-faith  relationships 
between  libraries  and  their  users.  At  a 
time  when  more  and  more  demands  are 
being  made  for  equal  access  to  educa- 
tional opportunities  libraries  are  seen 
to  be  establishing  unfair  restrictions  on 
access  based  entirely  on  the  ability  to 
pay  for  a  service.  Not  only  does  the 
user  fee  limit  the  access  of  those  who 
cannot  afford  the  fee  but  it  materially 
shifts  the  resources  of  the  library  with- 
out regard  for  the  relative  contributions 
of  paying  clients  to  the  well-being  of  so- 
ciety as  a  whole.  Once  library  adminis- 
trators, sensing  the  possibility  of  recov- 
ering costs,  begin  to  sell  services  to 
those  who  can  afford  them,  it's  only  a 
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short  step  to  seeking  out  paying  cus- 
tomers. There  will  inevitably  be  more 
paying  customers  in  the  business  com- 
munity than  among  other  sectors  of  the 
population,  so  business  users  are  en- 
couraged. Acquisition  of  materials  be- 
gins to  be  tailored  to  their  needs,  which 
are  significantly  different  from  the 
needs  of  other  users.  Time  spent  on  the 
retrieval  of  information  begins  to  con- 
centrate on  the  paying  customers  and 
staff  training  begins  to  be  shaped  to  suit 
the  business  users'  patterns. 

Picture  a  public  library  in  a  commu- 
nity with  several  food-processing  com- 
panies who  become  paying  customers. 
Their  needs  concentrate  on  what  food 
additives  they  can  profitably  and  legal- 
ly use,  what  taxes  they  can  avoid  pay- 
ing (legally,  we  hope),  what  municipal, 
state  or  federal  research  and  devel- 
opment funds  might  be  available  to 
them.  The  rest  of  the  community  might 
very  well  need  to  know  how  to  prevent 
the  use  of  any  food  additives,  how  to 
exact  all  possible  taxes  from  the  firms, 
and  how  to  get  a  share  of  those  same 
finite  state  and  federal  funds. 

Picture  an  academic  library  which 
charges  user  fees  for  some  services. 
Undergraduates,  already  ill-served,  get 
even  shorter  shrift.  "One  of  the  least 
served  clientele  groups  seems  to  be  the 
undergraduate  student,"  says  the  re- 
cent survey  of  online  retrieval  services 
by  the  System  Development  Corpora- 
tion. "It  appears  that  the  universities 
have,  by  necessity  or  choice  targeted 
their  services  to  faculty  and  graduate 
students."7  Faculty  are  also  hierar- 
chially  divided.  Those  with  grants  get 
service  to  the  exclusion  of  those  with- 
out and  those  with  bigger  grants  get 
better  service  than  those  with  small 
grants,  although  it  would  be  dangerous 
to  assume  that  the  bigger  the  grant  the 
more  socially  useful  the  project.  Ulti- 
mately why  not  succumb  to  the  tempta- 
tion to  serve  the  business  community 
who  come  cash  in  hand,  an  even  better 
barometer  of  ability  to  pay  than  chancy 
grants?  Especially  since  much  of  the 
academic  research  results  will  even- 
tually be  given  to  the  business  commu- 
nity for  their  use,  anyway.  So  libraries 
can  be  instrumental  in  eliminating  the 
middleman.  The  fallout  benefits  of  fac- 
ulty research  on  the  students  is  not  im- 
mediately apparent  so  why  bother  to 
take  it  on  faith  when  we  could  be  serv- 
ing the  paying  customers  of  the  busi- 
ness community? 

The  inefficiencies  of  fees 

User  fees  impose  not  only  inequities 
but  inefficiencies  on  the  public  service 
function  of  libraries.  Economic  calcula- 
tions alone  cannot  measure  economic 
justice  or  public  benefits,  but  it  is  pos- 
sible to  assess  the  economic  efficiency 
of  public  enterprises.  Generally,  effi- 
ciency will  be  partially  the  result  of  us- 
ing scarce  resources  to  create  maxi- 


mum social  benefits  and  human  wel- 
fare. We  maintain  that  the  user  fee 
"solution."  rather  than  enhancing,  ac- 
tually reduces  economic  efficiency. 
User  fees  are,  in  effect,  prices  and,  like 
all  prices,  should  serve  the  purpose  of 
guiding  as  with  an  invisible  hand  what 
producers  should  produce.  Consumers 
presumably  get  what  they  want — and 
can  pay  for,  of  course.  Scarce  re- 
sources are,  then,  inexorably  chan- 
nelled into  the  production  of  those 
goods  wanted  by  consumers.  The 
prices  producers  charge  reflect  the 
profits  inherent  in  them  which  lure  pro- 
ducers to  deliver  what  the  consumers 
want.  The  automatic  transfer  of  profit 
calculations  to  the  public  sector,  how- 
ever, just  doesn't  work.  User  fees  will 
lure  the  private  data  base  companies  to 
produce  only  what  those  consumers 
who  can  afford  the  cost.  want.  But  the 
social  benefits  of  education  will  have 
been  totally  disregarded.  Education,  it 
is  recognized  by  even  the  most  unre- 
generate  free  enterprise  economists, 
has  appreciable  external  benefits  for 
society  as  a  whole  and  cannot  be  sen- 
sibly rationed  through  a  price  mecha- 
nism (i.e.  user  fees).  The  student,  fac- 
ulty, or  community  person  who  is  ex- 
cluded by  the  imposition  of  an 
individual  fee  may  be  depriving  all  of 
society  of  his  eventual  contributions. 

Collective  utility 

Information  services  to  the  academic 
community  can  be  classed  as  limited 
collective  goods,  that  is,  services  the 
use  of  which  by  one  consumer  does  not 
reduce  their  usefulness  to  other  con- 
sumers. Online  bibliographic  searches 
are  more  like  lighthouses  than  like  au- 
tomobiles. An  infinite  number  of  ships 
can  benefit  from  a  single  lighthouse  but 
the  use  of  each  automobile  by  its  pas- 
sengers limits  its  use  by  all  others.  The 
list  of  citations  generated  by  a  search 
can  be  made  available  to  an  infinite 
number  of  future  users.  Lots  of  people 
can  ride  free  on  the  initial  purchase — 
and  should.  Let  the  benefits  of  the  data 
base  searches  be  made  widely  avail- 
able. But  don't  expect  the  first  individ- 
ual who  asks  for  the  information  to  pay 
for  all  the  rest  to  come.  We  all  stand  to 
gain  from  the  information,  in  the  long 
run,  so  let's  provide  for  its  costs  collec- 
tively. 

Other  inefficiencies  created  by  user 
fees  can  be  detected  in  academic  librar- 
ies. We  already  have  evidence  that 
requests  drop  sharply  as  fees  are  insti- 
tuted or  increased  and  consequently 
the  potential  social  benefits  are  re- 
duced. If  we  institute  a  system  of 
grants  for  those  students  who  can't  af- 
ford fees,  then  the  fee  system  is  merely 
a  bookkeeping  transaction  which  adds 
clerical  chores.  User  fees  imposed  on 
government  agencies,  heavy  users  of 
online  searches,  serve  merely  to  trans- 
fer fees  without  adding  to  efficiency. 


Paying  twice 

User  fees  fail  to  attack  another  as- 
pect of  inefficiency — the  high  cost  of  in- 
formation services.  Once  the  support 
of  the  Federal  government  to  initial  re- 
search is  withdrawn,  private  informa- 
tion services  have  no  incentive  to 
create  standardized,  compatible  data 
bases  and,  indeed,  have  not  done  so. 
Theoretically,  costs  should  be  lowered 
through  competition,  but  competing 
vendors,  each  producing  their  own 
software,  and  duplicating  expensive 
data  base  loading  operations  are  cur- 
rently adding  to  the  costs  of  their  end 
product.  As  a  result  the  users  get  serv- 
ices which  are  expensive  and  inconven- 
ient. It  might  be  possible  to  reduce 
costs  if  the  volume  of  requests  in- 
creased significantly  but  it  is  precisely 
the  institution  of  user  fees  which  limits, 
rather  than  expands  requests.  User 
fees,  then,  make  an  already  bad  situa- 
tion worse.  Taxpayers  have  paid  once 
through  the  federal  support  given  to  re- 
search used  by  the  private  information 
industry.  Even  those  commercial  firms 
which  were  not  federally  funded,  in- 
directly benefitted  from  federal  support 
because  they  made  use  of  the  research 
results.  Users  will  pay  again  when  they 
pay  fees  for  the  services.  The  private 
information  industry  will  exact  a  price 
for  its  services  which  will  include  the 
profit.  That  price,  paid  for  either  in  the 
form  of  taxes  or  user  fees,  will  come 
from  the  public's  pocket.  If  library 
users  pay  individually  in  the  form  of 
user  fees,  they  can  exert  only  very  lim- 
ited consumer  power.  Libraries,  how- 
ever, paying  for  such  services  collec- 
tively, can  and  should  exert  their  much 
more  effective,  collective,  consumer 
power  to  require  accountability  from 
the  private  information  services.  For 
example,  the  vendors  could  be  required 
to  declare  whether  all  government  sub- 
sidies had,  in  fact,  been  deducted  from 
costs.  The  libraries'  consumer  power 
could  also  be  effectively  used  to  require 
standardization  and  compatibility  from 
data  base  providers. 

Alternatives  to  fees 

If  user  fees  create  inequities  and  in- 
efficiencies, what  alternative  to  those 
fees  is  there  for  effective  utilization  of 
online  searches?  We  recognize  that 
there  must  be  a  limit  to  the  number  and 
the  extent  of  online  searches,  and  we 
believe  that  cost  benefit  analyses,  simi- 
lar to  those  already  developed  for  wa- 
ter projects,8  can  be  effectively  used  to 
ration  online  searches  justly  and  effi- 
ciently. 

It  should  be  clear  that  the  problem 
we  are  discussing  here,  the  rising  cost 
of  library  services,  is  not  a  simple  one 
and  that  there  are  no  simple  immediate 
solutions.  What  we  are  proposing  are  a 
few  short  and  long-term  proposals,  but 
we  must  emphasize  that  they  are  tenta- 
tive. All  proposals  need  extensive  dis- 
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cussion  and  study  by  the  library  profes- 
sion, pilot  projects,  feasibility  studies, 
and  collective  and  cooperative  action 
b\  librarians  locally  and  nationally.  In 
the  short  run  we  urge  the  continued 
collection  of  data  about  the  uses  of  in- 
formation technology.  We  must  deter- 
mine its  impact,  and  on  whom.  Accu- 
rate cost  data  is  essential.  Possibly 
most  important,  and  least  often  consid- 
ered, we  need  to  know  the  trade-offs: 
whenever  a  technologically  advanced 
service  is  considered  or  initiated  what 
services  and  users  have  to  be  eliminat- 
ed. 

Political  priorities 

The  costs  for  these  studies  and  ini- 
tial costs  for  electronically-based  services 
must  be  borne,  as  far  as  possible,  by 
regular  budgets  and  additional  federal 
funds.  Librarians  must  recognize  that 
funds  come,  if  at  all.  in  response  to 
constant  political  pressure.  Libraries 
will  need  to  engage  in  the  usually  not  so 
genteel,  political  process.  They  will 
need  to  insist  that  their  library  organi- 
zations become  effective  political 
agents.  We  are  not  begging  for  "hand- 
outs" when  we  demand  that  our  so- 
ciety put  socially-indispensable  infor- 
mation services  among  its  highest  eco- 
nomic priorities.  The  White  House 
Conference  can,  and  should,  be  cen- 
tered on  the  need  for  funding  public  in- 
formation agencies.  There  must  be  a 
clear  recognition  by  librarians  that  two 
separate  and  distinct  markets  for  infor- 
mation exist,  and  that  publicly  funded 
information  agencies  cannot  continue 
to  serve  both.  The  private  sector  is  fun- 
damentally concerned  with  profit  and 
with  providing  only  that  information 
service  which  will  result  in  a  profit.  The 
public  sector  has  to  put  limitations  on 
its  connections  with,  and  services  to, 
the  private  sector.  From  the  private 
sector  we  can  continue  to  choose 
those,  and  only  those,  commodities 
which  can  be  used  to  serve  our  clien- 
tele. We  buy  books  and  periodicals  and 
shelving,  and  we  can  buy  computers 
and  data  bases  as  well,  but  only  with 
the  proviso  that  we  choose  among  com- 
petitive purveyors  and  serve  our  man- 
dated clientele.  The  need  for  caution  in 
choosing  vendors  is  self-evident,  and 
so  should  the  need  for  caution  in  estab- 
lishing user  fees.  Political  pressure  for 
library  funds,  alternatives  to  user  fees, 
and  the  conscious  separation  of  public 
and  private  sectors  all  seem  to  be  im- 
mediately necessary  in  the  face  of  an 
incontinent  rush  to  user  lees.  Undue 
haste  may  bring  on  two  disastrous  re- 
sults: the  misallocation  of  scarce  re- 
sources; and  the  demise  of  the  impor- 
tant concept  office  public  and  academ- 
ic libraries.  No  matter  how  extensive  a 
library's  funds  may  be,  its  services  are 
finite  and  the  careful  allocation  of 
scarce  resources  has  to  be  assured  for 
the  ultimate  benefit  of  the  whole  so- 


ciety and  not  merely  for  its  affluent  sec- 
tors. Short-run  proposals  may  hold  the 
line  on  user  fees  but  don't  get  at  the 
root  of  the  problem.  Long-run  solu- 
tions need  to  go  beyond  online 
searches.  Although  our  immediate  con- 
cern is  information  retrieval  and  user 
costs,  the  issue  is  really  public  services 
in  general,  including  all  aspects  of  pub- 
lic education,  and  the  necessity  to  fi- 
nance such  public  services  collectively 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  society.

Balanced  growth 

To  begin  with,  we  propose  a  bal- 
anced growth  of  both  the  public  and 
private  sectors.  The  private  informa- 
tion industry,  supported  initially  by 
taxes  and  public  funds,  will  continue  to 
expand.  Taxes  will  continue  to  support 
the  private  sector  since  publicly  funded 
libraries  and  information  agencies  will 
continue  to  buy  their  products.  Ulti- 
mately, the  private  sector  will  benefit, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  society,  from 
the  continued  development  of  knowl- 
edge, productivity,  and  progress  which 
we  must  assume  expanded  access  to  in- 
formation makes  possible. 

If  we  do  not  guard  against  imbal- 
ance, if  we  allow  the  public  sector  to 
shrink  in  size  or  effectiveness,  we  shall 
be  faced  with  the  paradox:  the  wealthier 
our  nation  becomes,  the  more  impover- 
ished will  be  our  free  public  services. 
As  long  as  productivity  in  manufactur- 
ing is  greater  than  that  in  the  public 
services  (and  it  always  must  be  great- 
er), the  costs  of  public  services  will  in- 
crease. So  we're  faced  with  a  nation 
wealthy  in  manufactured  goods  and 
poor  in  the  ever  costlier  public  serv- 
ices. Eventually  a  starved  public  sector 
affects  the  ability  of  the  whole  eco- 
nomy to  expand  and  grow.  Expanding 
public  services,  on  the  other  hand, 
could  absorb  the  unemployed  and  un- 
deremployed whom  the  private  sector 
no  longer  needs  as  it  increases  produc- 
tivity by  the  use  of  labor-saving  tech- 
nology. 

Tax  policy 

Given  that  information  services 
create  social  benefits,  how  are  they  to 
be  funded?  For  the  short  run  we  merely 
urged  federal  help.  We  didn't  specify 
the  sources  of  federal  funds.  In  the 
long  run  this  question  is  crucial  as  pub- 
lic objections  to  increased  taxes  grows. 
The  interrelationship  between  the  pub- 
lic and  private  information  sectors  in- 
volves a  circular  flow  between  them. 
We  now  propose  an  additional  loop.  We 
propose  a  long-run  tax-transfer  policy 
to  attain  a  balance  between  growth  in 
the  private  sector  where  productivity  is 
higher  than  average  and  growth  in  the 
public  sector  where  productivity  is  less 
than  average.  This  proposal  is  similar 
to  the  present  national  policy  which 
taxes  higher  income  groups  and  makes 
payments  in  the  form  of  welfare,  food 


stamps,  education  scholarship,  etc.  to 
very  low  income  groups.  In  other 
words,  the  above  average  productivity 
sectors  would  be  taxed  and  the  public 
service  sectors  would  receive  subsidies 
or  transfer  payments.  Such  a  policy 
would  require  a  federal  planning  agen- 
cy which  would  have  an  overall  view  of 
our  economy.  This  agency  would  be 
empowered  through  appropriate  legis- 
lation to  recommend  policies  and  im- 
plementation for  balanced  growth.  The 
need  for  planning  has  already  been  rec- 
ognized in  the  report  of  the  Advisory 
Commission  on  National  Growth  Poli- 
cy Processes  to  the  National  Commis- 
sion on  Supplies  and  Shortages.9  As  li- 
brarians we  should  support  not  only  ra- 
tional planning  but,  in  addition, 
vigilance  to  guarantee  that  the  planning 
represents  the  needs  of  the  public. 

As  we  concluded  writing  this  arti- 
cle, it  was  announced  that  the  neutron 
bomb,  which  kills  people  while  sparing 
property,  is  operational.  Scarce  re- 
sources, and  energy  in  particular, 
should  be  used  to  serve  human  beings. 
We  believe  that  financing  information 
and  communication  services  must  take 
precedence  over  building  neutron 
bombs. 
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OR  NOT  TO 

CHARGE: 

A  RATIONALE

VARIOUS  APPROACHES  to  charging  or  not  charg- 
ing for  computer-produced,  and  sometimes  other  "un- 
conventional" library  services  are  offerred  in  several 
articles  and  letters  in  recent  Lis.  Few  of  the  writers 
have  offerred  a  rationale  for  deciding  whether  or  not, 
and  how.  to  charge  patrons  for  which  services.  Both 
writers  and  editors  have  discussed  ideals,  cussed  lack 
of  ideals  and  discrimination,  and  moaned  about  tight 
budgets;  but  they  haven't  hit  on  a  way  to  reduce  the 
decision-making  processes  the  next  time  something 
crops  up  which  is  difficult  to  work  into  a  library's  bud- 
get. This  article  is  an  attempt  to  produce  such  a  deci- 
sion-making rationale. 

In  a  conversation  at  UCLA  in  November,  1974, 
Bob  Hayes  neatly  identified  one  element  of  a  rationale 
by  noting  that  libraries  have,  for  some  time  now,  held 
to  a  tradition  of  hiring  the  hall,  buying  materials  and 
staffing  the  library  at  no  cost  to  patrons.  These  costs 
represent  the  "overhead"  in  acquiring,  storing,  and 
aiding  in  access  to  information.  On  the  other  hand,  li- 
braries almost  invariably  charge  for  photocopies. 

Now  let's  face  it:  nobody  argues  seriously  that 
charging  for  photocopies  is  contrary  to  "The  Library 
Ideal"  or  is  discriminatory  against  people  who  can't 
afford  to  pay.  In  the  first  place  photocopying  is  consid- 
ered a  substitute  for  hand-copying — a  convenience.  In 
the  second  place,  who  gets  the  copies  after  they're 
made?  Only  the  person  who  made  them. 

Going  a  step  further,  it  must  be  noted  that  many 
libraries  already  charge  patrons  for  such  services  as 
interlibrary  loans,  where  the  lending  institution  levies 
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a  charge  on  such  transactions.  Some  libraries  are  con- 
sidering charging  for  "extensive  literature  re- 
search*"— the  kind  of  service  increasingly  being  pro- 
vided by  freelancers  at  $10  to  $25  per  hour. 

Over  the  last  100  years.  "The  Library'*  has  be- 
come a  place  where  materials  and  tools  to  use  the  ma- 
terials are  brought  together/or  patrons  to  use.  The  ma- 
terials and  tools  are  generalized  to  accommodate  more 
than  one  patron,  but  patrons  are  expected  to  do  their 
own  work.  It  has  always  been  the  patron's  responsibil- 
ity to  bear  the  cost — in  personal  time  or  in  cash — to 
extract  the  specific  from  the  general.  This  is  not  to 
deny  the  great  lengths  to  which  librarians  often  go  to 
provide  answers  and  service;  but  the  principle  is  the 
same:  there's  a  line  somewhere  where  the  patron  takes 
over  the  responsibility  of  the  search. 

Why  is  it.  then,  that  charging  patrons  for  high- 
priced  computer  service  seems  such  an  anathema  to 
some  librarians?  Maybe  because  we've  raised  the  ante 
from  nickles  and  dimes  for  photocopies  to  the  level  of 
high  finance.  It  could  also  be  that  these  librarians  see 
how  easy  it  is  to  charge  for  still  another,  and  another 
service,  until  we  no  longer  have  free  library  service. 

What  we  must  look  for  is  means  for  making  deci- 
sions which  will  take  into  account  our  ideals  and  our 
fears  when  we  decide  to  provide  services  beyond  our 
immediate  resources.  I  suggest  the  following  as  a  prac- 
tical rationale  to  use  when  deciding  whether  or  not  to 
charge  library  patrons  for  something  (services,  materi- 
als, whatever): 

1 )  Libraries  should  generally  not  charge  for  use  of 
materials,  facilities,  or  services  which  are 
made  available  for  general  use.  or  for  which 
patron-specific  "out-of-pocket"  costs  are  not 
incurred  or  cannot  be  identified. 

2)  Any  charges  to  patrons  should  be  limited  to 
those  for  materials,  facilities,  or  services  pro- 
vided for  primary  or  exclusive  use  by  individ- 
ual patrons,  and  for  which  patron-specific 
costs  are  incurred  by  the  Library. 

To  apply  the  rationale  to  computer-produced 
services,  a  library  might,  without  charging  patrons, 
maintain  a  staff  of  information  retrieval  specialists, 
rent  computer  terminals,  purchase  data-base  manuals, 
and  provide  space  for  the  service.  Charges  might  be 
made  to  patrons  for  such  direct  costs  as  page-printing 
charges,  part  or  all  of  connect-time.  and  part  or  all  of 
any  royalty  or  "hit-charges"  incurred  by  a  patron's 
search. 

Libraries  can  avoid  discriminating  against  patrons 
who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  computer  searches.  This 
"merely"  entails  subscribing  to  printed  forms  of  com- 
puterized data-bases  to  which  computer  access  is 
available  in  the  library  at  extra  cost.  Patrons  are  thus 
able  to  obtain  the  information  from  those  data  bases  at 
no  cost  to  them,  or  they  can  choose  the  more  expen- 
sive computer-search  option.  This  seems  to  be  analo- 
gous to  making  copies  by  hand  or  choosing  to  pay  for 
photocopies. 


What  happens  when  computerized  data-bases  are 
no  longer  spin-offs  of  their  printed  versions?  The  pa- 
tron no  longer  has  a  choice  and  must  use  computer 
services  or  go  without  needed  information.  Library 
ideals  and  traditions  need  not  yet  be  sacrificed  to 
Mammon. 

Where  the  only  means  of  patron  access  to  infor- 
mation is  via  a  facility  which  incurs  patron-specific 
costs  beyond  the  resources  of  the  library  to  support, 
the  following  sub-rationale  should  be  considered: 

3)  Libraries  should  provide,  at  no  charge  to  pa- 
trons, a  reasonable  level  of  service  which  can 
be  said  to  be  fair  and  effective  for  most  pa- 
trons. 

4)  Any  charges  to  patrons  should  be  limited  to  pa- 
tron-specific costs  beyond  the  subsidized  mini- 
mum established  by  each  library. 

The  latter  point  takes  into  account  that  each  patron 
has  some  control  over  the  depth  of  response  desired  or 
which  can  be  afforded.  That  is.  a  patron  can  limit  the 
number  of  "hits"  to  be  printed,  or  the  connect-time 
used  beyond  the  minimum,  etc.  And  please,  let's  not 
argue  about  the  patron  who  cannot  afford  an  exhaus- 
tive search — no  matter  what  level  of  service  is  pro- 
vided, there  will  always  be  patrons  who  cannot  afford 
exhaustivity;  and  no  matter  how  affluent  the  patron, 
there  will  always  be  some  level  of  service  which  can- 
not be  afforded. 

Notice  that  the  suggested  rationale  does  not  pro- 
pose that  libraries  always  charge  so  as  to  recover  all 
costs  for  charged  items,  nor  that  libraries  must  charge 
for  patron-specific  cost  items. 

I  do  not  propose  that  charges  to  patrons  should  be 
the  first  method  explored  for  providing  additional, 
high-cost  services  on  tight  budgets.  We  can  hope  (and 
work)  for  dens  ex  machina  (not  the  computer)  in  the 
form  of  increased  budgets,  grants,  donations  from 
friends  of  the  Library,  or  bequests  from  patrons  who 
die  happy  with  the  library's  services.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  have  presumably  applied  these  approaches 
or  we  wouldn't  be  considering  installing  charges  to  pa- 
trons. 

It  is  also  quite  valid  simply  to  not  provide  the 
service.  I'm  not  yet  ready  to  develop  the  rationale  for 
that  one.  but  it  is  clear  that  each  library  does  not  now 
provide  every  form  of  information  service  which  might 
be  provided,  despite  the  "discrimination"  they  engage 
in  by  not  providing  such  service,  even  at  extra  cost. 
The  services  libraries  provide  are  as  much  a  function 
of  what  librarians  decide  to  provide  as  of  patrons'  de- 
mands. And  librarians  will  often  attempt  to  "sell" 
these  services  to  patrons  "because  the  patrons  need 
(or  want)  them".  While  patrons  very  well  may  need  or 
want  certain  new  services,  librarians  need  to  be  clear 
about  their  own  motives  for  providing  services  which 
may  strain  their  libraries'  budgets.  "Because  it's 
there"  may  be  as  good  a  reason  as  any  for  climbing  a 
mountain;  it  won't  do  as  a  reason  for  providing  anoth- 
er library  service. 
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COMPARATIVE  STUDIES  of  period- 
ical prices  appear  as  an  annual  feature 
in  the  October  1  issues  of  LJ.  The  first 
was  published  in  1974  (LJ .  October  1. 
1974,  p.  2447-49).  Substantial  portions 
of  the  text  from  previous  articles  fol- 
lows "Explanations"  (next  page). 

In  Table  1  you  will  note,  in  com- 
parison to  last  year's  table,  that  ap- 
proximately 200  new  titles  have  been 
added  to  the  Applied  Science  &  Tech- 
nology Index  by  the  publisher.  H.  W. 
Wilson.  Also,  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  1 .580  titles  in  the  Social  Sciences 
Citation  Index.  In  neither  instance,  how- 
ever, do  these  additions  of  new  titles 
radically  affect  the  average  prices, 
which  reinforces  the  original  presump- 
tion of  these  studies  that  weighted  price 
patterns  for  periodicals,  based  upon 
subject  matter,  produce  reliable  stand- 
ards for  budget  projections. 

Budget  restraints  for  1977  caused 
some  degree  of  deselection.  The  titles 
dropped,  however,  form  a  pattern  in 
the  lower  price  echelon  of  each  subject. 
which  lends  added  support  to  the  use 
and  value  theory  that  the  higher-priced 
titles  are  those  most  necessary  to  sup- 
port research  and  basic  curriculum. 


Table  II  has  been  expanded  to 
show  three  years  of  price  range  infor- 
mation. The  data  shown  illustrates  the 
importance  of  and  need  for  sound  bud- 
get analysis  procedures  rather  than  per- 
formance of  the  "hachet  act"  on  the 
more  expensive  journals.  Notice  also 
that  both  Tables  IV  and  V  have  been 
expanded  to  include  three  years  of 
data. 

The  percent  of  price  increase  as 
noted  in  Table  V  is  lower  than  last 
year,  due  to  the  moderation  of  price  in- 
creases of  scientific  journals.  We  have 
no  assurance,  however,  that  this  mod- 
eration reflects  cost  controls  in  line 
with  the  national  rate  of  inflation;  it 
may  rather  show  the  serious  concern 
by  publishers  for  how  much  the  market 
will  pay. 

Table  VII  reflects  an  increase  in 
the  use  of  the  services  of  domestic 
agencies  for  handling  foreign  published 
periodicals,  particularly  in  subject 
fields  other  than  technical  and  scientific 
journals. 

Table  VIII.  Parts  I  and  2.  have 
been  particularly  significant  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  theory  of  a  "Core 
List"  of  journals  in  each  subject  cate- 
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gory.  This  matter  was  discussed  at  the 
ALA  96th  Annual  Conference  RTSD 
Serials  Section  and  is  now  under  con- 
sideration as  a  project  by  the  Policy 
and  Research  Committee. 

There  has  been  an  encouraging 
amount  of  interest  shown  by  libraries  in 
developing  personalized  budget  sys- 
tems based  upon  subject  or  departmen- 
tal classifications  of  their  periodicals  af- 
fording a  "zero  based"  budgeting  proc- 
ess. One  of  the  purposes  of  this  three- 
year  retrospective  information  is  to  ex- 
pose price  data  which  will  help  to  de- 
termine how  often  such  a  complete 
analysis  is  necessary. 

Explanations 

The  three-year  periodical  price 
study  presented  here  is  based  upon 
widely  known  or  easily  accessible 
"Authority  Groups  of  Titles,"  in  29 
broadly  based  discipline  classifica- 
tions. An  Authority  Group  of  Titles 
may  be  derived  from  an  abstract  serv- 
ice, such  as  Chemical  Abstracts  or  Bio- 
logical Abstracts,  broad  subject  classi- 
fications such  as  Readers'  Guide  to  Pe- 
riodical Literature,  or  H.  W.  Wilson 
Co.  indexes,  or  special  interest  groups 
such  as  Catholic  Periodicals  &  Litera- 
ture Index.  The  list  of  titles  in  each 
authority  group  is  available  in  most  li- 
braries. The  F.  W.  Faxon  Company 
has  stored  individual  title  price  infor- 
mation in  its  IBM  370  data  processing 
system  and  has  programmed  to  provide 
a  title-by-title  price  study  comparison 
since  1972. 

The  29  Authority  Groups  selected 
by  Faxon  and  included  in  Table  I  will 
be  expanded  as  the  library  commu- 
nity's needs  dictate. 

A  "popularity"  factor  has  been 
added   to   the   data   to   arrive   at   the 


"weighted  price"  given  in  the  follow- 
ing tables.  This  is  because  many  librar- 
ies do  not  purchase  all  the  titles  in  any 
of  the  29  authority  groups  or  indexes 
used  to  develop  them.  The  "popular- 
ity" factor  is  arrived  at  by  determining 
the  number  of  libraries  among  Faxon's 
clients  that  subscribe  to  each  title  in 
each  index  (this  data  includes  multiple 
subscriptions  as  well).  To  arrive  at  the 
"average  weighted  price"  used  in  the 
tables,  we  averaged  in  the  number  of 
subscriptions  to  each  title,  and  then 
calculated  the  price  paid  by  libraries  for 
their  selections  from  that  authority 
group  or  index.  These  "average 
weighted  prices"  may  be  a  better  bud- 
get guideline  for  libraries  that  purchase 
selectively  from  the  various  indexes, 
services,  or  authority  groups. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  title-by- 
title  three-year  price  listing  for  each 
Subject  Authority.  Hence,  two  sets  of 
average  price  data  were  developed  for 
each  classification  as  shown  in  Table  I. 

Notes  on  table  I 

Column  I:  Column  1  contains  the 
total  number  of  titles  in  each  of  the  29 
Subject  Indexes,  Abstracts,  or  other 
Subject  Authority.  Naturally  the  total 
number  of  titles  in  each  Subject  Autho- 
rity varies  from  year  to  year  as  these 
authorities  amend  the  lists  to  take  care 
of  mergers,  splits,  births,  and  deaths  or 
to  change  the  focus  of  interest.  In  gen- 
eral, these  variations  are  minor  and  do 
not  substantially  affect  the  financial  sig- 
nificance of  the  study. 

Column  2:  "Bill-Later"  titles  are 
either  annual  serials  or  periodicals 
which  are  separately  billed  because  the 
price  varies  with  each  issue.  Annuals 
make  up  the  largest  percentage  of  titles 
in  this  category.  The  number  of  "Bill- 


Later"  titles  as  a  percentage  of  the  to- 
tal number  of  titles  in  each  Subject 
Authority  is  included  to  call  attention 
to  a  price  factor  which  could  not  be 
documented  in  this  survey.  Naturally, 
the  greater  the  number  of  "Bill-Later" 
titles  in  each  category,  the  greater  the 
probability  that  the  price  of  these  "Bill- 
Later"  titles  could  have  affected  the 
average  price  data. 

Column  3:  The  average  price  per 
title  is  a  simple  arithmetic  figure  found 
by  totaling  the  price  for  one  copy  of 
each  title  and  dividing  that  sum  by  the 
sum  of  the  number  of  priced  titles  (as  in 
column  #1). 

Column  4:  Of  greater  significance 
is  the  average  weighted  price  per  title, 
because  it  reflects  the  buying  pattern  of 
all  libraries  using  Faxon's  subscription 
service.  The  weighted  price  data  takes 
into  consideration  the  number  of  copies 
of  each  title  supplied  to  all  libraries  us- 
ing Faxon  services.  The  number  of 
copies  of  each  title  is  multiplied  by  the 
published  price  and  these  amounts  are 
totaled  and  divided  by  the  total  num- 
ber of  all  copies  supplied  in  each 
Authority  Group  to  obtain  the  weighted 
price — which  is,  in  effect,  a  "popular- 
ity" weighted  average  price.  The  num- 
ber of  copies  of  each  journal  purchased 
in  behalf  of  the  approximately  14,000  li- 
braries we  serve  varies  more  widely  in 
the  technical  or  scientific  subject  areas. 
Only  a  very  limited  number  of  research 
or  university  libraries  subscribe  to 
those  journals  with  very  narrow  re- 
search or  technical  interest  fields.  The 
popularity  of  the  titles,  therefore,  ex- 
plains the  difference  between  the  aver- 
age price  for  all  titles  in  a  given  authori- 
ty group  as  compared  to  the  weighted 
average  price,  which  is  "weighted"  by 
the  number  of  copies  of  each  title  that 
Faxon  clients  purchase.  Both  Biologi- 
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cat  Abstracts  and  Chemical  Abstracts 
weighted  averages  in  Table  I  indicate 
that  more  expensive  titles  are  pre- 
ferred; but  in  Physics  Abstracts,  the 
opposite  is  true  and  to  a  much  greater 
degree,  possibly  because  physics  titles 
are  the  most  expensive  of  the  scientific 
disciplines. 

Table  II  represents  the  title  activi- 
ty (number  of  copies)  in  terms  of  per- 
cent of  the  total  number  of  all  subscrip- 
tions processed  in  each  price  category 
and  the  percent  of  the  total  dollars 
spent  in  each  price  category. 

Table  II  could  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  Table  I  as  a  means  of  ar- 
riving at  some  intelligent  distribution  or 
analysis  of  funds  spent  for  periodicals 
in  each  subject  area.  For  instance,  by 
inserting  average  subject  index  price 


information  into  the  price  range  field, 
one  could  determine  if  any  subject  area 
is  receiving  its  proper  allocation  of 
funds  in  comparison  to  total  expendi- 
tures for  periodicals,  considering,  of 
course,  the  need  in  relation  to  student 
population  in  each  subject  field.  Table 
II  can  further  be  compared  against  oth- 
er statistical  data  at  a  university  such  as 
student  population  in  each  subject 
field,  or  to  other  budgetary  schemes 
which  might  reflect  the  institution's  ac- 
ademic standards  in  each  discipline. 

Table  III  again  shows  that  there  is 
still  a  substantial  savings  being  offered 
by  some  publishers  when  a  subscrip- 
tion is  entered  for  three  years  rather 
than  for  one  year.  Some  publishers 
simply  offer  a  three  year  rate  which  is  a 
multiple  of  the  one  year  rate,  but  even 


that  offer  is  advantageous  as  you  re- 
view the  first  price  index  chart. 

The  list  of  periodicals  in  the  Read- 
ers' Guide  was  selected  for  Table  III 
because  the  publishers  represented 
there  offer  more  three-year  rates  (in 
1977,  104  of  164  periodicals  had  such 
rates)  than  in  any  other  Authority 
Group.  The  average  weighted  price  per 
title  is  arrived  at  in  the  same  way  as  in 
Column  4  of  Table  I. 

The  Average  Weighted  Price  con- 
cept has  been  applied  to  a  data  base  of 
titles  using  the  LC  Subject  Classifica- 
tion system  from  which  nine  subject 
categories  have  been  selected  for  a 
price  study  (Table  VIII,  Part  1).  Unlike 
Table  I.  the  titles  in  each  subject  class 
are  not  publicly  identified,  as  is  the 
case  with  the  annual  periodical  price  in-

In  the  1974  Periodical  Price  Study 
(LJ.  October  1),  I  pointed  out  that  the 
difficulty  with  using  a  community  wide 
standard  as  an  exact  budget  tool  is  "the 
studied  collection  used  as  a  price  index 
base  may  vary  widely  from  that  of  the 
library  wanting  to  use  the  data.*'  Table 
VIII.  Part  2  expresses  the  large  average 
price  variables  which  can  occur  when 
five  large  university  library  journal  col- 
lections are  subject  classified  using  the 
same  subject  classification  title  base 
which  produced  Table  VIII,  Part  1.  A 
second  and  equally  important  variable  is 
the  ordering  plan  of  one  year  or  three 
years  which  compounds  the  price  dis- 
similarity. 

During  the  development  of  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  Subject  Classifica- 
tion data  base,  we  compared  subject 
classification  first;  two  alpha  character 
differences  between  three  journal  col- 
lections of  approximately  5000  titles 
each.  The  subject  cataloging  process 
for  periodicals  seems  to  be  less  than  an 
exact  science,  because  each  list  did  not 
match  the  first  two  alpha  characters  of 
the  other  two  on  about  35  percent  of 
the  titles.  Resolution  of  these  dif- 
ferences called  for  unilateral  selection 
of  authority. 

Several  discussions  on  the  matter 
of  the  element  of  subject  classification 
in  serials  cataloging,  including  a  meet- 
ing with  the  Library  Materials  Price  In- 
dex Committee,  indicated  that  the  sub- 
ject class  of  a  periodical  may  express 
local  options.  Therefore,  further  work 
is  necessary  to  resolve  the  subject  class 
definition  problem.  The  Conser  project 
may  be  an  acceptable  answer.  The  use- 
fulness of  a  community  standard  LC 
Subject  Classification  system  to  devel- 
op an  average  price  in  each  subject 
could  be  radically  improved  if  an 
agreed  upon,  publicly  revealed  list  of 
journals  was  selected  and  price  studied 
annually.  That  is,  have  an  authority  se- 
lect and  maintain  groups  of  titles  in 
each  subject  class  as  the  data  base  to  be 
used  in  the  annual  price  study.  This  ap- 
proach is  being  pursued. 

Nevertheless,  Table  VIII.  Part  1 
expresses  valid  average  prices;  how- 
ever, discretionary  use  is  suggested. 
Table  VIII,  Part  2  shows  average  prices 
at  5  universities  on  the  same  selected 
LC  Subject  Classifications  in  Table 
VIII,  Part  1.  It  is  obvious  that  title  selec- 
tivity and  the  ordering  plan  ( 1  year  or  3 
years)  develop  average  price  patterns 
quite  dissimilar  to  those  in  the  total 
data  base. 

Institution  specific  average  price 
data  based  upon  LC  subject  areas,  us- 
ing local  cataloging  practices  is  no 
doubt  the  best  budget  tool  for  balancing 
the  journal  collection  and  can  be  easily 
developed  as  part  of  a  subscription 
service.

This  is  at  once  a  unique  and  impressive 
work:  unique  because  the  author  treats 
a  subject  rarely  covered  in  our  litera- 
ture and,  I  submit,  in  a  way  never  be- 
fore attempted;  and  impressive  be- 
cause the  author  brings  a  rare  com- 
bination of  scholarly  tools  (not  the  least 
of  which  are  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
classical  Greece,  a  keen  analytical 
sense,  and  a  startling  originality)  to 
bear  on  his  research.  It  is  also  a  very 
difficult  book — difficult  to  comprehend 
and  difficult  to  review. 

Wright  analyzes  informational  out- 
put in  man,  using  the  story  of  the  transi- 
tion from  oral  to  written  culture  in  clas- 
sical Greece  as  the  vehicle  for  this  dis- 
cussion. In  four  independent  but 
connected  chapters,  he  deals  with  his 
imaginative  and  provocative  concep- 
tion of  "the  Metaphysics  of  Informa- 
tion"; a  revisionist  assessment  of  the 
development  of  writing;  a  discussion  of 
the  social  system  in  classical  Greece; 
and  a  final  chapter  on  the  ways  in 
which  the  development  of  writing  con- 
trolled and  directed  the  intellectual  and 
cultural  development  of  classical 
Greece.  In  doing  all  this,  the  author 
says  hardly  a  word  about  libraries,  and 
this  book  is  surely  not  for  those  un- 
versed in  the  history  of  ancient  librar- 
ies. 

The  work  is  difficult — perhaps  un- 
necessarily so — because  it  combines  so 
much  sophisticated  and  theoretical  dis- 
cussion of  so  many  disparate  topics. 
This  is  surprising  since,  in  his  in- 
troduction, Wright  takes  a  very  dim 
view  of  the  librarian's  ability  to  think 
theoretically  (philosophically)  and  re- 
marks candidly  that  "there  is  not  a 
single  philosopher-librarian  in  America 
today."  While  we  think  he  might  have 
given  at  least  a  nod  to  his  mentor,  Jesse 
Shera,  who  wrote  the  preface  to  this 
book,  we  would  generally  agree  with 
his  assessment.  However,  given  this 
fact,  one  wonders  who  Professor 
Wright  felt  might  be  able  to  read  and 
benefit  from  his  work? 

The  work  will  be  read  by  few  li- 
brarians, indeed,  for  we  remain  a  pro- 
fession,  to  use  Pierce  Butler's  stinging 
phrase,  characterized  by  the  "sim- 
plicity of  our  pragmatism."  Occasion- 


ally an  aberrant  librarian  like  Jesse 
Shera  or  Wright  will  pause  to  consider 
the  theoretical  foundations  of  librarian- 
ship,  the  causal  factors  in  our  history, 
or  the  relationship  of  librarianship  to 
the  human  endeavor,  but  the  profes- 
sion at  large  has  shown  little  interest  in 
such  matters.  And  this  is  a  pity,  for  the 
book  in  hand  represents  a  major  contri- 
bution to  the  literature  of  librarianship, 
and  as  such  deserves  a  wider  read- 
ership than  it  will  receive. — michael

This  festschrift  honoring  ALA's  Cente- 
nary was  commissioned  by  an  ad  hoc 
ALA  committee  of  library  historians. 
Its  three  editors  are  a  mix  of  practicing 
librarians  and  library  educators,  as  are 
most  of  the  contributors  of  the  18  es- 
says in  the  volume.  The  author  of  each 
article  was  asked  to  address  the  follow- 
ing three  questions  on  his  or  her  specif- 
ic topic:  what  was  the  scene  in  1876; 
what  development  of  major  importance 
followed;  and  what  is  the  situation  in 
1976? 

The  18  articles  are  clustered  into 
four  divisions.  Part  one,  "Clientele." 
contains  articles  that  focus  on  service 
to  specific  groups  such  as  urban  chil- 
dren, academics,  or  ethnic  minorities. 
"Personnel"  follows,  consisting  of  a 
review  of  personnel  concerns  over  the 
century  and  an  article  on  women  in  li- 
brarianship. Part  three,  "Facilities," 
for  the  most  part  includes  articles  deal- 
ing with  the  application  of  an  advancing 
technology,  while  the  concluding  part, 
"Environment,"  consists  of  six  articles 
which  examine  librarianship  in  the  "in- 
ner environment"  of  its  professional 
associations  as  well  as  its  place  in  the 
outer  world  of  the  book  trade,  media, 
and  library  life  abroad. 

Any  collection  of  essays  will  usu- 
ally reflect  some  unevenness  in  quality 
of  research  and  presentation.  This  is  no 
exception.  On  the  whole,  however,  the 
level  of  writing  is  high  and  the  ac- 
companying documentation  impres- 
sive.  The  authors  for  the  most  part 


were  carefully  selected  and  a  good 
number  are  known  for  their  publica- 
tions on  the  topics  they  address  in  this 
volume.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  hear 
more  from  Dee  Garrison  on  the  impact 
of  women  on  librarianship  or  to  read 
another  historical  assessment  by  Sam- 
uel Rothstein.  Some  of  the  less  pub- 
lished authors  have  also  produced  sub- 
stantial contributions. 

Given  the  wide  range  of  topics  and 
the  high  quality  of  most  of  the  individ- 
ual contributions,  there  are  few  among 
us  who  will  dip  into  this  com- 
memorative volume  without  profit. —

This  report  is  a  thoughtful  and  thor- 
ough analysis  of  getting  into  network- 
ing by  the  SLA  Networking  Com- 
mittee, Subcommittee  on  Guidelines. 
The  Committee  was  established  in  1975 
"to  help  special  librarians  become 
more  fully  aware  of  the  benefits  of  for- 
mal cooperation";  reports  from  other 
subcommittees  on  other  aspects  of  net- 
working will  follow. 

The  guidelines  are  presented  in 
three  phases:  exploratory,  planning 
and  development,  and  operational  and 
evaluation,  which  are,  in  turn,  divided 
into  steps.  The  exploratory  phase  de- 
scribes background  research  and  the 
decision-making  process  of  whether  to 
join  an  existing  network  or  create  a 
new  one.  Some  libraries  may  need  to 
join  more  than  one  network;  i.e.,  a  sub- 
ject network,  area  network,  etc.  Plan- 
ning and  development  outlines  the 
steps  to  be  taken  to  establish  a  new  net- 
work, to  arrive  at  realistic  objectives 
and  parameters  of  money,  people,  and 
support.  The  detailed,  specific  check- 
lists for  organizational  structure,  by- 
laws, program  plans,  etc..  make  plan- 
ning and  development  seem  simple. 
Operation  and  evaluation  recommends 
short-range  activities  initially,  with 
concurrent  studies  for  additional  pro- 
grams. Flow-charting  is  recommended, 
as  well  as  a  detailed  description  of  the 
activity.  The  necessity  of  trial  periods 
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for  each  activity  and  regular  evaluation 
are  stressed.  Frequent  communication 
to  all  concerned — staff,  members, 
funders,  etc. — is  necessary. 

A  selected  bibliography,  a  case 
study  of  networking  by  Northwestern 
University's  Transportation  Library, 
and  a  directory  of  selected  networks 
(Spring  1976)  in  which  special  libraries 
were  participating,  are  included. 

This  is  a  timely,  readable,  com- 
plete and  concise  report  on  a  subject 
that  should  interest  all  special  librar-

Minority  aid

The  editors  have  gathered  diverse  opin- 
ions and  information  intended  primari- 
ly ".  .  .  for  minority  students  consid- 
ering careers  in  librarianship."  The  20 
essays  are  original  contributions  writ- 
ten by  minority  librarians  except  for 
the  one  by  Janet  Noll  Naumer.  The 
book  consists  of  six  parts  dealing  with 
Native  Americans.  Chicanos,  Afro- 
Americans,  Puerto  Ricans,  Asian 
Americans,  and  minority  library  spe- 
cialists. Some  insights  are  given  on  job 
market  projections;  job  patterns  and  of- 
ferings; the  role  of  specific  schools  of 
library  science;  choosing  a  type  of  li- 
brary and  working  on  the  job;  "pitfalls 
and  pleasures";  scholarships  and  finan- 
cial aid;  specific  organizations  and  job 
clearinghouses;  etc.  But  much  of  this 
information  is  lost  in  the  uninspiring 
and  sometimes  repetitive  text.  The  edi- 
tors should  have  considered  to-the- 
point.  compact  information  in  the  form 
of  appendixes,  much  like  the  article  of 
C.  K.  Huang;  a  selected  annotated  bib- 
liography of  reference  sources  for  the 
use  of  the  student,  the  guidance  coun- 
selor, and  educator  (although  informa- 
tion in  footnotes  and  the  usual  index 
partially  ameliorate  this  need);  and  an 
introduction  which  synthesizes  the  ma- 
jor issues  raised  throughout  the  essays. 
The  best  aspects  of  this  work  are 
the  instances  when  librarians  speak 
about  their  own  beliefs  and  experi- 
ences. Then,  suddenly,  there  is  a  spark 
of  life  in  librarianship.  But  I  cannot 
agree  with  the  editors  that  this  book 
will  stimulate  young  people's  thinking. 
None  of  the  essays  are  convincing 
enough  on  the  face  of  deep  seated  ra- 
cial prejudice  and  lowered  expectations 
for  those  who  have  been  promised 
challenging  positions  and  intellectual 
stimulation.  Furthermore,  the  book 
fails  to  describe  librarianship  beyond 
such  cliche  and  unrealistic  sentences  as 
"...  the  career  is  an  exciting  and  chal- 


lenging one  ..."  which  should  attract 
people  "...  willing  to  take  on  the 
functions  of  librarian-politician,  librari- 
an-social worker,  librarian-educator,  li- 
brarian-civic leader,  and  librarian-com- 
municator."— JUAN  R.  FREUDENTHAL,

The  compilers  of  this  volume  note 
rightly  that,  although  the  need  for  bet- 
ter understanding  of  libraries  in  devel- 
oping countries  is  great,  the  subject  has 
never  been  adequately  bibliographized. 
They  also  anticipate  that  important 
changes  must  take  place  in  this  area, 
and  that  an  important  first  step  must  be 
to  determine  its  current  status.  They 
are  probably  right  on  this  score  as  well. 

The  book  invites  comparison  with 
the  bibliography  section  of  Simsova's 
Handbook  of  Comparative  Librarian- 
ship,  and  in  most  respects  it  comes  out 
the  winner.  This  bibliography  is  anno- 
tated; Simsova's  is  not.  This  one  is  sim- 
ply organized;  Simsova's  is  vastly 
overorganized.  This  one  appears  to  be 
more  comprehensive  than  Simsova's, 
and  it  certainly  covers  literature  more 
likely  to  be  easily  accessible  to  Ameri- 
can librarians.  Items  listed  here  are  al- 
most all  in  the  English  language,  with  a 
few  in  German  and  French.  A  main  dif- 
ference, of  course,  is  that  this  volume 
concentrates  on  the  "third  world" 
whereas  Simsova  attempts  to  be  global 
in  coverage. 

This  book  has  some  problems,  how- 
ever. One  is  that  the  annotations  tend 
to  be  uneven.  A  few,  annotation  #8  for 
example,  appear  to  have  been  written 
from  the  titles  without  the  works  hav- 
ing been  examined.  Another  item,  re- 
peated because  it  refers  to  more  than 
one  country,  is  annotated  once  as  "a 
comprehensive  critical  analysis,"  but 
elsewhere  as  "a  brief  introduction."  A 
second  problem  has  to  do  with  the 
book's  organization.  Morocco  and  Syr- 
ia, for  example,  are  not  assigned  to  any 
region,  and  Saudi  Arabia  is  omitted. 

Despite  its  modest  flaws,  however, 
the  book  will  serve  a  useful  function  in 
any  collection  serving  interests  either 
in  comparative/international  librarian- 
ship  or  in  developing  nations.  Alpha- 
betically arranged  by  country,  with  in- 
dex by  author,  this  simple  handbook 
will  be  welcomed  by  scholars  in  both

Classification  revisited

The  original  version  of  this  collection 
of  essays  on  the  current  state  of  classi- 
fication as  applied  to  library  collections 
and  information  retrieval  was  well  re- 
ceived by  reviewers  in  1972.  Apparent- 
ly, rather  than  reprint  that  edition, 
Maltby  asked  each  contributor  to  up- 
date her/his  paper  for  a  new  edition,  to 
which  he  added  a  new  paper  on  auto- 
matic classification  by  Karen  Sparck 
Jones. 

According  to  the  revisions  and 
additions  to  the  original  papers,  little 
has  changed  since  the  early  1970s. 
Maltby's  own  introductory  overview 
received  the  most  thorough  overhaul, 
and  remains  a  clear  examination  of  the 
different  and  often  conflicting  roles  of 
modern  classification.  The  other  papers 
cover  the  same  ground  in  greater  detail, 
several  focusing  on  well-established 
schemes,  others  on  newer  uses  of 
classification  in  indexing  and  informa- 
tion retrieval.  The  basic  structure  and 
content  of  J.  Mills'  description  of  Bliss' 
Bibliographic  Classification  remains 
unaltered,  but  incorporates  changes  in 
the  current  revision  which  he  is  direct- 
ing. G.  A.  Lloyd  has  revised  details  re- 
lating to  the  UDC  and  added  a  new  epi- 
logue expressing  a  somewhat  less  opti- 
mistic view  of  its  future  than  he  held  in 
1972. 

D.  Austin's  paper  on  "CRG  re- 
search into  a  freely  faceted  scheme" 
contains  few  changes  until  he  describes 
the  present  state  of  precis.  Sarah  K. 
Vann's  chapter  on  Dewey  Decimal 
Classification  includes  some  new  mate- 
rial on  the  18th  edition,  but  deletes  an 
appendix  on  this  edition  by  Winton  E. 
Matthews,  with  an  overall  decrease  in 
information.  The  one  entirely  new  pa- 
per by  Karen  Sparck  Jones  adds  anoth- 
er dimension  to  the  collection  with  its 
survey  of  research  into  classification 
derived  automatically  from  quantifiable 
characteristics,  but  it  suffers  from  over 
terse  explanation  and  a  style  which  is 
often  confusing.  The  remaining  five  pa- 
pers are  either  not  changed  or  only  su- 
perficially updated. 

This  is  an  important  collection, 
and  certainly,  given  a  choice,  one 
should  choose  this  edition  over  the 
first.  Does  one  need  the  2d  edition  as 
well  as  the  first?  Yes,  unless  one's  in- 
terest in  classification  is  only  peripher- 
al. The  new  information  provided  by 
Maltby,  Mills,  Austin  and  Sparck  Jones 
make  it  worthwhile,  but  it  does  seem  a 
waste  to  have  to  repurchase  identical, 
or  almost  identical  essays  by  the  oth-

conflict  management  in  Sino-U.S.  and 
Soviet-U.S.  relations.  She  sees  much 
of  the  criticism  leveled  at  Kissinger  as 
politically  motivated,  based  on  Eastern 
European  emigre  opposition  to  a  U.S.- 
Soviet thaw  or  moralizing  from  the 
U.S.  Right.  Bell  holds  that  in  the  1973 
Mideast  war  the  Soviets  tried  to  re- 
strain Egypt  with  a  resulting  loss  of 
their  foothold  in  the  Arab  world,  and 
that  detente's  compromise  mentality 
has  weakened  Soviet  leadership  in  the 
socialist  bloc,  thereby  encouraging 
Eurocommunism  and  instability  in 
Eastern  Europe.

Eban  served  with  the  British  Army  in 
the  Middle  East,  and  lobbied  at  the 
United  Nations  as  a  member  of  the 
Jewish  Agency  for  Palestine.

Not  long  ago  the  national  consensus  fa- 
vored early  voluntary  retirement  and 
condoned  compulsory  retirement  at 
age  65.  but  we  are  now  having  second 
thoughts  as  the  financial  and  economic 
consequences  of  a  growing  retired  pop- 
ulation become  clearer.  Sheppard  and 
Rix  argue  that  demographic  and  bio- 
medical trends  are  giving  us  warning 
signs  of  the  immediate  necessity  for 
such  policy  changes:  Americans  not 
only  will  live  longer,  but  more  older 
people  will  be  able  to  work  with  near- 
full  physical  and  mental  capacities. 
And  the  authors  show  it  is  unlikely  that 
the  Social  Security  system  and  public 
and  private  pension  plans  can  bear  the 
costs  of  ever-larger  numbers  of  re- 
tirees, with  longer  life  spans.  Sheppard 
and  Rix  believe  that  we  will  have  to  in- 
crease rather  than  discourage  labor- 
force  participation  among  older  per- 
sons and  consequently  have  a  smaller 
number  of  retirees  than  now  con- 
templated. This  compact  but  meaty 
study  is  clearly  and  logically  organized 
and  well-written.  It  should  appeal  to 
those  interested  in  population  trends, 
labor  problems,  pension  planning, 
and  social  policy.

ritories." There  are  no  annotations.  It 
is  a  pity  that  a  list  of  this  length,  includ- 
ing numerous  short  pamphlets  and 
journal  articles,  has  not  been  made  eas- 
ier to  use.  Arrangement  is  by  subject, 
entries  are  not  numbered,  and  there  is 
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no  index  of  any  sort.  Documents  are 
particularly  difficult  to  retrieve,  as  is- 
suing bodies  are  inconsistently  listed 
and  country  names  are  mostly  lacking.

ual values  and  political  concerns.  This 
is  evident  from  83  illustrations  repro- 
duced adequately  here  from  the  Arbei- 
ter-Illustrierte-Zeitung  and  the  X'olks- 
Illustrierte  (1930-1938).

In  help  celebrate  the  25-year  jubilee  of 
the  reign  and  service  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth II.  a  spate  of  publications  has  been 
issued  on  the  members  of  the  British 
royal  family.  Of  the  three  volumes  un- 
der review  here.  Cathcart's  biographi- 
cal portrait  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  is  the 
most  uncritical  and  is  in  places  unnec- 
essarily coy,  particularly  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Prince's  eventual  marriage. 
It  shows  the  development  of  the  heir  to 
the  throne  from  childhood  through 
school,   military   training  in   the  navy 
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and  air  force,  and  assumption  of  re- 
sponsibilities in  line  with  his  future 
role.  The  short,  amply  illustrated  vol- 
ume by  Donaldson  concentrates  on  the 
story  of  the  much-loved  royal  couple, 
who  unexpectedly  had  to  assume  a  re- 
sponsibility for  which  they  had  not 
been  trained  as  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
York.  Donaldson  shows  that  it  was 
their  moral  courage,  good  sense,  and 
devotion  to  duty  that  helped  restore  the 
ideals  shattered  after  Edward  VIIEs 
abdication  in  1936,  and  which  provided 
the  example  to  lead  England  and  the 
Commonwealth  through  difficult  years 
of  war  and  peace. 

Of  most  use  and  interest  to  the 
American  reader  is  the  Penguin  special 
on  the  Queen.  The  different  chapters 
by  recognized  authorities  deal  with 
such  topics  as  the  workings  of  the  un- 
written British  constitution  and  the 
Queen's  part  in  it,  the  different  person- 
al styles  of  Britain's  20th-century  mon- 
archs,  and  the  various  royal  resi- 
dences. There  are  two  particularly  in- 
teresting chapters  in  which  the  case 
against  the  monarchy  is  made  by  Wil- 
liam Hamilton,  a  Labour  member  of 
parliament,  and  the  opposing  case  is 
made  by  Peregrine  Wortsthorne,  asso- 
ciate editor  of  the  conservative  news- 
paper, the  Sunday  Telegraph. — Agnes

Clarke's  name  has  become  a  household 
word,  perhaps  as  much  for  his  space 
travel  evangelism  as  for  his  science 
fiction.  But  for  20  years  or  more  he 
has  been  an  enthusiast  also  of  the  sea 
and  of  Ceylon  (or  Sri  Lanka,  or  Seren- 
dip).  This  collection  includes  articles, 
speeches,  prefaces,  fiction,  and  testi- 
mony (in  two  senses),  and  touches  on 
all  of  these  interests,  as  well  as  a  few 
others — the  tax  problems  of  a  divorced 
expatriate,  for  instance,  and  one-up- 
manship among  prolific  science  writ- 
ers. Most  of  these  pieces  are  of  in- 
terest, and  there  is  certainly  variety, 
but  there  is  also  considerable  repeti- 
tion; we  are  told  about  six  times  of  the 
special  TV  antenna  which  the  Indian 
government  installed  on  the  roof  of 
Clarke's  home.

Incredibly,  there  is  no  in- 
telligible discussion  of  the  genesis  of 
the  feud  between  Trotsky  and  Stalin 
and  not  a  word  on  the  crucial  economic 
debates  of  the  early  1920's.  Payne  fre- 
quently alludes  to  Trotsky's  brilliance, 
yet  nowhere  are  his  ideas  given  extend- 
ed treatment.  Marred  by  factual  er- 
rors and  analytical  shallowness,  what 
emerges  from  this  book  is  less  a  por- 
trait of  Trotsky  than  a  crude  caricature.

Yet  Tudge.  unlike  Lappe  and  Collins, 
accepts  the  notion  of  dwindling  re- 
sources and,  condemning  farm  mecha- 
nization   and    food    processing,    calls 
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for  small-scale,  labor-intensive  garden 
farming.  The  book  is  strong  in  its  focus 
on  nutrition,  though  not  original;  it  is 
weak  in  its  economic  and  political  anal- 
ysis. Unfortunately,  Tudge  sees  only 
the  depredations  of  an  omnipresent  pri- 
vate agribusiness  and  fails  to  study  the 
successes  as  well  as  the  failures  of  so- 
cial struggles  over  food.  This  volume 
adds  little  to  the  above-mentioned  book 
and  is  recommended  only  to  libraries 
building  comprehensive  collections  in 
the  area.

They  maintain  that  many  of  the 
recent  liberation  movements  in  the 
United  States  (among  blacks,  native 
Americans,  women)  are  the  attempts  of 
some  of  the  v  ictims  of  Europeanization 
to  challenge  the  cultural  values  of  the 
dominant  elite.  The  book  is  divided  in- 
to four  historical  periods:  pre-Colum- 
bian settlement  to  the  adoption  of  the 
U.S.  Constitution:  the  founding  of  the 
Republic  to  the  Civil  War;  Reconstruc- 
tion through  World  War  I:  and  1920  to 
Watergate.

James  offers  an  erudite  synthesis  of 
British  national  politics  between  Glad- 
stone's eventful  second  government 
and  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II.  Brit- 
ain underwent  a  political  transforma- 
tion in  these  60  years  amounting  to 
what  James  terms  a  revolution,  albeit  a 
"silent"  one.  A  steady  expansion  of 
suffrage  created  mass  constituencies 
which  the  Conservative  Party  and,  lat- 
er. Labour  adapted  to  more  easily  than 
the  diffuse  Liberal  Party.  Moderate  so- 
cial reform  typified  Tory  leaders  from 
Disraeli  to  Baldwin  and  Neville  Cham- 
berlain. Thus,  James  states,  the  social 
chasm  of  Disraeli's  two  nations  became 
less  menacing  to  political  stability  than 
it  was  in  the  late  1800s.  The  chief  merit 
of  this  book  is  probably  literary.  James 
writes  with  sustained  narrative  power 
and  intersperses  his  analysis  with 
shrewd  assessments  of  such  worthies 
as  Gladstone,  Salisbury,  the  two 
Churchills.  and  Stanley  Baldwin.  The 
limitations  of  the  study  stem  from  the

rtieodor  Eicke.  Eicke  became  chief  of 
he  SS  concentration  camp  system  in 
934  and  was  creator  of  the  "Death's 
^ad   Units,"   the   elite   detachments 
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that  guarded  them.  Three  such  units 
became  the  nucleus  of  the  Death's 
Head  Division,  formed  in  1939  in  the 
face  of  great  army  opposition.  Evi- 
dently to  establish  the  military  prowess 
of  the  unit,  Sydnor  devotes  nearly  two- 
thirds,  or  too  much,  of  his  book  to  bat- 
tlefield history.  The  narrative  suffers 
here  from  considering  the  activities  of 
the  division  with  too  little  comparison 
with  the  performance  of  regular  army 
units.  The  last  chapter,  on  Waffen  SS 
criminality,  establishes  beyond  doubt 
that  the  personnel  of  the  Waffen  and 
regular  SS  was  inextricably  mixed  and 
that  the  ideological  fanaticism  that 
made  the  SS  man  an  effective  warrior 
also  made  him  a  brutal  one.

The  Algonquin  Hotel's  Round  Table 
was  the  most  famous  gathering  spot  for 
American  writers  in  the  1920's;  and  for 
many  it  retains  an  aura  of  literary  glam- 
our. But  Gaines  shows  the  tawdry 
myth  for  what  it  really  was.  The  chief 
members  of  the  Round  Table — Alexan- 
der Woollcott.  Dorothy  Parker,  Marc 
Connelly,  Harold  Ross.  Robert  Sher- 
wood, and  George  Kaufman — were  all 
third-rate  writers  who  were  early  mas- 
ters of  public  relations.  Many  of  them 
had  newspaper  columns,  and  they  used 
them  to  publicize  each  other's  works 
and  wit.  The  result,  says  Gaines,  was 
that  some  very  promising  and  talented 
writers  only  became  what  they  most 
wanted  to  become,  rich.  He  deftly 
shows  that  the  Round  Table  myth  pro- 
duced the  end  of  wit,  writers  who  were 
greedy  social  climbers.

All  good  Joyceans  know  that  in  1912 
Joyce  took  examinations  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Padua  in  an  attempt  to  earn  cer- 
tification as  a  teacher  of  English  in  Ital- 
ian secondary  schools.  However,  no 
one  before  Louis  Berrone  thought  to 
ask  the  university  whether  the  exami- 
nations were  on  file — and  here  they 
are.  65  years  later,  brief  essays  entitled 
"The  Universal  Literary  Influence  of 
the  Renaissance"  and  "The  Centenary 
of  Charles  Dickens."'  The  essays  are 
small  treasures,  splendidly  written  and 
genuinely  interesting.  It  is  comforting 
somehow  that  Joyce  received  by  far  the 
highest  marks  of  anyone  who  took  sim- 
ilar examinations  at  Padua  at  the  time, 
even  though  he  wound  up  without  the 
job  he  was  seeking.  The  editor  is  to  be 
forgiven  for  straining  to  make  much 
more  of  the  essays  than  is  supportable: 
must  the  elegant  little  discussion  of 
Dickens  bring  to  mind  "Vico's  cycles 
in  Ulysses"?

Timed  to  coincide  with  the  PBS  "Mas- 
terpiece Theatre"  series,  this  is  essen- 
tially a  biographical  treatment  of  Dick- 
en's  adult  life,  tracing  the  writer's  nov- 
elistic.  journalistic,  and  lecture-circuit 
careers.  Although  Mankowitz  does  not 
examine  the  writings  in  depth,  he  com- 
ments helpfully  on  the  connection  be- 
tween some  of  Dickens'  childhood  ex- 
periences and  thematic  concerns.  In 
addition,  Mankowitz  vividly  portrays 
the  energetic  and  hectic  lifestyle  which 
contributed  to  irreconcilable  marital 
problems.  The  book,  though  lively  and 
readable,  is  perhaps  excessive  in  its 
quotations,  none  of  which  are  ade- 
quately documented.  A  real  strength, 
however,  is  the  illustrative  material;

This  memoir  recounts  the  intimate  and 
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often  destructive  relationship  shared 
by  six  intellectuals:  the  author  and  his 
wife,  Julie  Cuyler;  Schuyler  Jackson,  a 
friend  whom  Matthews  hero-wor- 
shipped from  his  years  at  Princeton  af- 
ter World  War  I;  Jackson's  wife  Kit; 
and  the  poets  Robert  Graves  and  Laura 
Riding.  These  self-acclaimed  geniuses 
once  seriously  regarded  themselves  as 
"the  hope  of  the  world."  The  tragedy 
of  this  sensitive  and  moving  narrative  is 
that  when  Matthews  asks  himself  what 
these  brilliant  minds  accomplished,  he 
must  conclude,  "very  little."  In  spite 
of  some  fascinating  insights  into  the 
world  of  publishing  and  the  writings 
and  opinions  of  Graves  and  Riding,  the 
primary  focus  of  this  book  is  on  the  au- 
thor's attempt  to  come  to  terms  with 
what  he  sees  as  the  futility  of  his  own 
life  and  the  lives  of  those  who  were  im- 
portant to  him.

LC  76-41158.  set  $50.  art/phil 
A  significant  (and  much  hated  and  ad-

In- 
creasingly concerned  with  the  break- 
down of  traditional  culture  under  the 
influence  of  modernism  (which  he  re- 
viled), he  was  led  in  later  life  from  his 
study  of  art  and  iconography  to  the 
doctrines  underlying  them.  The  essays 
contained  in  these  volumes,  some  pre- 
viously unpublished,  were  written  from 
1932  to  1947.  the  final  years  of  his  life. 
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and  reflect  his  concern  with  traditional- 
ism and  with  the  "Philosophia  Peren- 
nis."  the  single  truth  which  all  religions 
merely  express  in  different  ways.  The 
breadth  of  learning,  the  amazing  famil- 
iarity with  different  cultures  displayed 
here,  is  astonishing.

A  welcome  anthology  on  a  subject 
which  has  received  growing  attention 
from  philosophers  in  recent  years. 
Dunlop  has  culled  the  journals  and  re- 
printed 15  of  the  most  important  contri- 
butions, including  essays  by  A.  J. 
Ayer,  V.  C.  Chappell.  Margaret  Mac- 
Donald,  and  David  Pears.  The  antholo- 
gy flows  evenly  without  the  awkward- 
ness of  so  many  similar  academic  ef- 
forts. Although  the  book  is  above  the 
level  of  the  educated  layman — a  strong 
background  in  philosophy  is  needed  for 
full  appreciation  of  the  contents — it  will 
be  of  great  interest  to  those  involved  in 
epistemology,  philosophy  of  language, 
and  philosophical  psychology.  An  im- 
portant addition  to  libraries  which  sup- 
port undergraduate  and  graduate  study 
in  these  fields.

While  most 
books  on  the  chaos  and  tragedy  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  conflict  have  focused 
on  single  elements  in  the  conflict. 
Fields  considers  the  social  structure  as 
a  whole.  Her  contention  is  that  the 
people  of  Northern  Ireland  have  fol- 
lowed a  path  of  ancient  prejudice  which 
has  led  to  hatred  and  racism  and  which 
now  has  resulted  in  "psychological 
genocide."  It  is  not  the  breakdown  of 
law  and  order  which  has  decimated  the 
social  structure,  but  the  loss  of  rule  of 
law.

Liston's  most  orig- 
inal contribution  to  terrorist  literature 
may  be  his  arbitrary  division  of  terror- 
ism into  four  classes:  criminal,  ethnic, 
state,  and  revolutionary.  Somehow  he 
is  able  to  label  the  Baader-Meinhof 
gang  of  Germany  as  criminal  but  the 
Weather  Underground  of  the  U.S.  as 
revolutionary;  the  Basques  as  fighting 
for  national  liberation,  but  the  Rhode- 
sians  as  wanting  genuine  revolution. 
The  book  ends  with  a  variety  of  sim- 
plistic solutions  to  the  terrorist  epidem- 
ic, among  which  are  the  use  of  metal 
detectors  in  airports  and  the  denial  of 
media  publicity  to  all  but  state  terror- 
ists.

Politi- 
cal culture  is  defined  as  "the  subjective 
perception  of  history  and  politics,  the 
fundamental  beliefs  and  values,  the  foci 
of  identification  and  loyalty,  and  the 
political  knowledge  and  expectations 
which  are  the  product  of  the  specific 
historical  experience  of  nations  and 
groups."  The  overall  result  of  the  in- 
vestigations is  quite  simple:  in  coun- 
tries where  there  has  in  the  past  been 
the  experience  of  the  interplay  of  com- 
peting ideas  and  competing  interests, 
the  experience  of  Communism  has  not 
weakened  but  actually  strengthened 
the  conviction  among  the  population 
that  freedom  brings  both  greater  justice 
and  greater  efficiency.  As  an  interdis- 
ciplinary approach  this  work  should  be 
widely  available  to  students.

and  haddock.  Using  spicy  language, 
sometimes  to  excess,  the  author  paints 
a  detailed  picture  of  how  these  men 
battle  not  only  the  sea  and  weather  but 
each  other.  One  character  who  stands 
out  is  Anthony  "Oily"  Palazola,  a  pa- 
riah because  he  prefers  to  fish  alone 
and  does  not  Anglicize  his  name  or  en- 
gage in  the  methods  his  friends  use.

Fireplay  (Coward.  1977.  ISBN  0-698- 
10846-9.  $8.95)  is  a  first  novel,  full  of 
exotic  technology  and  international 
intrigue,  but  unfortunately  William 
WINGATE  does  not  write  very  well. 
The  plot  is  closely  based  on  a  real 
event.  A  Russian  submarine  is  lost  in 
deep  water  in  the  Pacific;  the  Ameri- 
cans know  where  it  is,  but  the  Russians 
can't  find  it.  An  American  business  ty- 
coon, rich,  eccentric  to  the  point  of  lu- 
nacy (and  who  could  that  be?),  con- 
structs a  super-grapple  to  fetch  up  the 
secret  Russian  rockets  that  are  hidden 
in  the  submarine.  This  is  all  interesting 
enough,  but  espionage  intrudes,  lead- 
ing to  wildly  funny  scenes  of  violence 
and  murder.  However,  the  salvage  op- 
eration is  interesting  enough,  and  per- 
'haps  the  next  novel  will  be  better. 

Charity  BLACKSTOCK  is  back  in 
the  thriller  fold  with  The  Shirt  Front 
(Coward.  1977.  LC  77-4823.  ISBN  0- 
698-10831-0.  $7.95).  and  she  handles 
suspense  with  her  expectedly  brilliant 
deftness.  In  the  London  of  1936,  in  a 
middle-class  world  of  international  ref- 
ugees. Central  European  diplomats, 
spies,  and  Fascists,  a  girl  just  turning 
into  womanhood  gets  entangled  with  an 
unsuitable  older  man  who  promises  her 
the  moon  and  the  stars.  Her  father,  an 
intellectual,  escapist  Central  Euro- 
pean, doesn't  notice  trouble  until  it  is 
almost  too  late,  and  her  mother  is  a 
muddleheaded  Englishwoman,  off  in 
the  clouds.  The  start  of  the  book  is  a 
dinner  party,  slow,  ominous,  and  after 
the  liqueurs,  an  insignificant  little  man,, 
a  spy,  is  shot.  The  girl,  what  with  her  J 
lover  and  the  murder,  almost  finishes  in/' 
a  quicksand  of  lies  and  deception,  and 
the  last-minute  save  is  touching.  There 
doesn't  seem  to  be  a  thing  that  Black- 
stock  doesn't  know  about  17  year  olds. 

The  Luxembourg  Run  (Random. 
1977.  $8.95)  is  a  change  from  Stanley 
ELLIN's  Grand  Guignol  style,  being  a 
picaresque  adventure  tale  with  a  finely 
spun  plot,  refreshingly  entertaining 
with  charmingly  romantic  overtones.  A 
young  American,  son  of  a  dotty  mother 
and  a  diplomat  father,  is  brought  up  in 
Europe  and  goes  off  on  his  own  after  a 
quarrel  with  his  family.

In 
addition  to  the  shady  retreatants,  there 
is  a  strange  drunken  vagrant  who 
makes  delicious  bread  and  a  mys- 
terious fake  Franciscan  priest,  and  to 
keep  things  going,  another  corpse.  The 
priest  of  course  solves  the  murder,  not 
an  easy  job  since  the  characters  are 
cardboard  and  the  plot  flaccid,  with  a 
disastrous  dressing  of  sentimentality.

Detour 

1/  rizen  Bks.— October) 

"I  see  the  status  of  current  fiction  as 
being  rather  dim.  We  are  deluged  by 
film  language  as  well  as  dazzling  work 
in  anthropology,  literary  criticism  and 
structuralism  which  is  often  more  inter- 
esting than  fiction.  Fiction  must  meet 
the  challenge.  For  too  long  there  has 
been  a  slack  un-analytical  trend  in  fic- 
tion. The  message  is:  the  world  is  a 
void,  no  communication,  we  cannot 
love,  etc.  This  may  be  true  but  litera- 
ture must  give  us  more.  It  must  ana- 
lyze, it  must  excavate  to  a  hidden 
depth.  It  must  be  fertile.  And  it  must 
show  itself  to  be  capable  of  rising  to  the 
same  heights  as  those  planed  by  film- 
makers like  Godard  and  Antonioni. 
specialists  like  Barthes  and  Foucault. 

"In  writing  a  novel  I  was  able  to  pour 
out  all  that  was  intriguing  and  torment- 
ing. I  was  master  of  my  own  kingdom.  I 
was  most  protected  in  my  nakedness. 
The  novel  is  an  armor.  In  a  novel,  as 
Guido.  the  film  director  says  in  S'/'by 
Fellini  you  can  "put  everything  in.' 
Now  I  write  plays  and  I  feel,  after 
many  years  of  selective  outpouring, 
that  I  can  be  more  sieving,  more  selec- 
tive, with  my  thought.  I  want  to  stop 
and  examine  thoughts  rather  than  run 
on  to  newer  and  always  more  dazzling 
constructions. 

"Detour  is  a  kind  of  Bildungsroman, 
a  novel  of  growing  up  and  out,  a  novel 
of  formation.  It  is  also  a  novel  about 
addiction  and  obsession.  It  examines, 
on  a  minute,  on  an  atomic  level,  the  na- 
ture of  addiction  as  it  shows  itself  in  the 
hero,  his  girl  friend  Anne,  and  their  ac- 
quaintances. There  are  realistic  ele- 
ments in  the  novel  but  every  opportu- 
nity is  taken  to  climb  out  of  the  mud  of 
realism  and  exploit  the  baroque,  the 
phantasmagoric,  the  phenomenologi- 
cal.  The  hero  and  his  girl  friend  reveal 
themselves  through  long  monologues 
that  grow  organically.  Fach  sentence 
is  born  from  the  one  preceding.  The 
literary  work  fertilizes  itself  and  de- 
pends as  little  as  possible  on  the  data 
of  the  outside  world,  on  narration.  In 
addition  to  the  monologues,  there  are 
descriptions  on  an  atomic  level  of  the 
hero's  rich  escruciating  response  to  the 
outside.  The  focus  is  not  the  hero's 
'psychology'  but  his  "forms  of  per- 
ception.' 

"Piaget,  Foucault,  and  Barthes  want 
to  show  us  why  and  how  we  think  as 
we  do,  why  we  read  the  way  we  do. 
The  characters  sink  their  roots  back  to 
infancy  and  relive  the  painful  process 


of  developing  perception.  The  hero  of 
Detour  is  sick  but  not  because  of  any 
specific  psychological  affliction.  He  is 
sick  because  he  perceives.  Whatever  is 
perceived  is  immediately  dangerous, 
aslant,  menacing,  and  incredibly  rich. 
Nothing  is  taken  for  granted.  The  char- 
acters see  objects:  trees,  gazes,  dishes 
floating  in  a  communal  sink  as  well  as 
themselves  as  if  for  the  first  time. 

"Throughout  the  book  there  are 
countless  references  to  the  films  that 
have  helped  shape  the  consciousness  of 
today's  young  people.  These  refer- 
ences are  not  merely  there — they  in- 
dicate how  much  the  hero  sees  himself 
and  the  world  in  cinematic  terms.  As 
the  hero  attempts  to  analyze  camera 
movements  and  film  techniques — pure 
cinema — he  is  merely  trying  to  domes- 
ticate another  challening  and  elusive 
aspect  of  the  world.  He  tries  to  bring 
the  language  of  cinema  into  the  realm 
of  speaking  language. 

"Language  distorts  our  thoughts,  it 
gives  us  thoughts  that  cut  us  off  from 
and  replace  our  feelings,  but  it  is  of  in- 
finite variety.  What  does  it  mean  to 
speak?  What  does  it  mean  to  listen? 
What  does  it  mean  when  one  sentence 
follows  the  other?  How  can  a  phrase 
'describe*  some  phenomenon  in  the 
world?  These  questions  are  not  an- 
swered in  the  novel.  They  are  legitima- 
tized." 

Robert  Ferro 
The  Others 

(Scribners — October) 
"The  Others  is  an  attempt  to  describe 
through  metaphor  and  allegory  the 
working  three-part  cycle  of  the  imagi- 
nation; also  explained  as  the  in- 
spiration, duration  and  catharsis  of  the 
imaginative  or  creative  motive.  This  is 
done  through  the  telling  of  a  series  of 
interrelated  stories  by  characters  who 
are.  with  the  exception  of  the  narrator, 
themselves  part  of  a  central  story 
around  which  the  structure  of  the  book 
is  fashioned.  The  effect  is  of  a  number 
of  levels,  all  describing  a  central  vision, 
which  ultimately  finds  its  resolution 
and  meaning  in  the  abstract.  The  intent 
of  the  book  is  to  record  the  creative 
cycle  as  itself,  in  a  form  which  reflects 
its  meaning,  to  the  extent  that  the  book 
is  an  allegory  of  the  creative  cycle. 

"The  motive  to  write  is,  in  general, 
separate  from  the  choice  of  a  particular 
form,  so  that  the  questions  of  why  one 
writes  and  why  one  writes  a  novel  must 
be  divided.  The  motive  to  write  seems 
an  inexplicable  synthesis  of  need  and 
aspiration;  while  the  form,  subsequent- 


ly chosen,  is  largely  dictated  by  the  n 
ture  and  boundaries  of  the  origin 
idea.  In  this  case,  the  idea  for  The  Oti 
ers  occurred  originally  as  a  short  stor 
which  then  was  expanded,  or  e 
ploded,  into  a  novel.  In  the  fifth  arli 
last  draft  this  form  was  modified  dow  U 
to  one  third  of  its  length,  to  somethii  v 
which  very  closely  approximated  tl 
form  as  first  conceived. 

"The  novel  form,  as  it  has  deve 
oped,  is  a  synthesis  of  knowledge, 
product  of  the  creative  amalgamate 
of  our  most  vital  characteristics:  refu 
son,  emotion,  intuition,  memory,  ima 
ination  and  prophecy.  It  is  possible  th 
the  resulting  art  can  transcend  its  for,  r 
and  even  its  writer;  it  can  cut  throuj 
to  a  central  core  of  truths  which  is  tl 
meeting  place  of  disparate  though  co 
verging  disciplines.  This  core  of  truth  ;» 
to  be  specific,  can  be  described  in  mc  ! 
al  terms  as  the  destination  of  the  arti-- 
It  is  approached  through  the  aspiratiJ 
to  define  things  not  only  as  they  are  r 
will  be,  but  as  they  should  be  accordif 
to  an  ethical  code  which  the  artist  i  ' 

ately  understands."

"    So  when  are  you  going  to  write  your 

novel?' 

"Same  as  after  Ed  been  married  five 
years  and  they  started  to  ask  about 
babies. 

"And  the  parallel  didn't  end  there.  I 
was  so  tortured  about  not  writing  the 
novel  that  I  went  to  a  shrink.  He  said 
my  dreams  were  gestation  dreams  and 
told  me  to  go  home  and  wait. 

"People  laugh  when  I  tell  them  it 
took  me  nine  months  to  write  Stepping 
Out,  but  that's  a  whole  different  meta- 
phor. And  writing  it  wasn't  the  hard 
part.  Getting  to  the  point  of  making  the 
commitment:  taking  a  chance,  giving 
your  whole  self  to  it;  that  was  hard. 

"I  was  the  fisherman's  wife  who 
wanted  to  be  Queen  of  the  Sun  and  the 
Moon,  pushing  my  way  up — from  little 
verses  in  ladies'  magazines  to  humor 
features  to  articles  about  celebrities 
(dozens:  I  once  took  a  dance  class  with 
Mary  Tyler  Moore.  I  once  had  several 
beers  with  Richard  Burton.  Zero  Mos- 
tel  called  me  Tzetzele).  But  it  was  never 
enough,  never  good  enough.  I  had  to  do 
serious  articles,  then  light  fiction,  then 
serious  fiction  in  the  literary  journals.  (I 
successfully  brought  my  price  down 
from  $2,000  a  short  story  to  S50  and  six 
free  copies  of  a  very  classy  quarterly.)  I 
made  it  every  time  and  then,  instead  of 
being  grateful  and  satisfied,  I  wanted 
more.  A  one-woman  Peter  Principle. 
For  a  longtime,  it  looked  as  if  the  novel 
would  be  my  breaking  point. 

"But  I  did  it.  Stepping  Out  is  billed 
as  a  love  story,  but  it's  also  a  bil- 
dungsroman.  The  kind  of  book  men 
write  in  their  early  20s  and  women 
today  must  write  in  their  40s,  because 
the  40s  is  their  time  of  choice.  I  had  two 
rules.  Write  honestly,  without  gloss  or 
compromise.  Have  fun  doing  it:  no  bor- 
ing myself  with  a  single  empty  sen- 
tence. Having  done  it,  like  my  darling 
heroine  Beverly,  I  can  now  push  on. 

"The  state  of  fiction?  Building.  I 
think.  After  the  crashdown  and  smash- 
up  for  recent  decades,  artists  are  begin- 
ning to  try  to  put  it  together  again,  and 
better.  I  hope.  The  market  doesn't  de- 
mand excellence  of  writers.  But  there 
are  plenty  of  writers  who  demand  it  of 
themselves.  They  are  our  hope.  May 
the  public  rise  to  them."

A  Friend  In  Deed 

(Norton — August) 

"Em  strictly  a  weekend  writer,  work- 
ing from  4  A.M.  to  noon.  This  habit, 
contrary  to  the  usual  advice  about  writ- 
ing every  day.  works  best  for  me.  My 
wife.  Kitty,  safeguards  me  from  the 
telephone,  social  engagements  and  do- 
mestic responsibilities.  Without  her,  I 
would  not  have  been  able  to  under- 
take—let alone  complete — a  novel. 

"A  Friend  In  Deed  is  a  sort  of  mys- 
tery, overlaid  with  tongue-in-cheek 
spoof  that  I  hope  will  bring  readers  a 
few  good  laughs.  Following  the  prac- 
tice of  Simenon.  I  did  not  keep  index 
cards,  do  a  book  outline  or  know 
exactly  where  I  was  going  when  I  sat 
down  to  the  typewriter.  This  created 
havoc  for  my  editor  and  I  am  deeply  in- 
debted to  her  for  her  patience  and  in- 
dispensable help. 

"My  objective  in  writing  was  to  pub- 
lish: but  transcending  that  was  my 
compulsion,  now  of  40  years  standing, 
to  write.  I  can't  help  myself.  Em  now  at 
work  on  a  second  novel.  Multiple 
Choice,  which  I  hope  will  redress  all 
the  faults  of  the  first:  it's  supposed  to 
be  the  funny/sad  story  of  a  contempo- 
rary Job. 

"About  how  I  regard  the  current 
status  of  fiction  in  our  society.  There 
are  a  lot  of  bad  books  being  written 
today — novels  calculated  to  make  the 
best  seller  lists  while  contributing  little 
of  enduring  value  to  their  readers  or  to 
the  craft  of  writing.  But  there  are  also 
good  books,  too — as  widely  divergent 
in  their  themes  and  appeal  as  Ragtime 
and  The  Eye  of  the  Storm .  I  am  com- 
pletely optimistic  about  the  future  of 
the  American  novel."

The  Grab 
(Morrow — January ) 
"The  Grab  is  about  three  sisters,  in 
their  early  50s.  together  in  their  moth- 
er's house  for  a  weekend  dividing  up 
her  property  a  few  months  after  her 
death.  As  Sadie.  Louisa  and  Barbara 
take  turns  grabbing  the  objects,  they 
relive  their  lives  as  children,  young 
women,  brides,  wives  and  mothers, 
struggling  with  what  it  means  to  be  a 
Luskin  woman  now  that  their  mother, 
the  matriarch,  has  died.  There  is  one 
object.  Mother's  portrait,  which  the  sis- 
ters feel  cannot  be  grabbed  as  the  other 
objects  in  the  house.  Sadie,  however, 
wants  the  portrait  at  all  costs.  Louisa 
does  not  care  about  the  portrait,  only 
about  understanding  Mother.  And  Bar- 
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Maria  Katzenbach 

bara  thinks  Louisa  should  care,  Sadie 
should  control  herself,  and  that  she. 
Barbara,  should  receive  the  portrait  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  of  'The  Code.'  a 
Luskin  prescription  for  proper  behav- 
ior. Not  until  the  end  of  the  novel  are 
the  conflicts  of  the  portrait  and  the 
meaning  of  'The  Code'  resolved. 

"I  wrote  The  Grab  during  my  last 
two  years  at  Princeton  University. 
from  which  I  was  graduated  summa 
cum  laude  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  1976. 
M\  reason  for  writing  The  Grab  is  sim- 
ply that  it  was  there  to  write.  The  book 
is  based  on  a  tradition  in  my  mother's 
family,  the  Phelps-Stokes,  and  the  ac- 
tual inventory  of  my  grandmother's 
house  was  used.  Centered  around  my 
grandmother's  life.  The  Grab  explores 
a  matriarchy,  marriage,  death,  divorce, 
homes  and  what  is  in  them  as  well  as 
what  is  missing  from  them.  I  wanted  to 
write  a  book  that  held  together,  with 
language  built  as  a  house  is  built — foun- 
dations solidly  in  the  ground,  different 
rooms  for  different  people,  and  space 
to  store  brooms  and  dreams. 

"There's  so  much  fiction  being  writ- 
ten today,  in  countless  forms.  Anything 
seems  possible.  I  would  like  to  see  fic- 
tion retreat  from  superworlds  and  ab- 
stractions and  return  to  a  local  habita- 
tion where  people  have  lived  together. 
I  would  like  to  see  experimentation 
avoid  flashy,  technological  prose  and 
keep  to  the  human.  Being  human  may 
be  a  greater  risk — we  are  more  com- 
plex than  what  we  make — but  it's  the 
risk  to  take  to  survive  as  a  writer."

The  Last  Shiksa 
{Putnam — January ) 
"Years  ago  (ten,  twenty,  thirty),  like 
many  others.  I  thought  that  some  day  1 
should  like  to  write  a  book.  But  I  had 
lots  of  time.  Life  had  plenty  of  other  at- 
tractions and  obligations.  There  were, 
for   example,    school.    Army    service, 
marriage,  raising  a  family.  And  holding 
down  a  job  in  order  to  keep  them  fed 
and  shod.  But  I  bore  my  burdens  cheer- 
fully because  I  knew  that  sooner  or  lat- 
er I'd  be  settling  down  to  my  real  work, 
writing  a  book.  No  need  for  haste.

I  Had  Wild  Jack  for  a  Lover 

(Coward — October) 
"Since  for  me,  the  world  is  a  mysterious 
web  of  stories,  my  re-design  of  it  must 
also  be  a  story,  full  of  the  suspense  of 
discovery.  And  since  this  web  is  both 
transparent  yet  has  infinite  layers,  so 
must  the  language  of  the  story  be  both 
clear  and  many-layered. 

"So  many  writers  have  said  essen- 
tially this  that  it  seems  obvious,  yet  it 
does  run  counter  to  a  significant  trend 
in  modern  fiction.  Like  modern  art,  re- 
cent serious  fiction  has  often  sought  to 
become  more  abstract,  more  overtly 
'about'  its  own  materials  and  tech- 
niques, and  less  representational,  less 
concerned  with  the  kind  of  illusion  and 
meaning  that  eventually  send  the  read- 
er back  to  examine  her  own  experience 
in  a  new  light.  But  I  would  argue  that 
human  experience  and  meaning — and 
the  dialogue  that  a  book  inspires  with 
the  reader — are  the  irreducible  ele- 
ments of  literature.  A  book  is  certainly 
made  of  words,  but  words  are  not  ma- 
terial in  the  sense  that  paint  is,  or  even 
color.  Pure  sound  is  not  poetry;  it's 
music.  ...  In  fact,  our  language 
is  so  rich  with  accretion  that  nearly 
every  word  shimmers  with  associa- 
tions. Words  mean.  It  is  this  kind  of 
meaning  that  once  drew  tired  warriors 
around  Homer's  campfire  to  listen,  en- 
tranced, as  the  blind  poet  reshaped 
their  history — and  thus  their  future. 
And  this  kind  of  entrancement  lies  at 
the  heart  of  literature. 

"However,  we  do  not  gather  around 
such  campfires  anymore:  our  stories 
have  changed.  Today's  'heroes'  are  far 
less  likely  to  take  for  granted  an  inher- 
ited code  of  values.  That  is  certainly 
the  dilemma  of  Hannah  Erikson,  an  in- 
tensely emotional  and  reflective  upper- 
middle  class  'princess,'  who  prays  that 
soon  a  'prince'  will  set  her  free  from 
the  self-possession  that  is  also  her 
greatest  power,  the  basis  of  her  some- 
times lonely  independence.  Ari  is  an 
unlikely  rescuer:  a  charming  but  ex- 
ploitative "Don  Juan'  of  an  actor,  he 
has  brought  more  tears  to  women  than 
liberation.  The  real  test  for  Hannah  will 
be  whether  she  can  accept  Ari's  'gift  of 
grace'  without  demanding  the  kind  of 
strengths  that  he  does  not  possess.  For 
it  is  grace  that  she  needs;  strength  she 
already  has  in  unwieldy  abundance. 
Hannah,  like  the  rest  of  us,  must  make 
her  peace  with  a  radical  psychological 
paradox:  on  the  one  hand,  to  survive  as 
animals  without  instinct,  we  each  must 
construct  an  identity'  that  lends  the  or- 
der and  meaning  we  crave;  but  on  the 
other  hand,  we  equally  crave  'aban- 
don.' release  from  the  restrictions  of 
any  manmade  self.  Like  the  rest  of  us, 
Hannah  must  learn  to  let  go.  Without 
losing  her  grip."

"As  a  teenager  growing  up  in  St. 
Louis.  I  wrote  newspaper  articles  (for 
the  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat),  short 
stories  (which  were  dumped  into  a 
drawer),  and  immature  attempts  at  es- 
says (which  went  into  a  wastebasket). 
And  though  in  memory  it's  difficult  to 
tell,  I  think  I  secretly  wanted  to  write 
novels  by  the  time  I  was  old  enough  to 
read  them.  In  college  (at  Amherst. 
where  I  w  rote  part  of  my  honors  thesis 
on  how  writers  create  subjective  real- 
ity) and  afterwards,  journalism  taught 
me  something  about  telling  stories.  In 
covering  everything  from  Wall  Street 
to  the  White  House.  I've  learned  to  tell 
a  story.  I  wrote  Amusement  Park  with 
one  main  goal:  to  tell  a  good  stor\ .  to 
hook  the  reader  early  on  and  keep  him 
hooked.  Not  a  grand  goal,  but  it's  what 
I  think  writers  should  do. 

"If  there  are  'messages'  in  my  novel, 
they  exist  only  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
writers  will  more  or  less  always  let  you 
know  what  they  believe  in.  The  me- 
chanical grandiosity  of  amusement 
parks — the  meshing  of  fantasy  with 
technology — fascinates  me.  and  struck 
me  as  the  right  modern  setting  against 
which  to  place  characters  peculiarly 
caught  up  in  the  American  dreams  and 
obsessions  of  their  time:  money  and 
power  and  the  striving  for.  and  impos- 
sibility of.  ideal  love.  These  are  my 
concerns,  the  ingredients  of  my  recipe, 
and  I  suspect  they'll  remain  so.  All  this 
aside,  again.  I  primarily  wanted  to  tell  a 
story.  And  while  the  novel  I'm  writing 
now  revolves  around  the  same  con- 
cerns, the  story  is  most  important. 

"As  far  as  I  can  tell,  many  American 
writers  are  uncomfortable  admitting 
they  write  to  entertain.  But  that  is  cer- 
tainly one  of  the  reasons  I  write — to  en- 
tertain, to  carry  the  reader  out  of  his 
world  into  mine,  to  let  the  reader  ex- 
change, if  you  will,  his  or  her  'dai- 
liness'  for  that  of  my  characters. 

"Despite  repeated  elegies  for  the 
novel,  it  seems  unwilling  to  die.  Al- 
though I  don't  much  like  so-called  ex- 
perimental fiction,  it's  probably  just  as 
well  for  someone  to  be  writing  it.  At  the 
same  time  I  think  it's  important  to  re- 
member that  The  Odyssey  was  not  only 
a  moral  drama  but.  at  root,  an  adven- 
ture story,  and  judging  by  what  the 
reading  public  likes,  there's  as  much 
room  as  ever  for  writers  who  have  sto- 
ries to  tell.  Every  w  riter  creates  a  view 
of  the  world  to  share  with  readers,  and 
fiction  in  this  country  seems  to  me  to 
occupy  much  the  same  position  it  has 
ever  since  the  spread  of  literacy:  to  en- 
gage the  reader;  to  let  the  reader  see

that  there  are  worlds  other  than  his 
own;  to  open  a  window  into  the  past,  a 
different  present,  or  the  future;  and.  as 
I've  said,  to  entertain.  And  of  course 
some  writers  think  they  can  change  the 
world,  although  I'd  hesitate  granting  a 
belief  in  the  power  of  fiction  or  poetry 
to  start  revolutions.  At  best,  perhaps, 
fiction  in  America  today  helps  shape 
w  hatever  is  in  the  air  by  giving  people's 
feelings  and  hopes  a  structure."

"Mainly  I  wrote  a  novel  to  satisfy  my- 
self. That  is.  to  satisfy  an  urge  within 
myself.  I  had  no  particular  story  to  tell, 
no  message  to  relate.  I  just  wanted  to 
write. 

"I  wrote  about  a  28-year-old  news 
magazine  reporter  named  Lindsie  Hol- 
lis.  She  was  as  close  as  I  could  come  to 
producing  a  female  detective,  because 
frankly.  I  didn't  know  how  to  write 
about  a  female  detective.  I  had  no  role 
models.  All  of  the  detective  protago- 
nists I  admired — Travis  McGee.  Lew 
Archer,  and  Dick  Francis'  heroes — 
were  men.  Mysteries  featuring  women 
generally  turned  up  faint-hearted  hero- 
ines who  tended  to  talk  in  breathy  ex- 
clamation points.  I  wanted  a  tough, 
gutsy,  down-to-earth  woman  who  had  a 
job  to  do.  didn't  know  all  the  answers, 
kept  weapons  in  her  underwear — and 
who  was  vulnerable.  Although  the  life 
Lindsie  leads  may  not  be  typical.  I  did 
try  to  reflect  through  her  some  of  the 
complexities  and  confusions  being  ex- 
perienced by  typical  women  today. 
Similarly.  I  tried  to  make  Alex  Mackin. 
the  quarterback  who  disappears,  a  real- 
istic hero  in  that  he  becomes  a  victim  of 
his  own  success. 

"Why  a  suspense  novel?  Because  I 
guess  I  like  mysteries  best  of  all  for 
pure  entertainment  and  escape.  I  al- 
ways  have.  I  often  think  that  if  it 
weren't  for  Nancy  Drew  I  might  never 
have  learned  to  read  at  all. 

"I  am  not  really  a  novelist — yet.  I  am 
only  beginning  to  understand  what  the 
novel  is  all  about.  And  I  am  fascinated 
by  its  challenges.  I  have  never  written 
fiction  at  all.  I  have  always  been  a  jour- 
nalist, ever  since  I  was  12,  I  think, 
when  I  decided  I  was  going  to  wear  a 
trench  coat  and  be  a  foreign  correspon- 
dent. I  never  was.  However,  for  the 
last  eight  years  I  was  a  staff  writer  for 
The  National  Observer.  I  wrote  a  little 
bit  about  everything:  two  political  con- 
ventions. Major  League  baseball,  bus- 
ing in  Boston,  and  profiles  of  people 
like  Rosalynn  Carter,  Barbara  Walters. 
Mayors  Beame  and  Kevin  White, 
Katharine  Graham,  and  Pete  Rozelle."

Molly  Companion 
(Bobbs — October) 

"My  novel.  Molly  Companion .  is  de- 
veloped from  a  series  of  poems  I  wrote 
in  the  voice  of  Elisa  Lynch,  the  Irish 
mistress  of  Francisco  Solano  Lopez, 
dictator  of  Paraguay  from  1862-1870. 
The  poems  appear  in  my  book  of  poet- 
ry.. Snow  On  Snow.  A  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts  grant  enabled  me  to 
go  to  Paraguay  to  research  the  novel, 
which  is  in  the  voice  of  an  American 
woman  correspondent  covering  the 
war  that  Paraguay  fought  with  Brazil, 
Argentina  and  Uruguay.  I  was  more  in- 
terested in  the  rumor  and  legend  sur- 
rounding the  war  than  in  actual  fact,  so 
that  Molly  Companion,  while  utilizing 
real  historical  characters  and  events,  is 
more  mythical  than  historical.  At  the 
same  time.  I  think  it  accurately  depicts 
the  terror  of  a  country,  like  modern  day 
Uganda,  in  the  grip  of  an  insane  dicta- 
tor. 

"I  received  a  B.A.  in  Journalism 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota  in 
1969.  and  an  M.F.A.  in  creative  writing 
from  the  Iowa  Writer's  Workshop  in 
1972.  where  I  studied  both  fiction  and 
poetry  writing.  My  decision  to  rework 
a  series  o\'  poems  into  a  novel  was  dic- 
tated by  the  richness  of  the  material  I 
discovered.  I  had  little  hope  of  getting 
it  published:  rumor  had  it  that  fiction 
was  even  harder  to  publish  than  poetry. 
I  can't  generalize  from  my  experience 
that  the  rumor  is  untrue.  However, 
woik  I've  seen  recently  by  people  like 
Ann  Tyler.  Ann  Beattie,  Ray  Carver 
and  Richard  Ford  convinces  me  that 
American  fiction  is  as  vital  today  as  it 
was  in  the  twenties. " 

Silva  Tennenbaum 
Rachel,  the  Rabbi's  Wife 

i  Morrow — January ) 
"Rachel,  the  Rabbi's  Wife  was  written 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1976.  in 
last  Hampton,  to  which  I  withdrew  in 
order  to  gain  the  necessary  solitude  to 
reflect  on  my  25  years  as  a  rabbi's  wife. 
Even  though  the  novel  is  not  autobio- 
graphical,  it  does  draw  upon  my  experi- 
ences. It  compresses  a  world  of  obser- 
vations, thoughts  and  sensations  into  a 
tale  that  spans  one  year  in  the  life  of 
Rachel  Sonnschein,  my  fictive  heroine. 
"Rachel,  the  Rabbi's  Wife  is  my  first 
published  novel,  but  it  is  not  my  first 
effort  as  a  writer.  I  have  published  sev- 
eral short  stories,  some  magazine  arti- 
cles, and.  for  the  past  8  years,  have 
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written  features  and  book  reviews  for 
Newsday,  the  Long  Island  daily  news- 
paper. It  had  been  clear  to  me  for  some 
time  that  I  must  write  a  book  about  the 
life  of  a  rabbi's  wife,  but  I  did  not  come 
to  terms  with  the  idea  until  I  decided  to 
realize  it  in  a  work  of  fiction  rather  than 
a  memoir  or  a  book  of  reportage. 

"It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  fiction, 
and  fiction  alone,  provides  the  means 
by  which  a  writer  can  express  his  or  her 
insights  into  the  human  condition.  A 
great  work  of  fiction  never  grows  stale, 
it  is  never  outmoded  nor  does  it  be- 
come obsolete.  Anna  Karenina  or  Ma- 
dame Bovary  provide  the  reader  with  a 
view  of  society,  a  perception  of  charac- 
ter, a  knowledge  of  mores  clearer  than 
anything  supplied  by  psychology,  soci- 
ology or  even  history. 

"The  writer  of  fiction,  at  his/her 
best,  is  a  true  artist.  The  novel  is  the 
culmination  of  his  art.  It  cannot  die  as 
long  as  the  need  for  self-expression 
lives.  That  need  is  universal.  The  artist 
reflects  his/her  time  and  transcends  it. 
He  works  with  his  own  experiences, 
emotions,  visions  in  order  to  plumb  the 
depth  of  his  humanity,  causing  his 
reader  to  exclaim:  'this  is  how  it  truly 
is,  this  is  life.' 

"While  I  dare  not  compare  myself  to 
the  great  writers  of  our  time,  I  have 
tried  to  reach  for  this  same  goal.  In  Ra- 
chel, the  Rabbi's  Wife,  I  have  attempt- 
ed to  use  what  I  have  known  about  sub- 
urbia and  about  the  Jewish  community 
in  suburbia  to  illuminate  one  woman's 
struggle  to  come  into  her  own.  I  have 
chosen  not  to  use  statistics  or  sociolog- 
ical studies  or  case  histories,  I  have  re- 
lied on  my  own  insights.  I  have  in- 
vented the  people,  imagined  the  locale, 
created  the  situations.  But  I  hope  that  I 
have  set  down  a  true  story,  so  that 
people  from  all  walks  of  life,  in  reading 
it,  will  be  struck  (in  Edmund  Wilson's 
phrase)  by  the  'shock  of  recognition'."

"The  Hess  Cross  speculates  that  Depu- 
ty Fiihrer  Rudolf  Hess'  mysterious 
flight  to  Scotland  in  May,  1941,  was  not 
the  act  of  a  deranged  simpleton  as  the 
British  eventually  decided,  nor  the  act 
of  a  peace-seeking  diplomat,  as  Hess 
claimed,  but  was  an  intricate,  dan- 
gerous plan  to  steal  America's  nuclear 
bomb  secrets  and  to  kidnap  Enrico  Fer- 
mi, head  of  the  U.S.  experiments.  By 
convincing  his  British  and  American  in- 


terrogators that  he  headed  the  Germa 
heavy  water  experiments,  Hess  was  se 
cretly  flown  to  the  site  of  the  America 
nuclear  fission  tests  in  Chicago  for  ir 
terviews  with  Fermi.  There  the  Deput 
Fiihrer  and  his  agents  almost  sue 
ceeded  in  spiriting  Fermi  to  German} 
but  were  foiled  by  the  novel's  protagc 
nist.  John  Crown. 

"The  only  purpose  of  my  novel  is  t 
entertain.  It  doesn't  present  new  ir 
sights  or  startling  revelations  or  dee 
thought.  The  Hess  Cross  is  a  flight  c 
fantasy  based  on  historical  fact.  It  isn 
my  wish  that  the  reader  pause  after 
page  to  admire  how  well  it  is  writter 
but  that  he  turn  them  rapidly  and  whe 
he  finishes  the  book,  hope  I'm  writir 
another  novel."

Your  loaded  headline,  "Pitt  study  pegs 
faulty  acquisitions  patterns,"  (LI,  July, 
p.  1438)  and  the  bold-face  insert  within 
the  News  are  damaging  and  unsubstan- 
tiated. We  have  read  the  unpublished 
Progress  Report  (NSF  SIS  75-11840 
and  DSI  75-1 1840  A02)  by  A.  Kent,  et 
al,  and  it  does  not  state  that  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh  acquisitions  patterns 
are  "faulty."  Your  lack  of  quotation 
marks  and  direct  references  is  con- 
fusing. For  example,  your  statement, 
"Among  the  other  points  made:  acqui- 
sitions people  are  confusing  quantity 
with  quality  ..."  does  not  appear  in 
the  unpublished  Progress  Report. 
What  is  the  origin  of  this  statement? 

Since  the  Progress  Report  con- 
tains implications,  but  no  conclusions, 
from  where  do  you  draw  your  defini- 
tive conclusions?  Is  a  56  percent  mono- 
graph circulation  statistic  indicative  of 
"faulty  acquisitions  patterns"  in  a  re- 
search library?  It  may,  in  fact,  be  an 
excellent  record.  Who  knows?  No 
comparable  data  from  other  sources 
exist  to  enable  you  to  draw  such  a 
damning  conclusion. 

We  would  appreciate  clarification 
of  your  sources,  and  since  your  report- 
ing is  damaging  to  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  Library  and  the  bibliograph- 
ic staff,  we  suggest  an  apology  is  in  or- 
der.

I  am  disturbed  by  the  fact  that  your 
News  article  places  all  the  emphasis  for 
libraries  having  such  an  abundance  of 
little-used  books  on  faulty  acquisition. 
Certainly  it  is  no  secret  to  librarians 
who  select  library  materials  that  selec- 
tion techniques  available  to  us  are  cost- 
ly and  lend  themselves  to  the  blind  pur- 
chase of  materials  via  catalogs  and 
book  lists.  But  it  should  also  be  recog- 
nized that  library  instruction  through- 
out this  country's  libraries  is  almost 
nonexistent  for  the  number  of  students 
it  reaches.  It  takes  librarians  who  work 
with  the  collection  every  day  to  really 


know  what  is  there  and  how  to  find  it. 
Pity  the  poor  student  who  thinks  the 
world  is  his  when  he  discovers  Read- 
er's Guide  to  Periodical  Literature. 
Obviously,  libraries  cannot  even  be  ap- 
proached without  instruction.  If  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  achieve  some  de- 
gree of  subject  mastery  in  a  minimum 
of  four  years,  how  can  we  expect  them 
to  tap  the  library's  rich  resources  with 
no  instruction  at  all?

The  news  item  in  your  July  issue:  "Pitt 
study  pegs  faulty  acquisitions  pat- 
terns" in  which  the  researchers  at  Pitt 
made  the  startling  discovery  that  a 
large  number  of  the  items  acquired  by 
the  library  never  circulated,  reminded 
me  inevitably  of  the  apocryphal  study 
of  an  English  symphony  orchestra.  The 
efficiency  experts  in  this  case  found 
that  a  large  number  of  violinists  during 
the  performance  spent  a  considerable 
amount  of  their  time  resting  and  recom- 
mended that  the  number  of  violins 
could  be  substantially  reduced  without 
affecting  the  volume  of  sound  pro- 
duced. Similar  recommendations  were 
made  about  the  woodwinds  who  are 
even  more  notorious  for  being  non- 
productive. The  analogy  between  a 
symphony  orchestra  and  a  research  li- 
brary as  an  instrument  to  be  exploited 
by  a  scholar  may  not  be  close,  but  it 
seems  to  me  that  if  Pitt  wants  to  have 
the  same  standards  for  their  library  as 
they  do  for  their  excellent  orchestra, 
they  cannot  achieve  them  by  reducing 
the  number  of  violins. 


"Racist  and  demeaning"

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  read  in 
the  June  15th  U  (p.  1326)  that  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  is  considering 
the  use  of  "Black  English"  as  a  crite- 
rion in  the  hiring  of  minority  can- 
didates. While  minorities  are  deserving 
of  their  place  in  the  job  market,  such  a 
policy  would  be  pernicious  in  that  it 
sanctions  a  bastardization  of  the  Eng- 
lish language.  Moreover,  it  is  also  rac- 
ist in  that  it  sets  a  different  requirement 
for  blacks  and  demeaning  in  that  it  as- 
sumes that  blacks  cannot  reach  a  high- 
er standard  of  excellence  and  therefore 


the  expectations  must  be  lowered.  It  is 
my  hope  that  this  portended  guideline 
will  be  given  further  study  before  it  is 
implemented.  In  librarianship,  as  in 
anything  else,  there  is  no  substitute  for 
excellence. 

A  feminist  press 

Anita  Miller 

President.  Academy  Press  Ltd..  Chicago: 

Although  we  were  not  able  to  attend 
the  Women  in  Print  conference  men- 
tioned by  Kay  Ann  Cassell  in  her  June 
15th  article  (LI,  p.  1352-57),  we  would 
probably  qualify  as  a  feminist  press. 
Our  titles  are  overwhelmingly  feminist 
oriented. 

We  are  less  than  two  years  old,  yet 
our  first  title.  A  Guide  to  Nonsexist 
Children's  Books,  has  11,000  copies  in 
print.  In  August,  we  published  the  en- 
tire two-year  run  of  The  Liberty  Cap. 
which  Library  Journal  said  was 
"...  valuable,  not  to  mention  refresh- 
ing. Highly  recommended."  It  contains 
more  than  1000  annotations  about 
books,  films,  and  records. 

In  July,  the  first  volume  of  a  three- 
volume  series  for  young  adults  was  is- 
sued: The  Gender  Trap,  A  Closer  Look 
at  Sex  Roles;  Book  1.  Education  and 
Work;  Book  2.  Sex  and  Marriage 
(August);  and  Book  3.  Messages  and 
Images  (September).  These  were  pub- 
lished last  year  by  Virago  Ltd.  in  Lon- 
don, in  association  with  Quartet 
Books;  we  bought  the  American  rights 
and  have  revised  them  for  the  Ameri- 
can reader. 

Furthermore,  under  one  of  our  im- 
prints, Cassandra  Editions,  we  will  put 
back  into  print  some  of  the  most  inter- 
esting and  neglected  literature  in  Eng- 
lish. Books  by  Olive  Schreiner  and 
Winifred  Holtby  will  be  ready  for  Sep- 
tember courses,  as  well  as  a  previously 
published  George  Sand  novel  which  ap- 
peared in  English  in  this  country  more 
than  100  years  ago.  Cassandra  will  pub- 
lish novels  by  men  as  well  as  women: 
Esther  Waters  by  George  Moore  and 
Gissing's  The  Odd  Women.  Many  of 
the  titles  in  the  Cassandra  series  have 
not  been  published  for  40  or  50  years; 
many  have  been  buried  in  obscurity. 
But  all  deserve  to  be  re-published. 

Best  of  all,  from  the  library's 
standpoint,  we  are  putting  these  books 
back  into  print  at  affordable  prices.  In- 
stead of  the  $20-$50  prices  many  of  the 
reprint  houses  have  been  charging,  we 
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plan  to  offer  these  books  in  trade  paper- 
back and  library  bindings  for  the  same 
cost  as  our  regular  cloth  trade  books. 
Prices  will  average  around  $7.50  per 
volume:  $5  for  paperbacks. 

In  the  interests  of  feminism  and 
good  librarianship  at  once,  we  think 
your  readers  will  be  interested  in  what 
we  are  doing. 


"Speaker"  compromise

Your  editorial  about  the  ALA  film  The 
Speaker  seems  excellent  (June  1,  p. 
1227).  I  have  not  seen  the  film,  but  from 
your  review.  I  wish  poor  Milly  and  her 
students  might  have  effected  a  com- 
promise by  modifying  the  format  of  the 
proposed  assembly  to  include  at  least 
one  or  more  other  speakers  who  would 
be  able  to  discuss  "the  professor's" 
and  related  theories  in  a  rational  and 
objective  way.  Only  when  varying 
viewpoints  are  able  to  be  considered 
side  by  side,  where  ground  rules  about 
investigation  and  validation  techniques 
are  mutually  agreed  to.  can  we  hope  to 
arrive  at  any  semblance  of  truth. 

While  freedom  of  speech  should  be 
legally  protected,  it  is  immoral  to  let  er- 
rors or  misconceptions  go  unchal- 
lenged. Freedom  of  speech  implies 
freedom  to  criticize.  It  would  have 
been  good  if,  as  you  suggested,  the 
public  could  have  come  off  well  by,  in 
the  end,  helping  to  devise  a  format  in 
which  responsible  presentation  and 
criticism  of  opposing  ideas  could  take 
place. 

We  need  models  for  "good  proce- 
dures" that  take  into  consideration  the 
pluralistic  nature  of  society,  rather  than 
simply  "whimpers"  about  what  is  bad. 


Prison  library  standards

Falls  Church,  Virginia: 

As  one  who  has  worked  in  correctional 
libraries  on  the  state  level  where  fund- 
ing and  services  are  on  the  rise,  it  came 
as  a  shock  to  hear  that  prison  libraries 
in  the  federal  correctional  system  are  in 
a  state  of  collapse  (ZJ,  June  15.  p.  1341- 
44). 

The  reason  for  this  anomaly  was 
made  clear:  state  correctional  systems 
benefit  greatly  from  LSCA  (Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act)  grants. 
whereas  the  federal  system  is  in  a  fi- 
nancial crunch.  It  seems  odd  that  the 
federal  government — the  leader  in  pro- 
viding adequate  library  services  to  pris- 
oners— would  pour  millions  of  dollars 
into  state  prison  library  programs  and 
at  the  same  time  deny  its  own  prison 
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system  the  same  support.  One  is  led  to 
ask:  are  federal  prisoners  any  less  wor- 
thy that  they  should  be  denied  the 
privileges  and  the  right  to  read  that  is 
granted  state  prisoners? 

Needless  to  say.  something  should 
be  done  to  correct  this  double  stand- 
ard. The  most  talked  about  solution  is 
lobbying  for  improved  congressional 
appropriations.  However,  this  writer 
would  like  to  suggest  another,  namely, 
action  on  the  part  of  ALA  in  coopera- 
tion with  other  associations  which  have 


an  interest  in  prison  libraries  to  set  up 
standards  for  prison  library  services 
independent  of  ACA  (American  Cor- 
rectional Assn.,  College  Park,  Md.) 
sponsored  standards,  and  a  program  of 
accreditation  to  certify  each  correc- 
tional agency  according  to  the  pre- 
scribed standards.  It  is  reasoned  that 
such  accrediting  would  be  an  incentive 
to  prison  administrators  to  improve 
their  library  systems  and  would  be  an 
effective  way  of  monitoring  the  status 
of  any  particular  system.

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The  "I  Ching"  on  libraries 


X  is  2000  to  3000  years  old.  It  comes  to  us  from  the 
incient  Chinese  through  a  German  translation  by 
Richard  Wilhelm  (1873-1930)  rendered  into  English  by 
ary  F.  Baynes.  Its  modern  story,  and  its  ancient  ori- 
gins, both  fascinating,  cannot  be  condensed  here,  but 
X)th  translators  were  close  to  psychologist  C.  G.  Jung, 
vvho  consulted  it  often.  The  work  in  question  is  the  / 
Ching,  and  the  definitive  Wilhelm/Baynes  edition  with 
lung's  convincing  introduction  is  the  all-time  best  sell- 
er from  Princeton  University  Press  in  the  distinguished 
Bollingen  Series.  The  compact  edition,  first  published 
in  1967,  has  sold  about  400,000  copies  in  some  14  re- 
printings  (30,000  a  year  in  the  U.S.).  William 
McGuire's  "The  /  Ching  Story"  in  the  May  7,  1974 
Princeton  Alumni  Weekly  is  a  delightful  and  interesting 
view  of  the  book's  uses  and  origins. 

Years  ago  an  old  friend  shared  his  tattered,  much 
used  copy  of  the  /  Ching  with  us.  We  were  deeply 
skeptical.  The  /  Ching  is  consulted  as  an  oracle  by 
tossing  three  coins  to  arrive  at  one  of  the  64  readings 
(hexagrams)  and  any  of  six  possible  "changes"  for 
each.  Out  of  loyalty  to  our  friend  we  read  the  Jung 
introduction,  and  learned  how  to  toss  and  tally  the 
coins.  Now  we  own  a  copy,  and  still  toss  the  coins 
from  time  to  time. 

Library  network  seers,  NCLIS  oracles,  and  other 
library  predictors  have  left  us  unconvinced,  but  still 
concerned  about  the  future  of  U.S.  libraries.  We  rea- 
'soned  that  the  old  /  Ching  could  do  no  worse  than  they, 
so  we  dusted  off  our  old  copy  and  tossed  the  coins. 
The  ancient  oracle  delivered  hexagram  number  47, 
K'un,  translated  "Oppression  (Exhaustion)"  changing 
to  number  29,  K'an,  translated  "The  Abysmal  (Wa- 
ter)." Undaunted  by  these  depressing  titles,  we  began 
the  reading.  (One  has  to  forgive  the  ancient  sexism  in 
these  quotations,  and  can  freely  change  the  pronouns 
in  the  /  Ching  to  accommodate  both  sexes  and  institu- 
tions like  libraries.)  The  symbolism  of  the  first  hexa- 
gram is  explained:  "The  lake  is  above,  water  below; 
the  lake  is  empty,  dried  up  .  .  .  Thus  everywhere  su- 
perior men  are  oppressed  and  held  in  restraint  by  infe- 
rior men."  The  reading  continues:  ".  .  .  It  is  true  that 
for  the  time  being  outward  influence  is  denied  him  (or 
it),  because  his  words  have  no  effect.  Therefore,  in 
times  of  adversity  it  is  important  to  be  strong  within 
and  sparing  of  words  ..."  The  /  Ching  goes  on  to  say 
that  internal  strength  is  crucial  in  times  of  adversity, 
and  that  to  allow  trouble  to  overwhelm  the  institution 


will  only  cause  it  to  "fall  ever  more  deeply  into  gloom 
and  melancholy." 

After  that  fairly  obvious  advice,  the  reading  of- 
fered a  "changing  line"  (one  line  from  the  first  hexa- 
gram that  denotes  a  specific  direction  change  will 
take).  Our  change  read:  "He  comes  very  quietly,  op- 
pressed in  a  golden  carriage.  Humiliation,  but  the  end 
is  reached."  The  /  Ching  explains:  "A  well-to-do  man 
sees  the  need  of  the  lower  classes  and  would  like  very 
much  to  be  of  help.  But  instead  of  proceeding  with 
speed  and  energy  where  there  is  need,  he  begins  in  a 
hesitant  and  measured  way.  Then  he  encounters  ob- 
structions. Powerful  and  wealthy  acquaintances  draw 
him  into  their  circle;  he  has  to  do  as  they  do  and  can- 
not withdraw  from  them.  Hence  he  finds  himself  in 
great  embarrassment.  But  the  trouble  is  transitory. 
The  original  strength  of  his  nature  offsets  the  mistake 
he  has  made,  and  the  goal  is  reached."  You  can  decide 
who  those  "acquaintances"  are,  but  it  is  surely  easy  to 
see  the  library  relevance  of  "a  hesitant  and  measured 
way."  It  was  easy  for  us  to  interpret  this  "change"  in 
terms  of  libraries. 

The  hexagram  K'an  "represents  the  heart,  the 
soul  locked  up  within  the  body,  the  principle  of  light 
enclosed  in  the  dark — that  is,  reason.  .  .  .  Thus  the 
hexagram  is  intended  to  designate  an  objective  situa- 
tion to  which  one  must  become  accustomed  .  .  .  Wa- 
ter sets  the  right  example  for  the  right  conduct  .  .  ." 
The  reading  ends  like  this:  "Water  reaches  its  goal  by 
flowing  continually.  It  fills  up  every  depression  before 
it  flows  on.  The  superior  man  follows  its  ex- 
ample ...  So  likewise  in  teaching  others  everything 
depends  upon  consistency,  for  it  is  only  through  repe- 
tition that  the  pupil  makes  the  material  his  own." 

There's  much  more  in  the  full  readings,  and  we 
recommend  you  read  them  in  the  /  Ching.  We  did  ven- 
ture an  interpretation:  Librarians  and  libraries  should 
get  internal  problems  solved  first,  strengthen  the  li- 
brary within  its  current  resources.  Then,  from  K'an 
and  its  example  of  water,  comes  the  idea  of  consistent 
repetition  and  provision  of  library  services  to  all  the 
people  and  places  in  need  of  them,  including  those 
"lower  classes"  passed  by  in  our  infatuation  with 
"powerful  and  wealthy  acquaintances."  Constant,  un- 
interrupted library  service  to  all  the  people,  consistent 
and  within  the  constraints  of  the  resources  at  hand — 
whether  or  not  you  believe  in  ancient  oracles,  that's 
pretty  good  advice  for  any  public  institution  in  times  of 
austerity  and  danger.

AACR  revision  controversy  still  smouldering 


Despite  reports  which  seem  to  down- 
play the  long-simmering  controversy 
surrounding  the  effort  to  create  a  Revi- 
sion of  the  Anglo-American  Cataloging 
Code,  there  is  evidence  of  lingering 
doubts  about  the  wisdom  of  proceeding 
with  the  Revision.  Three  separate  re- 
ports on  discussions  of  the  AACR  Re- 
vision that  took  place  at  ALA-Detroit 
reflect  the  different  ways  in  which 
proponents  and  opponents  of  AACR 
interpreted  progress  on  the  revision 
that  was  logged  at  ALA. 

HUL  Notes,  the  Harvard  Univer- 
sity Library  newsletter,  gives  the  re- 
port of  Carol  Ishimoto  — one  of  several 
people  who  at  an  early  stage  dis- 
sociated themselves  from  the  AACR 
Revision  effort.  Reporting  on  a  dis- 
cussion group  held  by  the  Technical 
Services  Directors  of  Large  Research 
Libraries,  Ishimoto  focused  on  the  ad- 
visability of  publishing  AACR  II  with- 
out first  resolving  what  some  people 
see  as  key  problems.  Her  report  notes  a 
resolution  to  delay  publication  of  the 
controversial  AACR  II  "to  permit 
more  time  for  evaluating  its  possible 
impact  on  local  cataloging  systems, 
existing  catalogs,  and  the  quality  of 
public  services  in  research  libraries." 
And  the  report  notes  that  similar  oppo- 
sition had  been  expressed  earlier  by  the 
libraries  of  the  University  of  California 
at  Berkeley  and  New  York  University. 
At  ALA,  the  resolution  to  stall  the  Re- 
vision was  voted  down:  a  straw  poll 
taken  at  the  meeting  found  a  12-8  vote 
to  go  ahead  with  publication;  this  deci- 
sion was  seconded  and  made  binding 
by  a  10-2  vote  of  the  Resources  and 
Technical  Services  Division  (RTSD) 
Board  of  Directors.  The  two  dissenters 
in  the  final  poll  were  reported  as  the 
New  York  Public  Library  and  Prince- 
ton. 

In  its  report  on  the  latest  stage  of 


the  AACR  debate,  American  Libraries 
said  that  "despite  many  objections,  the 
Resources  and  Technical  Services  Di- 
vision Board  endorsed  a  Cataloging 
Code  Revision  Committee's  green 
light"  on  AACR  II.  But  AL  noted  that 
"delay  was  the  watchword  of  most  rep- 
resentatives of  ALA  units."  who 
warned  the  board  that  it  would  be  un- 
wise to  proceed  with  publication  before 
"weak  spots"  in  AACR  were  cor- 
rected. And  AL  notes  that  CCRC 
Chairperson  John  Byrum  retorted  that 
all  the  objections  raised  have  already 
been  considered  and  a  new  report  of 
suggested  changes  will  be  presented 
before  a  final  draft  is  approved. 

Interestingly,  reports  of  AACR 
discussions  at  ALA-Detroit  appearing 
in  the  July  22  issue  of  the  Bulletin  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  fail  to  mention  any 
serious  disagreement  in  the  library 
community  on  this  highly  controversial 
issue.  Benjamin  R.  Tucker's  report  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Catalog  Code  Revi- 


sion Committee  notes  the  committee's 
unanimous  approval  of  a  recommenda- 
tion urging  the  RTSD  board  to  endorse 
publication  of  AACR  II  "as  quickly  as 
possible."  He  notes  that  CCRC's  rec- 
ommendation was  approved  by  the 
RTSD  board  without  amendment. 

In  another  report  for  LC's  Bulle- 
tin, Frank  McGowan  suggested  that 
some  people  are  not  aware  what  the 
fuss  is  all  about.  His  interpretation  of 
how  the  Technical  Services  Adminis- 
trators of  Medium  Sized  Research  Li- 
braries Discussion  Group  responded  to 
a  presentation  by  Ishimoto:  "The  en- 
suing comments  and  exchanges  re- 
vealed almost  total  ignorance,  among 
those  present,  of  the  new  provisions 
which  were  understood  to  be  con- 
troversial ...  In  the  end,  the  group 
agreed  without  a  dissenting  voice  that 
the  members  wanted  the  new  code, 
whatever  its  flaws,  as  soon  as  possible 
and  would  press  for  publication  with- 
out delay." 


ALA  women's  rights  stand:  Alabama  warns  of  impact 


Some  state  library  agency  people  are 
worried  about  the  possible  negative  im- 
pact of  ALA's  women's  rights  stand. 
ALA  Council  decided  to  schedule  ALA 
conferences  only  in  those  states  that 
have  ratified  the  Equal  Rights  Amend- 
ment. And  ALA  Executive  Director 
Robert  Wedgeworth  sent  off  letters  to 
inform  governors  of  ALA's  boycott  ac- 
tion. Anthony  Miele  of  the  Alabama 
Public  Library  Service  is  one  state 
agency  head  to  express  his  concern 
about  the  impact  of  the  boycott;  he  sug- 
gested that  it  could  jeopardize  state  lev- 
el funding  gains  for  libraries.  Miele  told 
LJ  that  Governor  Wallace  interpreted 
ALA's  stand  on  ERA  as  a  "threat," 


and  asked  him  to  urge  ALA  to  rethink 
its  position  and  the  effect  on  libraries 
in  states  that  have  nixed  ERA. 

In  a  letter  to  Wedgeworth,  Miele 
said,  "First  off,  I'm  appalled  that  the 
American  Library  Association  (Coun- 
cil and  Executive  Board)  would  be 
foolish  enough  to  become  embroiled  in 
social  and  political  issues  as  ERA.  Re- 
gardless of  my  personal  views  on  the 
ERA  issue,  I  do  not  believe  that  ALA 
has  the  right  to  attempt  to  dictate  politi- 
cal decisions  to  state  governments.  If 
ALA  attempts  to  decree  the  actions  of 
state  legislatures  on  political  issues,  it 
should  openly  declare  itself  to  be  a  po- 
litical party!" 
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>ing  in  on  the  possible  impact 
of  \1  \'s  equal  rights  stand.  Miele 
urote.  "Libraries  throughout  America 
are  struggling  for  survival.  To  continue 
to  provide  our  patrons  with  the  library 
service  they  need  and  expect,  we  need 
all  the  support  we  can  generate.  Letters 
from  \l  A  threatening  boycotts  be- 
cause of  political  issues  are  counter- 
productive and  needlessly  alienate 
present  and  potential  library  support- 
ers. Librarians  "in  the  field'  need  posi- 
tive support  from  ALA.  We  do  not 
need  negative  efforts  v>hich  tie  librari- 
ans to  non-library  issues." 

Miele    stated    that    he    supported 
Wedgeworth  and  the  work  of  the  asso- 


ciation in  most  other  matters.  But  he 
stressed.  "'I  cannot  and  will  not  con- 
done this  stand  forced  upon  ALA  by  a 
loud  and  vocal  minority  and  not  related 

to  professional  concerns ." 


Woman  discovered  dead 
in  Boston  library 

A  chain  of  security  deficiencies  at  the 
Boston  Public  Library  are  blamed  for 
the  death  of  an  elderly  woman,  who 
wandered  into  a  cinderblock  hallway 
where  she  was  trapped  without  food  or 
water  until  her  body  was  discovered  af- 
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ter  22  days  had  elapsed.  The  incident  is 
of  significance  to  library  security  plan- 
ners who  are  reminded  that  the  sophis- 
ticated security  systems  they're  devel- 
oping to  protect  libraries  from  today's 
thieves  and  vandals  could  hurt  the  ordi- 
nary library  patron. 

According  to  a  report  in  The  Bos- 
ton Globe,  Ethel  Eyges  was  unable  to 
escape  from  a  BPL  corridor  intended 
as  an  emergency  exit  from  the  new  li- 
brary building  because  she  could  not 
budge  the  only  exit  door:  a  vault-like 
door  atop  three  tiers  of  steps.  The  door 
is  fortified  with  granite  and  weighs  over 
800  pounds.  To  reach  the  emergency 
fire  corridor,  Eyges,  aged  80,  had  to 
pass  through  two  doors  marked  "emer- 
gency exit  only.""  The  second  door 
sounds  a  local  battery-powered  alarm 
and  locks  shut  from  the  inside  when 
closed. 

Investigators  surmise  that  the 
emergency  alarm  did  go  off  (the  bat- 
teries were  dead),  but  no  one  heard  it 
because  of  the  remoteness  of  the  area. 
The  library  also  has  a  more  sophisti- 
cated, central  alarm  system,  but  it  was 
unplugged  some  AVi  years  ago  to  save 
monev.  The  system  cost  the  city  of 
Boston  $15,000  to  install.  One  BPL 
security  officer  explained  that  there 
was  another  factor  in  the  decision  to 
unhook  the  system:  it  would  have  had 
to  have  been  rewired  to  account  for 
new  exits.  A  representative  for  Sim- 
plex Time  Recorder  Co..  which  cus- 
tom-built the  console  for  the  library, 
claims  that  it  would  have  taken  a  re- 
pairman ten  minutes  to  do  the  rewiring 
at  a  total  charge  of  $40. 

If  standard  security  procedure  at 
BPL  had  been  followed,  Eyges  would 
have  been  discovered,  possibly  alive, 
much  earlier.  A  maintenance  worker 
was  scheduled  to  check  the  emergency 
exit  on  August  1,  but  he  did  not  make 
his  rounds  until  August  10.  Eyges  had 
locked  herself  in  July  19. 


Maryland  residents 
seek  "Strippers"  ouster 

Norman  Finkler,  director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Libraries,  Mont- 
gomery County,  Maryland  reports  that 
some  members  of  the  community  are 
trying  to  get  the  system  to  get  rid  of  its 
two  copies  of  Carnival  Strippers,  a 
photo-journalistic  production  of  Farrar 
Strauss.  One  outraged  patron  leafed 
through  the  book  and  complained  to 
the  local  press  that  the  book  was  load- 
ed with  such  hairy  images  as  photo- 
graphs of  oral  sex. 

A  Montgomery  Journal  reporter 
interviewed  several  librarians:  some  of 
them  condemned  the  library  for  buying 
the  book,  but  a  few  backed  the  library

Citizens  who  want  the 
book  thrown  out  have  been  trying  to 
force  the  issue  by  lodging  protests  with 
the  County  Council  (to  which  Finkler 
reports):  the  controversy  heated  up 
anew  when  the  Associated  Press 
picked  up  on  the  story.  But  the  Mary- 
land Attorney  General  looked  into  the 
case  and  said  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  make  legal  action  stick  against  the 
book  or  the  library.  Finkler  has  refused 
to  remove  the  book  from  the  collection, 
e\en  though  as  nonaction  it  is  theo- 
retically accessible  to  children  of  any 
age. 


National  serials  service 
offered  by  111.  system 

The  North  Suburban.  Illinois.  Library 
System  (Robert  McClarren.  director) 
has  launched  a  new  periodical  access 
program  which  can  be  utilized  by  li- 
braries and  systems  both  in  Illinois  and 
in  other  states.  North  Suburban  has 
been  running  a  centralized  serials  serv- 
ice for  its  own  members  since  1969. 
And  this  summer  it  took  over  the  large 
periodicals  bank  of  the  Associated  Col- 
leges of  the  Midwest  (ACM)  on  the 
condition  that  the  operation  would  pay 
for  itself. 

North  Suburban's  new  Metropoli- 


tan Periodical  Service  will  provide  pho- 
tocopies of  articles  from  a  multi-source 
array  of  some  2300  periodicals  held  by 
the  libraries  of  John  Crerar.  Newberry, 
Northwestern  University,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago,  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois-Chicago Circle,  Chicago  Public, 
Rush  Medical  School,  Health  Sciences 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  Medical 
Center,  the  Chicago  Cluster  of  Theo- 
logical Schools,  the  American  Library 
Association,  the  Garrett  Theological 
Seminary,  and  the  Seabury-Western 
Theological  Seminary  libraries. 

North  Suburban  and  ACM  mem- 
ber institutions  will  only  pay  photo- 
copying fees  for  use  of  the  service, 
Nonmembers  must  pony  up  additional 
annual  fees;  the  going  rate  is  $250  for 
individual  libraries  and  $500  for  sys- 
tems. Photocopying  fees  are  $1  for  the 


first  exposure  and  25  cents  for  each  ad- 
ditional page.  North  Suburban's  rates 
are  cheaper  than  those  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Serial  Service,  which  recently 
hiked  its  fees  to  $5  for  reprints  of  not 
more  than  ten  pages,  or  a  minimum  of 
fifty  cents  a  page. 

Asked  to  comment  on  the  national 
implications  of  the  program,  Elliott 
Kanner  of  North  Suburban  replied: 
"Our  primary  commitment  is  to  North 
Suburban  and  ACM  member  libraries, 
but  a  sense  of  national  purpose  is  im- 
plicit in  the  program.  .  .  the  Periodical 
Service  will  provide  an  example  of  the 
maximum  availability  of  resources  on  a 
low  cost  basis.  North  Suburban  will 
strive  to  provide  national-level  service 
that  corresponds  to  the  ideals  set  forth 
by  the  National  Commission  on  Librar- 
ies and  Information  Science." 


Censorship  flak  in  Mass.:  MLA  backs  librarian 


The  Executive  Board  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Library  Association  has  voted  to 
contribute  $1 ,000  to  the  legal  support  of 
Sonja  Coleman,  an  embattled  Chelsea 
High  School  librarian  fighting  a  book 
ban.  The  Chelsea  School  Committee 
had  voted  to  remove  permanently  from 
library  shelves  a  book  selected  by 
Coleman:  Male  and  Female  under  18. 
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In  a  related  action,  the  committee  in- 
troduced, but  later  tabled,  a  motion  to 
fire  Coleman  for  buying  the  book  for 
the  school. 

Coleman  is  fighting  back.  She  has 
joined  with  two  teachers  (Danna 
Crowley  and  Johanna  Bartlet)  and  the 
Right  to  Read  Defense  Committee  of 
Chelsea  in  seeking  an  injunction 
against  the  removal  of  the  book  in 
question.  MLA  is  backing  Coleman, 
and  notes  that  the  Chelsea  School 
Committee  has  failed  to  follow  proce- 
dures recommended  for  review  of  chal- 
lenged materials.  MLA  condemns  the 
committee's  action  as  a  violation  of  the 
First  Amendment  and  the  Library-  Bill 
of  Rights.  As  for  the  move  to  dismiss 
Coleman.  MLA  went  on  record  deplor- 
ing the  threatened  action  as  a  violation 
of  MLA-sanctioned  personnel  policies 
and  a  form  of  reprisal.  And  MLA  notes 
that  the  Sixth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
(Minarcini  vs.  Strongsville,  Ohio  City 
School  District)  has  warned  school 
boards  that  it  is  unconstitutional  to 
winnow  the  library  shelves  at  their 
whim. 

ALA's  Freedom  to  Read  Committee 
has  also  decided  to  contribute  $750  to 
Coleman's  defense. 

Harvard  joins  CONSER 

Harvard  University  Library  has  joined 
the  CONSER  (Conversion  of  Serials) 
project,  a  cooperative  effort  launched 
by  the  Council  on  Library  Resources 
with  the  aim  of  creating  a  centralized 
machine-readable  data  base  of  biblio- 
graphic information  on  serials.  The 
Minnesota  Union  List  of  Serials  and 
the  machine-readable  cataloging  re- 
cords of  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  National  Library  of  Canada  com- 
pose the  base  file  upon  which  other 
CONSER  participants  are  building. 
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S.C.  microfilm  catalog 
made  possible  by  CETA 

The  Greenville  County  Library  (South 
Carolina)  says  that  thanks  to  funding 
from  the  Comprehensive  Employment 
and  Training  Act  (CETA).  the  library 
will  be  able  to  hire  the  staff  necessary 
to  bring  automation  to  Greenville 
County.  The  library  got  a  CETA  Title 
VI  grant  of  $82,772  for  1 1  full-time  em- 
ployees who  are  to  conduct  the  li- 
brary's first  inventory  in  30  years  and 
prepare  catalog  records  for  micro- 
filming. 

The  library  plans  to  develop  a  mi- 
crofilm catalog  for  its  branch  libraries 
by  year's  end.  The  CETA  Title  VI 
grant  will  also  pay  for  a  computer  ter- 
minal and  recorder  for  the  automation 
aspect  of  the  project. 


Texas  university  gets  $S 
for  collection  development 

From  Texas  comes  a  report  on  the  way 
in  which  one  university  pinpointed 
weaknesses  in  its  library  collection  and 
used  this  data  to  win  the  funding  neces- 
sary to  help  correct  the  situtation.  Mid- 
western State  University  (Witchita 
Falls)  did  a  collection  evaluation  study; 


gaps  in  the  collection  were  pegged  by 
checking  library  holdings  against  major 
bibliographies  in  fields  in  which  the  uni- 
versity offers  degrees.  The  results  of 
this  evaluation  were  turned  over  to 
each  department,  which  then  listed 
specific  items  which  were  felt  to  be  es- 
sential to  the  library  collection. 

The  university,  which  in  the  mean- 
time had  launched  a  fund-raising  cam- 
paign, asked  the  legislature  for  a  special 
one-time  appropriation  for  library  de- 
velopment. The  legislature  gave  the  li- 
brary $134,000  for  collection  develop- 
ment; the  university  is  to  match  that 
amount  with  money  from  its  Advance 
Midwestern  Campaign  for  funds. 


Multisensory  library 
established  in  Mass. 

A  combination  of  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  money  ($49,100)  and 
direct  state  aid  have  provided  the  fund- 
ing to  remodel  existing  facilities  at  the 
Wrentham  State  School  and  create  a 
multisensory  library  specifically  geared 
to  the  needs  of  the  mentally  retarded. 
The  library  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
state  and  one  of  the  few  such  facilities 
in  the  country.  The  state  is  paying  the 
librarian's  salary,  remodeling  costs, 
and    operating   and    maintenance    ex- 
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penses;  it  will  assume  complete  finan- 
cial responsiblity  in  1978. 

Wrentham  Librarian  Trudy  Innis 
explained  what  the  library  would  try  to 
do:  "The  library  will  not  be  bound  by 
tradition,  but  will  include  film  and  story 
hours,  puppet  shows,  and  multi-sen- 
sory stimulation  materials  requiring  the 
residents  to  touch,  taste,  smell,  see, 
and  hear.  High  interest,  low  vocabu- 
lary books,  talking  books,  and  other 
media  to  stimulate  the  minds  and 
senses  of  the  retarded  will  all  be  here." 


RLG  preservation  project 

The  Research  Libraries  Group  (New 
York  Public  Library-Yale-Harvard-Co- 
lumbia) has  decided  to  help  its  mem- 
bers microfilm  and  thus  preserve  the 
texts  of  selected  serials  and  other 
muitivolume  works  which  are  deterio- 
rating. Each  member  is  getting  $15,000 
from  RLG  to  microfilm  endangered 
books. 


Interpol  in  on  library  theft 

Danish  officials  have  asked  Interpol  to 
help  trace  21  valuable  books,  including 
early  16th-century  volumes  illustrated 
by  Albrecht  Diirer,  which  were  stolen 
this  summer  from  Copenhagen's  Royal 
Library.  An  international  ring  is  be- 
lieved to  be  trying  to  sell  them  to  book- 
sellers in  London  and  elsewhere.  And 
Danish  officials  suspect  that  the  origi- 
nal thief  could  be  one  of  the  400  mem- 
bers of  the  library  staff. 


Price  tag  for  co-op  plan 

Gene  Stortz,  continuing  education 
coordinator,  Colorado  State  Library, 
asks  that  orders  for  copies  of  the  Colo- 
rado Library  Network  Plan,  described 
in  LJ's  August  news  pages,  be  accom- 
panied by  a  prepayment  of  $1.25.

Okla.  audit  says  too  much  LSCA  goes  to  systems 

At  thf  rennet  nf  thp  Oklahoma  leeis-      ino  at  the  svstem  level.  ODL  contends      s 


At  the  request  of  the  Oklahoma  legis- 
lature, a  team  of  auditors  has  gone  over 
the  books  of  the  Oklahoma  Department 
of  Libraries  and  concluded  that  ODL  is 
pumping  too  much  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  (LSCA)  money 
into  existing  multicounty  library  sys- 
tems at  the  expense  of  independent  li- 
braries. But  Oklahoma's  state  library 
agency  (Robert  Clark  at  the  helm)  re- 
jects the  idea  that  the  practice  of  chan- 
nelling the  majority  of  LSCA  grants  to 
existing  systems  amounts  to  "discrimi- 
nation*' against  nonsystem  libraries 
that  more  often  than  not  are  "without 
adequate  library  personnel  or  re- 
sources to  make  a  legitimate  and  ac- 
ceptable application  for  funds."  The 
audit  found  that  87.3  percent  of  LSCA 
grants  went  to  the  systems,  which  also 
nabbed  a  majority  of  LSCA  special 
purpose  funds. 

But  the  Oklahoma  state  agency 
counters  the  charge  of  "discrimina- 
tion" with  the  argument  that  the  state 
does  not  provide  enough  money  to  go 
around,  and  it  has  consequently  been 
necessary  to  concentrate  federal  fund- 


ing at  the  system  level.  ODL  contends 
that  this  strategy  has  worked  for  Okla- 
homa: "When  the  first  public  library 
system  was  established  in  1958,  an  esti- 
mated 43  percent  of  Oklahoma's  popu- 
lation was  not  served  by  librar- 
ies ..  .  that  percentage  has  .  .  .  [since] 
decreased  to  14  percent."  The  com- 
parative effectiveness  of  system  and 
nonsystem  libraries,  says  ODL,  is  cur- 
rently under  study  by  Battelle  Colum- 
bus Laboratories,  and  Battelle's  report 
is  slated  to  be  ready  in  time  for  a  state" 
citizens  conference  on  libraries  in  1978. 
The  Oklahoma  library  agency  is 
using  the  audit's  findings  to  justify  its 
bid  for  a  big  expansion  of  the  state's 
commitment  to  public  library  support 
and  development.  The  target:  $1.4  mil- 
lion in  new  money  to  bring  state  library 
funding  up  to  $3.4  million.  ODL  argues 
that  current  state-level  funding  in  Okla- 
homa is  only  ten  percent  of  the  national 
average — "4.8  cents  per  capita  or 
.00017  of  the  total  state  budget  for  fis- 
cal year  1978."  ODL  notes  that  the 
state's  own  performance  audit  has  pin- 
pointed state  library  staff  and  funding 
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shortages,  and  the  audit  itself  admits 
that  the  lack  of  personnel  has  com- 
pounded such  problems  as  a  backlog  of 
uncataloged  books  and  an  inefficient 
depository  program.  Besides  scoring 
the  way  in  which  the  Oklahoma  agency 
distributed  LSCA,  the  audit  charged 
that  too  much — 32  percent — is  going  in- 
to LSCA  administration  costs. 

The  regional  office  of  HEW  at  Dal- 
las has  scrutinized  Oklahoma's  han- 
dling of  LSCA  appropriations  and  con- 
cluded that  the  agency's  dispensing  of 
federal  funds  is  consistent  with  federal 
laws  and  regulations. 

ODL  Chief  Clark  spelled  out  his 
position  in  a  letter  to  LJ:  "The  Oklaho 
ma  Department  of  Libraries  has  long 
held  to  the  concept  of  developing  con- 
solidated multi-county  library  systems 
as  the  best  method  for  extending  and 
improving  library  services."  The  audit, 
he  suggested,  is  an  excellent  case  study 
of  the  problems  that  can  arise  when  the 
legislature  disagrees  and  backs  unaffili 
ated  libraries  instead  of  interconnected 
library  systems.  He  added,  "The  state 
library  agency's  role,  in  similar  situa 
tions,  takes  an  added  political  signifi- 
cance as  we  set  grant  standards  and 
formulas  to  increase  our  political  clout 
for  increased  state  fiscal  support  while 
at  the  same  time  providing  incentives 
and  professional  advice  for  larger  units 
of  service  under  a  centralized  adminis 
tration." 

Clark  stresses  that  the  perform 
ance  audit  "has  already  proven  to  be 
an  effective  administrative  tool  and 
budget  request  justification."  And  he 
notes  that  "Legislative  evaluation  and 
oversight  is  a  growing  national  trend 
which  can  be  used  effectively  by  state 
library  agencies  in  bringing  smoulder 
ing  issues  to  a  head  and  funding  prob- 
lems to  the  attention  of  the  public." 


Florida  county  library 
faces  tight  budget 

The  Leon  County  Public  Library  (Tal- 
lahassee, Florida)  will  have  to  cut  back 
services  dramatically  and  reduce  its 
staff  if  the  county  commission  goes 
ahead  with  its  plan  to  hold  library  fund- 
ing down.  One  factor:  the  library  bud- 
get had  to  absorb  costs  of  moving  li- 
brary headquarters;  funding  for  serv- 
ices consequently  was  kept  to  a  bare 
minimum.  The  county  commission, 
which  has  ordered  department  wide 
budget  slashing  in  efforts  to  keep  slated 
tax  hikes  to  a  minimum,  wants  to  give 
the  library  a  budget  of  $657,000— up

that  the  library  will  actually  have  less 
monev  for  vital  services  (a  net  los 

00)  because  $89,000  of  the  new 
budget  will  have  to  pay  for  moving 
Leon  headquarters  from  a  1912  build- 
ing to  rented  quarters  in  a  shopping 
center.    Lhe    library    had    asked    for 

i)00  for  operations  costs  alone  and 
wanted  supplemental  funding  to  pay  for 
moving  the  HQ. 

Donovan  sized  up  the  impact  of 
the  austerity  budget:  five  full-time 
equivalent  positions  (nine  people) 
would  be  eliminated,  including  one  ref- 
erence librarian  position  and  three  half- 
time  positions  in  the  library's  catalog- 
ing and  processing  department.  The  li- 
brary will  have  no  monev  for  inter- 
library  loan  and  will  have  to  start 
charging  fees  for  its  reserve  books  by 
mail  program  (the  county  also  wants  it 
to  find  other  areas  where  fees  could  be 
charged).  And  two  fledgling  branches 
w  ill  be  shut  down. 

County  Commissioner  Lee  Vause 
maintain',  that  the  branches  could  stay 
open  if  the  library  would  revert  to  a 
former  practice  of  manning  them  with 
volunteers.  But  Donovan  argues  that 
volunteers  didn't  work  (there  were  in- 
stances when  the  branches  did  not 
open  because  a  volunteer  did  not  show 


up):  the  branches  began  to  build  a 
clientele  only  when  residents  knew  that 
a  dependable  county  staffer  would  be 
on  deck  to  assist  them. 

Donovan  says  that  the  library 
needs  about  $25,000  over  and  above 
the  proposed  budget  to  keep  services  at 
their  current  level.  What  the  situation 
boils  down  to.  he  maintained,  is  a  ques- 
tion of  a  tax  increase  or  reduced  serv- 
ice. Donovan  contends  that  the  public 
would  go  for  a  bigger  tax  increase  if 
they  got  their  money's  worth  in  term  of 
increased  service.  The  library  support 
the  public  has  demonstrated  indicates 


that  people  are  not  willing  to  "hobble 
along  into  the  19th  century  with  piece- 
meal library  service." 

The  library,  said  Donovan,  needs 
money  to  increase  hours,  staff,  and 
books.  It  serves  a  population  of  150.000 
and  has  been  getting  only  S70.000  annu- 
ally for  books.  The  county  commission 
has  increased  the  book  budget  to 
$90,000.  but  the  effect  of  other  budget 
reductions  are  such  that  '"there  will  be 
no  one  to  process  the  books  or  teach 
people  how  to  use  them."  said  Dono- 
van. The  library  needs  a  book  budget  of 
SI 40.000  or  about  SI  per  capita. 


Detroit  budget  boosted;  S$  for  more  staff,  books 


Thanks  to  an  increase  in  state  funding, 
coupled  with  new  funding  from  the 
city,  the  budget  of  the  Detroit  Public 
Library  jumped  from  last  year's  $10.3 
million  to  S13.4  million  for  1977-78 — an 
increase  of  30  percent.  The  state 
boosted  direct  aid  to  DPL  from  S5.5 
million  to  S6.5  million.  And  the  city  of 
Detroit,  which  last  year  did  not.  for  the 
first  time,  dip  into  its  general  fund  to 
prov  ide  the  library  w  ith  funding  to  sup- 
plement the  some  S4  million  in  tax  rev- 
enue it  gets  for  branch  operations,  de- 
cided to  give  the  library  a  S2.1  million

State  aid  to  all  Michigan  libraries  was 
increased  to  S7.1  million  this  year,  and 
Detroit  Public  will  get  about  SI  million 
from  this  source  of  revenue. 

Last  year  the  state  assumed  fund- 
ing responsibility  for  the  main  library 
when  it  designated  DPL  as  a  state  re- 
source center.  Even  though  the  li- 
brary's financial  situation  deteriorated 
somewhat  when  the  state  took  over, 
DPL  Director  Clara  Jones  declared  that 
the  shift  in  funding  responsibility  was  a 
significant,  forward-looking  step  that 
pointed  to  new  recognition  of  the  role 
of  today's  urban  library.  She  predicted 
that  the  state  would  up  direct  library 
support,  and  any  losses  in  funding 
would  be  restored. 

Detroit  Public  Library's  S3.1  mil- 
lion funding  boost  will  enable  the  li- 
brary to  call  back  the  staffers  who  had 
to  be  laid  off  in  1976  and  to  hire  addi- 
tional staff.  The  personnel  ceiling  has 
been  raised  from  477  to  535.  enabling 
Detroit  to  enlarge  its  staff  for  the  first 
time  in  three  years.  And  there's  more 
money  for  book  buying:  Detroit  now 
has  an  acquisitions  budget  of  SI. 2  mil- 
lion. 


Macon,  Ga.  expands  main 

A  combination  of  federal  money  (Pub- 
lic Works  Employment  Act)  and  state 
funding  (Georgia  Department  of  Edu- 
cation Public  Library  Construction 
Program)  will  pay  for  a  slated  S2  million 
remodeling  job  of  the  main  library  in 
Macon.  Georgia.  The  building  is  to  be 
expanded  with  the  addition  of  35.000 
square  feet  of  new  space.

Eight  major  public  libraries  each  get  a 
520,000  basic  grant  plus  direct  reim- 
bursement for  the  amount  of  interloan 
traffic  handled.  The  biggest  lender,  the 
Public  Library  of  Columbus  and  Frank- 
lin County,  will  get  $71,800. 


LSCA  building  $$  still  needed 

The  State  Library  of  Ohio  maintains 
that  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  (LSCA)  Title  II  construction  funds 
are  still  seriously  needed  to  continue 
the  library  building  which  got  started 
in  that  state  nine  years  ago,  thanks  to 
Title  II.  Noting  that  LSCA  accounted 
for  only  some  30  percent  of  all  project 
funding,  Ohio  holds  that  another  $24.5 
million  in  LSCA  is  needed  for  the  next 
two  years  to  build  and  remodel  23  li- 
braries. And  more  LSCA  money  (some 
$18  million)  is  needed  to  make  Ohio's 
libraries  accessible  to  the  handicapped, 
as  is  now  required  by  law. 


NYPL  matches  NEH  grant 

Thanks  to  an  aggressive  fund-raising 
campaign,  the  New  York  Public  Li- 
brary has  raised  $3.34  million  in  dona- 
tions and  has  matched  a  $1.5  million 
challenge  grant  offered  by  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  NYPL 
President  Richard  Couper  reports  that 
the  number  of  donors  went  up  from 
21.000  to  34.000  for  fiscal  year  1976-77 
and  that  the  money  raised  represents  a 
75  percent  increase  over  the  previous 
year.  The  donations  go  into  the  oper- 
ating budget  of  NYPL's  Research  Li- 
braries, the  privately  owned  part  of  the 
New  York  Public  Library.  The  fund 
raising  effort  will  not  benefit  the  branch 
library  system,  which  NYPL  operates 
with  city  money,  and  which  has  borne 
the  brunt  of  most  of  the  well  publicized 
financial  difficulties  of  the  Library  that 
have  restricted  public  library  service  to 
most  of  Manhattan.  Staten  Island,  and 
the  Bronx.

LC  Recruit/Intern  Program:  women  moving  up 


The  Library  of  Congress  reports  that  a 
recent  study  of  its  Special  Recruit/In- 
tern Program  reveals  that  "progress  is 
being  made  in  the  area  of  equal  oppor- 
tunity'*: it  claims  that  the  average  GS 
grade  gap  between  men  and  women  has 
narrowed  considerably  over  the  years. 
LC  notes  that  the  most  significant  gains 
are  shown  if  the  survey  data  is  ana- 
lyzed by  grouping  recruits  according  to 
the  dates  they  entered  the  program.  In 
1950,  the  gap  between  the  positions  at- 
tained by  men  and  women  averaged  3.2 
grades;  by  1955,  it  had  dropped  to  1.9 
grades;  and  after  1960,  it  was  a  mere 
0.2  grades.  The  study  was  conducted 
by  the  Women's  Program  Advisory 
Committee  at  LC. 

But  the  study  reveals  that  male 
former  recruits  have  outdistanced 
women:  they  have  attained  higher  GS 
grades  and  are  more  likely  to  be  super- 
visors (75  percent  of  the  men  are  super- 
visors, but  only  40.4  percent  of  the 
women). 

Male  recruits  have  attained  an  av- 
erage grade  of  13.4;  for  women,  it's 
12.1.  The  percentage  of  male  former  re- 
cruits at  GS-14  or  higher  is  45.5  per- 
cent; only  10.6  percent  of  the  women 
made  this  grade.  Instead  women  are 
heavily  concentrated  in  the  GS-9  to 
GS-12  range. 

The  study  noted  male  recruits  tend 
to  be  better  educated,  with  41  percent 
of  them  holding  a  library  degree  and  an- 
other graduate  degree;  only  17  percent 
of  women   recruits   had   attained   the 


same  educational  level,  and  6.4  percent 
had  no  degree  beyond  a  bachelor's.  But 
most  recruits  had  their  M.L.S.  and  no 
other  advanced  degrees. 

Male  recruits  did  better  than  their 
female  colleagues,  even  when  both  had 
the  same  educational  credentials. 
When  both  held  an  M.L.S..  the  respec- 
tive average  grades  of  men  and  women 
were  GS-12. 8  and  GS-12. 1;  and  when 
both  had  an  M.L.S.  plus  a  graduate  de- 
gree in  a  field  other  than  librarianship. 
the  average  grade  for  women  was  GS- 
12. 5,  while  for  men  it  was  GS-13.8. 

As  forjob  mobility,  men  were  more 
likely  to  have  moved  across  depart- 
mental lines  within  LC  or  to  have  left 
LC  and  then  returned.  More  women, 
incidentally,  had  been  recruited  for  the 
intern  program  from  within  the  Li- 
brary. 

The  Women's  Advisory  Com- 
mittee sketched  profiles  of  the  average 
male  and  female  participants  in  the  pro- 
gram. The  female  was  depicted  as  an 
M.L.S.  degree  holder  who  entered  the 
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program  as  a  GS-9  and  eventually  be- 
came a  GS-12  non-supervisor.  The  sim- 
ilarly qualified  male  former  recruit  en- 
tered the  program  as  a  GS-8,  hut  by 
spring  1976  was  a  GS-13  supervisor. 


Minority  employment  at  LC; 
blacks  quitting,  few  gains 

The  latest  statistics  on  minority  em- 
ployment at  the  Library  of  Congress  in- 
dicate that  during  the  past  year  a  small 
proportion  (0.7  percent)  of  blacks  and 
other  minorities  left  the  employ  of  the 
library  and  were  replaced  by  whites. 
Members  of  minority  groups  still  make 
up  the  majority  in  the  bottom  drawer 
GS  1-4  range,  but  a  substantial  per- 
centage (16  percent)  are  either  quitting 
or  winning  promotions;  minorities 
comprised  76.7  percent  of  the  GS  1-4 
range  in  1971,  but  only  60.7  percent  in 
1977. 

During  the  six  year  period  of  May 
1971  to  May  1977  the  greatest  gains  in 
upward  mobility  were  logged:  LC  re- 
ports a  9.4  percent  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  minority  group  members  in  the 
GS  9-1 1  range,  a  5.1  percent  gain  at  the 
GS  5-8  level,  and  increases  of  2.7  per- 
cent and  2.6  percent  respectively  in  the 
high-paying  GS  16-18  and  GS  12-13  lev- 
els. Over  the  past  year,  however,  prog- 
ress has  been  much  slower:  a  small  per- 
centage of  blacks  (0.6)  and  Orientals 
(0.2)  got  into  the  GS  9- 1 1  ranks,  and  the 
percentage  of  Spanish  surnamed  em- 
ployees at  the  GS  12-13  level  went  up 
0.1  percent.  But  in  most  instances  mi- 
nority mobility  has  come  to  a  standstill: 
the  number  of  minority  group  members 
at  the  lower  level  GS  ranges  has  de- 
clined, and  for  the  most  part  minorities 
failed  to  move  up  to  the  top  GS  ranges 
or  their  numbers  in  these  ranges  ac- 
tually declined. 

Women  fared  somewhat  better 
than  minorities:  their  numbers  in- 
creased by  19  percent  at  the  GS  16-18 
level,  0.6  percent  at  GS  14-15,  0.4  per- 
cent at  GS  12-13,  and  0.3  percent  at  GS 
5-8.

Eye  screening  for  kids;  YA  booktalks;  karate 


Libraries  are  trying  to  reach  youngsters 
of  all  ages  with  such  varied  programs  as 
an  ice  cream  social  and  crafts  fair  pre- 
ceding a  four-hour  screening  of  the 
Roots  film  (Mid-City  Library,  Des 
Moines.  Iowa)  and  demonstrations  in 
anything  from  Chinese  cooking  to  ka- 
rate (Ewing  Library,  New  Jersey). 
From  Anamosa,  Iowa  comes  the  report 
that  two  female  truckers  helped  the  li- 
brary promote  its  summer  program  by 
visiting  schools  in  their  truck.  Other  re- 
ports of  special  programs  for  kids  and 
YAs  include: 

•  Eye  screening  for  kids:  This  fall  the 
Public  Library  of  Columbus  &  Franklin 
County  (Ohio)  conducted  free  vision 
screenings  for  children  aged  three  to 
five.  As  an  additional  lure  aimed  at  en- 
couraging parents  to  bring  their  kids  in 
for  the  eye  screenings,  the  library  in- 
troduced a  brand  new  puppet  show; 
performances  were  scheduled  hourly. 
The  three-minute  vision  test  is  de- 
signed for  youngsters  who  cannot  yet 
read:  it  features  characters  such  as  Mr. 
E,  a  cartoon  figure  whose  body  takes 
the  shape  of  an  E  in  various  positions. 
The  Ohio  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 


Mercer  County  Library  System.  These 
activities  were  part  of  Ewing's  summer 
reading  program,  called  Homosapiens. 
Library  staffers,  wearing  "Your  Info 
Team"  T-shirts,  got  into  the  action  and 
joined  in  such  games  as  three-legged 
races  and  human  checkers.  Children's 
Librarian  Barbara  Cieplechowicz  bor- 
rowed such  oddities  as  human  skele- 
tons and  a  live  pig  to  illustrate  story 
hours.  Two  Trenton  State  College  stu- 
dents painted  murals  to  complement 
mobiles  of  space  ships  and  astronauts 
(made  by  the  kids)  that  hang  from  the 
ceiling  of  the  children's  room.  And  the 
library  developed  such  specialized  col- 
lections as  a  trunk  filled  with  donated 
clothes  and  accessories  for  dress-up 
days,  a  pattern  exchange,  and  a  "cycle 
center" — a  bookshelf  crammed  with 
donated  odds  and  ends  to  be  used  for 
arts  and  crafts. 

•  Animal  farm:  California's  National 
City  Public  Library  reports  that  it's 
trying  to  incubate  five  Pharoah  quail 
eggs,  and  plans  to  add  the  baby  quail  to 
its  growing  animal  collection.  So  far, 
the  library  has  successfully  incubated 
and  hatched  14  chickens  and  four  quail.

From  New  York  comes  a  report  about 
a  forward-looking  cooperative  project 
utilizing  the  expertise  of  librarians  of 
the  Plainedge  Public  Library  and  vol- 
unteers of  a  social  service  operation 
called  FISH  and  translated  variously: 
FISH  Is  Serving  Humanity,  Friends  In 
Service  Helping,  etc.  The  library  has 
agreed  to  take  over  the  operation  of  its 
community's  FISH  hotline,  which 
mostly  handles  requests  for  trans- 
portation coming  from  people  (the 
physically  handicapped,  chronically  ill, 
or  aging)  who  need  to  be  driven  to  such 
things  as  doctor's  appointments  or  vis- 
its with  social  agencies.  Plainedge  li- 
brarians refer  requests  for  assistance  to 
FISH  volunteers  who  call  in  regularly, 
or  they  make  direct  referrals. 

The  hotline's  monthly  phone  bills 
are  paid  by  FISH,  but  the  organization 
is  still  saving  money.  Before  the  library 
took  over,  FISH  had  to  pay  a  telephone 
answering  service.

•  Deaf  Awareness:    The    District   of 
Columbia  Public  Library  is  running  at 


two  of  its  branches  special  courses  for 
people  who  want  to  learn  how  to  com- 
municate with  deaf  people.  The 
courses,  says  DCPL,  do  more  than  pro- 
vide instruction  in  sign  language  and 
finger-spelling:  "participants  learn 
about  the  feelings  and  problems  of  deaf 
persons,  particularly  in  the  area  of 
communications."  The  courses  consist 
of  filmed  instruction  from  the  Say  It 
with  Hands  series  as  well  as  personal 
instruction  by  volunteers  from  the  deaf 
community. 

•  Story  hours  for  the  deaf:  Louisi- 
ana's Bossier  City  Parish  Library  has  a 
sign  language  interpreter  on  deck 
during  the  regular  story  hour  so  that 
deaf  youngsters  can  enjoy  the  tales. 


Community  info  in  Ohio:  Columbus  CALL  project 


The  Public  Library  of  Columbus  &  I 
Franklin  County  has  agreed  to  work 
with  an  area  human  services  agency 
known  as  CALL  in  a  new  outreach  pro- 
ject aimed  at  providing  information  and 
referral  services  to  Franklin  County 
households  that  are  without  telephone 
service.  PLCFC  will  become  part  of 
the  CALL  network:  seven  inner  city 
branches,  the  Main  Library,  and  the 
Dublin  branch  have  been  designated  as 
CALL  outreach  centers.  Library  staff 
members,  who  got  special  training  from 


CALL,  are  making  direct  referrals  to 
various  social  agencies  or  putting 
people  in  contact  with  CALL. 

Commenting  on  the  project.  Adult 
Services  Coordinator  Tamsen  Dal- 
rymple  said  that  Columbus  branch  li- 
braries often  act  as  community  infor- 
mation centers.  The  cooperative  pro- 
gram will  enable  them  to  help  people 
who  have  been  previously  denied  ac- 
cess to  human  services  information — 
the  some  22,000  county  households 
now  without  telephones. 


Secondhand  bookstores  going  in  Minn.  &  Ohio 


The  annual  library  booksale  has  been  a 
reliable  source  of  revenue  for  budget- 
pinched  libraries.  Now  a  few  libraries 
are  taking  the  concept  of  the  booksale 
one  step  farther — setting  up  a  book- 
j  store  outlet  to  sell  used  books  all  year 
round.  The  Public  Library  of  Columbus 
and  Franklin  County  is  the  latest  to 
open  a  discard  bookstore.  It's  aptly 
called  Secondhand  Prose  and  will  be 
run  by  the  Friends  group.  All  proceeds 
are  earmarked  for  library  programs.

in  running  a  bookstore  for  retreads;  its 
outlet  takes  in  $20,000  a  year  and  is 
popular  as  a  source  of  books  for  home 
libraries  all  year  round.  And  Hennepin 
is  offering  more  than  the  familiar  side- 
lined hardcovers;  it  also  sells  car- 
tridges, cassettes,  art  prints,  and  ency- 
clopedia sets.  The  price  policy  is  one 
aimed  at  getting  rid  of  deadwood  fast: 
anything  unbought  after  three  weeks 
gets  slashed  50  percent  in  price;  after 
six  weeks,  the  item  is  free  for  the  tak- 
ing— one  to  the  customer  with  the  pur- 
chase of  another  item. 


Genealogy  boom  in  Calif.:  libraries  urged  to  buy  more 


Of  possible  interest  to  libraries  that  are 
getting  flooded  with  requests  for  genea- 
logical materials  is  a  report  on  the  way 
in  which  California  is  handling  the 
genealogy  boom  that  was  generated  in 
part  by  the  Roots  book  and  television 
series.  The  California  State  Library  re- 
ports that  its  Sutro  branch  library  is 
handling  some  3000  requests  monthly, 
and  its  staff  of  six  has  fallen  behind  in 
processing  TWX  requests:  there  are 
long  reserve  lists  for  some  titles. 

The  State  Library  is  urging  a  great- 


er sharing  of  resources  as  one  means  of 
coping  w  ith  high  demand  for  genealogy 
materials.  CSL  has  suggested  that  li- 
braries go  out  and  buy  more  popular 
genealogy  titles;  a  Sutro  staffer  has 
compiled  a  list  of  the  most  heavily  re- 
served titles — one  which  CSL  suggests 
could  serve  as  a  purchasing  guide.  Li- 
braries are  also  asked  to  tap  sources 
other  than  Sutro  for  interlibrary  loan 
requests;  a  State  Library  directory  lists 
15  other  libraries  with  special  genealo- 
gy collections.

CURRENT  TRENDS  IN  MICROGRAPHICS 


BY  WILLIAM  R.  HAWKEN 

LET'S  FACE  IT:  Our  present  day  ability  to  generate, 
duplicate,  replicate,  and  endlessly  multiply  "graphic 
records  of  human  thought"  far  exceeds  our  ability  to 
assimilate  their  content.  Nowadays  we  speak  of  the 
"information  transfer  function"  which  includes  a  host 
of  modern  communication  methods  and  technologies. 
It  must  be  recognized  that  within  this  function  we  oc- 
casionally deal  with  wisdom  (and  much  of  the  time 
with  folly),  more  often  with  knowledge,  still  more  fre- 
quently with  information  and  most  often  with  data. 
There  will  be  more  on  this  to  come. 

With  the  invention  of  the  printing  press  500 
years  ago,  we  learned  how  to  produce  graphic  records 
of  human  thought  in  quantities  called  "editions." 
Pieces  of  movable  type  arranged  in  a  matrix  could, 
when  coated  with  ink,  be  used  to  transfer  one  or  more 
pages  of  information,  or  whatever  you  choose  to  call 
it,  on  to  successive  sheets  of  paper.  Thus  informa- 
tion could  be  widely  disseminated.  A  major  tech- 
nological breakthrough  in  the  communications  field 
had  been  achieved. 

The  photographic  breakthrough 

Today  the  transfer  of  information  has  become 
overwhelmingly  dominated  by  another  technological 
breakthrough — photography.  Most  of  the  information 


we  receive  is  photographically  produced.  Television, 
motion  pictures,  newspapers,  magazines,  billboards, 
"junk"  mail,  packaging  for  countless  products,  and 
books.  We  can  now  set  type  photographically  (photo- 
composition), print  from  photo-offset  plates,  or  make 
weather  observations  from  the  pictures  transmitted 
from  orbiting  satellites. 

But,  in  addition  to  facilitating,  expediting,  and  re- 
ducing the  costs  of  producing  information  in  printed 
form  (rising  book  costs  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing!), the  photographic  age  has  also  made  possible  the 
reproducing  of  information — reproducing  it  again  and 
again  and  again  at  will.  At  first,  photocopying  from  an 
original  document — e.g.,  a  book  page — was  relatively 
expensive  and  hence  not  widely  used.  Today  it  has  be- 
come so  simple  and  inexpensive  that  photocopy  ma- 
chines are  to  be  found  everywhere.  A  process  that 
once  required  considerable  technical  skill  has  now 
been  reduced  to  coin-in-the-slot  vending  machine  sim- 
plicity. A  thousand  words  can  be  reproduced  with 
unerring  accuracy  as  quickly  and  easily  as  purchasing 
a  candy  bar.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  with  some 
present-day  photocopy  machines  it  is  cheaper  to  make 
a  photocopy  of  an  entire  book  than  it  is  to  buy  an  origi- 
nal copy!  The  excellence  and  the  economy  of  photo- 
copying has  thus  enabled  all  of  us  to  become  pirates  if 
we  choose.

One  of  the  principal  forms  for  reproducing  infor- 
mation was  once  called  "microfilm."  Now,  because  of 
diversification  of  forms  and  production  methods,  a 
broader  class  word — micrographics — is  used.  Graphic 
records  of  human  thought  in  microform.  Micro- 
graphics, as  a  reproduction  medium,  antedated  the 
photocopy  machine  by  decades  and  was  first  put  to 
work  to  serve  different  purposes  from  those  it  serves 
today.  Originally,  microfilm  was  conceived  of  as  a 
means  for  reducing  the  enormous  bulk  of  an  in- 
undation of  paper,  in  large  part  generated  by  the  print- 
ing press.  Consider,  for  example,  newspaper  files,  to 
name  just  one  product  of  the  printing  press.  In  addi- 
tion, however,  there  were  very  large  stores  of  docu- 
ments generated  by  other  means.  Business,  industry 
and.  in  particular,  government  agencies  at  all  levels 
(their  acronym  is  "£/G")  are  constantly  generating 
vast  quantities  of  records.  Hospitals,  schools,  and  nu- 
merous other  types  of  institutions  add  their  share  to 
the  paper  inundation. 

In  addition  to  its  goal  of  reducing  the  sheet  bulk  of 
extant  paper  records  to  a  more  manageable  size,  mi- 
crofilm also  provided  for  the  preservation  of  records 
printed  on  perishable  paper  stocks  and  also  a  means 
for  producing  additional  copies  inexpensively  and  "on 
demand"  in  an  "edition"  of  but  a  single  copy. 
Through  microfilm,  out-of-print  books  could  be  re- 
stored to  a  permanent  in-print  state  and  reproduced  at 
will. 

The  reader  flaw 

However,  despite  the  promise  that  microfilm  of 
fered  in  terms  of  space  reduction,  preservation,  acqui- 
sition, and  dissemination,  there  was  one  serious  flaw 
in  the  system  which  still  persists  to  the  present  day:  a 
means  for  reading  microphotographic  images  easily, 
conveniently,  and  comfortably.  A  Catalogue  Rai- 
sonne  of  all  of  the  devices  that  have  been  designed  and 
produced  to  solve  this  problem  at  the  user  end  of  the 
system  would  make  up  a  very  large  volume  indeed!  All 
are  optical-mechanical  devices  which,  relatively 
speaking,  are  costly.   Some  have  been  like   Model 


"T's"  and  others  have  been  Cadillacs.  On  the  one 
hand  we  have  inexpensive  hand  viewers  and  at  the 
other  extreme,  deluxe  console  models  which  cost  hun- 
dreds to  thousands  of  dollars.  At  best,  it  can  be  said 
that  all  these  devices  share  one  thing  in  common,  re- 
gardless of  size,  cost,  or  engineering  excellence:  the 
eye-legible  image  they  provide  is  an  inadequate  substi- 
tute for  the  printed  page.  User  dissatisfaction  with  mi- 
croform reading  devices  is  too  widespread,  too  well- 
known,  and  too  well  documented  to  require  still  one 
more  disquisition  on  the  subject.  It  is  enough  to  say 
that  reading  a  page  of  text  projected  on  the  screen  of  a 
microform  reader  and  reading  the  same  text  from  a 
printed  piece  of  paper  are,  in  terms  of  user  patterns, 
needs,  and  requirements,  utterly  dissimilar. 

Let's  face  it:  To  read  from  a  printed  page  is 
easy,  familiar,  flexible,  comfortable,  and  convenient. 
To  read  from  the  illuminated  screen  of  a  microform 
reader  is  not  easy.  It  is  not  familiar.  It  is  not  flexible.  It 
is  not  comfortable.  It  is  not  convenient. 

It  was  once  prognosticated  that  with  the  wide- 
spread growth  of  television  we  would  soon  become 
quite  accustomed  to  getting  information  from  an  opti- 
cally produced  image  presented  on  an  illuminated 
screen.  This  has  certainly  not  proven  to  be  the  case. 
Obtaining  information  from  a  succession  of  pictures 
accompanied  by  a  voice  commentary  and  supple- 
mented or  interspersed  with  music  is  a  totally  different 
situation  from  the  quiet,  patient,  thoughtful  reading 
(and  often  the  re-reading)  of  successive  lines  of  printed 
words. 

What  answers  have  we  come  up  with  to  solve  this 
dilemma — the  efficient  transfer  of  information  from  an 
invisible  microform  to  a  visible,  eye-legible  usable 
form?  One  important  answer  to  the  deficiencies  of  mi- 
croform readers  was  the  invention  of  the  microform 
"reader-printer."  Had  microfilm  succeeded  in  its  "op- 
tical projection"  mode,  the  reader-printer  never  would 
have  been  invented. 

Let's  face  it:  People  needs  for  efficient  informa- 
tion transfer  of  textual  material  are  still,  after  many 
centuries,  best  served  by  print  on  paper.  They  are  not 
well  served  by  optically  projected  screen  images. 

Microfilm  began  as  a  means  for  compacting  infor- 
mation. The  accumulation  on  paper  of  "graphic  re- 
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cords  of  human  thought"  in  countless  forms  was  grow- 
ing inexorably.  Fremont  Rider  scared  the  wits  out  of 
research  librarians  by  demonstrating,  on  the  record, 
that  they  would  have  to  double  their  shelf  space  every 
16  years  to  accommodate  new  acquisitions.  His  solu- 
tion: Turn  to  microforms.  His  particular  answer  was 
the  Microcard.  Well  and  good  for  compacting  informa- 
tion but,  in  the  end,  the  deficiencies  of  Microcards  (as 
well  as  other  microforms)  in  terms  of  user  needs 
proved  to  be  a  much  more  formidable  problem.  Our 
technological  capability  for  producing  micro-images, 
even  at  extremely  high  reduction  ratios  is  well  estab- 
lished. Our  ability  to  utilize  effectively  these  remark- 
able tiny  images  lags  far  behind. 

Let  us  consider  briefly  some  use  problems.  Leav- 
ing out  questions  of  optical  excellence  or  mechanical 
efficiency,  an  adequate  microform  reader  is  still  a  cost- 
ly piece  of  equipment.  Secondly,  microform  readers 
take  up  a  good  deal  of  space.  In  addition  to  their  own 
bulk,  they  require  a  table  or  a  desk.  More  space.  They 
may  even  require  a  special  room  called  a  "Microtext 
Reading  Room"  in  which  ambient  light  can  be  con- 
trolled to  provide  screen  images  of  adequate  contrast 
for  reading. 

The  microform  glut 

Last  but  not  least,  it  must  always  be  remembered 
that  one  microform  reader  can  only  serve  one  library 
patron  at  a  time.  To  provide  simultaneous  service  to  20 
information  seekers,  a  library  must  have  a  collection 
of  20  costly  microform  readers.  The  economics  alone 
of  this  method  of  information  transfer  pose  serious 
problems  for  libraries  whose  equipment  budgets  are 
limited.  The  equipment  costs  and  space  requirements 
for  the  reading  of  microforms  would  be  difficult 
enough  even  if  we  had  only  a  single  microform  made  to 
a  specific  standard  but,  unhappily,  this  is  not  the  case. 
The  paper  glut  has  been  superseded  by  a  microform 
glut.  We  have  microtransparencies  and  micro- 
opaques.  We  have  roll  forms  and  sheet  forms.  We 
have  micro-images  made  at  low  reduction  ratios,  medi- 
um reduction  ratios,  and  on  and  on  to  very  high  reduc- 
tion ratios.  If,  today,  a  library  has  acquired  important 
desiderata  in  the  form  of  16mm  roll  film  in  cartridges, 


35mm  film  on  reels,  3  by  5  inch  microcards,  6  by  9  inch 
microprint,  conventional  microfiche,  computer  output 
microfiche  and  ultrafiche,  at  least  seven  separate  read- 
ing devices  purchased  at  a  high  aggregate  cost  and 
each  incompatible  with  any  other  would  be  required. 

Let's  face  it:  Microforms,  which  were  originally 
conceived  of  as  a  solution  to  pressing  library  prob- 
lems, have  generated  a  host  of  new  problems.  Every 
company  who  has  entered  the  field  of  micrographics 
has  been  attempting  to  invent  the  better  mouse  trap 
and  become  king  of  the  hill.  The  result  has  been  a  veri- 
table Pandora's  box  of  troubles  and  problems. 

Let's  face  it:  In  terms  of  both  library  needs  and 
user  needs,  and  after  over  40  years  of  experimenta- 
tion, innovation,  research  and  development,  and  ad- 
vanced technology,  we  still  don't  know  how  to  make 
microforms  work  efficiently  in  the  information  transfer 
process.  The  book,  the  printed  page — in  short,  text  on 
paper,  although  bulky,  relatively  speaking,  is  still  our 
most  efficient  form  of  information  transfer.  In  terms  of 
human  needs  in  their  search  for  information — conve- 
nience, ready  availability,  ease  of  use  and  many  other 
factors,  including  an  often  overlooked  factor — com- 
fort— microforms  have  hung  up  a  distinguished  record 
of  failures.  Despite  technological  progress,  as  far  as 
the  eye  can  see  microforms  cannot  ever  be  adequate 
surrogates  for  books.  The  so-called  "lap"  reader  and 
the  "cuddly"  reader  are  whimsical  notions,  will  o'  the 
wisps  which  are  not  worth  pursuing  because  they  can't 
be  caught. 

Let's  face  it:  We  have  solved  the  problems  at- 
tendant upon  producing  microforms,  and  in  a  great  va- 
riety of  ways.  We  have  not  solved  the  problems  of  us- 
ing them.  The  beginning  of  any  information  transfer 
system  should  begin  at  the  end — the  user  end. 

The  reader-printer 

Inevitably,  because  of  the  inadequacies  of  a  pro- 
jected screen  image  as  an  information  transfer  medi- 
um, another  answer  had  to  be  sought.  The  answer  was 
the  "reader-printer."  There  might,  at  first  glance, 
seem  to  be  a  kind  of  regressiveness  about  this.  First 
we  develop  a  sophisticated  technology  for  reducing 
sheets  of  printed  paper  to  an  extremely  compact  size. 
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Then  we  develop  another  sophisticated  technology  to 
re-create  them  once  again  in  the  form  of  eye-legible 
print  on  a  sheet  of  paper.  And  both  technologies  be- 
come increasingly  sophisticated  as  time  goes  on.  Con- 
sider, for  example,  the  evidence  presented  by  the 
Xerox  Copyflo  printer.  We  have,  to  begin  with,  a  large 
collection  of  information  in  the  form  of  printed  pages. 
Microfilm  technology  has  enabled  us  to  reduce  such  a 
collection  to  a  tiny  fraction  of  its  original  size.  We  then 
employ  a  Xerox  Copyflo  printer  to  recreate  this  collec- 
tion at  original  size.  What  have  we  accomplished? 

What  we  have  accomplished  is  to  use  microfilm 
not  as  an  end  in  itself  for  the  storage,  preservation,  and 
on-demand  dissemination  of  vast  collections  of  materi- 
als in  extremely  compact  form,  but  to  use  it  as  an  in- 
expensive intermediate  for  the  transference  of  infor- 
mation from  print-on-paper  to  another  form  of  print- 
on-paper.  If,  in  terms  of  user  needs,  a  projected  image 
on  an  illuminated  screen  had  proven  to  be  satisfactory, 
the  Xerox  Copyflo  machine  and  the  many  reader-print- 
ers we  now  have  would  never  have  been  invented.  The 
evidence  is  unmistakable:  User's  needs  for  print-on- 
paper,  despite  its  relative  bulk,  still  remains  the  most 
useful  vehicle  for  the  efficient  transfer  of  information. 

Uses  of  microforms 

Despite  the  human  preference  for  the  conve- 
nience of  print-on-paper,  however,  microforms  have 
proven  to  be  very  valuable  indeed  in  the  preservation, 
storage,  and  dissemination  of  graphic  records  of  hu- 
man thought.  Libraries  can  obtain  large  and  important 
collections  of  research  materials  which,  were  it  not  for 
microfilm,  would  be  completely  unobtainable.  Re- 
search workers,  scholars,  students  in  the  U.S.  can  ob- 
tain inexpensive  copies  of  books,  articles  and  manu- 
scripts from  the  great  libraries  of  Europe  or  the  Orient. 
As  was  once  rightly  said,  "A  microform  in  the  hand  is 
worth  a  whole  flock  of  originals  in  the  bibliographic 
bush."  But,  as  the  history  of  the  development  of  de- 
vices to  use  microforms  has  amply  shown,  users  who 
have  access  to,  or  acquire  material  in  micrographic 
form  turn  to  reader-printers  rather  than  to  readers. 

When  reader-printers  first  appeared,  their  use  was 


at  first  limited  by  the  relatively  high  per-page  cost  and 
often  its  poor  quality.  Often  users  would  put  up  with  a 
poor  quality  print  because  the  alternative  would  be  la- 
borious manual  transcription.  Consider,  for  example, 
the  time  that  would  be  required  to  transcribe  a  page  of 
music  compared  with  the  push-button  simplicity  of  ob- 
taining a  hard  copy — a  print-on-paper. 

All  the  major  manufacturers  of  micrographic 
equipment  have  recognized  the  utility  and,  in  particu- 
lar, the  demand  for,  print-on-paper.  Huge  sums  have 
been  spent  in  research  and  development  efforts  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  the  image  printed  from  a  micro- 
form and  to  lower  the  per-print  costs.  These  monies 
would  never  have  been  spent  on  improving  the  effi- 
ciency of  their  reader-printers  and  competing  for  a 
share  in  the  market  place  if  it  were  not  obvious  that  the 
demand  for  print-on-paper  was  very  high. 

Data  applications 

In  the  opening  paragraph  mention  was  made  of 
data.  While  microforms,  in  terms  of  their  use  in  librar- 
ies, archives,  and  research  activities  function  in  the  in- 
formation transfer  area,  the  transference  of  knowl- 
edge, and  possibly  some  growth  in  wisdom,  micro- 
forms have  become  increasingly  used  as  intermediates 
for  the  transference  of  data. 

In  data  applications,  sustained  reading  of  the  pro- 
jected image  on  an  illuminated  screen  is  not  required. 
There  are  many  microform  applications  extant  today 
which  have  been  developed  for  the  recording,  com- 
paction, rapid  retrieval  and,  in  conjunction  with  a 
computer,  the  rapid  and  frequent  updating  of  what  has 
come  to  be  called  "data  banks."  Some  of  these  data 
banks  are  very  large  and  constantly  changing.  The  im- 
portant distinction  between  "information"  applica- 
tions and  "data"  applications  is  seen  in  the  different 
requirements  imposed  on  the  user.  The  seeker  after 
information  may  be  required  to  read  many  pages,  line 
by  line,  over  an  extended  period  of  time.  To  obtain  the 
information  he  seeks,  he  is  obliged,  along  with  other 
inconveniences,  to  work  at  a  place  not  of  his  choosing 
and  only  at  times  when  a  microform  reader  is  available 
to   him.   This   equation   alone — requirements   versus 
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constraints — accounts  in  large  part  for  the  present-day 
demand  for  reader-printers  rather  than  readers.  Micro- 
forms in  libraries  can  be  read  for  free.  Hard  copy  costs 
money.  But,  at  today's  relatively  low  per-print  costs 
for  hard  copy,  the  convenience  and  ease  of  use  hard 
copy  offers  offsets  the  cost.  Sustained  reading  is  still 
done  best  from  print-on-paper. 

However,  in  innumerable  data  applications,  sus- 
tained reading  of  even  one  entire  page  of  text  is  not  a 
requirement.  The  seeker  of  data  is,  each  time  he  uses  a 
data  bank  in  micrographic  form,  looking  for  a  single 
datum.  It  may  be  the  part  number  of  a  certain  model  of 
automobile,  the  status  of  a  credit  card,  the  amount  of  a 
bank  balance,  a  property  location,  or  any  of  a  number 
of  data  items.  In  library  work,  computer-produced  mi- 
crorecords  of  card  catalogs  are  a  typical  data  applica- 
tion. Perhaps  25  entries  might  appear  on  the  "page" 
presented  on  the  screen  of  a  microform  reader.  The 
data  seeker  is  usually  interested  in  only  one  of  the  25. 
He  has  no  interest  in  the  other  24.  Thus  the  amount  of 
time  he  has  to  spend  confined  by  the  constraints  of  the 
reading  device  is  relatively  brief;  he  can  quickly  tran- 
scribe manually  the  data  he  seeks,  and  has  no  need  for 
hard  copy  of  the  entire  page  whatsoever. 

Today  the  use  of  micrographics  for  the  recording 
and  the  retrieval  of  data  from  data  banks  is  growing 
very  rapidly.  This  is,  to  a  considerable  extent,  due  to 
the  merging  of  micrographic  and  computer  tech- 
nology. There  are  many  devices  on  the  market  today 
which  project  a  micro-image  to  eye-legible  size  on  to 
the  surface  of  an  illuminated  screen  and  which,  a  few 
years  ago,  would  have  been  microform  "readers." 
Today  they  are  quite  aptly  called  "data  display  de- 
vices" because  this  is  their  function. 

"Coming  events  cast  their  shadows  before."  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  while  micrographics  in  libraries 
came  into  being  over  40  years  ago  to  serve  the  need  for 
compact,  inexpensive  storage  and  dissemination  of  in- 
formation, its  first  important  use  was  for  recording 
data.  This  was  the  system  introduced  in  1928  for  the 
recording  of  bank  checks.  No  sustained  reading  was 
required.  It  was  the  first  "look-up"  system,  and  the 
first  "readers"  used  were  the  progenitors  of  today's 
"data  display  devices." 


Microform  functions 

From  the  vantage  point  of  over  40  years  of  experi- 
ence, we  can  distinguish  a  number  of  functions  of  mi- 
croforms which  have  become  widely  used  because 
each  serves  a  particular  need: 

1 .  As  a  means  for  storing  vast  quantities  of  graph- 
ic records  of  human  thought  in  a  very  compact  and 
inexpensive  form. 

2.  As  a  means  of  preserving  information  printed 
on  poor  quality,  perishable  paper. 

3.  As  a  means  of  duplicating  and  disseminating 
information  quickly  and  inexpensively. 

4.  As  a  means  for  security  protection  against  the. 
loss  of  valuable  information. 

5.  As  a  means  for  restoring  "out-of-print"  books 
to  a  perpetual  "in-print"  state. 

6.  As  a  means  for  acquiring  large  stores  of  infor- 
mation which  otherwise  would  be  unobtainable. 

7.  As  a  valuable  intermediate  whereby  images  of 
miniscule  size  could  be  used  for  the  production  of  full- 
size  hard  copy  when  needed. 

8.  As  a  means  for  storing  and  retrieving  small  bits 
of  data  from  very  large  data  banks  rapidly  and  effi- 
ciently. 

9.  As  a  means  for  updating  the  changing  content 
of  large  data  banks  by  computer-assisted  technology. 

It  was  the  English  poet,  Thomas  Stearns  Eliot, 
who  wrote: 
Where  is  the  wisdom  we  have  lost  in  knowledge? 
Where  is  the  knowledge  we  have  lost  in  information? 
One  is  tempted  to  add:  "Where  is  the  information  we 
have  lost  in  data."  What  would  the  state  of  affairs  be 
today   if  microphotographic  document   reproduction 
had  not  been  invented?  Is  there  not  some  form  of  a 
"Parkinson's  Law"  operating  which  would  state  that 
bulk  tends  to  expand  in  relation  to  our  ability  to  con- 
tract? The  chain  gangs  of  southern  prisoners  who 
broke  up  rocks  to  build  roads  had  a  saying:  "We  make 
little  ones  out  of  big  ones  and  then  we  make  big  ones 
out  of  little  ones."  Perhaps  this  is  the  measure  of  our 
progress.  If  so.  Let's  face  it. 
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The  hardest  part  was  the  questioning  of  the  norms 
of  library  operation.  Once  we  learned  to  do  this,  the 
rest  was  relatively  easy."  The  story  of  one  library's 
decision  and  action  to  convert  from  .  .  . 


CARD  CATALOG 
TO  COM* 

By  John  North 


SINCE  ITS  CREATION  in  1947,  Ryer- 
son  Polytechnical  Institute  has  grown 
from  a  small  trades  school  for  returning 
servicemen  to  a  multidiscipline  univer- 
sity situated  in  the  downtown  core  of 
one  of  the  largest  metropolitan  areas  in 
North  America.  At  the  start  of  the 
1974/75  academic  year,  in  attempting  to 
provide  services  for  9000  full-time  day 
students  and  up  to  15,000  extension 
students,  the  library  of  Ryerson  was  at 
a  crossroads.  Having  been  relocated 
from  cramped,  inadequate  quarters  to  a 
new  ten-story  building  the  library  then 
had  adequate  short-term  book  budgets, 
new  degree  programs  to  support, 
spacious  well-furnished  facilities,  a 
new  director,  and  no  possibility  of  in- 
creased staffing.  In  the  old  quarters,  the 
staff  had  been  adequate  to  service  8,291 
square  feet  of  floor  space;  however  in 
the  new  building  of  84,414  square  feet, 
they  seemed  to  virtually  disappear. 

Stress  brings  questions 

A  shift  in  library  policy  which 
broke  up  the  collection  of  periodicals, 
government  documents,  and  reference 
books  to  form  subject-based  depart- 
ments greatly  increased  the  number  of 
service  points  and  dispersed  the  staff 
even  further  around  the  building.  At 
this  time  the  prospect  of  the  lean  years 
of  funding  for  post-secondary  educa- 
tion in  Ontario  had  loomed  out  the 
"probable  future"  into  the  "palpable 
present."  The  writing  had  come  off  the 
wall  and  was  appearing  in  the  budget. 

With  no  prospect  of  increased 
funds  for  new  staff  positions,  and  user 


demands  for  better  services  in  the  new 
facilities,  we  were  forced  to  examine 
our  operation  for  unnecessary  prac- 
tices, to  see  whether  we  could  modify 
or  discontinue  unnecessary  operations 
and  to  use  the  staff  in  more  meaningful 
ways.  This  questioning  process,  to- 
gether with  the  inevitable  residual 
problems  of  the  recent  move  and  the 
onslaught  of  a  new  influx  of  students 
caused  extreme  pressure  in  all  areas  of 
the  library.  It  has  been  said  that  only  in 
moments  of  severe  stress  do  en- 
trenched beliefs  and  faiths  get  ques- 
tioned and  abandoned.  It  was  stress  of 
this  magnitude  which  caused  us  to 
question  the  usefulness  of  our  largest 
and  most  time-consuming  sacred 
cow — the  card  catalog.  One  catalog 
source  in  a  ten-story  building  provided 
too  many  ups  and  downs  for  readers 
and  staff  alike. 

A  new  sequence 

Because  of  past  experiences  with 
the  vagaries  of  computer  listings,  we 
tried  to  predict  the  pitfalls  to  be  faced 
in  an  alphabetical  listing  of  LC  subject 
headings.  The  eighth  edition  of  the  sub- 
ject headings  promised  some  changes 
to  the  "traditional"  sequencing,  al- 
though the  placement  of  "parentheti- 
cally qualified"  entries  still  left  them  in 
places  unlikely  to  be  found  by  anyone 
except  a  librarian.  We  therefore  decid- 
ed to  discard  tradition  and  file  all  sub- 
ject entries  word  by  word  and  ignore  all 
punctuation.  It  was  reasoned  that  this 
would  be  simpler  for  all  users  (includ- 
ing the  librarians),  since  it  was  basi- 
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cally  the  same  as  one  of  the  most  com- 
monly understood,  detailed  reference 
books,  the  telephone  directory.  This 
system  of  arrangement  with  inter- 
filed subdivisions,  names,  hyphenated 
phrases,  and  the  ubiquitous  "paren- 
thetically qualified"  was  seriously 
questioned  by  the  librarians.  However, 
after  serious  discussions  in  which  all 
peeves  and  prejudices  were  exposed,  it 
was  decided  to  press  on  with  this  for- 
mat since,  as  one  staff  member  put  it, 
"it  is  a  logical  progression  and  may  be 
worked  out,  and  in  any  case  it's  no  less 
comprehensible  to  the  average  reader 
than  the  old  system  (or  possibly  sys- 
tems)." 

Editing  the  entries 

Having  decided  how  to  arrange  the 
entries,  the  problem  of  what  to  include 
in  them  was  undertaken.  Because  we 
were  used  to  seeing  masses  of  closely- 
typed  data  on  5"  x  3"  cards,  and  be- 
cause full  cataloging  data  was  avail- 
able for  retrieval,  we  instinctively 
concluded  that  all  the  traditional  data 
was  absolutely  essential.  After  dis- 
cussion of  how  much  of  this  infor- 
mation was  ever  read  (let  alone  under- 
stood) by  most  catalog  users,  we 
decided  to  list  only  those  items  from 
the  catalog  entry  which  were  essential 
to  the  user.  We  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  most  common  information  re- 
quired from  a  subject  catalog  was 
"What  does  the  library  have  in  this 
subject?"  and  "How  recent  is  it?" 
Having  been  unable  to  part  with  the 
main  entry  and  title,  we  decided  that 
the  subject  catalog  could  be  kept  to  the 
following  elements:  subject  heading, 
main  entry,  title,  date,  call  number.  At 
this  point  it  was  discovered  that  many 
of  the  records  entered  into  the  data 
base  were  in  unedited  form.  To  correct 
the  data  as  errors  were  discovered,  we 
included  the  accession  number  for  each 
item  since  it  facilitated  faster  and  easier 
corrections  to  the  data  base. 

Accession  numbers  for  all  items 
were  assigned  by  the  CB  during  pro- 
cessing, and  were  therefore  the  same  for 
all  participant  colleges.  Since  the  CB 
could  obtain  access  to  the  cataloging 
record  by  accession  number,  correc- 
tions to  our  data  updated  records  for  all 
other  colleges.  Some  time  was  spent  on 
designing  the  format  in  which  the  fiche 
would  appear,  and  we  finally  decided 
that  maximum  clarity  could  be 
achieved  by  using  42X,  two  columns 
per  frame,  subject  headings  in  capitals, 
main  entry  alphabetization  under  each 
subject  heading,  with  headings  repeat- 
ed only  if  a  new  column  on  frame  was 
used,  and  an  index  frame  which  listed 
only  the  first  entry  for  each  frame  of 
each  fiche.  Having  accomplished  this 
much,  we  made  the  official  request  to 
extract  the  data  in  May  1975,  and  wait- 
ed and  waited! 


Card  catalog  problems 

There  were  many  problems  with 
the  card  catalog:  it  was  isolated  from 
most  of  the  staff  and  the  collections;  its 
apparent  complexity  baffled  or  fright- 
ened many  students  and  faculty  (and. 
one  suspects,  some  library  staff);  there 
was  always  a  huge  filing  backlog  which 
could  never  be  eroded  despite  desper- 
ation raids  on  staff  from  other  areas. 
Misfilings  and  duplicate  sequences 
were  rampant,  cross-references  had 
been  virtually  abandoned,  and  enor- 
mous amounts  of  scarce  staff  time 
were  being  expended  on  the  perpetu- 
ation of  inadequacy.  Its  one  benefit  was 
that  most  of  the  library  staff  felt  com- 
fortable with  it. 

Fortunately  our  automated  circu- 
lation system  (which  contained  some 
wrong  data  due  to  compilation  from  or- 
der files,  rather  than  catalog  records) 
enabled  us  to  produce  fragmentary  au- 
thor and  title  listings  for  the  entire  li- 
brary. The  placement  of  these  lists  on 
all  floors  of  the  building  ameliorated  the 


and  to  set  up  an  automated  circulation 
system,  entered  its  complete  prior 
holdings  into  the  CB  data  base  and 
maintained  the  currency  of  such  re- 
cords. 

Since  machine-readable  records 
for  all  library  stock  were  available,  it 
seemed  theoretically  possible  that  we 
could  recall  all  records  flagged  with  the 
Ryerson  location  code,  arrange  them  in 
any  order  (subject,  author,  title,  etc.), 
and  produce  listings  which  would  serve 
as  catalogs.  Having  made  this  appar- 
ently simple,  logical  deduction,  we  de- 
cided to  test  it.  Since  some  listings  of 
author  and  title  were  available  as  by- 
products of  the  circulation  system,  we 
decided  in  November  1974  to  experi- 
ment with  the  production  of  a  subject 
catalog.  At  this  time  paper  costs  were 
escalating  to  even  more  unreasonable 
levels,  and  the  decision  was  made  to 
use  microform.  After  considering  pur- 
chase and  maintenance  costs,  ease  of 
operation,  and  other  factors,  it  was  de- 
cided that  microfiche  would  be  prefer- 
able to  roll-film.

book  location  problem  to  some  extent, 
provided  that  students  knew  which 
books  they  were  seeking.  An  expensive 
and  erratic  K.WIC  title  index  was  avail- 
able, but  this  seemed  to  aggravate  rath- 
er than  solve  the  perplexities  of  a  sub- 
ject search  outside  the  card  catalog. 

The  data  source 

Before  it  was  elevated  (?)  to  uni- 
versity status,  Ryerson  had  been  a 
founding  participant  in  a  cooperative 
acquisition/cataloging  venture  called 
College  Bibliocentre  (CB).  which  was 
established  in  1967  to  serve  the  biblio- 
graphic needs  of  the  new  Ontario  com- 
munity college  system.  Since  its  in- 
ception the  CB  had  recorded  full  cata- 
loging and  holdings  data  for  all  material 
it  acquired  for  member  institutions,  and 
in  1975  the  data  was  stored  at  the  Li- 
brary Automation  Systems  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  (UTLAS).  Although 
Ryerson  predated  the  CB.  it  had,  in  the 
interests  of  a  potential  union  catalog 


"Pioneering"  problems 

Due  to  the  largely  experimental 
nature  of  the  project,  various  technical 
things  went  wrong  with  extract  pro- 
grams, sequencing  errors,  data  dumps, 
and  fiche  production.  The  heavy  tech- 
nical (and  largely  incomprehensible) 
explanations  of  these  did  cause  some 
questioning  of  the  benefits  and  desir- 
ability of  pioneering  anything.  We 
learned  that  "firm  deadline"  was  often 
a  meaningless  phrase  to  UTLAS,  and 
that  not  only  did  they  speak  with 
forked  tongues,  they  seemed  to  have 
one  fork  firmly  in  each  cheek  as  they 
spoke.  Finally,  in  September  1975,  the 
first  fiche  sets  arrived  and.  with  some 
trepidation,  were  examined  in  the  blue 
glows  of  the  untouched  fiche  readers. 
At  this  point  we  finally  understood  the 
perils  and  problems  of  "unedited 
data."  When  the  data  base  was 
created,  CB  keypunchers  had  tran- 
scribed exactly  what  was  on  the  cards 
(plus  and   minus  errors  of  transcrip- 
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tion).  Thus  we  found  that  we  now  had 
separate  sequences  under  United 
States  history,  labelled: 

U.S.— Hist. 

U.S.— History 

United  States — Hist. 

United  States — History 
Leaving  aside  the  sporting  possibilities 
posed  by  such  entries  as: 

French  balls  and  songs 

Education,  Compulsive 

Canada — History 
we  decided  that  a  lot  of  work  would 
have  to  be  done  before  the  subject  cata- 
log could  be  inflicted  on  the  Ryerson 
population  as  a  substitute  for  the  card 
catalog.  By  fall  1975  the  collections  of 
the  library  totalled  about  160.000  items, 
and  the  total  subject  entries  (equivalent 
to  275  drawers  of  cards)  were  con- 
tained on  36  fiche,  each  with  208 
frames,  and  an  average  of  25  entries  per 
frame.  As  we  were  about  to  start  a  new 
academic  year,  nothing  could  be  done 
to  edit  the  fiche  or  replace  the  card 
catalog  until  the  following  summer.  We 
decided  to  test  the  reaction  of  readers 
by  placing  uncorrected  fiche  sets  and 
viewers  in  all  areas  of  the  library  on  the 
principle  that  however  bad  the  fiche 
were,  they  were  still  better  than  noth- 
ing. Since,  due  to  prohibitive  costs  and 
the  way  the  base  had  been  originally 
compiled,  it  had  not  been  possible 
to  incorporate  cross-references  into 
the  fiche,  each  viewing  station  was 
equipped  with  a  new  (eighth)  edition  of 
the  LC  Subject  Headings,  and  a  copy 
of  the  Index  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
Classification  (Canadian  Library  Assn., 
1974)  in  the  hope  that  these  would 
suffice  to  supply  cross-references. 
Surprisingly,  this  worked  quite  well, 
and  the  Index  not  only  enabled  readers 
to  more  easily  understand  the  classi- 
fication system,  but  also  allowed  more 
general  queries  to  bypass  the  catalogs 
completely. 

Editing  the  fiche 

By  the  spring  of  1976,  there  was 
consensus  that  despite  its  gross  errors. 
the  fiche  catalog  was  worthwhile.  To 
facilitate  internal  location  of  material, 
and  to  enable  us  to  relocate  items  from 
one  collection  to  another,  we  decided 
to  include  location  data  to  each  fiche 
entry.  In  the  interests  of  accuracy  and 
consistency,  it  was  decided  that  if  the 
fiche  were  to  be  edited  this  would  have 
to  be  done  by  the  librarians  who  were 
ostensibly  in  the  best  position  to  recog- 
nize and  correct  errors.  In  an  unparal- 
led  effort  of  self-sacrifice,  and  with  only 
minor  coercion,  each  of  the  nine  librari- 
ans agreed  to  personally  edit  and  cor- 
rect four  fiche.  A  brief  error  reporting 
form  had  been  designed  so  that  the  CB 
would  correct  the  data  base  records, 
and  the  ordeal  began  in  May  1976. 

It  was  agreed  that  each  librarian 
would  finish  their  allotted  fiche  by  June 


30,  1976,  so  that  corrections  could  be 
made,  a  new  fiche  produced  for  the 
1976/77  academic  year,  and  the  subject 
card  catalog  removed  entirely.  Each 
librarian  met  the  deadline,  the  CB  staff 
coped  with  the  flood  of  corrections, 
and  despite  the  usual  delay  from  the 
computer  service,  we  started  off  the  ac- 
ademic year  with  no  subject  card  cata- 
log. Apart  from  the  general  unease  of 
the  library  staff  and  the  gap  left  in  the 
Information  Centre  furniture,  the  tran- 
sition was  relatively  smooth.  Two  writ- 
ten complaints  concerning  the  need  for 
full  bibliographic  data  appeared  in  the 
suggestion  box,  and  some  verbal  com- 
ments were  made  by  readers.  The  stu- 
dent response  was  generally  enthusias- 
tic, they  were  able  to  see  a  display  of 
books  at  one  time,  and  seemed  to  find 
the  abridged  data  much  easier  to  under- 
stand. One  of  our  concerns  had  been 
how  we  would  cope  with  constantly 
showing  readers  how  to  use  the  new 
catalog,  but  we  were  pleasantly  sur- 
prised to  find  that  a  fair  percentage  al- 
ready knew,  and  that  those  who  did  de- 
lighted in  showing  off  their  expertise  to 
others.  We  do,  however,  have  a  few 
chronic  cases  who  will  never  be  able  to 
understand  the  machines,  and  who 
have  to  be  shown  each  time. 

When  the  editing  process  was  fin- 
ished in  1976,  we  began  to  consider  the 
feasibility  of  replacing  the  author/title 
card  catalog  with  microfiche.  Over  a 
period  of  several  months  we  consid- 
ered the  problems  of  format  and  con- 
tent of  separate  main  entry  and  title 
fiche,  and  decided  that  we  would  test 
them  in  the  1976/77  academic  year  with 
a  view  to  removing  the  last  card  catalog 
before  the  1977/78  academic  year,  if  the 
system  worked. 

In  considering  author/title  listings 
on  fiche,  we  decided  to  try  dividing  the 
catalog  into  two  sequences  to  test  the 
assumption  that  students  considered 
names  and  titles  as  two  separate  things. 
We  decided  to  construct  two  se- 
quences, one  of  authors  and  one  of  ti- 
tles. The  "author"  sequence  was  de- 
signed to  include  all  personal  or  corpo- 
rate name  entries  whether  they 
appeared  as  main,  added,  or  series  en- 
tries. The  title  sequence  included  all 
title  entries  whether  main,  added,  se- 
ries, or  uniform,  and  all  main,  added 
and  series  entries  for  conferences  and 
meetings.  The  removal  of  main  entries 
for  conferences  and  meetings  into  the 
title  sequence  was  designed  to  assist 
students  and  met  with  general  approv- 
al. The  destruction  of  the  main  entry 
concept  has,  however,  been  questioned 
by  some  librarians. 

The  liberties  which  appear  to  have 
been  taken  with  traditional  catalog 
practices  have,  in  our  library  at  least, 
been  well-received.  One  of  the  advan- 
tages of  the  computer-based  catalog  is 
that  the  various  elements  may  be  as- 
sembled in  a  variety  of  sequences  to 


meet  particular  needs.  We  have  decid- 
ed that,  at  least  for  the  present,  all  our 
computer  output  microform  (COM) 
will  continue  to  carry  abridged  infor- 
mation i.e.  main  entry,  title,  date,  loca- 
tion, and  call  number  only.  A  small  per- 
centage of  catalog  searches  need  more 
information  than  this  and  will  continue 
to  be  sought  from  other  sources.  To  as- 
sist this,  the  shelf-list,  so  far  still  re- 
tained in  card  form,  will  be  relocated 
close  to  the  main  reference  desk. 

The  results 

Our  experiment  on  the  staged 
withdrawal  of  the  card  catalog  has  now 
been  completed,  and  by  the  time  you 
read  this  all  public  card  catalogs  will 
have  been  removed  from  the  library. 
We  now  face  the  question  of  whether 
or  not  to  replace  the  shelf-list  with  a 
COM  using  complete  bibliographic 
data. 

What  have  we  gained  from  this 
transfer?  A  lot  of  staff  time  is  now 
spent  on  public  services  rather  than 
card  filing;  a  catalog  which  is  in  a  cor- 
rect and  comprehensible  sequence; 
public  catalogs  which  are  50  percent 
less  out-of-date  than  before;  multiple 
access  points  to  our  collections;  a  20 
percent  increase  of  library  attendance 
and  circulation;  and  the  satisfaction  of 
having  accomplished  something  which 
many  others  are  still  only  con- 
templating. 

Many  of  the  anticipated  dis- 
advantages did  Yiot  materialize.  The 
education  of  catalog  users  was  general- 
ly much  easier  than  was  expected.  The 
"resistance  to  change "  syndrome 
hardly  appeared  at  all.  The  expense  of 
microfiche  readers  was  less  than  fore- 
cast, and  should  be  offset  by  the  sale  of 
our  card  catalog  units.  Abridged  entries 
have  not  caused  users  as  many  prob- 
lems as  we  thought,  although  time 
spent  in  showing  readers  how  to  use 
bibliographic  tools  may  have  in- 
creased. 

The  one  disadvantage  which  still 
causes  concern  is  that  we  no  longer 
have  internal  control  of  our  catalog. 
We  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  computer 
people,  who  can  change  schedules  or 
increase  prices  and  upset  our  budgets. 
Transferring  our  data  to  our  own  com- 
puter may  be  the  answer  to  this  poten- 
tial problem.  It  is  recognized  that  we 
were  in  a  fortunate  position  to  change 
from  a  card  catalog  to  a  COM  because 
our  data  was  pre-assembled  and  avail- 
able due  to  our  membership  in  a  coop- 
erative acquisition  scheme.  However  if 
our  "abridged"  COM  catalog  contin- 
ues to  meet  the  needs  and  expectations 
of  Ryerson  students,  it  should  be  with- 
in the  reach  of,  and  possible  for,  many 
other  types  of  libraries.  The  hardest 
part  was  the  questioning  of  the  norms 
of  library  operation.

In  August  we  asked  our  readers  to  help  us  decide 
which  areas  of  jL/'s  coverage  of  libraries  and  librarians 
they  would  like  to  see  expanded.

That  lat- 
ter label  for  practical  articles  is  attributed  to  former 
Rutgers  library  school  dean  Ralph  Shaw,  who  appar- 
ently took  a  very  dim  view  of  such  material.  U  has 
"held  out"  for  years,  tending  to  share  Shaw's  view, 
but  in  recent  years  an  increasing  number  of  reports  of 
innovative  programs,  neat  solutions  to  old  problems, 
and  exciting  experiences  in  libraries  have  been  sent  to 
us  by  librarians  who  want  to  share  their  experiences. 

The  library  magazines  do  not  provide  much  of  this 
kind  of  material,  and  yet  it  should  be  one  of  their  pri- 
mary functions.  We're  a  sharing  profession,  and  we 
need  a  place  where  we  can  share  good  ideas,  angry 
opinions,  innovations,  and  new  programs,  policies, 
and  practices.  To  provide  that  place  for  sharing,  and  to 
give  our  readers  what  they've  asked  for,  we  have  de- 
cided to  begin  this  new  series  called  "The  Practicing 
Librarian."  The  series  will  appear  as  often  as  we  are 
able  to  collect  enough  material  to  fill  a  few  pages  of 
print.  Contributions  to  "The  Practicing  Librarian"  are 


most  welcome,  and  we  will  pay  an  honorarium  for 
every  one  we  publish.  Contributions  should  be  short, 
ranging  from  a  "filler-size"  paragraph  to  four  or  five 
double-spaced,  typewritten  pages.  If  you  have  pic- 
tures to  illustrate  the  idea,  all  the  better. 

You  can  use  "The  Practicing  Librarian"  to  share 
that  new  program,  a  solution  to  an  old  problem,  or  to 
tell  how  any  old  or  new  idea  worked,  or  didn't  work,  in 
your  library,  and  why.  You  can  simply  suggest  ways  to 
improve  practice  in  any  part  of  our  work,  book  selec- 
tion, personnel  practice  or  policy,  reference  and  infor- 
mation services,  programming,  public  relations,  cata- 
loging and  technical  processes,  or  whatever.  It  doesn't 
matter  what  type  of  library  you  serve,  as  long  as  your 
idea  can  be  applied  in  other  libraries  and  you  want  to 
share  it.

CB  Radio  in  the  Library 


"BREAK  CHANNEL  one-four,  you 
got  your  ears  on.  Tinker  Belle?  I'm 
outa  green  stamps  so  I'm  comin'  in  to 
Home  20  to  cut  some  Z's.  Threes  and 
eights  to  you,  I'm  pulling  the  big  switch 
now."  This  kind  of  conversation  is 
being  plastered  over  the  airwaves,  all 
over  the  country,  and  people  love  it.  It 
is  not  only  fun,  but  also  functional. 

Suppose  you  are  traveling  on  holi- 
day and  intend  to  stop  over  in  one  of  a 
string  of  towns.  As  you  near  each  one 
you  would  like  to  know  what  special 
activities  they  have  scheduled  so  you 
can  plan  your  day.  You  might  want  to 
know  if  the  town  has  a  Holiday  Inn  or  a 
Travel  Lodge  (location  and  phone  num- 
ber) or  where  a  good  Mexican  restau- 
rant is  located.  Or  suppose  you  are  in  a 
hurry  to  get  home  on  a  Friday  night. 


and  while  stuck  in  a  traffic  jam.  you  re- 
member that  promise  you  made  to  your 
family  to  build  the  greenhouse  over  the 
weekend.  But  you  hate  to  spend  the 
time  finding  the  books  at  the  library  and 
wish  you  had  called  ahead.  In  both  cases. 
if  you  are  one  of  the  millions  who  now 
have  CB  radios  in  their  cars,  the  library 
with  a  CB  base  station  could  help  you 
quickly  and  with  a  minimum  of  effort.  Is 
there  a  role  for  the  public  library  in  the 
latest  CB  craze?  Couldn't  we  make  this 
newest  method  of  communication  work 
to  our  advantage? 

The  rate  at  which  people  are  pur- 
chasing CB  units  and  applying  for  li- 
censes is  astounding.  With  such  easy 
communication  access  between  sta- 
tions and  mobile  units,  there  is  the  po- 
tential for  providing  useful  information 


to  a  segment  of  our  community  which 
we  may  never  have  been  able  to  serve 
otherwise.  Millions  of  people  are  liter- 
ally living  on  wheels  and  CB  jargon 
may  become  the  second  language  of  all 
Americans! 

For  those  of  you  who  aren't  famil- 
iar with  the  CB,  it  is  a  radio  transceiver 
(transmitter  and  receiver)  which  en- 
ables a  person  to  have  two-way  com- 
munication with  any  other  similar  unit 
in  his  range.  In  an  urban  area  such  as 
Orange  County.  California,  you  can  ex- 
pect a  range  of  at  least  eight  miles,  ac- 
cording to  Consumer  Reports  maga- 
zine, October  1974.  But  base  stations 
usually  have  a  longer  range  due  to  high- 
er antenna.  The  Citizens  Band  radio 
was  established  by  law  in  1949  and 
"Class  D"  was  opened  nine  years  lat- 
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er.  in  1958.  It  grew  steadily,  though  not 
spectacularly,  until  the  energy  crisis  of 
when  the  speed  limits  were  low- 
ered to  55  mph.  The  truckers  started 
using  CB  to  warn  each  other  when  the 
'Smokeys**  (police)  were  near,  so  they 
could  slow  down  and  avoid  a  ticket. 
CBers  of  that  time  were  mostly  truck- 
ers, and  housewives  who  preferred  this 
intimate  form  of  chit-chat  to  TV  soap 
operas.  But  some  changes  were  made 
in  the  FCC  rules  in  September  1975  and 
the  airwaves  were  legally  opened  up  for 
hobbyists.  Since  that  time.  CB  radios 
have  become  extremely  popular  with 
teenagers,  and  people  in  all  walks  and 
talks  of  life. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  CB  is 
that,  unlike  the  older  •"ham""  operators 
certificate,  the  license  does  not  require 
knowledge  of  Morse  code  or  any  radio 
procedure.  The  FCC  has  fallen  way  be- 
hind in  granting  licenses  because  it  is 
receiving  400.000  applications  per 
month,  but  "instant  licenses"*  are  now 
available  through  CB  dealers.  This  is  a 
temporary  license,  good  for  60  days, 
while  the  permanent  license  is  being 
processed.  There  are  currently  40 
channels  available,  but  CB  lobbyists 
are  pushing  a  bill  in  Congress  to  expand 
the  number  of  channels  to  80.  So.  ac- 
cording to  the  experts.  CB  radio  is  here 
to  stay . 

A  CB  base  station  could  be  set  up  in 
more  than  one  way,  depending  on  the 
existing  physical  structure,  staff,  and 
availability  of  funds  in  the  library.  A 
major  legal  problem  is  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission.  I  wrote 
a  letter  to  our  local  FCC  office  outlining 
the  concept  and  they  answered  by 
saying  that  some  interpretations  of  the 
rules  would  be  involved  so  the  letter 
had  been  forwarded  to  their  headquar- 
ters in  Washington  D.C.  We  are  still 
waiting  for  a  reply. 

The  radio  equipment,  installed  in  a 
small,  preferably  soundproof,  room 
would  consist  of  the  base  model  trans- 
ceiver with  necessary  attachments  or 
modifications  to  get  the  clearest  speech 
possible:  an  antenna  (various  pre- 
cautions should  be  taken  to  be  sure  that 
it  does  not  interfere  with  any  nearby 
TV  reception),  and  maybe  a  phone 
patch.  Ibis  handy  little  device  will 
transfer  the  CB  signals  to  the  telephone 
line  so  that  the  operator  can  send  the 
call  directly  to  the  reference  depart- 
ment, the  children's  department,  or  the 
department  that  is  most  apt  to  be  of 
service.  Our  local  telephone  company 
has  said  that  they  could  install  the 
equipment,  which  would  require  a  sep- 
arate telephone  station  for  the  patch. 
lor  $9.05  per  month  plus  a  $26  installa- 
tion fee.  The  CBers  question  would 
have  to  be  recorded  and  the  library 
would  call  back  just  as  soon  as  they  had 
the  answer.  In  this  way  there  would  be 
no   violation    of  the    FCC   rule   which

states  that  no  conversation  is  to  contin- 
ue for  more  than  five  minutes  without 
pausing  for  one  minute  to  allow  others 
to  use  the  channel  if  they  so  desire. 
There  is  a  national  calling  channel  (II) 
which  the  library  would  monitor  to 
hear  and  take  all  calls  directed  to  it. 

Using  another  option,  a  small 
ready  reference  collection  could  be 
placed  near  the  radio.  A  librarian 
would  then  operate  the  radio,  answer 
questions  promptly,  and  avoid  the 
lengthy  call-back  procedure.  If  a  ques- 
tion did  require  more  detailed  investi- 
gation, the  same  librarian  could  do  the 
research  and  call  the  patron  back  per- 
sonally. This  method  would  avoid  in- 
volving other  staff,  and  the  problems 
arising  from  switching  CB  calls  around. 
The  CB  Librarian  Operator  concept 
might  work  more  smoothly  and  satisfy 
patrons-on-w  heels  better.  It  would, 
however,  leave  the  radio  unmonitored 
while  the  librarian  was  doing  research 
out  in  the  reference  area. 

Publicity  could  take  the  usual 
forms  of  newspaper,  radio,  posters, 
etc..  but  the  best  publicity  would  be  the 
CBers  themselves.  All  transactions 
would  ne  heard  by  anyone  listening  to 
that  channel  so  that  in  a  matter  of  time 
everyone  would  know  the  service  was 
available,  and  what  kind  of  questions 
could  be  answered.  Highway  billboards 


proclaiming  the  service  are  another 
possibility . 

It  is  difficult  to  predict  what  kinds 
of  services  would  be  used  most.  It 
could  be  the  information  and  referral 
files,  giving  out  numbers  for  help  lines, 
clinics,  hospitals,  travel  information. 
etc..  or  maybe  the  library  would  evolve 
into  an  important  base  station  to  be 
contacted  in  case  of  emergencies,  di- 
sasters, and  as  an  adjunct  to  Civil  De- 
fense. A  CB  unit  could  also  be  installed 
in  the  bookmobile  (unit  plus  antenna 
can  be  purchased  for  under  S200).  This 
creates  many  additional  possibilities 
for  service.  For  example,  a  patron 
could  communicate  with  the  bookmo- 
bile to  find  out  what  books  it  had  on  a 
certain  subject;  then  he  could  meet  it  at 
the  closest  scheduled  stop.  Or  maybe  a 
special  stop  could  be  arranged  if  the 
schedule  permitted. 

In  any  event.  CB  is  worth  investi- 
gating and  would  make  a  fine  project 
for  a  state  or  federal  grant.  As  Library 
Director  Martin  Erlich  said.  'The  flexi- 
bility of  the  public  library  allows  it  to 
carve  out  a  service  domain  hitherto  not 
dreamed  of.  Too  often  has  the  public 
library  plunged,  both  feet  first,  into  wa- 
ters which  would  better  be  served  by 
other  agencies,  if  they  only  would.  In 
this  instance,  the  extension  of  tradi- 
tional library  service  to  the  wheeled- 
world  is  in  the  finest  tradition  of  library 
service.'*  Can't  you  see  it  now?  A 
chain  of  CB  libraries  spanning  the 
U.S.A.!

Stewart  Library  has  recently  put  a 
comprehensive,  common  sense  over- 
due policy  to  the  test,  a  policy  which 
the  library  now  firmly  believes  to  have 
wide  potential  for  application  else- 
where. 

What  does  it  mean  when  one  says 
a  policy  has  been  successful?  Did  it 
produce  revenue?  Did  it  reduce  the 
number  of  books  overdue?  Did  it  get 
books  back  faster?  One  may  generalize 
that  an  overdue  policy  is  successful  if  it 
achieves  whatever  purpose  it  was  de- 
signed to  achieve.  Disagreement 
among  librarians  seems  to  fall  within 
two  areas:  What  should  this  purpose 
be,  and  what  means  should  be  imple- 
mented to  achieve  it? 

There  is  one  justification  for  an 
overdue  policy  and  that  is  to  get  back 
all  withheld  property  which  rightfully 
belongs  to  the  library  or  equal  value 
reimbursement  thereof  in  the  form  of 
fees,  fines,  charges,  assessments — call 
it  what  you  will.  This  includes  costs  as- 
sociated with  administering  the  policy 
such  as  employee  time,  postage,  paper, 
and  even  legal  fees  if  collected  by  the 
library  in  behalf  of  the  court.  Any  lend- 
ing agency  is  legally  entitled  to  protect 
its  investments  and  only  defeats  itself  if 
it  does  not. 

In  a  time  of  the  budget  crunch,  li- 
braries cannot  afford  to  subsidize  the 
selfish,  wanton,  or  irresponsible  pa- 
tron. Regardless  of  the  effect  a  stiff 
overdue  policy  may  have  on  the  return 
of  materials  themselves,  the  tenet  re- 
mains firm  that  those  individuals  who 
choose  to  abuse  their  library  borrowing 
privilege  should  be  the  ones  to  pick  up 
the  tab.  Those  repelled  or  alienated 
from  the  library  by  a  firm  but  fair  policy 
will  most  likely  be  undesirables  and 
misfits  which  the  library  would  not 
want  as  patrons  anyway.  Experience 
here  at  Weber  State  College  indicates  a 
high  correlation  among  persons  who 
wantonly  abuse  the   library   privilege 


and  those  in  trouble  elsewhere  on  cam- 
pus or  in  the  community  at  large.  This 
would  probably  hold  true  at  most  other 
college  campuses  as  well. 

The  immediate  result  of  a  good 
overdue  policy  will  most  likely  be  an 
overall  drop  in  the  number  of  overdues 
accompanied  by  faster  returns.  How- 
ever, it  is  not  a  panacea  in  the  sense 
that  overdues  will  ever  dwindle  to  zero. 
I  submit  there  will  always  be  a  certain 
percentage  of  overdues  at  each  stage, 
fluctuating  somewhat  month  by  month, 
but  never  going  away  completely. 

An  overdue  policy  will  be  praised 
or  anathematized  depending  on  how  it 
is  formulated  and  administered.  With 
circulation  being  one  of  the  library's 
most  practical  operations,  let  us  con- 
sider the  following  six  components  of  a 
fair  and  practical  overdue  policy  which 
is  applicable  in  most  if  not  all  academic 
library  situations. 

1)  Collection  Security  and  Con- 
trol: An  effective  combination  is 
the  use  of  an  automatic  book  theft 
detection  system  in  conjunction 
with  a  computerized  online  circu- 
lation system.  Several  academic 
and  public  libraries  already  have 
this  combination,  and  these  faci- 
lities are  becoming  more  popular 
as  the  trend  toward  automation  in- 
creases. An  online  circulation  sys- 
tem has  the  capability  of  "trap- 
ping" any  delinquent  or  unauthor- 
ized patrons  at  the  time  of 
chargeout.  and  thus  prevents  them 
from  continuing  to  abuse  the  sys- 
tem until  and  unless  all  previously 
incurred  obligations  are  taken  care 
of.  This,  of  course,  works  best 
against  the  repeat  offender.  A 
tighter  overdue  policy  with  the 
"trap"  capability  may  stimulate  an 
increase  in  attempted  thefts.  It 
should  now  be  obvious  how  a  good 
book  theft  detection  system  com- 
plements the  online  automated  cir- 


culation system  in  providing  secu- 
rity as  well  as  control.  The  installa- 
tion of  such  devices  gives  the 
patron  a  direct  message;  namely, 
that  the  library  is  serious  about 
protecting  its  investment  and  in 
making  materials  equally  available 
to  all  patrons  and  not  just  the  self- 
ish few. 

2)  Policy  Formulation  and  Ap- 
proval: A  circulation  librarian 
should  be  able  to  say  at  any  time: 
"Here  is  our  policy  in  writing  as 
approved  at  all  administrative  lev- 
els directly  responsible  for  this  li- 
brary," and  he  should  be  able  to 
name  all  of  these  approving  bod- 
ies. Therefore,  if  any  patron  de- 
sires to  take  issue  with  the  library, 
he  knows  he  is  taking  issue  also 
with  a  group  which  not  only  backs 
the  library  policy  but  one  which  is 
much  more  formidable  than  the  li- 
brary administration  alone. 

3)  Power  of  Enforcement:  A 
policy  without  power  of  enforce- 
ment is  like  a  car  without  an  en- 
gine— it  looks  like  a  policy  on  pa- 
per, when  in  fact  it  is  unable  to  ac- 
complish the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  intended.  In  fact,  it  is  no  poli- 
cy at  all  but  rather  a  set  of  sugges- 
tions or  guidelines  including 
threats  of  penalties  which  cannot 
even  be  carried  out  and  thus  de- 
generates into  little  more  than  har- 
rassment.  Every  library  should 
find  out  what  its  legal  rights  and 
limits  are  and  then  seek  the  power 
of  the  courts,  if  necessary,  to  add 
the  needed  external  clout  toward 
the  enforcement  of  the  policy,  re- 
serving such  for  the  most  hardened 
or  repeating  offenders.  Several  li- 
braries are  resorting  to  this  and 
even  collection  agencies  as  recent 
accounts  from  the  news  media  and 
library  publications  indicate. 

4)  Publicity:  In  order  for  a  poli- 
cy to  be  fair  to  all  it  must  be  con- 
tinually publicized.  A  major 
change  in  policy  could  well  be  ad- 
vertised by  declaring,  a  "fine  am- 
nesty week"  or  "free  week."  This 
would  encourage  all  persons  in 
overdue  trouble  to  clear  the  slate 
before  the  new  policy  takes  effect, 
and  this  opportunity  could  then  be 
used  to  explain  and  advertise  the 
new  policy  through  campus  and 
community  news  media  and  hand- 
outs at  the  circulation  desk.  Later 
publicity  should  be  in  another  form 
such  as  a  permanent  sign  at  the  cir- 
culation desk  stating  the  loan  regu- 
lations, a  statement  of  warning  to 
somehow  accompany  each  book 
while  charged  out,  and  a  forewarn- 
ing statement  in  each  overdue  no- 
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tice.  It  is  important  that  each  fore- 
warning statement  contain  tv\o 
elements:  a  statement  of  the  con- 
sequences of  failure  to  react  to 
the  notice  and  secondly,  a  time 
limit  within  which  the  patron  must 
act  in  order  to  either  avoid  penal- 
ties or  prevent  them  from  increas- 
ing. The  postal  svstem  is  too  ex- 
pensive to  use  for  bombarding  pa- 
trons with  ineffective  reminder 
notices.  The  fair  approach  also 
suggests  the  use  of  grace  periods, 
w  here  possible,  to  allow  for  exten- 
uating circumstances,  temporary 
or  brief  lapses  of  memory,  and  oth- 
er inadvertant  human  short- 
comings. The  unlimited  renewal 
feature  is  a  valuable  option  for  the 
patron  who  feels  burdened  by  the 
limited  loan  period.  The  library 
may  and  should  reserve  the  right, 
however,  to  refuse  any  renewals 
on  items  also  requested  at  the  time 
by  other  patrons. 

These  strategies  present  the  li- 
brary in  a  more  fair  and  equitable 
light  and  they  place  the  onus  of  re- 
sponsibility squarely  where  it  be- 
longs— on  the  patron. 

5)  Documentation:  A  record 
should  be  kept  of  each  action  tak- 
en by  the  library  in  its  attempt  to 
regain  overdue  materials  or 
charges,  including  the  date  of  the 
action  and  the  initials  of  the  person 
performing  it.  This  serves  two 
main  purposes:  it  serves  as  a  check 
on  correct  procedural  flow  and 
secondly,  it  may  serve  as  evidence 
in  court  if  the  case  goes  that  far. 
Early  in  the  procedure,  perhaps  af- 
ter the  first  written  notice,  person- 
al contact  should  be  made  with  the 
delinquent  patron  either  via  tele- 
phone or  certified  mail  and  this  ac- 
tion documented.  This  action 
makes  sure  that  the  patron  knows 
what  his  obligation  is  and  pre- 
cludes ignorance  as  an  excuse. 

6)  Swiftness  and  dispatch:  No- 
tices are  expensive  to  process  and 
long  intervals  between  action  steps 
cause  overdue  library  materials  to 
be  withheld  longer  than  necessary 
from  other  would-be  users  in  addi- 
tion to  increasing  the  chance  for 
loss.  Therefore,  it  seems  logical 
and  practical  to  get  to  the  point 
early  using  as  few  notices  as  pos- 
sible at  intervals  as  short  as  reason 
and  common  sense  will  allow. 
Once  again,  notices  should  be  ef- 
fective and  efficient.  They  should 
warn  and  educate  the  patron,  not 
merely  remind  him  that  his  book  is 
overdue. 

A  final  word  seems  in  order  con- 
cerning fee  schedules  and  how 
much  to  charge.  Petty  amounts 
make  for  petty  policies — the  dime- 
a-day  sort  of  thing.  Overdue 
charges  should  be  fairly  substan- 
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tial,  perhaps  increasing  by  a  cer- 
tain increment  at  each  higher  over- 
due level  up  to  a  certain  maximum 
amount,  avoiding  the  daily  fine 
(unless  dealing  with  very  short- 
term  loan  items).  The  amount  to 
charge  should  be  dictated  directly 
by  the  amount  of  expense  incurred 
to  the  library  and  should  be  set  up 
to  match  these  costs  dollar  for  dol- 
lar as  closely  as  possible.  In  no 
way  should  the  overdue  policy  be 
used  as  a  profit-making  vehicle. 
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in  the 
book  drop'* 


A  PUBLIC  LIBRARIAN  has  to  be  ac- 
countable these  days.  Library  boards 
are  demanding  it,  city  councils  are  de- 
manding it,  and  taxpayers  are  demand- 
ing it.  To  get  your  budget  renewed  or 
increased  you  have  to  present  a  good 
case  for  the  need  of  library  service  in 
your  community,  and  you  can  only  pre- 
sent a  good  case  if  your  library  is  being 
used  by  ever  greater  numbers  of 
people. 

We  all  know  that  libraries  are  great 
places  to  spend  time  but  how  do  we 
convince  the  public  of  this  fact.  It  isn't 
easy.  Statistics  show  that  over  half  the 
people  who  graduate  from  high  school 
will  never  pick  up  a  book  and  read  it 
once  they  leave  the  hallowed  halls. 


So  books  continue  to  be  written  of- 
fering guidance  to  the  frustrated  library 
promoter,  firms  have  sprung  up  selling 
colorful  library  promotional  posters 
and  tee  shirts,  and  catchy  slogans  are 
dreamed  up  each  year  for  National  Li- 
brary Week.  But  still  the  frustration 
continues  when  these  ideas  fail  to  drum 
up  any  significant  new  interest  in  your 
library.  Some  libraries  with  ambition 
and  boldness  have  even  experimented 
with  television  advertising.  But  all  too 
often  their  60-second  TV  spots  end  up 
being  shown  at  odd  times  like  on  a  Sun- 
day morning  during  a  religious  program 
or  late  at  night  following  some  obscure 
local  panel  discussion  on  a  subject  like 
sewage  expansion  and  there  just  aren't 
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a  whole  lot  of  folks  tuned  in  at  that 
time. 

What's  wrong  with  the  traditional 
public  relations  approaches?  A  good 
place  to  start  would  be  with  National 
Library  Week.  This  year's  slogan  was 
the  simple  command  to  "use  your  li- 
brary." It  was  unfortunate  because  of 
its  didactic  nature.  People  don't  like  to 
be  told  what  to  do,  especially  if  it's  in 
the  area  of  education.  Going  to  a  li- 
brary for  many  people  is  akin  to  drag- 
ging oneself  off  to  school.  I  don't  know 
a  parent  who  has  succeeded  in  inter- 
esting a  child  by  saying  "school  is 
great — it's  informative,  educational, 
and  entertaining."  Tell  that  to  a  kid  and 
he'll  shake  his  head  and  walk  away  un- 
convinced. 

Another  fallacious  aspect  of  li- 
brary public  relations  is  the  attempt  to 
wow  the  audience  by  trumpeting  the 
number  of  different  types  of  materials 
that  a  library  offers.  Who  hasn't  seen 
the  posters  that  proclaim:  "Get  It  All 
Together  at  the  Library — We've  Got 
Tapes,  Records,  Pictures,  Films,  Ham- 
sters, and  Gerbils  that  You  Can  Check 
Out"?  This  approach  almost  always 
points  up  the  weakest  areas  of  most  li- 
braries. For  every  art  reproduction 
there  are  at  least  1000  books  in  a  nor- 
mal library  and  for  every  hamster  there 
are  probably  10,000.  It's  almost  as 
though  librarians  are  afraid  that  any 
mention  of  the  word,  "books,"  will 
turn  off  too  many  people.  The  wide- 
spread use  of  the  term  "media  center" 
in  place  of  the  more  traditional  word 
"library"  is  no  doubt  a  part  of  that  syn- 
drome. 

To  return  to  the  parent  and  child 
analogy  if  telling  a  child  to  do  some- 
thing on  the  spot  is  often  fruitless,  then 
communicating  through  the  use  of  rea- 
son, humor,  and  even  mystery  might  be 
the  answer.  The  word  "communica- 
tion" should  be  emphasized  because  it 
connotes  an  on-going  process  of  give 
and  take  and  sharing  and  caring.  This  is 
precisely  where  public  library  promo- 
tion has  been  especially  weak.  National 
Library  Week  lasts  only  seven  days  out 
of  a  year,  library  flyers  often  end  up  in 
the  gutter  only  hours  after  they  are  dis- 
tributed, and  the  television  commercial 
asks  only  fleeting  seconds  of  a  pre- 
occupied viewer's  attention.  If  libraries 
are  really  serious  about  catching  the 
public's  eye,  their  public  relations  proj- 
ects must  be  done  over  a  longer  period 
of  time. 

So  how  can  the  public  library  find 
an  outlet  of  communication  that  will  be 
effective  and  cost  efficient  over  a  long 
period  of  time?  The  answer  to  that  is 
applicable  to  any  public  library  regard- 
less of  its  size  or  budgetary  limitations. 
It's  the  local  newspaper.  Since  virtual- 
ly everybody  reads  their  local  newspa- 
per you're  assured  of  a  large  audience. 
This  is  especially  true  in  smaller  cities 
and  towns  where  the  paper  might  be 


published  weekly.  This  widespread 
readership  is  pretty  selective.  People 
only  read  those  articles  that  interest 
them.  If  they  have  a  negative  feeling 
about  books  and  libraries  in  general 
(and  these  are  the  people  that  you  want 
to  reach),  they  won't  even  glance  at  the 
traditional,  weekly  "new  books  at  the 
library"  column. 

Early  this  year  I  was  named  direc- 
tor of  the  Burlington  Public  Library, 
which  is  centered  in  a  small  Wisconsin 
town.  Having  come  to  Wisconsin  from 
out  of  state  I  was  unfamiliar  with  the 
town  and  its  people.  Out  of  a  need  for  a 
means  of  communication.  I  decided  to 
write  a  weekly  column  in  the  local  pa- 
per, the  Standard  Press .  The  editor  and 
publisher  were  at  first  skeptically 
agreeable.  They  pointed  out  that  since 
news  space  was  limited  the  library 
book  list  which  they  printed  each  week 
would  have  to  be  deleted  in  favor  of  the 
column. 

As  my  first  deadline  approached  I 
had  to  make  a  decision  about  how  to 
orient  my  column.  I  looked  over  some 
back  issues  of  the  Standard  Press  and 
found  that  it  carried  no  national  news 
and  little  political  opinion.  There  was  a 
slant  toward  personal  features — stories 
about  interesting  local  people  doing  in- 
teresting things.  The  style  wasn't 
exactly  folksy,  but  it  was  definitely 
more  down  to  earth  than  say  The  New 
York  Times  or  even  The  Dubuque  Her- 
ald. Another  thing  that  I  noticed  was 
that  the  regular  columns  could  easily  be 
identified  each  week  by  their  regular 
headings. 

The  first  thing  I  decided  to  do  was 
to  concentrate  on  the  interesting  things 
that  happen  to  people  when  they  use  a 
library.  I  needed  a  catchy  heading  and 
finally  settled  on  "Snowballs  in  the 
Book  Drop."  On  my  first  library  job  at 
a  fairly  large  urban  public  library,  as 
the  new  professional,  I  was  given  Sun- 
day duty  and  was  responsible  for  open- 
ing and  closing  the  library  and  seeing 
that  everything  went  smoothly.  On  one 


cold  Sunday  I  remember  getting  to  the 
library  a  little  late.  The  circulation 
clerk  ran  up  to  me  in  a  frenzy  and  said, 
"The  furnace  isn't  working,  we  can't 
unlock  the  doors,  and  there's  snow- 
balls in  the  book  drop." 

"Snowballs  in  the  Book  Drop"  be- 
came the  title  of  my  newspaper  col- 
umn, and  it  did  succeed  in  catching  the 
public's  attention.  After  my  first  col- 
umn, a  library  board  member  tele- 
phoned to  inquire  whether  or  not  I 
knew  who  the  culprit  was  who  was  put- 
ting snowballs  in  our  book  drop.  I 
quickly  assured  him  that  the  title  was 
just  for  effect  and  that  there  was  noth- 
ing to  be  concerned  about. 

But  since  you  can't  judge  a  book 
on  the  merit  of  a  flashy  jacket,  you 
won't  necessarily  read  a  newspaper 
column  because  of  a  catchy  title.  I  had 
to  write  about  material  that  had  human 
interest.  I  wanted  to  write  about  books, 
but  I  wanted  to  get  away  from  the 
standard  book  reviewing  process.  In 
one  of  my  early  columns  I  started  with 
a  tongue-in-cheek  commentary  on 
bumper  stickers  as  a  convenient  mode 
of  communication  (they're  short  and 
simply  stated,  highly  visible,  and  con- 
venient in  covering  up  rust  spots  on  a 
car).  Then  I  mentioned  seeing  one  that 
said:  "Most  Librarians  are  Novel 
Lovers. ' '  This  of  course  lead  into  a  dis- 
cussion of  some  good  new  novels  at  the 
library. 

In  succeeding  weeks  I  wrote  about 
other  things  that  are  of  interest  to 
everybody  regardless  of  whether  they 
like  books  or  not.  I  wrote  a  tongue-in- 
cheek  library  bill  of  rights  for  pregnant 
women,  a  hopefully  humorous  account 
of  an  embarrassing  incident  in  which 
my  own  son  caused  a  loud  disruption  in 
the  library,  and  a  narration  of  a  semi- 
frightening  encounter  I  had  with  a  six- 
foot  four-inch  bully  who  insisted  on  us- 
ing the  library  parking  lot  as  a  per- 
manent resting  place  for  his  gigantic 
camper.  As  I  got  more  and  more  into 
the  spirit  of  the  column,  I  told  about 
reference  questions  that  had  helped  a 
woman  get  a  divorce,  a  man  fix  his 
plumbing,  and  an  older  woman  diag- 
nose an  illness. 

People  began  to  get  the  point — the 
public  library  is  an  interesting  place 
where  lively  things  happen  everyday. 
Within  months,  our  registration  had 
gone  up  and  circulation  increased 
about  30  percent.  I  began  to  get  letters 
from  my  newspaper  readers,  and  better 
yet  got  the  respect  and  helpfulness  of 
the  newspaper  publisher  who  was  now 
willing  to  increase  his  coverage  of  li- 
brary events. 

In  short,  "Snowballs  in  the  Book 
Drop"  has  been  an  invaluable  public 
relations  tool  because  it  is  inexpensive 
to  produce,  reaches  virtually  the  entire 
library  public,  and  provides  an  ongoing 
process  of  communication  that  is  re- 
newed each  week.

This  is  the  fourth  in  the  (British)  Li- 
brary Association's  series  of  Centenary 
Volumes  (see  U ,  September  15,  p. 
1827,  for  review  of  other  volumes).  The 
author  is  librarian  of  the  University 
College  Buckingham  which  opened  in 
1976.  His  M.A.  thesis,  completed  at  the 
University  of  Warwick,  is  the  basis  of 
this  book.  As  such,  it  would  have  easily 
qualified  as  a  doctoral  dissertation  in 
any  American  university. 

The  book  is  a  description  and  an 
in-depth  analysis  of  the  political  forces 
which  have  affected  public  library  leg- 
islation and  development  in  England 
and  Wales.  The  study  begins  with  the 
important  Bill  "to  promote  the  Estab- 
lishment and  Extension  of  Public  Li- 
braries" enacted  by  Parliament  in  1850. 
This  was  followed  by  the  Public  Librar- 
ies and  Museums  Act  of  1855,  which 
raised  the  rate  limit  to  one  penny  in  the 
pound.  A  series  of  acts  attempted  to 
consolidate  the  legislation,  culminating 
in  the  Public  Libraries  Act  of  1892. 
This  repealed  all  earlier  legislation  and 
remained,  with  some  important  amend- 
ment in  1919,  the  principal  Act  for  over 
70  years. 

Pemberton  identifies  several  per- 
sistent problems  which  have  plagued  li- 
brary development  over  the  years:  the 
"penny  rate"  limitation;  the  conflict 
between  local  and  county  or  even  na- 
tional authority  for  library  control;  the 
division  between  those  who  consider 
the  library  as  an  "amenity"  for  recre- 
ation and  those  who  hold  that  its  prima- 
ry function  is  education;  the  inability  of 
the  profession  to  create  viable  stand- 
ards by  which  to  evaluate  library  serv- 
ice; the  ineffectiveness  of  the  Library 
Association  first  through  sparse  mem- 
bership and  later  because  the  member- 
ship included  a  large  number  of  non- 
professionals, especially  library  autho- 
rity officials  (employees  vs  employers). 

The  LA,  under  its  new  Secretary 
H.  D.  Barry,  began  in  1959  to  restruc- 
ture itself,  especially  to  exclude  non- 
professionals. It  also  developed  its  ef- 
fectiveness as  a  lobbying  body  and  its 
efforts  led  to  the  Public  Libraries  and 


Museums  Act  of  1964,  resulting  in  a 
greatly  strengthened  national  library 
system. 

A  well  written,  useful  work  to  any- 
one seeking  to  learn  the  nature  of  the 
modern  public  library  situation  in  Brit- 
ain.— HAROLD  LANCOUR,  LIBRARY  CON- 
SULTANT SERVICE.

If  by  "revised  and  updated."  the  pub- 
lisher means  that  the  access  is  easier, 
the  layout  more  presentable,  the  typog- 
raphy clearer,  and  the  entries  increased 
by  about  70  percent,  then  mi  ruble  dic- 
tu,  the  new  Guide  1 1977  achieves  these 
points  in  each  regard.  It's  good  enough 
to  make  you  want  to  throw  the  old  ones 
away.  The  single  main  entry  listing 
leaves  little  room  for  ambiguity,  and 
the  inclusion  in  this  list  of  foreign  pub- 
lishers should  be  of  broad  appeal.  Spe- 
cial collections  available  from  Euro- 
pean and  Asian  sources  are  increasing 
in  quantity  and  copy  quality.  The 
Guide,  by  including  the  former  Inter- 
national Microforms  in  Print,  and  in 
expanding  and  making  these  entries 
uniform,  has  enhanced  its  own  impor- 
tance and  usefulness.  German  and 
French  titles  show  a  modest  gain,  the 
section  under  Great  Britain  has  grown 
almost  40  percent.  The  items  from  Asia 
show  a  similar,  again  modest,  rise.  The 
important  fact  is  that  they  are  all  here, 
in  a  presentable  form,  and  in  a  good  po- 
sition for  future  growth. 

The  use  of  LC  notation  can  only  be 
considered  an  improvement  over  the 
previous  editions.  It  facilitates  search- 
ing internal  as  well  as  cooperatively 
produced  bibliographic  records.  News- 
papers, listed  before  under  state  and 
city,  are  now  included  by  title  in  the 
single  main  entry  list.  This  listing,  in 
turn,  includes  helpful  cross  references 
to  the  title  searching.  The  entries  have 
been  expanded.  For  example,  serials  ti- 
tles are  given  full  treatment  for  the  first 
time  in  this  edition. 

The  1977  issue  has  also  broadened 
the  coverage  of  government  documents 
in  microform.  In  many  cases  there  are 


entries  and  cross  references  to  publish- 
ers series  of  reprints  (i.e.,  CIS  Micro- 
fiche Library)  as  well  as  listings  under 
corporate  author  (i.e..  U.S.  Congress. 
House  of  Representatives.  Committee 
on  Appropriation).  This  is  useful  as  a 
user  might  know  only  one  of  the  en- 
tries. Once  again  the  use  of  "apply"  as 
in  apply/UM/1  does  not  give  adequate 
information.  Pricing  of  many  items  is 
up  for  inquiry  and  information  about 
positive  or  negative  formatting  is  gen- 
erally   not    available. — arthur    tan-

Before  a  preliminary  decision  to  auto- 
mate a  library  circulation  system  can 
be  made,  many  questions  have  to  be 
asked  and  much  information  gathered. 
This  report  is  designed  to  help  the  li- 
brarian during  the  preliminary  investi- 
gation by  providing  information  on  rea- 
sons for  automating,  general  character- 
istics and  comparative  costs  of  the 
different  circulation  systems,  a  direc- 
tory of  manufacturers,  a  list  of  libraries 
that  have  installed  these  systems,  and 
some  evaluative  comments  from  the  li- 
brarians. Unquestionably,  this  is  useful 
information,  and  it  will  help  the  librari- 
an get  started. 

A  comment  and  a  word  of  caution: 
the  system  descriptions  that  are  pro- 
vided are  nontechnical  and  very  gener- 
al. They  cannot,  by  themselves,  be 
used  as  a  basis  for  decision-making, 
nor  is  this  their  intention.  Almost  all 
automated  circulation  systems  use  light 
pens  and  bar  coded  labels  on  book  and 
borrower  cards,  have  terminals,  are  on- 
line, and  can  generate  reports.  The  de- 
scriptions in  the  book  should  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  manufacturers'  tech- 
nical literature  and  price  lists,  and  eval- 
uated in  terms  of  the  specific  needs  of 
the  library. 

The  main  value  of  this  book  is  that 
it  is  a  convenient  compilation  of  avail- 
able automated  circulation  systems  and 
the  libraries  using  them.  More  detailed 
information  can  be  obtained  for  free 
from  the  manufacturers,  and  since  the

LYMAN,  Helen  Huguenor.  Reading 
and  the  Adult  New  Reader.

It  is  ironic  that  this  work  should  appear 
at  a  time  when  the  profession  finds  de- 
bate possible  over  charging  extra  fees 
for  services.  In  lucid  prose.  Lyman 
lays  out  not  only  the  how-to  for  service 
to  adults,  but  lines  one  right  over  the 
fence  for  the  pro  side  of  the  argument 
by  making  clear  the  why-to. 

The  new  readers  in  this  work  are 
the  adults  who  have  begun  to  raise  their 
literacy  as  a  method  of  meeting  newly 
identified  needs.  These  adults  require 
an  understanding  and  highly  skilled  li- 
brarian to  provide  the  interpersonal 
communications  necessary  to  a  suc- 
cessful development  by  the  new  reader. 
Lyman  repeats  in  a  variety  of  forms 
and  methods  throughout  her  work  that 
"libraries  have  a  responsibility  to  help 
adults  become  functionally  literate,  ac- 
quire the  reading  habit,  feel  at  ease 
with  all  communication  resources  (not 
merely  print),  and  integrate  informa- 
tion and  ideas  (transmitted  through  the 
various  communication  channels)  into 
their  life  tasks  and  adult  roles."  It  is 
that  definition  which  directs  this  work 
to  all  librarians.  If  not,  then  explain 
what  all  the  fuss  over  library  instruc- 
tion is  among  the  school  and  academic 
librarians. 

Without  anger  and  strident  postur- 
ing the  author  makes  clear  that  at  the 
very  base  of  library  service  there  is  a 
pursuit-of-justice  ethic.  The  very  rea- 
son that  our  term  "intellectual  free- 
dom" is  so  often  misunderstood  is  be- 
cause it  is  equated  with  pornography 
and  unpopular  ideas  rather  than  the  ar- 
dent and  purposeful  seeking  after  hu- 
man dignity  through  justice. 

For  many  librarians  this  book  will 
reveal  the  paucity  of  vision  afflicting 
many  of  our  library  programs  and  poli- 
cies, but  for  most  it  will  bring  a  rededi- 
cation  to  serving  this  rich  and  multi- 
cultured  society.  And  there  will  be  a 
better  understanding  that  what  we 
seek  is  social  justice.  The  challenge  to 
modern  librarianship  is  encompassed 
by  Lyman  and  her  work  is  important, 
significant,  and  timely.  We  need  to  ride 
the  crest  of  the  technological  improve- 
ments, but  we  must  never  abdicate  our 
pursuit  of  justice  for  all  through  access 
to  ideas  and  information. — gerald  r.

This  book  is  a  very  complete  guide  for 
any  library  anticipating  the  in- 
auguration of  a  Books  by  Mail  pro- 
gram; it  can  also  be  quite  helpful  to 
those  who  are  already  involved  in  such 
a  program.  It  is  a  start-to-finish  hand- 
book on  why  have  BBM,  how  to  get  the 
service  up,  and  how  to  manage  and 
evaluate  it.  It  draws  from  the  experi- 
ences of  75  programs  in  operation  in 
North  America  which  represents  many 
years  of  experience  with  BBM.  Replete 
with  actual  examples  of  how  BBM  op- 
erates, the  book  is  a  very  valuable  idea 
source.

Quality  and  discovery 

KATZ,  Bill,  ed.  Library  Lit.  7— The 
Best  of  1976.

The  number  "7"  in  the  title  is  almost  a 
full  review  in  itself.  It  attests  that  Li- 
brary Lit.  has  been  found  by  the  library 
community  to  be  of  sufficient  interest 
and  value  to  warrant  regular  contin- 
uation. The  basic  verdict  has  thus  al- 
ready been  rendered  and  it  is  to  the 
credit  of  Bill  Katz,  the  editor  of  Library 
Lit.  from  its  beginnings  to  the  present, 
that  in  this  case  "one  more  of  same" 
means  good  and  welcome. 

There  are,  however,  a  few  special 
points  to  note  about  Number  7.  The  ed- 
itor's introduction  suggests  that  library 
articles  are  becoming  shorter.  Whether 
or  not  the  generalization  is  valid,  it  is 
certainly  true  that  the  present  com- 
pilation, while  containing  the  usual  30 
articles,  has  a  good  hundred  pages  less 
than  some  of  its  predecessors  did.  The 
reduction  will  not  be  regretted. 

The  other  changes  which  I  note  are 
a  matter  of  impression  rather  than  fact, 
since  I  have  not  attempted  any  formal 
investigation.  It  seems  to  me  that  Li- 
brary Lit.  7  draws  on  a  wider  range  of 
"nonlibrary"  journals  than  it  used  to; 
about  a  third  of  the  present  volume 
comes  from  such  sources.  I  detect  also 
a  trend  toward  more  utilization  of  the 
small-circulation  journals  within  librar- 
ianship. Less  than  a  third  of  the  contri- 
butions in  Library  Lit.  7  are  from  the 
large-readership  journals  such  as  VV/7- 
son  Library  Bulletin,  Library  Journal, 
College  and  Research  Libraries,  Spe- 
cial Libraries,  and  School  Library 
Journal. 

Putting  these  two  observations  to- 
gether, I  conclude  that  most  American 


librarians  will  find  that  a  majority  of  the 
articles  in  Library  Lit.  7  are  new  to 
them,  indeed  that  they  would  never 
even  have  known  of  their  existence 
otherwise.  So  Library  Lit.  7  not  only 
provides  a  good  deal  of  quality  reading, 
but  also  a  sense  of  discovery.  Which  is 
more  than  reason  enough  to  look  for- 
ward to  Number  8. — samuel  roth-

The  arts  &  the  library

brary and  the  Contemporary  Arts.

This  small  book  records  the  content  of 
a  series  of  seminars  held  at  the  Henry 
Ford  Centennial  Library  at  Dearborn  in 
February  and  March  1976  and  in  the 
Grand  Rapids  Public  Library  in  May.  It 
is  encouraging  to  see  the  summary  of 
the  first  section,  "Public  library  pro- 
grams and  the  contemporary  arts"  by 
Genevieve  M.  Casey,  in  which  she 
states  that  1)  programming  is  wide- 
spread and  varied;  2)  some  libraries 
feel  their  role  is  to  provide  space  and 
materials;  3)  audiovisual  and  nonprint 
media  are  included  in  public  library  col- 
lections; 4)  cooperation  with  or  spark- 
ing other  arts  agencies  is  quite  com- 
mon. This  first  section  is  the  one  which 
deals  directly  with  the  library's  relation 
to  contemporary  arts. 

The  following  sections  deal  pri- 
marily with  the  development  of  the 
modern  idiom  in  music,  architecture, 
and  film.  There  are  very  succinct  but 
informative  essays:  Martin  M.  Herman 
describes  the  changes  in  writing  and 
hearing  music;  Wayne  Andrews  shows 
how  and  why  modern  architecture  dif- 
fers from  traditional;  and  James  Lim- 
bacher  discusses  the  new  film  and  its  au- 
dience. Each  section  mentions  some  of 
the  important  workers  in  the  field.  Ex- 
cellent bibliographies  on  the  subjects 
have  been  compiled  by  Maurstad. 

The  last  section  deals  with  funding 
for  the  arts  and  was  written  by  Ger- 
trude Pinkney  who  also  did  the  bibliog- 
raphy. Examples  of  specific  programs 
and  their  funding  in  several  different  li- 
braries give  a  good  idea  of  for  what 
kinds  of  programs  and  to  which 
agencies  a  library  might  apply  for  help, 
either  to  initiate  or  continue  programs 
in  the  current  period  of  austerity. 

This  publication  is  small  but 
should  be  useful,  though  it  would  have 
seemed  more  logical  to  place  the  bibli- 
ography on  art  closer  to  the  first  sec- 
tion, and  not  have  it  separated  by  the 
whole  sections  on  music  and  archi- 
tecture.— JULIA  SABINE,  MUNSON-WIL- 
LIAMS-PROCTOR  INSTITUTE,  UTICA.

Barnet,  Richard  J.  The  Giants:  Russia 
and  the  United  States.

An  engaging  and  informative  account 
of  U.S. -Soviet  relations  from  the  early 
Cold  War  years  to  the  present  period  of 
fragile  detente.  The  initial  chapters 
trace  the  changes  in  ideology,  mutual 
perceptions,  and  domestic  constraints 
which  contributed  to  a  waning  of  Cold 
War  tension  and  to  the  initiation  of  the 
present  international  arrangement.  Lat- 
er chapters  assess  the  long-term  pros- 
pects for  detente,  and  here  Barnet  is  at 
best  cautiously  optimistic.  He  argues 
that  while  U.S.  and  Soviet  mutual  mili- 
tary and  economic  interests  provide  an 
objective  basis  for  peaceful  coexis- 
tence, the  challenges  of  dealing  with 
Third  World  instability  and  of  curbing 
the  arms  race  must  be  met  if  detente  is 
to  be  lasting.

A  well-orga- 
nized, well-referenced  investigative  re-  j 
port  that  nonscientists  can  compre- 
hend, his  book  casts  doubt  on  the  | 
integrity  of  scientific  research  when  it 
is  funded  by  sources  which  have  vested 
interests  in  the  results  of  the  research. 
Studies  which  have  shown  possible 
results  of  exposure  to  microwaves 
to  include  a  rare  form  of  cataracts  and 
emotional  changes  have  been  discour- 
aged— that  is,  their  funds  have  been 
cut.  If  the  maximum  permissible  ex- 
posure level  (10  milliwatts  per  square 
centimeter  in  the  U.S.,  versus  0.01  mil- 
liwatt in  the  U.S.S.R.)  were  to  be  low- 
ered, existing  technologies  would  have 
to  be  extensively  modified.

Desbarats'  study,  which  was  published 
in  Canada  just  before  the  election  last 
November  which  brought  Rene  Le- 
vesque  to  power  in  Quebec,  has  at- 
tracted a  good  deal  of  attention  in  that 
country.  Some  of  that  attention  is  justi- 
fied, for  the  book  is  an  effective  in- 
troduction for  the  general  reader  to  the 
political  figure  and  to  Quebec  politics  in 
general  since  1960.

Most  interesting  is 
his  discussion  of  the  relation  between 
changes  in  the  transportation  industry 
and  the  deeper  transformation  of  the 
American  capitalist  system.

Sontag' s  book  represents  an  informal, 
thought-provoking  investigation  of  se- 
lect aspects  of  the  Unification  Church 
and  its  leadership — observations  of  the 
movement  in  this  country.  Europe,  and 
Asia:  a  personal  interview  with  the 
Rev.  Moon:  and  a  summary  of  the  bas- 
ic belief  system.  Sontag  views  the 
movements    doctrine    as    a   Christian 


heresy,  feels  that  its  size  and  power 
have  been  overestimated,  and  predicts 
that  it  will  evolve  into  a  more  conven- 
tional denomination.  Maintaining  that  a 
study  of  this  particular  church  provides 
insight  into  the  development  of  all  re- 
ligions in  their  initial,  disruptive  stages. 
Sontag  draws  parallels  between  the 
Unification  Church  and  other,  presently 
established  denominations  (e.g.. 
Quakers.  Mormons)  during  their  early 
years.  His  attempts  to  summarize  the 
Moonies'  position  on  controversial 
issues,  such  as  their  sources  of  funds 
and  techniques  of  proselytizing,  re- 
present an  important  addition  to  the  lit- 
erature. His  book  will  prove  useful  for 
most  libraries. 

Yamamoto' s  strongly  partisan,  anti- 
Moon  book  includes  an  overview  of  the 
origin,  growth,  and  practices  of  the 
Unification  Church  and  the  major  criti- 
cisms that  have  been  leveled  against  it 
in  the  mass  media  (except  for  one — he 
does  not  mention  Moon's  alleged  in- 
volvement with  illegal  immigrants). 
Writing  as  a  believing  Christian  and  us- 
ing a  biblical  framework,  Yamamoto 
concludes  that  the  movement  is  one  of 
several  contemporary  "Christian  coun- 
terfeits" and  Moon  a  charlatan.  A  brief 
but  interesting  section  speculates  on 
sociological  and  psychological  factors 
underlying  Moon's  attraction  of  so 
many  young  Americans. — Eve  Simson, 
formerly  with  Dept.  of  Sociology  &  An- 
thropology.

Adler  and  Van  Doren  have  given  us  a 
large  book  in  which  pleasure  and  in- 
struction are  well  combined.  Grouped 
in  20  chapters,  each  with  several  sub- 
sections, are  interesting,  important, 
readable  passages  on  subjects  ranging 
from  man  to  language,  to  law  and  jus- 
tice, to  art  and  aesthetics,  to  religion. 
The  selections,  from  one  line  long  to 
over  a  page  (of  fairly  small  type),  are 
arranged  chronologically,  with  cita- 
tions to  their  sources,  works  by  some 
200  well-chosen  great  Western  writers, 
including  poets,  historians,  philoso- 
phers, scientists,  novelists,  and  theolo- 
gians. The  range  of  authors  on  any  sub- 
ject is  surprising — on  taxation,  for  ex- 
ample, are  statements  from  the  Bible. 
Plato,  Tacitus.  Shakespeare.  Swift, 
Adam  Smith.  Gibbon.  Kant,  Hegel, 
Mill,  and  others.  Two  useful  indexes 
provide  ways  to  search  out  particular 
passages:  one  by  author,  and  one  by 
specific  subject  or  person  named  in  the 
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passage.  (The  second  index  does  not, 
however,  give  every  instance  of  the  use 
of  a  word.)  The  Treasury  is  a  delightful 
book  to  browse  in,  with  enough  depth 
and  variety  to  hold  the  reader's  inter-

Although  this  bibliography  is  in  no  way 
definitive,  its  attempt  at  a  comprehen- 
sive listing  of  more  than  13.000  primary 
and  secondary  sources  in  the  areas  of 
African.  Afro-American  and  Afro-Car- 
ibbean religious  studies  is  admirable. 
Unfortunately,  the  section  on  African 
heritage  is  less  cohesive  than  the  Afro- 
American  sections,  possibly  because 
the  latter  is  heavily  drawn  from  the  au- 
thors' Afro-American  Religions  Stud- 
ies (jL/  6/1/72).  Since  not  all  of  the 
sources  listed  are  to  be  found  at  How- 
ard University,  the  title  may  be  mis- 
leading. The  bibliography  is  a  most  use- 
ful reference  and  interlibrary  tool,  how- 
ever, which  not  only  cites  the  location 
of  each  listed  source  but  also  includes 
an  appendix  of  some  6000  autobio- 
graphical biographical  works  and  a 
guide  to  unpublished  manuscripts. —

Among  the  many  categories  of  illumi- 
nated manuscripts  that  appeared  during 
the  Middle  Ages,  none  attained  greater 
popularity  than  the  Book  of  Hours — a 
personal  prayerbook  intended  for  the 
laity.  Harthan  has  produced  a  service- 
able, if  not  completely  satisfying,  in- 
troduction to  these  often  exquisite  late 
medieval  monuments.  Of  particular  use 
is  his  opening  essay  in  which  the  histor- 
ical development  of  the  Hours  is  ex- 
plained and  their  standard  literary  and 
decorative  content  is  described.  The 
core  of  the  volume  is  a  sampling  of  72 
good  color  plates  derived  from  34 
Books  of  Hours.  Although  each  of  the 
Hours  receives  separate  and  often 
quite  interesting  consideration,  an  in- 
ordinate amount  of  space  is  spent  in 
outlining  the  historical  circumstances 
and  dynastic  links  of  the  manuscripts" 
aristocratic  owners.

Written  in  an  irritating  repetitive  news- 
magazine style,  it  is  a  geographically 
arranged  collection  of  gossipy  tidbits 
about  the  collectors,  founders,  and  di- 
rectors of  selection  of  American  art 
museums.

These  three  volumes  inaugurate  a  new 
series  of  inexpensive,  large-format  pa- 
perbacks on  art.  Each  has  40  color 
plates,  with  descriptive  notes  and  a 
brief  introduction.  Titles  of  the  paint- 
ings are  given  in  English,  with  dates, 
sizes,  and  present  locations,  but  with- 
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out  bibliography.  The  images  are  sharp 
and  the  colors  reasonably  accurate,  the 
overall  format  of  text  and  plates  is  at- 
tractive, and  the  price  is  affordable. 
The  texts  are  intelligent  but  frustrating 
in  their  brevity — especially  since  the 
authors  (all  British)  are  established 
scholars  and  presumably  have  much 
more  to  say.  Dunlop's  text  on  Munch  is 
primarily  biographical,  without  new 
critical  insights.  Munch  is  a  good 
choice  for  a  color-plate  series,  how- 
ever, because  so  few  of  his  paintings 
are  available  to  American  or  English 
museum  audiences.  Shone's  text  on 
Toulouse-Lautrec  strikes  a  better  bal- 
ance of  biography  and  analysis,  but 
Watney's  Fantastic  Painters  tries  to 
cover  too  much  ground  (ranging  from 
Giorgione's  "Tempesta*'  to  David 
Hockney).

Alike  in  large-size  format  and  opulent 
illustrations,  these  two  volumes  also 
share  the  same  subject  matter:  contem- 
porary American  artists  whose  prime 
concern  is  color  abstraction.  Further, 
both  authors,  longstanding  friends  and 
champions  of  their  respective  painters, 
have  produced  monographs  that  are 
models  of  serious  studies  in  an  art  his- 
torical context. 

Lunde  demonstrates  how  Anusz- 
kiewicz. a  student  of  Josef  Albers  at 
Yale,  later  an  exponent  of  the  New 
York  School  of  Op  Art,  developed  his 
cool  controlled  geometric  style.  The  64 
full-page  color  plates  (some  fold-outs) 
convey  the  shimmering  luminosity  of 
Anuszkiewicz's  more  recent  large- 
scale  paintings. 

Moffett's  text  (an  expanded  and  re- 
vised version  of  three  articles  pub- 
lished in  Art  News  and  Art  Inter- 
national),   incisively    traces    Noland's 
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career  from  the  mid-1940's  to  the  pres- 
ent, from  concentric  circles  to  the  se- 
ries of  chevrons,  the  targets,  the  dia- 
monds, the  plaids,  and  the  shaped  can- 
vases. The  81 -full-color  plates  (some 
tipped-in)  with  explanatory  matter,  and 
in  chronological  order,  provide  excel- 
lent examples  of  Noland's  innovative 
use  of  color.  There  is  also  a  one-page 
note  plus  black-and-white  photos  of 
Noland's  sculpture.  Two  handsomely 
turned-out  works  of  special  value  to 
modern  art  collections.

This  is  the  first  English  language  mono- 
graph on  the  Belgian  socialist  artist  and 
illustrator.

Descrip- 
tive, quite  uncritical,  it  surveys  the  art- 
ist's life  and  work  from  the  vantage 
point  of  50  years  of  friendship.  Unfor- 
tunately, form  here  actively  fights  con- 
tent: the  sumptuous  coffee  table  format 
is  strongly  at  odds  with  the  political 
content  of  the  Expressionist  woodcuts, 
Masereel's  strongest  work,  which  ac- 
counts for  the  esteem  in  which  he  has 
been  held  in  Europe  and  in  the  socialist 
countries.  Masereel  apparently  was  al- 
ways outside  the  mainstream  of  mod- 
ern art:  his  friends,  with  the  exception 
of  George  Grosz.  were  largely  writers 
(Rolland.  Zv\eig.  and  Brecht  among 
them).  A  pity  that  Avermaete  in  his 
zeal  to  be  comprehensive  gives  equal 
space  to  the  late,  far  less  effective 
woodcuts  and  to  the  paintings  instead 
of  concentrating  on  the  early  "novels 
in  pictures"  and  the  book  illustration  of 
the  1920's.

In 
general,  however,  the  book  is  too  brief 
and  too  underdeveloped  to  do  justice 
to  the  complexity  of  its  topic.  Even 
the  organization,  focusing  on  popular 
myths  involving  oil  and  politics,  is  a 
little  too  tidy.  If  some  of  our  current 
perceptions  of  the  world  of  oil  politics 
are  not  entirely  accurate,  they  often 
contain  enough  truths  to  make  the  term 
"myth"  a  less  than  appropriate  label 
for  them.

rience in  the  Midlands,  the  North,  and 
London.  Technological  change  (mech- 
anization and  speed-up),  the  recompo- 
sition  of  the  labor  market  (skilled  ver- 
sus unskilled),  and  the  intervention  of 
the  state  (school,  health,  insurance)  are 
seen  from  a  working-class  viewpoint  as 
the  author  treats  the  one-sided  sources 
left  by  philanthropists,  state  inspec- 
tors, and  trade  union  officials  sen- 
sitively and  critically.  Important  sec- 
tors within  the  class — the  Irish.  Scots, 
and  Welsh,  as  well  as  the  miners  and 
the  "pauper"  population — are  left  un- 
considered.

Horan  has  done  it  again  in  this  thor-

James,  Butch  Cassidy.  Tiburcio  Vas- 
quez,  among  others.  The  book  is  not, 
however,  a  rehash  of  familiar  tales:  Ho-

'does  he  accept  unwitting  errors  handed 
down  by  historians  (the  legend  of  Joa- 
quin Murieta  is  used  as  a  case  in  point). 
Dependence  upon  secondary  sources  is 
minimal;  instead  he  uses  contemporary 
newspaper  accounts,  eyewitness  re- 
ports, documents  in  government  de- 
positories, memoirs,  courtroom  testi- 
mony, correspondence,  and  interviews 
with  those  who  knew  the  outlaws.

Modern  Turkey  emerged  from  the  dis- 
integrating Ottoman  Empire  out  of 
a  chaos  of  political,  social,  and  in- 
tellectual change.  The  proclamation  of 
the  republic  in  1923  built  on  the  central- 
izing nationalism  of  the  1908  revolu- 
tion, and  both  were  strongly  influ- 
enced, as  Kushner  explores  in  detail, 
by  a  generation  of  development  of  the 
ideas  of  Turkish  national  identity,  dis- 
tinct from  the  prevailing  Islamic  and 
Ottoman  identities.  Historical  and  lin- 
guistic research  had  led  to  an  assertion 
of  Turkish  pride  and  confidence,  with 
lasting  political  effect.

Some  worked  in  the  mining 
camps  but  most  settled  in  the  northern 
towns,  especially  San  Francisco, 
where  they  formed  distinct  commu- 
nities. From  the  outset  they  suffered 
discrimination,  particularly  in  educa- 
tion and  the  courts.  Though  they  peti- 
tioned for  redress  and  organized  con- 
ventions to  press  their  cause,   many 
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hundreds  became  so  discouraged  that 
they  emigrated  to  Canada,  where  they 
hoped  to  achieve  the  equality  denied 
them  in  California.

The  trans-Canada  canoe  trail  stretched 
almost  4000  miles  from  Montreal  to 
present-day  Astoria.

beaver  and  other  fur  resources  of  the 
continent.  Lavender  traces  the  devel- 
opment of  this  trail  from  the  arrival  of 
the  first  Frenchmen  in  1534  to  the  end 
of  fur  trade  competition  and  the  last 
major  changes  in  the  route  in  the 
I820*s.  By  relating  the  history  of  the 
trail  to  economic  and  political  devel- 
opments in  North  America  and  Eu- 
rope, he  has  also  produced  an  inter- 
esting and  useful  introduction  to  the  fur 
trade.

Maddox  concentrates  on  U.S.  inter- 
vention in  Siberia  during  the  Russian 
Revolution,  thereby  giving  some  in- 
sights into  subsequent  Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations.  His  work  is,  however, 
primarily  an  analysis  of  Wilson's  poli- 
cies and  in  fact  shows  how  his  actions 
belied  his  words  regarding  national 
self-determination  and  open  diploma- 
cy. The  intervention  itself  is  viewed  by 
Maddox  as  a  total  failure  judged  in  the 
light  of  publicly  proclaimed  goals.  Nei- 
ther author  is  convinced  of  the  exact  ef- 
fect of  this  intervention  on  the  sub- 
sequent Cold  War,  but  both  recognize 
the  value  it  had  to  Stalin  as  propa- 
ganda. Both  volumes  are  highly  recom- 
mended for  general  and  academic  col- 
lections.— Eugene  A.  Engeldinger,  Univ.

Smith  has  produced  a 
work  of  impressive  scholarship  in 
which  he  details  the  use  of  government 
press  patronage  to  secure  the  publica- 
tion of  laws,  the  printing  of  congres- 
sional proceedings,  and  the  services  of 
newspapers  as  official  organs  of  the  ad- 
ministration in  power.

The  developing  pride  of  late  19th-Cen- 
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tury  America  could  be  seen  in  the 
growth  of  her  navy,  the  preeminent 
contemporary  symbol  of  world  power 
and  prestige.  The  battleship  Oregon. 
whose  history  and  exploits  the  author 
has  chronicled,  was  a  vessel  that  fig- 
ured prominently  in  America's  growing 
consciousness  as  a  world  power.  Much 
of  the  Oregon's  importance  resulted 
from  her  dash  around  Cape  Horn  to 
join  in  the  battle  of  Santiago  during  the 
Spanish-American  War  of  1898.  Al- 
though this  book  will  be  of  interest  to 
students  of  world  and  naval  history,  it 
is  a  pity  that  such  a  fascinating  incident 
of  America's  budding  nationalism  was 
not  treated  in  greater  depth.

It  is  not  so  much  that  this  book  is  bad, 
but  that  it  is  unnecessary.

This  very  large  book  of  more  than  400 
five-column  pages  tries  to  be  all  things 
to  all  cooks.  It  succeeds  in  some  ways 
and  fails  in  others.  The  largest  and  best 
section  is  devoted  to  menus  and  recipes 
for  each  month  of  the  year,  with  sever- 
al hundred  more  recipes  included  in  the 
section  on  basic  cooking  methods.  Sec- 
tions on  buying  food  and  on  freezing 
are  adequate  though  undistinguished; 
the  ones  on  equipping  a  kitchen  and  on 
wine  are  brief  and  virtually  worthless. 
The  recipes  are  not  routine  and  would 
particularly  interest  cooks  who  do  not 
own  a  large  collection  of  cookbooks. 
Many  of  them  are  poorly  written  so 
that  cooking  procedures  do  not  follow 
one  another  in  logical  sequence,  and 
some  of  the  basic  methods  are  either 
not  clearly  enough  described  for  begin- 
ners or  not  the  best  method  for  accom- 
plishing a  particular  task.  Recommend- 
ed, in  spite  of  its  faults,  because  cooks 
will  enjoy  browsing  through  it.

It  includes  seven 
essays  on  authors  who  have  influenced 
him,  as  well  as  two  interviews  (one 
seemingly  with  high  school  students) 
and  a  course  outline.  The  subjects  are 
Bataille,  Sade,  Holderlin,  Flaubert,  au- 
thors, Nietzsche,  and  Deleuze;  if  the 
essays  could  be  classified,  they  would 
be  called  criticism  and  philosophy 
(they  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  study 
of  language  per  se).  Note  that  at  least 
two  of  the  names  listed  are  unfamiliar, 
and  there  the  editor  has  not  done  his 
job,  Nothing  is  said  of  the  background 
of  these  essays  or  of  their  subjects; 
footnotes  merely  identify  sources  and 
parallel  passages.  It  is  frequently  un- 
clear which  notions  are  Foucault's  and 
which  are  his  subjects'.  As  for  the  no- 
tions themselves,  even  the  editor's  in- 
troduction does  not  help.  I  have 
learned  nothing  from  Foucault  nor 
from  this  book.

Notably  absent 
are  Chomsky  and  other  theoretical  lin- 
guists. As  a  result  of  the  broad  scope  of 
the  book,  the  treatment  of  each  aspect 
of  the  subject  tends  to  be  brief.  In  some 
cases  the  statement  is  so  concise  as  to 
be  hard  to  follow;  the  explanation  of 
Grimm's  Law,  for  example,  requires  a 
much  more  detailed  statement  than  it 
gets.  A  prescriptive  tone  is  apparent 
from  time  to  time  in  such  expressions 
as  "slipshod  utterance,"  "the  poor 
practice,"  "another  error."  Those  in- 
terested in  a  serious  but  readable  expo- 
sition of  the  history  of  English  would 
do  well  to  read  Baugh,  Thomas  Pyles, 
or  Strang  instead.

Riewald  has  gathered  together  104  of 
the  incomparable  Max's  incomparable 
caricatures  of  literary  figures — Shaw, 
Wells,  Wilde,  Rossetti,  Kipling,  and 
such,  as  well  as  a  number  of  less  well 
remembered  personalities.  He  has  also 
briefly  annotated  each  drawing  with  in- 
formation (about  details  and  allusions 
in  the  picture,  the  occasion  of  the  draw- 
ing, the  career  or  personality  of  its  sub- 
ject, plus  comments  from  Beerbohm's 
own  prose)  intended  to  enable  the  aver- 
age modern  reader  to  enjoy  the  carica- 
tures "in  their  full  contemporary  con- 
text." This  straightforward,  unobtru- 
sive material  serves  its  purpose  quite 
well.  But  one  cannot  help  feeling  that 
the  visual  portions  of  the  book  deserve 
more  care.  Reproductions  of  Max's 
drawings  generally  look  as  if  they  were 
made  in  a  London  fog.  Unfortunately, 
this  is  too  often  true  in  Riewald's  book. 
At  least  a  few  color  plates  of  the  water- 
colors,  and  measurements  for  all  the 
originals  (most  were  reduced  for  repro- 
duction) would  help  us  form  a  much 
clearer,  livelier  idea  of  Max's  art  and 
enjoy  it  more.

This  study  of  Boccaccio's  nine  minor 
vernacular  works  of  fiction  will  foster 
wider  knowledge  of  them,  but  its  pri- 
mary audience  will  be  scholarly.  While 
each  tale  and  narrative  poem  is  amply 
described,  the  book's  main  matter,  as 
well  as  the  hundreds  of  footnotes  which 
constitute  half  its  volume,  addresses 
prior  interpretations  and  scholarship. 
Focusing  on  the  figures  of  Venus  and 
Diana,  Hollander  argues  the  polemical 
and  admittedly  tentative  case  that  Boc- 
caccio holds  a  firm  moral  position  in  all 
his  work,  and  means  in  these  tales  of 
carnal  love  to  transform,  through  irony, 
lussuria  into  caritas.  The  crucial 
Chapter  4  interprets  the  narrator's  role 
and  the  treatment  of  Orpheus  and  Ovid 
as  types  of  Boccaccio  himself.  There  is 
much  erudition  and  interest  in  the 
book.  But  Hollander's  style  tends  to- 
wards verbosity,  and  his  thesis,  for  this 
reader,  is  overworked  and  finally  un- 
persuasive.

In  this  engaging  biography,  May  at- 
tempts "to  examine  the  complex  inter- 
play of  history  and  personality."  Henri 
Beyle  (Stendhal)  lived  from  1783  to 
1842,  spanning  some  of  the  most  tu- 
multuous years  in  French  history.  May 
describes  Stendhal's  early  formative 
years,  the  adventurous  part  he  played 
in  the  Napoleonic  period,  the  women 
he  futilely  loved,  the  enjoyment  he  de- 
rived from  music  and  drama — and 
shows  how  Stendhal  as  writer  drew 
from  these  experiences  as  well  as  from 
his  own  many-faceted  personality. 
Stendhal  was  not  simply  a  French  Ro- 
mantic. In  fact,  as  a  disciple  of  the  En- 
lightenment after  its  political  and  in- 
tellectual ideals  had  become  unfashion- 
able, and  as  a  proponent  of  a  more 
direct,  lucid  style  than  the  bombastic 
flourish  of  his  contemporaries,  he  was  a 
confirmed  individualist,  a  rebellious 
nonconformist.  May's  biography,  sen- 
sitively done  and  integrating  the  most 
recent  research,  is  a  welcome  addition 
to  scholarly  works  on  Stendhal  in  Eng- 
lish.— Marilyn  E.  Mercer,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.

But  the  power  of  his  prose  and 
the  range  of  his  interests  encouraged 
critics  in  our  century  to  make  great  and 
contradictory  use  of  him  as  "a  rallier  of 
causes."  Beginning  in  the  1920's.  when 
Thoreau  began  to  be  seen  as  more  than 
a  nature  writer.  Meyer  traces  the  twists 
and  turns  of  his  reputation  as  a  social 
and  political  thinker  down  to  the 
1970*s.

the  growing  realization  that  the  poetry 
of  Robert  Frost  is  considerably  more 
substantial  than  commonly  regarded.

"Freedom  for  us  is  the  expression  of 
what  we  are,  of  the  qualities  and  char- 
acteristics we  possess,  but  in  an  unpre- 
tentious sense:  it  is  the  expression  of 
the  qualities  with  which  we  identify." 
Thus  freedom  is  not,  for  Bergmann,  the 
absence  of  influence  or  simply  the  abili- 
ty to  choose.  Rather  freedom  is  what 
we  have  when  our  actions  are  expres- 
sions of  our  own  conceptions  of  our 
personal  identities.  Hence,  he  says,  the 
person  who  pictures  himself  as  a  ration- 
alist also  pictures  his  appetitive  ac- 
tions as  constrained;  and  whoever 
identifies  with  the  vacuous  self  of  Dos- 
toevsky's  Underground  man  can  only 
be  free  in  the  expression  of  absolute 
spontaneity.  The  first  five  chapters  are 
a  clear  and  exciting  investigation  of  this 
theme.  In  the  last  two  chapters  Berg- 
mann discusses  the  consequences  of 
his  analysis  for  education  and  society 
in  a  very  speculative  manner.  Overall, 
the  book  is  clear  and  thought-provok- 
ing: a  good  acquisition.

Hart- 
man  discusses  some  difficult  topics  in 
Aristotle's  thought  in  a  coherent  and 
detailed  manner,  showing  how  Aris- 
totle's ontology,  with  its  emphasis  on 
individual  substance,  applies  to  the 
concept  of  the  "person."  Hartman's 
treatment  is  both  expository  and  evalu- 
ative, and  he  finds  that  much  of  what 
Aristotle  says  is  true,  though  the  con- 
cept of  nous  is  a  weak  spot.  He  views 
Aristotle  especially  from  the  point  of 
view  of  contemporary  philosophy,  and 
offers,  for  example,  an  interesting  dis- 
cussion of  Strawson  and  Aristotle  on 
the  priority  of  substance.  Students  of 
both  ancient  and  contemporary  analyt- 
ic philosophy  will  profit  from  this  work.

These  nine  essays,  chosen  by  Lacan 
himself,  are  the  first  sizable  chunk  of 
Lacan's  work  to  be  available  in  Eng- 
lish. Lacan's  "return  to  the  meaning  of 
Freud"  (a  rereading  of  Freud's  theories 
in  the  context  of  modern  linguistics  and 
anthropology)  has  been  extremely  in- 
fluential in  French  structuralist  thought 
(including  such  figures  as  Foucault  and 
Barthes).  However,  Lacan's  exposi- 
tion will  present  major  obstacles  for 
those  unfamiliar  with  Freud's  theories 
and  writings  in  detail  or  unwilling  to 
make  the  considerable  effort  required 
to  penetrate  Lacan's  terminology,  wit, 
and  florid  yet  allusive,  even  cryptic, 
style  and  polemics.  (Sheridan's  trans- 
lation is  quite  serviceable,  but  would 
profit  from  more  extensive  explanatory 
material.)

In  the  course  of  his  ex- 
haustive discussion  of  the  critical  prob- 
lems presented  by  the  infancy  narra-

Roman  Cath- 
olics concerned  with  ritual  will  find  the 
omission  of  the  work  of  the  Benedic- 
tines of  St.  John's  Abbey  (Virgil  Mi- 
chael, O.S.B.,  and  Godfrey  Diekmann, 
O.S.B.)  during  the  last  60  years  incom- 
prehensible.

Pittenger  has  been  an  eloquent  spokes- 
man for  process  theology,  especially  at 
the  popular  level.  This  book  is  an  at- 
tempt to  express  the  doctrine  of  the 
Trinity  in  terms  that  are  true  to  the  bib- 
lical point  of  view  and  meaningful  to 
the  way  contemporary  man  experi- 
ences the  world.  Pittenger's  thesis  is 
that  the  divine  presence  in  the  world  is 
experienced  as  transcendent,  as  some- 
thing more  than  nature;  as  immanent, 
as  being-within-the-world;  and  as 
"concomitance,"  or  in  the  mode  of  in- 
carnation where  God  comes  "along- 
side" to  complete  and  fulfill  His  crea- 
tion. These  three  modes  of  God's  pres- 
ence correspond  to  God's  action  in 
relation  to  the  world.  God's  relation  to 
the  world  is  best  understood  in  process 
terms  whereby  God  is  in  the  world  and 
affected  by  it  in  a  social  manner  that  re- 
flects relations  in  the  world.  A  good  in-

Macvey  is  more  admittedly  specula 
tive,  and,  as  in  his  earlier  books  (e.g. 
Whispers  from  Space,  LJ  1/15/74).  his 
writing  is  quite  enjoyable.  He  makes  nc 
attempt  to  be  dogmatic  in  his  explora- 
tions of  the  possibilities  of  interstellai 
travel  by  alien  civilizations;  he  writes 
about  folded  space,  use  of  black  holes 
tachyons,  and  other  science-fiction} 
ideas.  Near  the  end.  Macvey  seems  tc 
get  too  carried  away  in  his  speculation;

Proper  diet  can  help  to 
speed  up  estrogen  degradation  in  the 
body,  thereby  providing  increased  re- 
sistance to  breast  cancer.  His  nutri- 
tional recommendations  include  ample 
amounts  of  Vitamin  B  complex,  pro- 
tein, and  fruits  and  vegetables,  with  an 
accompanying  decrease  in  sugar  con- 
sumption. Germann,  a  radiologist,  also 
believes  that  the  standard  American 
diet  is  a  causative  factor  in  cancer.  On 
the  basis  of  studies  which  found  lower 
cancer  incidence  in  groups  of  vegetari- 
ans as  compared  to  the  population  as  a 
whole.  Dr.  Germann  advises  readers  to 
cut  down  on  protein  and  fat  (especially 
red  meat  and  cholesterol-rich  foods) 
and  increase  their  consumption  of 
fruits,  vegetables,  and  high-fiber  foods. 
He  includes  a  section  of  practical  tips 
for  following  his  anticancer  diet,  with 
sample  menus  and  recipes.

As  the  U.S.  submarine  Tetra  is 
about  to  surface  and  drop  off  a  demoli- 
tion team,  a  navigational  error  grounds 
the  sub  on  a  shoal  and  forces  the  entire 
crew  to  evacuate.  Several  survivors 
make  it  to  the  island,  and  they  decide  to 
proceed  with  the  raid.  The  rest  of  the 
novel  focuses  on  the  figures  within  the 
group  and  their  dealings  with  the 
people  who  inhabit  the  island,  espe- 
cially Sensei,  their  contact.

Marco, 
a  hideously  deformed  baby  with  no 
cerebral  cortex,  is  born  to  the  Frascas, 
a  lower-middle-class  Italian  couple. 
These  shocked  parents  contemplate  the 
dreadful  consequences  if  their  only  son 
is  to  live  until  adulthood:  financial 
strain,  unrelenting  stress  on  the  mar- 
riage, and,  most  of  all,  the  narrow 
cruelty  of  Marco's  own  limited  future. 
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Perceiving  no  hope  for  the  boy's  happi- 
ness, Frasca  decides  to  end  his  son's 
life  by  dropping  him  off  a  bridge.  When 
Frasca  is  tried  for  murder,  his  case  at- 
tracts press  and  public  sympathy.  Au- 
thor Pepper  clearly  approves  of  his 
hero's  desperate  action.  The  book  is 
fast-moving  and  well-plotted,  and  pre- 
sents an  extremely  persuasive  case  for 
responsible  euthanasia.  It  may  arouse 
controversy  in  some  communities,  but 
nevertheless  deserves  a  place  in  most 
public  libraries.

John  Berry's  "The  Debate  Nobody 
Won"  (U .  August,  p.  1513-80)  was  a 
good  report,  but  it  should  be  recorded 
that  not  all  of  the  ALA  headquarters 
staff  voting  at  the  Detroit  Conference 
were  "solidly  behind  the  film"  The 
Speaker.  I.  for  one.  wholeheartedly 
supported  the  Black  Caucus  and  Kei- 
lum-Rose  resolutions. 

And  I  must  disagree  with  Berry's 
conclusion  that  "the  film  .  .  .  caused 
deep,  possibly  irreparable,  racial  divi- 
sion within  ALA."  The  film  and  reac- 
tions from  both  sides  merely  confirmed 
the  racial  insensitivity  that  decimates 
the  Association.  Clara  Jones  spoke  elo- 
quently for  many  members:  "What  we 
do  to  or  with  the  film  doesn't  matter  at 
all  .  .  .  We  might  salve  our  conscience, 
but  that  is  not  the  heart  of  the  mat- 
ter .  .  ." 


The  states  came  first     

Thomas  S.  Harding 

Librarian  Emeritus,  Washburn  University.  To- 
peka,  Kansas: 

A.  Hunter  Rineer,  Jr.  is  correct  in  his 
basic  assumptions  about  federal  vs. 
siate  relationships  (U ,  July,  p.  1429- 
30).  However,  he  has  his  facts  in  re- 
verse order. 

The  founding  fathers  did  not  "re- 
serve broad  powers  and  responsibilities 
to  the  stales."  Rather,  it  was  the  other 
way  around.  The  states,  which  were 
then  sovereign  and  supreme,  delegated 
considerable  authority  to  the  new  fed- 
eral government,  while  retaining  for 
themselves  large  residuary  powers. 
I  his  was  implicit  in  Article  VI,  section 
2,  which  declares  that  'This  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws  oi'  the  United  States 
which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,"  and  none  other,  are  the  su- 
preme law  of  the  land.  This  became  ex- 
plicit in  the  Tenth  Amendment,  which 
declares  unequivocally:  "The  powers 
not  delegated  to  the  United  Slates  by 
the  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to 
the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States 
respectively  or  to  the  people." 

Likewise,  Rineer  is  correct  in- 
saying  that  our  cities  are  the  creations 
and  subdivisions  of  the  respective 
stales,  and  that  by  dealing  directly  with 
the  cities,   the  federal  government   is 


aborting  the  Constitution  and  weaken- 
ing still  further  the  powers  of  the  states. 
In  dispensing  any  kind  of  federal  aid, 
the  U.S.  Government  should  make  use 
of  state  agencies,  such  as  the  state  li- 
braries, in  order  to  stay  within  the 
framework  of  the  Constitution. 

While  Rineers  contentions  are  on 
solid  constitutional  ground,  he  appears 
to  be  oblivious  to  one  element  in  this 
picture.  Until  very  recently,  the  failure" 
of  state  legislatures  to  reapportion 
themselves  led  to  a  disproportionate 
amount  of  control  of  the  state  govern- 
ments by  rural  constituencies,  to  the 
detriment  of  urban  areas.  The  situation 
has  been  changing  since  a  U.S.  Su- 
preme Court  decision  involving  the 
State  of  Tennessee  Legislature  in  the 
early  1960s,  but  it  has  been  agonizingly 
slow.  Until  the  change  is  completed, 
we  can  still  expect  state  legislatures  to 
favor  rural  areas  and  counties  in  the 
distribution  of  federal  funds. 

Finally,  I  agree  with  Rineer  on  the 
need  for  reorganization  at  the  state,  re- 
gional, and  local  levels  of  government, 
with  a  corresponding  realignment  of  re- 
sponsibility for  all  governmental  activi- 
ties. This  need  was  foreseen  more  than 
40  years  ago  by  my  teacher,  Carleton 
B.  Joeckel,  who  was  one  of  the  earliest 
advocates  of  federal  aid  to  libraries. 
Joeckel  urged  the  creation  of  a  new 
concept — the  regional  library,  which 
would  not  only  consolidate  many 
smaller,  undernourished  libraries,  but 
also  become  a  more  efficient  conduit 
for  federal  and  state  funds. 


Halt  accreditation

banks: 

Roughton's  letter  (LI,  June  15,  p.  1320, 
"Job  Hunting  Woes")  is  an  example  of 
the  despair  and  hopelessness  facing  re- 
cent library  school  graduates.  Though 
the  number  of  library  school  graduates 
have  declined  in  recent  years  the  basic 
problem  of  overproduction  remains 
crucial,  not  only  for  beginning  librari- 
ans but  for  the  profession  as  a  whole. 
The  leaders  of  our  profession  have  con- 
sistently refused  to  face  this  problem;  it 
is  easier  to  be  concerned  with  intricate 
flow  charts  or  irrelevant  references  to 
freedom  of  choice.  Unless  the  over- 
supply  is  corrected  we  continue  to 
churn  out  graduates  who  are  unable  to 
find  employment,   whether  in  interior 


Alaska  or  southern  California.  This  in- 
difference is  both  an  insult  to  each  li- 
brary school  student  and  a  serious  as- 
sault on  the  viability  of  our  profession. 
Both  library  school  administrators  and 
faculty  and  ALA  as  the  spokesperson 
for  the  profession  must  share  this  guilt. 
A  modest  beginning  would  be  a  mora- 
torium on  accreditation  of  new  library 
science  programs  and  an  across-the- 
board  cut  in  enrollments.  Perhaps  this 
would  be  the  appropriate  time  to  beef 
up  graduate  library  training  in  order  to 
meet  the  challenges  and  demands  of 
providing  for  the  information  needs  of 
all  Americans. 


Margin-alia

In  my  own  work  I  like  to  jot  down  in 
margins  not  only  ideas  but  also  my  ini- 
tials and  the  date  at  places  it  might  be 
nice  to  use  later.  This  tracks  the  devel- 
opment of  the  arguments.  It  makes  it 
possible  for  others  later  to  go  over 
whatever  remains  of  my  notes  and  ref- 
erence library  should  this  stuff  be  inter- 
esting in  a  historic  light. 

Some  might  think  it  infra  dig  so 
boldly  to  display  respect  for  one's  own 
work.  I  think,  to  the  contrary,  that 
pride  is  essential  to  good  work.  Would 
that  all  could  strive  so  happily  in  work 
of  their  own  choice. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  prob- 
lems of  communication  among  scien- 
tists in  related  fields  and  because  of  the 
increasingly  hard  time  we  have  keeping 
up  with  literature  related  to  our  own  in- 
terests, it  would  be  well  for  others  to 
know  who  else  is  interested  in  the  same 
stuff — and  when. 

Therefore,  I  toss  out  the  balloon 
that  we  not  be  so  afraid  to  write  in  li- 
brary books.  That  instead  books  be 
made  with  wider  margins  for  more  pro-  | 
fuse  sharing  by  readers  of  the  pertinent 
thoughts  they  have  and  wish  to  share 
somehow  more  efficiently  with  others, 
in  a  rather  informal  but  perhaps  quite 
effective  way.  Some  books  have  errors 
that  might  confuse  others  if  not  cor- 
rected. Of  course,  it  is  most  courteous 
to  inform  publishers  of  such  problems, 
as  well. 

Perhaps  some  library  people  could 
collate  and  distribute  to  other  libraries 
some  of  the  notes  they  see  as  impor- 
tant, when  scanning  books  being  re- 
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turned.  The  Library  of  Congress  could 
assemble  master  lists  for  later  publica- 
tion and  sale  through  the  Government 
Printing  Office. 

Books  too  rare  for  such  treatment 
should  carry  gold  star  emblems  or 
something.

I  have  noted  with  interest  the  items  car- 
ried in  recent  issues  of  Library  Journal 
regarding  the  National  Federation  of 
the  Blind  of  Nebraska  and  the  Nebras- 
ka Library  Commission.  At  best,  LJ's 
editorial  approach  is  biased.  Barbara 
Beach,  president  of  the  National  Fed- 
eration of  the  Blind  of  Nebraska,  asked 
for  and  was  given  equal  time  in  the 
June  1  issue  (p.  1221)  to  present  her 
organization's  point  of  view  in  contrast 
to  the  item  from  John  Kopischke,  exec- 
utive director  of  the  Nebraska  Library 
Commission,  carried  in  the  January 
15  issue  (p.  148-9).  By  printing  (im- 
mediately following  Beach's  letter)  Ko- 
pischke's  response  to  Beach's  letter 
(June  1,  p.  1222),  U  has  given  Ko- 
pischke both  the  first  and  last  word  on 
this  matter. 

I  suggest  that  Beach  be  given  an 
opportunity  in  U  to  respond  to  Ko- 
pischke's  letter  and  then,  I  hope  U 
won't  give  Kopischke  another  chance 
to  offer  any  further  remarks.

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The  Massachusetts  mess 


While  the  Bay  State  has  never  been  regarded  as  a  li- 
brary bellwether,  recent  events  culminating  several 
decades  of  squabbling  have  exposed  issues  that  ought 
to  be  of  national  concern.  The  tip  of  the  iceberg  was 
seen  in  the  recent  forced  resignations  of  Charles 
Joyce,  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension, 
the  state's  library  agency,  and  Mary  Spillane,  legisla- 
tive liaison  for  the  Bureau.  Without  detailing  the  nasty 
episode  that  prompted  a  divided  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  to  force  the  departure  of  Joyce  and 
Spillane,  it  is  clear  to  anyone  following  library  affairs 
in  Massachusetts  that,  once  again,  "last  hurrah"  poli- 
tics are  threatening  library  development  and  the 
state's  library  agency. 

The  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  is  really  a 
"lame  duck"  outfit.  Ironically,  at  about  the  same  time 
they  removed  Joyce,  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts 
signed  into  law  a  bill  that,  on  January  1,  1978,  will  add 
four  members  to  the  Board's  current  five,  and  move  it 
and  the  Bureau  out  of  the  Department  of  Education, 
establishing  them  as  a  nearly  independent  state  agen- 
cy. The  new  agency  will  not  be  responsible  for  school 
libraries,  a  traditionally  depressed  group  in  the  state 
which  will  continue  under  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. While  this  may  not  augur  well  for  school  library 
progress,  the  unfortunate  division  of  library  responsi- 
bility may  be  necessary  since  the  embattled  Bureau, 
already  in  disarray,  probably  would  not  be  able  to 
handle  the  load. 

The  real  issues  in  Massachusetts,  as  in  most 
states,  revolve  around  money  and  power.  About  $2.6 
million  in  state  funds  is  funnelled  through  the  Bureau 
to  the  three  regional  library  systems  in  the  state.  Un- 
der Joyce,  the  Bureau  began  to  require  more  rigorous 
accountability  from  the  systems  on  their  use  of  the 
funds  and  a  bundle  of  federal  (LSCA)  money  the  Bu- 
reau administers.  The  regional  systems,  each  quar- 
tered in  one  of  the  state's  large  public  libraries  (Bos- 
ton, Worcester,  and  Springfield)  interpreted  all  of  this 
as  a  power  grab  by  Joyce,  and  began  their  campaign  to 
prevent  the  measures.  The  Boston  Globe  put  it  like 
this:  ".  .  .  he  (Joyce)  tried  to  return  administration  of 
the  regional  library  systems  to  the  bureau  rather  than 
allow  the  systems  to  function  autonomously."  The 
word  "return"  is  questionable  since  our  observations 
indicate  that  the  systems,  operating  under  long-stand- 


ing contracts  with  the  Bureau,  have  always  operated 
with  considerable  autonomy. 

Joyce  also  alienated  the  city  public  libraries 
through  his  testimony  in  opposition  to  federal  aid  to 
urban  libraries. 

Many  attacked  Joyce's  administration  for  the  un- 
usually large  percentage  of  Bureau  jobs  paid  for  from 
federal  funds.  LSCA  money  they  feel  should  have 
been  used  to  make  grants  to  the  systems  or  to  libraries. 
Joyce's  supporters,  who  are  few  in  number,  counter 
that  a  strong  state  agency  will  be  essential,  and  that 
building  it  is  a  most  appropriate  use  of  federal  funds. 

The  rather  perfunctory  report  of  an  ad  hoc  com- 
mittee set  up  by  the  Board  to  develop  guidelines  for 
the  regional  systems  honestly  tells  what's  going  wrong 
with  their  current  governance:  "There  is  no  agreement 
on  what  the  present  structure  is  .  .  .  The  plan  of  serv- 
ice is  the  basic  document  .  .  .  The  present  format  is 
totally  inadequate  .  .  .  There  is  at  present  no  generally 
agreed  upon  state  plan  for  library  services  ..." 

A  decade  ago  Sam  Prentiss,  former  New  York 
State  Librarian,  warned  state  agencies  that  if  they 
were  not  more  effective  in  improving  service  in  metro- 
politan areas,  "the  federal  government  will  bypass 
them  and  deal  directly  with  the  cities"  (U,  February 
1.  1967,  p.  546-8).  U.S.  urban  libraries  have  repeatedly 
urged  just  that.  In  Massachusetts,  going  a  step  further, 
they  have  almost  achieved  it  with  state  funds  as  well 
as  federal.  The  state  agency  has  been  virtually  stripped 
of  any  power  to  closely  monitor  the  regional  systems, 
which,  in  reality,  do  serve  metropolitan  areas.  The 
current  episode  has  dealt  what  must  be  a  nearly  fatal 
blow  to  the  Bureau. 

The  Massachusetts  mess  is  not  simply  the  culmi- 
nation of  a  local  feud.  It  signals  the  completion  of  a 
fundamental  shift  in  the  balance  of  power  in  one  state 
away  from  the  state  agency  in  favor  of  the  large  city 
libraries.  By  forcing  the  issue  with  Joyce,  the  Board 
not  only  removed  an  easy  target,  it  very  effectively 
emasculated  its  own  state  agency,  leaving  a  vacuum  at 
the  state  level  that  will  surely  invite  a  new  round  of 
maneuvers  by  the  state's  library  power  brokers.  Mas- 
sachusetts may  soon  give  the  nation  its  first  model  of 
statewide  library  service,  operated  and  managed  with 
near  autonomy  by  the  state's  large  public  libraries. 
The  impact  of  that  change  on  library  support  and  serv- 
ice is  of  deep  concern  to  us  all.  John  Berry

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Tasks"  approach  to  library  personnel  roles  grows 


There  is  a  new  emphasis  on  defining  li- 
brary personnel  roles  in  terms  of 
"tasks."  Librarians  are  fearful  that  this 
new  emphasis  could  undermine  the 
prestige  of  the  M.L.S.  Employers,  on 
the  other  hand,  view  this  new  strategy 
as  a  necessary  means  of  defending 
themselves  against  both  discrimination 
suits  and  reverse  discrimination  suits. 
The  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Li- 
brary was  one  institution  that  was 
found  guilty  in  court  of  reverse  dis- 
crimination. Ironically  Los  Angeles 
had  earlier  been  zapped  for  discrimina- 
tion against  minorities.  And  in  Califor- 
nia the  requirement  of  a  formal  library 
degree  is  being  questioned. 

One  response  to  pressure  for  com- 
pliance with  affirmative  action  guide- 
lines and  to  questions  about  the  va- 
lidity of  the  M.L.S.  as  a  requirement 
for  a  professional  library  position  is  the 
new  stress  on  "tasks."  A  Sacramento 
quasi-public  agency  called  the  Selec- 
tion Consulting  Center  has  been  com- 
missioned by  the  State  Library  and  a 
consortium  of  California  libraries  to 
identify  a  list  of  "entry  level  skills" 
that  are  to  be  expected  of  a  beginning 
professional  librarian  (ZJ,  September 
1,  p.  1706).  SCC  has  reportedly  com- 
pleted one  phase  of  the  project — identi- 
fication of  library  school  courses  which 
provide  training  in  these  basic  skills. 

Another  report  of  a  task  approach 
comes  from  Sheffield  University  (Eng- 
land), where  a  four  year  study  has  been 
"seeking  to  identify  the  principal  tasks 
in  library  and  information  work  and  the 
qualifications  and  qualities  required  for 
their  effective  performance." 

A  meeting  well-attended  at  last 
summer's  ALA  Conference  in  Detroit 
was  the  Library  Education  Division's 
(LED)  meeting  on  "Testing  or  Train- 
ing?" In  a  recent  issue  of  the  LED's 
newsletter,  Lester  Asheim  attempted 
to  clarify  the  issues.  At  the  LED  meet- 


ing, Harold  Martelle  of  the  Sacramento 
City-County  Library  had  urged  librar- 
ies to  provide  the  nonprofessional  with 
alternate  career  ladders  enabling  them 
to  earn  professional  status — a  ladder 
like  SCCL's.  faking  a  contrasting 
stand,  Jane  Flener  of  the  University  of 
Michigan  Library  stressed  the  value  of 
formal  education  and  warned  against 
the  use  of  examinations  "that  only 
identify  certain  manual  skills  but  not 
the  broader  outlook  and  more  subtle 
abilities  needed  to  provide  superior 
service."  Asheim  observed  that  the 
two  viewpoints  could  be  interpreted  as 
two  different  approaches:  Martelle 
stressed  consideration  of  the  staff  per- 
son's needs;  Flener.  the  librarians'  re- 
sponsibiliu  to  be  responsive  to  users' 
expectations  and  needs. 

Summing  up.  Asheim  said.  "The 


ramifications  and  nuances  that  were 
touched  upon  by  different  speakers 
made  it  clear  that  this  topic  carried 
both  a  promise  and  a  threat,  not  just  to 
librarianship  but  to  all  fields  in  which 
formal  educational  requirements  have 
been  established.  The  heat  is  presently 
on  California's  librarians,  but  it  may 
soon  spread  to  other  states  and  to  other 
professions,  unless  the  librarians — all 
librarians — are  able  to  establish  that 
good  library  service  rests  upon  more 
than  'first  day'  skills,  however  ac- 
quired." 

Bibliographies  on  the  subject,  in- 
cidentally, are  now  available  from 
ALA's  Library  Education  Division,  re- 
ports Margaret  Myers.  There  are  bibli- 
ographies on  "Testing  vs.  Training" 
and  "Cost  Considerations  in  Contin- 
uing Education  &  Staff  Development." 


Restricted  access  policy  stirs  protest  in  N.Y. 


Many  libraries  have  a  policy  of  seques- 
tering books  that  are  most  likely  to  be 
stolen  or  mutilated.  This  policy,  how- 
ever, is  frequently  under  fire;  most  re- 
cently, in  West  Islip,  New  York,  where 
some  patrons  are  complaining  that  such 
a  policy  smacks  of  censorship.  Accord- 
ing to  a  report  in  Newsday,  about  a  half 
dozen  Islip  residents  have  protested 
the  policy  at  several  meetings  of  the 
West  Islip  Public  Library  board. 

The  library  has  some  900  books  in 
an  off  limits  area;  adults  can  browse  in 
these  stacks  only  if  accompanied  by  a 
staff  member;  the  books  are  listed  in 
the  catalog  with  the  notation  "request 
book  at  desk."  Most  (621)  of  the  se- 
questered books  are  reference,  234  are 
nonfiction,  and  42  are  fiction.  Residents 
back  the  policy  of  protecting  valuable, 
rare  books  or  such  popular  items  as 
auto  repair  manuals.  But  they  question 
the  legitimacy  of  the  practice  of  putting 


certain  novels  out  of  sight.  And  incon- 
sistencies in  the  practice  were  uncov- 
ered: titles  like  Tropic  of  Cancer  and 
Lady  Chatterley's  Lover  are  in  the  re- 
stricted area,  but  Sons  and  Lovers  and 
Tropic  of  Capricorn  are  out  on  public 
shelves.  Residents  complain  that  "the 
library  is  making  a  moral  judgment,  a 
political  judgment,  and  a  social  judg- 
ment .  .  .  The  erosion  of  our  rights 
starts  here." 

Asked  for  a  comment  by  News- 
day,  Roger  Funk  of  ALA's  Office  for 
Intellectual  Freedom  declared  that 
West  Islip's  policy  is  a  "clear  violation 
of  our  guidelines  for  public  librar- 
ies ..  .  The  library  is  putting  a  barrier 
between  these  books  and  the  public, 
and  therefore  it  is  a  form  of  censor- 
ship. It  denies  the  freedom  of  people  to 
simply  investigate  these  books  without 
being  screened  by  some  librarian." 
West  Islip  is  reviewing  its  policy. 
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Community  standards 
zapped  by  NCLIS 

The  National  Commission  on  Libraries 
and  Information  Science  has  de- 
nounced the  Supreme  Court  sanctioned 
practice  of  applying  "local  community 
standards"  in  obscenity  cases  as  a 
threat  to  the  national  library  network  it 
espouses.  In  a  recently  adopted  resolu- 
tion. NCLIS  declared  that  it  "con- 
demns the  use  of  'local  community 
standards"  as  a  threat  to  the  national 
accessibility  of  communicative  materi- 
als through  both  commercial  and  non- 
commercial means,  and  thus  as  a  threat 
to  each  citizen's  full  exercise  of  the 
rights  guaranteed  by  the  First  and 
Fourteenth  Amendments." 

Observed  NCLIS.  "The  devel- 
opment and  maintenance  of  the  pro- 
spective nationwide  library  network, 
and  the  integrity  of  publishers  of  books 
and  other  communicative  materials  up- 
on which  it  depends,  require  the  full 
and  uniform  protection  of  the  Constitu- 
tion as  guaranteed  in  the  First  and 
Fourteenth  Amendments."  It  added, 
"Prosecutions  under  'local  community 
standards'  threaten  the  guarantees  of 
the  First  Amendment  and  chill  the  free 
exercise  of  the  rights  of  freedom  of 
speech  and  press  and  freedom  of  stand- 
ards of  the  least  tolerant  community, 
under  threat  of  criminal  sanction."

California  gold:  bed  tax 
provides  Palm  Springs  $$ 

From  newly  appointed  City  Librarian 
Henry  Weiss  of  the  Palm  Springs  Pub- 
lic Library  (California)  comes  a  report 
of  a  possible  new  source  of  revenue  for 
libraries  in  resort  towns:  the  "bed  tax" 
levied  on  out-of-state  visitors'  hotel 
bills.  Palm  Springs  city  fathers  opted  to 
give  the  library  a  hunk  of  transient  oc- 
cupancy tax  revenue  that  is  usually  ear- 
marked for  such  agencies  as  the  Vistors 
Bureau. 

The  library,  says  Weiss,  got  about 
$150,000  in  additional  tax  revenue — 
some  25  percent  of  its  total  budget  of 
$576,000.  And  unofficially,  at  least,  the 
city  has  agreed  to  keep  channeling  bed 
tax  money  to  the  library. 


Children's  Book  Festival 
to  debut  in  Canada 

Canada  has  designated  the  week  of  No- 
vember 13-19  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Children's  Book  Festival,  which  aims 
to  give  better  visibility  via  special  pro- 
grams and  author  appearances  to  the 
"best1'  of  Canada's  children's  books. 
An  organization  called  the  Children's 
Book  Centre  (Toronto)  has  picked  out 
50  noteworthy  Canadian  children's 
books  in  such  categories  as  picture 
books,  fiction,  nonfiction,  history  and 
biography,  poetry,  literature,  and  folk- 
tales. During  the  festival,  Canadian 
children's  authors  will  read  their  books 
at  programs  scheduled  around  the 
country;  illustrators  will  also  tour. 

Special  festival  related  materials, 
including  kits  with  an  Our  Choice  1977 
catalog,  a  poster,  a  program  sheet,  and 
30  color-in  book  jackets  ($2  each);  100 
color-in  book  jackets  ($1);  Choice  cata- 
logs ($1  each)  posters  ($1  each)  are 
available  prepaid  from  the  Children's 
Book  Centre,  Suite  220,  86  Bloor  St., 
W.,  Toronto,  Ontario,  M5S  1M5. 

The  Canadian  festival  coincides 
with  the  November  14-20  celebration  in 
the  United  States  of  Children's  Book 
Week. 


Brooklyn  (N.Y.)  restores  hours 

New  York's  Brooklyn  Public  Library 
has  restored  hours  of  service  at  its 
branches  to  a  five-day  week,  thanks  to 
an  influx  of  some  167  CETA  (Compre- 
hensive Employment  and  Training  Act) 
employees  and  the  "reappropriation" 
of  some  $500,000  in  city  funding,  re- 
ports Director  Kenneth  F.  Duchac. 
The  budget  crunch  in  New  York  City 
had  earlier  forced  BPL  to  put  most  of 
its  branches  on  a  two-  to  three-day 
schedule;  libraries  were  "paired,"  with 
a  single  staff  manning  the  two  branches 
on  alternate  days. 


Ohio  library  aid 
boosted  32  percent 

The  Ohio  State  Library  reports  that 
Governor  Rhodes  has  okayed  a  State 
Library  budget  of  $11.8  million  (includ- 
ing both  state  and  federal  funding)  for 
the  1977-78  biennium.  The  new  budget 
includes  $5.9  million  in  state  general 
revenue  funds,  $5.3  million  in  federal 
funds  (Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act),  and  $604,043  in  contract  in- 
come expected  from  fines,  service 
charges,  bookmobile  contracts,  and  the 
Catalog  Center  service.  Funds  for  state 
agency  operations  were  increased  13 
percent  above  the  amount  appropriated 
in  the  1976-77  biennium.  while  state  aid 
funds  to  libraries  were  upped  32  per- 
cent. And  legislators  authorized  full 
support  for  a  number  of  programs 
which  had  earlier  been  picked  as  top 
candidates  for  budget  surgery  in  the 
"survival  budget"  the  State  Library 
had  to  submit. 

How  the  $11.8  million  will  be  split 
up:  State  Library  operations,  including 
those  of  the  Library  Development  Divi- 
sion, are  budgeted  at  $5.4  million, 
while  aid  (state  and  federal)  to  Ohio's 
libraries  is  budgeted  at  $6.4  million — 54 
percent  of  the  total.  As  for  the  way 
money  will  be  spent  at  the  state  agen- 
cy, salaries  will  take  some  $3.2  million 
of  the  money  earmarked  for  opera- 
tions, while  only  $515,062  will  be  spent 
for  books. 

The  State  Library  tried  to  get  $2.5 
million  to  support  existing  Area  Li- 
brary Service  Organizations  and  to 
create  three  new  ALSOs,  but  it  only 
got  about  $650,000  for  this  purpose. 


Expanded  document  delivery 
announced  by  U.  Conn. 

The  New  England  Research  Applica- 
tion Center  at  the  University  of  Con- 
necticut in  Storrs  reports  that  it  has 
doubled  the  number  of  staffers  assigned 
to  the  delivery  of  materials  ordered 
from  both  domestic  and  foreign 
sources.  Margie  Maker,  documents  li- 
brarian at  NERAC,  says  more  people 
were  needed  to  handle  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing volume  of  document  orders. 
And  the  Center  wants  to  speed  up  de- 
livery to  a  turnaround  time  of  from 
three  to  six  weeks.

\  1  \,  which  in  1 974  took  over  from  the 
National  Book  Committee  responsibili- 
ty for  running  the  National  Library 
Week  PR  campaign,  now  intends  to  ex- 
pand the  scope  of  the  program,  making 
it  a  year-round  public  relations  pro- 
gram germane  to  all  types  of  libraries. 
not  just  public  libraries. 

NLW  Chairperson  Alice  Norton 
reports  that  sales  of  NLW  publicity 
materials  have  topped  the  $100,000 
mark  already  this  year,  but  ALA  statis- 
tics also  show  that  higher  production 
costs  are  siphoning  off  the  profits  com- 
ing from  the  program. 

In  a  report  to  ALA  Council,  the

NYPL  gets  $330,000  gift  from  CBS 

One  more  indication  that  libraries  may 
see  a  resumption  of  the  flow  of  gifts 
from  corporations  and  individuals 
comes  with  the  report  that  the  Colum- 
bia Broadcasting  Company  (CBS-TV) 
has  given  New  York  Public  Library  a 
gift  of  $330,000.  The  money  will  be 
added  to  the  funds  raised  by  NYPL  for 
the  Research  Libraries  (and  not  the 
hard-pressed  branch  systems  in  Man- 
hattan, Bronx,  and  Staten  Island). 
NYPL  has  a  $52  million  fund-raising 
campaign  target;  so  far  it  has  pried 
loose  $13  million.  NYPL  President 
Richard  Couper  has  hailed  the  "unusu- 
ally large  corporate  gift"  from  CBS  as 
one  which  should  prompt  other  com- 
panies "to  follow  suit." 


Lottery  tickets  for  books 

Canadians  who  lose  out  in  the  lottery 
sweepstakes  might  eventually  be  able 
to  redeem  their  losing  tickets  (500  each) 
for  an  equal  amount  of  credit  at  any 
bookstore  for  the  purchase  of  a  Cana- 
dian book.  The  Ontario  Ministry  of 
Culture  and  Recreation  came  up  with 
the  idea.  Publishers  and  bookstore 
owners  are  reportedly  enthusiastic. 

$$  for  N.Y.  drama  library 

The  American  Academy  of  Dramatic 
Arts  (New  York  City)  has  received  a 
$260,000  grant  from  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  Company  (CBS-TV).  The 
money,  says  AADA  Director  George 
Cuttingham.  "will  enable  us  to  set  up 
an  extensive  library  and  learning  re- 
sources center — a  facility  which  is.  un- 
fortunately, a  rarity  in  acting  schools." 


Award  for  service  to  the  blind 

ALA  is  asking  for  nominations  for  the 
Francis  Joseph  Campbell  Citation  and 
Medal  in  recognition  of  an  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  advancement  of  li- 
brary service  for  the  blind.  Such  contri- 
butions could  include:  "an  imaginative 
and  constructive  program  in  a  particu- 
lar library;  a  recognized  contribution  to 
the  national  library  program  for  blind 
persons;  creative  participation  in  li- 
brary associations  or  blind  organiza- 
tions which  advance  reading  for  the 
blind;  a  significant  publication  or  writ- 
ing in  the  field;  imaginative  selections, 
acquisitions,  or  technical  services."

Talking  books  warning 

The  Library  of  Congress  warns  in  the 
catalog  of  titles  provided  by  the  Talking 
Books  program  that  books  labeled  with 
an  asterisk  "contain  strong  language, 
explicit  descriptions  of  sex,  or  other 
content  that  may  be  offensive  to  some 
readers."  Among  the  books  so  marked: 
Alexander  Dolgun's  Story:  an  Ameri- 
can in  the  Gulag;  The  Greatest:  My 
Own  Story  by  Muhummad  Ali;  Harry 
and  Tonto  by  Josh  Greenfeld;  Trinity 
by  Leon  Uris;  and  The  Final  Days. 


Government  info  released 

The  National  Archives  and  Record 
Service  reports  in  its  News  Notes  the 
deposit  of  new  government-related  in- 
formation which  will  be  made  available 
to  the  public  eventually.  New  acquisi- 
tions include  the  declassified  Bay  of 
Pigs  inquiry;  the  Watergate  File — some 
500  cubic  feet  of  record  open  to  "limit- 
ed research  subject  to  multiple  and 
stringent  restrictions"  placed  on  them 
by  the  special  prosecutor  as  well  as  the 
results  of  expected  Freedom  of  Infor- 
mation Act  suits;  FBI  wiretaps  of  Mar- 
tin Luther  King,  Jr. — some  900  cubic 
feet  of  records  which  must  "remain  un- 
der seal  for  50  years." 

Online  access  in  Maryland 

From  Maryland  comes  a  report  on  an 
experiment  in  intertype  cooperation: 
an  LSCA  (Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act)  grant  is  paying  for  a  sec- 
ond year  of  access  to  the  Lockheed 
DIALOG  system  of  online  databases  in 
Montgomery  County.  The  public  li- 
braries of  Aspen  Hill,  Silver  Spring, 
and  Wheaton,  two  county  colleges,  and 
the  State  Library  will  provide  another 
year  of  free  data  base  access  to  their 
clientele.  And  libraries  in  Rockville  and 
Bethesda  will  join  the  experiment.

California  conservation  meet:  LC  pegs  practical  solutions 


The  three-day  Seminar  on  the  Con- 
servation of  Library  and  Archival  Ma- 
terials, held  this  summer  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  in  Santa  Cruz,  for  the 
most  part  focused  on  the  practical  ap- 
plication of  conservation  methods  de- 
veloped by  the  Library  of  Congress 
Preservation  Office.  In  a  recently  is- 
sued report  on  the  meeting  for  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library.  Johanna 
Goldschmid  notes  that  the  course  was  a 
continuation  of  one  run  last  year  by 
LC's  Peter  Waters  and  Donald  Ether- 
ington.  This  time  around,  the  LC  team 
of  Waters  and  Etherington  talked  about 
historical  aspects  of  preservation  and 
the  present  National  Preservation  Pro- 
gram, and  then  got  down  to  the  nuts 
and  bolts  of  protecting  library  materi- 
als. Advice  offered  to  California  librari- 
ans, book  and  paper  conservators,  and 
archivists  included: 

Rare  book  boxes:  LC  recom- 
mends protective  boxing  as  the  first 
step  in  a  preservation  program.  Notes

and  restoration  so  high  and  in  the  light 
of  the  changing  technology  in  the  con- 
servation field,  protective  boxing  is  a 
practical  solution  at  this  point/'  The 
Government  Printing  Office  will  soon 
publish  the  designs  and  specifications 
for  the  protective  boxes. 

Deacidification  processes:  Papers 
with  high  acid  content  have  been  found 
to  disintegrate  rapidly.  Several  proc- 
esses have  been  developed,  however, 
to  deacidify  or  neutralize  the  paper, 
leaving  an  alkaline  reserve  to  retard - 
further  deterioration. 

Lamination  and  delamination: 
Once  the  panacea  for  all  fragile  docu- 
ments, lamination  is  now  known  to  pro- 
mote deterioration  in  many  cases.  The 
problem  now  is  to  remove  the  lamination 


without  destroying  the  documents.  The 
recommended  alternative  to  lamination 
is  a  process  called  mylar  encapsulation: 
encasing  the  document  between  sheets 
of  chemically  inert  polyester  film.  Di- 
rections for  polyester  film  encapsula- 
tion will  also  be  published  by  GPO. 

Pressure  sensitive  tapes:  The  re- 
moval of  tape  and  tape  stains  involves 
the  use  of  potentially  dangerous  sol- 
vents; an  LC  leaflet  will  discuss  this 
topic.  Other  preservation  techniques 
aired:  the  Japanese  long  fiber  method 
of  paper  mending  and  the  development 
of  "heat  set"  tissue  for  mending. 

Goldschmid  notes  that  the  seminar 
touched  on  other  conservation  prob- 
lems, and  took  particular  note  of  the 
deteriorating  collection  at  LC. 


Collection  agency  hired  by  Washington  library 


With  annual  losses  in  stolen  or  overdue 
books  topping  the  10,000  mark,  the 
King  County  Library  System  (Wash- 
ington) decided  to  get  tough  with  delin- 
quent borrowers.  According  to  a  report 
in  its  newsletter  Etcetera,  the  library 
started  off  the  year  with  a  ten-day  mor- 
atorium on  fines,  then  doubled  penal- 
ities for  overdues  from  five  to  ten  cents 
a  day,  and  finally  hired  a  local  collec- 
tion agency  to  get  after  delinquent  bor- 
rowers owing  more  than  $15.  Com- 
parative statistics  for  a  three-month  pe- 
riod in  1976  and  1977  show  that  the 
agency  succeeded  in  boosting  fines  col- 
lected from  $22,000  to  $40,000. 
Receipts  for  lost  books  went  up  from 
$796  to  $3,342.  And  since  the  start  of 
the  year,  approximately  3000  out  of  the 
10,000  1975-76  overdues  that  qualified 
for  collection  action  were  returned. 


Lightning  blacks  out  OCLC 

The  Ohio  College  Library  Center  has 
reported  substantial  investments  in 
security  equipment  designed  to  protect 
OCLC  computers  from  any  major  di- 
saster. But  a  lightning  strike  once  again 
has  knocked  out  power  in  OCLC's 
neighborhood  and  has  brought  the  on- 
line system  to  a  halt  for  a  few  hours. 
OCLC  had  earlier  reported  installation 
of  a  system  o['  electric  generators  to 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  a  1971  incident, 
when  lightning  knocked  out  its  comput- 
ers (/J,  July,  p.  1447).  OCLC  plans  to 
develop  an  independent  power  supply 
system  to  protect  operations  in  the 
event  of  a  blackout  affecting  public  util- 
ities. 


Most  patrons,  says  King  County, 
have  accepted  "this  new  form  of  per- 
suasion" and  view  it  as  one  legitimate 
way  of  getting  long  overdue  books  back 
on  the  shelves.  Staffers  who  originally 
opposed  the  collection  effort  have 
come  to  realize  that  it  is  "not  harrass- 
ment,  but  rather  a  means  by  which  li- 
braries could  regain  what  was  rightfully 
theirs."  And  King  County  reports  that 
the  neighboring  Seattle  Public  Library 
is  benefiting  from  its  get  tough  policy: 
Seattle  is  also  witnessing  a  significant 
increase  in  the  return  of  overdues. 

Prince  George's  County  Memorial 
Library  (Maryland)  is  another  library 
which  is  planning  to  go  after  delinquent 
borrowers.  Prince  George's,  which  has 
a  no  fines  policy,  now  plans  legal  action 
against  people  who  have  taken  advan- 
tage of  its  lenient  policy. 


$$  for  archival  microfilming 
The  New  England  Library  Board  re- 
ports that  the  National  Historical  Publi- 
cations and  Records  Commission  has 
awarded  a  $73,745  grant  to  the  New 
England  Document  Conservation  Cen- 
ter for  the  development  of  an  archival 
microfilm  capability  and  an  archival 
consulting  service.

Ohio  continuing  education:  shortcomings  pegged 


In  his  recently  issued  analysis  of  con- 
tinuing education  in  Ohio,  David  Luse 
(formerly  with  the  State  Library  of 
Ohio)  maintains  that  the  state's  "con- 
tinuing library  education  delivery  sys- 
tems are  not  effectively  meeting  the 
needs  of  Ohio's  3900  librarians  and 
5600  support  staff."'  The  study,  titled  A 
Focus  on  Continuing  Education  for  Li- 
brary Personnel,  recommends  that  the 
State  Library  implement  a  statewide 
continuing  education  program  "fo- 
cused on  high  priority  target  audiences 
and  topics." 

Luse  argues  for  the  creation  of  an 
Ohio  Continuing  Library  Education 
Advisory  Committee  which  would  take 
on  the  job  of  coming  up  with  specific 
strategies  for  upgrading  education  in 
Ohio;  his  report  provides  a  basic  frame- 
work i-nd  should  be  viewed  as  a 
"draft"  three-year-plan.  This  proposal 
will  need  to  be  reworked  by  the  yet  to 
be  formed  continuing  education  com- 
mittee. 

Luse  urges  that  "Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  (LSCA)  funding 
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be  used  for  continuing  library  educa- 
tion, coordination  of  continuing  educa- 
tion information  and  resources,  further 
needs  assessment  investigation  and  re- 
search, and  State  Library  relations 
with  national  and  regional  continuing  li- 
brary education  activity." 

Luse's  survey  revealed  that  some 
99  organizations  currently  provide  con- 
tinuing education  opportunities.  In 
1975  alone,  there  were  102  workshops, 
institutes,  and  seminars  which  pro- 
vided training  to  4200  library  staffers.  - 
Multicounty  cooperatives,  he  noted, 
are  concentrating  on  upgrading  the 
skills  of  nonprofessionals  (lacking  their 
M.L.S.  or  possibly  their  Bachelor's) 
who  are  doing  such  professional  level 
work  as  reference,  book  selection,  and 
AV  programming.  On  the  whole,  how- 
ever, support  staff  "clearly  do  not  have 
a  large  number  of  opportunities"  (there 
were  only  six  workshops  for  them  in 
1975).  And  library  administrators  with 
their  M.L.S.  have  few  training  oppor- 
tunities to  choose  from.  Another  key 
problem  identified:  "There  are  very 
few  'sequenced'  training  activi- 
ties .  .  .  and  individuals  generally  do 
not  have  the  opportunity  to  build  se- 


quentially on  previous  continuing  edu- 
cation work." 

Luse  zeroed  in  on  the  overall  lack 
of  planning  in  Ohio:  "There  is  little  sys- 
tematic assessment  of  training  needs 
within  individual  libraries,  systems, 
and  professional  associations;  most 
staff  development  activity  is  an  'ad 
hoc'  response  to  immediately  per- 
ceived problems  or  vaguely  intuited 
needs  .  .  .  funding  for  workshop  mate- 
rials, especially  speakers  and  other  re- 
source materials,  is  inadequate  in  many 
cases;  and  there  is  no  central  clearing- 
house for  information."  Also:  mea- 
sures of  desirable  levels  of  individual 
performance  are  nonexistent  or  in- 
adequate for  most  library  jobs  .  .  .  and 
the  lack  of  performance  standards 
makes  it  difficult  to  determine  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  any  particular  training 
experience;  and  there  is  little  coordina- 
tion of  continuing  education  offerings 
among  the  many  delivery  agencies  in 
the  state,  leading  to  duplication  of  of- 
ferings, unmet  needs,  and  under- 
utilization  of  resources."

Strike  stalls  opening  of  reference  library 


A  two-month  long  strike  by  Toronto 
electricians  is  blamed  for  the  delay  in 
the  opening  of  the  new  Metro  Toronto 
Reference  library.  The  new  facility, 
which  was  slated  to  open  in  September, 
will  not  be  able  to  start  operations  until 
late  October  or  November.  Marg 
Chartrand,  public  relations  officer  for 
the  Metro  Toronto  Library  Board,  pin- 
pointed the  reason  for  the  delay:  the 
city  refused  to  grant  the  library  an  oc- 
cupancy permit  because  electricians 
have  not  checked  the  building's  fire, 
security,  and  life-support  systems.  The 


Maine  ends  mandatory  retirement 

The  state  of  Maine  is  the  latest  to  abol- 
ish mandatory  age  retirement  in  public 
service  jobs;  the  Maine  repeal  affects 
state,  county,  and  municipal  employ- 
ees and  the  University  of  Maine  staff. 
The  Maine  legislature  gave  as  its  justifi- 
cation for  the  repeal  of  mandatory  re- 
tirement: finding  "many  citizens  being 
pushed  out  of  the  work  force  solely  be- 
cause of  age"  although  they  were 
"fully  capable  of  carrying  out  employ- 
ment duties."  Libraries  will  be  affected 
by  the  inevitable  lifting  of  mandatory 
age  limits  in  public  service  jobs.

The  delay  in  the  opening  of  the  ref- 
erence library  is  reportedly  hurting 
area  businessmen,  who  have  not  had 
access  to  specialized  business  informa- 
tion since  an  old  reference  library  the 
new  facility  replaces  closed  in  late  July.

times.  Says  Gibson,  "I  doubt  if  any 
battles  will  be  noticed,  much  less  won, 
behind  doors  marked  'women  only'." 
The  Children's  Book  Centre,  inciden- 
tally, picked  those  books  which  best 
typify  Canadian  children's  literature 
for  the  coming  celebration  of  the 
Children's  Book  Festival  (see  p.  2198).

Libraries  produce  talking  books;  provide  inio  to  aging 


Libraries  are  tr\  ing  to  expand  the  range 
of  materials  available  to  the  physically 
handicapped:  they're  taping  recordings 
of  such  things  as  recipes  and  informa- 
tion on  local  issues.  And  they're  ad- 
dressing the  information  needs  of  the 
elderK  by  setting  up  specialized  infor- 
mation centers. 

•  Recorded  recipes  &  book  news:  Of 
interest  to  libraries  that  are  taping  their 
own  recordings  for  the  physically  hand- 
icapped are  some  of  the  interesting  pro- 
jects reported  by  the  Mideastern  Mich- 
igan Library  Cooperative.  The  weekly 
food  section  of  the  local  paper  (the 
Flint  Journal)  is  taped  by  a  volunteer; 
talking  book  patrons  can  subscribe  to 
either  the  whole  section  or  separate 
items  like  recipes,  food  buys,  and  infor- 
mation on  local  restaurants.  MMLC  al- 
so records  pamphlets  put  out  by  the  ag- 
ricultural extension  cooperative,  in- 
cluding materials  on  nutrition,  diets, 
and  plant  care.  And  a  volunteer  tapes  a 
radio  program  called  "Talking  Book 
News"  twice  weekly;  it  relays  informa- 
tion useful  to  the  talking  book  patron, 
including  news  of  new  library  pro- 
grams. 

•  Talking  books  at  SFPL:  The  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  has  been  dis- 
tributing talking  books  and  recordings 
provided  by  the  Division  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped  at  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  since  1970.  Now 
SFPL  is  developing  its  own  recording 
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capacity,  with  the  aim  of  providing  San 
Francisco's  visually  handicapped  with 
recorded  information  on  local  issues 
and  events,  reports  Leslie  Eldridge  in 
the  library  newsletter.  The  library  also 
wants  to  expand  the  range  of  magazine 
recordings  offered  beyond  that  pro- 
vided by  LC;  it  is  particularly  inter- 
ested in  articles  relevant  to  the  handi- 
capped, such  as  updates  on  legislation 
for  the  blind  and  physically  handi- 
capped. Since  its  budget  is  limited, 
SFPL  asks  magazines  to  send  it  two 
complimentary  copies  for  possible  re- 
cording. 

•  Foreign  language  brochures:  The 
Somerville  Public  Library  (Massachu- 
setts) is  setting  up  a  new  foreign  lan- 
guage service:  a  pool  of  translators  will 
develop  brochures  and  other  informa- 
tional items  for  people  who  speak 
French,  Portuguese,  Greek,  or  Italian. 

•  Info  for  the  elderly  &  unemployed: 


The  Andover  Public  Library  (Massa- 
chusetts) got  a  $16,000  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act  (LSCA) 
grant  to  build  a  telephone  and  walk-in 
information  and  referral  service  specifi- 
cally geared  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly, 
the  unemployed  and  foreign-speaking 
residents  in  the  greater  Lawrence  area. 
The  library  will  provide  information  on 
transportation  and  medical  care,  and 
will  tell  people  where  to  go  for  employ- 
ment counseling. 

•  Large  print  books  &  PR:  The  Pub- 
lic Library  of  Youngstown  and  Mahon- 
ing County  (Ohio)  relays  one  way  of 
telling  residents  with  visual  problems 
about  the  library's  large-print  book  col- 
lection. Youngstown  is  offering  to 
place  in  the  offices  of  area  ophthalmol- 
ogists and  optometrists  a  large-print 
book,  a  large-print  issue  of  Readers  Di- 
gest, and  a  bookmark  describing  the 
large-print  book  service.

Libraries  are  trying  to  respond  to  the 
needs  of  patrons  of  all  ages  with  such 
programs  as  a  Rock  in  Retrospect  night 
for  Elvis  Presley  fans  (Nobles  County 
Library  and  Information  Center,  Worth- 
ington,  Minnesota);  cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation  training  (Baltimore  County 
Public  Library);  and  a  music  series 
featuring  live  demonstrations  of  such 
families  of  instruments  as  woodwinds, 
brass,  strings,  percussion,  piano,  and 
harp  (Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Public  Li- 
brary). The  library  in  Nobles  County. 
Minnesota  has  a  notary  public  on  the 
staff.  And  the  University  of  Arizona  is 
trying  a  workbook  approach  to  orient- 
ing students  to  library  use.  Other  not- 
able reports  of  programs  to  come  to  LJ: 

•  Folklore  for  kids:  A  children's  sto- 
rytelling series  based  on  local  legend  is 
one  component  of  an  oral  history  proj- 
ect at  the  Finkelstein  Memorial  Library 
of  Spring  Valley,  New  York,  reports 
Director  Samuel  Simon.  The  project, 
which  was  funded  with  a  grant  from  the 
America  the  Beautiful  fund,  will  be 
headed  by  a  volunteer  project  coor- 
dinator who  has  taken  oral  history 
courses.  Volunteer  interviewers  are  al- 
so lined  up.  Besides  the  storytelling  se- 
ries, the  project  will  produce  some  his- 
torical photos  and  postcards.

•  Coping  with  heart  failure:  At  one 
branch  of  the  Baltimore  County -Public 
Library  you  can  get  training  in  cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation  from  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  American  Heart  Asso- 
ciation. 

•  Communications  gap:  The  Onslow

Murals  instead  of  graffiti 

The  Public  Library  of  Columbus  and 
Franklin  County  (Ohio)  notes  in  a  re- 
lease announcing  a  mural  contest  at 
one  of  its  branches  that  murals  tend  to 
discourage  graffiti  and  other  kinds  of 
vandalism  as  well.  With  this  in  mind, 
PLCFC  is  sponsoring  a  contest  for  art- 
ists to  design  and  supervise  the  painting 
of  a  mural  by  volunteer  painters  on  the 
17'  by  80'  cement  block  wall  of  a 
branch  building. 
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Ways  to  up  city  branch  use  charted  by  Ohio  study 


Building  more  attractive  library  faci- 
lities, developing  better  rapport  with 
the  inner-city  communitv .  improving 
staff  expertise  in  dealing  with  city  resi- 
dents, and  offering  a  greater  variety  of 
information  in  different  formats  are  the 

methods  of  improving  inner-city 
branch  service,  reports  the  Public  Li- 
bran,  of  Columbus  &  Franklin  Count} . 
PLCFC  received  a  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  (LSCA)  grant  of 

711  for  a  two-year  study  (Project 
ABLE)  which  appraised  seven  dif- 
ferent techniques  of  improving  service 
at  nine  branches  in  the  Columbus  Mod- 
el Cities  area. 

Director  Donald  Sager  notes  that 
thanks  to  the  ABLE  experiment,  li- 
brary registration  in  the  branches 
zoomed  by  98.3  percent,  reference  use 
went  up  42.9  percent,  and  book  circula- 
tion increased  19  percent.  Sager  main- 
tains that  increases  in  circulation  can 
be  misleading,  because  not  all  commu- 
nities rely  on  books  to  obtain  informa- 
tion. More  impressive,  he  said,  is  the 
fact  that  '"almost  twice  the  number  of 
persons  visited  the  branches  compared 
with  two  years  ago  .  .  .  use  will  inevi- 
tably increase." 

The  ABLE  project  identified  a 
sure-fire  way  of  upping  branch  use: 
convert  an  existing  branch  into  an  at- 


tractive learning  center  featuring 
books,  recordings,  and  a  variety  of  me- 
dia. The  one  Columbus  branch  which 
inverted  had  also  launched  an  ac- 
tive community  outreach  program  plus 
extensive  cultural  and  educational  ac- 
tivities. The  result:  its  use  doubled. 

Improving  the  library  staffs  ability 
to  interact  with  the  urban  community 
was  also  pegged  as  a  good  way  of  bring- 
ing more  people  in.  Columbus  staffers 
got  specialized  training  in  community 
organization  techniques  at  Ohio  State 
University,  and  thev  set  up  local  com- 
munity advisory  groups  to  help  them 
build  rapport  in  the  community  and 
better  identify  specific  information 
needs. 

Other  ABLE  projects  that  worked: 
a  videotape  project  which  produced 
learning  resources  relevant  to  inner- 
city  concerns  (the  library  also  tried 
buying  educational  audio  cassettes,  but 
found  a  shortage  of  tapes  with  an  inner- 
cits  focus):  books  by  mail  (judged  to  be 
more  economical  than  bookmobile 
service,  and  particularly  effective  in 
reaching  the  homebound  and  the  handi- 
capped): and  cultural  programming, 
which  was  found  to  attract  people  to 
the  branches,  but  did  not  necessarily 
result  in  gains  in  book  circulation. 

Interestingly,   extending  hours  at 


the  branches  was  found  to  be  one  of  the 
least  effective  methods  of  increasing 
usage.  Four  Columbus  branches  were 
opened  late  in  the  evening  and  on  Sun- 
days, but  usage  went  up  onlv  five  to  12 
percent,  and  the  library  decided  that 
"costs  exceeded  benefits."  One  obser- 
vation: high  crime  rates  in  the  Model 
Cities  area  is  a  primary  deterrent  to  late 
evening  usage. 


Space  shuttle  exhibit 

Henry  Weiss,  director  of  the  Palm 
Springs  Public  Library  (California),  re- 
ports that  libraries  can  host,  free  of 
charge,  the  NASA/Jet  Propulsion  Lab 
Space  Exhibit.  Due  to  new  financial 
constraints  at  NASA,  however,  they 
will  have  to  pay  transport  costs.  The 
exhibit  features  Apollo  15  lunar  sam- 
ples, a  space  shuttle  exhibit,  a  space 
photo  exhibit,  an  Apollo  space  suit, 
and  about  five  award- winning  16mm 
NASA  films.  Palm  Springs  recently 
hosted  the  exhibit,  and  also  got  a  spe- 
cialist from  the  Jet  Propulsion  Lab  to 
lecture  on  NASA's  unmanned  space 
probes  to  Mars  and  Jupiter  Saturn.  Li- 
braries interested  in  booking  the  NASA 
exhibit  should  contact:  the  Public  In- 
formation Specialist.

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Simple  language  books 
for  deaf  kids  needed 

The  (British)  Library  Association  Re- 
cord reports  that  two  publishers  (Ham- 
ish  Hamilton  and  Andre  Deutsch)  have 
shown  an  interest  in  taking  over  the 
work  of  an  operation  called  the  Home 
Library  Scheme:  publishing  simple  lan- 
guage versions  of  popular  children's 
books  for  use  by  deaf  youngsters.  LAR 
points  out  that  such  books  would  be 
suitable  for  all  children  with  reading 
difficulties,  including  youngsters  with 
dyslexia  or  autism. 

The  Home  Library  Scheme,  run 
by  John  Wheeler  of  Brighton  for  the 
Breakthrough  Trust,  has  been  oper- 
ating on  a  limited  scale:  volunteer 
teams  have  been  pasting  simplified 
texts  in  children's  books,  and  these 
have  been  sent  to  librarians  around  the 
country.  The  librarians  say  the  books 
are  suitable,  not  only  for  handicapped 
kids,  but  also  for  preschoolers.  And 
they  mention  an  acute  shortage  of  sim- 
plified reading  matter.  Publishers  are 
interested  in  going  ahead  with  the  pro- 
ject, but  they  want  concrete  evidence 
that  they  could  sell  at  least  3000  copies 
per  title. 


Ohio  telebook  experiment: 
dial  a  recording 

From  the  Ohio  State  Library  comes  a 
report  on  an  experiment  in  telecommu- 
nications which  will  enable  visually 
handicapped  people  to  dial  a  central 
telephone  number  and  listen  to  radio 
broadcasts  of  books  or  magazines  of 
their  choice.  About  600  talking  book 
readers  in  the  Columbus  area  have  re- 
ceived a  free  CATV  connection  and  a 
modified  FM  receiver.  Patrons  who 
phone  in  a  request  will  be  instructed  to 
turn  their  FM  dial  to  a  specific  band  to 
listen  to  their  selection;  "a  special  au- 
tomatic indexing  device  will  allow  the 
listener  to  interrupt  the  taped  program 
and  resume  listening  to  it  later."  Lis- 
teners can  also  "browse"  by  switching 
their  FM  receivers  to  other  channels  to 
pick  up  other  talking  book  readings. 
The  receivers  have  a  capacity  for  40-60 
channels  of  concurrent  programs — 
enough  for  24  hours  a  day. 

The  Library  of  Congress  is  funding 
the  project;  it's  eyeing  telecommunica- 
tions as  a  cheaper  and  more  efficient  al- 
ternative to  mailing  out  books. 

Participating  in  the  Ohio  experi- 
ment are  the  Public  Library  of  Colum- 
bus and  Franklin  County,  the  Cleve- 
land Regional  Library  for  the  Blind  and 
Physically  Handicapped,  the  Ohio  Re- 
habilitation Services  Commission,  the 
Central  Ohio  Radio  Reading  Service, 
the  Ohio  State  Library,  and  three  area 
CATV  stations.

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Public  libraries, 
the  library  of  Congress, 
and  the  National 
Bibliogr aphic  Network

UNTIL  A  SET  OF  MYTHS  concerning  public  library 
cataloging  needs  are  dispelled  and  destroyed  any  na- 
tional bibliographic  network  including  public  libraries 
will  do  those  libraries  a  disservice. 

The  first  myth  is  that  there  must  be  a  single  na- 
tional standard  catalog  record  for  all  U.S.  libraries. 
Prima  facie ,  considering  the  number  and  diversity  of 
libraries  populating  the  United  States,  this  ought  to 
make  no  sense  at  all.  Indeed,  it  does  not  make  sense  to 
the  National  Library  of  Medicine,  which  chooses  to 
enmesh  itself  in  its  own  NLM  subject  headings,  nor  to 
the  host  of  other  medical  libraries  around  the  country 
following  NLM's  lead. 

The  second  myth,  although  recent  in  origin  and 
possibly  unworthy  of  "myth"  status  as  yet,  is  that  a 
single  catalog  record  with  a  single  articulated  punc- 


tuation style  should  be  placed  in  all  the  catalogs  in  all 
the  countries  of  the  world.  Yet  its  advocacy  by  the 
proponents  of  Universal  Bibliographic  Control  re- 
quires that  it  be  disposed  of,  be  it  labelled  "myth"  or 
merely  "errant  do-gooderism." 

Public  librarians  must  take  full  credit  for  the  third 
myth:  the  notion  that  the  catalog  is  something  with 
which  one  has  to  "put  up"  and  that  a  set  of  cards  from 
the  cheapest  source  is  sufficient  for  user  needs.  To  be- 
lievers in  the  third  myth  it  makes  no  difference  what's 
on  those  cards  or  what  preceded  them  into  the  local 
catalog,  so  long  as  the  cards  purport  to  characterize 
the  item  purchased. 

Dispelling  these  fables  is  a  prerequisite  for  an  in- 
formed discussion  of  public  library  national  biblio- 
graphical network  needs.

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Myth  #1:  LC  records  for  all 

Myths  are  usually  nurtured  be- 
se  of  their  value  to  the  people  who 
believe  them.  Two  related  concepts  un- 
derpin the  perpetration  and  acceptance 
of  bibliographic  Myth  Number  1.  First, 
the  notion  of  standardization  serves  as 
a  buttress  that  no  iconoclasts,  no  mat- 
ter how  fearless,  would  challenge.  Sec- 
ond is  the  reality  of  cost.  A  universally 
accepted  standard  catalog  record 
which  can  be  popped  into  any  catalog 
file,  anywhere,  at  any  time,  is  cheaper 
and  easier  to  process  than  a  catalog  re- 
cord locally  produced  by  highly  paid 
professionals  who  tailor  it  to  e\clusi\  e- 
ly  suit  the  local  library's  needs. 

It  is  true  that  public  libraries  can- 
not afford  to  ignore  standardization  and 
economy  in  bibliographical  control. 
When  an  institution  as  great  as  The 
Branch  Libraries  of  The  New  York 
Pubiic  Library  is  forced  to  its  knees  be- 
cause of  budget  cutbacks,  attrition,  and 
layoffs:  and  when  it  is  consequently 
forced  to  investigate  acquiring  its  mate- 
rials commercially  processed,  then  it  is 
most  difficult  to  ignore  the  cost  savings 
obtained  by  accepting  standardized 
bibliographical  products. 

Without  repeating  the  extensive 
arguments  presented  elsewhere  (e.g. 
"Processing  for  the  People.*"  U.  Janu- 
ary 1.  1976,  p.  189-97)  here  is  a  brief 
review  of  deficiencies  in  the  present 
standard  bibliographic  product  and 
their  basis  in  history  and  practice.  Sim- 
ply put.  the  Library  of  Congress  cata- 
log record  is  chiefly  created  to  serve 
the  needs  of  the  Library  of  Congress, 
whose  primary  responsibility  is  to  the 
United  States  Congress.  This  biblio- 
graphical entity  must  be  consistent 
with  and  fit  into  the  card  catalog  of  the 
largest  research  library    in  the  world. 

-  books  and  other  materials  are  col- 
lected on  an  archival  basis.  The  card 
catalog  representing  those  collections 
is  monstrous  in  size.  Any  change  in  ter- 
minology .  especially  for  extensively 
used  headings,  will  be  hideously  expen- 
sive and  resisted  for  practical,  if  not 
theoretical,  reasons.  Our  colleagues  at 
LC  really  do  know  that  FIRS!  world 
w  \k  or  world  w  \r  i  are  phrases  more 
commonly  used  to  describe  a  particular 
period  of  history  than  EUROPEAN  w  \r. 
1914-1918.  But  it  would  cost  LC  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  reprint  all  the  cards 
upon  which  this  heading  appears.  Fur- 
ther, the  University  of  California. 
Berkelev  .  or  other  research  archival  li- 


braries with  huge  card  catalogs,  will 
find  it  more  practical  to  retain  some  of 
the  less  offensive  and  anachronistic  LC 
terms  than  to  incur  all  of  the  labor-in- 
tensive costs  associated  with  improv- 
ing them.  (It  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
LC  in  many  cases  agrees  with  criti- 
cisms of  its  name  and  subject  forms. 
Unfortunately .  it  still  refuses  to  change 
them  for  practical  and  economic  rea- 
sons. On  my  more  optimistic  day  s  I 
view  this  as  progress.) 

Public  libraries,  with  the  exception 
of  the  very  largest  ones  like  the  private- 
ly-supported NYPL  Research  Librar- 
ies, are  not  archival,  nor  do  they  gener- 
ally collect  materials  for  scholarly  re- 
search. What  this  means,  especially  for 
the  urban  branches  and  medium  and 
small  public  libraries,  is  that  the  bulk  of 
their  materials  w  ill  change  every  five  to 
ten  years.  Barring  special  collections  of 
local  material,  even  titles  of  more  en- 
during value  will  be  replaced  by  newer 
copies  because  the  earlier  purchases 
have  become  worn  or.  as  we  all  too  fre- 
quently say.  "'lost  in  circulation.**  The 
implications  of  this  are  obvious.  For 
the  thousands  of  public  libraries  a 
change  of  entry  is  a  temporary  inconve- 
nience that  can  be  handled  by  appropri- 
ate "see  also""  references.  After  five  or 
ten  years  very  few  cards  will  remain  us- 
ing the  old  term  or  name.  They  could 
be  far  more  economically  changed  at 
that  time,  or  the  library  can  choose  to 
wait.  Remember  that  there  are  approxi- 
mately 17.000.000  volumes  in  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.  At  3.2  cards  per  vol- 
ume (a  guess),  that's  about  54.400.000 
cards.  A  public  library  with  100.000 
volumes,  and  possibly  a  10-20  percent 
duplication  of  titles,  does  not  face  LC's 
catalog  maintenance  problems. 

It  is  unfair  and  unjust  to  saddle 
public  and  other  nonarchival  libraries 
with  cataloging  decisions  that  derive 
from  LC"s  internal  catalog  mainte- 
nance problems.  The  single  catalog  re- 
cord most  widely  used  is  based  primari- 


ly on  the  practical  and  theoretical  con- 
siderations of  the  Library  of  Congress. 
LC  usually  accommodates  the  needs  of 
other  libraries  only  when  they  do  not 
conflict  with  LC's  internal  require- 
ments. 

Myth  #2:  The  international  standard 

The  second  myth,  the  notion  that 
an  international  catalog  record  can  be 
dropped  into  catalogs  of  libraries  of  all 
countries,  is  hard  to  discuss  rationally . 
Even  an  outspoken  critic  of  the  Inter- 
national Standard  Bibliographic  De- 
scription (ISBD).  would  admit  to  its 
utility  for  the  world's  national  libraries 
for  converting  data  to  machine  read- 
able style.  Recently,  however,  the 
proponents  of  Universal  Bibliographi- 
cal Control  seem  to  have  finally  run 
amok.  They  have  proposed,  in  effect, 
an  international  thesaurus  of  subject 
terms.  Economizing  has  its  limits.  It  is 
patent  madness  to  use  a  subject  term 
constructed  in  a  foreign  country  when 
it  conflicts  with  the  term  used  in  one's 
own — simply  for  the  sake  of  inter- 
national standardization.  For  example, 
why  should  the  English  use  motor- 
trucks (for  that  matter,  why  should 
Americans?)  when  their  primary  refer- 
ence is  to  lorries '?  Why  can't  a  nation 
afford  the  luxury .  indeed  the  necessity, 
of  a  thesaurus  of  terms  and  names  suit- 
ing its  internal  needs:  the  needs  of  the 
national  population  it's  supposed  to 
serve? 

The  day  LC  and  ALA  adopted 
ISBD  was  a  sad  day  for  public  libraries. 
The  expressed  goals  of  ISBD  are  the 
easier  communication  of  cataloging 
data  across  the  barriers  of  national  bor- 
ders and  different  languages,  and  de- 
creasing the  cost  of  machine  con- 
version of  catalog  records  in  a  variety 
of  languages.  Latin  abbreviations,  the 
truncation  of  "illus."  to  "ill.."  and  the 
introduction  of  a  variety  of  esoteric 
puncutuation  marks  may  serve  the 
needs  of  the  LC  and  Berkeley  users. 
but  it  w  ill  baffle  patrons  of  nonresearch 
libraries.  It  requires  no  empirical  study 
to  know  that  there  is  little  likelihood 
that  the  library  patron  will  understand 
an  abbreviation  of  a  phrase  in  a  lan- 
guage the  patron  does  not  speak  or 
read. 

The  myth,  that  a  single  catalog  re- 
cord with  a  single  articulated  punc- 
tuation style  should  be  placed  in  all 
of  the  library  catalogs  of  the  world, 
is  especially  searing  to  the  soul  of  the 
user-oriented    public    librarian.    Con- 
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servatively,  it  is  estimated  that  only 
15  to  20  percent  of  the  population  use 
the  public  library.  Assuming  that 
200,0(X),0()()  people  inhabit  this  coun- 
try, approximately  30,000,000  of  them 
use  the  public  library.  Constructing  a 
format  for  the  primary  purpose  of  facil- 
itating recognition  of  catalog  data  by 
30,000,000  American  library  users  is  a 
valid  enterprise.  It  is  at  least  as  reason- 
able as  the  construction  of  a  format  for 
the  comparatively  few  library  users 
who  need  to  examine  catalog  records  in 
languages  they  do  not  understand.  It  is 
as  reasonable  as  constructing  one  for 
national  libraries  wanting  to  more  ef- 
fectively control  conversion  costs.  Sur- 
prisingly, due  to  the  power  and  influ- 
ence of  a  small  minority  of  technical 
services  librarians,  the  needs  of  the  few 
became  the  myth  for  the  many. 

Myth  #3:  Any  record  will  do 

Too  many  public  library  adminis- 
trators have  taken  the  position  that  all 
that's  needed  is  processing,  that  is.  a 
set  of  cards  for  each  item  a  library  ac- 
quires. They  believe  that  what's  on 
those  catalog  records  or  how  they  co- 
here with  the  records  which  preceded 
them  is  relatively  unimportant.  The 
conceptual  and  economic  basis  for  this 
myth  cannot  be  easily  gainsaid.  The  ar- 
gument used  earlier — that  the  books 
represented  by  these  records  will  even- 
tually be  removed  and  hence  the  cata- 
log records  for  them  also — seems  to 
make  it  less  important  for  the  non- 
archival  library  to  be  absolutely  con- 
sistent. Since  catalog  records  are  avail- 
able from  an  outside  source  such  as  a 
commercial  or  central  processor,  there 
is  no  need  to  dedicate  expensive  per- 
sonnel resources  to  cataloging.  They 
could  then  be  assigned  to  public  service 
work.  This  latter  service  normally  can- 
not be  contracted  for  nor  purchased. 
So  it  seems  reasonable  to  allocate 
available  staff  to  serving  the  public 
face-to-face,  rather  than  expending  it 
on  an  ephemeral  service  that  can  be 
purchased  cheaply  from  an  outside 
source. 

The  fact  that  catalogers  have  man- 
aged to  make  cataloging  an  arcane  or 
esoteric  art  form,  combined  with  some 
of  LC's  less  successful  practices,  have 
convinced  public  library  administrators 
that  the  catalog  cannot  be  anything 
more  than  a  hard-to-use  finding  tool. 
The  notion  that  the  catalog  organizes 
the  collection  and  plays  a  positive  and 
productive  public  service  role  is  foreign 
to  too  many  of  them. 

Where's  the  myth?  So  far  the  pub- 
lic library  administrator  seems  to  be  a 
practical  and  reasonable  person.  Ar- 
guing from  the  standpoint  of  network- 
ing, or  from  the  more  limited  view  of 
cooperation  and  interlibrary  loan  with- 
in a  federated  system,  what  problems 
are  produced  by  this  myth?  If  the  mem- 


bers of  a  cooperative  do  not  get  their 
catalog  records  from  a  single,  self-con- 
sistent source,  the  chances  for  conflicts 
are  maximized,  and  can  be  safely  guar- 
anteed. It  is  easy  to  see  how  a  single 
library  can  find  it  difficult  to  consistent- 
ly serve  itself.  By  extension,  the  main- 
tenance of  uniformity  between  several 
individual  libraries,  receiving  records 
from  a  variety  of  sources,  is  nearly  im- 
possible. 

If  the  different  sources  are  incon- 
sistent with  respect  to  each  other,  the 
individual  library's  catalog  will  have 
conflicts,  and  the  catalogs  of  the  vari- 
ous .federated  libraries  will  also  con- 
flict. Put  simply,  interlibrary  loan  for 
unavailable  materials  at  Library  A  will 
be  difficult  to  procure  from  Library  B  if 
the  works  are  cited  differently  in  the  re- 
spective catalogs.  The  second  alterna- 
tive: If  cooperative  members  get  all  of 
their  cataloging  from  the  same  source, 
say  a  commercial  processor  creating 
records  from  LC's  MARC  tapes,  the 
chances  of  consistency  between  library 
catalogs  is  obviously  much  greater. 
Unfortunately  this  uniformity  leaves 
the  public  library  administrator  saddled 
with  the  problems  created  by  the  first 
myth,  catalog  records  designed  for  ar- 
chival or  research  collections. 

Furthermore,  two  critical  consid- 
erations must  obtain  if  the  public  li- 
brary catalog  is  to  bear  a  semblance  of 
utility,  even  if  MARC  is  the  sole  source 
of  catalog  records.  Like  it  or  not.  cata- 
log support  is  required  even  for  these 
MARC  records.  Cross  references  and 
some  form  of  authority  control  must  be 
maintained  if  patrons  are  to  effectively 
find  their  way  around  the  catalog. 
Many  public  libraries  use  title-page 
cataloging  for  fiction,  preferring  to 
have  Gothic,  mystery,  and  other 
ephemeral  fiction  forms  shelved  by  the 
author's  pseudonym  rather  than  by  a 
single  form,  which  most  commonly  is 
the  real  name.  Under  the  current  rules, 
a  single  foim  is  required.  The  public  li- 
brary has  to  do  its  own  fiction  catalog- 
ing, linking  the  variant  names  of  a  given 
author  by  "see-also"  references,  if  the 
library  is  to  lead  the  reader,  via  the 
catalog,  to  where  these  books  are 
shelved.  If  one  wishes  to  stay  with 
MARC  and  LC's  entry  forms,  the  only 
common  alternative  is  to  rig  up  a  sys- 
tem wherein  "dummy"  books  are 
placed  on  the  shelf  and  the  browser, 
i.e.,  the  noncatalog  user,  is  directed  to 
the  LC-form  by  which  the  book  is 
shelved. 

The  final  argument  offered  in  sup- 
port of  the  third  myth  is  actually  the  ul- 
timate "anti-catalog"  argument:  small- 
er public  libraries  don't  really  need  a 
catalog.  In  such  libraries,  so  the  argu- 
ment goes,  one  need  only  stand  in  front 
of  the  broad  Dewey  section  of  one's  in- 
terest and  individually  examine  the 
spine  of  each  book  in  the  hope  that  the 
title  sought  will  be  there.  Of  course. 


trying  to  reserve  a  volume  not  found  on 
the  shelf  will  be  made  more  difficult  by 
the  absence  of  a  local  catalog.  First  of 
all.  no  determination  can  be  made  as  to 
whether  the  library  owns  the  item;  and 
second,  a  correct  citation  for  inter- 
library  loan  purposes  will  be  far  more 
difficult  to  verify. 

Essentially,  the  public  librarians 
are  damned  no  matter  what  they  do. 
Following  LC  leaves  one  open  to  all  the 
problems  of  "research"  or  LC  style  re- 
cords. The  alternative,  local  modifica- 
tion of  records,  increases  costs  and 
creates  conflict  in  the  library's  own 
catalog  and  between  the  catalogs  of 
various  cooperating  libraries.  In  either 
case,  effective  reader  service  will  usu- 
ally require  linking  references,  a  job  re- 
quiring some  application  of  cataloging 
rules  and  practices. 

All  of  this  would  be  acceptable  if  a 
library  administrator  was  willing  to  ac- 
cept: a)  limited  cooperation  between 
his  or  her  library  and  other  libraries;  b) 
limited  catalog  access,  at  best,  for  the 
works  of  a  writer  using  more  than  one 
name:  or  c)  LC  cataloging  faults  in 
preference  to  local  adaptations. 

In  summary,  public  libraries  are 
confronted  with  this  bad  choice:  accept 
LC  cataloging  and  get  less  than  the 
quality  of  cataloging  their  users  de- 
serve, or  do  their  own  cataloging,  or 
get  it  from  another  nonstandardized 
source,  and  thus  run  the  risk  of  being 
unable  to  functionally  cooperate  with 
other  libraries.  The  third  myth  pro- 
duces a  Hobson's  Choice,  i.e.,  a  choice 
between  undesirable  alternatives,  a 
condition  which  should  be  sufficient  to 
dispel  it. 

Changing  the  entry 

Having  dealt  with  the  "mytholo- 
gy" of  library  catalogs,  and  the  sophis- 
try and  self-serving  rationalizations 
that  have  made  them  bibliographic  bar- 
riers rather  than  keys  to  access  to  col- 
lections, let  us  consider  which  ele- 
ments of  the  bibliographic  record  need 
to  be  changed. 

Several  elements  must  be  part  of 
any  nationally  distributed  record. 
There  must  be  contemporaneous,  rele- 
vant, and  sensitive  headings  applied. 
Certainly,  the  fact  of  catalog  mainte- 
nance problems  at  LC  and  other  archi- 
val libraries  is  no  reason  for  non- 
research  libraries  to  continue  to  use 
anachronistic  or  insensitive  termi- 
nology. In  the  area  of  entry,  many  pub- 
lic libraries,  ranging  from  the  smallest 
reading  center  with  a  few  thousand  vol- 
umes to  city  libraries  with  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  titles,  enter  fiction  under 
the  author's  title-page  name  so  that 
browsers  will  find  it  on  the  shelf  under 
the  name  they  associate  with  the  work, 
the  name  by  which  it  is  popularly 
known  and  advertised.  No  brief  is 
being  issued  for  abandoning  authority 
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control  and  name  establishment.  The 
public  library  catalog  user  should  be  in- 
formed through  comprehensive  ■"see- 
also""  references  of  all  of  the  names  by 
which  an  author  chooses  to  write.  In 
this  vva\.  the  principle  of  bringing  to- 
gether all  of  the  works  of  a  given  author 
is  observed  in  spirit,  if  not  literally.  In 
defense  of  this  slight  diversion  from  the 
Paris  Principles.  Charles  Ammi  Cutter 
73  years  ago  w  rote  in  the  4th  edition  of 
his  Rules  for  a  Dictionary  Catalog. 
This  elastic  practice  (of  entering  both 
under  the  real  and  the  false  name)  will 
give  a  little  more  trouble  to  the  catalog- 
er  than  a  rigid  rule  of  entry  under  the 
real  name,  but  it  will  save  trouble  to 
those  who  use  the  catalog,  which  is 
more  important."'  Of  course,  for  non- 
fiction  the  LC  main  entry  should  be  ac- 
ceptable, although  there  might  be  some 
minor  caveats.  Since  virtually  all  public 
libraries  classify  nonfiction.  access  is 
by  classmark.  which  means  that  a  real- 
name  or  pseudonymous  entry  does  not 
have  primary  impact  on  shelf  location. 

We  must  accommodate  more  gen- 
erous assignment  of  subject  headings 
and  other  added  entries.  This  sugges- 
tion has  usually  met  with  a  negative  LC 
response,  because  its  already  over- 
crowded card  drawers,  thickened  by 
several  feet  of  cards  under  headings 
like  transportation,  could  not  stand 
any  extra  increase,  nor  could  LCs 
user,  who  is  already  overwhelmed  by 
the  number  of  cards  to  handle  under 
the  current,  relatively  restrictive  poli- 
cy. Public  library  catalogs,  especially 
the  noncard-based  ones,  could  most 
advantageously  use  these  extra  head- 
ings and  entries  to  improve  service,  es- 
pecially where  collections  are  limited. 
As  noted  in  relation  to  the  first  myth, 
public  library  collections  turn  over 
quickly  and  their  catalogs  tend  not  to 
have  to  sustain  the  weight  of  antiqui- 
ty's and  posterity's  needs.  They  only 
need  to  serve  their  present  public. 
I  hese  extra  entries  would  be  helpful 
for  public  libraries,  and  would  not  be 
the  major  problem  they  are  for  archival 
libraries  and  their  users.  One  particular 
area  where  additional  subject  catalog- 
ing would  be  welcomed  is  fiction. 

The  overall  physical  display  of  the 
catalog  record  must  be  subjected  to  rig- 
orous empirical  study.  The  nearly  non- 
existent library  literature  on  the  subject 
of  catalog  record  format,  and  the  be- 
havioral science  literature,  especially 
those  aspects  concerned  with  per- 
ception and  readability,  should  both  be 
examined  with  the  objective  of  setting 
up  controlled  experiments  to  yield  an 
optimum  catalog  record  display  format. 
The  proponents  of  ISBD.  in  their  head- 
long rush  to  inflict  it  on  us  for  our  own 
good,  performed  no  empirical  investi- 
gations that  I'm  aware  of.  Let  the  de- 
termination to  seek  an  optimized  for- 
mat for  displaying  cataloging  records 
be  a  progressive  precedent,  that  is.  let 


research  be  the  basis  for  developing 
cataloging  rules  and  procedures.  This 
will  be  a  most  welcome  change  from 
what's  been  going  on  in  recent  years. 

Network  assumptions 

A  national  network  model  which 
would  satisfy  the  bibliographic  control 
needs  of  the  nation's  public  libraries  is 
something  to  offer  only  tentatively  and 
with  reservations.  Toward  that  end, 
these  are  some  working  assumptions: 

1)  Public  libraries  want,  need  and 
deserve  a  standard  bibliographic  record 
oriented  toward  the  service  needs  of 
their  clientele. 

2)  Until  proven  otherwise,  LC  will 
still  be  the  central  creator  and  distrib- 
utor of  these  records,  but  will  no  longer 
originate  and  maintain  these  records 
exclusively.  (It  will  probably  still  be  the 
national  custodian  of  files  comprehend- 
ing these  records.) 

3)  A  single,  comprehensive,  ma- 
chine-readable record  can  probably  in- 
clude the  elements  required  by  the  vari- 
ous library  publics  LC  is  trying  to 
serve.  It  is  assumed  that  the  MARC  re- 
cord can  be  modified  to  accommodate 
these  changes.  For  example,  juvenile 
and  NLM  headings  are  currently  in- 
cluded in  the  MARC  records.  In  addi- 
tion, a  host  of  changes  have  already 
been  made  to  the  MARC  format,  with 
more  on  the  way.  to  accommodate 
CONSER.  a  cooperative  archival  li- 
braries' serials  project. 

4)  Everything  in  the  MARC  record 
will  not  necessarily  be  printed  on  the 
LC  card.  In  other  words.  LC  might 
have  a  research-library-oriented  and  a 
nonresearch-library  oriented  card.  In 
fact,  there  will  have  to  be  two  different 
cards  once  the  optimized  display  for- 
mat is  developed.  (There's  a  strong 
likelihood  that  it  will  conflict  with  the 
ISBD.)  Of  course,  differing  main  en- 
tries for  the  same  work  would  also  ne- 
cessitate different  cards,  but  this  only 
occurs  in  the  limited  case  of  fiction  for 
which  the  title  page  entry  contradicts 
the  LC  main  entry. 

Network  requirements 

Before  developing  a  model  for  a 
public  library  bibliographic  network,  it 
is  important  to  develop  commitments 
from  those  with  key  roles  in  such  a  net- 
work, particularly  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, to  a  reordering  of  priorities  in  fa- 
vor of  better  and  faster  cataloging 
aimed  at  meeting  public  library  user 
needs.  Some  suggested  minimum  re- 
quirements follow. 

The  first  requirement  is  that  there 
be  an  unequivocal  commitment  to  get 
the  24,000  to  35.000  domestically  pub- 
lished titles  acquired  by  public  libraries 
cataloged  by  LC  in  a  timely  and  expedi- 
tious manner.  Cataloging  in  Publication 
(CIP)  with  its  abbreviated  entries  and 


incomplete  records,  is  useful,  but  in- 
sufficient. Some  unpublished  studies 
indicate  that  thousands  of  CIP  records 
for  books  that  have  been  published  and 
available  for  significant  periods  of  time 
remain  on  the  MARC  file  as  incomplete 
catalog  records. 

Bibliographic  Marshall  Plan 

The  number  of  persons  LC  em- 
ploys to  catalog  its  German  acquisi- 
tions, or  at  most  its  German  and 
French  acquisitions,  should  be  more 
than  enough  professional  staff  to  meet 
the  cataloging  needs  of  all  of  America's 
public  libraries  in  a  timely  and  efficient 
manner.  Assuming  the  books  would  be 
acquired  in  a  reasonable  time,  the  pos- 
sibility of  complete  catalog  records  by 
publication  date  or  earlier  is  not  wholly 
unreasonable.  In  any  case,  the  time- 
liness requirement  would  be  met  if  LC 
were  to  treat  America's  public  libraries 
with  the  same  concentration  of  effort 
and  concern  it  so  marvelously  evinced 
when  it  went  into  the  different  NPAC 
countries — in  effect,  a  bibliographical 
Marshall  Plan  for  America's  public  li- 
braries. 

The  second  requirement  is  that  LC 
take  a  far  more  aggressive  approach  to 
the  needs  of  its  constituency  that  col- 
lects such  materials  as  sound  record- 
ings. Recently  a  decision  was  made, 
blamed  primarily  on  funding,  to  get  the 
balance  of  the  Roman  alphabet  lan- 
guages into  MARC.  Simultaneously, 
another  delay  was  announced  for  the 
implementation  of  MARC  music. 
There  are  probably  500  to  1000  libraries 
in  this  country  that  collect  sound  re- 
cordings for  every  one  that  collects  ma- 
terials in  the  Roman  languages  still  out- 
side of  MARC.  It  is  not  suggested  that 
these  remaining  languages  should  not 
get  into  MARC.  It  is  fervently  urged, 
however,  that  the  collection  require- 
ments of  America's  public  libraries  re- 
ceive a  priority  comparable  to  that  en- 
joyed by  the  nation's  research  libraries. 
It  is  assumed  that  this  requirement  and 
anything  else  stated  here  would  not 
conflict  with  LCs  primary  responsibili- 
ty to  Congress. 

The  third  requirement  is  that  LC 
maintain  a  national  file  of  authorities, 
headings,  and  references,  which  in 
principle  can  be  maintained,  that  is,  ex- 
panded and  changed,  on  a  controlled 
basis  by  specified  public  library  cata- 
loging centers.  It  is  unrealistic  to  as- 
sume that  all  the  changes  required  of 
LC  names  and  headings  can  necessari- 
ly be  handled  by  LCs  cataloging  staff. 
Not  being  a  public  library  staff  nor  hav- 
ing contact  with  the  people  using  public 
libraries,  it  seems  unfair  to  expect  LCs 
employees  to  always  be  successful  at 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  public  li- 
brary's constituency.  This  would  also 
put  to  an  end  the  constant  bickering  be- 
tween LC  and  its  critics  over  whether 
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certain  research-oriented  terms  have 
any  applicability  for  nonresearch  li- 
brary users.  Having  made  provision  for 
alternate  terms,  the  small  percentage  of 
headings  needing  accommodation  will 
be  minimal.  For  example,  the  Henne- 
pin County  Library,  noted  for  its  ef- 
forts to  make  its  catalog  responsive  to 
its  clientele's  needs,  freely  changes  an 
LC  heading  it  finds  unsatisfactory  and 
freely  adds  a  new  one  when  it  deter- 
mines that  LC  has  not  yet  provided  an 
appropriate  descriptor.  Even  with  this 
"Liberty  Hall'*  approach,  only  15  to  20 
percent  of  the  Hennepin  headings  ei- 
ther conflict  with  or  were  not  included 
in  the  valid  terms  currently  comprising 
LC's  subject  list.  This  means  that  at 
least  80  percent  of  the  headings  used  by 
LC  are  acceptable  to  a  public  library 
which  has  few  reservations  about  re- 
jecting LC  terms  in  favor  of  its  users' 
needs. 

Should  anyone  be  concerned 
about  the  feasibility  of  managing  a  na- 
tional authority  file  of  dual  headings, 
consider  the  National  Library  of  Cana- 
da, with  its  bilingual  or  dual  headings. 
For  the  record,  the  precedent  for  auto- 
mated control  of  dual  entries  was  es- 
tablished with  the  implementation  in 
1971  of  the  dual  entry  function  in  The 
New  York  Public  Library's  automated 
bibliographical  control  system.  Anoth- 
er suggested  alternative  has  been  the 
University  of  Chicago's  Data  Base 
Management  System  (Library  Quarter- 
ly, January  1977),  with  its  quadroplanar 
data  structure.  In  the  January  1977  Li- 
brary Trends  I  tried  to  describe  how 
Chicago's  approach,  as  implemented 
by  the  Washington  Library  Network, 
would  allow  for  alternative,  yet  rigor- 
ously controlled,  authority  files.  Again, 
the  authority  control  component  was 
based  primarily  on  NYPL's  biblio- 
graphic system. 

The  fourth  requirement  is  that  LC 
accept  original  cataloging  records  for 
distribution  purposes  and  for  the  na- 
tional network  data  base  that  have  been 
authenticated  by  and  submitted  from 
specified  public  library  cataloging  cen- 
ters. LC  may  continue  to  find  it  difficult 
to  acquire  and  catalog  certain  cate- 
gories of  material  (such  as  small  press 
titles  from  the  West  Coast,  according 
to  one  California  public  librarian),  or 
may  just  miss  specific  titles  for  one  rea- 
son or  another,  hence  the  need  for  con- 
tributed records. 

The  network  model 

At  the  center  of  the  national  biblio- 
graphic network  would  be  the  Library 
of  Congress,  which  would  fulfill  the 
creation,  maintenance,  and  distribution 
functions.  LC  would  be  providing  dual 
bibliographic  services  by  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  nation's  archival  and  non- 
archival  libraries  alike.  This  explicit 
duality  of  service  goes  beyond  present 


LC  services  because  it  fully  recognizes 
and  accepts  differences  in  the  needs  of 
these  two  major  constituencies.  To 
reiterate,  specified  public  library  cata- 
loging centers  would  contribute  to  the 
national  network  bibliographic  data 
base  as  the  participatory  element  for 
nonarchival  libraries. 

Beyond  LC,  there  are  at  least  two 
other  major  elements  in  the  model. 
Those  public  library  catalog  centers  al- 
ready mentioned  would  interact  with 
both  the  national  authority  file  and  the 
national  bibliographic  data  base.  These 
centers  would  add  to  and  change  na- 
tional network  authorities  as  appropri- 
ate, contribute  catalog  records  to  the 
national  network  catalog,  and  probably 
serve  as  authentication  centers  for 
catalog  records  created  by  other  public 
libraries  which  in  turn  could  be  added 
to  the  national  data  base.  This  inter- 
mediary and  authentication  role  is  criti- 
cal if  there  is  to  be  any  control  over  the 
national  network  catalog.  It  is  assumed 
that  there  will  be  only  a  single  catalog 
record  for  a  given  bibliographic  work. 
The  national  network  catalog  should 
consist  of  a  file  of  these  unique  records 
which  may  contain  alternate  entry  or 
access  points  to  them. 

The  third  element  in  the  model  is 
the  bibliographic  service  center.  Such  a 
center  can  be  a  commercial  jobber,  a 
state  library,  a  local  processing  center. 
or  any  agency  with  the  capability  to 
take  the  redefined  MARC  record  and 
use  it  to  provide  bibliographic  products 
and  services  on  demand. 

Unanswered  questions 

The  unanswered  questions  at  this 
point  are:  Who  does  the  local  public  li- 
brary inform  of  its  holdings,  and  who 
maintains  a  record  of  them  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cooperation,  interlibrary  loan, 
regional  catalogs,  etc.?  These  ques- 
tions are  not  easily  resolved.  In  the 
case  of  a  Washington  Library  Network 
or  an  Illinet  (the  Illinois  Library  Net- 
work), the  state  agency  seems  more 
than  equal  to  the  task  of  masterminding 
and  coordinating  these  activities.  In  the 
case  of  Washington,  it  also  provides 
service  center  functions.  But  in  other 
cases,  commercial  vendors  may  pro- 
vide service  center  functions,  much  as 
book  catalog  contractors  do  at  present. 
But  the  questions  should  remain  unan- 
swered pending  further  study  as  to  the 
best  fit,  and  the  relationships  between 
the  individual  public  libraries  and  the 
national  catalog  function  and  center. 
One  solution  has  been  proposed  by  Mi- 
chael Malinconico  of  the  New  York 
Public  Library.  He  suggests  that  biblio- 
graphic utilities,  i.e.  public  library  cata- 
loging centers,  serve  as  the  biblio- 
graphic link  between  the  national  net- 
work catalog  and  the  local  library.  This 
bibliographic  utility  would  insure  net- 
work standards,  provide  a  standard  in- 


terface to  the  network  between  the  lo- 
cal libraries  and  cooperatives,  and 
maintain  local  and  regional  holdings 
files.  These  bibliographic  utilities 
would  not  necessarily  be  restricted  to 
public  library  catalog  centers,  but  the 
service  centers  referred  to  earlier 
would  not  conflict  with  them,  and  in 
some  cases  they  would  undoubtedly  be 
one  and  the  same  institution.  The 
Washington  Library  Network  is  a  per- 
tinent example  of  this  kind  of  dual  func- 
tioning. 

In  review,  the  model  would  have 
four  components.  At  the  top  of  the  hi- 
erarchy would  be  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, as  the  custodian  of  the  national 
network  catalog,  the  primary  contrib- 
utor to  that  catalog,  and  the  distributor 
of  its  contents.  At  the  next  level  would 
be  bibliographic  utilities,  including  at 
least  some  public  library  catalog  cen- 
ters which  would  interact  with  the  na- 
tional catalog  in  a  carefully  controlled 
and  prescribed  fashion.  These  utilities 
would  also  maintain  local  and  regional 
holdings  data  and  be  the  interface  or 
link  with  the  national  network.  Library 
service  centers  would  have  access  to 
the  information  held  by  the  utility,  and 
would  provide  products  and  services 
on  demand  to  local  libraries,  regional 
cooperatives,  etc.  Again,  the  service 
center  could  be  identical  to  the  utility,  a 
commercial  vendor,  or  a  nonprofit  cor- 
poration set  up  for  the  express  purpose 
of  providing  these  products  and  serv- 
ices. This  proposal  for  dual  service  al- 
lows standardized  cataloging  data  from 
our  national  library  to  fit  more  comfort- 
ably in  all  library  catalogs. 

Readers  who  expected  a  detailed, 
laid-out,  plan  may  be  disappointed.  At 
best,  what  I've  attempted  is  a  rationale 
and  a  conception  of  how  the  public  li- 
brary's public  will  get  faster  and  easier 
access  to  library  materials  through  a 
standardized  bibliographic  record. 

Among  the  remaining  tasks  and 
studies  that  must  be  done  if  the  net- 
work is  to  be  built  and  effectively  serve 
public  libraries  are  the  following:  1) 
making  the  specific  modifications  to 
MARC;  2)  defining  in  detail  the  nation- 
al authority  file  and  how  the  conflicting 
authorities  will  be  controlled  and 
linked;  3)  defining  in  detail  the  proto- 
cols by  which  the  public  library  cata- 
loging centers  will  interact  with  the  na- 
tional network  catalog;  and  4)  defining 
in  detail  how  the  thousands  of  public  li- 
braries will  all  neatly  fit  into  the  nation- 
al network  and  how  they  will  relate  to 
the  public  library  cataloging  centers.  In 
short,  we  must  spell  out  the  mechanics 
of  the  network.  Other  tasks  include:  5) 
defining  the  necessary  and  continuing 
role  the  commercial  and  regional  proc- 
essors will  play;  6)  defining  the  neces- 
sary relations  between  public  and  other 
kinds  of  libraries;  and  7)  doing  the  em- 
pirical research  to  establish  an  opti- 
mum domestic  catalog  display  format. 
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The  governance  of  the  Ohio  College 
Library  Center  has  not  kept  apace 
with  its  fast  development  into  a 
national  resource  .  .  . 

Modernizing 

OCLC's 
Governance

IN  LESS  than  a  decade  the  Ohio  Col- 
lege Library  Center  (OCLC)  has  be- 
come one  of  the  most  revolutionary 
forces  to  affect  library  service  in  the 
United  States  in  the  past  century.  The 
development  in  Ohio  of  an  effective 
s)  stem  for  using  an  on-line  bibliograph- 
ic data  base  constructed  around  the 
M  \KC  tapes  for  cataloging  and  other 
library  services,  and  the  subsequent 
rapid  national  spread  of  that  system 
undoubtedly  will  be  described  in  2076 
as  one  of  the  most  remarkable  events  in 
the  first  2(H)  years  of  American  librari- 
anship. 

Numerous  studies  have  shown 
v  at  inns  aspects  of  OCLC's  operation 
and  its  impact  on  American  libraries. 
Many  of  them  were  highly  technical 
and  had  limited  distribution.  Almost 
none  have  attempted  to  provide  an 
overall  assessment  of  OCLC.  Only  one 
major  "popular"  study  of  OCLC  has 
been  produced  and  it  was  basically  a 
descriptive  and  broadly  favorable  com- 
mentary  (see  "OCLC  for  You — and 
Me?!,"  American  Libraries,  May  1976, 


p.  258-75).  OCLC  has  been  the  subject 
of  considerable  critical  discussion  ei- 
ther in  informal  settings  or  in  more  for- 
mal settings  that  are  not  widely  or  ac- 
curately reported.  Only  recently  have 
some  limited  aspects  of  that  criticism 
surfaced  in  the  professional  literature. 
It  should  be  possible  now  to  under- 
take a  general,  and  hopefully  balanced, 
review  of  OCLC  and  some  of  its  suc- 
cesses and  failures  as  seen  from  the 
perspective  of  a  regional  network  and 
of  a  major  user.  This  article  is  a  person- 
al evaluation  of  OCLC's  overall  impact 
and  performance,  from  a  managerial 
viewpoint,  with  some  specific  sugges- 
tions as  to  how  some  of  the  current 
problems,  especially  those  of  govern- 
ance, might  be  handled. 

OCLC  achievements 

OCLC  represents  an  important  de- 
velopment in  the  area  of  automated 
services  for  libraries.  It  was  the  first  or- 
ganization to  develop  an  effective  and 
economical  on-line  system  for  use  by  a 


number  of  libraries.  By  creating  and 
maintaining  on-line  access,  initially  for 
shared  cataloging  purposes,  to  a  large 
bibliographic  data  base  OCLC  has  de- 
veloped a  system  available  on  a  nation- 
al scale  that  might  have  been  impos- 
sible to  achieve  in  any  other  context.  A 
major  reason  for  its  success  was  that 
OCLC,  under  Fred  Kilgour's  imagina- 
tive leadership,  concentrated  on  pro- 
viding a  useable  service  and  did  not  be- 
come bogged  down  by  first  trying  to 
work  out  all  of  the  possible  refine- 
ments. While  this  emphasis  on  devel- 
oping a  practical  system  has  been  a  ma- 
jor factor  in  OCLC's  success,  it  has  al- 
so been  a  major  cause  of  a  number  of 
its  still  unresolved  technical  problems, 
especially  those  relating  to  quality  con- 
trol of  the  data  base. 

OCLC  has  had  a  positive  effect  on 
national,  regional,  and  local  library  de- 
velopments. At  the  national  level  the 
first  effective  use  of  the  MARC  tapes 
provided  impetus  for  others  to  work  on 
similar  systems.  Their  use  in  a  cooper- 
ative setting  has  contributed  to  the  shift 
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in  the  pattern  of  library  automation 
away  from  individual  libraries  toward 
cooperative  ventures.  Those  two  fac- 
tors, along  with  the  spread  of  the 
OCLC  system,  have  given  major  impe- 
tus to  the  events  that  are  now  rapidly 
leading  towards  the  establishment  of 
the  library  bibliographic  component  of 
the  national  library  and  information 
services  network.  Although  other  net- 
works (e.g.,  NELINET)  existed  prior 
to  the  availability  of  OCLC  services, 
clearly  OCLC's  decision  to  market  its 
services  primarily  through  regional  and 
state  networks  has  led  directly  to  the 
formation  of  many  such  groups.  In  turn 
those  networks  have  brought  about  a 
range  of  library  cooperation  that  would 
not  otherwise  exist.  Where  wisely 
used,  OCLC  services  have  had  a  signif- 
icant beneficial  impact  on  the  internal 
operations  of  individual  libraries.  Its 
services  have  helped  reduce  or  stabi- 
lize internal  operating  costs,  provide 
for  better  utilization  of  personnel,  bring 
about  an  improvement  of  services,  de- 
velop better  professional  attitudes  and 
performance,  and  have  been  a  major 
factor  in  bringing  about  in  some  large 
libraries  effective  reorganization  of 
technical  services. 

There  are  a  number  of  long-stand- 
ing and  clearly  identified  concerns  that 
have  not  yet  been  adequately  resolved. 
Treated  on  an  individual  basis  those  be- 
come little  more  than  a  litany  of  com- 
plaints which  can  be  offset  by  the  posi- 
tive contributions  of  OCLC.  Treated  as 
a  whole  those  problems  point  up  some 
major  underlying  concerns  with  the 
management  of  OCLC  that  need  seri- 
ous attention. 

No  competition 

At  the  national  level  OCLC  has 
been  an  aggressive  force  seeking  to 
dominate  the  market  for  on-line  access 
to  a  bibliographic  data  base  by  extend- 
ing its  services  nationwide  as  a  matter 
of  first  priority.  With  the  level  of  domi- 
nance it  has  already  achieved  it  seems 
unlikely  that  BALLOTS,  the  Washing- 
ton Library  Network,  the  Research  Li- 
braries Group  (RLG),  or  even  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  will  be  able  to  chal- 
lenge OCLC's  role  as  the  major 
supplier  of  such  a  data  base.  It  is  by  no 
means  certain,  however,  that  the  tech- 
niques and  system  developed  by  OCLC 
are  necessarily  the  best  since  they  were 
developed  in  the  early  days  of  library 
automation  and  have  never  been  tested 
by  competition.  It  will  be  difficult  for 
others  to  develop  alternative  tech- 
niques and  ihere  is  little  incentive  for 
OCLC  to  do  so.  Competition  and  in- 
novation are  needed  but  OCLC  has 
probably  managed  to  preclude  both. 

While  OCLC  has  helped  bring 
about  the  development  of  regional  and 
state  networks,  it  has  not  always  dealt 
with  those  networks  in  a  responsible 


fashion.  In  particular  most  networks 
have  been  faced  with  unduly  complex 
problems  in  attempting  to  negotiate 
contracts  or  agreements  with  OCLC. 
The  negotiation  of  a  second  contract  by 
NELINET  with  OCLC,  for  example, 
took  over  two  years  of  considerable  ef- 
fort with  delays  and  changes  occurring 
regularly  for  no  apparent  reason  or  to 
no  apparent  purpose.  Even  more  com- 
plex was  the  attempt  by  NELINET  to 
negotiate  an  agreement  with  OCLC 
which  would  allow  NELINET  to  oper- 
ate equipment  that  would  give  it  more 
effective  control  over  its  regional  net- 
work. Even  though  there  are  clear  ad- 
vantages to  OCLC,  and  eventually  to 
other  networks,  in  this  approach,  it 
took  almost  three  years  to  negotiate  an 
agreement  and  even  now  final  imple- 
mentation is  subject  to  delay.  Here 
again  the  delays  have  been  primarily 
due  to  indefinable  administrative  rea- 
sons and  not  to  technical  or  operational 
reasons.  Other  relationships  with 
OCLC  have  been  equally  difficult.  In- 
formation and  decisions  have  not  been 
shared.  In  particular  the  networks  have 
had  to  bear  the  great  bulk  of  the  frustra- 
tions felt  by  their  member  libraries 
without  the  level  of  information  and 
support  from  OCLC  that  should  be  pro- 
vided and  without  the  ability  to  ef- 
fectively influence  OCLC's  decisions. 

On-line  problems 

For  the  individual  library  use  of 
OCLC  services  has  been  an  adventure 
fraught  with  exasperation  at  the  in- 
explicable problems  which  occur  on  a 


regular  basis.  Response  time  is  often 
unacceptably  slow.  This  problem  is 
recognized  by  OCLC  only  when  it  is 
critical;  even  then  the  steps  taken  to 
correct  it  are  often  temporary,  are 
sometimes  clearly  unrelated  to  fhe 
cause  of  the  problem,  and,  in  any  case, 
are  designed  only  to  prevent  it  from 
getting  worse.  System  down  time, 
while  less  serious  a  problem,  has  been 
troublesome  at  times.  This  is  especially 
so  when  it  has  been  anticipated  by 
OCLC  and  is  scheduled  at  an  obviously 
inconvenient  time  for  libraries  or  librar- 
ies are  not  adequately  informed  or 
when  down  time  occurs  often  over  a 
short  period  of  time  and  no  explanation 
is  provided.  The  lack  of  adequate  print- 
ed information  about  the  system  and 
how  to  use  it  has  been  another  source 
of  irritation;  often  other  networks  or 
other  libraries  have  been  a  better 
source  for  such  information  than 
OCLC.  While  many  automated  sys- 
tems promise  more  in  the  way  of  statis- 
tical reporting  than  they  provide, 
OCLC  has  not  provided  its  users  with 
adequate  and  timely  information  on 
their  use  of  the  system.  Finally  several 
aspects  of  the  system  have  presented 
continuing  difficulty  to  users.  This  is 
most  true  in  areas  relating  to  deferred 
records,  duplicate  records,  and  the 
handling  of  error  reports. 

Rates  &  schedules 

Undoubtedly  the  most  frustrating 
aspect  of  the  relationship  with  OCLC 
for  both  the  networks  and  the  user  li- 
braries has  been  its  consistent  failure  to 
come  anywhere  near  meeting  its  own 
announced  timetables  for  additions, 
changes,  and  improvements  to  the  sys- 
tem. Nobody  now  has  any  confidence 
that  OCLC  will  do  what  it  has  an- 
nounced it  will  do  in  anything  ap- 
proaching the  stated  time.  This  serves 
only  to  compound  the  other  problems 
and  becomes  especially  frustrating 
when  much  of  a  network's  program  or 
most  of  a  library's  technical  services 
routines  are  dependent  upon  OCLC. 

This  frustration  is  compounded  by 
the  mysteries  of  OCLC's  financial 
structure  and  budgeting  process  which 
often  have  led  to  large  announced  rate 
increases  that  are  reduced  subse- 
quently with  no  adequate  explanation 
for  either  step.  It  sometimes  appears 
that  OCLC  is  constructing  activities 
around  the  revenues  it  has  collected 
rather  than  collecting  revenues  to  sup- 
port the  activities  it  has  planned. 

Despite  the  high  level  of  exaspera- 
tion with  all  of  those  problems,  it  must 
be  emphasized  that  even  the  sum  of 
those  problems  does  not  outweigh  the 
utility  of  the  system.  It  is  obviously  far 
better  to  have  a  system  that,  despite  its 
faults,  does  work  effectively  much  of 
the  time  than  it  would  be  to  be  still 
waiting  for  the  ideal  system  to  be  de- 
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•signed  and  implemented  or  to  be  sup- 
porting a  system  that  was  obviously  in- 
effective. What  is  most  frustrating  is 
the  recognition  of  how  truly  effective 
OCLC's  services  could  be. 

It  may  well  be  that  the  weaknesses 
of  OCLC  are  no  worse  than  those  of 
most  libraries  or  of  most  networks  but 
only  that  they  are  more  obvious  be- 
cause of  OCLC's  unique  nature  and  na- 
tional prominence.  It  may  well  be  that 
those  faults  are  far  less  serious  than 
might  ha\e  been  expected  with  such  a 
pioneering  effort.  That  does  not  matter. 
Our  concern,  and  OCLC's  concern, 
should  be  to  identify  the  reasons  be- 
hind those  problems  and  to  find  ways  of 
correcting  them. 

Why  the  problems? 

It  is  diffcult  to  accurately  assess 
the  reasons  behind  the  difficulties  of 
such  a  complex  organization.  Undoubt- 
edly a  variety  of  factors  are  involved. 
My  personal  feeling  is.  though,  that 
there  are  two  major  reasons  for  the  dif- 
ficulties. 

The  first  is  a  failure  on  the  part  of 
the  OCLC  administration.  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  membership  to  recognize 
the  nature  of  what  OCLC  has  become 
and  to  identify  appropriate  goals  and 
objectives  for  it.  OCLC  began  as  an  at- 
tempt to  develop  a  system  that  would 
provide  a  series  of  automated  library 
services  constructed  around  an  on-line 
bibliographic  data  base  to  a  group  of 
academic  libraries  in  Ohio  which  would 
direct  and  control  its  operations.  It  is 
now  a  national  service  providing  access 
to  a  large-scale  bibliographic  data  base, 
and  services  related  to  that  data  base. 
to  libraries  throughout  the  country.  It  is 
operated,  however,  as  though  it  were 
appropriate  and  possible  for  OCLC  to 
develop  for  all  of  its  users,  nationwide. 
the  full  range  of  serv  ices  originally  en- 
gaged for  the  Ohio  libraries,  but  with 
no  change  in  the  structure  of  its  govern- 
ance. There  is  little  recognition  that  not 
every  service  OCLC  has  proposed 
should  be  developed  for  a  national 
clientele.  In  the  area  of  acquisitions 
and  circulation,  for  example,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  imagine  the  possibility  of  oper- 
ating a  national  system  when  a  signifi- 
cant aspect  of  the  system  is  related  to 
files  that  are  only  needed,  and  can  best 
be  maintained,  at  the  local  level  and 
policies  that  must  be  established  at  the 
local  level. 

In  its  expanded  role  OCLC  has  not 
established  firm  priorities.  There  is  a 
consistent  inability  to  choose  ef- 
fectively between  providing  better  per- 
formance of  the  existing  system,  ex- 
tending the  present  system  to  new 
users,  developing  modifications  and 
improvements  in  the  present  system, 
and  developing  new  systems  and  serv- 
ices. Unable  to  decide  on  a  long-range 
strategy  for  dealing  with  those  funda- 


mental issues.  OCLC  appears  to  re- 
spond to  the  pressures  and  demands  of 
the  moment.  More  consistent  and  more 
rational  planning  is  clearly  needed. 

OCLC  and  the  network 

There  also  appears  to  be  real  un- 
certainty on  the  part  of  OCLC  as  to 
what  its  role  in  the  national  biblio- 
graphic network  should  be  and  as  to 
what  its  relationship  to  the  regional  and 
state  networks  should  be.  It  should 
seek  to  clearly  establish  its  national 
role  and  to  establish  relationships  with 
other  national  data  base  suppliers  that 
would  provide  more  effective  access  to 
those  data  bases  for  all  users.  It  should 
work  with  those  suppliers  and  with  oth- 
er elements  of  the  national  bibliograph- 
ic network  in  determining  what  serv- 
ices appropriately  can  be  developed 
and  offered  at  the  national  level  in  con- 
nection with  on-line  access  to  large- 
scale  bibliographic  data  bases.  Many  of 
the  services  related  to  such  data  bases 
can  be  developed  and  offered  more  ap- 
propriately at  other  levels  and  OCLC 
should  defer  to  those  lev  els.  In  particu- 
lar it  should  seek  to  broaden  and 
strengthen  the  role  of  the  regional  and 
state  networks. 

Many  difficulties  could  be  over- 
come if  OCLC  would  recognize  that  it 
is,  in  fact,  seeking  to  serve  two  dif- 
ferent sets  of  needs,  one  national  and 
one  statewide.  It  might  even  divide  it- 
self into  two  separate  and  distinct  en- 
tities. In  accordance  with  its  original 
objectives  one  organization  would  be 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  li- 
braries of  Ohio,  and  perhaps  adjacent 


states  for  on-line  services  related  to  na- 
tional bibliographic  data  bases.  The 
other  organization  would  be  designed 
to  serve  the  needs  of  libraries  through- 
out the  country  for  effective  access  to  a 
national  bibliographic  data  base. 

A  role  in  governance 

The  second  major  reason  for  the 
current  frustration  of  many  of  the  re- 
gional and  state  networks  and  their 
member  libraries  is  the  lack  of  any  ef- 
fective voice  in  the  control  of  OCLC, 
which  consistently  describes  itself  as  a 
cooperative  library  activity.  Libraries 
within  Ohio  may  not,  in  fact,  have  any 
effective  voice  over  decisions;  but 
when  it  appears  that  arbitrary  deci- 
sions, especially  ones  that  affect  costs, 
are  being  made  by  a  minority  of  the 
users,  one  cannot  help  but  be  con- 
cerned. OCLC  has  made  efforts  to  pro- 
vide information  and  to  allow  for  the 
expression  of  opinions  through  regular 
meetings  with  the  network  directors 
and  by  admitting  observers  to  the  meet- 
ings of  the  OCLC  Board  of  Trustees. 
Nevertheless  to  most  networks  and 
most  users.  OCLC  appears  simply  as 
another  large  national  corporation.  To 
those  who  are  accustomed  to  a  more 
democratic  approach  in  their  own  li- 
braries and  in  their  regional  or  state 
networks  this  is  an  especially  difficult 
situation  to  accept.  Networks  and  li- 
braries have  quite  different  expecta- 
tions of  a  cooperative  venture.  They 
want  a  real  role  in  the  making  of  the  de- 
cisions that  affect  their  budgets  and 
their  operations.  Information,  the  abili- 
ty to  express  opinions,  and  observer 
status  is  simply  not  adequate. 

OCLC  has  recognized  the  poten- 
tial of  this  problem  and  has  established 
a  mechanism  for  examining  its  govern- 
ance. One  can  only  hope  that  the  rec- 
ommendations that  emerge  from  that 
examination  will  be  responsive  to  the 
real  needs  of  the  user  libraries  and  that 
the  OCLC  administration.  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  membership  will  respond 
favorably  to  such  recommendations. 

OCLC's  present  governance  is 
clearly  inappropriate  in  the  context  of 
its  national  role.  The  present  system  is 
in  need  of  a  restructuring,  but  that 
should  be  undertaken  only  after 
OCLC's  basic  goals  and  objectives 
have  been  established  more  clearly. 
One  fundamental  objective  of  any  re- 
structuring process  should  be  to  pro- 
vide a  mechanism  for  the  control  of 
policy  decisions  that  will  enable  OCLC 
to  be  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
all  of  its  users.  Such  restructuring 
should  be  based  on  the  following  as- 
sumptions: 1)  That  OCLC  will  dif- 
ferentiate between  services  to  be  pro- 
vided at  the  national  level  and  those  to 
be  provided,  at  least  initially,  only  to 
libraries  in  Ohio  and  will  divide  into 
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itwo  separate  entities  to  provide  those 
different  levels  of  service.  2)  That  for 
the  national  services  OCLC  will  be  es- 
tablished as  a  national  not-for-profit 
corporation  providing  services  to  li- 
braries relating  to  the  use  of  the  large- 
scale  on-line  bibliographic  data  base  in 
a  cooperative  fashion.  3)  Those  serv- 
ices primarily  will  be  distributed  to  in- 
dividual libraries  through  regional  and 
state  networks.  4)  Those  networks  will 
be  cooperative  library  activities  with 
governing  bodies  that  are  representa- 
tive of  their  membership.  5)  OCLC 
should  have  strong  control  from  a  gov- 
erning body  that  is  representative  of  all 
of  the  users  of  its  national  services.  6) 
Finally,  the  responsibilities  of  the  gov- 
erning body  should  include  the  estab- 
lishment and  control  of  basic  goals  and 
objectives,  the  setting  of  priorities,  the 
establishment  of  policies,  and  the  ap- 
proval and  final  control  of  budget. 

For  such  a  body  to  be  effective  it 
must  be  of  a  manageable  size  and  its 
members  must  have  extensive  prior  fa- 
miliarity with  library  needs,  the  work- 
ings of  OCLC,  and  both  the  concept 
and  workings  of  the  library  bibliograph- 
ic component  of  the  national  library 
and  information  services  network. 
Minimum  qualifications  for  member- 
ship based  on  that  kind  of  familiarity 
should  be  established.  For  some  mem- 
bers additional  qualifications  might  also 
be  established  that  would  include  cer- 
tain business,  legal,  or  technical  skills. 

User  representation 

While  representation  from  national 
planning  groups  and  agencies  is  desir- 
able, some  mechanism  for  strong  repre- 
sentation of  the  user  libraries  is  essen- 
tial. Given  the  total  number  of  libraries 
currently  served  by  OCLC,  direct  rep- 
resentation through  some  kind  of  mem- 
bership assembly  would  be  almost  im- 
possible to  achieve  and  certainly  would 
be  ineffective.  Direct  election  of  a  few 
representatives  by  all  user  libraries 
might  be  possible  but  runs  counter  to 
the  pattern  of  regional  and  state  net- 
work organization  that  has  already 
emerged.  User  representation  should 
come  through  the  regional  and  state 
networks  that  are  acting  as  conduits  for 
OCLC  services  and  which  are  already 
accustomed  to  acting  as  representa- 
tives of  their  users  to  OCLC  and  vice 
versa.  The  qualifications  for  regional 
representation  should  be  uniform  and 
should  be  controlled  by  the  OCLC  gov- 
erning body.  Those  qualifications 
should  include  at  least  two  to  three 
years  of  experience  on  the  governing 
body  of  a  regional  or  state  cooperative 
library  network  affiliated  with  OCLC. 
Selection  should  be  by  the  membership 
of  those  governing  bodies  rather  than 
directly  by  the  user  libraries  in  the  re- 
gion or  state.  Perhaps  the  existing  pat- 
tern of  regional  and  state  networks  af- 


filiated with  OCLC  should  be  left  unal- 
tered and  some  method  be  found  for 
alternating  or  grouping  representation 
since  not  all  networks  could  be  repre- 
sented at  the  same  time  in  a  relatively 
small  governing  body.  It  would  be 
more  logical  for  OCLC  to  help  rational- 
ize the  existing  pattern  of  regional  and 
state  networks  in  order  to  provide  for 
relatively  total  coverage,  at  least  in 
terms  of  use  of  its  services,  in  a  number 
of  units  that  is  not  so  large  or  so  un- 
evenly distributed  that  representation 
by  each  unit  to  a  central  governing 
body  would  be  too  unwieldy  or  too  un- 
representative. 

Even  such  a  governing  body  would 
be  likely  to  encounter  difficulty  in  ef- 
fectively managing  such  a  large  and 
complex  organization  without  strong 
leadership  of  its  own.  The  terms  of 
membership  should  be  overlapping  to 
provide  for  as  much  continuity  as  pos- 
sible and  long  enough  for  expertise  to 
develop  but  not  long  enough  for  rigidity 
to  set  in.  A  ten-person  body,  five-year 
nonrenewable  terms,  with  two  mem- 
bers being  replaced  each  year  would 
seem  manageable.  Provision  might  be 
made  for  the  position  of  chairperson  of 
that  body  to  become  a  full-time,  paid 
post  to  be  held  by  a  librarian  with  spe- 
cific prior  experience  on  the  OCLC 
governing  body.  That  position  could  be 
occupied,  for  a  period  of  one  year,  by  a 
person  on  leave  from  his  or  her  regular- 
ly assigned  duties  who  has  been  elected 
to  serve  in  that  capacity  by  the  other 
members  of  the  governing  body.  This 
would  be  one  way  in  which  the  strong. 
continuous,  representative  leadership 
necessary  for  such  an  important  nation- 


al function  could  be  provided.  Such 
leadership  is  critically  important  for  it 
is  far  too  easy  for  technical  devel- 
opments, determined  and  directed  by 
permanent  staff  remote  from  current  li- 
brary operations,  to  become  the  over- 
riding considerations  in  the  devel- 
opment of  programs  and  services.  A 
governing  body  similar  to  the  one  de- 
scribed is  needed  to  provide  for  OCLC 
the  direction  that  can  come  from  indi- 
viduals with  a  current  knowledge  of  the 
impact  of  national  and  regional  library 
network  services  on  the  day-to-day  op- 
erations of  libraries. 

Communications 

Even  with  that  kind  of  governing 
body,  adequate  control  probably  cannot 
be  maintained  through  reliance  on  the 
traditional  pattern  of  regular  meetings 
in  a  central  place  with  the  exchange  of 
written  material  by  mail  in  the  interim. 
There  are  other  innovative  approaches 
readily  available  to  OCLC  that  should 
be  developed.  Consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  establishment  of  a  system 
whereby  the  text  storage  and  retrieval 
capabilities  of  the  OCLC  network 
might  be  combined  with  message  gath- 
ering and  switching  capabilities  to 
handle  the  communication  of  informa- 
tion to  and  among  the  members  of  the 
governing  body.  This  then  could  be 
supplemented  by  periodic  meetings  on 
a  less  frequent  basis. 

OCLC  is  a  complex  organization 
faced  with  a  complex  series  of  prob- 
lems. Although  I  have  been  actively  in- 
volved with  OCLC,  my  involvement 
has  been  from  a  particular  perspective. 
I  recognize  that  others,  especially 
those  who  have  been  more  directly  in- 
volved, may  have  quite  a  different  per- 
spective. While  the  views  and  sugges- 
tions given  above  may  not  be  accepted, 
clearly  some  major  change  is  required. 
It  is  difficult  for  any  organization  to 
contemplate,  let  alone  accomplish,  that 
kind  of  drastic  change.  It  can  be  done. 
OCLC  is,  after  all,  a  young  organiza- 
tion that  should  not  yet  be  set  in  its 
ways.  OCLC  has  been  a  revolutionary 
force  for  American  libraries  and  has 
brought  substantial  change  to  them. 
Surely  it  can  change  itself.  With  imagi- 
nation the  OCLC  administration. 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  membership 
can  overcome  their  natural  inclination 
to  be  conservative  and  to  retain  tight 
control  of  the  valuable  national  re- 
source that  OCLC  has  become.  With 
imagination  the  OCLC  can  take  the 
steps  necessary  to  identify  the  impor- 
tant national  functions  that  it  has  to  of- 
fer and  to  vest  control  of  those  func- 
tions in  a  strong  representative  body.  If 
OCLC  can  accomplish  that  it  may  be 
recognized  in  2076  as  much  for  the  dra- 
matic change  that  it  made  in  its  method 
of  operation  as  the  revolutionary  tech- 
nical services  that  it  developed.

Judging  from  current  professional  writ- 
ings, the  present  generation  of  academ- 
ic librarians  is  very  busy  with  comput- 
ers, nonprint  material,  management 
theory  and  practice,  and  personal 
status.  Fortunately  the  old  world  of 
simple  things  such  as  the  selection  and 
f  development  of  book  and  manuscript 
collections  and  the  cultivation  by  the  li- 
'  brarian  of  a  diversity  of  interests  to 
help  others  to  advance  knowledge  is 
not  quite  gone.  Some  of  the  ways  of  the 
old  world  have  taken  such  firm  hold  on 
the  imagination  that  we  think  they  are 
still  active.  It  is  fortunate  therefore  that 
'  so  able  a  chronicler  as  Oboler  should 
be  practicing  librarianship  during  this 
transition  period.  In  this  collection  of 
his  writings,  he  has  published  some  30 
articles  and  addresses  from  a  bibliogra- 
phy which  extends  to  152  titles  or 
more.  While  I  have  suggested  that  he  is 
aligned  with  the  old  world,  he,  above 
all  people,  is  not  open  to  the  charge  of 
aloofness  from  the  tough  workaday 
problems  of  academic  librarians  nor 
from  the  rough-and-tumble  disputation 
at  library  conventions.  On  the  con- 
trary, although  I  am  unfortunately  not 
acquainted  with  him,  I  can  see  from  his 
writings  that  there  is  much  of  the  dis- 
senter in  him.  and  dissent  among  librar- 
ians (out  loud,  at  least)  is  so  rare  as  to 
deserve  attention. 

I  wish  Oboler  had  seen  fit  to  let  his 
colleagues  honor  him  by  preparing  this 
selection  of  his  writings.  The  flamboy- 
ance and  exuberance  which  are  such  a 
striking  feature  of  his  record  as  a  librar- 
ian have  led  him  astray — the  result  is 
that  his  collection  includes  a  good  bit  of 
material,  which,  though  fine  enough  in 
its  original  dress,  hardly  deserves  re- 
printing. For  example,  library  statistics 
are  a  distortion  and  it  is  good  to  have 
someone  with  Oboler's  acuteness  as  a 
thinker  and  resourcefulness  as  a  writer 
to  flail  away  at  their  misrepresentation. 
But  I  do  not  think  that  they  or  the  "let- 
ters to  the  editor' '  are  at  home  in  a  col- 
lection of  this  sort.  Also  I  believe  his 
book  deserves  a  better  and  shorter 
title — perhaps  The  Faith  of  a  Liberal 
might  be  appropriate.  The  collection  is 


vintage  Oboler.  to  borrow  an  adjective 
from  Jack  Dalton. 

I  recommend  the  Jack  Horner 
method  of  reading  Oboler's  collection. 
I  have  found  the  best  in  this  book  deals 
with  the  university's  responsibility  to 
provide  a  place  for  the  teacher  and  li- 
brarian to  do  their  work  in  an  atmo- 
sphere which  enables  them  to  exchange 
ideas  freely  and  to  say  and  think  what 
they  please;  the  importance  oi  the  li- 
brarian's individual  assistance  to  read- 
ers which  unfortunately  does  not  thrive 
in  a  factory  atmosphere:  and  the  quali- 
fications a  librarian  must  bring  to  his 
work  in  this  modern  age  with  its  heav\ 
emphasis  on  technology.  On  these  and 
on  other  problems  of  academic  librari- 
anship, he  writes  with  vigor  and  a  con- 
sistent attitude  toward  the  questions  he

A  distinguished  group  of  international 
librarians,  publishers,  sociologists,  and 
propagandists  voicing  the  "official 
line"  of  their  home  countries,  delivered 
these  speeches  at  the  IFLA  General 
Council  in  Budapest,  1972.  Well  edited 
by  Mohrhardt.  who  must  have  had  his 
hands  full,  these  texts  provide  useful 
insights  into  contemporary  attitudes  to- 
ward "reading  and  books."  But  the 
phrase  "reading  and  books"  denotes 
quite  different  meanings  in  different 
countries,  and  herein  lies  the  fascina- 
tion of  these  speeches.  I.  P.  Osipova  of 
the  State  Lenin  Library.  Moscow,  pon- 
tificates: "In  the  U.S.S.R.  books  are 
accessible  to  all  citizens,  without  ex- 
ception, regardless  of  the  place  where 
they  live  or  the  language  they  speak. 
Buried  is  the  notion  that  not  all  books, 
not  by  any  means  all  books,  are  avail- 
able to  anyone.  We  read  the  oppression 
of  the  intellect  between  the  lines,  and 
we  read  this  in  silent  sorrow. 

The  Serbian  speaker:  "The  film 
has  not  become  an  important  means  of 
education  as  it  was  quickly  displaced 
by  television.  It  is  still  used  in  docu- 
mentary, travel,  and  historic  surveys." 


Culture-centric  and  misinformed;  the 
differentiation  between  a  medium  as  a 
means  of  recording  reality  and  a  medi- 
um as  a  distribution  mechanism  for  oth- 
er media  is  often  gravely  obscured — 
the  fact  is  that  almost  anything  of  im- 
portance produced  for  television  is 
created  first  on  film.  We  are  tempted  to 
forgive  Stamatovic  his  gaffe  for  the 
sake  of  the  charm  of  his  footnotes,  in 
which  the  seer  of  Toronto  is  trans- 
litered  as  "Makluan.  Marsal." 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  have  any 
comment  by  Robert  Escarpit.  Here,  his 
"Le  lecteur  dans  un  monde  en  mouve- 
ment"  has  the  passion  of  a  lay  sermon; 
one  wishes,  for  the  sake  of  American 
students  who  have  increasingly  aban- 
doned the  study  of  foreign  languages, 
that  a  simultaneous  translation  from 
the  French  could  have  been  arranged. 

Canada.  Norway.  Nigeria,  Hun- 
gary .  and  Poland  offer  other  contribu- 
tions, all  worth  pursuing.  Perhaps  the 
best  quotation,  the  words  of  the  vice- 
president  of  the  Rand  Corporation,  re- 
veals how  a  sophisticated  media  ap- 
proach to  appraising  "the  book"  can 
be  at  least  as  convincing  as  any  of  the 
traditional  metaphysical  exaltations 
have  ever  been.  To  put  this  in  the  sim- 
plest terms,  "the  book"  is  still  the 
single  most  important  portable,  ran- 
dom-access, high  density,  immediate 
on-off.  permanent-durable  medium  of

The  history  of  the  dirty  word  or 
phrase  is  the  focus  of  this  substantial 
100-  to  200-page  journal.  Or.  to  put 
it  more  delicately.  "Maledicta 
cializes  in  totally  uncensored  research 
and  collections  of  verbal  aggression, 
pejoration.  derogation,  scurrilitv .  vit- 
uperation ..."  The  editor  publisher 
goes  on  with  a  full  page  of  descriptive 
words  and  phrases  to  explain  his  pur- 
pose. There  are  about  20  short  articles 
in  each  issue.  These  are  written  in  a 
scholarly  vet  entertaining  fashion  by 
professors  from  American  universities 
as  well  as  by  a  few  outsiders  and  un- 
identified authors.  The  impressive 
thing  is  the  amount  of  effort  which  the 
researchers  have  applied  to  such  arti- 
cles as:  "The  origin  of  our  strongest 
taboo-word'"  by  Joseph  Shipley  and 
"'Increment  and  excrement:  Celine  and 
the  language  of  hate"  by  Stanford 
Luce.  In  all.  Maledicta' s  ribald  wit  is 
so  nicely  matched  with  scholarship  that 
the  journal  is  by  way  of  a  real  find.  One 
major  reservation:  as  far  as  a  male  re- 
viewer is  concerned  the  journal  is  in- 
teresting, but  one  wonders  what  women 
might  say  to  the  fact  that — anonymous 
writers  aside — there  does  not  appear  to 
be  a  single  woman  contributor.  In  fact, 
this  raises  a  question  about  the  whole 
concept  of  "'verbal  aggression"  which 
some  women  readers  may  want  to  ex- 
plore, at  least  in  relation  to  sex  roles.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  same  publisher 
does  have  monographs  available,  or 
planned,  which  here  and  there  do  ap- 
pear to  be  co-authored  or  written  by 
women.

It  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  comprehensive  information  on  publishers'  series 
from  the  publishers  themselves  or  from  their  catalogs,  and  almost  impossible  to 
locate  information  on  other  types  of  series  without  writing  to  the  issuing  body 
(frequently  nonproductive).  The  information  provided  in  BIS,  if  kept  up-to-date, 
should  make  it  easier  to  determine  a  library's  holdings  of  the  volume  in  an 
untraced  series.  Listing  all  editions  of  a  given  title  in  one  place  will  be  most  useful, 
as  will  the  o.p.  information  which  the  publisher  has  provided  and  promises  to 
provide  in  the  next  edition.'  BIS  could  also  possibly  be  used  by  a  library  to  revise 
its  series  authority  file.  It  is  anticipated  that  all  small  and  medium-sized  libraries 
will  want  to  acquire  a  copy  of  BIS.  Large  libraries  will  be  able  to  use  a  number  of 
copies-acquisitions  staff,  serials  librarians,  cataloging  librarians,  and  reference 
librarians  will  all  have  need  of  it.

Circulation  terminal 


A  portable  circulation  terminal  for 
bookmobiles  and  remotely  located  sta- 
tions or  branch  libraries  has  been  de- 
veloped by  the  Cincinnati  Electronic 
Corp.  as  part  of  a  computer-based  cir- 
culation control  system.  Powered  by  a 
rechargeable  battery,  the  unit  can  be 
mounted  in  a  carrying  case  and  carried 
on  the  shoulder  or  placed  on  a  desk. 
The  terminal  records  circulation  data 
on  magnetic  tape  cassettes  (using  either 
a  manual  keyboard  or  the  light  pen); 
this  is  later  transmitted  to  the  central 
computer  via  telephone  lines.  The  sys- 
tem, called  CLASSIC  (Circulation  Li- 
brary Automated  Systems  for  In- 
ventory Control),  can  be  supplied  as  a 
complete  turnkey  unit  or  as  units  for  in- 
tegration with  an  existing  computer. 
With  the  new  system,  books  can  be 
charged  in  and  out,  permanent  records 
can  be  produced,  and  control  functions 
(reserve,  renewal,  save,  etc.)  are 
available.

Heller  and  Willatt  write  like  the  muck- 
rakers  of  yesteryear.  Their  tone  is  stri- 
dent, mocking,  and  furious.  In  30  short, 
choppy  chapters  the  authors  cover  a 
score  of  scandals  that  have  rocked  the 
financial  communities  of  the  U.S..  Eu- 
rope, and  Israel  in  the  early  Seventies. 
The  result  is  an  incredible  picture  of 
stupidity,  greed,  and  corruption.  None- 
theless, the  rhetorical  title  is  answered 
more  or  less  affirmatively.  In  sum,  the 
authors  argue,  the  foundation  of  our 
modern  economy  is  the  banking  sys- 
tem; and  the  cornerstone  of  any  bank  is 
its  security.  The  security  of  a  bank,  in 
turn,  rests  on  the  central  banking  sys- 
tem; the  security  of  the  central  banking 
system  rests  on  the  national  financial 
system;  and  the  national  system  fits  in- 
to a  world  monetary  and  financial 
structure.  Despite  the  many  bank- 
ruptcies and  close  calls  described  by 
Heller  and  Willatt,  they  seem  to  believe 
all  of  this  will  continue  to  hang  togeth- 
er.

This  comprehensive  biography  of  Ma- 
rina and  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  may 
change  the  minds  of  those  who  believe 
that  President  Kennedy  was  a  conspir- 
acy victim.  The  author  had  the  cooper- 
ation of  Marina,  whose  detailed,  utterly 
frank  recollections,  coupled  with  inter- 
views of  friends  and  relatives  of  the  Os- 
walds, distinguish  this  book  from  pre- 
vious attempted  explanations  of  Os- 
wald's motivation.  McMillan  does  not 
specifically  try  to  disprove  the  conspir- 
acy theory  of  the  assassination.  Rather, 
it  is  the  mass  of  evidence  about  the  Os- 
walds, their  life  together  in  Russia  and 
America,  and  about  Lee's  character — 
his  temper,  self-styled  Marxism,  and 
attitudes  towards  authority  figures,  for 
instance — which  leads  almost  in- 
exorably to  the  lone  assassin  con- 
clusion. Here,  for  the  first  time.  Os- 
wald is  portrayed  in  personal,  human 
terms.  This  wealth  of  new  information 
is  superbly  narrated,  and  the  book  is 
bound  to  be  much-discussed.

This  is  a  fair,  low-key,  critical  assess- 
ment of  Carter's  early  days  in  the 
White  House,  as  well  as  an  analysis  of 
Carter's  philosophy  of  Presidential 
power  and  his  ways  of  getting  things 
done.  Shogan  quickly  summarizes  how 
Carter  got  to  be  President,  emphasizing 
his  energy,  will  power,  and  ability  to 
avoid  statements  on  particular  issues. 


The  largest  part  of  the  book  consists  of 
Shogan's  comments  on  Carter's  ap- 
pointees to  his  cabinet  and  administra- 
tive staff,  and  his  relationship  to  Con- 
gress. The  author  believes  that  Carter's 
insistence  on  making  decisions  in  rela- 
tive isolation  has  led  to  unnecessary 
Congressional  friction  and  staff  dis- 
organization and  antagonism.  But  he 
also  claims  Carter  wants  to  use  this  ten- 
sion to  maintain  an  alert,  independent 
staff.  Shogan  concludes  that  Carter 
needs  to  clarify  his  aims — and  at  the 
same  time  build  on  the  good  will  he 
has  developed  as  a  result  of  his  public 
relations  skills.  This  incisive  political 
analysis,  written  in  clear  prose,  is  in- 
formative reading  for  the  American 
electorate.

Sontag's  brilliantly  if  erratically  argued 
case  against  photography.  In  these  six 
essays,  originally  published  in  the  Sew 
York  Review  of  Books,  she  considers 
the  implications  of  an  activity  by  which 
members  of  industrialized  society  try  to 
appropriate  reality,  but  instead  contrib- 
ute to  the  alienation  of  their  kind. 
While  she  can  be  keenly  appreciative  in 
discussing  the  masters  from  Fox  Talbot 
to  Arbus,  she  disputes  every  claim  ad- 
vanced for  the  form:  as  fine  art.  infor- 
mation source,  aid  to  understanding. 
Photographs  can  be  worse  than  useless 
against  social  evil,  for  they  "invite 
an  acquisitive  relation  to  the  world" 
and  "promote  emotional  detachment"; 
and  by  their  proliferation  they  fragment 
our  view  of  existence  and  erode  the 
idea  of  meaning.  Yet  Sontag  admits 
that  her  own  first  viewing  of  concentra- 
tion camp  photographs  was  a  turning 
point  in  her  life:  and  she  gives  the  best 
explanation  to  date  of  why  photographs 
of  loved  ones — or  even  of  strangers — 
have  such  deep  emotional  resonance. 
This  provocative  exploration  of  the 
power  of  photographic  images  belongs 
in  most  libraries.

This  massive  collection  of  reproduced 
documents  presents  primary  sources 
relating  to  blacks  in  the  military.  Each 
volume  has  a  separate  table  of  con- 
tents, a  short  overview  of  the  docu- 
ments, a  brief  chapter  introduction, 
and  the  documents  themselves.  Most 
documents  are  published  for  the  first 
time.  There  are  too  many  gaps  for  this 
to  be  a  comprehensive  collection,  how- 
ever.

The  editorial 
material  is  much  too  brief,  and  the 
sources  of  the  documents  are  not  cited 
completely.

These  contributions  precede  a  general 
bibliography  and  national  bibliogra- 
phies of  Argentina,  Brazil,  Chile,  Co- 
lombia. Mexico,  and  Peru.  The  lists  are 
numbered,  annotated,  locational,  and 
contain  specialized  sources  (mono- 
graphs, serials,  archives,  government 
documents)  of  primary  and  secondary 
nature.  An  author  and  a  periodical  in- 
dex close  the  work.  The  volume  contin- 
ues the  work  of  Harvard's  The  Eco- 
nomic Literature  of  Latin  America 
(1935-1936)  and  Charles  C.  Griffin  and 
Warren  J.  Benedict's  Latin  America:  a 
guide  to  the  historical  literature  (Univ.

However,  close  inspection  stirs 
up  misgivings.  Most  of  the  listings  are 
English  or,  rather,  British.  Some, 
thought  of  as  being  Canadian,  are,  I  am 
convinced,  American.  Furthermore, 
nothing  will  make  me  believe  that 
"keeping  up  with  the  Joneses"  dates 
from  World  War  II  or  had  anything  to 
do  with  Lord  Snowden  or  Princess 
Margaret,  or  that  "quick  and  dirty" 
has  to  do  with  a  messy  computer  print- 
out.

House  Encyclopedia,  the  U.S.  version 
of  an  international  publishing  venture 
that  will  result  in  sister  editions  in  17 
different  languages.  Aimed  at  "ordi- 
nary people,  not  specialists"  at  the 
high  school  and  adult  levels,  RHE  is 
undeniably  unique,  merging  brilliant  il-

lustrations  with  short  texts  to  survey  all1 
areas  of  knowledge,   and   buttressing  1£;, 
this    approach    with    a    factual    com- 
pendium, time  chart,  basic  bibliogra- 
phy, and  atlas. 

By  far  the  most  distinctive  feature  of 
RHE  is  the  abundance  (some  would  say 
1 1 ,300  is  an  overabundance)  of  color  il- 
lustrations— photos,  art  reproductions, 
original  drawings,  charts,  and  maps — 
that  dominate  the  "Colorpedia,"  or 
survey,  section.  Here  there  are  875 
two-page  spreads  arranged  in  seven 
categories:  "The  Universe,"  "The 
Earth,"  "Life  on  Earth,"  "Man," 
"History  and  Culture"  (the  American 
emphasis  is  evident  here),  "Man  and 
Science,"  and  "Man  and  Machines." 
Each  category  opens  with  a  probing  es- 
say by  a  recognized  scholar.  The 
spreads  themselves  can  be  viewed  (one 
hesitates  to  say  "read"  when  so  much 
information  is  conveyed  pictorially)  as 
discrete  treatments,  as  topics  in  a  se- 
quence, or  as  they  relate  to  other  arti- 
cles, indicated  by  a  list  of  "con- 
nections" on  every  spread.  Illustra- 
tions are  consistently  attractive  and 
usually  clear  and  appropriate.  Both  the 
texts,  which  are  unsigned  and  often 
frustratingly  brief,  and  the  detailed  cap- 
tions are  keyed  (sometimes  confusing- 
ly) to  the  illustrations,  so  that  informa- 
tion is  transmitted  by  words  and  pic- 
tures as  a  unit  and  neither  component 
stands  alone. 

Following  the  "Colorpedia"  is  a  45- 
page  time  chart  listing  contempo- 
raneous civilizations  and  events  from 
4000  BC  to  1976.  Then  comes  the  800- 
page  "Alphapedia,"  or  traditional 
ready-reference  section.  Entries  range 
from  single-sentence  definitions  to  col- 
umn-long country  profiles.  There  are 
numerous  internal  cross-references  as 
well  as  indications  of  appropriate 
spreads  in  the  "Colorpedia."  Black- 
and-white  illustrations  appear  on  every 
other  page. 

A  1500-item  bibliography  is  not  an- 
notated but  is  arranged  in  the  same  sev- 
en categories  as  the  "Colorpedia." 
English-language  journals  and  books 
are  listed,  several  with  1976  publication 
dates.  Illustrations  of  national  flags  and 
an  80-page  Rand  McNally  color  atlas 
with  its  own  index  conclude  the  mam- 
moth work. 

The  type  faces  used,  while  small,  are 
clear  and  pleasing,  and,  except  for  the 
atlas,  there  are  few  symbols  or  abbrevi- 
ations. The  writing  style  is  that  of  the 
educated  adult:  no  pronunciations  are 
given.  Metric  equivalents  are  given  in 
parentheses. 

Although  sturdily  constructed,  the 
one-volume  edition  remains  unwieldy, 
all  the  more  so  as  the  user  must  contin- 
ually turn  hundreds  of  pages  at  a  time. 
The  volume's  extreme  weight  requires 
a  stand  or  table-top  location.  These  dif- 
ficulties are  mitigated  in  the  two-vol- 
ume edition,  though  even  here  the 
larger  ("Colorpedia")  volume  is  bulky 
and  very  heavy. 

Final  judgment  regarding  RHE\ 
authority  and  accuracy  must  await  the 
scrutiny  of  scholars.  The  lengthy  roster 
of  contributors  and  consultants  gives 
affiliations  for  relatively  few  people; 
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owever,  a  number  of  those  so  identi- 

ed  are  at  major  British  institutions. 

With  regard  to  inclusiveness  and  ob- 

jctivity,    there    are    some    significant 

aveats.  Less  tangible  human  endeav-

A  major  conceptual  difficulty  with 
he  work  is  the  attempt  to  reduce  all 
subjects  to  a  two-page  spread  of  words 
md  pictures;  further,  coverage  of  top- 
es within  a  given  subject  is  in  some 
;ases  arbitrary  and  misleading.  Be- 
cause of  these  severe  limitations,  the 
.vork  should  be  used  in  conjunction 
vvith  a  multi-volume  encyclopedia. 

If  one  grants  a  need  for  a  "new  type 
of  compact  pictorial  encyclopedia  for  a 
visually  oriented  age,"  the  RHE  is  a 
worthy  project.  It  may  very  well  excite 
people  who  have  always  resisted  edu- 
cation or  have  been  deprived  of  it.  Al- 
so, the  major  advertising  campaign,  in- 
cluding TV  spots,  will  be  certain  to 
generate  demand.  All  in  all,  recom- 
mended for  secondary  and  public  librar- 
ies. Academic  libraries  might  weigh  it 
against  other  reference  needs. — Mary

Two  glossy  coffee  table  books,  hand- 
somely produced  and  priced,  sparing  of 
textual  and  explanatory  material.  In 
each  volume  a  sweeping  but  brief  in- 
troduction to  the  subject  is  followed  by 
the  selection  of  plates  and  a  list  of  illus- 
trations. Most  photographs  are  black 
and  white,  each  filling  the  8-inch  square 
page.  In  neither  volume  are  the  plates 
arranged  in  any  apparent  order  either 
stylistically  or  geographically.  Dif- 
ferent views  of  the  same  object  are  cu- 
riously scattered  in  the  African  vol- 
ume. The  selection  of  materials  illus- 
trated in  the  Papua-New  Guinea 
volume  is  quite  varied  ranging  from 
masks  and  sculptures  to  body  orna- 
mentation and  architectural  art — many 
of  which  were  photographed  in  situ .

While  the  much  more  rig- 
id schedules  in  similar  books  have  the 
advantage  of  providing  discipline  to 
strengthen  skills  but  tend  to  appeal  on- 
ly to  the  more  ambitious  student,  this 
"guide  to  drawing  from  life"  avoids  the 
pressure  which  can  intimidate  the  stu- 
dent who  is  less  certain  of  his  or  her 
direction.  By  following  Berry's  loosely 
structured  course,  reading  his  explana- 
tion of  each  step,  the  student  really  is 
able  to  see  the  human  form  more  com- 
pletely, with  knowledge  and  under- 
standing of  its  structure  and  its  mo- 
bility; and  then  begin  to  translate  that 
understanding  into  the  sensual  and 
scientific  aspects  of  drawing.  The  illus-

a  Jewish  boy  in  eastern  Europe  who,  at 
age  eight,  moves  with  his  family  to 
Scotland.  The  second  part  consists  of 
reminiscences  of  the  author  as  a  young 
man  in  search  of  commitment,  first  as  a 
student  in  Glasgow  University  and  lat- 
er as  a  "kibbutznik"  in  Israel.

They 
were  forced  to  pay  the  price  of  this  sub- 
ordination both  in  loss  of  their  own  crit- 
ical faculties  to  a  bureaucratic  structure 
and  ultimately  by  loss  of  their  influence 
with  others.

This  book  fills  a  gaping  hole  in  labor 
historiography.  Lewis  was  one  of  the 
major  players  in  the  turbulent  drama  of 
20th-century  U.S.  history;  in  the  years 
between  the  world  wars,  only  FDR 
overshadowed  his  presence.  But  Lewis 
was  also  a  towering  enigma,  an  enor- 
mously complex  and  contradictory  fig- 
ure. Dubofsky  and  Van  Tine  show  that 
the  leader  of  the  miners,  the  "shock 
troops"  of  labor  in  numerous  con- 
frontations with  industry  and  govern- 
ment, preferred  the  company  of  busi- 
nessmen and  financiers:  and  that  it  was 
a  basically  conservative  embodiment  of 
the  self-made  man  who  created  the  CIO 
and  led  millions  of  industrial  workers  in 
the  closest  thing  to  mass  class  struggle 
that  the  U.S.  had  ever  seen.  And  yet 
Lewis  preferred  class  collaboration:  a 
central  figure  in  the  electoral  coalition 
which  brought  about  the  New  Deal,  he 
was  a  Republican  for  most  of  his  life. 
Through  all  of  this  Lewis  ruled  the 
U.M.W.  autocratically,  such  that  the 
only  constant  in  his  career  was  an  affin- 
ity for  the  exercise  of  power.  To  cap- 
ture the  essence  of  so  elusive  and  con- 
tradictory a  figure  is  no  small  accom- 
plishment. The  authors  have  succeeded 
admirably  in  this  scholarly  biography.

Armbruster  asserts  that  American  edu- 
cation is  costing  more  but  achieving 
less  because  of  watered-down  curri- 
cula, poor  teaching,  "innovations," 
lowering  of  standards,  and  a  general 
breakdown  in  educational  values.  He 
recommends  budget  trimming,  an  in- 
crease in  teacher  "productivity"  (as 
measured  by  students'  results  on 
achievement  tests)  and  removal  of  non- 
productive teachers,  and  a  return  to 
what  is  essentially  the  status  quo  ante 
in  curriculum,  methodology,  and  val- 
ues. The  report  makes  ample  use  of  sta- 
tistics in  support  of  assertions — and 
sometimes  a  bit  of  statistical  acrobatics 
(e.g.,  when  he  tries  to  "demonstrate" 
that  teachers  are  underworked  and 
overpaid  but  subsequently  admits  the 
difficulties  of  inner-city  teaching).  This 
well-written  analysis,  which  was  origi- 
nally a  Hudson  Institute  study,  should 
stimulate  thinking  and  provoke  healthy 
controversy.

A  posthumous  collection  of  stories,  in- 
terlaced with  autobiographical  frag- 
ments that  are  mostly  concerned  with 
Schorer's  early  years.  Story  and  auto- 
biography don't  treat  the  same  experi- 
ences or  even  the  same  themes,  but  the 
volume  is  harmonized  by  the  single 
sensibility  pervading  everywhere.  As 
Schorer  hoped,  there  is  something  ap- 
pealing about  "the  slightly  staggering 
dissonance  of  a  real  life  beating  be- 
neath the  surface  of  brighter,  created 
lives."  The  autobiographical  sketches 
richly  evoke  small-town  life  in  the  Mid- 
west in  the  early  years  of  the  century.

This  book  offers  something  all  too  rare:

Most 
important,  it  conveys  the  reality  and 
seriousness  of  the  issues  that  are  ad- 
dressed. These  include  both  the  justifi- 
cation of  war  and  justice  in  war,  and 
such  related  matters  as  terrorism,  nu- 
clear deterrence,  and  nonviolent  resis- 
tance. Walzer's  concern  is  emphat- 
ically moral,  not  merely  legal,  though 
international  law  does  figure  in  his  ar- 
guments.

This  provocative  work  is  a  series  of  es- 
saj  s  crafted  by  a  radical  Scottish  so- 
cialist from  a  historical  materialist 
standpoint.  The  key  themes  are  con- 
tained in  the  opening  essay.  "The  Twi- 
light of  the  British  State."  Nairn  sees 
the  British  state  in  terminal  crisis  be- 
cause of  its  unique  history:  lacking  a 
strong  bourgeois  technical  elite  or  rev- 
olutionary proletariat,  it  failed  to  mod- 
ernize  itself  like  other  Western  re- 
gimes. The  profits  of  ihe  overseas  em- 
pire that  sustained  the  system  before 
I960  exist  no  longer.  Thus  British  de- 
cline helps  explain  the  new  potency  of 
Welsh  and  especially  Scottish  separa- 
tism and  "neo-nationalism,"  although 
the  impact  and  potential  of  North  Sea 
oil  is  also  crucial  in  the  latter  case. 
Nairn  explicates  the  concept  of  neo-na- 
tionalism to  mean  the  movement  of 
economically  dynamic  regions  against 
economically  stagnant  polities.  The

In  this 
partly  autobiographical  book  he  attacks 
both  Russian  anti-Semitism  and  the 
whole  structure  and  society  of  Israel, 
where  he  now  lives.  Sevela  complains 
bitterly  about  conditions  in  Israel,  and 
about  Israel's  treatment  of  the  Russian 
Jews.  In  discussing  his  treatment  by  Is- 
raelis when  the  French  edition  of  this 
work  appeared,  he  charges  that  Israelis 
totally  corrupt,  and  compares  it  to  Rus- 
sia.

It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  this 
book  was  written.  In  fact,  the  trees 
used  for  its  paper  should  have  been 
spared.  Trees  of  the  World  is  simply  a 
pretty  picture  book  illustrating  some  fa 
miliar  trees.  It  is  extremely  biased 
toward  conifers  and  temperate  trees. 
Many  of  the  more  familiar  tropical  spe- 
cies and  some  entire  families  are  omit- 
ted: examples  are  cecropia,  cashew, 
and  royal  palm.  There  are  some  star- 
tling errors  (e.g.,  Casuarina  is  mistak- 
enly included  in  the  conifers),  and  the 
introductory  sections  on  tree  termi- 
nology are  rather  superficial.  The  book 
is  divided  into  "Conifers"  and  "Broad- 
leaves,"  with  the  former  taking  up  one- 
third  of  the  text  even  though  they  make 
up  but  a  small  fraction  of  the  world's 
tree  flora.  Although  attractive,  this 
book  is  of  little  use.

The  only  thing  more  frightening  than 
our  power  to  eradicate  whole  species 
from  the  face  of  the  Earth  is  our  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  consequences  of  this 
act.  This  is  particularly  true  with  re- 
spect to  plants,  which  form  the  basis  of 
the  food  chains  that  support  life.  For 
this  reason,  the  New  York  Botanical 
Garden  convened  a  symposium  in  1976 
on  endangered  plant  species  in  the 
Americas.

In  The  Eye  Book,  ophthalmologist 
Eden  debunks  popular  myths  and  mis- 
conceptions about  vision.  For  anyone 
who  has  ever  wondered  if  sties  are  con- 
tagious or  if  carrots  can  improve  visual 
acuity,  this  is  the  place  to  find  accurate, 
nontechnical  answers.

Optometrists  Zinn  and  Solomon  have 
done  a  fine  job  of  researching  and  pre- 
senting such  topics  as  the  eye  examina- 
tion, the  differences  between  glass  and 
plastic  spectacle  lenses,  hard  versus 
soft  contact  lenses,  and  visual  prob- 
lems of  the  young  and  the  old.  Detailed 
chapter  headings,  tables  and  outlines 
for  some  subjects,  and  a  glossary  help 
make  this  an  excellent  reference 
source. 

Several  important  ocular  topics  not 
covered  in  the  above-mentioned  books 
are  addressed  in  The  Eye  Book  by  oph- 
thalmologist Esterman.  These  include 
recent  ophthalmological  discoveries, 
the  anatomy  of  the  eye,  and  the  optics 
of  vision.  Also  covered  are  how  to  pre- 
vent eye  injuries  and  how  to  avert  seri- 
ous damage  from  eye  injuries  incurred 
at  home.

This  leads  to  contact  in  Brussels  with  a 
beautiful  Englishwoman  with  august 
political  connections,  who  at  the  same 
time  is  the  head  of  a  group  of  anarchist 
terrorists.  The  plot  is  stately,  enlivened 
by  the  accidental  blowing  up  of  an 
American  secret  agent  disguised  as  a 
hippie.  Otherwise,  only  the  psychologi- 
cal implications  of  false  accusations 
and  selfishness  are  interesting. 

The  Hurricane  Wake  (Holt.  1977.  LC 
77-71366.  ISBN  0-03-021366-5.  $7.95) 
by  Rosalind  ASHE  is  a  highly  fevered 
and  operatic  Gothic  full  of  obeah,  voo- 
doo, witchcraft,  and  plain  low-down 
horror.  A  young  woman  is  kept  locked 
up  in  a  turret  in  a  plantation  house  in 
Jamaica  by  her  wicked  twin  brother. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  something 
terrible  happened  during  a  hurricane 
which  trapped  the  young  woman,  her 
brother,  the  witch  housekeeper,  and  an 
unsuitably  poor  but  sexy  childhood 
chum.  Emotions  and  tempers  roil  and 
moil  during  the  storm  and  romance 
barely  covers  palpitating  lust.  Spell- 
binding for  those  who  like  this  sort  of 
thing,  and  I  do  have  a  sneaking  fond- 
ness, even  though  the  hurricane  lasts 
rather  a  long  time.

perhaps  murdered  by  hired  killers  for 
the yakusa,  the  Japanese  Mafia.  The  in- 
vestigation sends  the  comisaris  and  one 
of  the  cops  to  Japan  (there  couldn't  be 
too  many  police  forces  that  could  man- 
age this)  to  dry  up  drug  and  antique 
smuggling  at  the  source.  Research  has 
been  thorough  and  there  is  a  lot  of  in- 
formation about  Japanese  life,  espe- 
cially in  respect  to  Zen  and  to  judo:  the 
ending  is  slambang  though  not  likely. 
Unfortunately  the  trappings  over- 
whelm the  story,  which  is  not  as  inter- 
esting as  the  earlier  ones. 

The  Eighth  Sacrament  (Putnam.  1977. 
ISBN  0-399-1201 1-4.  $7.95)  by  Thomas 
CULLINAN  has  to  do  with  a  convent 
in  Akron.  Ohio.  A  nun.  jazzier  than  she 
should  be.  is  found  dead  in  her  locked 
room  by  the  Superior,  an  efficient 
young  woman  with  a  wobbly  vocation. 
The  next  day  her  secretary  is  killed. 
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and  the  investigation  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  sexy  cop  who  comes  peril- 
ously close  to  making  a  pass  at  the  Su- 
perior. A  locked  room  in  a  locked  com- 
munity opens  up  wide  to  reveal  drugs, 
gangsters,  and  an  amazing  number  of 
corpses.  Diverting  enough,  but  I  really 
don"t  think  that  convents  are  like  this. 

McGarr  and  the  Sienese  Conspiracy 
(Scribners.  1977.  $7.95)  by  Bartholo- 
mew GILL  is  the  second  appearance  of 
the  Dublin  cop,  McGarr.  and  takes 
place  in  the  Dingle  (I  had  wondered, 
too;  it  is  an  area  in  Southern  Ireland) 
with  an  excursion  to  Siena  for  the 
Palio.  An  oil  executive,  a  British  secret 
agent,  is  found  dead  in  a  grand  house, 
and  interest  focuses  on  the  British  se- 
cret service,  perhaps  subverted  by  an 
Italian  bandit,  a  leading  tycoon.  The 
British  Ambassador  is  murdered  during 
the  Palio  in  spite  of  McGarr' s  best  ef- 
forts, which  is  not  surprising,  consid- 
ering that  a  Dublin  cop  has  no  business 
to  be  in  Siena.  But  that  is  only  one  of 
the  loose  connections  in  this  terrible 
muddle  of  a  plot.  However,  Gill  seems 
to  be  greedy  and  writes  a  lot  about  food 
and  wine,  which  is  all  to  the  good.

"The  Speaker" — a  scam  . . .

Thank  you  for  your  clear  and  extensive 
coverage  of  "The  Speaker"  con- 
troversy at  the  ALA  annual  meeting 
(August,  p.  1573-80).  Among  ALA 
members,  more  and  more  questions  are 
being  asked  about  how  such  a  scam 
succeeded  in  a  democratic  organiza- 
tion. In  conversations  everywhere  in  li- 
braries, ALA  members  (and  more-and- 
more  non-ALA  members)  are  asking: 

If  the  ALA  lawyer  drew  up  the 
contract,  why  was  there  no  escape 
clause  in  it  for  the  ALA?  Were  his  fees 
split?  Who  reviewed  the  contract? 

Is  there  any  evidence  that  the  film 
idea  was  discussed  with  more  than  one 
producer?  Who  made  the  contacts  with 
film  producers?  Was  the  project  put  out 
to  bid  among  a  number  of  film  pro- 
ducers? 

Who  profits  and  how  much,  ex- 


actly? What  are  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract in  percentage  to  ALA  from  profit? 
Was  any  ALA  member  paid  as  a  "con- 
sultant" for  the  film?  Who?  Who  are 
the  principals  of  Vision  Associates? 
Who  has  money  in  this  venture  private- 
ly in  Vision  Associates?  Any  ALA 
members?  Any  ALA  employees? 

Is  there  any  more  federal  govern- 
ment involvement  besides  the  advertis- 
ing for  the  film  produced  and  distrib- 
uted by  NCLIS?  Was  the  NCLIS 
involvement  approved  by  the  ALA 
Executive  Board? 

How  many  members  of  ALA 
Council  had  bought  the  film  prior  to  the 
June  meeting?  These  questions  are 
dark  indeed,  but  considering  the  con- 
tent of  the  film  that  resulted  from  the 
questionable  process  it  is  important  for 
future  ALA  propaganda  efforts  that  we 
have  a  little  sunshine  and  investigative 
reporting  a  la  Woodward  and  Bern- 
stein. ALA  members  need  to  know 
how  and  who,  and  lately  in  the  U.S.  we 
have  found,  sadly,  that  that  means  ask- 
ing embarrassing  questions. 


. . .  possibly  illegal . . . 

Noel  Peattie

If  ALA  has  contracted  with  Vision 
Associates  to  make  a  film  ("The 
Speaker")  which  advocates  tolerance 
for  the  speaker  who  says  that  black 
people  are  genetically  inferior,  is  ALA 
liable  before  the  law? 

Assertions  that  any  group  of 
people  are  "inferior"  are  invariably 
coupled  with  suggestions  to  take  away 
their  rights — land,  freedom,  life  itself. 
This  claim — a  Big  Lie,  not  just  a  "con- 
troversial theory" — underlay  the  de- 
fense of  slavery  and  disunion,  right  up 
to  Appomattox.  There,  we  buried  slav- 
ery and  disunion,  but  not,  evidently, 
the  Big  Lie,  which  is  now  called  rac- 
ism. 

However,  in  1964  we  enacted  the 
Civil  Rights  Act,  now  called  Title  42, 
U.S.  Code,  Section  1985  (3),  which 
says:  "If  two  or  more  persons  .  .  .  con- 
spire ...  for  the  purpose  of  depriving, 
either  directly  or  indirectly  .  .  .  any 
person  or  class  of  persons  of  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws  .  .  .  the  party  so 
injured  or  deprived  may  have  an  action 
for  the  recovery  of  damages  ..." 

I  am  no  attorney.  But  it  seems  to 
me  that  to  advocate  tolerance  for  some- 
one who  says  that  some  people  are  ge- 


netically inferior,  is  to  advocate  toler- 
ance for  those  who  support  depriving 
people  of  their  civil  rights;  and  to  make 
a  contract  to  make  a  film,  which  advo- 
cates such  tolerance,  is  to  comprehend 
both  ALA  and  Vision  Associates  as  a 
conspiracy  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act.  If  this  is  true,  then 
both  ALA  and  Vision  Associates  could 
be  exposed  to  a  legal  action,  in  the 
event  of  civil  disturbance,  since  the  Act 
says  .  .  .  "directly  or  indirectly."  Such 
an  action,  if  sustained  by  the  courts, 
could  mean  heavy  losses  for  ALA. 
Such  a  decision  would  also  mean  that 
racists  have  no  right  to  speak,  any 
more  than  inciters  to  riot  have  a  right  to 
speak. 

If  you  and  I  mount  a  platform  in  a 
racially  divided  town  or  school,  and 
say,  "We're  against  lynching,  but  we 
urge  you  in  the  name  of  free  speech  to 
hear  to  the  end,  in  patience,  this  speak- 
er"— whose  words  we  know  very  well 
may  set  in  motion  a  lynching — are  we 
under  the  protection  of  the  First 
Amendment?  I  think  not,  and  I  think 
that  you  and  I  could  be  sued,  along 
with  the  speaker,  under  the  title  and 
section  named,  by  the  relatives  of  the 
victims  of  any  lynching  that  happened 
to  occur.  If  we  think  that  any  violation 
of  law  is  at  all  likely  to  happen,  we  are 
in  duty  bound  to  do  all  we  can  to  pre- 
vent it,  are  we  not?  If  so,  I  think  that 
we  ought  to  recall  all  prints  of  "The 
Speaker"  and  destroy  them,  along  with 
the  master  copy.  If  not,  I  would  be  glad 
to  submit  to  the  correction  of  any  at- 
torney, whose  learning  will  be  doubt- 
less greater  than  mine. 

In  short,  I  believe  that  the  Execu- 
tive Board  and  the  membership  at  the 
Detroit  conference  made  a  moral  and 
legal  misstep  greater  than  they  possibly 
reckoned.  The  consequences  of  break- 
ing our  contract  with  Vision  Associates 
may  be  much  less  than  the  cost  of  dis- 
tributing the  film.  That  film  may  well 
cost  us  far  more  than  $75,000,  alike  in 
money  and  reputation. 

My  own  periodical,  Sipapu,  went 
to  press  before  I  had  read  the  lucid  cov- 
erage in  the  August  1977  Library  Jour- 
nal. As  I  did  not  attend  the  debate  nor 
see  the  film,  my  own  discussion  of  this 
topic  was,  while  negative,  cursory  and 
tentative.  I  suspect,  from  the  dis- 
cussion I  read  in  L7's  August  issue. 
that  if  I  had  been  present,  my  con- 
demnation would  have  been  stronger 
than  what  I  had  written  on  the  basis  of 
hearsay,  however  trustworthy,  and 
that  my  position  would  have  been  close 
to  that  of  E.  J.  Josey. 
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elicits  good  comments

At  state  or  local  confer- 
ences, and  certainly  at  Midwinter  as 
well  as  the  next  ALA  Annual  Confer- 
ence, let  us  schedule  open-ended  meet- 
ings, using  "The  Speaker"  as  our  live 
text,  and  stopping  the  showing  at  every 
frame  if  necessary  to  discuss  and  listen 
to  any  point  anyone  wants  to  raise 
about  any  aspect  of  the  film.  Such  dis- 
cussions will  mean  added  traumatic  ex- 
periences for  many  of  us,  but,  hopeful- 
ly, if  we  all  truly  listen  and  hear  each 
other  out.  we  may  end  up  learning  from 
and  understanding  each  other. 


Academic  &  public  partnership 

Mary  Grace  D'Alesio

Upon  reading  the  comments  con- 
cerning the  debate  over  the  initiation  of 
fees  for  library  use  (U ,  August,  p. 
1555),  I  began  to  think  about  ways  in 
which  a  fee  system  could  be  avoided. 
One  idea  that  came  to  mind  and  which  I 
am  sure  will  be  greeted  with  cries  of 
horror  from  all  sides,  is  that  perhaps 
academic  libraries  should  become  more 
community  oriented  in  a  very  specific 
way — by  extending  and  encouraging 
free  access  to  their  collections  by  com- 
munity residents.  Many  college  and 
university  library  collections  are  in 
highly  populated  city  centers  but  are 
under-used  by  students  enrolled  in  the 
institution.  Taxpayers  do  support  state 
colleges  and  universities  and  in  some 
cases  they  even  partially  support  pri- 
vate higher  education  institutions.  So, 
why  shouldn't  community  residents 
have  free  access  to  academic  library 
collections?  Agreed,  the  problems  that 
would  be  created  by  extending  free 
borrowing  privileges  to  community 
residents  could  be  tremendous,  but  citi- 


zens pay  dearly  with  their  tax  money 
for  a  public  education  system  which  in- 
cludes institutions  of  higher  education. 
Therefore,  these  citizens  have  the  right 
to  reap  all  the  educational  benefits  of 
their  tax  benefits  including  the  use  of 
academic  library  collections  which  may 
be  moldering  away  through  disuse. 

In  library  work  there  are  shadowy 
cliques  of  elitist  and  conservative  ad- 
ministrators and  policy  makers  which 
recycle  within  a  closed  system  the 
same  old  and  tired  people  and  ideas  in- 
to leadership  positions,  particularly 
within  the  research  libraries.  ACRL 
and  ARL  are  hospitable  organizations 
for  a  covert  and  entrenched  elitist  "old 
boy's  club,"  and  a  developing  "old 
biddy's  club,"  which  look  down  on 
most  other  librarians,  and  reflect  the 
worst  aspects  of  neo-colonial,  nativist, 
and  racist  perspectives. 

I  take  heart  in  your  editorial,  in  the 
words  of  Fay  Blake  at  the  Detroit  Con- 
ference, and  in  the  idealism  of  a  pre- 
cious few  change  agents  within  the  li- 
brary profession.  Were  it  not  for  this 
glimmer  of  hope,  I  long  ago  would  have 
abandoned  the  situation  as  hopeless. 

"Shadowy  cliques"

I  read,  with  considerable  interest,  your 
recent  editorial  (U ,  August,  p.  1543) 
concerning  the  ALA  Conference  in  De- 
troit. Your  remarks  about  racism  in  the 
library  profession  were  telling  and  ap- 
propriate. In  support  of  your  comments 
I  would  like  to  add  a  few  remarks  on 
racism  and  cultural  hegemony  based  on 
systematic  research  and  participatory 
observation  in  library  work. 

Not  only  is  there  racism  among  li- 
brarians within  the  profession,  there  is 
an  insidious  form  of  institutional  racism 
corrupting  libraries  as  places  of  work. 
Much  lip  service  is  devoted  in  the  li- 
brary literature  and  at  library  confer- 
ences to  affirmative  action  and  the  re- 
cruitment of  Third  World  people  to  li- 
brarianship.  However,  Third  World 
minorities  are  still  discouraged  from  at- 
tending library  schools  and  system- 
atically excluded  from  policy  making 
and  leadership  positions  in  the  profes- 
sion. Oh,  to  be  sure,  there  are  repre- 
sentative examples  of  "correct"  blacks 
and  Raza  present  at  various  library  set- 
tings, including  ALA.  But,  the  radical 
change  agents  and  the  more  vocal  and 
informed  blacks  and  Raza  are  ignored 
or  dismissed  as  malcontents.  For  far 
too  many  librarians  and  library  admin- 
istrators. Third  World  librarians  are 
still  "less  than  adequate."  Further- 
more, the  library  profession  suffers 
from  a  cancerous  form  of  nativism  and 
neo-colonialism,  and  a  pernicious  caste 


system.  One  need  only  review  the  ap 
pointments  of  head  librarians  and  poli 
cy  makers  in  library  positions  withir 
the  last  two  years  to  uncover  the  rein- 
forcement of  a  cultural  bias  and  an  elit- 
ist syndrome.

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Pitt  and  the  pendulum 


The  pendulum  that  marks  the  fortunes  of  research  li- 
braries may  have  reached  its  outward  limit  in  the  swing 
toward  affluence  at  about  the  time  Fremont  Rider  de- 
clared that  research  library  collections  double  in  size 
every  16  years.  Its  return  swing,  marked  by  new  em- 
phasis on  resource  sharing  or  the  death  of  activities 
,  like  the  Farmington  Plan,  is  now  past  the  midpoint  on 
the  way  toward  poverty.  With  it  have  come  a  host  of 
library  scholars  systematically  measuring  and  studying 
the  use  of  research  library  collections.  People  like  Gore, 
Fussier,  Trueswell,  Buckland,  Bulick,  Morse,  De- 
Prospo,  Lipitz,  Altman,  and  many  others  have  devel- 
oped the  most  sophisticated  measures  of  library  use 
ever.  Richard  De  Gennaro's  landmark  paper,  "Auster- 
ity, Technology,  and  Resource  Sharing"  (LJ,  May  15, 
1975,  p.  917-23),  and  his  follow-up,  award-winning, 
"Copyright,  Resource  Sharing,  and  Hard  Times" 
(American  Libraries,  September  1977,  p.  430-35)  have 
summed  up  the  pendulum's  swing  toward  austerity  from 
one  point  of  view.  Many  don't  share  De  Gennaro's 
pessimism,  or  his  conclusion:  "The  fact  is,  libraries 
can  no  longer  afford  to  maintain  the  collections,  staffs, 
and  service  levels  that  librarians  and  users  have  come 
to  expect  in  the  last  two  decades." 

Now  from  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  comes  yet 
another  study  of  "Use  of  a  University  Library  Collec- 
tion," as  reported  by  Tom  Galvin  and  Allen  Kent  be- 
ginning on  page  2317  of  this  issue.  The  Pitt  Study,  not 
yet  complete,  has  shown  that  an  astonishing  40  percent 
of  the  books  bought  in  one  year  by  one  library  were 
never  used,  and  offers  equally  shocking  results  in  its 
measurement  of  journal  use.  Like  all  the  other  measure- 
ment studies,  it  has  added  to  the  momentum  of  the 
pendulum  as  it  swings  through  the  bottom  of  its  arc, 
heading  for  austerity. 

De  Gennaro,  and  others,  see  a  library  future  of 
reductions  in  every  area  of  activity.  The  Pitt  Study 
offers  the  latest  suggestion  that  acquisitions  budgets 
would  be  a  good  place  to  start  cutting. 

Much  of  this  study  and  analysis  was  a  reaction  to 
recent  affluence  and  its  excesses,  and  an  equal  amount 
came  as  shrinking  enrollment  and  a  disastrous  economy 
conspired  to  raise  serious  doubts  about  library  futures. 
Some  went  so  far  as  to  predict  fundamental  change  in 


the  way  information  is  delivered,  in  publishing.  Galvin 
and  Kent  end  their  report  with  the  suggestion  that  pub- 
lishers come  up  with  "An  alternative  response  ...  to 
package  information  products  in  different,  less  costly, 
forms,  or  change  the  nature  of  the  products  substan- 
tially." 

These  confrontations  with  the  harsh  realities  are 
always  cleansing.  Developing  new  and  better  ways  to 
measure  library  use  and  determine  its  costs  is  perhaps 
the  most  important  work  of  our  time.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  many  library  practices  and  policies,  main- 
tained by  tradition,  are  obsolete  in  every  area  from 
acquisitions  to  staffing.  It  is  imperative  for  libraries  to 
be  responsive  to  the  realities  of  an  economy  in  trouble, 
and  to  adjust  their  activities  in  favor  of  restraint  and 
cost-effectiveness.  But  before  we  allow  that  awful  pen- 
dulum to  knock  down  those  libraries  in  its  swing  to 
poverty,  let's  remember  that  it  will  swing  back  again. 

Other  scholars,  some  from  our  field,  are  talking 
about  an  "information  economy."  John  Richardson  of 
the  Office  of  Telecommunications  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  puts  it  this  way:  "Notions  of  yet 
another  major  revolution,  one  that  will  bring  about  a 
'post-industrial'  society,  have  been  in  the  air  for  some 
time  now.  Yet  few  steps  have  been  taken  toward  the 
measurement  of  this  revolution's  most  important  ele- 
ment— information  activities  ..."  And  in  the  January 
1976  College  and  Research  Libraries  no  less  a  person- 
age than  Peter  Drucker  writes  about  the  librarian's 
"unique  role  in  the  information  transfer  process"  as  the 
"real  value"  of  the  library  and  the  "solution  to  your 
budget  problems."  Drucker  eschews  the  comprehen- 
sive collection  in  favor  of  the  talent  of  the  librarians, 
and  thinks  the  institution  will  buy  that. 

So  before  we  capitulate  to  austerity,  and  get  clob- 
bered by  that  swinging  pendulum,  let's  test  the  environ- 
ment for  change.  Let's  give  a  little,  as  the  Pitt  Study 
and  others  clearly  demand,  on  the  acquisitions  budget, 
but  let's  not  go  with  De  Gennaro  and  cut  staff  or  service. 
The  pendulum  always  changes  direction,  and  those  new 
catch  phrases  "information  transfer"  and  "post-indus- 
trial society"  may  be  the  noises  it  makes  when  it 
changes  direction.

Service  to  blind  in  Mass.:  libraries  urged  to  run  show 


Warner-Eddison  Associates  of  Lexing- 
ton, Massachusetts  has  appraised  serv- 
ice to  the  blind  in  Massachusetts  and 
has  concluded  that  this  service  should 
be  a  function  of  Massachusetts  libraries 
rather  than  of  organizations  for  educa- 
tion and/or  service  to  the  blind. 

Warner-Eddison  rated  the  present 
operation — which  is  based  on  the  Per- 
kins School  for  the  Blind  (Watertown) 
as  the  Regional  Library  and  a  machine- 
lending  operation  located  several  miles 
away  in  Cambridge — against  the 
Guidelines  for  Regional  Libraries  pre- 
pared by  the  Library  of  Congress.  It 
found  a  number  of  shortcomings,  in- 
cluding staff  shortages,  space  and  orga- 
nizational handicaps,  and  collection 
deficiencies.  And  it  noted  that  public  li- 
braries "are  not  closely  enough  related 
to  the  Talking  Books  program"  and  the 
Regional  Library  "is  not  looked  on  as 
the  central  source  of  information." 

Backing  a  state  library  run  opera- 
tion, Warner-Eddison  maintained  that 
"the  provision  of  library  service  to  the 
blind  and  physically  handicapped  is  a 
library  function,  just  as  it  is  for  all  those 
who  use  the  conventional  printed 
word.  The  difference  in  format  in  which 
the  material  is  presented  does  not  di- 
minish the  library  function,  it  only  in- 
creases the  challenge  to  the  library  pro- 
fession. Therefore,  the  Talking  Books 
program  in  Massachusetts  should  be 
part  of  the  library  world,  not  the  social 
service  world." 

Warner-Eddison  envisions  com- 
plete takeover  of  Talking  Books  by  the 
state  library  agency  by  1982;  this  agen- 
cy would  then  coordinate  service 
through  all  the  public  libraries  in  the 
state.  Pegged  as  necessary  steps  to- 
wards revitalizing  service  to  the  blind: 
consolidating  the  Regional  Library  and 
the  Machine  Lending  Library  in  one 
building  (a  supermarket  could  provide 
cheap  space);  developing  a  public  rela- 
tions committee  to  increase  awareness 
of  the  Talking  Books  program;  gradu- 
ally increasing  staff  and  making  more 
use  of  volunteers;  developing  a  New 


England  Regional  Library  group  to 
work  with  the  DBPH  technological 
staff  to  resolve  some  of  the  problems 
with  the  new  tape  cassettes  and  ma- 
chines; and  getting  an  incoming  WATS 
line  "so  users  .  .  .  can  get  in  touch 
with  the  regional  library  directly  with- 
out having  to  pay  toll  charges." 


The  Warner-Eddison  report  is  of 
potential  interest  to  state  agency  and 
regional  planners  who  are  interested  in 
upgrading  service  and  could  use  its  rec- 
ommendations as  a  checklist.  The  re- 
port is  available  for  $10  from  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Commission  for  the  Blind, 
160Tremont  St.,  Boston,  Mass.

IFLA  advised  to  play  role  in  service  to  the  blind 


Hint  of  growing  competition  between 
libraries  and  organizations  primarily 
established  to  serve  the  blind  emerged 
at  the  September  meeting  in  Brussels  of 
the  International  Federation  of  Library 
Associations.  The  whole  question  was 
put  in  an  international  perspective 
when  Frank  Kurt  Cylke  of  the  Division 
for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handi- 
capped at  the  Library  of  Congress  told 
IFLA's  Hospital  Libraries  Section  that 
"library  service  to  handicapped  indi- 
viduals should  be  addressed  by  an  or- 
ganization of  librarians  such  as  IFLA 
rather  than  by  an  organization  devoted 
to  the  welfare  of  the  blind." 

Cylke  ticked  off  as  areas  requiring 
IFLA's  immediate  attention:  an  inter- 
national inventory  of  library  resources, 


identification  of  existing  production 
formats,  standardization  of  formats, 
and  an  effective  international  inter- 
library  loan  mechanism.  And  IFLA 
marked  out  as  targets  for  action:  copy- 
right, bibliographic  control,  postal  reg- 
ulations and  custom  laws,  format,  li- 
brary identification,  international  and 
national  liaison,  and  research. 

Heleen  Rosskopf  of  the  Amster- 
dam Public  Library  (Netherlands)  sug- 
gested that  individual  libraries  work 
towards  standardization  now:  "The 
original  recording  of  talking  books 
should  in  every  country  be  the 
same  .  .  .  and  we  should  produce  all 
books  in  full  script  (Grade  1  Braille)  so 
that  we  can  borrow  books  easily  from 
each  other." 


Nat'l  information  policy:  ALA  asks  library  input 


ALA's  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  National 
Information  Policy  has  until  December 
15  to  draft  a  statement  recommending 
the  ingredients  of  a  national  informa- 
tion policy.  The  Ad  Hoc  Committee, 
which  was  appointed  by  ALA  Presi- 
dent Eric  Moon,  wants  to  come  up  with 
a  statement  that  reflects  the  principal 
concerns  of  the  library  community,  and 
to  better  achieve  this  goal  it  is  asking 
library  staffers  and  educators  to  send 
comments  and  suggestions  relevant  to 
setting  national  information  policy. 

Several  of  the  issues  raised  by 
Moon  in  his  inaugural  address  in  De- 
troit last  summer  can  be  expected  to 


reappear  in  the  committee's  report:  ac- 
cess rights  for  children  and  young 
adults;  the  problem  of  integrating  the 
contradictory  concepts  of  free  access 
to  information  with  the  right  of  the  indi- 
vidual to  privacy;  and  the  threat  of  the 
"fee  brokers'  encroachments  upon  our 
services" — in  short,  all  the  aspects  of 
the  individual's  access  to  information 
in  modern  society.  Moon  believes  that 
the  individual's  access  rights  may  be 
threatened  by  "greed,  piracy,  and 
fear"  and  that  the  information  revolu- 
tion could  turn  out  to  be  as  great  a  di- 
saster as  the  Industrial  Revolution  "if 
the  social  good  and  educational  prog- 
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ress  are  not  controlling  factors  in  our 
use  of  information  technology." 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee's  report 
will  be  presented  at  the  President's  Pro- 
gram at  ALA  Midwinter,  where  it  is  ex- 
pected to  be  the  focus  of  discussion.  It 
is  also  expected  to  influence,  if  not  to 
actually  shape,  ALA's  attempts  to  ad- 
vise the  White  House  and  enlighten  the 
nation  on  the  many  implications  of  the 
isMie  of  "access."

Other 
committee  members  include:  Fay 
Blake,  Mary  K.  Chelton,  E.  J.  Josey, 
Michael  Malinconico,  Peggy  Sullivan, 
and  Roderick  Swartz.

Californians  peg  entry  level  Librarian  I  "tasks' 


The  Selection  Consulting  Center  of 
Sacramento  has  completed  the  first 
phase  of  the  California  Library  Selec- 
tion Project:  identifying  those  "tasks" 
which  are  "properly  validated"  mini- 
mum requirements  for  a  degree-car- 
rying beginning  librarian  in  California. 
The  Consulting  Center,  an  arm  of  the 
California  State  Personnel  Board,  was 
established  to  help  California  employ- 
ers bring  their  employment  practices  in 
line  with  affirmative  action  regulations. 
A  consortium  of  13  public  libraries  and 
the  State  Library  decided  to  share 
costs  for  a  study  of  their  personnel  poli- 
cies. One  aim  of  the  study  is  to  provide 
libraries  with  a  defense  against  both 
discrimination  and  reverse  discrimina- 
tion suits.  Another  is  to  provide  justifi- 
cation for  use  of  an  ALA-accredited 


M.L.S.  as  a  screening  device  for  pro- 
fessional employment. 

The  SCC  study  revealed  that 
there's  a  great  deal  of  variety  in  tasks 
performed  by  beginning  librarians  in 
these  libraries.  SCC  identified  244  job- 
related  "tasks."  Analyzing  them 
showed  no  consistent  pattern:  "there 
was  no  meaningful  clustering  of  core 
tasks  either  by  type  of  library  or  size  .  .  . 
Time  required  to  perform  tasks  and 
training  time  estimates  also  varied 
greatly  and  could  not  be  used  to  deter- 
mine overall  importance  of  tasks." 

This  preliminary  data  did  show, 
however,  that  Librarian  I's  in  Califor- 
nia are  most  frequently  assigned  to  the 
reference  desk.  And  SCC  surveys  at 
the  individual  libraries  found  that  su- 
pervisors give  the  highest  priority  to

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such  Librarian  I  skills  as  technical 
knowledge,  interpersonal  skills,  and 
oral  communications  abilities.  Ranked 
as  of  lower  priority:  budgetary  exper- 
tise, supervisory  skills,  professional  at- 
titude, and  community  awareness.  It 
appears  from  this  that  people  who  have 
a  sound  technical  background  and  are 
well  liked  by  their  colleagues — and  not 
necessarily  the  public — stand  the  best 
chance  of  getting  a  Librarian  I  job. 

SCC  noted  that  only  22  (ten  per- 
cent) of  the  244  Librarian  I  tasks  listed 
are  found  in  all  libraries — something 
that  suggests,  incidentally,  that  librar- 
ies have  a  very  shaky  foundation  on 
which  to  defend  the  ALA-accredited 
M.L.S.  requirement.  It  seems  that  each 
library  will  have  to  develop  its  own  list 
of  minimum  entry-level  skills  and  tasks 
and  make  its  own  evaluation  of  how 
well  a  given  M.L.S.  degree  certificate 
provides  adequate  training.  The  SCC 
study  could,  however,  help  to  bring 
about  more  uniformity  in  the  personnel 
practices  of  the  14  libraries. 

SCC  took  the  244  tasks  and  nar- 
rowed them  down  to  a  list  of  36  essen- 
tial requirements  for  the  "day-one"  en- 
try-level librarian.  These  required  skills 
indicate  that  California  libraries  are 
looking  for  the  cream  of  the  crop — top- 
notch  beginning  librarians  capable  of 
performing  a  wide  variety  of  library 
tasks — often  more  than  many  a  sea- 
soned librarian  is  asked  to  do.  (See 
tasks  list,  p.  2300.) 

Five  library  schools  (the  Universi- 
ty of  California-Berkeley,  UC-Los  An- 
geles, the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, California  State  University  at 
Fullerton,  and  CSU  at  San  Jose)  were 
asked  to  use  the  36  minimum  skills  as  a 
checklist  to  measure  what  they  teach  in 
their  M.L.S.  programs.  Their  responses 
varied  widely,  with  schools  claiming 
that  their  curriculum  provided  training 
in  anywhere  from  25  to  100  percent  of 
the  36  tasks.  But  three  of  the  schools 
(UC-Berkeley,  USC,  and  CSU-Full- 
erton)  neglected  to  send. to  SCC  any 
course  outlines  or  catalog  descriptions 
to  back  up  their  contentions.  This  lack 
of  documentation  will  hurt  the  study, 
which  has  as  one  aim:  to  "justify  the 
use  of  the  M.L.S.  conferred  by  an 
ALA-accredited  library  school  as  the 
sole  minimum  criterion  for  entry  into 
the  profession." 

SCC  reports  that  its  work  will  con- 
tinue with  Phase  II  of  the  project, 
which  "will  consist  of  the  development 
and  validation  of  an  entry-level  selec- 
tion system  that  may  include  written 
examinations,  interviews,  supplemen- 
tal application  forms,  and  the  training 
of  personnel  with  employment  respon- 
sibility on  the  proper  utilization  of  se- 
lection systems."  Finally,  Phase  III 
will  involve  "the  development  of  an  ap- 
praisal system  for  the  evaluation  of  per- 
formance and  the  development  and 
evaluation  of  a  promotional  system."

LSCA  wins  extension; 
new  urban  $$  drive  planned 

LSCA  (the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act)  has  been  extended  for 
five  more  years.  It  has  a  new  "trigger" 
feature  that  will  provide  new  funding 
for  large  city  libraries — if  and  when  the 
money  appropriated  for  Title  I  goes 
over  $60  million.  At  this  writing,  LSCA 
was  still  awaiting  its  appropriation  for 
T978,  being  held  up,  along  with  other 
HEW  programs,  by  the  abortion  amend- 
ment that  was  tacked  on  the  appropria- 
tions bill. 

LSCA  funding  for  1978  will  not  top 
the  $60  million  mark  and  provide  new 
funding  for  urban  libraries.  But  an 
amendment  to  the  appropriations  bill  is 
being  pushed.  It  would  provide  $15  mil- 
lion for  urban  libraries.  Both  President 
Carter  and  Congress  have  been  favor- 
able towards  giving  aid  to  America's 
needy  cities,  and  there  is  new  hope  that 
the  urban  library  aid  proposal  will  win 
acceptance. 


Massachusetts  Bureau  chief 
ousted  by  commissioners 

A  long  and  often  acrimonious  power 
struggle  between  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Library  Extension  and  the 
state's  three  powerful  regional  library 
systems  (headquartered  in  Boston, 
Springfield  and  Worchester)  came  to  an 
abrupt  end  when  Bureau  Chief  Charles 
Joyce  and  his  top  aide  Mary  Spillane 
were  forced  out  of  office.  According  to 
a  report  in  The  Boston  Globe,  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  oust- 
ed Joyce  when  it  laid  its  hands  on  a 
memo  to  him  from  Spillane,  who  char- 
acterized some  Board  members  as  "in- 
ept" and  called  some  Bureau  staffers 
"dummies."  Spillane  claimed  that  the 
memo  in  question  was  "personal"  in 
nature  and  had  been  "stolen"  from  her 
files  and  then  sent  to  Board  members, 
who  ultimately  used  it  to  "lynch  us." 
In  an  interview  with  the  Globe, 
Joyce  contended  that  the  memo 
amounted  to  little  more  than  an  excuse 
to  get  rid  of  him.  He  held  that  he  was 
fired  because  he  had  tried  to  bring  the 
regional  library  systems  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Bureau  instead  of  allowing 
them  to  function  autonomously.  Joyce 
noted  that  his  four-year  tenure  as  Bu- 
reau chief  was  marked  by  friction 
growing  out  of  his  efforts  to  "tighten 
control  of  money  and  require  the  re- 
gional systems  to  show  that  they  were 
serving  the  public."  Joyce  had  also  al- 
ienated urban  libraries  as  Bureau  chief. 
He  put  on  record  his  opposition  to  di- 
rect federal  aid  to  urban  libraries,  and 
he  tried  to  allocate  more  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act  money  to 
small  libraries,  which  he  claimed  were 
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too  often  ignored.  The  Massachusetts 
Library  Association  saw  things  dif- 
ferently; it  blasted  Joyce  for  using  too 
much  LSCA  to  "build  [the  Bureau's] 
own  empire  at  the  expense  of  libraries 
and  regional  systems." 

Kenneth  R.  Shaffer,  a  former  dean 
of  Simmons  School  of  Library  Science, 
backed  Joyce's  interpretation  of  the 
events  which  led  to  his  ouster.  Said 
Shaffer,  "In  32  years  of  close  participa- 
tion and  connection  with  the  Bureau,  it 
is  only  within  the  four  years  of  Joyce's 
tenure  that  the  Bureau  and  board  have 
gained  any  respectability  .  .  .  this  dis- 
missal signals  an  impotency  of  the  com- 
missioners and  the  Bureau  and  con- 
sequently, it  puts  public  librar- 
ies ..  .  back  about  40  years." 

One  strategy  tried  by  Joyce  in  his 
efforts  to  win  more  clout  for  the  Bureau 
was  to  get  the  Bureau  out  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  Ironically, 
just  as  he  was  forced  out  of  office,  this 
goal  was  achieved:  Governor  Dukakis 
signed  into  a  law  a  bill  separating  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  and 
the  Bureau  from  the  Department  of 
Education.  Starting  January  I,  the 
former  Bureau  will  be  recognized  as 
"an  independent  state  library  agency 
under  the  Secretary  of  Educational  Af- 
fairs." The  new  law  also  gives  the 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners — 
whose  membership  will  grow  from  five 
to  nine — new  autonomy.  Under  the  old 
arrangement,  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation could  overrule  Board  actions. 
One  shortcoming  of  the  new  legisla- 
tion: the  Bureau  will  lose  its  jurisdic- 
tion over  school  libraries,  which  are  to 
stay  under  the  authority  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  But  it  never  was 
able  to  get  any  money  for  them. 

An  Ad  Hoc  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Library  Commission- 
ers in  1976  to  find  out  why  the  Bureau 
and  regional  library  systems  could  not 
work  together  came  up  with  a  glaring 
indictment  of  cooperation  in  Massa- 
chusetts. Said  the  committee:  "There 
is  at  present  no  generally  agreed  upon 
state  plan  for  library  services.  The  state 
agency  should  exert  leadership  in  es- 
tablishing task  forces,  not  only  to  de- 
velop such  a  plan,  but  to  integrate  plans 
for  statewide  services  with  interstate 
and  national  needs."  The  report  pin- 
pointed pitfalls  in  the  current  govern- 
ance structure  (dominated  by  the  re- 
gional library  systems):  "There  is  no 
agreement  on  what  the  present  struc- 
ture is  .  .  .  The  plan  of  service  [at  the 
system  level]  is  the  basic  document 
governing  what  kinds  and  amounts  of 
service  are  offered  through  the  regional 
systems.  The  present  format  is  totally 
inadequate  and  should  be  completely 
revised  to  reflect  modern  approaches  to 
program  planning  and  budgeting." 

The  commission  reportedly  is  still 
deliberating  the  procedures  and  terms 
of  Joyce's  departure. 


California  co-op  scheme: 
hitchhiking  on  a  LIBS  100 

From  California  comes  a  report  of  an 
unusual  arrangement  that  enables  the 
little  Vacaville  Public  Library  (Grady 
Zimmerman,  director)  to  utilize  the  au- 
tomation systems  developed  by  two 
county  library  systems.  Vacaville  "has 
direct  online  access  to  one  LIBS  100 
database  and  dial-up  access  to  others 
for  interlibrary  loan  and  reciprocal  bor- 
rowing activities"  and  it  plans  to  "uti- 
lize a  tri-county  union  microfiche  cata- 
log produced  by  three  neighboring 
LIBS  100  systems." 

Vacaville  has  contracted  with  So- 
lano County  to  store  its  title  and  patron 
records  on  Solano's  LIBS  100;  a  leased 
phone  line  provides  Vacaville  with  di- 
rect online  access  both  to  its  own  rec- 
ords and  Solano's  holdings  for  inter- 
loan.  Vacaville  pays  Solano  for  each 
circulation  transaction  and  for  each 
overdue  and  reserve  notice  produced 
on  the  Solano  system.  The  libraries 
participate  in  reciprocal  borrowing. 

Vacaville  also  has  dial-up  access 
to  the  Marin  County  LIBS  100  and 
pays  only  the  phone  charges  (and  a 
one-time  installation  charge).  And 
when  the  three  counties  of  Solano,  Ma- 
rin, and  Napa  merge  their  holdings  in  a 
union  microfiche  catalog.  Vacaville  will 
have  access  to  that,  too. 


Rare  books  seminar  in  Denver 

The  University  of  Denver's  Graduate 
School  of  Librarianship  will  hold  a 
seminar  on  out-of-print  and  rare  mate- 
rials on  December  5-9.

California  ups  library  aid  to  $5.3  million 


California  Governor  Jerry  Brown  has 
signed  new  legislation  increasing  state 
aid  to  California  public  libraries  and 
public  library  systems  fivefold.  With 
this  new  legislation.  California  has 
committed  itself  to  statewide  library 
cooperation:  it  will  provide  money  to 
support  interlibrary  loan,  "universal 
borrowing.*'  and  a  yet  to  be  created 
statewide  database  of  public  library 
holdings.  The  regional  library  systems 
will  get  $1  million  for  serving  as  system 
reference  centers.  (This  funding  essen- 
tially duplicates  the  support  they  got 
under  the  former  Library  Public  Serv- 
ices Act.)  Some  system  members  will 
qualify  for  reimbursement  as  net  lend- 
ers. 

The  governor  blue-pencilled  $1.3 
million  that  was  to  have  provided  direct 
aid  to  individual  libraries  as  well  as  the 
regional  systems  for  special  services  to 
the  disadvantaged.  Assistant  State  Li- 
brarian Nancy  Percy  told  U  that  the 
justification  given  for  eliminating  state 
support  for  special  services  was  that 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
funding  was  already  paying  for  projects 
which  would  be  eligible. 


Noting  that  the  California  library 
community  had  been  trying  for  $12.5 
million  in  state  aid  and  not  the  $5.3  mil- 
lion it  had  to  settle  for,  U  asked  State 
Librarian  Ethel  Crockett  about  pos- 
sible competition  for  funds  and  wheth- 
er new  funding  priorities  would  have  to 
be  set.  She  replied  that  the  legislation 
clearly  sets  forth  how  the  money  will 
be  spent  and  that  the  library  commu- 
nity is  basically  happy  with  it.  The  re- 
gional systems  are  getting  funding  that 
she  characterized  as  "essential  to  their 
survival." 

As  for  what  had  to  be  sacrificed, 
Crockett  noted  that  legislators  pared 
the  request  for  the  statewide  data  base 
from  $2.5  million  to  $500,000— enough 
only  for  the  first  year's  expenses.  An- 
other funding  request  that  drew  opposi- 
tion and  was  finally  nixed  was  for  di- 
rect aid  for  the  state's  regional  refer- 
ence centers  (like  the  Bay  Area 
Reference  Center). 

The  big  urban  libraries  could  win 
substantial  boosts  in  state  support  un- 
der the  reimbursement  scheme.  John 
Frantz,  director  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  says  state  aid  for  SFPL 


could  rise  from  the  current  $18,000  to 
as  much  as  $100,000. 

Jack  Gualco  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association  pinpointed  how  the 
$5.3  million  would  be  spent.  There's  $1 
million  for  universal  borrowing,  anoth- 
er million  dollars  to  reimburse  systems 
for  reference.  $1,357,000  for  "equal  ac- 
cess" reimbursement.  $533,000  "for  in- 
tersystem  interlibrary  loan"  and  anoth- 
er $580,000  for  "state  interlibrary 
loan,"  $500,000  for  the  statewide  data- 
base, and  $330,000  for  administration 
by  the  State  Library  for  1977-79. 

Bruce  Bajema  of  the  Marin  County 
Library  System  (San  Rafael)  noted  that 
both  single  library  systems  (such  as 
SFPL  and  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Li- 
brary) and  the  regional  cooperative 
systems  will  get  reimbursed  for  refer- 
ence on  a  per  capita  basis;  and  the  re- 
gional systems  will  collect  $2000  in 
reimbursement  for  each  of  their  mem- 
ber libraries.  How  this  will  work  in  Ma- 
rin County:  the  system  will  get  .030  per 
capita  plus  $26,000  for  its  13  member 
libraries.  New  state  aid  will  actually  re- 
place what  systems  are  getting  now  in 
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LSCA  funds  administered  under  the 
Library  Public  Services  Act. 

As  for  compensation  for  "univer- 
sal" borrowing  privileges  in  the  state, 
Bajema  noted  that  individual  libraries 
will  get  reimbursed  for  "access  imbal- 
ance" at  the  rate  of  40<Z  per  transac- 
tion. Payment  will  come  directly  to  the 
individual  library  from  the  State  Li- 
brary and  will  cover  transactions  both 
within  a  system  and  with  libraries  out- 
side systems.  One  Marin  County  mem- 
ber. Mill  Valley,  could  get  as  much  as 
$26,000  in  such  reimbursement,  he  esti- 
mated. 

There  will  also  be  direct  reim- 
bursement for  interlibrary  loan  transac- 
tions that  involve  system  members  and 
independent  libraries. 

Bajema  sized  up  the  new  state  aid 
as  "a  definite  improvement"  for  library 
systems  such  as  his.  He  mentioned  as 
its  drawbacks:  "the  failure  to  provide 
for  delivery  and  communications." 
And  he  said  it  was  unfortunate  that 
money  was  not  made  available  to  take 
over  the  LSCA  funding  of  the  state 
reference  centers. 

California's  new  library  law  could 
signal  a  significant  change  in  the  role  of 
the  state  library  in  policy  planning  and 
alter  its  position  within  the  state  gov- 
ernment power  structure.  The  law  calls 
for  the  creation  of  a  policy  making 
body  (the  California  Library  Services 
Board)  to  which  the  state  librarian  will 
report.  The  new  board  will  replace  the 
existing  California  State  Library  Advi- 
sory Council  on  Libraries,  which  was 
appointed  by  the  state  librarian  and  is 
totally  advisory  in  nature.  The  gover- 
nor is  to  appoint  nine  of  the  13  mem- 
bers of  the  new  board;  there  will  be 
representation  for  specific  con- 
stituencies (like  the  disadvantaged)  in 
accordance  with  LSCA  guidelines.  Al- 
so represented:  schools,  institutions, 
and  public,  special,  and  academic  li- 
braries. Crockett  noted  that  if  the  gov- 
ernor does  not  appoint  members  who 
have  been  serving  on  the  old  Advisory 
Council,  there  could  be  "problems  of 
transition  ...  we  will  have  to  teach  the 
new  people  what  libraries  are  all 
about." 

Crockett  characterized  the  new 
money  bill  as  a  culmination  of  four  years 
work  towards  getting  the  state  to  com- 
mit itself  to  library  cooperation.  Assis- 
tant State  Librarian  Nancy  Percy  was 
given  major  credit  by  Crockett  for  get- 
ting the  bill  through.  Crockett,  Percy, 
and  Morris  Polan  of  CLA  were  also 
lauded  by  Gualco  of  CLA  for  their  ef- 
forts. 

LI  also  talked  to  Ronald  Miller  of 
the  California  Library  Authority  for  Sys- 
tems and  Services.  Asked  to  speculate 
on  CLASS'S  prospective  role  in  devel- 
oping the  California  data  base,  Miller 
said  that  it  was  too  early  to  tell  whether 
or  not  CLASS,  which  is  primarily  con- 
cerned   with    multitype    cooperation. 


would  play  a  pivotal  role  in  developing 
a  public  library  data  base.  He  did  ac- 
knowledge, however,  that  libraries 
might  contract  services  from  CLASS. 
Miller  pinpointed  as  the  key  com- 
ponents of  the  new  law  allocations  for 
interlibrary  loan  reimbursement  and 
the  prospective  data  base. 

When  U  spoke  with  Bajema,  he 
had  predicted  that  the  $500,000  in  data- 
base start-up  funding  would  probably 
be  used  to  get  consoles  and  other  hard- 
ware for  a  hookup  with  either  OCLC  or 
BALLOTS.  This  would  eventually  lead 
to  a  database  of  current  acquisitions. 
And  he  predicted  a  strong  effort  to  get 
the  state  to  pay  at  least  the  cost  of  en- 
tering each  library  record.  Old  holdings 
are  in  the  state's  union  catalog  (on 
cards),  and  this  operation  will  be  closed 
when  the  new  system  takes  over.  This  is 
in  line  with  the  recommendations  of  a 
Peat-Marwick  study,  which  recom- 
mended that  the  union  catalog  be  re- 
placed by  a  more  efficient  system. 


Book  Fair  $$  to  Boston  library 

All  proceeds  of  the  November  11-13 
Boston  International  Antiquarian  Book 
Fair  are  slated  to  go  to  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library.  Over  100  exhibitors  are  ex- 
pected to  display  rare  books  and  manu- 
scripts at  the  Fair,  which  is  to  be  held 
at  Boston's  Copley  Plaza  Hotel. 


Public  Works  builds  Maine  library 

Edward  Chenevert,  director  of  the 
Portland  Public  Library  (Maine),  re- 
ports that  Portland  is  building  a  new 
$5.4  million  public  library.  Funding  for 
the  project  is  coming  from  both  local 
and  federal  sources,  with  a  $3,369,000 
Public  Works  Act  grant.  The  new  facili- 
ty will  have  76,000-square-foot  floor 
space.  Such  equipment  as  a  TV  studio, 
an  automated  circulation  system,  a 
Computer-Output-Microfilm  (COM) 
catalog,  telefacsimile  equipment,  and 
computer  terminals  will  "expand  the  li- 
brary's role  as  a  technical  information 
center."  Hoyt  Galvin  is  the  library 
building  consultant.

The  University  of  Rochester  (New 
York)  got  a  $1  million  endowment  from 
the  Frank  E.  Gannett  Newspaper 
Foundation  plus  a  matching  grant  of 
$333,000  from  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities.  The  grant, 
says  UR  President  Robert  L.  Sproull, 
will  be  used  to  acquire  additional  ma- 
terials in  the  humanities  essential  to  un- 
dergraduate and  graduate  teaching  and 
research  in  19th-century  American  his- 
tory, art,  and  literature — materials  that 
are  not  currently  available  in  western 
New  York.

Georgia  launches  first  oi  the  state  library  conferences 


The  long  march  of  state  conferences 
toward  the  White  House  Conference 
on  Libraries  and  Information  Science 
began  in  Atlanta  on  September  15.  On 
that  day  and  the  following  one,  ceremo- 
nial alternated  with  work  as  some  200 
delegates  and  an  interested  audience  of 
over  1000  heard  library  leaders  from 
both  the  national  and  state  scene.  They 
also  participated  in  small  group  dis- 
cussions that  were  designed  to  hammer 
out  recommendations  for  the  future  of 
Georgia's  libraries.  Representatives  of 
public,  academic,  school,  and  special 
libraries  in  Georgia  recounted  the  prog- 
ress of  libraries  in  that  state  in  recent 
years  and  argued  for  their  importance 
and  their  worthiness  of  new  state  level 
support.  The  distinguished  visitors 
from  the  national  scene  exhorted  one 
and  all  upward  and  onward.  And  Gov- 
ernor Busbee  would  it  up  with  a  per- 
ceptive and  graceful  tribute  to  library 
progress  in  his  state.  He  did  not,  how- 
ever, indulge  in  any  promises  to  make 
things  better.  And  of  all  the  feats  re- 
counted by  librarians,  he  was  specifi- 
cally most  impressed  by  two:  the  in- 
volvement of  some  50.000  Georgia  chil- 
dren in  summer  reading  programs  this 
year  and  the  giving  of  books  to  children 
who  have  never  owned  any. 

Eric  Moon,  president  of  ALA, 
urged  the  conferees  to  work  for  "user- 
oriented  services"  for  all  people,  and 
warned  that  we  are  far  yet  from  our 
goals,  which  can't  be  reached  without 
full  citizen  support.  He  also  pointed  out 
a  good  omen:  President  Carter,  he 
noted,  started  his  public  life  as  a  library 
trustee. 

Frederick  Burkhardt,  chairman  of 
the  National  Commission  on  Libraries 
and  Information  Science,  hailed  Geor- 
gia as  an  appropriate  setting  for  the  first 
state  conference,  noting  the  strides  in 
library  development  that  the  state  has 
made  in  recent  years. 

Major  Owens,  a  New  York  State 
Senator  and  a  former  librarian,  gave  a 
ringing  keynote  speech,  urging  librari- 
ans and  library  supporters  to  take  their 
cause  vigorously  into  the  political  are- 
na at  both  the  state  and  local  levels.  He 
urged  them  all  to  get  behind  the  rela- 
tively few  members  of  the  profession 
who  are  socially  oriented.  He  chastised 
librarians  for  failing  to  make  clear  their 
goals  and  proclaim  their  roles  in  the 
changing  of  society  by  means  of  out- 
reach, advocacy,  and  information  dis- 
semination. 

He  chastised  them  further  on  their 
failure  to  "replicate  successful  mod- 
els" of  desirable  library  services  and 
urged  them  to  get  to  work  on  this  as  an 


essential  step  toward  convincing  the 
public  of  the  need  for  the  funding  that 
will  provide  better  library  services. 
And  he  gave  a  backhand  to  the  ALA 
Intellectual  Freedom  Committee  by 
saying  that  it  should  long  ago  have 
changed  its  name  (and  mission)  to  "the 
equal  access  committee."  He  urged  the 
"building  of  a  constituency"  as  a 
means  of  reversing  previous  failures  to 
influence  government.  And  he  wound 
up  with  a  plea  for  libraries  to  be  "uni- 
versities of  the  people"  and  places 
where  a  philosophy  of  "infinite  elit- 
ism" would  find  its  realization  in  op- 
portunities for  all.  The  audience  clearly 
found  his  speech  the  most  stirring 
event  of  the  two  day  affair. 

The  Battelle  survey 

A  basic  document  for  the  confer- 
ence was  the  two-year  old  report  of  a 
survey  of  Georgia  libraries  by  the  Bat- 
telle Institute.  This  concise  report  rec- 
ommended improvements  in  the  state's 
major  library  agencies,  more  cooperat- 
ion among  libraries,  more  state  fund- 
ing, personnel  upgrading,  and  one  new 


feature — a    state    level    coordinating 
agency  for  all  libraries. 

Among  the  priorities  that  stand  out 
in  the  report  and  presumably  best  re- 
flect the  needs  in  Georgia:  new  build- 
ings for  the  state's  key  public  librar- 
ies— those  with  regional  or  countywide 
responsibilities;  full  state  funding  of 
GLIN,  the  Georgia  Library  and  Infor- 
mation Network  now  providing  inter- 
loan  services;  direct  state  funding  of 
media  in  the  public  schools  (and  state 
insistence  on  its  active  use  in  teaching) 
suffer  certification  requirements  for  li- 
brarians; and  an  attack  on  the  "dis- 
grace" which  characterizes  the  state  of 
institutional  libraries.  The  report  urged 
that  the  catalog  card  service  now  being 
provided  by  the  Division  of  Public  Li- 
brary Services  be  continued  as  an  es- 
sential means  of  savings  to  local  librar- 
ies. 

Library  needs  detailed 

Mildred  Tietjen  (Georgia  South- 
western College)  lamented  the  in- 
adequate collections  of  most  Georgia 
academic  libraries,  and  pointed  to  de- 
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clining  enrollments  as  still  another  ob- 
stacle to  library  development.  She 
urged  state  level  coordination  of  collec- 
tion development  and  participation  in 
GLIN  (the  Georgia  Library  Informa- 
tion Network)  and  SOLINET  (the 
Southeastern  Library  Information  Net- 
work) as  particularly  important  to  li- 
brary futures. 

Ella  Yates,  director  of  the  Atlanta 
Public  Library,  devoted  most  of  her 
message  to  pleading  the  necessity  of  li- 
braries to  the  economic  life  of  commu- 
nities, warning  that  there  would  be 
"chaos"  if  libraries  were  closed  for  a 
single  day.  This  may  not  have  been 
very  convincing  to  her  audience,  but  at 
about  the  same  time  that  she  was 
saying  it.  the  business  community  of 
Toronto  was  suffering  withdrawal 
pangs  from  being  denied  access  to  the 
business  reference  materials  which 
were  in  the  process  of  being  moved  into 
Metro  Toronto's  new  building.  One  un- 
happy Toronto  man  said  he  had  lost 
S8000  from  his  deprivation,  and  ex- 
pected to  drop  at  least  twice  that. 

Virginia  Lacy  Jones,  director  of 
the  Atlanta  University  School  of  Li- 
brary Service,  called  for  the  strength- 
ening of  library  education  and  contin- 
uing education  both,  urging  a  departure 
from  the  "too  traditional  and  print  ori- 
ented" condition  of  present  education. 
She  called  for  more  innovation  and  for 
sixth-year  programs  for  advanced  ca- 
reer work.  She  urged  a  response  to  the 
needs  generated  by  widespread  popu- 
lation shifts  from  rural  to  city  and  from 
city  to  suburb,  by  the  growing  numbers 
of  senior  citizens,  and  by  the  handi- 
capped and  institutionalized. 

Carlton  Thaxton,  director  of  Geor- 
gia's state  library  agency,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  Battelle  report's  evaluation 
of  library  services  to  the  inmates  of  pe- 
nal and  mental  institutions,  citing  these 
services  as  "pitiful."  but  oddly  absolv- 
ing the  penal  and  mental  authorities  of 
the  state  of  any  blame.  Thaxton  also 
hailed  the  "relatively  large  commercial 
information  industry"  existing  in  Geor- 
gia and  urged  that  they  be  recognized 
as  an  integral  part  of  total  state  infor- 
mation resources. 

The  first  of  the  state  conferences 
went  off  smoothly  and  evidently 
pleased  its  participants.  The  final  rec- 
ommendations to  come  out  of  it  for 
state  level  action  have  not  yet  been  re- 
leased, but  on  the  strength  of  the  words 
spoken  in  Atlanta  some  preliminary  as- 
sessment can  be  made. 

ALA  President  Eric  Moon  called 
for  attention  to  "user-oriented"  serv- 
ices, as  did  Major  Owens  in  other 
terms;  but  most  of  the  participating  li- 
brary community  was  concerned  much 
more  with  the  strengthening  of  institu- 
tions and  the  creation  of  at  least  one 
major  new  one.  There  was  one  impor- 
tant exception:  the  school  librarians, 
somewhat  concealed  from  view  under 


their  determined  identification  as  "me- 
dia specialists,"  want  the  state  to  pony 
up  the  funds  to  put  books  and  media  in- 
to all  the  schools  and  also  to  use  its 
authority  to  see  that  these  are  used 
properly  as  a  vital  component  of  the 
teaching  process. 

There  was  some  evidence  that  in 
Atlanta,  librarians  and  citizens  were 
not  communicating  very  well.  The  li- 
brarians focused  their  remarks  on  insti- 
tutions, while  the  citizens — and  the 
Governor  too — were  thinking  in  terms 
of  the  book  in  the  hand. 

Besides  the  glamour  of  the  White 
House,  signified  by  the  platform  ap- 
pearances of  "Miss  Lillian,"  the  Presi- 
dent's mother,  an  international  flavor 
was  lent  to  this  first  state  conference  by 
the  presence  of  a  large  delegation  of 
young  Indonesian  librarians  who  are 
participating  in  a  State  Department 
Agency  for  International  Development 
program  at  Georgia  Tech.  They  includ- 
ed both  university  library  administra- 
tors and  administrators  from  govern- 
ment sci-tech  information  facilities. 
And  there  was  expectant  talk  about  the 
coming  new  Atlanta  Public  Library 
building  designed  by  Marcel  Breuer.  a 
project  which  could  well  produce  an  in- 
ternationally renowned  example  of 
modern  library  architecture.  Finally, 
there  was  all  around  the  highly  charged 
ambience  of  Atlanta  today,  whence 
Delta  flies  in  flocks  to  the  sister  cities  of 
the  booming  sun  belt  from  an  airport 
that  bows  only  to  Chicago's  O'Hare  in 
volume  of  traffic.  It's  international  in 
flavor  and  dynamism  all  right,  but  it's 
still  probably  the  only  airport  where 
you  can  buy  stone  ground  grits 
("speckled  grits")  and  muscadine  jelly 
and  Georgia  hams  and  bacon.  KN

BRITISH 

ARE  COMING!

THE  BRITISH  are  coming.  Many  of  their  books  are  in 
fact  already  here,  and  more  are  expected  to  arrive  dur- 
ing this,  the  Queen's  Jubilee  Year.  Throughout  the 
1970*s.  British  publishers  have  been  quietly  establish- 
ing firm  beach-heads  on  American  soil,  continuing  an 
earlier  trend  when  offices  were  opened  in  the  United 
States  by  Pitman.  Oxford  University  Press,  Cam- 
bridge University  Press.  St.  Martin's  Press,  Collins, 
Pergamon.  Routledge,  and  Penguin  Books. 

Librarians  have  been  able  to  order  books  directly 
from  the  U.S.  offices  of  these  eight  houses,  but,  as  one 
university  acquisitions  librarian  explained:  "When 
faced  with  a  request  for  an  English  title  by  a  publisher 
with  no  office  here,  we  were  hard  pressed  to  buy  the 
book  since  it  involved  so  much  overseas  red  tape,  so 
we  actually  discouraged  such  orders." 

Now,  with  more  United  Kingdom  publishers 
opening  offices  here,  or  acquiring  U.S.  companies 
which  have  sometimes  become  the  vehicle  for  selling 
British  titles,  a  significantly  wider  selection  of  U.K. 
books  is  becoming  available  and  the  impact  upon 
American  librarians  is  just  beginning  to  be  noticed.

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The  Consent  Decree 

A  recent  legal  decision  has  added  impetus  to  this 
already  established  marketing  pattern.  The  "Consent 
Decree."  signed  into  effect  November  23.  1976.  has 
served  to  encourage  British  publishers  to  venture  into 
the  U.S.  market  by  publishing  shared  editions  under 
dual  imprints,  by  opening  offices  in  the  States,  or  by 
purchasing  of  U.S.  companies.  This  Consent  Decree  is 
the  result  of  a  U.S.  Justice  Department  anti-trust  suit 
against  21  American  publishers  and  their  British  co- 
conspirators. Following  two  years  of  investigation,  the 
Justice  Department  concluded  that  American  partici- 
pation in  the  United  Kingdom's  Traditional  Market 
Agreement  was  in  violation  of  the  U.S.  anti-trust  law. 

The  U.S.  publishers  were  accused  of  conspiring 
with  the  British  to  carve  up  the  world  market  in  re- 
straint of  trade.  Under  the  terms  of  this  time-honored 
agreement,  when  the  British  sold  foreign  rights  of  their 
books  or  when  they  purchased  export  rights  of  other 
books,  they  insisted  upon  exclusive  publishing  rights, 
not  only  for  Great  Britain  but  for  those  geographical 
areas  that  formerly  constituted  the  Empire  in  1946. 

The  statutory  basis  upon  which  the  Consent  De- 
cree is  based  is  the  Sherman  Act  which  prohibits  con- 
tracts, combinations,  or  conspiracies  in  restraint  of 
trade.  Peter  D.  Standish.  General  Legal  Counsel  for 
the  American  Association  of  Publishers,  explained  this 
fact  in  a  paper  presented  at  an  AAP  seminar  on  The 
Changing  International  Market: 
In  the  British  publishers'  case,  the  nature  of  the  copyright 
licensing  agreement,  the  existence  of  the  Traditional  Mar- 
ket Agreement,  and  the  fact  that  copyright  licensing,  rath- 
er than  a  sale  of  a  product,  was  involved,  made  it  difficult 
to  determine  whether  agreements  not  to  compete  in  terms 
of  geographic  markets  were  unlawful.  .  .  . 
In  essence.  Government  was  saying  that  for  the  last  30 
years,  the  United  States  and  the  U.K.  publishing  indus- 
tries have,  in  effect,  cross-licensed  one  another  with  re- 
spect to  their  reserved  exclusive  territories.  The  English 
always  reserved  the  Traditional  Market:  the  Americans  al- 
ways gave  the  Traditional  Market — regardless  of  whether, 
with  respect  to  an  individual  title  or  a  specific  situation, 
the  economic  interests  of  the  American  publisher  may 
have  been  better  served  by  some  other  type  or  arrange- 
ment.

Librarians  can  observe  the  results  of  this  decision 
by  the  influx  of  British  publishers  into  the  United 
States,  although  the  trend  was  in  evidence  several 
years  prior  to  the  Consent  Decree.  Only  a  handful  of 
British  houses  were  located  in  the  States  prior  to  1972. 
Then.  Morgan  Grampian,  a  British  holding  company 
(not  a  publisher)  purchased  David  McKay  Company. 
Inc.  in  1973.  After  the  Justice  Department  began  its 
investigation  in  1974.  not  surprisingly,  there  was  sub- 
sequent activity.  William  Collins  and  Sons  of  Glasgow 
bought  the  assets  of  Cleveland-based  World  Publish- 


ing Company  from  Times-Mirror  on  January  1.  1974. 
Soon  other  U.K.  publishers  began  casting  about  for  an 
American  toehold. 

The  toeholds 

Some,  like  David  &  Charles,  did  it  by  opening  of- 
fices in  the  States.  This  firm  located  in  North  Pomfret. 
Vermont  in  1973  and  about  the  same  time  the  Long- 
man Group  opened  an  office  in  New  York  in  order  to 
sell  their  medical  imprint  of  Churchill  Livingston.  The 
Hamlyn  Group  of  England  bought  A  &  W  Promotion- 
al Book  Corporation  of  New  York  in  1975  and  during 
the  same  year  Blackwell  of  North  America  spent  S2 
million  developing  two  mail  order  divisions  for  library 
purchases  of  both  -British  and  American  books.  The 
offices  are  located  in  Beaverton.  Oregon  and  Black- 
wood. New  Jersey. 

Penguin  announced  the  acquisition  of  Viking 
Press  in  November  1975  and  they  merged  with  the  new 
name  of  Viking  Penguin.  Inc.  According  to  officials  at 
Viking  Penguin,  "the  merger  greatly  strengthened 
Penguin  in  the  United  States.  It  created  a  combined 
backlist  of  some  8000  titles  and  joint  juvenile 
lists.  ...  It  also  gave  both  British  and  American  au- 
thors access  to  an  impressive  and  diversified  publish- 
ing operation  w  ith  effective  penetration  of  English-lan- 
guage and  foreign-language  markets  all  over  the 
world." 

Butterworth.  Inc.  was  established  in  Woburn. 
Massachusetts  in  July  1975.  The  parent  company,  lo- 
cated in  Kent.  England,  was  founded  in  1818  and  spe- 
cializes in  legal,  scientific,  technical,  and  medical 
books.  According  to  Gordon  Graham,  managing  direc- 
tor of  the  London  company.  "Butterworth  does  not 
regard  itself  as  a  British  publisher,  but  as  an  English- 
language  publisher  with  its  major  output  in  the  U.K.. 
distributing  its  own  books  through  its  own  companies 
in  all  major  markets.  By  doing  its  own  distribution  in 
the  U.S..  Butterworth  believes  that  1)  it  sells  more 
books,  2)  it  can  give  prices  closer  to  the  U.K.  original, 
and  3)  it  can  give  better  service  by  shipping  from  a 
single  source."  World  salas  of  the  Butterworth  group 
in  1976  were  S30.000.000.  The  U.S.  company  carries  a 
full  range  of  Butterworth' s  2000  Sci/Tech/Med  titles, 
in  addition  to  its  own  medical  titles.  The  Butterworth 
Group  is  in  turn  a  subsidiary  of  the  International  Pub- 
lishing Corporation,  a  S500.000.000  group  publishing 
mainly  periodicals  and  newspapers  and  it  is  a  subsidi- 
ary of  Reed  International.  IPC  also  owns  Cahners,  the 
Boston  publisher  and  Hamlyn.  which  trades  in  the 
States  through  A  &  W  of  New  York  City. 

Two  U.K.  houses.  Faber  &  Faber  and  Paul  Elek. 
established  offices  in  Salem.  New  Hampshire  in  1976. 
the  former  making  publishing  news  in  early  1977  with 
the  announcement  of  a  co-publishing  agreement  with 
Farrar.  Straus  &  Giroux.  the  New  York  house.  Faber 
&  Faber  began  with  500  titles  and  is  doubling  that 
number  this  year.  Originally  known  as  Faber  & 
Gwyer.  Ltd..  the  house  celebrated  its  50th  anniversary 
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in  1975.  In  1929  the  house  was  reconstituted  as  Faber 
and  Faber.  There  never  really  was  another  Faber — it  is 
believed  that  Walter  de  la  Mare,  whose  son  was  one  of 
the  original  directors,  suggested  the  second  name  be- 
cause "you  can't  have  too  much  of  a  good  thing."  An 
American,  F.  V.  Morley,  joined  as  director  and  then  in 
the  early  thirties  another  American,  Kennedy,  was  al- 
so made  a  director,  thus  continuing  the  company's 
strong  American  interest. 

In  November  1976,  Reading,  Massachusetts  wel- 
comed Allen  &  Unwin,  Inc.,  although  "actual  trading 
began  in  April  1977,"  according  to  Manager  Graham 
Thornton.  "Since  the  Consent  Decree  the  parent  com- 
pany is  no  longer  selling  rights  to  academic  titles — that 
is  now  being  done  by  the  U.S.  office."  American  li- 
brarians know  Allen  &  Unwin  for  its  more  than  40  Ber- 
trand  Russell  books  and  for  J.  R.  R.  Tolkein's  The 
Hobbit. 

Other  1977  post-Consent  Decree  arrangements  in- 
clude the  formation  in  January  of  Macdonald- 
Raintree,  Inc.,  Pitman's  purchase  of  Fearon  on  April 
1,  the  establishment  of  Thames  and  Hudson's  New 
York  base — also  in  April,  and  the  opening  of  Methuen 
Inc.  office  in  New  York  on  June  1. 

Macdonald-Raintree  Inc.  is  the  result  of  an  agree- 
ment reached  between  British  Printing  Corporation 
(BPC)  and  its  Macdonald  Education  Publishing  Group 
of  London  with  Raintree  Publishers  of  Milwaukee  to 
establish   a   U.S.   company.   The   new   firm,  jointly 


owned  by  Raintree  and  BPC,  operates  under  Raintree 
administration  in  Milwaukee  as  a  subsidiary.  The  com- 
pany acquired  the  BPC  New  York  subsidiary,  Purnell 
Educational,  which  subsequently  was  moved  to  Mil- 
waukee. Raintree,  established  in  1972,  is  a  small  house 
with  100  new  juvenile  titles  annually.  Richard  Weein- 
ing,  president,  anticipates  that  this  list  "will  be  added 
to  at  the  rate  of  60  to  100  new  titles  annually."  BPC, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  one  of  the  largest  in  Europe,  en- 
compassing over  50  companies  under  its  umbrella.  The 
newly  found  house  has  two  divisions — Purnell  Refer- 
ence Books  and  Macdonald  Children's  Books.  Purnell 
is  expanding  the  marketing  of  multi-volume  reference 
sets  to  American  libraries,  including  The  New  Caxton 
International  Encyclopedia  and  From  Freedom  to 
Freedom,  source  and  study  material  based  on  Alex 
Haley's  Roots. 

January  1,  1977  also  marks  the  opening  date  of 
Granada  Publishing's  New  York  office.  Chris  Vaug- 
han,  director,  maintains  that  "The  Consent  Decree 
had  something  to  do  with  our  opening  in  New  York, 
but  it  was  coming  anyway  and  fortunately  we  had  the 
money  to  cross  the  ocean."  Granada,  deciding  to  start 
on  a  small  scale  with  "no  flash"  in  order  to  test  the 
market  in  the  States,  initially  offered  25  titles.  This  fall 
that  number  will  double.  This  house,  based  in  London, 
has  a  corporate  relationship  with  Granada  Television. 

Fearon-Pitman,  an  affiliate  of  Pitman  Ltd.  of  Lon- 
don, is  the  amalgamation  of  the  American  company 
(Fearon  Publishers,  Inc.)  founded  in  1956  to  publish 
teacher-aid  books,  educational  texts,  and  professional 
resource  titles  and  the  British  Pitman  Publishing  Cor- 
poration founded  in  1933  and  known  for  Pitman  Short- 
hand and  the  Initial  Teaching  Alphabet.  David  Lake, 
president,  has  noted  that  "the  merger  of  these  two 
leading  publishers  will  enable  us  to  accelerate  our  pub- 
lishing program  in  both  special  education  and  business 
education  and  use  this  as  a  base  for  expanding  into 
adult  basic  education  and  specially  developed  materi- 
als for  on-the-job  development  in  business  and  indus- 
try. 

Thames  &  Hudson  Ltd.  joined  with  Paul  Gottlieb 
Associates,  Inc.  of  New  York  City  to  establish  an 
American  company.  Gottlieb  formerly  represented 
Thames  &  Hudson  in  assorted  projects,  including  sell- 
ing their  publishing  rights  to  30  U.S.  houses.  The  new 
company  plans  to  continue  this  business,  with  Thames 
&  Hudson  U.K.  titles  appearing  under  the  imprints  of 
various  American  publishers.  Other  titles  will  be  dis- 
tributed under  the  Thames  &  Hudson  imprint  by  W. 
W.  Norton. 

Methuen  Inc.,  prior  to  opening  their  New  York 
office  last  spring,  had  been  marketing  books  in  Cana- 
da. Their  New  York  base  is  described  by  Managing 
Director  Michael  Turner  as  "just  a  toe  in  the  water.  It 
may  be  the  base  on  which  we  build."  The  publishing 
house  is  in  the  process  of  conducting  an  exhaustive 
study  of  how  best  to  approach  the  U.S.  market,  which 
says  Turner,  "in  some  form  is  very  necessary  for  sur- 
vival." 
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A  crumbling  dam 

The  Consent  Decree  has  aided  and  abetted  the  in- 
terest of  the  British  to  market  in  the  United  States,  but 
the  trend  was  obviously  there.  The  movement  of  Brit- 
ish houses  to  the  States  actually  pre-dates  the  Decree 
which  has  become  a  public  symbol  of  the  transnational 
trend.  Leo  P.  Mabel,  an  international  publishing  con- 
sultant, maintains  that  "British  publishers,  for  many 
years  active  in  the  American  market,  have  increased 
their  attention  to  the  potential  in  North  America,  since 
the  advent  of  the  Consent  Decree.  While  some  had, 
long  before  the  action  of  the  Justice  Department,  real- 
ized the  distribution  and  profit  potential  in  what  is  the 
single  largest  English  language  market,  others  have 
been  spurred  on  to  exploit  the  potential  since  the  legal 
action.  The  ultimate  effect  is  that  more  books,  pub- 
lished in  Britain,  will  be  more  readily  available  to 
North  American  consumers,  including  librarians." 

Martin  Ballard,  head  of  the  British  Book  Devel- 
opment Council,  the  export  arm  of  the  Publishers  As- 
sociation, compares  the  Consent  Decree  to  "a  dam 
that  has  partially  crumbled;  there  would  only  be  an  ef- 
fect if  the  water  had  been  on  different  levels  on  the  two 
sides  of  the  dam.  What  was  true  for  one  area  of  pub- 
lishing might  not  be  true  for  another."  Another  U.K. 
publisher  said  at  the  spring  conference  of  British  Book 
Publishers  and  Sellers,  held  at  Harrogate,  that  British 
publishers  had  become  "fossilized"  and  prior  to  the 
Consent  Decree  "had  been  resting  upon  traditional 
reputations.  Now  we  must  get  off  our  duffs  and  enter 
into  the  competition." 

To  facilitate  British  penetration  of  the  U.S.  mar- 
ket and  library  purchases  of  United  Kingdom  books, 
the  British  Book  Development  Council  is  promoting 
the  use  of  air  freight  for  direct  deliveries.  In  one  of  the 
Council's  recent  seminars,  entitled  Service  as  a  Com- 
petitive Weapon,  the  importance  of  air  freight  and  how 
to  effectively  use  it  was  emphasized.  This  could  even- 
tually mean  book  delivery  to  the  States  in  less  than  one 
week's  time. 

Thus,  the  era  of  total  exclusivity  is  in  many  ways 


over.  Librarians  can  only  reap  gains  from  the  new  de- 
velopments. As  more  British  titles  are  available  in  the 
States,  either  directly  from  houses  with  offices  here  or 
from  distributors,  U.S.  librarians  will  gain  greater  fa- 
miliarity with  a  new  assortment  of  English  publishers 
and  will  be  increasingly  inclined  to  order  their  books. 
The  reluctance  to  place  an  order  for  what  was  pre- 
viously regarded  as  a  "foreign  book"  will  be  mitigated 
in  the  coming  years  as  distributors  and  houses  make 
their  lists  more  accessible. 

One  case  is  that  of  Heinemann  Educational 
Books,  Inc.  Prior  to  this  year  they  did  not  market  in 
the  United  States  but,  based  upon  receiving  a  6.9  per- 
cent return  on  a  book  title  flyer  distributed  to  some 
6000  professors  and  librarians  in  U.S.  junior  colleges, 
they  opened  an  office  in  Salem,  New  Hampshire  in 
1977.  According  to  David  Allan,  overseas  marketing 
manager  of  Heinemann  in  London,  Heinemann  math, 
science.  English,  and  history  books  have  received  "a 
great  welcome  on  American  college  campuses."  The 
response  was  so  encouraging  that  the  firm  is  planning 
to  distribute  its  list  more  widely  to  university  librarians 
this  fall.  Heinemann  is  examining  development  of  the 
high  school  remedial  English  and  English  as  a  second 
language  markets  as  well.  "We  are  in  the  process  of 
beefing  up  our  stock  held  in  the  States,"  says  Allan, 
and  "we  no  longer  will  sell  rights  unless  it's  a  very 
good  deal  for  us." 

Despite  the  arrival  of  these  and  other  British 
houses  to  the  States.  U.S.  librarians  often  misdirect 
their  book  orders.  Joan  Schwartz  of  the  Library  De- 
partment of  Cambridge  University  Press's  office  in 
New  Rochelle.  New  York  points  out  that  over  a  dozen 
letters  per  month  from  librarians  ordering  books  are 
sent  to  England  rather  than  to  the  firm's  U.S.  ordering 
office.  Karren  McCollom  of  David  &  Charles  in  Ver- 
mont reports  similar  statistics  and  other  U.S. -based 
British  publishers  confirm  this  tendency.  Where  then, 
should  librarians  place  their  book  orders  without  going 
overseas?  The  list  of  "U.S.  Sources  for  British 
Books"  that  follows  includes  the  majority  of  British- 
owned  publishers  located  in  the  United  States.

Un- 
der this  Plan,  librarians  can  decide  if 
they  wish  to  keep  a  book  after  they  ac- 
tually see  it.  Any  number  may  be  re- 
turned. There  are  variations  on  this  or- 
der plan.  Maxwell  Scientific  Inter- 
national, a  division  of  Pergamon,  has  a 
Documentation  and  Supply  Service 
which  is  a  systematic  advance  biblio- 
graphic and  information  service  for  li- 
brarians through  which  bi-weekly  mail- 
ings of  IBM  type  cards  of  data  on  all 
significant  forthcoming  publications  are 
sent.  These  titles  are  selected  by  a 
"team  of  qualified  academic  and  tech- 
nical specialists,  educators  and  trained 
bibliographic  researchers."  This  inter- 
national system  covers  a  representative 
output  of  more  than  1200  world  pub- 
lishers. Cost  in  dollars  is  given  as  well 
as  short  factual  descriptions,  the  read- 
ing level,  and  Dewey  numbers.

A  Progress  Report  on  a  Pittsburgh  study 

By  Thomas  J.  Calvin  &  Allen  Kent 


FOR  SOME  TIME,  those  responsible  for  the  devel- 
opment of  research  library  collections  and  the  manage- 
ment of  research  library  funds  have  understood  in  a 
general  sense  that  a  minority  of  titles  accounts  for  a 
majority  of  use,  and  that  books  and  journals  are  sub- 
ject to  rapid  rates  of  aging  and  obsolescence.  In  a  peri- 
od of  growing  demand  for  library  services,  of  steady  or 
declining  acquisitions  budgets,  and  of  diminishing  buy- 
ing power  for  those  acquisitions  dollars  that  remain,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  restate  these  understandings  of 
patterns  of  use  of  large  library  collections  in  a  more 
candid,  if  considerably  less  felicitous,  manner.  The 
hard  facts  are  that  research  libraries  invest  very  sub- 
stantial funds  to  purchase  books  and  journals  that  are 
rarely,  or  never,  called  for,  as  well  as  equally  large 
sums  to  construct  and  maintain  buildings  designed  to 
make  accessible  quickly  titles  that  are  no  longer  either 
useful  to  or  sought  by  their  clienteles. 

Responsible  library  management  would  seem  to 
demand  major  revision  of  library  acquisitions  policies 
in  response  to  findings  such  as  these  by  the  legion  of 
investigators  who  have  provided  corroborating  evi- 
dence to  support  and  strengthen  the  original  con- 
clusions of  Fussier  and  Simon  in  1961  regarding  pat- 
terns of  use  of  research  library  collections.  Yet  such 
major  shifts  in  philosophies  of  collection  development 
have  not  occurred.  In  part,  this  is  because,  as  De  Gen- 
naro  observes  in  the  February  1971  American  Librar- 
ies, old  habits  die  hard:  "Librarians  have  a  weakness 
for  journals  and  numbered  series  of  all  kinds.  Once 
they  get  volume  1,  number  1  of  a  series,  they  are 
hooked  until  the  end." 


In  part,  the  failure  to  modify  acquisitions  prac- 
tices markedly  has  been  a  result  of  the  fact  that  only 
recently  have  networking  and  resource  sharing  devel- 
oped technologically  to  the  point  where  they  begin  to 
offer  truly  viable  alternatives  to  exclusive  local  own- 
ership. In  part,  the  slowness  of  librarians  to  act  on 
what  we  now  know  to  be  true  reflects  both  the  politics 
of  the  academic  world,  where  the  departmental  book 
budget  is  the  most  sacred  of  sacred  cows,  and  our  col- 
lective reluctance  to  accept  the  unpleasant  prospect 
that  the  new  depression  in  higher  education  is  not  a 
temporary  fiscal  indisposition  but  a  long-term  malady. 
But,  a  major  reason  for  our  not  having  altered  acquisi- 
tions practices  to  reflect  current  understandings  of  use 
patterns  is  quite  simply  that  the  gross  data  available  up 
to  this  point  have  been  too  global  in  character  and  too 
imprecise  in  nature  to  serve  as  an  adequate  basis  for 
the  reformulation  of  acquisitions  policies. 

It  is  not  particularly  helpful  for  a  bibliographer  to 
know  that  ten  percent  of  the  titles  selected  will  satisfy 
90  percent  of  client  demand  for  materials  in  a  given 
discipline,  unless  we  can  determine  which  ten  percent. 
It  is  useless  to  tell  the  acquisitions  librarian  that  half 
the  monographs  ordered  will  never  be  used,  unless  we 
can  specify  which  50  percent  to  avoid  buying.  The 
available  data  lack  sufficient  predictive  power  to  en- 
able the  librarian  to  modify  selection  practices  with  as- 
surance that  the  results  will  be  more  responsive  to  fu- 
ture client  needs.  It  is  precisely  this  problem  which  the 
Pittsburgh  Study  was  designed  to  address — in  terms  of 
LC  classifications  and  subclassifications,  based  on  the 
precise  use  patterns  for  individual  items.

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The  Pitt  study 

Initiated  in  1975  under  a  grant 
from  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
and  scheduled  for  completion  in  De- 
cember 1977.  the  Pittsburgh  Study  has 
as  its  basic  purpose  to  determine  the 
extent  to  which  library  materials  are 
used  and  the  full  cost  of  such  use.  The 
objective  is  to  develop,  through  an  in- 
tensive longitudinal  study  of  the  use  of 
books  and  journals  in  one  large,  multi- 
purpose university,  the  foundation  for: 
1)  improvement  of  acquisitions  deci- 
sions; 2)  determination  of  the  point 
when  materials  can  be  removed  from 
the  collections  or  placed  in  low-cost, 
remote  storage  facilities;  and  3)  assess- 
ment of  the  critical  points  at  which  al- 
ternatives to  local  ownership  are  eco- 
nomically feasible.  The  aim,  in  short,  is 
a  cost-benefit  model  of  the  use  of  li- 
brary materials. 

The  study  centers  on  an  examina- 
tion of  the  use  and  costs  of  books  and 
journals  in  the  libraries  of  the  Universi- 
ty of  Pittsburgh.  Pitt  is  a  large,  re- 
search-oriented, urban  multiversity, 
with  a  student  population  on  its  main 
campus  of  22,385  and  a  faculty  of 
2,153.  Its  annual  operating  budget  in 
1976-77  exceeded  $188,000,000,  of 
which  approximately  $5,300,000  went 
to  support  the  Hillman  Library,  a  cen- 
tral research  library  emphasizing  the 
humanities  and  social  sciences,  along 
with  some  20  school,  departmental, 
and  divisional  libraries,  ranging  in  size 
from  the  180,000  volume  Falk  Library 
of  the  Health  Professions  to  the  4500- 
volume  Computer  Science  Library. 
Current  holdings  university-wide  are 
estimated  at  2,900,000  volumes;  cur- 
rent acquisitions  for  1974-75  stood  at 
78,762  books  and  monographs,  exclud- 
ing microforms,  and  16,760  serial  sub- 
scriptions. 

The  Pittsburgh  Study  incorporates 
the  available  record  of  book  and  mono- 
graph acquisitions  and  loans  made  by 
the  Hillman  Library  from  October  1968 
through  June  1976.  The  existence  of  a 
virtually  complete  file  of  transactions  in 
machine-readable  form  made  possible  a 
longitudinal  study  of  collection  use  of 
unusual  scope  and  dimension,  as  well 
as  enabling  the  investigators  to  chart 
very  precisely  the  effects  of  aging  of 
materials  on  borrowing  practices.  The 


records  of  external  loans  have  been 
supplemented  by  extensive  samples  of 
in-house  use,  reserve  book  room 
charges,  and  interlibrary  loan  use. 

Patterns  of  journal  use  have  been 
studied  to  date  in  the  context  of  three 
departmental  libraries — Physics,  Life 
Sciences  (including  psychology),  and 
Engineering.  The  methodology  in- 
volves a  combination  of  observation, 
questionnaire,  and  interview  tech- 
niques, designed  to  address  such  fun- 
damental questions  as:  1)  Who  uses  the 
journals?  2)  Which  journals  are  used? 
3)  How  old  are  the  journals  that  are 
used?  4)  How  do  people  find  out  about 
the  journal  articles  they  read? 

Use  and  nonuse  of  books 

The  Pittsburgh  Study  confirms  the 
hypotheses  that:  a)  a  very  small  portion 
of  the  library's  total  collection  ac- 
counts for  by  far  the  major  portion  of 
books  used  by  the  clientele;  b)  a  great 
majority  of  those  titles  that  will  ever  be 
used  are  used  initially  one  or  more 
times  during  the  two  years  comprising 
the  year  of  acquisition  and  the  follow- 
ing year. 

When  the  complete  circulation  his- 
tory of  the  36,869  books  and  mono- 
graphs acquired  by  the  Hillman  Library 
in  the  calendar  year  1969  is  traced,  it 
becomes  evident  that  much  of  the  ma- 
terial purchased  for  this  research  li- 
brary is  seemingly  unrelated  to  any  fac- 
ulty or  student  need  as  measured  by 
calls  on  this  material.  Specifically,  an 
astonishing  40  percent  or  14.697  of  the 
36,869  books  and  monographs  original- 
ly added  to  the  Hillman  collection  in 
1969  had  never  circulated  externally 
during  the  first  seven  years  on  that  li- 
brary's shelves.  Of  the  22,172  items 
that  did  circulate  externally  during  this 
period,  16,132  items  or  73  percent  were 
borrowed  one  or  more  times  during  the 
year  of  initial  acquisition  or  the  follow- 
ing year.  The  six-year  circulation  his- 
tory of  all  books  and  monographs  ac- 
quired in  the  calendar  year  1970  exhib- 
its a  strikingly  similar  pattern. 

On  the  basis  of  these  data,  and  by 
means  cf  the  statistical  technique  of 
asymptotic  regression  analysis,  it  is 
possible  to  develop  a  mathematical 
model  that  enables  us  both  to  predict 
with  a  high  degree  of  accuracy  the 


number  of  previously  uncirculated  ti- 
tles that  will  circulate  for  the  first  time 
after  six  or  seven  years  of  ownership, 
and  to  demonstrate  the  dramatic  effect 
of  aging  on  the  patterns  of  use  of  books 
and  monographs  in  a  general  university 
research  library. 

The  Pittsburgh  Study  also  ad- 
dresses frequency  of  use,  by  tracing  the 
full  circulation  record  of  every  item 
over  the  entire  time  span  for  which  data 
are  available.  This  large  scale  study 
confirms  that  frequency  of  use  consis- 
tently exhibits  for  each  academic  year  a 
log-normal  distribution.  That  is  to  say, 
the  number  of  items  acquired,  for  ex- 
ample, in  1969  that  had  circulated  twice 
by  mid- 1976  was  approximately  half 
the  number  that  had  circulated  once, 
-the  number  of  titles  that  had  circulated 
three  times  was  approximately  half  the 
number  that  had  circulated  twice,  and 
so  on. 

It  is  frequently  argued  that  studies 
centering  on  book  use  through  an  ex- 
amination of  circulation  records  are  in- 
adequate as  a  basis  for  the  determina- 
tion of  buying  policy  because  they  fail 
to  take  into  account  the  browsing,  re- 
serve book,  or  interlibrary  loan  func- 
tions. Consequently,  the  Pittsburgh 
Study  addresses  these  specialized  uses 
on  the  basis  of  extensive  30-day  sam- 
ples of  in-library  use,  and  examination 
of  the  full  record  of  reserve  book  room 
charges  and  interlibrary  loan  transac- 
tions. The  results  offer  clear  and  sub- 
stantial evidence  to  validate  William  E. 
McGrath's  study  (College  and  Re- 
search Libraries,  July  1971)  which 
showed  a  high  positive  correlation  be- 
tween subjects  of  books  that  circulate 
externally  and  those  used  in-house. 
The  Pittsburgh  Study  reveals  that  74 
percent  of  the  titles  used  in-house  had 
also  circulated  externally;  as  the  time 
period  increases,  the  percentage  of 
matches  between  external  circulations 
and  in-house  use  can  also  be  expected 
to  increase,  ultimately  approaching, 
but  not  reaching,  100  percent.  Similar- 
ly, 99.6  percent  of  books  loaned  to  oth- 
er libraries  by  the  Hillman  Library  also 
circulated  to  Pittsburgh  users  during  a 
six-year  period,  as  did  98.1  percent  of 
the  titles  housed  in  the  reserve  book 
room.  This  suggests  that  external  circu- 
lation data  can  be  utilized  with  a  high 
level  of  confidence  to  measure  total 
book  use,  since  the  books  that  were 
used  in-house,  placed  on  reserve,  or  re- 
quested by  other  libraries  on  inter- 
library  loan  were  predominantly  the 
same  books  circulated  to  Pittsburgh 
students  and  faculty. 

To  summarize,  when  book  use  in 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh's  central 
research  library  is  studied  over  a  sev- 
en-year period,  it  is  evident  that  any 
given  book  purchased  had  only  three 
chances  in  five  of  ever  being  borrowed. 
When  a  book  did  not  circulate  within 
the  first  two  years  of  ownership,  the 
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chances  of  its  ever  being  borrowed 
were  reduced  to  less  than  one  in  five. 
And  when  a  book  did  not  circulate 
within  the  first  six  years  of  ownership, 
the  prospects  of  its  ever  being  bor- 
rowed were  reduced  to  less  than  one 
chance  in  50.  If  a  minimum  of  two  uses 
were  arbitrarily  established  ex  post  fac- 
to as  a  criterion  for  a  cost-effective  ac- 
quisition program,  56  percent  of  the  ti- 
tles purchased  in  1969  would  not  have 
been  ordered. 

In  its  current  phase,  the  Pittsburgh 
Study  is  examining  the  use  of  books 
and  monographs  in  greater  detail,  with 
a  view  to  developing  and  testing  sam- 
pling algorithms  applicable  to  more  lim- 
ited data  files  in  other  research  librar- 
ies. Preliminary  results  of  studies  com- 
pleted to  date  of  book  use  within  each 
Library  of  Congress  class  indicate  that 
for  the  seven-year  period,  there  is  rela- 
tively little  significant  short-term  varia- 
tion. Current  work  is  centering  on  the 
relationship  between  book  use  and  spe- 
cific LC  classes,  specific  academic  de- 
partments of  the  university,  and  indi- 
vidual courses.  The  results,  when  com- 
bined with  detailed  examination  of 
mean  acquisition  costs,  should  make 
possible  the  identification  of  those  LC 
classes  that  are  "high  risk'"  and  rela- 
tively "low  risk"  from  the  standpoint 
of  book  ordering. 

In  order  to  determine  the  value  for 
other  libraries  of  data  gathered  through 
use  studies  of  shorter  duration  than  our 
study,  samplings  of  data  selected  ex 
post  were  analyzed  in  comparison  with 
complete  circulation  data.  It  appears 
that  random  samples  of  loan  records 
representing  as  few  as  three  days  pro- 
duce correlations  as  high  as  .95  with 
the  total  population  in  regard  to  percent 
of  use  by  LC  class.  This  means  that  for 
libraries  that  do  not  have  complete  ret- 
rospective circulation  data  available  in 
machine-readable  form,  or  do  not 
choose  to  engage  in  a  study  of  this  mag- 
nitude, much  smaller  samples  of  ma- 
nipulable  size  can  be  used  to  identify 
aggregate  usage  patterns  within  the  LC 
classes. 

The  cost  of  book  use 

A  major  objective  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Study  has  been  to  develop  and  test  a 
method  for  estimating  the  cost  of  book 
use  that  can  be  applied  in  other  re- 
search libraries.  To  begin  with,  all  book 
costs  have  been  assigned  exclusively  to 
books  that  are  used.  That  is  to  say,  in 
assessing  "cost/benefit"  for  acquisi- 
tions, the  museum  or  archival  value  of 
unused  titles  has  been  relegated  to  an 
unaffordable  category. 

Proceeding  on  this  basis,  two  alter- 
native methods  which  are  applicable  to 
other  libraries  have  been  developed  for 
estimating  the  cost  of  book  use.  The 
first  approach  treats  book  acquisitions 
as  a  variable  cost,  while  the  second 


considers  books  as  an  investment,  and 
the  imputed  interest  on  this  investment 
as  a  fixed  cost.  (Both  methods  are  de- 
scribed by  Jacob  Cohen  in  his  paper 
"Book  Cost  and  Book  Use:  The  Eco- 
nomics of  a  University  Library"  in  Li- 

!  brary  Resource  Sharing,  ed.  by  Allen 
Kent  and  Thomas  J.  Galvin  and  pub- 
lished in  1977  by  Marcel  Dekker. 

Using  the  "variable  cost"  method, 
the  costs  of  new  book  use  for  the  Hill- 
man  Library,  based  on  data  for  the  fis- 
cal year  1974-75,  are  computed  at 
$139.94  per  item  and  $70.54  per  trans- 
action for  each  new  title  in  the  initial 

I  year  of  ownership.  For  older  books, 
the  comparable  data  are  $15.65  per  title 

j  and  $7.63  per  transaction.  Combining 
these  data,  the  Pittsburgh  Study  calcu- 
lates a  mean  use  cost  per  title  of  $24. 1 1 

'  and  per  transaction  of  $11.75. 

Treating  books  as  an  investment, 
by  the  alternative  "fixed  cost,  imputed 
interest"  method,  no  distinction  is 
made  between  the  costs  of  use  for  new 
and  old  titles.  Applying  this  approach 
to  the  Hillman  Library  for  fiscal  year 
1974-75,  mean  costs"  of  $18.09  per 
transaction  and  $33.98  per  title  are  ob- 
tained. By  employing  these  alternative 
approaches,  it  is  possible  to  specify  the 
true  costs  of  maintaining  a  large  book 
stock,  only  a  portion  of  which  is  used 
by    the    research    library's    clientele. 

I  Such  data,  when  refined  and  dis- 
aggregated by  LC  class  in  the  next 
stage  of  the  study,  are  intended  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  first  step  in  evaluat- 
ing resource  sharing  opportunities  in 
terms  of  the  dollar  "trade-offs"   be- 

!  tween  decisions  to  purchase  and  deci- 
sions to  borrow. 

Journal  use  and  nonuse 

The   second   major  focus   of  the 
Pittsburgh  Study  is  patterns  of  journal 
!  use,  with  a  special  emphasis  on  science 
I  and  engineering.   Initial   studies  have 
'  examined  use  in  three  departmental  li- 
j  braries — Physics,     Engineering,     and 
Life  Sciences  (including  psychology). 
Chemistry  and  computer  science  jour- 
nal use  patterns  are  scheduled  to  be  re- 
viewed in  the  next  stages  of  the  study. 
To  date,  the  results  of  an  extensive 
i  sample  of  journal  use  have  established 
that  a  high  percentage  of  all  types  of 
[  use  by  all  categories  of  patrons  is  re- 
j  lated  to  a  very  small  portion  of  the  total 
j  journal  collection.  Of  298  current  jour- 
nals subscribed  to  by  the  Physics  Li- 
brary, only  37  percent  (110  titles)  ac- 
counted   for   all   journal    use    in    the 
sample.  Thirty-four  titles,  11.4  percent 
of  the  total  current  subscriptions,  ac- 
counted for  70  percent  of  all  observed 
and  recorded  use  of  physics  journals. 
In  Life  Sciences,  including  psychology, 
of  a  total  of  507  journals  subscribed  to, 
only  21.5  percent  (109  titles)  were  used 
during   the   sample   period.    Fifty-one 
journals,  ten  percent  of  the  total  cur- 
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rent  collection,  provided  for  70  percent 
of  all  use.  The  most  striking  observa- 
tions relate  to  engineering  journals, 
where  8.4  percent  of  the  total  current 
collection.  58  of  687  titles,  accounted 
for  all  observed  journal  use. 

Preliminary  results  of  the  journal 
use  studs  suggest  that  the  effect  of  ag- 
ing is  even  more  pronounced  in  the  use 
of  journals  than  in  the  use  of  books  and 
monographs.  The  primary  use — 66  per- 
cent in  life  sciences,  76  percent  in  engi- 
neering, and  80  percent  in  physics — is 
of  issues  of  journals  published  in  the 
current  year  or  the  last  five  years. 

These  findings  affirm  the  conclu- 
sions of  many  earlier  studies  of  journal 
use  in  various  disciplines.  They  are  par- 
ticularly significant,  however,  since 
they  relate  to  fields  that  are  customarily 
characterized  as  "journal-intensive," 
that  is.  where  the  journal  is  considered 
the  medium  of  paramount  importance 
in  the  dissemination  of  new  informa- 
tion. This  is  frequently  a  justification 
for  the  maintenance  of  an  extensive  list 
of  current  journal  subscriptions,  but 
the  evidence  of  the  Pittsburgh  Study 
makes  clear  that  actual  patterns  of  jour- 
nal use  do  not  justify  large  numbers  of 
current  subscriptions  to  a  wide  range  of 
titles.  Preliminary  data,  taking  into  ac- 
count only  subscription  costs,  result  in 
initial  estimates  ranging  from  $3  per  use 
for  physics  journals  to  $6.70  per  use  for 
engineering  periodicals.  These  esti- 
mates will  be  refined,  and  compared 
with  patterns  and  costs  of  journal  use  in 
other  disciplinary  areas,  in  subsequent 
stages  of  the  study. 


Significance  of  the  findings 

The  intent  of  the  Pittsburgh  Study 
has  been  to  develop  meaningful  ways 
of  measuring  the  extent  to  which  mate- 
rials are  used  in  a  university  research 
library,  and  to  examine  the  actual  costs 
of  use.  It  was  anticipated  that  many  of 
the  titles  purchased  for  research  librar- 
ies were  rarely  or  never  used,  and  that 
the  financial  consequences  of  the  ex- 
tensive approach  to  collection  devel- 
opment are  beyond  ordinary  expecta- 
tions. The  results  to  date  substantially 
support  these  hypotheses. 

The  book  use  study  shows  that 
present  selection  and  acquisition  tech- 
niques result  in  40  percent  of  the  ac- 
quired books  and  monographs  not  cir- 
culating. Previous  investigations  con- 
ducted elsewhere  make  clear  that  this 
pattern  is  by  no  means  unique  to  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh.  The  question 
is,  can  research  libraries  continue  to  af- 
ford to  purchase  material  that  is  not 
likely  to  be  used?  Can  the  ability  of  the 
acquisitions  librarian  to  predict  use  and 
select  books  that  closely  match  the 
needs  of  the  user  community  be  en- 
hanced by  feedback  data  derived  from 
studies  which  enable  the  librarian  to 
track  the  consequences  of  acquisitions 
decisions  in  terms  of  use?  At  a  mini- 
mum, smaller  scale  investigations, 
which  the  Pittsburgh  Study  has  shown, 
can  be  conducted  at  relatively  low  cost 
while  producing  highly  reliable  data, 
should  provide  an  improved  basis  for 
evaluating  resource  sharing  as  an  alter- 
native to  exclusive  local  ownership.  As 


the  costs  of  resource  sharing  become 
available,  and  as  the  results  of  simula- 
tion studies  now  being  conducted  in 
conjunction  with  this  investigation 
make  it  possible  to  assess  more  closely 
the  effectiveness  of  alternative  net- 
working configurations  in  terms  of  use 
and  cost  data,  the  trade-offs  between 
"acquire"  and  "borrow"  should  be- 
come increasingly  evident.  While  it  is 
recognized  that  cost  and  use  are  by  no 
means  the  sole  bases  by  which  the  val- 
ue of  a  large  research  collection  can  or 
should  be  determined,  they  do  repre- 
sent significant  measures  that  no  re- 
sponsible person  can  or  should  ignore. 

A  further  implication  of  the  study 
is  to  provide  the  acquisitions  librarian 
with  data  to  present  to  administrators, 
faculty  groups,  and  library  committees. 
It  has  been  hypothesized  that  in  the  ab- 
sence of  data,  purchase  decisions  are 
often  made  in  response  to  campus  po- 
litical pressures.  The  results  of  this 
study  should  enhance  the  ability  of  the 
librarian  to  make  negative  acquisitions 
decisions  "stick." 

The  extent  of  nonuse  of  science 
and  engineering  journals  is  both  sur- 
prising and  significant  in  light  of  a  study 
of  library  budgetary  practices  reported 
by  Herbert  S.  White  at  the  1976  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Special  Libraries  As- 
sociation ("Economic  Interaction  be- 
tween Special  Libraries  and  Publishers 
of  Scholarly  and  Research  Journals — 
Results  of  an  NSF  Study").  White 
found  that  libraries  faced  with  reduced 
materials  budgets,  or  forced  to  live 
with  the  consequences  of  diminished 
buying  power,  tend  to  maintain  journal 
subscriptions  at  the  expense  of  the 
book  and  monograph  budget.  The  re- 
sults of  the  Pittsburgh  Study  strongly 
suggest  the  desirability  of  reversing  this 
practice,  increasing  dependence  on 
journal  resource  sharing,  and  removing 
back  files  to  lower-cost  storage  facil- 
ities. They  offer,  as  well,  evidence  to 
support  a  reduction  in  current  journal 
binding  in  light  of  the  rapid  drop-off  of 
use  of  journals  with  age.  The  result 
would  both  lower  binding  costs  and  re- 
duce user  frustration  at  finding  high-de- 
mand issues  unavailable  because  they 
are  at  the  bindery. 

Finally,  the  results  of  the  current 
study  also  have  implications  for  pub- 
lishers. Decisions  that  may  be  made  to 
reduce  the  number  of  publications  pur- 
chased are  likely  to  lead  to  reduction  of 
print  runs  and  further  price  increases 
for  the  smaller  number  of  copies  which 
must  then  carry  the  burden  of  the  basic 
publication  costs.  This,  of  course, 
could  ultimately  precipitate  a  price  in- 
crease spiral.  An  alternative  response 
by  the  publishing  industry,  other  than 
ceasing  publication  of  some  materials, 
would  be  to  package  information  prod- 
ucts in  different,  less  costly,  forms,  or 
change  the  nature  of  the  products  sub- 
stantially. 
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IT  ALL  STARTED  on  the  afternoon  of 
April  8,  1976  in  the  East  Norfolk  Dis- 
trict Court  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts 
with  a  Judge  and  seven  librarians  sit- 
ting around  a  long  table  discussing  the 
new  "EARN-IT"  program.  (This  is  a 
program  by  which  youthful  offenders 
are  given  temporary  employment  to 
earn  money  to  pay  court  costs  and/or 
restitution.  For  some  time  now  the 
South  Shore  librarians  have  been  in- 
volved with  the  EARN-IT  program — 
giving  jobs  to  young  people  who  have 
committed  minor  misdemeanors.  Rob- 
ert Flaherty,  coordinator  of  the  pro- 
gram, has  placed  numerous  young  of- 
fenders in  the  libraries,  where  they 
have  worked  in  custodial  and  clerical 
capacities — typing,  filing,  and  tele- 
phoning about  the  ever-present  over- 
due books.) 


phlet  or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a 
law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or  incor- 
porated library  for  30  days  after  a  writ- 
ten notice  to  such  a  person  and  to  his 
parent  or  guardian,  if  he  is  a  minor, 
from  the  librarian  thereof,  containing  a 
copy  of  this  section  and  sent  by  certi- 
fied mail  after  the  expiration  of  the  time 
during  which,  by  the  regulations  of 
such  library,  such  book,  newspaper, 
magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may 
be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars." 

In  the  past,  despite  the  statement 
of  the  law,  librarians  have  been  reluc- 
tant to  burden  an  already  overworked 
court.  The  East  Norfolk  Court  is  the 
third  busiest  court  in  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The    retrieval    of    long    overdue 


Retrieving  Overdue 
Materials  in  Court 


On  this  April  afternoon  the  ques- 
tion of  these  "long  overdue  books" 
arose.  As  the  discussion  continued. 
Judge  Albert  L.  Kramer  became  more 
and  more  concerned. 

"Why  not  bring  these  people  to 
Court?,"  he  queried. 

That  was  the  beginning  of  "Opera- 
tion Library"  in  Quincy,  originated  by 
Judge  Kramer  and  the  librarians  of  the 
seven  districts  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  East  Norfolk  Court — Braintree, 
Cohasset,  Holbrook,  Milton,  Ran- 
dolph, Quincy,  and  Weymouth. 

Massachusetts  takes  its  libraries 
seriously.  There  is  a  state  law  [Chapter 
266,  Section  100]  dealing  with  the  in- 
jury and  disfacement  of  library  materi- 
als, which  carries  the  punishment  of 
imprisonment  for  a  possible  six 
months. 

In  the  same  Massachusetts  law, 
there  is  a  part  which  reads  as  follows: 
"Whoever  wilfully  and  without  right, 
or  wantonly  and  without  cause  detains 
a  book,  newspaper,   magazine,   pam- 


books  has  been  a  massive  problem  for 
these  seven  librarians.  It  is  a  serious  fi- 
nancial business  nowadays,  as  the 
price  of  books  has  risen  dramatically.  It 
is  not  unusual  for  delinquent  patrons  to 
have  $50  worth  of  books  (and  records) 
long  overdue  and  never  returned. 

Eleanor  Cooney  of  the  Tufts  Li- 
brary in  Weymouth  has  depended  upon 
"overdue"  notices  and  telephone  calls, 
finally  sending  a  bill  accompanied  by  a 
statement  that  a  lack  of  response  may 
bring  a  court  summons.  She  feels  that 
the  problem  of  long  overdue  books  is 
magnified  in  Weymouth  because  of  the 
many  apartment  buildings  in  the  city. 
This  fact  makes  for  a  transient  popu- 
lation, with  library  patrons  moving  and 
leaving  no  forwarding  address. 

In  1972,  Weymouth's  Tufts  Li- 
brary and  its  branches  had  a  total  of 
1,835  books  never  returned  over  a 
three-year  period. 

Inez  McCarthy  of  the  Turner  Free 
Library  in  Randolph  customarily  sends 
"first  overdue  notices."  After  20  days 


she  sends  a  second  notice  in  the  form  of 
a  letter  quoting  the  pertinent  Massa- 
chusetts law.  After  this,  telephone  calls 
are  made,  bills  are  sent  and  finally,  the 
library  custodian  is  sent  to  the  of- 
fender's house  requesting  return  of  the 
book  or  books. 

Marjorie  Wagner  of  the  Braintree 
Free  Library  uses  the  MultiForm,  by 
which  three  notices  are  typed  at  once. 
At  the  present  time,  however,  due  to 
the  high  cost  of  postage,  only  one  no- 
tice is  being  mailed.  After  a  week,  a 
telephone  call  is  made.  Finally,  a  bill  is 
sent  by  certified  mail. 

Warren  Watson  of  the  Quincy 
Public  Library  sends  a  letter  out  after 
one  month.  After  two  months  a  black- 
list letter  is  sent,  stating  that  the  bor- 
rower's card  is  no  longer  good  in  any 
Quincy  library.  (Formerly,  three  post- 
card notices  were  sent  out,  then  a 
warning  letter,  finally,  a  "constable  let- 
ter" whereby  a  policeman  was  sent  di- 
rectly to  the  borrower's  home  request- 
ing that  he  or  she  pay  for  the  book  or 
books.) 

Richard  Hayes,  director  of  the 
Paul  Pratt  Memorial  Library  in  Cohas- 
set, estimates  that  six  out  of  200  hours 
scheduled  weekly  are  spent  in  attempt- 
ing to  retrieve  overdue  material.  Six 
thousand  postcards  and  letters  are  sent 
out  yearly  from  the  Cohasset  Library. 

The  other  libraries  have  similar 
means  of  trying  to  retrieve  overdue 
books. 

With  the  present  high  cost  of  post- 
age, it  is  easy  to  see  how  expensive 
these  methods  are  and,  too  often,  how 
successful.  It  is  estimated  that  a  single 
appearance  in  court  by  the  librarian 
will  cut  costs  drastically  and  prove 
more  effective  in  the  long  run. 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting  between 
the  librarians  and  Judge  Kramer,  a  let- 
ter was  designed — a  request  for  the  is- 
suance of  criminal  complaints — and  a 
form  by  which  each  librarian  would  list 
the  name,  address,  and  age  (if  under  17 
years)  of  those  persons  who  had  not  re- 
turned library  books  after  repeated 
requests  had  been  made.  This  list  was 
to  be  mailed  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
by  the  first  Friday  of  each  odd  month. 

On  August  6,  the  first  Friday  of  the 
month,  copies  of  Form  I  (the  list  of  per- 
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sons  with  books  long  overdue)  began 
coming  in. 

Marjorie  Shaw,  librarian  of  the  Mil- 
ton Public  Library,  sent  in  a  list  of  16 
names.  Eleanor  Cooney.  librarian  of 
Tufts  Library  in  Weymouth,  listed  five 
names.  Marjorie  Wagner,  librarian  of 
the  Braintree  Public  Library,  sent  in  a 
list  of  eight  names. 

A  special  clerk.  James  Foley,  was 
appointed  to  handle  these  lists.  When 
he  received  them  he  sent  out  a  letter  to 
each  person  on  the  lists,  quoting  Mass. 
Law.  Chapter  266,  Section  100,  noti- 
fying the  offending  library  patrons  that 
a  request  had  been  made  by  the  librari- 
an of  his  or  her  city  or  town  for  the  is- 
suance of  a  criminal  complaint.  The  let- 
ter also  stated  that  a  Hearing  as  to 
whether  such  a  complaint  should  issue 
would  be  held  on  the  fourth  Friday  of 
the  month. 

Sixty-five  percent  of  the  persons 
receiving  the  "criminal  complaint"  let- 
ter responded  immediately.  In  Milton, 
four  persons  had  settled  up,  with  one 
individual  returning  S50  worth  of 
books.  In  Weymouth,  four  out  of  five 
persons  settled  up  at  once.  Only  in 
Braintree  was  there  no  immediate  re- 
sponse to  the  letter. 

On  Friday,  August  27,  the  first  Li- 
brary Hearing  was  held  in  the  Quincy 
Courthouse  in  Jury  Room  B  at  10  a.m. 
with  Court  Clerk.  James  Foley,  pre- 
siding. The  Tufts  Library  of  Weymouth 
brought  only  one  name  to  the  Hearing. 
Before  the  Hearing  started,  this  indi- 
vidual appeared  bringing  with  her  two 
long  unreturned  books.  She  apologized 
for  the  delay  in  returning  them,  ex- 
plaining that  she  had  moved  and  inad- 
vertently packed  the  library  books 
along  with  her  own  volumes.  The 
Braintree  librarian  brought  six  names 
to  the  Hearing,  having  finally  had  two 
responses  to  the  Court's  letter.  One  li- 
brary patron  had  moved  and  left  no  for- 
warding address.  Five  names,  there- 
fore, were  noted  for  complaints  to  be 
issued.  Total  cost  of  these  unreturned 
books  was  $90.07. 

The  Milton  librarian  received  four 
responses  from  her  original  list  and  was 
able  to  settle  up  satisfactorily  with  these 
patrons.  By  the  time  she  appeared  at 
the  Hearing,  she  had  received  positive 
responses  from  three  more  patrons. 
Another  patron  returned  all  but  one 
book  for  which  she  was  still  searching. 

One  gentleman  telephoned  the  Li- 
brary and  the  Court  requesting  a  con- 
tinuance of  two  weeks  to  enable  him  to 
make  a  further  search  for  his  book. 
Two  patrons  paid  substantial  sums  of 
money  but  still  owed  more.  One  indi- 
vidual proved  to  be  in  the  Military 
Service  but  his  parents  agreed  to 
search  for  his  unreturned  books.  Two 
patrons  moved,  leaving  no  forwarding 
address.  Another  had  married  and  had 
also  moved,  with  no  address  available. 
Only  one  individual  made  no  response 


whatsoever.  However,  it  was  believed 
that  she  may  be  on  a  protracted  vaca- 
tion and  so  had  not  received  the 
Court's  letter  or.  indeed,  any  of  the  Li- 
brary's communications. 

With  the  exception  of  those  library 
patrons  who  have  moved,  the  response 
to  the  Court's  letter  is  now  100  percent, 
without  the  issuance  of  any  criminal 
complaints. 

When  asked,  none  of  the  librarians 
reported  any  unpleasant  repercussions 
from  this  perhaps  rather  drastic  pro- 
ceeding. All  agreed  that  in  the  past  they 
have  been  able  to  go  just  so  far  in  re- 
trieving overdue  library  books,  after 
which  their  hands  were  tied. 

It  has  been  slightly  more  than  a 
year  now  since  the  Quincy  District 
Court  started  its  Library  Program.  In 
this  period,  we  have  arraigned  library 
patrons  who  have  ignored  the  Court's 
warning  letter,  and  have  issued  default 
warrants  for  those  who  have  not  ap- 
peared in  Court  as  requested. 

Of  the  seven  libraries  in  the  area  of 
the  Court's  jurisdiction,  five  have  par- 
ticipated actively  in  the  Program.  The 
Milton  Public  Library,  the  Thomas 
Crane  Public  Library  in  Quincy.  and 
the  Tufts  Library  in  Weymouth  have  all 
participated  regularly. 

The  Braintree  Public  Library  has 
participated  occasionally.  The  Hol- 
brook  Public  Library  participated  in 
the  Program  in  November.  At  this  time, 
16  out  of  18  Holbrook  library  patrons 
settled  their  accounts  after  receiving 
the  Court's  warning  letter.  In  April  the 
Holbrook  Library  budget  for  certified 
mail  was  depleted,  but.  hopefully,  they 
will  participate  in  the  future. 


After  the  early  100  percent  re- 
turns, the  rate  of  response  on  returns  of 
long  overdue  library  materials  has  been 
about  75  percent.  The  early  months  of 
the  Program  benefitted  from  the  shock 
effect  of  the  use  of  the  Court  as  an  aid 
by  the  public  libraries. 

The  Court  has  received  very  few 
reports  of  irate  library  patrons  con- 
demning the  new  procedure.  It  has 
been  accepted  quite  peacefully. 

With  the  start  of  the  second  year  of 
the  Library  Program,  the  feeling  at  the 
Quincy  Court  is  that  the  Court  is  serv- 
ing the  community  in  yet  another  way. 
According  to  Andrew  Klein,  director  of 
the  EARN-IT  Program,  the  libraries 
will  continue  to  use  their  customary 
means  to  retrieve  overdue  material. 
However,  at  the  point  when,  formerly, 
they  had  been  rendered  impotent,  the 
use  of  the  Quincy  District  Court,  and 
the  prospect  of  constructive  fear,  have 
given  them  additional  tools. 

For  too  long  the  problem  of  unre- 
turned library  books  has  been  a  matter 
of  grave  concern  only  to  librarians.  To 
the  general  public  it  has  been  consid- 
ered at  most  a  venial  sin  if,  indeed,  it 
has  really  been  considered  at  all. 

However,  with  the  cost  of  books 
rising  sharply,  it  is  no  longer  a  matter  of 
small  financial  consideration.  Losses  of 
library  books  once  counted  in  the  hun- 
dreds of  dollars  are  now  a  matter  of 
tens  of  thousands. 

If  this  library  program  can  work  in 
an  already  overcrowded  court,  it  cer- 
tainly has  implications  for  other  courts. 
As  Judge  Kramer  says.  "The  Court  is 
here  to  help  the  community.  Why  not 
use  it?" 


An  ILL  Policy 
Directory: 

making  sharing  easier 


INTERLIBRARY  LOAN  (ILL)  seems 
to  be  one  of  those  services  within  li- 
brarianship  that  requires  no  defense;  to 
those  who  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
service — whether  a  librarian  with  a  lim- 
ited budget  or  a  library  user  with  a  lim- 
ited collection — the  benefits  are  obvi- 
ous. Still,  for  the  librarian  filling  ILL 
requests,    there    are    equally    evident 


problems  within  the  general  effort  of 
trying  to  get  material  from  another  li- 
brary, among  which  the  most  important 
are  1)  knowing  what  librarians  are  most 
likely  to  be  able  to  fill  a  request  on  a 
certain  subject,  and  2)  knowing  exactly 
what  a  potential  lending  library's  poli- 
cies are. 

A   solution  to  these  and  related 
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problems  is  an  interlibrary  loan  policy 
directory,  several  of  which  have  been 
developed  on  national  and  state  levels. 
However,  there  are  many  areas  of  the 
country  not  served  adequately  or  at  all 
by  such  directories,  with  respect  to  ge- 
ography and  selection  of  the  libraries 
that  are  described.  In  order  to  rectify 
this  problem  in  its  own  region,  the  Bris- 
tol Public  Library  developed  an  inter- 
library  loan  policy  directory  that  in- 
cludes 30  libraries  within  19  counties  of 
upper  East  Tennessee.  In  addition  to 
the  fact  that  the  directory  has  proved  to 
be  quite  useful,  it  is  noteworthy  that  it 
was  developed  by  a  small  library  (com- 
munity 45,000)  at  a  cost  of  under  $70. 

The  Bristol  Public  Library's  direc- 
tory is  fashioned  after  one  put  out  by 
the  Virginia  State  Library,  the  major 
difference  being  that  ours  has  an  index 
for  subjects  that  are  emphasized  in  the 
participating  libraries'  collections.  Af- 
ter determining  that  no  such  directory 
already  exists  in  Tennessee  or  our  re- 
gion, we  decided  to  produce  one  for  the 
upper  half  of  East  Tennessee.  Prospec- 
tive libraries  to  be  included  were  found 
in  the  American  Library  Directory  and 
consisted  of  all  academic  and  special  li- 
braries, and  public  libraries  with  at 
least  40,000  volumes. 

Fifty-four  libraries  were  selected 
and  approached  with  a  questionnaire 
composed  of  six  parts.  Indicated  in  part 
one  were:  the  address  for  ILL  service, 
telephone  number,  total  number  of  vol- 
umes, and  total  number  of  periodical  ti- 
tles. Part  two  consisted  of  a  checklist  of 
the  more  well-known  verification 
sources,  with  a  supplemental  list  of 
more  obscure  and  expensive  bibliogra- 
phies for  medium  and  large  academic  li- 
braries. The  purpose  of  the  third  part 
was  to  show  the  subjects  which  are 
strong  or  at  least  emphasized  in  the  col- 
lection. Part  four  described  the  lending 
policies  for  books,  periodicals,  news- 
papers, microform,  government  docu- 
ments (depositories  only),  and  theses 
and  dissertations  (academic  libraries 
only).  The  questions  asked  whether  or 
not  a  certain  item  is  lent  through  ILL, 
what  the  length  of  the  loan  is,  whether 
the  loan  is  renewable,  and  if  the  item  is 
to  be  insured.  The  fifth  part  described 
photoduplication  service:  whether  it  is 
offered  and  the  price  per  page  (frame 
for  microform  to  hard  copy),  whether 
there  is  a  service/handling  charge  or  a 
minimum  charge,  and  whether  there  is 
a  number  below  which  there  is  no 
charge.  Finally,  part  six  indicates  the  li- 
brary's billing  policy:  if  postage,  in- 
surance, or  handling  charges  are  made, 
whether  payment  is  made  by  pre- 
payment or  by  invoice,  and  to  whom 
checks  are  to  be  made  payable. 

Accompanying  the  questionnaire 
was  a  page  answering  questions  a  li- 
brarian might  have  about  the  purpose 
or  time-table  of  the  directory's  devel- 
opment.  Emphasis  was  given  to  the 


fact  that  our  asking  them  to  participate 
was  in  no  way  a  proposal  for  or  an  in- 
vitation to  any  sort  of  consortium,  net- 
work, or  association.  It  was  further 
stressed  that  inclusion  in  the  directory 
would  not  obligate  any  library  to  lend 
material  to  any  other  library,  in  the  di- 
rectory or  not. 

Of  the  libraries  approached.  33  (61 
percent)  accepted  the  invitation,  two  of 
which  failed  to  return  the  question- 
naire, and  two  of  which  were  dropped. 
(One  turned  out  to  be  a  branch  of  a 
larger  library,  while  the  other  lends  ma- 
terial only  through  its  regional  library.) 
The  libraries  declining  the  invitation 
were  small  public  and  special  libraries. 
The  reasons  given  for  declining  were  1) 
smallness  of  the  collection;  having  little 
to  offer,  and  2)  low  volume  of  ILL 
requests;  having  little  to  gain.  Particu- 
larly gratifying  were  the  encourage- 
ment and  the  desire  to  share  resources 
often  expressed  by  the  ILL  librarians 
of  the  large  libraries. 

The  information  in  the  question- 
naires was  condensed  so  that  each  li- 
brary is  described  on  a  single  page.  Ap- 
proximately 40  hours  were  required  to 
complete  the  final  copy,  including  mak- 
ing the  subject  index,  typing,  photo- 
copying, collating,  and  mailing. 

In  addition  to  the  expenditure  of 


staff  time,  there  were  costs  for  material 
and  postage:  each  questionnaire  cost 
$.50  to  produce  and  mail,  while  each  di- 
rectory cost  $1.25.  The  participating  li- 
braries received  free  copies  and,  to 
help  defray  the  expenses  and  to  make 
the  directory  available  to  the  34  non- 
participating  libraries,  the  Bristol  Pub- 
lic Library  has  offered  the  directory  to 
them  at  $2  each. 

There  are  two  basic  benefits  of- 
fered by  the  directory.  First,  the  sub- 
ject index  helps  the  ILL  librarian  to  be 
more  selective  in  his  choice  of  potential 
lending  libraries,  thereby  increasing  the 
probability  of  success  per  request.  Sec- 
ond, with  the  ILL  policies  of  each  li- 
brary having  been  clarified,  there  will 
be  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  unex- 
pected refusals,  misunderstandings, 
and  avoidable  reorderings.  An  example 
of  this  is  that  some  libraries  send  bills, 
while  others  demand  prepayment.  Con- 
fusion on  this  point  can  result  in  an  un- 
necessarily long  wait  for  requested  ma- 
terial. 

Of  course,  the  ultimate  goal  of  the 
directory  is  to  improve  ILL  service  for 
library  users  while  saving  staff  time  and 
effort,  i.e.,  money.  Perhaps  other  li- 
braries will  continue  this  improvement 
by  developing  similar  directories  for 
their  local  areas. 


Developing 
ft  Computerised 

Organisation  File 


MONROE  COUNTY,  with  a  popu- 
lation of  85,000,  is  located  in  South 
Central  Indiana.  It  is  a  county  of  so- 
cially aware  and  active  people.  The 
uniqueness  of  this  community  is  due  in 
part  to  Indiana  University,  which  is  lo- 
cated in  Bloomington,  the  largest  city 
in  Monroe  County.  Bloomington  ac- 
counts for  over  half  of  the  county's  to- 
tal population.  The  presence  of  Indiana 
University  provides  Bloomington  with 
a  large,  cosmopolitan,  and  transient 
group  of  residents  and  brings  to  the 
county  many  of  the  interests  (and  some 


of  the  problems)  of  a  much  larger  urban 
community.  Because  of  the  unique 
configuration  and  mobility  of  the  popu- 
lation, it  has  been  difficult  to  keep  up- 
to-date  information  about  civic,  special 
interest  groups,  clubs,  and  organiza- 
tions. 

Monroe  County  Public  Library  has 
long  felt  the  need  to  develop  services  in 
the  area  of  Information  and  Referral  (I 
&  R).  A  study  by  students  of  Indiana 
University  Graduate  Library  School  in- 
dicated that  social  service  agencies  did 
not  consider  the  library  a  viable  and  ac-

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tive  referral  agency  in  the  community. 
(See  Kriss  Taya  Ostrom.  "Public  Li- 
braries and  Community  I  &  R 
Agencies:  Partners  in  the  Same  Busi- 
'."•  RQ,  Fall  1975.  p.  25-28.)  One 
of  the  most  obvious  ways  of  raising  the 
consciousness  of  the  community  about 
the  library  as  an  I  &  R  specialist  was  to 
develop  our  facilities  as  the  central 
source  of  information  about  all  clubs, 
organizations,  and  social  services  in 
Monroe  County. 

In  keeping  with  its  policy  to  devel- 
op the  library  along  the  lines  of  a  Com- 
munin  Information  Center,  Monroe 
County  Public  Library  has  undertaken 
the  task  of  compiling  and  maintaining 


an  up-to-date  and  accurate  file  direc- 
tory of  county  groups  and  resources. 
This  project  was  undertaken  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  members  of  the  local  Com- 
munity Service  Council  (a  United  Way 
funded  organization  to  coordinate  the 
services  of  established  agencies  and  to 
identify  unmet  community  needs)  as  an 
attempt  to  consolidate  and  avoid  dupli- 
cation of  effort  among  some  300  social 
service  agencies.  Many  agencies  were 
maintaining  and  compiling  individual 
directories,  referrals,  and  mailing  lists. 
It  became  apparent  that  a  manual  com- 
pilation of  approximately  1000  organi- 
zations, and  the  manipulation  of  the  in- 
formation,  was  an  inordinately  time-

consuming  and  expensive  operation; 
indeed  it  was  almost  more  trouble  than 
it  was  worth. 

The  project  of  committing  the  bas- 
ic data  needed  to  maintain  and  update 
the  Organization  Directory  to  comput- 
er was  presented  by  the  library  to  the 
Indiana  University  Graduate  Library 
School  as  a  potential  student  project. 
The  initial  phases  of  the  Monroe  Coun- 
ty Public  Library  Community  Organi- 
zation File  were  cooperatively  devel- 
oped by  the  Reference  Department  and 
students  of  the  Indiana  University 
Graduate  Library  School.  Planned  and 
put  into  operation  after  review  and 
study  of  the  literature  and  documenta- 
tion of  library  and  nonlibrary  informa- 
tion and  referral  projects  throughout 
the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Great 
Britain,  the  final  updated  list  of  approx- 
imately 850  organizations  was  assigned 
to  95  designated  subject  headings.  The 
computerized  data  base  provides  up-to- 
date  information  about  organizations  in 
Monroe  County.  Broader  in  scope  than 
most  files  currently  in  operation,  its 
aim  is  to  enable  the  community  to  make 
the  best  possible  use  of  the  human 
services  available  and  to  provide  quick 
and  easy  access  to  the  multitude  of  spe- 
cial interest  groups,  clubs,  schools, 
churches,  governmental  agencies,  so- 
cial service  agencies,  and  institutions  in 
the  county. 

At  present  more  than  850  organiza- 
tions are  included  in  the  permanent 
data  base.  The  following  information 
has  been  included  for  each:  1)  name  of 
organization;  2)  address;  3)  telephone 
number;  4)  contact  person;  5)  his  or  her 
election  date;  and  6)  date  the  informa- 
tion was  most  recently  verified.  This  in- 
formation is  kept  current  through  mail- 
ings and  direct  telephone  contact,  the 
latter  being  usually  more  successful. 
Organizations  which  hold  elections  are 
contacted  the  month  of  the  election  and 
others  are  contacted  annually.  In  addi- 
tion, the  local  media  are  checked  daily 
for  new  organizations  and  update  infor- 
mation. 

The  file  appears  in  four  volumes: 
Volume  One  (the  "dump")  is  a  com- 
plete list  of  the  data  base  as  it  appears 
on  magnetic  tape,  in  accession  number 
order;  Volume  Two  is  an  alphabetical 
listing  of  all  organizations,  including 
the  basic  data  for  each  organization 
(name,  contact  person,  address,  and 
phone  number).  Cross  references  have 
been  provided  from  obsolete  or  variant 
forms  of  the  names.  Volume  Three  is  a 
list  of  all  organizations  sorted  by  sub- 
ject heading.  Volume  Four  is  a  listing 
of  95  subject  headings  with  1 10  "see  al- 
so" references  to  direct  the  user  to 
closely  related  subject  headings.  Vol- 
ume Four  is  manually  maintained. 
Computer  printed  mailing  labels  are  al- 
so available  for  all  or  any  part  of  the 
file. 

The  major  programming  to  main- 
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tain  and  update  the  file  was  done  by  a 
Systems  Programmer  for  Indiana  Uni- 
versity as  a  volunteer  project  for  the 
library. 

The  data  base  for  the  Community 
Organization  File  is  stored  on  magnetic 
recording  tape.  There  are  four  tapes 
used  in  a  cyclical  fashion.  Information 
on  the  old  "current"  data  base  tape 
acts  as  backup  for  the  "current"  data 
base  tape.  The  backup  tape  and  card 
deck  of  modifications  should  be  saved, 
in  case  of  damage  to  the  now  "current" 
database. 

There  are  six  computer  programs 
in  the  package.  All  have  been  written  to 
minimize  the  computer  knowledge  re- 
quired of  the  data  base  manager.  The 
following  is  a  brief  description  of  the 
most  frequently  used  programs. 

Modify  is  used  to  add  or  delete  all 
information  kept  about  an  organization 
and  to  modify,  update,  or  correct  se- 
lected information  about  an  organiza- 
tion. The  data  is  checked  for  errors  and 
appropriate  error  messages  are  printed. 

Update  provides  a  list  of  those  or- 
ganizations which  should  be  contacted 
for  updating. 

List  is  a  very  versatile  program 
which  provides  the  following:  1)  mail- 
ing labels  for  all  or  selected  organiza- 
tions; 2)  listings  of  all  or  selected  orga- 
nizations, their  contact  person,  etc., 
sorted  by  subject  headings;  3)  listings 
of  selected  organizations,  their  contact 
person,   etc.,   sorted   by   organization 


name;  4)  listings  of  all  organizations, 
their  contact  person,  etc.,  and  name 
cross  references,  sorted  by  organiza- 
tion and  name  cross  reference. 

So  far,  the  most  heavily  used  por- 
tion of  the  file  is  the  mailing  label  capa- 
bility. A  computer  program  allows  the 
data  base  manager  to  print  mailing  la- 
bels for  several  or  all  subject  headings. 
If  an  organization  is  listed  under  two  or 
more  subject  headings,  duplicates  are 
suppressed. 

The  project  has  been  fully  opera- 
tional for  several  months  and  20 
agencies  are  currently  subscribers  and 
are  using  the  file  actively.  These  in- 
clude the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Community  Service  Council,  as 
well  as  local  business  and  industry.  The 
file  is  sold  to  an  organization  on  a  sub- 
scription basis:  $10  for  three  updates, 
one  to  be  published  every  four  months. 
Mailing  labels  are  sold  at  cost  to  sub- 
scribers. The  files  are  printed  on  com- 
puter paper  which,  we  were  warned, 
might  cause  consternation  among  the 
noncomputer  oriented  community.  We 
have  not  met  with  the  supposed  resis- 
tance. The  file  may  not  be  used  for 
profit-making  purposes  and  is  a  non- 
commercial venture  for  the  library.  The 
Monroe  County  Public  Library  Foun- 
dation is  underwriting  the  initial  cost. 
What  is  perhaps  the  most  unique  fea- 
ture of  this  project  is  that  we  have 
spent  only  $300  for  computer  time.  All 
other  time  for  programming  and  veri- 


fying information,  keypunching,  and 
file  development  has  been  donated  by 
the  community  and  members  of  the  Li- 
brary School  of  Indiana  University. 

In  terms  of  future  development  of 
the  project,  the  library  is  working 
closely  with  other  organizations  in  an 
attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  entire 
community.  It  is  possible,  for  instance, 
that  the  file  may  eventually  incorporate 
and  replace  all  similar  files  maintained 
by  other  organizations,  in  order  to 
eliminate  duplication  of  effort.  Future 
plans  may  include  the  incorporation  in- 
to each  organization  record  informa- 
tion such  as  goals/purpose,  hours  of 
service,  meeting  time,  funding  source. 
etc.  The  95  subject  headings  developed 
for  this  file  are  unique  and  designed  for 
the  organizations  found  in  Monroe 
County;  a  future  refinement  of  the  file 
may  be  the  modification  of  subject 
headings  to  conform  to  the  United  Way 
of  America  Services  Identification  Sys- 
tem (United  Way  of  America. 
UWASIS,  United  Way  of  America,  Al- 
exandria, Virginia,  1972,  104p.).  Such 
changes  do  not  require  programming 
changes. 

In  order  to  minimize  computer 
costs,  the  programs  were  written  in  a 
highly  nonstandard  Fortran.  The  pro- 
grams are  currently  being  converted  as 
much  as  possible  to  standard  Fortran. 
This  will  make  the  system  available  for 
use  by  other  libraries,  cities,  and 
agencies  with  access  to  computer  use.

SERGEAN,  R.  Librarianship  and  In- 
formation Work:  Job  Characteristics 
and  Staffing  Needs.

This  volume  reports  generally  but  con- 
cisely the  results  of  a  major  investiga- 
tion in  England  and  Wales  of  staffing  re- 
quirements for  librarianship  and  infor- 
mation work.  Conducted  from  1972- 
1975  under  the  title  of  the  Sheffield 
Manpower  Project,  it  was  concerned 
with  qualitative  aspects  of  personnel 
planning — the  matching  of  people  to 
jobs  and  jobs  to  people.  The  research 
staff  was  based  at  the  Postgraduate 
School  of  Librarianship  and  Informa- 
tion Science,  University  of  Sheffield; 
the  school's  director,  W.  L.  Saunders, 
directed  the  project. 

During  the  first  phase,  researchers 
who  were  not  themselves  librarians  or 
information  specialists  and  brought  a 
fresh  perspective  to  the  field  spent  con- 
siderable time  in  observation  and  inter- 
viewing staff  and  in  examination  of  rec- 
ords in  a  sample  of  libraries/informa- 
tion units  representative  of  various 
types  of  organization.  Later,  a  struc- 
tured job  descriptive  questionnaire  was 
designed  and  then  administered  widely 
during  late  1974  and  early  1975.  This  re- 
port is  based  on  the  findings  of  the 
questionnaire  and  on  information  col- 
lected during  visits  to  administer  it. 

"The  JAQ  [Job  Analysis  Question- 
naire] was  not  just  another  postal  ques- 
tionnaire" and  this  was  not  just  another 
insignificant,  piddling  study.  Rather,  it 
was  a  substantial  research  project 
which  brings  to  mind  one  of  the  earlier 
manpower  studies  of  American  librari- 
ans directed  by  Paul  Wasserman  and 
colleagues.  A  much  fuller  account  of 
the  research  has  already  appeared  in 
the  form  of  a  final  report  to  the  British 
Library.  The  volume  under  review  is  a 
summary  which  does  not  include  the 
JAQ  (it  is  available  by  writing  to  the 
Sheffield  School  and  enclosing  a  SAE, 
size  12W  x  9")  nor  the  other  myriad  of 
details  backing  up  the  study. 

The  researchers  were  fortunate  in 
that  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Science  was  processing  the  returns 
from  the  1972  Census  of  staff  in  librari- 
anship and  information  work  at  the 
time  the  project  team  was  to  decide  on 
its  sampling.  The  Census  population 


sample  was  "libraries  and  information 
departments  which  are  administra- 
tively separate"  and  not  parent  organi- 
zations. Twelve  categories,  ranging 
from  public  through  academic  and  spe- 
cial to  other,  were  used.  National  li- 
braries and  library  schools  were  ex- 
cluded. The  sample  size  was  five  per- 
cent of  these  "separate  administrative 
units"  (174  units).  "From  these  units 
1,012  questionnaires,  each  describing  a 
separate  post,  were  completed  by  job- 
holders (547  public,  214  academic.  251 
special).  This  represents  an  overall  re- 
sponse rate  of  68%."  The  team  had  tak- 
en as  its  mission  "to  determine  what 
these  staff  [librarians  and  information 
workers]  do,  and  how  their  tasks  are 
combined"  and  "found  nothing  ...  to 
suggest  the  existence  of  two  occupa- 
tional areas,  'library  work'  and  'infor- 
mation work'  .  .  .  Such  boundaries 
and  barriers  as  exist  appeared  to  be 
largely  artificial." 

In  straightforward,  clear,  and  un- 
derstandable prose,  Sergean  summa- 
rizes the  findings  which  are  too  numer- 
ous to  do  more  with  here  than  to  give  a 
flavor:  1)  a  dominant  characteristic  is 
the  very  high  proportion  of  small  units; 
2)  promotion  and  advancement  will  be 
gained  mostly  through  an  ability  and 
willingness  to  switch  jobs  and  employ- 
ers; 3)  over  80  percent  of  personnel 
rated  their  work  as  varied  and  a  corre- 
sponding degree  of  variety  in  the 
people  recruited  and  in  their  education 
and  training  seems  necessary;  and  4) 
the  general  picture  of  the  work  and 
working  conditions  are  that  they  are 
"fairly  stimulating  and  demanding;  of 
an  'out  front,'  'in  the  thick  of  it,'  serv- 
ice-oriented occupation.  Although  ex- 
amples can  be  found  which  do  not  fit 
this  pattern,  this  picture  dispels  any  lin- 
gering image  of  libraries  and  informa- 
tion units  as  havens  of  cloistered  qui- 
et." If  these  findings  are  not  enough  to 
start  you  thinking,  consider  the  follow- 
ing: "Only  minorities  of  the  sample 
saw  their  work  as  involving  them  to  an 
important  degree  in  consideration  of 
costs  (38%),  general  responsibility  for 
others  (47%),  and  immediate  responsi- 
bility for  others  (41%)." 

We  in  librarianship  are  fortunate  to 
have  this  excellent  summary  now  avail- 
able. For  most  purposes,  it  will  be  suf- 
ficient. Recommended  for  professional 
collections  and  for  personnel  officers 
and  administrators. — billy  r.  Wilkin-

It  would  appear  from  the  information 
on  the  cover  of  this  book  that  the  plan- 
ners of  this  Institute  did  everything 
right.  Before  the  Institute,  the  partici- 
pants helped  establish  the  three  objec- 
tives: 1)  Participants  will  develop  tenta- 
tive plans  to  be  carried  out  in  their  own 
organizations;  2)  Participants  will  im- 
plement their  plans  in  individual  work 
situations;  3)  Participants  will  evaluate 
and  review  plans  that  have  been  imple- 
mented. The  list  of  leaders,  speakers, 
consultants,  and  discussion  leaders  is 
impressive  in  terms  of  well-known 
names  and  expertise. 

Part  I  consists  of  the  papers  pre- 
sented by  the  six  speakers,  one  of 
whom  played  the  dual  role  of  speaker/ 
management  consultant.  The  papers 
present  a  good  picture  of  various  kinds 
of  appraisals,  how  to  conduct  them, 
and  what  the  problems  are.  The  ap- 
praisal process,  using  management  by 
objectives,  is  discussed  in  several  of 
the  papers.  After  the  papers,  questions 
from  the  floor  were  grouped,  and  con- 
sidered at  a  later  time  in  small  dis- 
cussion groups.  The  questions  and 
notes  from  the  discussion  groups  are 
included.  I  would  presume  that  the  dis- 
cussions themselves  were  more  useful 
than  the  notes  are. 

There  is  a  good  selected  reading 
list  by  Rose  Vainstein  on  performance 
appraisal,  as  well  as  one  on  motivation 
and  staff  development. 

There  are  three  appendixes.  The 
first,  which  merely  takes  up  space,  in- 
cludes letters  from  important  people 
welcoming  the  Institute  to  Illinois,  etc. 
Appendix  II  is  a  list  of  participants  and 
work  addresses;  and  Appendix  III  con- 
sists of  performance  appraisal  forms 
and  instructions  for  their  use  from 
Aetna  Life  and  Casualty  Company. 
Appendix  III  is  especially  useful  for 
anyone  wanting  to  use  the  MBO  tech- 
nique, called  here  Results  Planning. 

A  good  overview  of  performance 
appraisals  plus  useful  appraisal  forms 
makes  this  a  practical  addition  to  most

The 
magazine  is  over  110  pages,  relies  on 
numerous  illustrations,  many  in  color, 
and  opens  up  with  advertisements  for 
19th-century  furniture,  paintings,  and 
antiques.  Attention  is  about  equally  di- 
vided between  England  and  America. 
Editorial  matter  consists  of  four  or  five 
articles  on  Victorian  art  and  antiques 
and  a  special  section  given  over  to  a 
topic,  individual,  city,  etc.  Features  in- 
clude reviews  of  shows  and  auctions, 
prices,  and  notes  on  the  Victorian  So- 
ciety. And  just  as  The  Connoisseur, 
Apollo,  and  Burlington  Magazine  are 
of  as  much  value  to  art  historians  and 
the  curious  as  to  antique  collectors,  so 
will  be  Nineteenth  Century.  A  fascinat- 
ing, nicely  produced  magazine  for  any- 
one remotely  interested  in  the  subject.

This  is  a  carefully  researched  account 
focusing  on  the  international  ramifica- 
tions of  China's  drive  to  exploit  seabed 
as  well  as  underground  resources  to 
build  a  large  petroleum  industry.  The 
author  begins  by  reviewing  China's  re- 
source potential  and  capacity  to  master 
the  complexities  of  offshore  oil  opera- 
tions. He  then  presents  case  studies 
showing  the  diplomatic,  economic,  le- 
gal, and  military  impact  of  China's  oil 
development  on  Taiwan,  Korea,  Japan. 
Vietnam,  and  other  neighboring  states. 
and  on  the  evolving  international  law  of 
the  sea.  A  final  chapter  emphasizes  the 
author's  view  that  the  U.S.  govern- 
ment should  refrain  from  intervening  in 
boundary  disputes  between  China  and 
her  neighbors  arising  from  the  oil  issue. 
This  timely  and  well-written  volume 
will  appeal  to  readers  with  general  in- 
terest in  current  international  affairs 
and  to  those  interested  in  China's  econ- 
omy and  foreign  policy.

Jones  maintains  that  the  mood  in 
America  that  had  been  directed  toward 
realizing  the  fundamental  tenets  of  the 
American  creed — freedom,  equality, 
and  justice  for  all — has  shifted  from  the 
optimism  and  hope  of  the  mid-  1960's  to 
pessimism,  cynicism,  and  negativism 
since  the  onset  of  the  Nixon-Agnew- 
Ford  era.  In  this  well-documented  posi- 
tion paper,  Gunnar  Myrdal's  book.  An 
American  Dilemma,  provides  the  con- 
ceptual framework  within  which  Jones

But 
this  descriptive  approach,  for  the  most 
part,  fails  to  provide  the  analysis  prom- 
ised in  the  preface,  though  the  final 
chapter  does  begin  to  put  the  pieces  to- 
gether and  offer  some  synthesis.  Over- 
all, a  good  introduction  to  realism  in 
the  study  of  government.  Recommend- 
ed.— Marcie  Stevenson  Kingsley,  Univ.

This  is  one  of  the  best  books  among  the 
recent  spate  of  works  on  Chile.  Sig- 
mund's  focus  is  political,  rather  than 
social,  and  his  approach  is  factual,  sta- 
tistical, unemotional,  and  dry.  Such  is- 
sues as  freedom  of  the  press,  land  re- 
form. CIA  intervention,  and  MIR  (far 
left)  violence  are  discussed  within  the 
framework  of  political  processes,  elec- 
tions, congressional  battles,  and  ad- 
ministrative decisions.  The  author's 
original  intention  was  to  compare  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Frei  and  Allende 
reforms,  but  it  shifted  to  include  con- 
sideration of  the  causes  and  con- 
sequences of  the  1973  coup.  He  con- 
cludes that  Chilean  politics  are  influ- 
enced primarily  by  internal  factors:  the 
coup  was  not  inevitable,  but  Allende's 
economic  policies  were  self-defeating. 
Having  been  a  university  professor  in 
Santiago  in  1967  and  an  observer  there 
between  1967  and  1977,  Sigmund  was 
able  to  draw  on  extensive  primary  as 
well  as  secondary  resources.  His 
copious  footnotes  are  a  boon  to  further 
research.  As  an  in-depth,  scholarly 
study  of  an  event  significant  to  both 
Third  World  and  developed  countries, 
this  is  an  important  purchase  for  aca- 
demic and  larger  public  libraries.

This  book,  edited  by 
one  of  his  sons,  consists  of  numerous 
smuggled-out  documents  concerning 
Stern's  case,  plus  the  verbatim  tran- 
script of  his  trial.  The  book  is  valuable 
not  only  because  it  depicts  the  disturb- 
ing experiences  of  Stern,  but  also  be- 
cause it  depicts  the  tragic  and  hellish 
aspects  of  contemporary  Soviet  society 
and  law.  The  account  of  the  procedures 
leading  to  Stern's  arrest,  trial,  and  im- 
prisonment and  the  events  responsible 
for  his  release  in  1977  make  this  book 
important  reading  for  any  student  of 
Soviet    affairs.

The  two  books  by  Pitcher  are  identical 
in  format  and  style:  in  the  first  half  they 
give  general  information  on  setting  up 
and  caring  for  aquariums,  and  in  the 
second  half  they  provide  watercolor 
pictures  and  short  descriptions  of  the 
fishes.  The  text  in  both  books  is  basic 
and  very  simple,  seeming  best  suited 
for  children.  There  already  are  several 
good  guides  with  excellent  photographs 
rather  than  artists'  renderings  of  the 
fishes.  These  books  are  not  recom- 
mended. 

The  Simon  and  Schuster  publication 
is  also  an  identification  guide,  with  a 
small  amount  of  general  information  in 
the  beginning  pages.  However,  this 
work  contains  more  than  300  excellent 
color  photographs.  Beside  each  photo 
is  a  visual  key  which  indicates  temper- 
ature, pH  factor,  and  light  require- 
ments, as  well  as  a  brief  description  of 
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the  fish.  The  only  weakness  of  this 
guide  is  that  it  attempts  to  cover  too 
much:  it  includes  freshwater  and  ma- 
rine fishes  plus  plants,  amphibia,  rep- 
tiles, and  invertebrates.  The  book 
would  be  a  worthy  addition  to  most  li- 
braries, although  small  collections 
would  still  do  better  with  Wilbert

A  mixed  bag.  In  her  introduction  Ro- 
senstiel says  that  the  bibliographic 
items  "represent  my  own  particular  se- 
lections of  contributions  to  this  impor- 
tant field  that  I  feel  worthy  of  consid- 
eration." These  include  juvenile  fic- 
tion, anthropology  textbooks,  a  West 
African  teacher's  handbook,  and  hun- 
dreds of  articles  on  education  that  are 
entirely  unrelated  to  anthropology  and 
vice  versa.  In  all,  there  are  3435  cita- 
tions to  articles,  books,  manuscripts, 
and  dissertations  in  six  languages  pub- 
lished between  1689  and  1976.  In  a 
sample  of  about  150  citations,  how- 
ever, the  reviewer  found  only  one  cita- 
tion dating  before  1900;  the  remaining 
were  mostly  articles  from  the  1960's 
and  1970's.  There  are  two  indexes:  a 
subject  index  with  headings  such  as 
"Race"  or  "Education  and  Social 
Change"  and  a  regional  index.  The  in- 
dexes are  not  particularly  helpful,  how- 
ever. This  diffuse  collection  of  materi-

It  lists  titles  published  from 
1906  up  to  the  end  of  1975,  and  in- 
cludes, in  chronological  order  (and  al- 
phabetically within  each  year)  books 
and  periodical  articles,  as  well  as  a 
large  number  of  reviews  of  books  by 
Jung.  Works  by  Jung  himself  are  omit- 
ted, since  the  concluding  volume  of  his 
collected  works  will  be  a  bibliography. 
Entries  are  chiefly  in  English,  German, 
or  French,  with  indexes  by  subject  and 
author  which  refer  by  number  to  items 
in  the  bibliography.  One  might  wish  for 
a  more  elaborate  index  by  author  and 
title  as  an  alternative  to  the  chronologi- 
cal arrangement.

A  comprehensive  general  reference 
book  would  be  a  welcome  addition  to 
the  literature  of  the  Oriental  martial 
arts.  This  volume  is  larger  and  better 
balanced  than  Bob  Wall's  Who's  Who 
in  the  Martial  Arts  and  Directory  of 
Black  Belts  (U  2/1/76),  but  neither  is 
scholarly  and  both  have  incomplete 
coverage  of  the  noncommercial  in- 
structors and  organizations  so  promi- 
nent in  this  country.  Entries  in  this  en- 
cyclopedia range  from  one  word  to  sev- 
eral pages.  They  are  unsigned  and  no 
sources  are  cited,  but  the  content  is  ac- 
curate, readable,  and  informative.  Cov- 
erage is  broad,  including  techniques, 
fighting  styles,  weapons,  personalities, 
and  some  organizations  pertaining  to 
karate,  judo,  and  other  Oriental  martial 
arts.

The  Subject  Guide  to  BIP  lists  more 
than  50  titles  on  Picasso.

Cabanne  obvi- 
ously intended  this  biography  to  be  an 
antidote  to  the  adoring  treatment  af- 
forded Picasso  by  his  many  friends  and 
admirers.  The  book  is  anything  but  flat- 
tering, but  it  is  also  perfectly  awful: 
repetitious,  full  of  undocumented  as- 
sertions and  quotes,  condescending  to 
its  subject  (Picasso  is  referred  to  as 
Pablo  most  of  the  time).  The  translation 
is  awkward;  but  then  it  is  difficult  to 
know  whether  author  or  translator  is 
responsible  for  phrases  like  "devoid  of 
any  sensorial  attraction"  and  "the  her- 
metic constructions  that  eventuated."

In  this,  the  eighth  annual  Walter  Neu- 
rath  Lecture,  Gombrich  elucidates  a 
particular  double  thread  in  the  history 
of  image-making — the  tension  between 
the  image  as  symbol  and  pictograph 
(what  happened)  and  the  image  as  visu- 
al evocation  (how  it  happened).  He  tak- 
es as  a  leitmotif  Leonardo's  tirade 
against  those  artists  who  pile  their  mu- 
rals atop  one  another  like  comic  strips 
and  thus  violate  a  kind  of  Aristotelian 
unity  of  the  wall.  Gombrich  balances 
the  symbolic  fresco  (Egyptian  or 
Romanesque)  against  the  evocative 
fresco  (Classical  Greek  or  Renais- 
sance) and  notes  when  the  threads 
come  together,  as  in  Baroque  ceiling 
painting.  The  text  is  quite  philosophical 
and  presumes  a  good  deal  of  back- 
ground.

A  ponderous  study  of  housing  as  a 
symbol  of  man's  psyche.  Drawing  from 
children's  sketches,  vernacular  archi- 
tecture from  around  the  world,  and  the 
theories  of  Jung  and  Freud,  the  author, 
a  French  architect,  traces  the  devel- 
opment of  human  habitation  from  the 
womblike  "pouches"  of  Africa  to  the 
modern  rectangular  shapes  that  West- 
ern man  calls  home.   In  the  process 
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Marc  identifies  four  universal  signs — 
the  circle,  triangle,  square,  and  cross — 
which  form  the  basis  of  much  primitive

This  study  of  cotton  embroidery  in 
western  rural  China  draws  primarily 
upon  pieces  collected  during  the  1930's 
by  Sinologist  Carl  Schuster  and  now  in 
the  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History. 
Used  to  embellish  clothing  and  house- 
hold linens,  the  embroideries  were 
done  in  cross  stitch  on  white  cotton 
cloth  with  cotton  thread  dyed  with  in- 
digo. Many  of  the  designs  date  back  to 
the  7th  Century  A.D.  More  than  100 
designs  ranging  from  simple  motifs  to 
intricate  borders,  to  complex  scenes. 
are  clearly  charted  for  cross  stitch  or 
canvas  work;  the  text  describes  the  de- 
signs and  their  symbolism  as  well  as  the 
traditional  methods  and  materials  used.

Here 
Feininger's  camera  allows  us  a  visual 
experience  through  a  new  perspective 
on  such  as  seashore  finds,  desert 
scenes,  rock  crystals,  and  slices  of  pol- 
ished agate.  The  100  photos  (16  color), 
ranging  from  just  interesting  to  marvels 
of  beauty,  are  often  caption-interpreted

Sir  Anthony  Eden  was  a  tragic  figure. 
A  skillful  diplomat  who  won  renown 
while  Britain's  foreign  secretary  for  his 
resistance  to  fascism,  his  political  ca- 
reer was  destroyed  by  the  Suez  Canal 
crisis  in  1957.  Eden  resigned  then  as 
prime  minister  and  lived  in  retirement 
until  his  recent  death.

Lister  effectively  combined  a 
commitment  to  research  with  an  active 
surgical  practice,  and  Fisher  brings  out 
both  aspects  of  this  amazing  career. 
Fisher  describes  the  long  debate  be- 
tween Listerians  and  those  opposed  to 
antiseptic  surgery,  and  shows  the  final 
victor  weighted  down  with  almost 
every  honor  available  to  medical  scien- 
tists. The  author  occasionally  mini- 
mizes Lister's  shortcomings,  but  in  the 
context  of  so  fruitful  a  life,  is  probably 
justified  in  so  doing.

This  memoir  describes  the  Tibetan  au- 
thor's education  as  a  lama  and  his 
eventual  escape  to  India  and  America 
when  the  Chinese  invade  Tibet.  Identi- 
fied as  the  reincarnation  of  a  famous 
lama,  he  makes  his  way  from  school- 
boy to  teacher,  through  exams  and  rec- 
itations and  debates  and  incredible 
amounts  of  memorizing,  and  the  pace 
seems  almost  hypnotically  slow.  As 
Campbell  points  out  in  his  in- 
troduction, it  is  as  though  we  were 
transported  into  an  earlier  culture,  al- 
most medieval  in  its  rituals  and  cere- 
moniousness.  We  find  out  rather  more 
than  we  may  want  to  know  about  how 
many  cups  of  buttered  tea  are  meted 
out  to  each  class  of  monk  in  each  com- 
plicated ceremony,  yet  the  accumula- 
tion of  such  detail  makes  for  a  vivid 
sense  of  the  texture  of  a  way  of  life  only 
recently  vanished.

The  system  of  pegged  exchange  rates, 
set  up  at  the  Bretton  Woods  Confer- 
ence, was  based  largely  on  the  assump- 
tion of  a  strong  U.S.  economy.

Cohen  has  written  a  useful  and  read- 
able introduction  to  the  intricacies  and 
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complexities  of  the  international  mone- 
tary system.  His  "political  economy" 
approach  is  laudatory  because  it  ex- 
plains both  the  economic  theory  and 
the  political  limitations  of  proposals  for 
reform.  The  problem,  as  Cohen  formu- 
lates it,  is  to  maximize  simultaneously 
the  "efficiency  objective"  (the  eco- 
nomic theory  of  resource  allocation) 
and  the  "consistency  objective"  (the 
reality  of  differing  national  policies). 
He  devotes  a  chapter  to  each  of  four 
alternative  organizing  principles:  auto- 
maticity  (binding  international  rules), 
supranationality  (an  international  orga- 
nization providing  leadership),  hege- 
mony (one-nation  leadership),  and  ne- 
gotiation (shared  responsibility).  In 
conclusion,  he  argues  that  the  best  we 
can  hope  for  is  some  combination  of 
-the  principles  listed  above  which  mini- 
mizes disturbances  to  the  international 
monetary  system.

Previous  books  by  Gordis  were  on  the 
subject  of  insurance;  so  is  this  new  one, 
despite  the  title.  In  a  nutshell,  he  rec- 
ommends term  insurance  for  protection 
and  a  diversified  common  stock  pro- 
gram (as  in  mutual  funds)  for  invest- 
ment. There  are  discussions  of  medical 
insurance,  disability  insurance,  vari- 
able annuities,  Social  Security,  and  the 
stock  market,  but  none  of  home  own- 
ership, real  estate  investment,  and 
bonds.  There  is  nothing  at  all  wrong 
with  this  book,  yet  neither  is  it  espe- 
cially interesting. 

If  you  liked  William  Nickerson's 
How  I  Turned  $1000  into  Three  Million 
in  Reed  Estate  in  My  Spare  Time  (S.  & 
S.,  1969.  rev.  ed.)  you  will  no  doubt 
love  Lowry's  volume.  For  one  thing, 
he  updates  the  rags-to-riches  real  estate 
play,  particularly  with  respect  to  last 
year's  Tax  Reform  Act,  devoting  much 
space  to  the  use  of  tax-deferred  real  es- 
tate exchanges  as  a  way  of  getting 
around  the  restrictive  capital  gains  pro- 
visions of  that  act.  Writing  in  a  breezy, 
newsletter  style,  Lowry  tends  to  over- 
simplify and  thus  make  real  estate  in- 
vestment seem  easier  than  it  is.  On  the

He  is  the  kind  of  his- 
torian who  is  often  described  as  a  popu- 
larizes because  his  books  are  as  com- 
prehensible and  interesting  to  the  gen- 
eral reader  as  they  are  to  the  specialist. 
Inside  Wall  Street  is  no  exception.  It  is 
a  study  of  the  financial  district  over  the 
last  100  years  that  stresses  the  com- 
bination of  flexibility  and  traditionalism 
demonstrated  by  the  market  in  its  re- 
sponse to  a  growing  economy  and  in- 
creasing government  regulation.  Sobel 
concerns  himself  with  the  sociology  of 
the  street  as  well  as  its  history.  Like 
Martin  Mayer's  Wall  Street  (Macmil- 
lan,  1966.  rev.  ed.),  to  which  Sobel 
pays  his  respects.  Inside  Wall  Street 
explains  the  Street  to  the  outsider;  for 
doing  so  it  deserves  a  place  in  most  li- 
braries.— Michael  Lordi,  NYU  Lib.

Overall,  Trevithick  is  successful  in  sim- 
plifying complex  phenomena  into  a  uni- 
fied, easy  reading  treatment  of  the  most 
important  past  and  current  thought  re- 
garding inflation.  Alternative  views  of 
inflationary  problems  are  developed, 
ranging  from  the  classical  economics  of 
the  quantity  theory  of  money  (and  vari- 
ous forms  of  that  theory)  through 
Keynesianism,  the  Phillips  Curve  con- 
troversy, and  modern  monetarism. 
Both  cost  push  and  demand  pull  infla- 
tion are  treated  with  reasonable  bal- 
ance. The  role  of  incomes  policy  and 
indexation,  as  well  as  international  di- 
mensions relating  to  floating  currencies 
and  balance  of  payments  problems,  are 
clearly  presented.

Some  earlier  books  about  the  "factory 
girls"  of  New  England  emphasized 
their  independence  and  the  manage- 
ment-sponsored opportunities  for  cul- 
tural development  and  creative  effort 
indicated  by  publications  such  as  the 
Lowell  Offering.  More  recently,  histo- 
rians such  as  Eleanor  Flexner  have 
wondered  how  much  energy  for  culture 
was  left  after  a  14-hour  working  day. 
Foner's  collection  of  documents  pre- 
sents the  story  of  the  militant  female 
operatives,  chiefly  with  excerpts  from 
labor  newspapers  such  as  the  Voice  of 
Industry.  Such  a  collection  is  needed.

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but  this  one  is  disappointing.  Many  of 
the  selections  arc  so  brief  as  to  give  the 
impression  of  a  scrapbook.  The  design 
of  the  book  makes  it  difficult  to  distin- 
guish the  selections  from  the  editorial 
comment,  and  the  valuable  notes,  which 
often  identify  people  or  elucidate  other- 
wise mysterious  passages,  are  placed 
at  the  ends  of  the  chapters.

The  saga  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Sleep- 
ing Car  Porters  is  an  interesting  and  sig- 
nificant chapter  in  both  the  history  of 
organized  labor  and  in  the  struggle  for 
racial  justice.  Harris'  able  narrative  de- 
scribes how  the  charismatic  leadership 
of  Randolph  and  the  organizing  abilities 
of  Webster  held  the  union  together 
through  its  difficult  early  years.  The 
Brotherhood  fought  not  only  the  pow- 
erful Pullman  Company,  the  largest 
single  employer  of  blacks  at  that  time, 
but  also  the  racism  of  organized  labor. 
By  appealing  to  administrative  agencies, 
the  courts,  and  public  opinion,  and  by 
soliciting  support  from  foundations  and 
civil  rights  groups,  the  union  survived 
until  the  labor  legislation  of  the  New 
Deal  made  it  possible  for  it  to  achieve 
bargaining  rights  and  recognition.  Harris 
has  written  a  good,  original,  scholarly 
book  on  an  important  subject.  The  limi- 
tations are  with  its  scope:  it  covers  only 
the  years  prior  to  the  Brotherhood's 
recognition  by  the  Pullman  Company, 
and  it  is  primarily  a  study  of  the  union's 
leadership.

In  Parts  1  and  2  the  author, 
basing  himself  on  the  highly  debatable

opments in  the  Sinkiang  area  (there 
was  no  "Sinkiang"  till  the  19th  Cen- 
tury) to  Chinese  history.  In  Part  3 
Chen,  sympathetic  to  the  Chinese 
Communist  government,  sets  off  the 
idyllic  postrevolution  developments  in 
contrast  to  the  horrors  of  the  past,  go- 
ing so  far  as  to  say  that  Peking  policies 
"have  enabled  Islam  to  flourish  in 
Sinkiang  as  never  before"!  Sifting 
through  the  propaganda  elements,  the 
scholar  is  likely  to  discover  much  use- 
ful information  and  data,  although  the 
lack  of  footnotes  is  a  serious  handicap.

Recent  excavations  into  England's  Sil- 
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bury  Hill  have  shown  that  Europe's 
tallest  prehistoric  structure  is  not  the 
Bronze  Age  burial  mound  it  was  long 
thought  to  be.  Instead,  it  is  Neolithic  in 
date,  purpose  so  far  uncertain.  Dames 
postulates  that  Silbury  Hill  is,  among 
other  things,  a  representation  in  land- 
scape form  of  the  pregnant  Great  God- 
dess, worshipped  during  the  Neolithic. 
On  Lammas  Eve,  the  night  of  the  full 
moon  in  late  July  or  early  August,  the 
goddess  would  "give  birth"  as  the 
moon  rose  over  successive  areas  of  the 
monument,  signaling  the  start  of  the 
harvest.  The  most  difficult  premise  to 
accept  is  that  "the  modular  units  of 
proportion  employed  in  the  construc- 
tion work"  were  determined  by  the 
lengths  of  two  tributary  springs.  Never- 
theless, Dames'  idea  is  intriguing,  and 
archaeology  libraries  may  want  this. 
particularly  where  there  is  already  in- 
terest in  the  related  theories  of  Profes- 
sor Thorn.

Of  these  two  new  studies  of  Jackson, 
Davis'  is  easier  to  read  but  overly  sim- 
plified, while  Remini's  is  more  diffi- 
cult, but  also  more  rewarding.  Because 
Davis  emphasizes  personalities  and 
avoids  complexities,  his  book  will  ap- 
peal to  general  readers  rather  than  to 
scholars.  He  writes  with  an  easy  style, 
but  at  times  becomes  too  dramatic.  He 
spends  an  inordinate  amount  of  the  vol- 
ume on  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans  and 
the  role  of  Peggy  Eaton,  yet  fails  to 
analyze  seriously  the  important  politi- 
cal changes  that  made  possible  Jack- 
son's rise  to  prominence. 

Remini's  work,  the  first  book  of  a 
mult i volume  biography,  takes  Jack- 
son's life  through  his  service  as  gover- 
nor of  Florida.  In  addition  to  address- 
ing most  issues  that  are  debated  by  his- 
torians, it  presents  impressive  new 
evidence  that  Jackson  was  the  greatest 
territorial  expansionist  of  his  time.  Un- 
fortunately. Remini  occasionally  gets 
bogged  down  on  trivialities,  but,  as  in 
his  numerous  earlier  works  on  the 
Jackson  years,  he  shows  that  he  has 
thoroughly  mastered  his  subject.  Re- 
mini's new  biography  will  probably  be 
definitive  for  years  to  come. — Charles

The  author  speculates  that  Khrushchev 
plotted  JFK's  murder  by  substituting 
an  imposter  for  Lee  Harvey  Oswald, 
that  Jack  Ruby  was  a  KGB  agent,  and 
that  proof  of  this  was  suppressed  in  or- 
der to  avert  World  War  III.  Only  in  spy 
thrillers  are  such  imaginative  flights  ac- 
ceptable; here,  the  promised  "startling 
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new  evidence  and  undeniable  con- 
clusions" are  made  out  of  thin  air  and 
whole  cloth.  Since  fingerprint  evidence 
proves  that  no  imposter  replaced  Os- 
wald, Eddowes  argues  that  Soviet 
agents  penetrated  the  FBI  and  planted 
phony  prints.  Since  Marina  Oswald  is 
still  alive,  her  role  is  obscured,  while 
the  other  principals,  all  dead,  fit  easily 
into  a  paranoid  conspiracy  scenario.

Irving  portrays  the  Desert  Fox  as  an  of- 
ficer of  extraordinary  ambition,  pride, 
and  vindictiveness.  A  staunch  support- 
er of  Hitler  and  Nazism,  Rommel  was 
nonetheless  fearless,  resourceful,  and 
indefatigable.  He  ignored  and  even  pro- 
fessed contempt  for  logistics,  political 
considerations,  and  staff  work.  This  at- 
titude often  meant  the  difference  be- 
tween tactical  success  and  strategic 
failure.  In  evaluating  Rommel,  Irving 
echoes  the  Wehrmacht  High  Com- 
mand: a  controversial  captain  but  no 
general.  Irving's  account,  thought  criti- 
cal, is  by  no  means  unsympathetic.  His 
explanation,  however,  that  Rommel's 
last  chief  of  staff,  Hans  Speidel.  cre- 
ated the  legend  that  the  field  mar- 
shal was  a  member  of  the  July  1944  plot 
against  Hitler  in  order  to  further  Spei- 
del's  postwar  career  will  generate  con- 
siderable discussion.

The  selections  in  this  volume  cover  a 
wide  range  of  topics,  but  none  were 
written  later  than   1971;  and  although 
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the  volume  was  evidently  compiled  for 
undergraduates,  no  attempt  has  been 
made  at  providing  any  bibliographical 
guidance.  Even  the  brief  introduction 
does  little  more  than  summarize  the  ti- 
tles of  the  articles.  And  because  a  quar- 
ter of  the  selections  have  been  extract- 
ed from  the  Journal  of  African  History.

work.  He  subsequently  served  as  am- 
bassador to  England  and  finally  as  The- 
odore Roosevelt's  Secretary  of  State. 
It  is  here  that  he  did  most  of  the  work 
for  which  he  is  famous,  especially  the 
treaties  dealing  with  the  Panama  Canal. 
The  authors  state  in  their  preface  that 
this  is  "less  a  biography  of  John  Hay 
than  an  essay  on  his  life."

Pepper  reconsiders  one  of  the  most  in- 
triguing questions  in  contemporary 
Chinese  history:  Did  the  Kuomintang 
lose  control  in  the  period  1945-1949 
through  their  own  failings,  or  did  the 
Communists  gain  power  through  the 
strength  of  their  political  program?  The 
conclusions  she  reaches  emphasize  the 
Kuomintang*  s  lack  of  a  rural  program 
and  its  mismanagement  of  urban  areas. 
She  argues  that  the  Communists  had  a 
good  rural  strategy,  especially  in  north 
China,  but  believes  the  true  direction  of 
the  Communist  strategy  has  been  mis- 
understood.

He  became  a 
physician  and  surgeon,  was  a  hospital 
mate  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  a 
practitioner  of  inoculation,  and  served 
as  director  of  U.S.  hospitals  from  1781 
to  1783.  A  competent  man,  he  made 
many  excellent  social  and  political  con- 
nections. The  title  may  be  somewhat 
misleading,  for  his  biography  and  let- 
ters provide  a  broad  spectrum  of  infor- 
mation on  the  medical,  political,  social, 
and  economic  trends  of  the  period  in- 
cluding how  physicians  were  trained, 
the  health  problems  of  the  soldier,  so- 
cial connections  fostered  by  military 
service,  and  some  Scots-Irish  history 
and  genealogy.

Although  these  volumes  cover  only 
four  years  in  Washington's  life,  the  pe- 
riod was  a  crucial  one  in  which  the 
black  educator  constructed  the  'Tus- 
kegee  machine"  and  became  an  impor- 
tant power  in  Republican  Party  ranks. 
The  volumes  are  admirably  edited, 
with  pertinent  correspondence  inter- 
spersed in  chronological  order  with  ex- 
amples of  Washington's  published  writ- 
ings. The  annotations,  though  full,  are 
nonobtrusive.  Occasionally  items  are 
included  that  aid  the  reader  in  gaining  a 
fuller  understanding  of  the  black  situa- 
tion, even  though  not  directly  to  or 
from  Washington.  Volume  5  covers  the 
years  during  which  Washington  be- 
came the  most  powerful  black  politi- 
cian of  the  time,  while  continuing  to  ce- 
ment his  relationship  with  white  philan- 
thropists in  a  position  to  aid  his  college. 
His  correspondence  reveals  his  secret 
efforts  on  behalf  of  black  rights  as  well 
as  his  contacts  with  T.  Thomas  For- 
tune, an  important  albeit  unreliable 
member  of  his  political  machine.  Vol- 
ume 6  deals  mainly  with  Washington 
and  politics,  including  his  budding  rela- 
tionship with  President  Theodore  Roo- 
sevelt. A  highly  interesting  exchange  of 
letters  with  black  writer  Charles  W. 
Chesnutt  is  included.  The  Papers  are 
essential  reading  for  anyone  interested 
in  this  vital  period  in  black  and  Ameri- 
can history  and,  although  bulky  and 
formidable  in  appearance,  are  in  fact 
highly  readable.

After  his  first  book,  In  Dreams  Begin 
Responsibilities  (1938),  Schwartz  was 
"the  most  promising  writer  in  Ameri- 
ca," the  darling  of  the  liberal  New 
York  intellectuals  of  the  40' s  and 
50's.  Such  acclaim  was  a  burden  and 
Schwartz  felt  doomed  never  to  fulfill 
his  promise.  Although  he  went  on  to 
write  more  poetry  and  some  good  fic- 
tion and  criticism,  he  felt  he  was  a  fail- 
ure. His  life  declined  into  self-pity  and 
paranoia,  until  his  death  in  isolation  in 
1966.  Atlas  has  worked  diligently  with 
memoirs,  friends,  and  vast  quantities  of 
unpublished  autobiographical  writings 
to  compile  this  detailed  life,  full  of  vivid 
anecdotes  about  eminent  literati  and 
academics.  His  main  effort  goes  to 
elucidating  the  psychodynamics  of 
Schwartz's  self-destructiveness,  thus 
undercutting  the  subtitle's  claim  to  rep- 
resentative status.

Trelawny's  life  makes  for  an  incredibly 
action-packed  and  romantic  biography. 
According  to  his  own  account,  he  lived 
through  a  series  of  exotic  and  colorful 
adventures,  including  command  of  a 
pirate  ship,  close  friendships  with 
Shelley  and  Byron,  and  heroism  in 
the  Greek  civil  war  of  the  1820's.  Un- 
fortunately, Gerson's  biography  of  this 
swashbuckling  character  is  superficial 
and  adds  nothing  new  to  previous  ren- 
ditions of  the  story.  St.  Clair's  work, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  scholarly  and  crit- 
ical, exposing  many  of  Trelawny's  ex- 
ploits as  gross  exaggerations  or  out- 
right frauds.  Trelawny,  for  example, 
was  never  a  pirate  and  his  actions  in  the 
Greek  civil  war  were  not  as  heroic  or 
libertarian  as  he  imagined.  St.  Clair's 
work  is  certainly  the  more  authoritative 
and  worthwhile  biography  of  Trelawny 
and  is  recommended  for  academic  and 
large  public  libraries.

Manheim's  entirely  new  translation  of 
all  210  tales  and  legends  collected  by 
the  Grimm  brothers  is  most  welcome. 
The  emphasis  is  on  the  close  re-crea- 
tion of  the  original;  and  because  Man- 
heim has  a  wonderful  ear,  the  tales  are 
exciting  to  read  aloud.  No  illustrations 
accompany  this  translation.  Although 
many  of  us  will  recall  beautifully  illus- 
trated editions  (such  as  Rackham's  and 
Sendak's)  few  of  us  know  more  than  a 
handful  of  the  more  popular  tales,  of- 
tentimes in  abbreviated,  expurgated, 
and  sometimes  disneyfied  versions. 
Manheim's  translation  doesn't  screen 
out  the  violence,  depravity,  or  the  gra- 
tuitous moment;  it  is  the  least  remote, 
yet  the  one  truest  to  the  magic  of  the 
original.  Unlike  Pantheon's  1944  com- 
plete addition  (newly  revised  and  reis- 
sued in  1976),  the  Manheim  translation 
is  less  weighed  down  by  archaism  (no

Malkoff  contends  that  in  contemporary 
American  poetry  "the  abandonment  of 
the  conscious  self,  the  traditional  ego" 
is  "the  inevitable  perspective  from 
which  reality  must  be  viewed."  His 
study  is  an  ambitious  one,  ranging  from 
Pound  and  Williams  to  Olson  and  the 
projectivists  to  Lowell,  Berryman,  and 
confessional  poetry,  and  to  even  more 
recent  movements.  A  chapter  on  pres- 
ent-day criticism  of  poetry  is  one  of  the 
best  features  of  the  book.  Some  por- 
tions of  the  argument  are  less  con- 
vincing than  others:  are  the  con- 
fessionals escaping  from  self  or  desper- 
ately struggling  to  find  self  again?  It  is 
also  difficult  to  agree  that  MalkofFs  po- 
etics is  as  boldly  original  as  he  claims. 
Nevertheless.  Escape  from  the  Self  is 
vigorously  and  intelligently  argued 
throughout.

Penzler  collaborated  with  Chris  Stein- 
brunner  on  the  Encyclopedia  of  Mys- 
tery and  Detection  (LJ  4/1/76),  and  it  is 
with  that  work  that  his  solo  effort  must 
be  compared.  It  attempts,  in  entertain- 
ing articles  of  varying  length,  to  outline 
the  "personal"  history  of  some  25  fic- 
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tional  characters,  from  Charlie  Chan  to 
Peter  Wimsey.  Each  article  includes 
the  history  of  the  character,  observa- 
tions on  the  literary  accomplishments 
of  the  author,  and  a  bibliography  of 
works,  including  films.  The  book's  tone 
is  entertaining  rather  than  scholarly,  as 
witnessed  by  the  facts  Penzler  has  cho- 
sen to  include  about  some  of  the  au- 
thors.

Rather  than  a  standard,  chronological 
autobiography,  this  third  volume  of 
Priestley's  reminiscences  is  actually  a 
ramble  through  the  author's  experi- 
ences, opinions,  and  soul.  The  greater 
part  consists  of  short  pieces  on  such 
subjects  as  his  youth,  travels,  writing 
career,  hobby  of  painting,  and  private 
thoughts  on  old  age,  personal  bravery, 
the  essence  of  happiness,  and  the  immi- 
nence of  death.  These  are  treated  with 
Priestley's  own  blend  of  humor,  stub- 
bornness, and  insight.  The  last  third  of 
the  book  is  a  long  analytical  essay  on  a 
particularly  joyous  dream  he  had  a  few 
years  ago.  and  which  he  concludes  may 
have  been  a  preview  of  Heaven.  This 
charmingly  written  section  ends  the 
trilogy  on  a  note  of  visionary  yearning. 
Despite  diatribes  against  mankind's 
idiocies,  the  primary  impression  is  one 
of  gentleness,  as  befits  a  respected  and 
prolific  writer  confronting  the  diffi- 
culties of  old  age  and  approaching 
death.

This  ingenious  work  is  a  chronological 
reconstruction  of  the  events — past, 
present,  and  future — in  Ulysses,  from 
the  time  in  the  18th  Century  when  one 
of  Bloom's  female  ancestors  went  over 
the  fence  with  an  Austrian  until  the  to- 
tal eclipse  that  will  occur  three  months 
after  Bloomsday.

This  is  an  extremely  handsome  book, 
large  in  format,  profusely  yet  discrimi- 
natingly illustrated  with  reproductions 
of  contemporary  documents  and  por- 
traits, and  photos  of  pertinent  struc- 
tures in  and  near  Stratford.  These  illus- 
trations give  a  flavor  of  the  exciting  pe- 
riod in  which  Shakespeare  lived.  In  the 
fascinating  text,  a  brief  life  of  Shake- 
speare, the  meager  known  facts  are 
imaginatively  interpreted.  Unfortunate- 
ly, here  as  elsewhere  Rowse  has  seen 
fit  to  present  his  admirably  inventive, 
truly  valuable  speculations  as  unas- 
sailable truth.  He  reads  the  sonnets 
as  undiluted  autobiography,  makes 
numerous  flat  statements  about  in- 
triguing, but  patently  unknowable, 
aspects  of  Shakespeare's  personality.

Schakel  has  assembled  a  reasonably 
solid  collection  of  sane,  literate  essays 
on  Lewis  and  his  fiction.  The  14  es- 
sayists and  their  editor  agree  in  seeing 
the  fictions  as  bearers  of  Christian  truth 
and  reflectors  of  transcendent  spiritual 
realities  which  point  always  to  God  and 
lead  the  reader,  if  he  will,  to  his  salva- 
tion in  Christ.

With 
subtle  insight  Wilson  examines  most  of 
the  stories,  sounding  the  relationship 
between  Kipling's  obsessions  and  his 
tales,  and  separating  those  that  work 
from  the  failed  or  muddled  ones  (more 
frequent  in  the  later  work).  Wilson  sees 
Kipling's  fictional  India  as  his  greatest 
achievement,  his  special  gift  an  empa- 
thy with  the  child's  mind,  and  Kim  his 
masterpiece.

New  York's  Cotton  Club  was  born  in 
1923  when  bootleggers  took  over 
Heavyweight  Champion  Jack  John- 
son's Club  Deluxe  to  boost  their  liquor 
business  and  in  17  years  presented  sev- 
eral generations  of  black  entertainers  in 
prohibition's  jazz  capital  of  the  East. 
Haskins'  lively  account  renders  vividly 
the  entire  milieu:  the  "glamor"  of  the 
mobsters,  celebrities  slumming  at  the 
"whites  only"  Harlem  nightspot,  and 
the  rise  to  prominence  of  musicians  and 
dancers  whose  careers  the  club  nur- 
tured: Duke  Ellington.  Lena  Home.

As  Lipskin  makes  clear  in  his  excellent 
introduction,  Waller's  prodigious  ca- 
pacity for  creating  music  in  the  midst  of 
the  practically  nonstop  whirlwind  party 
that  constituted  his  life  took  a  heavy 
toll.  Dead  at  39,  Waller  in  a  few  short 
years  and  solely  through  his  own  deter- 
mination, which  inspired  the  encour- 
agement of  his  piano-playing  idols  in 
the  Harlem  of  the  1920's,  mastered  and 
enlarged  on  the  prevalent  New  York 
stride  piano  style  and  rose  to  fame  and 
some  fortune  touring  with  his  band,  re- 
cording for  Victor  (their  top-selling  art- 
ist in  the  late  1930's),  and  making 
movies  in  Hollywood.  Unfortunately, 
his  success  and  sadness  get  only  a  read- 
able but  dull  rendering  in  his  son's  ac- 
count, which  suffers  from  the  same 
lack  of  critical  appraisal,  insight,  and 
imagination  evident  in  an  earlier  book 
by  Waller's  one-time  manager  Ed  Kirk- 
eby  (Ain't  Misbehavin' ,  LJ  9/15/66). 
While  only  a  minor  improvement,  the 
present  biography  will  have  to  suffice 
until  the  definitive  study  this  noted  jazz 
figure  deserves  comes  along.

Polanyi's  brand  of  epistemological 
idealism  argues  that  humans  actively 
participate  in  the  knowing  process  far 
more  totally  than  traditional  scientists 
hold.  His  evidence  for  this  claim 
against  objectivity  is  considerable;  and 
Gelwick  is  convinced  that  Polanyi,  a 
relative  unknown,  is  a  genius,  a  du- 
rable revolutionary  who  articulates  the 
meaning  of  our  discontent  with  science 
and  technology,  and  one  whose  theo- 
retical work  can  overcome  the  proble- 
matic mechanist  view  of  reality  and 
thus  comprehend  the  universe.  Gel- 
wick's  explanations  are  clear  and  read- 
able, though  his  praise  is  rather  exag- 
gerated.

Tussman  claims  government  has

forum,  and  to  disseminate  information. 
Government  may  sometimes  merit  pro- 
tection even  from  truthful  criticism: 
"Truth  .  .  .  may  be  quite  beside  the 
point  .  .  .  the  harm  done  by  dis- 
crediting authority  may  exceed  the 
harm  done  by  its  unpublicized  vice." 
Tussman  decries  court  decisions  limit- 
ing the  power  of  school  officials  to  re- 
quire saluting  of  the  flag  and  to  ban 
peaceful  political  demonstrations  in  the 
classroom;  and  he  argues  that  our  ac- 
ceptance of  religious  pluralism  does  not 
imply  that  we  must  also  recognize  athe- 
ism as  an  alternative  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing. Yet  should  we  not  demand  that  the 
state  show  merit  before  we  grant  it 
rights?  "I  do  not  pause  to  argue," 
Tussman  retorts,  "with  those  spiritual 
bookkeepers  who  protest  that  they  be- 
lieve in  respect  provided  it  is  earned." 
Many  of  us  "spiritual  bookkeepers" 
will  sleep  uneasily  after  reading  this 
essay,  which  does  not  pretend  to  pro- 
vide an  elaborate  scholarly  context  or 
to  admit  any  case  at  all  for  those  of 
opposing  views.

Late  in 
1975,  the  house  where  the  crime  had 
been  committed  was  purchased  by 
George  and  Kathleen  Lutz,  who  moved 
in  with  their  three  young  children. 
Twenty-eight  days  later,  they  fled  in 
terror  for  their  lives:  malevolent  spirits 
seemed  to  occupy  the  house  and  were 
determined  to  have  no  living  occupants 
in  it.

Tart  has  already  produced  several  ex- 
cellent books  and  articles  dealing  with

In  this  latest  one,  he 
lays  out  the  geography  of  the  field  with 
his  usual  precision.  In  Part  1 ,  by  way  of 
introduction,  he  outlines  ways  of 
knowing  (experience,  reason,  author- 
ity), and  ways  of  explaining  (analo- 
gous, and  theoretical  models).  He  then 
describes  the  terminology,  methodolo- 
gy, and  current  findings  of  psi  research 
and  goes  on  to  suggest  several  models 
to  explain  those  findings.  Part  2  deals 
with  specific  illustrative  studies  of  te- 
lepathy, psychokinesis,  clairvoyance, 
and  out-of-body  experiences.  In  Part  3, 
entitled  "Speculation,"  Tart  posits  a 
restrained  but  "radical  view  of  con- 
sciousness." He  suggests  that  con- 
sciousness and  awareness  are  not  the 
same  thing:  consciousness  is  wholly 
dependent  on  the  perceptions,  experi- 
ences, and  physiology  of  the  human 
"vehicle";  awareness  is  fundamentally 
different  from  and  independent  of 
the  "vehicle";  psi  phenomena  occur 
through  the  operation  of  awareness. 
This  is  old  news  to  Buddhists,  but  pret- 
ty wild  stuff  for  a  scientist.  Occult 
"thrill  seekers"  and  professional  skep- 
tics are  likely  to  find  this  book  tire- 
some; all  others  will  find  it  both

Chapters  on  Jews  as  entrepreneurs,  in 
sports,  as  activists,  in  show  business, 
and  as  scholars  are  saved  from  being 
routine  listings  of  the  famous  by  Ber- 
mant's  keen  insights  into  the  reasons 
for  Jews'  mixed  achievements  in  these 
fields.

Griffin  im- 
proved his  health,  his  family  relation- 
ships, and  his  on  the  job  behavior  after 
he  discovered  the  beneficial  effects  of 
prayer.  He  then  studied  the  nature  of 
prayer  and  decided  that  believers  in 
God,  agnostics,  and  atheists  can  all 
pray.  Here  he  presents  a  number  of 
short  prayers  from  a  variety  of  sources 
(both  literary  and  religious)  for  the  neo- 
phyte to  use.  The  little  manual  which 
has  resulted  from  his  efforts  is  easy  to 
read  and  may  have  more  appeal  than 
some  of  the  more  dogmatic  self-help 
guides  written  by  professional  religion- 
ists. 

Bible  Therapy  consists  of  a  collection 
of  quotations  from  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  arranged  alphabetically  un- 
der subjects  which  encompass  many  of 
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life's  problems,  beginning  with  Aging 
and  ending  with  Stress,  Tension,  and 
Temptation.  The  authors  provide  a 
short,  running  commentary  for  each 
subject.  For  example,  under  Hostility, 
they  urge  us  to  "try  to  conquer  hostili- 
ty with  love,"  following  this  advice 
with  several  quotations  from  John,  such 
as  "Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us.  we 
ought  also  to  love  one  another.'"  This 
title  is  also  easy  reading  and  may  ap- 
peal particularly  to  readers  for  whom 
the  Bible  has  hitherto  been  unknown 
territory.

The  all-embracing  title  attempts  to  tie 
together  five  lectures  given  in  the 
U.S.A.  and  Britain  during  1975  and 
1976.  The  central  theme  seems  to  be 
the  difficult  but  necessary  balance  be- 
tween the  individual  and  corporate 
character  of  Christianity.  Pannenberg 
first  argues  that  while  "the  eternal  val- 
ue of  the  individual"  is  the  hallmark  of 
the  Judaeo-Christian  message.  Chris- 
tianity violates  its  nature  if  it  encapsu- 
lates itself  from  the  world  and  fails  to 
carry  out  its  social  responsibility.  Pre- 
cisely because  the  churches  have  un- 
derstood election  in  an  abstract  and  in- 
dividualistic sense,  various  forms  of 
civil  religion  and.  much  worse,  nation- 
alism have  arisen  in  the  history  of  the 
West.  In  his  final  lecture.  Pannenberg 
tries  (quite  unsuccessfully)  to  make  an 
empirical,  historical  case  for  the  special 
election  of  Israel  and  Christianity.  The 
force  of  the  book's  very  relevant 
themes  is  diluted  by  Pannenberg's  fre- 
quently uncritical  use  of  biblical  images 
and  especially  by  his  implicit  and  un- 
proven  premise  concerning  Christian- 
ity's superior  role  in  history.

Suicide  is  usually  considered  from  a 
psychological  or  sociological  point  of 
view.

The  book  is  framed  as 
a  series  of  letters  between  two  profes- 
sional women,  which  begins  as  a  reac- 
tion to  the  suicide  of  a  mutual  friend. 
Sharing  their  responses  and  examining 
the  impact  of  suicide  upon  the  survi- 
vors, they  move  on  to  discuss  the 
meaning  of  the  suicides  of  some  ob- 
scure persons  reported  in  the  daily- 
news,  and  then  consider  recent  publi- 
cized suicides  of  figures  like  Hem- 
ingway, Marilyn  Monroe,  and  (in  a 
wider  sense)  Bishop  Pike.  The  result  is 
a  highly  personal  series  of  vignettes  on 
the  human  meanings  of  suicide.  They 
become  aware  that  suicide  cannot  be 
understood  apart  from  understanding 
the  meaning  of  death.  It  is  not  solely  an 
individual  act  but  is  intertwined  in  the 
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fabric  of  meaning  of  the  person's  exis- 
tence and  love  relationships  to  others.

In  evocative  but  obscure  language,  Va- 
hanian discusses  the  crisis  confronting 
Christianity  with  the  advent  of  tech- 
nological society.  Technology  is  simply 
the  most  recent  mode  of  human  exis- 
tence, neither  better  nor  worse  than  the 
ones  which  preceded  it.  Because  of  the 
interdependence  of  religion  and  cul- 
ture, technology  threatens  past  forms 
of  Christianity  and  demands  that  it  be 
reformulated  for  the  present.  This  re- 
formulation is  necessary  to  prevent 
technology  from  becoming  demonic, 
and  possible  because  of  the  mutual  af- 
finities uniting  technology  and  Chris- 
tianity— especially  their  common  ori- 
entation toward  the  future.

This  well-argued  study  examines  the 
development  of  the  American  medical 
profession,  from  the  often  ill-trained 
and  incohesive  practitioners  of  the  late 
19th  Century  to  the  well-organized,  po- 
litically powerful  group  which  emerged 
about  the  time  of  World  War  I.  Using 
insights  similar  to  those  of  Robert 
Wiebe  and  Gabriel  Kolko  in  their  more 
general  studies  of  Progressive  patterns, 
Burrow  delineates  the  specific  prob- 
lems faced  by  medical  doctors  and  their 
national  organization,  the  AM  A,  and 
then  carefully  describes  the  ways  in 
which  the  battles  over  licensing,  educa- 
tional quality,  fees,  workmen's  com- 
pensation, compulsory  health  in- 
surance, etc.  were  either  won  or  lost. 
The  book  effectively  illustrates  the 
process  by  which  reforms  needed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  20th  Century  hardened 
into  ideals  and  formulas  totally  in- 
adequate for  the  problems  of  its  last 
quarter.

Although  embellished  with  color  plates  and  a 
high  price,  this  book  is  not  a  coffee-table 
publication.  Its  text  offers  specific  information 
about  how  dog  shows  are  conducted.  Harmar  ex- 
plains divisions  of  judging,  how  various  breeds 
are  shown,  and  on  what  bases  judges  make 
decisions.  She  does  emphasize  British  shows,  but 
the  general  information  is  applicable  to  American 
shows  as  well.  The  numerous  drawings  illustrate 
such  features  as  ear  and  tail  types  and 
anatomical  points.  About  half  the  book  contains 
British  and  American  Kennel  Club  standards.  The 
author  offers  much  more  material  about  showing 
and  judging  than  do  most  authors  of  this  kind  of 
work.  The  book  is  useful  for  reference;  although 
it  lacks  an  index,  the  chapter  divisions  enable 
one  to  quickly  find  answers.  It  would  be  a  worth- 
while purchase  for  any  library  serving  a  public 
with  interest  in  dog  shows.

The  term  "recreational  drugs"  refers 
to  all  drugs  used  for  other  than  medical 
purposes,  and  the  88  considered  in  the 
book  by  Young  and  co-authors  were 
chosen  as  being  the  most  widely  used 
of  these.  Among  "drugs"  included  are 
familiar  ones — alcohol,  marijuana,  her- 
oin— as  well  as  the  obscure — e.g.,  nut- 
meg, and  the  bark  of  the  yohimbe  tree. 
Although  much  of  the  material  this 
book  contains  may  be  found  in  other 
sources,  it  is  convenient  to  have  one 
volume  that  condenses  so  much  infor- 
mation for  easy  access.  It  is  not  the  au- 
thors' aim  to  defend  or  to  attack  drugs, 
but  rather  to  give  concise,  factual  infor- 
mation about  them  so  that  readers  may 
form  their  own  judgments.  Recom- 
mended for  school  and  public  libraries. 
Much  less  objective  and  not  an  "en- 
cyclopedia" at  all  is  the  book  by  Staf- 
ford. A  thorough  reading  of  his  text 
could  convince  the  impressionable  that 
laws  banning  the  use  of  psychedelic 
drugs  are  unjust  and  unnecessary.  His 
eight  chapters  do,  however,  offer  a 
look  at  the  history,  pharmacology,  and 
effects  of  these  drugs,  based  upon  fa- 
vorable literature,  folklore,  and  the  au- 
thor's personal  experiences.

These  three  paperbacks  present  short, 
readable  accounts  by  journalists  of  cur- 
rent medical  understanding  and  treat- 
ment of  three  common  illnesses.  All 
three  books  provide  extensive  listings 
of  local  specialists  and/or  organizations 
providing  education  and  support  for 
sufferers  of  the  respective  maladies. 

Diabetes  is  a  disease  in  which  patient 
education  is  especially  important,  and 
Understanding  Diabetes  would  be  a 
good  introduction  to  the  disease  for  a 
newly  diagnosed  diabetic.  However, 
the  book  neglects  to  mention  the  bene- 
fits of  a  regular  exercise  program — a 
keystone  of  treatment  for  many  diabet- 
ics. The  Diabetic' s  Sport  and  Exercise 
Book  (Lf  3/1/77)  by  June  Biermann  and 
Barbara  Toohey  covers  this  aspect. 
These  two  books  together  would  meet 
the  needs  of  most  diabetic  patrons. 
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Understanding  Headaches  intro- 
duces the  reader  to  the  physiology  of 
headache,  explains  how  to  distinguish  a 
headache  that  may  signal  a  life-threat- 
ening illness  from  the  common  garden 
varieties,  and  describes  common  head- 
ache patterns  and  their  treatments.  Al- 
ternative treatments  such  as  biofeed- 
back and  relaxation  therapy  are  men- 
tioned briefly.  For  readers  interested  in 
trying  self-administered  acupressure 
for  headache  relief,  Quick  Headache 
Relief  Without  Drugs  (U  12/1/77)  by 
Howard  D.  Kurland,  M.D.  might  be  a 
good  companion  volume. 

Understanding  Arthritis  provides  ac- 
curate information  and  an  interesting 
history  of  the  disease,  but  many  of  the 
sections  seem  needlessly  negativistic 
and  discouraging.  A  better  choice  to 
present  traditional  medical  approaches 
to  this  infirmity  might  be  Understand- 
ing Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  (Pan- 
theon. 1975:  pap.  Dell.  1976)  by  Mal- 
colm Jayson,  M.D.  and  Allan  Dixon.

Pakistan,  and  India,  compiling  data  on 
the  caprine  bovid  artiodactyls  (goat 
subfamily).  Special  emphasis  was 
placed  on  four  genera:  Hemitragus 
(tahr),  Capra  (goats),  Ovis  (sheep),  and 
Pseudois  (bharal).

All  problems  are  depicted  as 
enormous  but  able  to  be  overcome  by 
American  technology:  waste,  ineffi- 
ciency, and  such  events  as  the  blow- 
out of  Pump  Station  8  do  not  appear.  In 
sum.  this  volume  is  a  glossy,  business- 
eye  view  of  the  largest  private  venture 
of  the  century. 

Lost  Frontier,  on  the  other  hand, 
covers  not  only  the  pipeline  and  its  im- 
pact, but  the  wider  range  of  factors 
shaping  Alaska's  future.

This  work  combines  oral  history  with 
analysis  and  studies  an  area  that  has 
been  sadly  neglected.  The  Mexican- 
American  woman  has  been  defined 
largely  through  her  relationship  to  men 
and  to  the  cultural  phenomenon  of 
machismo.  Lindborg  and  Ovando 
study  these  women  in  their  own  right, 
as  individuals  and  as  members  of  a  sub- 
culture. They  attempt  to  define  the 
forces  that  shape  the  lives  of  the  wom- 
en through  the  women's  own  eyes  and 
to  demonstrate  the  variance  between 
the  cultural  ideals  that  are  espoused 
and  the  reality  of  the  lives  of  these 
women.  The  authors  are  also  deeply 
concerned  about  the  role  of  education 
in  the  lives  of  Mexican-Americans  and 
are  strong  advocates  for  bilingual  bicul- 
tural  education.

These  volumes  are  well  written,  schol- 
arly historical  studies  of  social  change. 
They  examine  the  consequences  of  re- 
form movements  for  the  grow  th  and  de- 
velopment of  the  organizational  struc- 
ture and  function  of  police  in  urban 
America  during  the  past  century.  Fo- 
gelson focuses  attention  on  the  impact 
of  changes  in  social  mobility,  power 
distribution,  occupational  status,  and 
community  control  on  big-city  police 
departments.  Walker  explores  the  rela- 
tionship between  the  development  of 
reform  movements  and  the  concept  of 
professionalism  among  police.  Both 
studies  document  the  benefits  and 
problems  of  reform  for  police  adminis- 
tration and  service.  Clearly,  change 
does  not  automatically  assure  progress. 
Both  authors  appear  to  be  cautiously 
optimistic  about  the  possibilities  for 
creative  innovation  in  policing,  recog- 
nizing that  the  potential  for  construc- 
tive change  will  depend  on  the  quality 
of  institutional  leadership  and  citizen 
involvement.

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ranging  from  excerpts  of  ancient  Egyp- 
tian texts  to  contemporary  writings  are 
strewn  throughout  the  rambling  narra- 
tive, as  the  author  traces  man  (not 
woman)  through  his  adolescent  revolu- 
tion and  the  development  of  his  capac- 
ity for  abstract  thinking.  (Abstract 
thinking,  it  turns  out.  is  to  be  deplored: 
women,  fortunately,  engage  in  it  only 
as  a  form  of  imitation  of  men.)  Man's 
pattern  of  life  in  cultures  such  as  an- 
cient Mesopotamia.  India.  Israel,  and 
Greece  is  the  object  of  Bokun's 
scorn — all  that  abstract  thought,  all 
the  philosophy  and  religion!  Only  pre- 
Christian  Rome  receives  the  author's 
stamp  of  approval.  Women  readers 
may  be  pleased  to  know  that  Bokun 
holds  that  legislative  and  judicial  power 
should  be  in  their  hands,  as  long  as  they 
do  not  seek  equality  with  men  but  act. 
as  only  they  can.  out  of  good  old  com- 
mon sense  and  their  instinct  for  preser- 
vation  of  the  species.

"superculture"  is  indigenous,  superior 
by  virtue  of  a  more  favorable  environ- 
ment, and  was  destroyed  by  natural 
disaster  and  "nuclear"  catastrophe. 
leaving  behind  scraps  of  ancient  techni- 
cal knowledge,  which  were  transmitted 
by  a  few  postdiluvian  survivors.  The 
theory  is  interesting,  and  the  arguments 
for  it  are  as  persuasive  as  von 
Daniken's.  In  fact,  the  theory  dovetails 
nicely  with  the  findings  of  astroarchae- 
ologists  and  others.

Unlike  the  writing  of  most  film  direc- 
tors, Bergman's  filmscripts  have  al- 
ways been  a  delight  to  read,  perhaps 
because  writing  out  the  film  is  such  an 
important  step  in  Bergman's  creative 
process.  Whatever  the  reason,  this 
filmscript  of  his  newest  work,  The  Ser- 
pent's Egg.  is  engrossing.  The  story 
takes  place  in  Berlin  during  the  fall  of 
1923.  It  is  a  time  of  crisis  and  anxiety  in 
Germany,  with  inflation  raging  out  of 
control  and  anarchy  threatening,  and 
Abel  Rosenberg,  an  unemployed  Jew, 
finds  his  world  crumbling  around  him. 
It  all  starts  when  he  comes  home  to  dis- 
cover his  brother  has  killed  himself. 
But  as  the  story  unfolds  it  becomes 
clear  that  the  personal  tragedy  is  part  of 
a  larger  malaise,  an  antihumanism  that 
will  soon  find  expression  in  the  Nazi 
movement.  Bergman's  epigraph  for  the 
filmscript  is  from  Georg  Buchner: 
"Man  is  an  abyss  and  I  turn  giddy 
when  I  look  down  into  it."  But  the  tone 
of  the  filmscript  is  clearly  Kafka,  from 
the  random  acts  of  violence  that  occur 
in  the  streets  to  the  sadistic  experi- 
ments that  probe  the  far  reaches  of  hu- 
man vulnerability.  An  important  addi- 
tion to  any  film  collection.

The  opening  of  a  very  real  bridge — the 
magnificent  single  span  over  Sydney 
harbor  in  1932 — marks  the  beginning  of 
this  book.  Through  depression  and  war 
years,  the  reader  follows  the  intermin- 
gled lives  of  some  of  the  people  first 
met  at  a  party  given  by  Carrie  Mazzini 
to  see  the  fireworks  of  the  bridge  cere- 
monies.

These  three  episodic  adventure  novels 
are  but  samples  of  the  more  than  70 
volumes  turned  out  by  the  author 
around  the  turn  of  the  century  and  ever 
since  avidly  devoured  by  German  teen- 
agers (as  well  as  those  of  other  coun- 
tries, judging  by  the  fact  that  more  than 
70  million  copies  have  been  sold  in  22 
languages).  The  narrator  of  all  three  ti- 
tles is  a  German  named  Karl  who  in- 
variably defeats  his  enemies  with  clev- 
erness, strength,  skill,  and  an  abun- 
dance of  Christian  spirit. 

In  Winnetou  he  accompanies  an 
Apache  chief  in  his  search  for  the  gold- 
seekers  who  murdered  his  father  and 
sister.  This  is  a  sympathetic  portrait  of 
the  American  Indian  tribes  in  the  last 
stages    of    their    decimation    by    the

whites.  In  the  Desert  is  the  first  of  a  se- 
ries set  in  the  Arab  countries  under 
Turkish  domination.  The  hero,  accom- 
panied by  his  faithful  and  comical  ser- 
vant Halef,  outwits  thieves,  pirates, 
and  corrupt  government  officials,  visits 
holy  cities,  and  organizes  military  vic- 
tories for  underdog  tribes.  Both  of 
these  novels  abound  in  vivid  details  of 
setting  and  customs.  Ardistan  and 
Djinnistan,  on  the  other  hand,  is  an  al- 
legory of  the  perfection  of  the  human 
soul,  set  in  a  mythical  Asian  land  of  im- 
probable architecture  and  customs,  and 
pervaded  by  supernatural  influences.  A 
series  of  invasions  and  rebellions  is 
quelled  without  bloodshed,  leading  to 
lasting  peace  and  the  regeneration  of  a 
paradisiacal  city. 

Academic  libraries  may  want  to  con- 
sider these  volumes  as  phenomena  of 
popular  culture,  but  they  are  not  likely 
to  have  a  wide  enough  appeal  to  the 
general  reading  public  to  justify  pur- 
chase by  the  average  public  library. —

The  closest  we  come  to  the  title's 
theme  is  in  a  story  by  Haldeman  and  a 
particularly  good  selection  by  Damon 
Knight;  both  tales  lay  the  groundwork 
for  a  warless  world,  but  Knight's  does 
it  with  a  degree  of  imagination  and 
thoughtfulness  not  found  in  most  sf. 
Most  of  the  remaining  stories  are  of  rel- 
atively high  caliber,  especially  George 
Alec  Effinger's  "Curtains,"  in  which 
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work  he  examines  theater  as  a  war  sur- 
rogate and  makes  use  of  the  linguistic 
connections  between  theater  and  war 
in  a  manner  that  is  most  chilling.

"Rhetoric  to  action" 

Sheila  Creth 

Assistant  Director,  University  of  Connecticut  Li- 
brary, Storrs: 

As  one  who  has  followed  the  evolution 
of  CLENE  from  an  idea  to  an  active  or- 
ganization, it  was  interesting  to  read 
Barbara  Conroy's  article  "CLENE:  a 
Success  Story"  (LJ .  July.  p.  1453-55). 
However  there  are  two  aspects  of  this 
article  that  I  feel  need  some  comment. 
One  is  the  lack  of  distinction  made  be- 
tween the  concepts  of  continuing  edu- 
cation and  staff"  development.  This  is 
not  a  semantics  problem  but  is  of  con- 
siderable importance  in  order  to  clearly 
identify  the  purpose  of  the  two  pro- 
grams, and  to  identify  the  responsibili- 
ty for  organizing  and  implementing 
such  programs.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
this  article  on  CLENE  activities — an 
"organization  concerned  with  contin- 
uing education  opportunities" — used 
these  terms  synonymously.  Library 
personnel  with  responsibility  for  staff 
development  are  particularly  con- 
cerned that  the  distinction  between 
these  two  areas  be  made.  In  addition, 
ALA/LAD-PAS  Staff  Development 
( lommittee  and  the  Committee  on  Staff 
Dc\elopment  in  Large  Academic  Li- 
braries are  two  groups  both  in  the  proc- 
ess o\'  defining  more  precisely  the  role 
o\'  staff  development  as  distinct  from 
continuing  education. 

For  purposes  of  clarification.  I 
would  suggest  the  follow  ing  (brief)  defi- 
nition of  these  two  concepts.  A  staff  de- 
velopment program  consists  of  policies 
and  activities  identified  and  implement- 
ed In  a  library  organization  to  supporl 
the  on-going  needs  o\'  staff  to  acquire 
and  update  their  knowledge  and  skills 
in  outer  to  effectively  perform  their 
jobs.  (See  the  article  by  Betty  Nichols 
"The  Kansas  City  Story:  (  apital  Re- 
covery  Through  Continuing  Education, 
/../.July.  p.  1456-57.) 


The  focus  of  continuing  education 
is  on  the  broad  needs  of  the  library  pro- 
fession and  programs  may  be  identified 
and  presented  by  library  schools  or 
various  library  associations.  It  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  individual  to  identify 
specific  programs  in  which  to  partici- 
pate based  on  his/her  immediate  and 
long-range  career  interests. 

The  distinction  between  these  two 
is  considerable  as  it  relates  to  needs  of 
a  specific  library  or  needs  of  the  profes- 
sion, purpose  of  a  program,  responsi- 
bility for  implementing,  etc.  For  those 
of  us  with  responsibility  for  organiza- 
tional staff'  development,  we  feel  it  is 
important  to  distinguish  between  these 
two  in  order  to  gain  within  our  libraries 
essential  support  for  staff  training  and 
development  and  to  establish  realistic 
expectations  for  staff. 

My  other  concern  is  with  the  state- 
ment in  the  article  regarding  CLENE's 
interest  that  a  "system  or  process 
ought  to  be  developed  to  give  recogni- 
tion or  credit  to  individual's  participa- 
tion in  continuing  education  pro- 
grams." This  has  potential  for  consid- 
erable impact  on  the  library  field.  Many 
libraries,  of  course,  currently  have 
means  o\'  rewarding  staff  for  participa- 
tion in  a  wide  range  of  professional  ac- 
tivities  including  continuing  education. 
This  statement  implies,  though,  that 
participation  in  a  continuing  education 
activity — in  and  of  itself — deserves 
some  specific  reward.  1  would  hope 
that  this  is  not  the  direction  that 
CLENE  is  suggesting  we  move  in  with 
regard  to  reward.  If  so.  I  would  suggest 
that  sound  personnel  management  is 
based  on  reward  (or  demonstrated  per- 
formance and  not  on  having  participat- 
ed in  a  particular  course  or  seminar.  If 
we  put  sue  this  approach  of  a  direct  re- 
ward— a  dollar  for  a  continuing  educa- 
tion unit — then  we  will  be  following  in 
the  path  of  many  teacher  associations 
where  continued  education  is  required 
and  then  rewarded  by  so  many  addi- 
tional dollars  in  the  paycheck.  The 
question  to  ask  is  has  this  improved 
classroom  teaching?  Library  profes- 
sionals should  indeed  be  rewarded  but 
based  on  demonstrated  competency 
and  such  reward  might  take  many 
forms — merit  increment,  promotion  in 
rank,  or  stronger  credentials  when 
competing  for  positions  in  the  library 
field. 

Both  continuing  education  and 
staff  development  need  to  gain  wider 
acceptance  in  the  library  field  and  to  be 
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more  strongly  supported  by  library  pro- 
fessionals and  library  organizations. 
Therefore,  it  is  important  that  we  are 
clear  in  our  meanings  when  we  talk  of 
staff  development  and  continuing  edu- 
cation, and  do  not  stray  in  the  wrong 
direction  when  considering  a  reward 
system.  We  need  to  be  sure  that  we  are 
thinking  clearly  with  emphasis  on  both 
library  employees  and  library  service. 
Only  in  this  way  will  the  library  proles 
sion  move  meaningfully  from  rhetoric 
to  action  in  the  areas  of  continuing  edu- 
cation and  staff  development. 


Harvesting  profits

Congratulations  to  the  City  Manager  of 
Fort  Lauderdale  regarding  his  demands 
for  rent  for  use  of  a  public  library  (LJ , 
August,  p.  1546).  He  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated for  establishing  a  precedent 
whereby  city  and  county  departments 
pay  for  the  space  they  occupy. 

Now.  I  do  declare  that  his  police 
department  should  be  required  to  pay 
an  amount  equal  to  the  services  it  per- 
forms, and  all  other  departments  be  de- 
clared renters.  But.  an  equal  share 
should  be  demanded  from  the  city  for 
services  rendered  on  a  par  value.  If  this 
happens,  then  happy  days  for  public  li- 
braries in  the  United  States.  We  shall 
finally  reap  a  harvest  of  profits  for  serv- 
ices rendered,  and  can  well  afford  to 
pay  the  city  for  its  space.  Libraries  give 
service  and  provide  more  materials  to 
more  people  than  any  other  department 
within  city  or  county  governments.

Your  report  on  ALA  Detroit  (LJ ,  Au- 
gust, p.  1568)  discusses  the  resolution 
from  DISC  (Division  Interests  Special 
Committee)  presented  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  comments  that  in  response 
"The  Executive  Board,  sensing  a  new 
drive  for  power  by  the  united  divisions, 
did  not  accept  the  proposal,  but  al- 
lowed for  an  Executive  Board  repre- 
sentative to  sit  in  on  all  future  DISC 
meetings.  .  .  ."  Time  will  show  how 
Executive  Board/DISC  relationships 
will  develop.  However,  I  think  that  the 
latter  portion  of  your  report  is  slightly 
misleading. 

The  latest  edition  of  the  ALA 
Handbook  of  Organization ,  1 976- 1 977 , 
p.  8,  lists  the  membership  of  DISC  and 
shows  that  then  President-Elect  Eric 
Moon  was  the  Executive  Board  liaison. 
In  the  Executive  Board  discussion  Eric 
Moon  supported  the  need  for  greater  li- 


aison between  the  two  groups  and  ob- 
served that  during  his  term  as  Presi- 
dent-Elect he  had  not  received  any 
communication  from  DISC.  In  the  sub- 
sequent discussion  it  was  thought  by 
the  Board  that  a)  the  President-Elect  al- 
ready had  a  multiplicity  of  duties  in- 
cluding assistance  to  the  President,  and 
b)  that  greater  use  might  be  made  of 
members  of  the  Executive  Board  in 
working  with  other  units  within  the  As- 
sociation. As  a  result,  the  Board  voted 
that  its  future  liaison  member  with 
DISC  should  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent. After  this,  to  quote  your  report 
again  "Norman  Horrocks  .  .  .  was  giv- 
en the  job  of  attending  the  [DISC] 
meetings." 


Valid  but  dangerous

We  all  know  that  cataloging  and  classi- 
fication systems  are  defective.  We  also 
know  about  the  faults  of  commercial 
services,  LC  services  and  local  library 
cataloging.  Sanford  Berman's  "shtik" 
(IJ ,  June  1,  p.  1251-53) — i.e.  premedi- 
tated, superficial  posturing  that  hides  a 
weakness,  in  this  case  virulent  anti-in- 
tellectualism — is  to  prey  upon  com- 
monly shared  dissatisfaction  and  to  ap- 
ply new  "standards"  to  allegedly  dis- 
criminatory LC  headings. 

What  would  Berman  have  us  be- 
lieve? If  people  can't  read,  the  material 
must  be  at  fault.  Standard  English 
words  (e.g.  statesman)  must  be  re- 
placed. Intelligent  persons  should  not 
be  able  to  identify  a  title  through  pre- 
cise, meaningful  descriptive  cataloging. 
Reference  librarians  must  find  titles 
with  bibliographies  on  their  own.  Cata- 
loged should  index  books  with  newly 
fashionable  words  and  cliches.  Racism 
can  be  effectively  fought  by  deleting 
the  vocabulary  of  racism. 

The  fact  is  we  have  the  technology 
to  revise  awkward  headings  and  to  at- 
tach any  number  of  descriptors  to 
books.  But  is  it  worth  it?  We  can  and 
should  simplify  filing  and  searching. 
Catalogers  should  work  with  public 
service  staff  and  add  useful  entries.  But 
we  do  not  need  idiosyncratic  catalogs 
that  people  have  to  learn,  relearn  and 
unlearn.  Imagine  having  to  cope  with 
different  typewriter  keyboards  every 
two  or  three  years. 

The  movement  calling  for  a  "peo- 
ples" catalog  is  just  another  facet  of  the 
foolishness  and  pandering  exhibited  by 
educators,  publishers  and  politicians. 
Berman's  critiques  often  contain  valid 
points  but  what  he  is  really  doing  is 
"shtupping"  the  reader  with  com- 
plaints that  have  become  tiresome  and 
specious,  even  dangerous  views.

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A  new  public  library  mission 


At  the  June  ALA  Conference,  the  Public  Library  Asso- 
ciation's Board  adopted  a  draft  "Mission  Statement 
for  Public  Libraries"  and  told  its  Goals,  Guidelines, 
and  Standards  Committee  to  edit  it  for  publication.  Pe- 
ter Hiatt,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee,  has  shared 
the  final  draft  with  LJ .  and  it  will  be  "officially"  pub- 
lished in  American  Libraries  later  this  month. 

It  is  a  daring  statement  which  will  provoke  strong 
debate.  Rather  than  do  another  revision  of  the  1966 
Minimum  Standards  for  Public  Library  Systems,  the 
Committee  initiated  a  bold  research  program  to 
develop  the  methods  and  manuals  to  help  individual 
libraries  set  their  own  standards,  and  until  that  re- 
search is  done,  it  offers  the  new  Mission  Statement  for 
interim  guidance.  The  Statement  attempts  to  break  out 
of  the  patterns  of  thinking  that  have  kept  public  librar- 
ies "geared  to  the  social  needs  of  the  19th  Century." 
The  intention  is  to  show  that  "the  needs  of  society  at 
the  close  of  the  20th  Century  demand  that  the  public 
library  change,  and  further,  that  the  public  library  as- 
sume a  strong  leadership  role." 

The  Mission  Statement  cites  four  factors  in  Amer- 
ican Society  that  require  a  "new  institution":  1)  "run- 
away social  change"  and  the  resulting  "future  shock"; 
2)  "exponential  increase  in  the  volume  and  complexity 
of  the  record  of  human  experience";  3)  "total  egalitar- 
ianism"  including  the  right  of  individual  self-determi- 
nation and  the  corresponding  obligation  of  individuals 
to  contribute  to  social  decision-making;  and  4)  the  de- 
pletion of  natural  resources.  Summing  up,  the  State- 
ment says:  "In  the  face  of  a  world  which  may  be  vastly 
altered,  society  needs  an  agency  to  help  people  to  be 
realistic,  to  plan  rather  than  to  panic  ..." 

The  Mission  Statement  redefines  a  number  of  key 
library  terms  or  concepts.  It  offers  a  broadened  defini- 
tion of  "access"  that  includes  overcoming  all  barriers 
including  the  psychological  and  educational.  It  ex- 
pands the  term  "community"  to  eschew  "the  narrow 
geographic  service  support  area"  in  favor  of  a  commu- 
nity that  transcends  not  only  local,  state,  and  national 
boundaries,  but  also  those  of  class,  race,  economics, 
age,  health,  and  even  attitude.  It  broadens  the  term 
"evaluation"  to  include  measuring  library  "output." 
adding  that:  "The  social  indicators  to  measure  library 
output  have  yet  to  be  defined."  "Information"  is  rede- 
fined to  include   "unrecorded  experience  which   is 


available  only  from  human  resources."  And  there  is 
much  more  in  this  brave  new  lexicon. 

The  Mission  Statement  suggests  ten  "needed  re- 
sponses" to  its  speculation  "If  one  were  to  invent  an 
information  agency  to  respond  to  the  social  needs  of 
today  ..."  They  include  full  access  to  all  human  rec- 
ords by  linking  all  the  libraries  in  the  world.  It  would 
all  be  organized  for  access  from  "a  myriad  of  direc- 
tions." to  allow  not  only  the  retrieval  of  facts  but  also 
of  "the  wisdom  in  the  record."  The  new  agency  would 
"develop  ...  a  responsible  policy  about  preserving 
and  erasing  (our  italics)  portions  of  humankind's  volu- 
minous current  record  ...  It  would  negotiate  con- 
sensus about  criteria  for  judging  between  materials 
which  are  significant  ...  and  those  which  are  trivial 
or  redundant."  Apparently  worried  about  charges  of 
censorship,   the   Statement  adds:    "...  the  agency 
would  assume  leadership  in  defining  a  new  statement 
of  professional  ethics  and  in  creating  new  structures  to 
protect  intellectual  freedom." 

Whether  libraries  can  wait  until  the  "mid-1980's" 
for  standards,  or  the  "several  years"  for  a  completed 
research  project  (begun  in  October  under  a  $140,000 
USOE  grant)  is  debatable.  The  Statement  recom- 
mends a  revolutionary  new  direction  for  public  librar- 
ies, but  gives  little  ammunition  to  convince  governing 
authorities  to  finance  the  urgently  needed  changes. 
And,  as  the  statement  admits,  there  is  little  that  is  to- 
tally new  in  it. 

What  it  does,  however,  is  collect  the  current  pro- 
phetic edge  of  library  thinking  and  experimentation 
and  mold  it  into  a  modernized  mission  for  public  librar- 
ies. It  is  time  to  assert,  as  the  Statement  does,  a  politi- 
cal and  social  leadership  role  for  the  public  library.  It 
is  vitally  important  that  public  libraries  lay  claim  to  a 
coordinating  role  in  the  developing  national  network 
and  in  national  information  policy.  And  it  is  healthy  for 
libraries  to  face  the  sensitive  necessity  to  weed  and 
select,  to  reject  the  "trivial"  and  "redundant"  in  li- 
brary collections.  We  may  argue  a  lot  about  its  lan- 
guage (and  the  lapses  in  it),  but  it  is  progress  when  a 
Mission  Statement  from  a  committee  of  public  librari- 
ans accepts  and  uses  current  and  relevant  social  and 
political  issues  as  the  basis  for  an  institutional  mission. 
If  we'd  done  that  back  in  1966,  the  last  time  we  revised 
our  Standards,  we  might  not  be  worrying  so  much 
about  "survival"  now.  John  Berry

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King  report  pegs  photocopying  volume 


The  King  survey  of  library  photocopy- 
ing, a  project  commissioned  by  the 
National  Commission  on  Libraries  and 
Information  Science,  found  that  a  sur- 
prising low  number  (500,000  for  serials) 
of  items  photocopied  would  be  subject 
to  royalty  payments.  The  job  of  policing 
copyright  fees  could  prove  to  be  ex- 
pensive and  would  be  best  handled  by  a 
centralized  collection  agency.  According 
to  King's  statistics,  most  U.S.  libraries 
(81  percent)  would  be  accountable  for 
less  than  250  copyrighted  serials  items. 
These  would  amount  to  41  percent  of 
all  photocopied  interlibrary  loans. 

The  King  survey,  sampling  21,280 
libraries  of  all  types,  pegged  the  vol- 
ume of  photocopying  in  1976  at  1 14  mil- 
lion items,  with  less  than  half  (54  mil- 
lion) involving  copyrighted  items. 
Copyrighted  serials  (38  million)  are 
most  frequently  photocopied;  book 
photocopying  totals  some  15  million 
items,  84  percent  of  it  from  copyrighted 
works.  The  King  study  identified  who 
does  the  heaviest  serials  photocopying: 
special  libraries  (15  million),  public  li- 
braries (12  million),  academic  libraries 
(5  million)  and  federal  libraries  (4  mil- 
lion). And  it  noted  that  photocopying  is 
most  frequently  done  for  local  use  (22 
million);  intrasystem  loan  accounts  for 
12  million;  while  interlibrary  loan  re- 
quires some  four  million. 

The  King  study  got  a  reading  on 
various  screening  procedures  that  li- 
braries might  be  required  to  put  into 
operation.  A  majority  of  libraries  said 
they  could  easily  screen — without  in- 
curring extra  costs — outgoing  serial  in- 
terlibrary loan  requests  or  requests 
from  local  patrons.  But  more  than  half 
of  them  said  it  would  be  too  expensive 
to  check  to  see  if  a  requested  title  was 
photocopied  beyond  the  fair  use  limit. 

Asked  how  they  would  best  like  to 
handle  their  royalty  obligations,  librar- 
ies named  as  their  top  preferences: 
higher  subscription  rates  for  all  serials. 


purchase  of  royalty  stamps  or  coupons, 
photocopying  machine  fees,  and  the 
purchase  of  multiple  copies  or  reprints 
from  a  central  agency.  Without  the  ad- 
ditional burden  of  royalty  fees,  photo- 
copying now  costs  academic  libraries 
an  average  of  $16,260  annually  (they 
lease  an  average  of  3.7  machines),  and 
public  libraries,  $4080. 

The  report,  as  interpreted  by  the 
summary,  says  that  a  combination  of 
royalty  collection  mechanisms  will 
probably  be  necessary.   But  it  notes 


that  "it  may  be  more  cost-effective,  at 
least  initially,  for  a  central  clearing- 
house or  payment  center  to  serve  high- 
volume  serials  and  high-volume  librar- 
ies." In  the  end,  it  contends,  "only  a 
minority  of  either  group  [publishers  or 
libraries]  will  be  directly  affected  by  the 
actual  payment  of  royalties."  The  re- 
port was  "uncertain"  as  to  whether 
royalties  would  force  subscription  can- 
cellations. If  this  were  to  occur,  how- 
ever, it  surmised,  the  small,  specialized 
journals  would  be  hardest  hit. 


Canadian  unity  is  goal  of  book  subsidy  program 


Responding  to  what  Toronto  Globe  col- 
umnist William  French  calls  a  "crisis  in 
national  unity,"  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment will  step  up  its  use  of  book  subsi- 
dies with  the  aim  of  encouraging  great- 
er understanding  between  English  and 
French  speaking  populations  now  al- 
ienated from  each  other.  The  book  sub- 
sidies were  originally  started  as  a 
means  of  bolstering  Canada's  faltering 
publishing  industry. 

Now  the  government  effort  has 
been  expanded.  Some  $2  million  will  be 
spent  in  a  three-year  effort  that  will  in- 
clude funding  for  National  Book  Week 
and  more  direct  subsidies  to  publishers 
for  books  earmarked  for  distribution  to 
various  community  organizations. 
(Public  and  school  libraries  will  be  eli- 
gible for  the  giveaways  for  the  first 
time.)  And  there  will  be  more  trans- 
lation grants  and  stronger  support  for 
children's  books. 

Canadian  Secretary  of  State  Rob- 
erts spelled  out  the  aims  of  the  chil- 
dren's book  program.  Said  Roberts, 
"The  long-term  vitality,  not  simply  of 
Canadian  literature  but  of  the  country 
itself,  depends  on  a  growing  interest 
among  our  young  people  in  good  books 
and  in  the  knowledge  and  values  they 
impart.  This  new  program  will  assist 


with  the  costs  of  producing  and  market- 
ing quality  works  that,  among  other 
things,  inform  young  Canadians  about 
themselves,  their  cultural  differences, 
and  their  human  similarities." 

Assessing  the  impact  of  the  influx 
of  aid  on  the  Canadian  publishing 
scene,  French  predicted  in  a  recent  To- 
ronto Globe  column  a  "rosy  period  of 
prosperity  ahead  for  authors  of  chil- 
dren's books  and  translators." 


Washington  state  agency 
eyes  direct  prison  role 

The  Washington  State  Library  (Roder- 
ick Swartz,  chief)  has  taken  prelimi- 
nary steps  towards  taking  over  state- 
wide institutional  library  service  opera- 
tions. Since  1965,  the  State  Library  has 
contracted  with  public  libraries  (12  at 
last  count)  for  service  provided  to 
Washington's  31  jails  and  institutions. 
But  a  government  study  said  that  the 
State  Library  could  do  the  job  cheaper 
and  more  efficiently. 

The  state  library  is  meeting  with 
public  library  personnel  to  work  out  a 
smooth  transition  of  responsibility  for 
the  service. 
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ALA's  "The  Speaker" 
nixed  in  Minnesota 

The  Minnesota  Library  Association 
has  decided  against  endorsing  "The 
Speaker,"  a  controversial  ALA-spon- 
sored  film  that  has  been  opposed  in 
some  quarters  as  a  veiled  endorsement 
of  the  theory  of  racial  inferiority.  Su- 
zanne LeBarron  reports  that  the  MLA 
membership  debated  the  merits  of  the 
film  and  then  passed  this  resolution: 
"Be  it  resolved  that  the  Minnesota  Li- 
brary Association  go  on  record  with  the 
position  that  the  film,  "The  Speaker," 
as  it  stands,  does  not  identify  with  suf- 
ficient clarity  the  issues  of  intellectual 
freedom  with  which  it  purports  to  be 
concerned,  and  therefore  is  not  a  state- 
ment which  [MLA]  can  endorse  as  an 
expression  of  the  library  profession's 
views  on  intellectual  freedom." 

ALA's  Black  Caucus,  which  has 
expressed  vehement  opposition  to  the 
film,  contends  that  the  film  should  be 
junked,  and  that  efforts  by  ALA  to 
make  the  film  more  acceptable — by 
preparing  discussion  guides — are  not 
enough. 


Florence  agreement  okay  sought 

Major  library,  publishing,  and  AV  pro- 
duction organizations  are  urging  the 
U.S.  Senate  to  move  quickly  to  extend 
Florence  Agreement  duty  free  privi- 
leges to  AV  and  microform  materials. 
The  stakes:  the  U.S.  is  the  world's 
largest  producer,  consumer,  exporter, 
and  importer  of  nonprint  materials.  The 
1967  Florence  Agreement  provides  tar- 
iff exemption  only  for  printed  edu- 
cational and  cultural  materials,  includ- 
ing maps  and  music.  Among  the  groups 
to  urge  extension  of  the  Florence  pact: 
ALA,  the  Association  for  Educational 
Communications  and  Technology,  the 
Association  of  Research  Libraries,  the 
Association  of  American  Publishers,  the 
Association  of  Media  Producers,  and 
the  Information  Industry  Association. 


$$  for  Mass.  censorship  case 

At  its  30th  Annual  Conference  in  Stur- 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  the  New  Eng- 
land Library  Association  voted  to  con- 
tribute $250  to  the  Right-To-Read  De- 
fense Fund  set  up  to  aid  in  the  legal 
defense  of  Chelsea,  Massachusetts 
school  librarian  Sonya  Coleman.  She  is 
taking  the  school  board  to  court  to  con- 
test their  decision  to  remove  from  the 
library  shelves  Male  and  Female  under 
18.  Objected  to  was  one  selection,  a 
poem  expressing  in  very  specific  lan- 
guage tne  revulsion  of  a  young  girl  for 
the  sexual  leers  she  sees  in  the  men  in 
the  street.  Both  ALA  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Library  Association  have  con- 
tributed to  Coleman's  defense. 


Island  Trees  status  report: 
summary  judgment  tried 

David  Cohen  of  the  New  York  Library 
Association  reports  the  latest  devel- 
opments in  the  Island  Trees  censorship 
battle.  The  New  York  Civil  Liberties 
Union  has  failed  in  its  attempt  to  get 
the  case  moved  from  federal  court  to 
the  state  Supreme  Court.  District  Court 
Judge  George  C.  Pratt  explained  that 
"teachers  .  .  .  may  be  precluded  by 
the  Board's  action  from  discussing  or 
assigning  as  outside  reading  any  of  the 
1 1  subject  books  .  .  .  Thus,  much  more 
is  presented  here  than  the  mere  remov- 
al of  some  books  from  the  school  li- 
brary shelves.  Accordingly,  the  motion 
to  remand  this  action  to  the  state  court 
on  the  ground  that  no  substantial  feder- 
al question  is  presented  is  denied." 

In  an  effort  to  get  the  case  thrown 
out  of  court  now,  the  school  board  is 
asking  for  a  summary  judgment.  If  this 
motion  fails,  the  case  will  then  go  to  tri- 
al. Both  ALA  and  NYLA  have  agreed 
to  file  amicus  curiae  briefs  on  behalf  of 
the  student  complainants.  Island  Trees 
School  Librarian  Irene  Turin  has  re- 
ceived several  awards — including  the 
newly  established  John  Philip  Immroth 
award  from  ALA's  Intellectual  Free- 
dom Round  Table — in  recognition  for 
the  stand  she  took  against  the  school 
board. 


ALA  equal  rights  stand 
draws  Louisiana  protest 

ALA's  threat  to  boycott  those  states 
that  fail  to  ratify  the  women's  Equal 
Rights  Amendment  has  stirred  a  flurry 
of  protests  from  Louisiana.  If  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment  doesn't  make  it  this 
year,  incidentally,  it  will  go  back  to 
square  one  and  must  win  a  second  nod 
from  those  states  that  have  already  rati- 
fied it. 

In  a  letter  to  ALA's  Christopher 
Hoy,  Louisiana  State  Librarian  Thom- 
as Jaques  decried  endorsement  of  ERA 
as  "an  essential  prerequisite"  to  accept- 
ance of  his  state  as  an  ALA  convention 
site.  He  decried  the  loss  of  benefits — 
prestige  and  greatly  expanded  public 
awareness — that  would  accrue  to  Loui- 
siana libraries  and  librarians  from  a  na- 
tional library  convention. 

Jaques  forwarded  to  U  a  sheaf  of 
other  letters  complaining  about  ALA's 
decision.  Edward  McNeill  of  the  New 
Orleans  Tourist  Commission  com- 
plained that  Louisiana  would  be  "pe- 
nalized unjustifiably"  if  ALA  went 
ahead  with  its  threatened  boycott.  Lou- 
isiana, he  stressed,  has  many  enlight- 
ened legislators  who  have  stated  their 
support  of  ERA.  And  he  contended 
that  the  only  reason  ERA  has  not  been 
ratified  is  that  Louisiana's  constitution

Alabama  State  Librarian  Anthony 
Miele  was  quick  to  complain  that 
ALA  had  erred  by  embroiling  itself  in 
social  and  political  issues  such  as  ERA. 
Ellen  Gay  Detlefsen.  chairperson  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  in 
Librarianship.  a  standing  committee  of 
ALA.  has  taken  issue  with  Miele  on 
one  basic  contention — that  the  boycott 
vote  by  Council  represented  a  "vocal 
minority"  rather  than  the  wishes  of  the 
membership.  She  sent  him  ALA  docu- 
ments dating  back  to  1957  to  prove  that " 
equal  rights  has  long  been  a  concern  of 
ALA  members. 


AMIGOS  offers  expertise 
to  Costa  Rica  &  Colombia 

The  AMIGOS  Bibliographic  Council, 
headquartered  in  Dallas,  reports  that 
the  Organization  of  American  States 
has  contracted  with  it  to  provide  tech- 
nical expertise  in  two  international  pro- 
jects. AMIGOS  worked  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Costa  Rica  in  developing  a 
centralized  cataloging  facility  (Centro 
Catalografico  Centroamericano).  Lhe 
Center,  which  now  does  UCR  catalog- 
ing, will  eventually  offer  this  service  to 
other  libraries  in  Costa  Rica.  Nicara- 
gua. Panama,  and  other  Central  Ameri- 
can nations. 

AMIGOS  will  also  assist,  at  the 
request  of  OAS.  the  Colombian  Insti- 
tute for  the  Promotion  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation in  developing  an  automated  na- 
tional bibliographic  network.  It  is  host- 
ing Colombian  librarians  and  systems 
engineers  on  a  tour  of  Mexican,  U.S.. 
and  Canadian  automation  systems. 


OCLC  keeps  CONSER  file 
despite  contract  end 

The  Council  on  Library  Resources  con- 
tract to  pay  the  Ohio  College  Library 
Center  for  its  participation  in  the  Con- 
servation of  Serials  (CONSER)  project 
has  run  out.  But  OCLC  has  decided  to 
continue  its  involvement  in  the  project 
until  the  national  online  serials  data- 
base being  developed  is  complete. 
OCLC  "will  discontinue  making 
charges  for  computer  file  memory 
space  occupied  by  CONSER  records 
as  well  as  other  charges  being  made  for 
CONSER  utilization  of  OCLC's  staff 
and  central  installation." 

The  Library  of  Congress  is  slated 
to  take  over  responsibility  for  the  proj- 
ect next  year. 


NLA  seeks  papers 

on  "unprofessional  trends" 

The  National  Librarians  Association 
has  put  out  a  call  for  papers  "dealing 
with  any  current  trend  or  state  of  af- 
fairs which  might  devalue  the  profes- 
sion of  librarianship."  The  papers  will 
be  refereed;  presentation  is  slated  at 
the  NLA's  1978  annual  conference  in 
Chicago.  Suggested  length:  1000  to 
5000  words. 

NLA  came  up  with  this  list  of  pos- 
sible topics:  "alternate  career  ladders; 
revoking  of  faculty  status  for  academic 
librarians;  appointment  of  persons  not 
trained  in  librarianship  to  high-level  li- 
brary positions;  problems  in  M.L.S. 
education:  and  nonprofessional  job  as- 
signments." Other  topics  come  to 
mind:  the  new  "tasks  analysis"  ap- 
proach to  personnel  roles  as  a  defense 
against  discrimination  suits;  the  validi- 
ty of  the  ALA-accredited  M.L.S.  as  a 
basic  professional  requirement;  and  the 
impact  of  affirmative  action  and  equal 
opportunity  in  hiring  and  promotions. 
Also:  the  relative  roles  of  professionals  ' 
and  LTA's — especially  when  non- 
professionals have  supervisory  func- 
tions; the  use  of  volunteers;  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  subject  specialists;  and 
the  impact  of  computers.

Children's  service  standards 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  Re- 
search Center  has  been  commissioned 
by  the  State  Library  to  undertake  a 
study  of  children's  services  in  public 
libraries.  The  studv.  uhich  will  eye 
such  things  as  funding,  services,  per- 
sonnel, materials,  and  facilities,  will 
attempt  "to  provide  a  basis  for  the 
development  of  standards  for  children's 
services." 
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Rising  cost  of  serials:  $$-saving  steps  pegged 


A  recent  issue  of  the  University  of 
Idaho  publication,  The  Bookmark,  car- 
ries Jacqueline  Zajanc's  recap  of  a 
summer  workshop  titled  Serials  Acqui- 
sition/De-Acquisition at  the  Time  of 
Recession.  The  meeting,  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  Washington  Library 
Association  and  others,  was  held  at 
Central  State  College  in  Ellensburg, 
Washington.  Its  aim  was  to  zero  in  on 
ways  of  dealing  with  the  rising  cost  of 
serials,  averaging  92  percent,  and  in 
some  cases  as  high  as  500  percent. 

Gene  Bismuti  of  the  Washington 
State  Library  reported  on  progress 
towards  the  development  of  the  Wash- 
ington State  Cooperative  Storage  Cen- 
ter, which  is  expected  to  be  operational 
in  three  or  four  years.  The  joint  storage 


center  will  provide  rapid  serials  retriev- 
al and  eliminate  backfiles.  And  it  will 
handle  most  interlibrary  loan  process- 
ing— something  which  will  count  heavi- 
ly if  increased  use  of  data  bases  pro- 
duces a  big  jump  in  the  demand  for  in- 
terlibrary loan. 

Peter  Stevens  of  the  University  of 
Washington  reviewed  cost-saving  strat- 
egies: development  of  a  new  selectivity 
in  the  selection  of  serials  and  assign- 
ment of  responsibility  by  subject  areas; 
continual  review  of  serials  titles  by  a 
committee  set  up  for  that  purpose;  tak- 
ing advantage  of  such  economical  deals 
available  from  venders  as  special 
multiple  year  rates  and  prepayment 
plans;  and  the  use  of  microforms  for 
savings  in  the  binding  budget. 


Florida  college  libraries  to  get  $10  million  for  books 


Florida  legislators  have  decided  to 
channel  gross  utilities  tax  money — usu- 
ally reserved  for  school  construction — 
to  Florida  university  libraries  to  bolster 
their  book  collections,  reports  Albert 
Strickland  of  the  University  of  Flor- 
ida's Hume  Library.  The  money, 
which  supplements  regular  library 
funding,  is  projected  at  $10  million  an- 
nually for  the  next  five  years.  The  first- 
year  grant  is  specifically  earmarked  for 
book  acquisitions  at  the  nine  state  uni- 
versity libraries.  The  five-year  plan 
calls  for  strengthening  library  ties 
among  the  state  university  libraries  via 
computer  networks,  circulation  system 
links,  and  shared  acquisitions.  But  the 
first  $10  million  is  only  for  acquisitions. 


Among  the  factors  that  convinced 
legislators  to  divert  tax  money  for  book 
buying:  school  building  has  fallen  off 
and  State  University  System  book  bud- 
gets have  not  kept  up  with  inflation — 
serials  titles  have  had  to  be  cancelled 
and  few  monographs  and  no  new  seri- 
als could  be  bought. 

In  his  report  on  the  funding  coup, 
Strickland  expressed  unhappiness  that 
the  first  $10  million  could  only  be  used 
to  buy  books  and  no  extra  money  had 
been  allocated  for  more  supplies  and 
manpower.  Said  Strickland,  "Libraries 
could  be  hard  put  to  spend  all  this  extra 
money  with  their  present  staffs,  but  all 
have  expressed  their  willingness  to  give 
their  best." 


Federal  &  local  $$  help  build  libraries 


Economic  Development  Administra- 
tion Act  and  Community  Development 
funds  are  helping  libraries  in  many 
areas  build  and  expand  facilities. 

•  Community  development  in  Penn- 
sylvania: Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania  city 
fathers  have  opted  to  invest  $50,000  of 
Community  Development  funds  in 
more  renovations  at  the  city's  South 
Side  Branch  Library  (Jack  Berk,  direc- 
tor). The  money  will  be  used  for  air 
conditioning,  painting,  roofing,  and 
plumbing.  A  federal  grant  paid  for  ear- 
lier renovation  work  at  South  Side 
aimed  at  "making  the  library  accessible 
and  attractive  to  Spanish-Speaking 
residents"  in  particular.  One  result: 
circulation  went  up  32  percent  and  reg- 
istration climbed  23  percent. 

•  EDA  $$  in  California:  The  San  Ber- 
nardino County  Library  got  $349,961  in 


federal  funds  under  the  Economic  De- 
velopment Administration  act  to  con- 
struct a  new  Needles  Branch  Library. 

•  EDA  to  improve  handicapped  ac- 
cess: The  public  library  of  Wayland, 
Massachusetts  (Louise  R.  Brown,  di- 
rector) will  spend  $106,000  in  EDA 
funds  to  put  in  an  elevator  and  remodel 
entrances  and  lavatories — making  the 
building  more  accessible  to  the  handi- 
capped. 

•  South  Dakota's  use  of  EDA:  An 
EDA  grant  of  $140,000  will  help  build  a 
replacement  for  the  Milbank  Public  Li- 
brary in  Grant  County.  And  the  Sturgis 
Public  Library  in  Meade  County  got 
Public  Works  funds  to  acquire  an  ad- 
joining building  for  expansion  space. 
Voters,  incidentally,  had  turned  down 
the  project  in  an  earlier  referendum. 

•  Building  Oregon  libraries:  The  city

•  Nassau  renovation:  The  Nassau 
County  Library  System  of  New  York 
has  acquired  a  building  in  Uniondale. 
New  York — one  that  will  provide  some

vation is  complete.  Nassau  has  re- 
ceived $50,000  in  Comprehensive  Em- 
ployment and  Training  Act  (CETA) 
money  to  pay  for  security  forces  during 
construction;  after  the  building  is  fin- 
ished the  security  corps  will  take  over 
maintenance. 


Penn.  State  $$  lack 
triggers  student  protest 

Stuart  Forth  of  Pennsylvania  State 
University  reports  that  the  PSU  stu- 
dent government  body  recently  orga- 
nized an  all-night  sit-in  at  the  library  to 
protest  the  legislature's  refusal  to  pro- 
vide state  universities  with  the  money 
they  need  to  keep  going.  The  universi- 
ty, says  Forth,  is  living  on  "borrowed 
money";  it  has  no  budget  and  has  re- 
duced library  hours  to  save  money. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh. 
Temple  University,  and  Lincoln  Uni- 
versity are  also  affected  by  the  legislat- 
ure's budget  freeze,  he  said. 

Solar  heat  for  Illinois  library 

A  successful  building  referendum  will 
enable  the  Lake  Villa  Public  Library 
(Illinois)  to  build  a  passive  solar  heated 
building,  reports  Anthony  Leisner, 
past  board  president  and  now  consul- 
tant to  the  LVPL  board.  The  building 
will  be  insulated  from  the  outside  rath- 
er than  the  inside  and  "may  be  the  first 
one  designed  solely  as  a  passive  solar 
heated  library."

Wash,  voters  okay  lifting 
of  tax  limitation 

Washington's  King  County  Library 
System  (Herbert  F.  Mutschler,  direc- 
tor) reports  that  it  will  get  about 
$275,000  in  additional  tax  revenue 
thanks  to  voters  who  approved  by  a 
67.8  percent  margin  King  County's  Li- 
brary Proposition.  The  measure  sus- 
pends for  one  year  the  state-mandated 
106  percent  tax  lid,  which  "limits  prop- 
erty tax  collection  by  the  library  to  a 
maximum  six  percent  annual  in- 
crease— regardless  of  the  size  of  in- 
creases in  assessed  valuation  or  in  in- 
flation." The  "lid  law"  kept  King 
County's  funding  base  down  to  48 
cents/$1000  in  1977,  and  it  looked  as  if" 
the  library  would  get  only  44  cents/ 
$1000  in  1978. 

But  the  vote  will  bring  new  tax 
money  to  the  library  system,  and  this 
money  will  be  used  to  buy  more  books, 
films,  and  magazines;  add  staff  and  up 
salaries;  and  upgrade  facilities  mainte- 
nance. 


Federal  book  grant  shrinkage 

Each  year  the  Office  of  Education  dis- 
tributes $10  million  in  Title  II-A  Higher 
Education  Act  money  for  college  li- ! 
brary  book  buying.  As  the  number  of 
eligible  institutions  of  higher  education 
in  the  U.S.  has  grown,  the  amount  of 
Title  II-A  grants  to  individual  institu- 
tions has  grown  smaller.  This  year 
most  institutions  got  $3,855  out  of  a 
possible  maximum  of  $5000. 


N.Y.  reference  library  dies 

The  Nassau  County  Reference  Library 
(N.Y.),  which  has  been  struggling  for 
survival  since  it  lost  county  funding 
support,  has  finally  gone  under.  The  li- 
brary was  organized  with  the  aim  of 
providing  top-notch,  centralized  refer- 
ence services  to  all  types  of  libraries  as 
well  as  business  firms  in  this  populous 
and  wealthy  New  York  county. 
NCRL's  board  is  currently  exploring 
the  transfer  of  its  holdings  to  one  li- 
brary or  libraries.  The  Nassau  Library 
System  has  shown  an  interest  in  taking 
over  the  operation. 


NEW  TECHNOLOGY 


Automated  circ.  in  N.Y.,  California  &  Penna. 


As  library  operations  grow  in  size  and 
complexity,  more  libraries  are  finding  it 
to  their  best  advantage  to  utilize  com- 
puterized circulation  systems  as  a 
cheaper  alternative  to  manual  systems 
requiring  big  personnel  expenditures. 
Among  the  latest  to  go  the  comput- 
erized circulation  route:  New  York's 
Queens  Borough  Public  Library,  Cali- 
fornia State  University,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 

Queens  (Milton  Byam,  director) 
picked  the  Gaylord  Computerized  Cir- 
culation Control  System  for  its  54  loca- 
tions. Gaylord  claims  its  system  got  the 
nod  from  QBPL  "because  of  its  unique 
networking  and  interlibrary  loan  capa- 
bilities. It  is  the  only  system  capable  of 
handling  such  a  large  number  of  branch 
terminals  on  one  mini-computer."  So 
far,  says  Gaylord,  90  libraries  nation- 
wide have  bought  its  system. 

California  State  University  and 
Colleges  has  decided  to  try  out  at  its 
Sacramento  campus  the  LIBS  100  Cir- 
culation Control  System  manufactured 
by  CL  Systems  Inc.  of  Newtonville, 
Massachusetts.  CSUC.  which  is  the 
15th  California  library  to  choose  CLSI, 
will  put  the  LIBS  100  on  six  additional 
campuses  pending  the  results  of  a  six- 
month  evaluation  study.  The  LIBS  100 
at  Sacramento  will  handle  an  annual 
circulation  of  over  400,000. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania  is 
another  to  sign  with  CLSI:  the  LIBS 


100  system  will  replace  UP's  batch 
processing  equipment,  an  IBM  System/ 
7  computer.  Pennsylvania's  main  li- 
brary, the  Fine  Arts  Library,  and  the 
Lippincott  Library  will  be  fully  online. 
Departmental  libraries  will  use  LIBS 
100  composite  stations  "which  incor- 
porate the  inquiry  and  interactive  dia- 
log capability  of  keyboard/display  sta- 
tions with  the  ability  to  scan  machine- 
readable  labels  on  library  materials  and 
patron  registration  cards."  UP  will  also 
utilize  CLSI's  new  title  query  termi- 
nals, which  provide  bibliographic  and 
location  information  by  author/title  ac- 
ronym, partial  author,  full  call  number, 
or  partial  call  number. 

The  District  of  Columbia  Public 
Library,  which  had  tried  out  -CLSI's 
online  system  at  the  Martin  Luther 
King  Memorial  Library  in  January  of 
1977,  has  decided  to  put  CLSI  in  four 
of  its  branches:  Cleveland  Park,  Fort 
Davis,  Woodridge,  and  Georgetown. 
Commenting  on  the  CLSI  experience 
at  DCPL,  Library  Director  Hardy  R. 
Franklin  said:  "The  Martin  Luther 
King  Memorial  Library  .  .  .  has  expe- 
rienced an  exceptionally  smooth  transi- 
tion to  automated  circulation  .  .  . 
Response  from  the  CLSI  Trouble  Desk 
has  been  immediate,  helpful,  and 
professional,  due  to  their  ability  to 
diagnose  difficulties  and  to  instruct 
library  personnel  in  the  rectification 
of  any  problems." 
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Some  processing  centers 
getting  $$  help 

/../'s  report  of  the  faltering  of  another 
(Iowa's)  state-run  library  processing 
operation  (IJ,  October  1.  p.  1981)  has 
prompted  two  interesting  letters  which 
shed  some  light  on  why  some  process- 
ing operations  bomb  out  and  others 
prosper.  LJ  had  mentioned  the  Nassau 
County  Library  System's  operation 
(N.Y.)  as  an  example  of  a  successful 
operation. 

Joseph  Eisner,  director  of  the 
Plainedge,  New  York,  Public  Library, 
argued  that  the  reason  Nassau  has 
stayed  afloat  is  that  state-derived  sys- 
tem funds  pay  for  almost  all  the 
processing — making  this  a  distinct  bar- 
gain for  system  member  libraries.  Eis- 
ner contends  that  this  is  the  only  way  a 
processing  center  can  make  a  go  of  it.  If 
it  tried  to  recover  costs  by  charging  for 
its  work,  libraries  would  more  than 
likely  drop  out  and  do  their  own 
processing  to  avoid  the  out-of-pocket 
expenses.  Eisner,  incidentally,  was 
formerly  in  charge  of  the  ambitious  but 
ill-fated  ANALYTS  project,  which 
would  have  served  the  entire  state  of 
New  York  if  its  funding  plans  had  not 
fallen  through. 

Another  letter  on  the  subject  of 
processing  came  from  R.  Meinersman, 


administrator  at  the  Maryland  Materi- 
als Center  (Salisbury);  he  contended 
that  many  processing  centers  are  alive 
and  well.  As  Chairperson  of  the  RTSD 
Technical  Services  Directors  of 
Processing  Centers,  he  counts  70  cen- 
ters in  active  service  at  this  time.  Said 
Meinersman,  "Please  don't  count  us 
dead  yet.  Many  of  us  are  revising  meth- 
ods, particularly  including  more  realis- 
tic approaches  to  funding,  instead  of 
relying  on  federal  grants,  but  we  haven't 
given  up."  A  directory  of  processing 
centers  in  libraries  is  slated  to  come 
out  soon. 


Computerized  acquisitions 
launched  at  Berkeley 

The  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley has  switched  from  a  manual  to  a 
computerized  acquisitions  system,  re- 
ports Steven  Silberstein  of  the  Library 
Systems  Office:  an  IBM-360/65  is  han- 
dling financial  record  keeping  and  bibli- 
ographic control  for  UCB's  General  Li- 
brary. One  major  aim,  says  Silberstein. 
is  "to  provide  increased  public  access 
both  to  library  materials  and  to  infor- 
mation about  materials  the  library  has 
on  order  and  in  process."  UCB  is 
achieving  this  by  means  of  a  weekly  mi- 
crofiche   Catalog    Supplement    which 


lists  on  order  and  in-process  material  as 
well  as  items  recently  cataloged.  One 
week's  Supplement,  he  reports,  listed 
over  52,000  items  under  more  than 
J    120,000  entries. 

The  new  computerized  acquisi- 
tions system  is  handling  such  varied 
tasks  as:  fund  accounting  for  350  funds; 
automatic  conversion  from  some  8  for- 
eign currencies  to  U.S.  dollars;  adjust- 
ing of  all  foreign  liens  or  encumbrances 
to  reflect  currency  rate  changes;  the 
printing  of  all  purchase  orders  and  gift/ 
exchange  requests  and  comparing 
these  to  spot  duplication;  automatic 
production  of  claim  letters  for  items  not 
received;  and  reporting  of  relevant  rec- 
ords on  foreign  acquisitions  to  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  NPAC  (National 
Program  for  Acquisitions  and  Catalog- 
ing) program.  The  system  stores  all  bib- 
liographic records  in  the  full  MARC 
format,  and  updates  records  as  they  are 
cataloged  with  call  numbers  from  the 
BALLOTS  tapes.  People  who  select 
materials  get  a  weekly  report  listing  all 
items  claimed,  cancelled,  or  paid — and 
the  balance  left  for  purchases  in  that  in- 
dividual's budget.  Every  three  months, 
each  branch  library  of  the  General  Li- 
brary gets  a  computer  printout  that  lists 
titles  and  pinpoints  their  status.  The 
computer  is  in  communication  with  the 
library  staff  by  means  of  Datapoint 
1 100  data  entry  devices.

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ACADEMIC 
LIBRARY  BUILDING 

IN  1977 

by  Jerrold  Orne  and  Jean  O.  Gosling 


THE  YEAR  1977  has  been  a  difficult  building  year  for 
academic  libraries,  reflecting  the  fiscal  and  personnel 
turmoil  of  our  time.  It  has  been  extraordinarily  hard  to 
reach  responsive  or  responsible  officials,  and  there  is 
often  great  reluctance  to  reveal  factual  data.  Overall, 
one  is  left  with  the  uneasy  impression  of  the  erosion  of 
either  professional  competence  or  concern  or  both. 
For  whatever  reason,  there  are  always  a  few  institu- 
tions where  we  cannot  acquire  the  basic  data;  this  year 
is  no  exception,  but  in  any  case  the  yield  is  small. 

The  total  number  of  academic  library  projects  re- 
ported for  1977  is  20,  including  two  Renovations  only, 
where  no  new  space  is  added.  Of  the  remaining  18, 
only  six  are  new  libraries,  five  are  additions,  and  seven 
are  Additions  plus  Renovation.  Table  I  reflects  a  strik- 
ing contrast  with  1967,  when  we  reported  73  new  li- 
braries and  29  in  the  Additions  and  Addition  plus  Re- 
novation, and  1977,  where  the  numbers  are  reduced 
and  these  proportions  are  reversed.  New  libraries  now 
represent  only  one-third  of  a  much  smaller  total.  We 
have  dropped  another  notch  to  the  lowest  level  of  re- 
corded academic  library  construction  in  the  past  11 
years.  The  table  shows  a  continuing  shift  to  a  larger 
proportion  of  Additions  and  Additions  plus  Renova- 
tion over  the  last  four  years,  to  the  present  year  when 
two-thirds  of  the  list  is  of  that  character.  The  six 
wholly  new  libraries  number  less  than  ten  percent  of 
the  total  73  new  libraries  reported  in  1967. 

Cost  figures  confirm  the  constant  downward  trend 
in  the  volume  of  academic  library  building.  The  total 
project  cost  for  the  full  1977  record  is  $107,733,626, 
with  the  Texas  library  alone  accounting  for 
$21,700,000.  Our  1976  cost  figure  was  $158,655,280; 


1977  is  down  about  35  percent.  Last  year  we  reached  a 
high  average  square  foot  cost  of  $39.22;  this  was  $5.06 
over  the  previous  year  and  $5.17  over  the  five-year  av- 
erage of  1972  through  1976.  Our  1977  average  square 
foot  cost  is  $36.84,  less  than  in  1976  but  still  a  large 
step  up  from  the  $26.60  average  cost  in  1967. 

The  six  new  buildings  projects  include  one  very 
large  library,  at  the  University  of  Texas,  four  costing 
from  $4  to  $8  million,  and  one  small  college  library  at 
less  than  %\Vi  million.  The  average  gross  area  attained 
is  large,  188,418  square  feet,  obviously  skewed  by  the 
over  500,000  square  feet  of  the  Texas  library.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  the  variations  in  dollar  yield  in  the 
four  comparable  units  following  Texas  in  the  list.  How 
does  one  explain  why  one  library  costing  over  $8  mil- 
lion dollars  produces  170,166  square  feet  when  another 
costing  less  than  five  and  a  half  million  delivers 
175,135  square  feet?  A  similarly  large  disparity  can  be 
seen  in  the  second  pair,  SUNY-Plattsburgh  and 
South  Dakota  State.  You  will  quickly  note  that  in  both 
pairs  there  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  percent  assign- 
able column.  The  large  yield  libraries  have  corre- 
spondingly large  assignable  space.  This  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  careful  planning  for  space  utiliza- 
tion. Similar  differences  can  be  seen  in  the  equipment 
cost  column.  If  these  figures  are  considered  along  with 
the  book  capacity  and  seating,  you  will  sense  one  basic 
source  of  the  disparities,  one  library  having  book  ca- 
pacity as  the  major  goal  while  another  emphasizes 
seating  capacity.  Another  clue  lies  in  the  equipment 
cost,  where  the  higher  cost  of  chairs  and  tables  (and 
space  for  them)  run  parallel  with  the  larger  population 
planned.  Also  worth  noting  is  the  geography  of  square

foot  cost  differences.  The  two  lower  cost  projects,  at 
$28.10  and  $29.05  respectively,  are  in  the  relatively  re- 
mote and  less  highly  urbanized  areas  of  our  country. 
The  second  pair,  at  $40.19  and  $45.03,  are  in  the  high- 
ly-urbanized and  labor-organized  Northeast,  and  the 
result  is  a  25  percent  higher  cost  for  building.  The  criti- 
cal differences  in  assignable  area  and  cost  provide  a 
striking  comparison.  One  library  project  delivers 
101,000  square  feet  in  assignable  space  for  $4  million, 
while  its  peer  in  another  region  delivers  102,095  square 
feet  at  a  cost  of  $7,382,609!  Our  second  pair  reveals  an 
even  more  striking  disparity,  the  one  producing 
1 16,947  assignable  for  over  $8  million,  while  its  peer  in 
the  other  region  reports  149,835  assignable  at  a  cost  of 
$5,442,880.  Admittedly  these  are  rough  data,  and  the 
inferences  we  have  made  are  only  a  few  that  may  be 
useful  to  consider.  Many  other  factors  surely  had  bear- 
ing upon  these  data.  Nevertheless,  the  differences  are 
so  great  that  the  importance  of  careful  planning  is  man- 
ifest. One  thing  is  certain;  we  are  far  from  having  ex- 
hausted the  full  range  of  benefits  that  can  be  derived 
from  learning  and  understanding  how  to  use  the  wealth 
of  experience  these  past  1 1  years  have  made  available 
to  us. 

The  five  Addition  structures  of  1977  confirm  in 
every  respect  our  comments  on  the  new  general  librar- 
ies of  this  year.  First,  they  are  few,  adding  little  to  the 
total  project  list.  Second,  they  can  again  be  paired, 
two  being  large  projects  and  two  of  more  modest  pro- 
portions. The  first  pair  (nos.  1  &  2)  shows  the  same 
disparity  in  square  foot  cost,  the  same  two  geographic 
regions,  and  the  primary  concentration  in  one  on  seat- 
ing and  in  the  other  on  book  space.  The  consistency  of 
these  differences  confirms  the  general  planning  factor 
of  a  higher  cost  for  people  space  than  for  book  space. 

The  second  pair  (nos.  4  &  5)  in  the  Additions 
group  is  more  consistent  than  the  first.  They  are  both 
in  the  same  region,  have  very  similar  project  costs,  as- 
signable area,  and  square  foot  cost,  the  latter  being  far 


below  the  1977  average.  The  South  has  long  enjoyed 
lower  building  costs  than  other  regions  of  the  U.S. 
Oddly  enough,  there  is  a  large  difference  in  the  per- 
centage of  assignable  space  obtained  in  these  two  pro- 
jects. It  is  very  low  in  the  Alabama  library  and  high  in 
the  Georgia  institution.  This  has  not  to  do  with  book 
space  or  people  space  in  this  case.  It  speaks  to  the 
need  to  be  wary  of  the  possibility  of  considerable  lost 
space  in  planning  additions,  often  due  to  connecting 
space,  utilities,  or  any  of  the  special  mechanical  prob- 
lems incident  to  attaching  new  space  to  old. 

Seven  of  the  1977  projects  are  in  the  class  of  Addi- 
tions plus  Renovation.  Four  of  these  are  large  pro- 
jects, over  $5  million  in  cost.  The  table  for  these  librar- 
ies is  designed  to  provide  more  detailed  data  than  we 
list  for  other  types  of  projects,  more  for  the  guidance 
of  planners  than  in  the  hope  of  finding  reliable  com- 
parisons. The  potential  variables  are  so  numerous  and 
unpredictable  that  one  cannot  compare  any  one  pro- 
ject reasonably  to  another.  One  may  constitute  95  per- 
cent new  building  and  minimal  renovation  of  the  old. 
Another  may  be  a  major  overhaul  of  an  old  structure 
with  only  a  few  thousand  feet  added.  A  few  notable 
statistics,  however  may  be  worth  noting.  Although  one 
cannot  usually  compare  square  foot  costs  for  such  pro- 
jects overall,  Hawaii,  the  largest,  specifies  its  new 
space  cost  at  $66.57,  obviously  a  very  high  figure.  This 
illustrates  again  the  importance  of  geographical  varia- 
tion. In  nearly  every  case,  these  seven  projects  repre- 
sent proportionally  very  large  additions  of  new  space, 
usually  creating  a  much  larger  library,  where  the  plan- 
ning effort  of  the  original  contemplated  its  expansion. 
This  is  a  lesson  we  have  all  learned  well,  though  it  may 
now  be  simply  an  academic  exercise  in  view  of  present 
and  future  trends. 

The  two  remaining  projects  are  not  new  libraries, 
but  major  renovations  of  existing  buildings.  The  small- 
er of  the  two  is  notable  for  the  high  level  of  assignable 
space  obtained,  not  atypical  of  the  smaller  colleges  we 
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have  reported  in  earlier  years.  Smaller  projects  often 
have  far  more  rigorous  attention  given  to  useable 
space  than  is  usual  in  large  projects,  where  profligate 
creation  of  nonassignable  space  is  common. 

The  larger  one  of  these  two  is  noteworthy  as  one 
of  few  examples  of  total  conversion  of  a  building  pre- 
viously designed  for  another  purpose  to  library  use. 
The  growing  need  for  attention  to  this  kind  of  library 
planning  has  been  noted  by  Godfrey  Thompson 
(Thompson,  Godfrey,  Planning  and  Design  of  Library 
Buildings.  2d.  rev.  ed.  Nichols  Pub.  Co.,  1977.  p.  161- 
168)  in  England,  where  it  has  rapidly  gained  increasing 
acceptance  for  a  variety  of  reasons  equally  valid  in  our 
country.  These  two  renovations  may  well  mark  the  be- 
ginning of  a  steadily  increasing  movement  toward 
modifying  existing  structures  to  serving  changing 
trends  in  both  population  and  collection  planning.  Re- 
member also  that  the  number  of  Additions  and  Addi- 
tions plus  Renovation  in  1977  account  for  two  thirds  of 
the  total  number  of  projects.  In  all  of  the  ten  years 
preceding  1977,  only  twice  did  this  percentage  reach 
nearly  half  of  the  total  and  in  most  years  it  was  from  20 
to  30  percent.  This  new  decade  starts  with  a  wholly 


new  orientation  in  the  area  of  academic  library 
planning. 

The  year  1977  marks  the  first  year  of  a  second 
decade,  beginning  with  the  initiation  of  this  series  of 
reports  on  academic  library  building  in  1967.  We  have 
been  seeking  and  still  seek  verification  and  detailed 
analysis  of  the  product  of  the  first  decade,  looking  to- 
ward eventual  publication  in  book  format  as  a  com- 
plete cumulative  record.  This  year  has  brought  in  a 
very  modest  list  of  projects;  in  fact,  it  is  now  our  view 
that  considering  the  limited  numbers,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter to  discontinue  this  kind  of  reporting  and  perhaps 
report  more  fully  on  one  or  more  especially  notable 
projects  each  year.  Some  other  kind  of  annual  review 
may  be  possible,  but  that  will  fall  into  other  hands. 

Our  long  involvement  with  this  record  has  been  a 
great  experience,  at  times  arduous  but  always  reward- 
ing, and  our  enduring  gratitude  to  all  those  of  our  col- 
leagues who  have  shared  their  experience  with  us  is 
boundless.  It  remains  our  hope  that  others  will  find 
this  record  of  a  decade  and  a  brief  look  ahead  useful, 
and  that  our  younger  colleagues  may  use  it  to  do  better 
than  their  predecessors.

IN  A  RECENT  COLLECTION  of 
landmark  papers  marking  the  centen- 
nial of  American  librarianship,  one 
gave  particular  attention  to  the  evolu- 
tion of  academic  library  buildings  over 
the  past  century.  It  would  be  bold  in- 
deed to  try  to  forecast  what  the  next 
hundred  years  might  bring  to  academic 
library  design,  yet  many  of  the  factors 
which  will  surely  influence  future  li- 
brary design  are  clearly  visible.  They 
are  indeed  so  obvious  and  so  pervasive 
in  our  country  that  it  is  difficult  to  imag- 
ine our  profession  continuing  to  plan 
without  considering  the  vital  changes 
that  must  be  made.  The  historical  re- 
view (item  five  in  "Bibliography")  in- 
troduced the  development  of  our  aca- 
demic institutions  as  one  major  influ- 
ence on  the  evolution  of  library 
architecture.  This  and  many  other  in- 
fluences of  those  early  years  will  con- 
tinue into  the  future,  and  a  host  of  new 
current  and  imminent  developments 
now  challenge  us  with  a  much  more 
complex  pattern  as  the  basis  for  future 
planning  of  academic  libraries. 

The  complex  of  academic  institu- 
tions libraries  must  serve  today  is  far 
more  varied  than  it  was  even  only  ten 
or  20  years  ago,  much  less  a  hundred 
years.  Academic  institutions  now  begin 
with  community  colleges,  frequently 
combined  with  technical  institutes, 
however  strongly  vocation  oriented 
they  are.  Private  and  public  liberal  arts 
colleges,  formerly  entirely  under- 
graduate, have  added  graduate  pro- 
grams in  one  or  more  fields.  Most  tradi- 
tional teachers  colleges  have  assumed 


the  aspect  and  functions  of  general  uni- 
versities. Many  formerly  black  colleges 
and  universities  now  claim  a  broader 
function  in  the  general  pattern  of  large 
universities,  and  the  strong  state  and 
private  universities  have  vastly  in- 
creased their  student  populations,  their 
physical  resources,  and  have  multiplied 
professional  and  research  programs.  A 
powerful  movement  is  now  pressing  for 
postdoctoral  and  refresher  or  renewal 
instruction.  In  all  of  this  ferment  of 
educational  change,  federal  and  state 
agencies  have  aggressively  increased 
their  respective  administrative  roles, 
usually  with  considerable  loss  of  initia- 
tive and  autonomy  of  the  institutions 
thus  involved.  In  many  states,  new 
consolidated  or  coordinated  patterns  of 
institutions  of  higher  education  have 
been  formed,  and  tentative  efforts  have 
been  directed  at  functional  or  subject 
field  responsibility.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
the  essential  fact  to  note  is  the  wide 
range  of  types  and  roles  of  academic  in- 
stitutions that  have  evolved  from  our 
century-long  devotion  to  the  ideal  of 
universal  education. 

We  are  now  at  a  pivotal  and  criti- 
cal point  in  the  area  of  student  numbers 
and  types.  In  recent  decades  we  have 
seen  an  astounding  escalation  of  stu- 
dent numbers  in  higher  education.  Only 
in  the  last  year  or  two  has  there  been 
real  evidence  of  diminishing  academic 
population  in  many  schools.  Population 
experts  have  long  signalled  the  end  of 
the  war-inspired  baby  boom  and  it  is 
now  their  belief  that  the  U.S.  will  reach 
zero  population  growth  by  1990.  These 


facts  are  relevant  and  cannot  be  taken 
lightly.  Not  only  will  they  affect  the 
numbers  of  students  to  be  accommo- 
dated, but  their  heterogeneity  and  po- 
tential for  achievement  will  vary  far 
more  than  earlier  student  populations. 

At  the  faculty  level,  a  parallel  de- 
velopment is  rapidly  changing  the  com- 
position and  characteristics  of  the  pro- 
totype faculty  community  group. 
Where  formerly  senior  faculty  were  nu- 
merous, tenured,  and  tended  to  be  re- 
actionary, they  are  now  usually  out- 
numbered and  often  out-gunned  by  a 
highly  vocal,  activist  (if  not  radical), 
and  less  structured  body  of  teachers. 
Where  the  old  style  faculty  was  tradi- 
tional in  teaching  method  and  often  re- 
search and  publication  oriented,  the 
new  faculty  seek  the  nontraditional  and 
generally  spurn  the  lure  of  publication, 
often  supporting  themselves  and  their 
parent  departments  by  strong  infusions 
of  grant  funds  not  infrequently  dedi- 
cated to  functions  quite  alien  to  any  es- 
tablished institutional  planning.  In 
short,  it  is  a  different  faculty  today  and 
the  future  promises  even  more  change 
throughout  the  library  school  commun- 
ity. 

Coming  now  to  the  Administra- 
tion, with  capital  A,  there  is  an  even 
more  cataclysmic  change  in  process. 
Time  was  when  a  college  or  university 
President  was  a  seasoned  scholar  and 
administrator,  usually  notable  for  his 
educational  philosophy,  integrity,  and 
great  qualities  of  leadership.  The  re- 
lentless incursion  of  politics  into  every 
aspect  of  our  daily  life,  not  excluding

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higher  education,  has  brought  forth  a 
wholly  different  generation  of  adminis- 
trators, at  all  levels  of  administration. 
now  fiercely  devoted  to  a  never-ending 
battle  to  maintaining  the  status  quo 
ante,  bending  to  accommodate  every 
slightest  breeze  which  may  constitute  a 
threat  to  that  purpose.  Ever-increasing 
federal  pressures,  regional,  state,  and 
local  political  groups  or  individual  ac- 
tivists and  movements  all  conspire  to 
frustrate  any  latent  administrative  ca- 
pacity the  new-found  academic  princi- 
pal may  possess. 

One  more  change  must  yet  be 
noted,  possibly  the  most  serious  of  all, 
a  change  in  financial  support,  including 
the  effects  of  inflation  as  well  as  the 
growing  disaffection  of  the  general  pub- 
lic with  educational  institutions.  Edu- 
cational foundation  funding  is  also  on 
the  wane  and  new  sources  will  be 
needed,  while  private  philanthropy 
drops  off  rapidly  as  formerly  prime  do- 
nors disappear  and  few  step  forward  to 
fill  in  the  gaps. 

Our  concern  is  not  the  changing 
academic  patterns  and  the  factors  that 
affect  them,  but  primarily  how  these 
patterns  and  these  factors  are  reflected 
in  libraries.  To  be  sure,  what  affects  the 
institution  will  affect  its  library,  but  the 
library  is  also  subject  to  other  influ- 
ences specific  to  its  materials,  services, 
techniques,  finances,  and  personnel. 

New  library  patterns 

Academic  libraries  have  changed 
in  much  the  same  way  as  have  their 
parent  institutions.  The  most  obvious 
change  is  in  size.  Where  25  years  ago 
scarcely  a  dozen  libraries  in  our  coun- 
try possessed  a  million  volumes,  this 
mark  is  now  attained  and  passed  by 
scores  of  academic  libraries.  These  li- 
braries in  the  traditional  pattern  have 
not  changed  much  in  other  character- 
istics. Greater  changes  are  evident  in 
the  numbers  and  types  of  recently  de- 
veloping libraries,  many  of  them  relat- 
ing directly  to  institutional  change. 
Some  of  the  new  types  of  institutions, 
such  as  the  community  colleges,  tech- 
nical institutes,  and  the  specialized 
subject,  professional,  or  specific  stu- 
dent-type oriented  libraries  have  added 
new,  bright  faces  to  the  antiquated  cor- 


pus of  the  traditional.  Consider  the  vast 
number  of  community  colleges  that 
have  come  into  being  in  just  the  past  20 
years;  there  is  now  full  acceptance  of, 
their  libraries  as  a  type.  Not  quite  as 
numerous,  but  equally  significant  is  the 
fairly  universal  acceptance,  almost  en- 
tirely in  these  past  two  decades,  of  the 
undergraduate  library  as  a  new  member 
of  the  family  of  academic  libraries. 
Doubtless  because  of  the  crush  of  stu- 
dent numbers  and  overflowing  collec- 
tions, we  have  seen  an  incredible  re- 
versal of  the  earlier  trend  to  centraliza- 
tion of  departmental  and  school 
libraries,  and  many  others  subject-lim- 
ited in  content,  some  of  them  com- 
bining a  number  of  interrelated  or  inter- 
disciplinary fields.  We  now  have  many 
distinguished  science  libraries,  many 
more  cultural  groupings  (Oriental, 
Slavic,  Latin-American,  etc.).  To  be 
sure,  not  all  of  these  have  evolved  as 


collections  of  books,  journals,  and 
sometimes  documents  and  ephemera, 
we  now  must  consider  a  vast  popu- 
lation of  new  formats,  audio  and  visual, 
data  banks,  reports,  manuscripts — in 
fact  any  carrier  of  information.  This  im- 
mense variety  is  exceeded  only  by  the 
overwhelming  proliferation  of  num- 
bers. The  production  of  monographs 
has  increased  tenfold  in  nearly  as  many 
years.  Literally  thousands  of  new  jour- 
nals and  serial  types  of  publications 
have  appeared.  Reports  and  documents 
in  many  libraries  number  hundreds  of 
thousands,  and  the  ever-changing 
world  of  new  audiovisual  and  media 
representations  consumes  more  and 
more  of  the  finite  resources  available  to 
many  libraries. 

To  provide  apt  and  useful  services 
with  all  these  variable  sources  obvious- 
ly requires  new  service  patterns. 
Where  once  a  query  was  met  by  a 
simple  direction  to  a  standard  reference 
work,  or  to  a  relevant  bibliographical 
tool,  one  now  must  be  prepared  to  go 
far  beyond  this  to  a  massive  array  of 
accesses  to  information  stores  and 
comprehensive  regional  and  national 
clearinghouses  to  assure  full  response. 
Where  formerly  the  service  was  usually 
librarian  to  patron,  it  now  is  frequently 
a  combination  of  librarian,  patron,  spe- 
cialist, and  machine,  all  required  to  re- 
spond to  a  simple  need.  The  already 
noted  virulent  expansion  of  types  and 
numbers  of  resources  demands  a  paral- 
lel expansion  of  services.

separate  libraries,  but  their  very  exis- 
tence as  stable  and  sizeable  elements  of 
an  academic  library  program  inevitably 
affects  the  host  library's  physical  plan- 
ning. Two  types  of  professional  aca- 
demic libraries,  law  and  medicine,  have 
changed  rapidly  from  shared  quarters 
to  fully  independent  separate  library 
buildings  in  many  institutions.  Clearly 
some  newly  conceived  types  of  librar- 
ies and  a  great  range  of  earlier  types 
have  now  attained  their  maturity,  and 
are  represented  as  independent  ele- 
ments of  the  whole  academic  library 
scene,  each  one  a  force  to  be  reckoned 
with  in  the  future. 

Library  collections,  now  more 
broadly  defined  as  library  materials, 
have  diversified  and  proliferated  no 
less  than  have  their  parent  institutions. 
Where    formerly    one   could    consider 


Library  techniques  for  acquiring 
and  preparing  materials  for  service 
have  also  felt  the  fierce  winds  of 
change.  As  production  of  library  mate- 
rials increased  all  over  the  world  and  as 
libraries  increasingly  saw  the  world  as 
their  proper  responsibility,  new  tech- 
niques had  to  be  found  to  acquire  this 
far  more  complex  range  of  library 
stock.  Having  acquired  it,  problems  of 
recording  its  identification  and  analyz- 
ing and  representing  its  specific  content 
required  new  approaches  and  inevita- 
bly has  led  to  the  rejection  of  some  ear- 
lier techniques.  The  infusion  of  new 
types  of  library  materials  (e.g.  tape 
data  banks,  microform  collections) 
greatly  expanded  the  limited  standard 
techniques  and  increased  vastly  the 
complexity  of  the  library's  tasks. 

Library  personnel,  subject  to  the 
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constant  impact  of  so  many  and  such 
varied  pressures,  now  already  reflect 
(willy-nilly  if  not  helter-skelter)  all  of 
the  change  needed  to  cope  with  the 
new  world  of  information  service. 
Among  the  professional  staff  one  finds 
a  multitude  of  increasingly  specialized 
personnel,  each  prepared  to  service 
one  or  more  of  the  particular  needs  of 
specific  materials  or  functions.  Support 
staff  numbers  are  proportionally  larger, 
and  the  very  mass  of  materials  compels 
more  mechanistic  and  standardized 
handling,  rather  than  variable  polished 
treatment.  Personnel  hitherto  not  at- 
tached to  the  library  are  often  found 
now  commonly  working  side  by  side 
with  the  traditional  library  profession- 
al. The  subject  bibliographer,  the  lan- 
guage specialist,  the  computer  pro- 
grammer or  technician,  personnel  offi- 
cer, the  business  manager,  the 
photocopy  technician,  all  these  and 
many  more  comprise  essential  ele- 
ments of  the  comprehensive  staff 
needed  to  serve  comprehensive  collec- 
tions. 

The  winds  of  change  have  also  af- 
fected the  finances  of  libraries  as  much 
if  not  more  than  the  institutions  which 
they  serve.  For  two  decades  or  more 
most  academic  libraries  enjoyed  swiftly 
growing  and  seemingly  endless  increas- 
es in  available  funds.  The  combined 
forces  of  affluence  and  inflation  were 
taken  almost  as  a  matter  of  course. 
There  was  so  much  money  for  materi- 
als that  many  librarians  teamed  up  with 
large  jobbers  in  approval  and  blanket 
order  plans,  abdicating  the  selection 
process  largely  to  commercial  enter- 
prise. There  was  so  much  money  for  li- 
brary building  that  the  size  and  plan- 
ning for  massive  expansion  produced 
structures  often  designed  for  presence 
rather  than  service.  All  of  this  is  now 
slowly  winding  down,  and  the  experi- 
ence may  have  been  necessary  to  pro- 
vide a  strong  basis  for  more  rational 
development.  Whatever  the  conse- 
quences, it  is  important  to  assess  both 
the  changing  nature  and  the  pres- 
ent realities  of  funding.  The  easy  af- 
fluence has  vanished;  soft  money  has 
suddenly  become  hard,  and  the  future 
promises  only  more  of  the  same. 

Finally,  and  perhaps  the  now  pre- 
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eminent  change  agents  in  all  library 
concerns,  new  concepts  of  collection 
management,  of  coordinated  service 
planning,  of  personnel  utilization,  and 
the  advancing  tide  of  technological  re- 
sources all  combine  to  require  thor- 
ough analysis  and  evaluation  of  all  of 
these  aspects  of  library  work  before 
launching  on  any  plan  for  a  library 
building  project.  This  parade  of  the  re- 
cent past,  albeit  without  detailing  the 
century  preceding,  may  serve  as  a  legit- 
imate base  for  calculating  major  trends 
of  the  future.  The  aesthetic  and  techni- 
cal evolution  of  library  architecture  in 
this  period  results  from  many  of  the 
same  influences,  the  same  extrava- 
gances, and  some  of  the  same  failures 
that  have  dominated  the  whole  aca- 
demic institution  as  well  as  the  library 
and  have  been  reflected  in  its  service- 
ability and  its  personnel. 

Building  projections 

If  we  concentrate  our  attention  on 
just  the  past  two  decades  of  library 
building  development,  we  have  an 
ample  base  for  future  projections.  All 
previous  experience  can  be  found  re- 
peated in  that  period,  both  the  good 
and  the  bad.  There  is  also  a  critical 
mass  of  a  volume  never  hitherto 
known.  More  than  a  thousand  library 
building  projects;  more  than  a  billion 
dollars  spent;  literally  hundreds  of  ar- 
chitects planning  libraries  for  the  first 
time;  more  librarians,  administrators.

and  even  users  involved  in  building 
planning  than  ever  before.  The  results 
were  not  always  good,  often  pedestri- 
an, sometimes  bad,  and  usually  dif- 
ferent, not  traditional. 

Some  of  the  new  developments 
growing  out  of  this  tumultuous  period 
will  certainly  affect  the  future  of  library 
planning.  Learning  can  come  out  of  bad 
practice  as  well  as  good  practice;  un- 
derstanding flourishes  often  in  a  cli- 
mate of  gross  trial  and  error.  We  may 
then  usefully  consider  which  of  the 
variations  seen  in  recent  years  will  con- 
tinue to  live  and  influence  library  plan- 
ning for  the  future. 

We  have  now  improved  reporting 
of  many  recent  academic  libraries,  fre- 
quently publicized  as  expressing  new 
concepts  of  architectural  design.  The 
mushroom  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia at  San  Diego;  the  subterranean  at 
the  University  of  Illinois,  Harvard, 
British  Columbia,  Arkansas;  the  high- 
rise  of  the  University  of  Massachu- 
setts, Amherst,  and  CalTech;  the  pods 
at  Northwestern  and  Toronto;  the 
counter-institutional  at  Wells  College 
and  Sarah  Lawrence;  the  eccentric  of 
the  Health  Sciences  at  Iowa;  the  round, 
the  hexagonal,  the  triangular,  the  al- 
most anything  goes;  all  of  this  suggests 
the  potential  for  new  concepts,  but  on- 
ly if  one  can  accept  "anything  goes"  as 
a  new  concept.  What  this  astonishing 
variety  of  form  does  speak  for  is  in  fact 
the  lack  of  any  new  concept,  a  search- 
ing for  a  concept  by  the  superim- 
position  of  form  on  function.  This  is  not 
new;  it  is  actually  retrograde,  since  be- 
fore this  expansion  of  building  activity 
there  were  some  indications  that  func- 
tion was  gaining  some  ground  in  the 
common  competition  for  the  preced- 
ence of  form  or  function.  Nevertheless, 
the  mass  of  experience  has  been  salu- 
tary. Even  a  short  span  of  time  has  re- 
vealed good  points  and  bad,  and  useful 
understanding  seldom  available  earlier 
for  lack  of  good  reporting  and  ease  of 
communication  is  now  at  hand. 

We  can  readily  foresee  consid- 
erable change  in  future  library  design  in 
form,  concept,  and  operations  derived 
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An  attempted  break  with  tradition:  Stanford's  Meyer  Memorial  Library 


mainly  from  the  experience  of  the  past 
20  years  and  the  rapidly  evolving  tech- 
nology now  available  for  library  func- 
tions. 

The  conceptual  changes  relate  to 
types  of  libraries  and  to  content  and  op- 
erations. New  materials  and  structural 
freedom  have  immensely  broadened 
the  aesthetic  possibilities  for  form  or 
design,  and  new  technology  has  al- 
ready changed  planning  for  many  oper- 
ations. It  is  certain  that  many  more  li- 
braries will  be  conceived  as  learning 
centers  or  information  utilities  rather 
than  the  simple  masses  of  materials  and 
reader  spaces  as  we  have  known  them. 

The  current  Learning  Center  con- 
cept will  be  modified  to  keep  the  build- 
ing primarily  as  a  varied  materials  re- 
source, with  classroom  or  teaching 
functions  largely  excluded.  The  func- 
tions of  assembling  and  promoting  the 
use  of  any  form  of  learning  material  will 
be  increasingly  planned  within  the 
walls  and  coordinated  with  traditional 
library  collections.  Large  scale  instruc- 
tion is  better  and  more  economically 
conducted  in  other  educational  struc- 
tures. 

The  Information  Utility  is  a  new 
concept  of  function  that  includes  all  of 
the  traditional  library  resources  but 
much  more  and  varied  informational 
sources  now  developing  out  of  machine 
processing  and  communications  tech- 
nology. The  computer  as  a  tool  for 
speeding  up  operations  and  its  ability  to 
assimilate,  store,  and  deliver  bits  or 
high-volume  information  will  have  an 
enormous  effect  upon  the  space  and 
use  of  space  within  future  libraries.  It  is 
no  longer  possible  or  even  reasonable 
to  contemplate  unending  demands  for 
more  space  to  store  huge  masses  of  sel- 
dom accessed  resources,  when  specific 
information  is  readily  accessible  and 
communications  lines  vastly  extended. 

Out  of  these  two  concepts  devel- 
ops a  third,  Shared  Resources,  which 
can  only  be  established  when  the  first 
two  are  in  full  use.  The  idea  of  sharing 
resources  requires  national,  regional, 
and    local    implementation    before    its 


powerful  effect  on  library  architecture 
will  be  apparent;  however,  this  concept 
is  now  gathering  momentum  at  an  ex- 
ponential rate.  There  is  widespread 
recognition  of  the  unwarranted  ex- 
pense of  providing  high-cost  space  in  a 
multitude  of  duplicative  libraries  for 
little-used  or  worse  materials,  while 
service  functions  and  capacities  pro- 
gressively diminish  for  lack  of  adequate 
space  and  funds.  This  kind  of  under- 
standing has  been  compelled  by  the 
economics  of  our  time  and  other  fac- 
tors cited  earlier.  The  resting  accumu- 
lation of  huge  masses  of  collections, 
decades  in  the  making,  neither  requires 
nor  deserves  the  same  high-cost  living 
and  working  space  which  people  must 
have  to  function  well.  This  presages  a 
fresh  approach  to  planning. 

Thus  library  design  will  change  to 
provide  far  greater  provision  for  user 
space  than  materials  space.  The  variety 
of  user  spaces  needed  to  work  with  ma- 
chine accessed  bibliographic  or  sub- 
ject-specific data  and  with  the  whole 
range  of  media  information  carriers, 
which  require  larger  unit  spaces,  can 
only  make  more  necessary  the  reduc- 
tion of  materials  no  longer  vital  to  on- 
site  or  immediate  availability.  These 
concepts  speak  for  libraries  very  large- 
ly designed  for  user  occupancy  and  a 


stable  or  diminishing  provision  for 
stored  materials. 

Obviously  this  change  implies  ac- 
ceptance by  the  architects  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  function  over  form.  When  the 
user  becomes  the  central  focus  of 
building  planning,  with  the  complex  va- 
riety of  user  space  now  needed,  the  ar- 
chitect is  compelled  to  plan  more  spe- 
cifically for  function,  leaving  far  less 
room  for  flights  of  architectural  fancy. 
On  the  other  hand,  imaginative  and  tal- 
ented architects  will  find  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  variety  of  design  geared  to 
function,  without  the  constraints  of  the 
blocks  of  stark  storage  space  we  have 
required  in  the  past. 

New  materials  and  library  equip- 
ment will  also  affect  future  building 
planning.  Improvements  in  structural 
materials,  techniques,  and  members 
permit  lighter  weight,  greater  strength, 
larger  spans  and  overall  openness  of 
spaces.  New  advances  in  concrete, 
steel  or  other  metal  alloys,  surface  ma- 
terials and  application  methods,  all 
bring  the  architect  more  freedom  to 
soar  than  ever  before.  The  variety  of 
floor,  wall,  and  ceiling  surfaces  seems 
to  have  no  end;  the  traditional  marble 
vaulted  halls  of  older  structures  are  not 
for  the  future.  These  surfaces  will 
henceforth  be  planned  first  for  their  ef- 
fective resolution  of  light,  ventilation, 
acoustic,  and  other  problems  associat- 
ed with  human  occupancy  before  any 
considerations  of  monumentality  or  or- 
namentation. Technological  devel- 
opments deriving  from  such  widely  di- 
verse sources  as  space  research,  avia- 
tion, plastics,  fibers,  and  adhesives  are 
extending  their  applications  to  widely 
available  building  materials  in  ways 
sure  to  affect  building  planning.  Al- 
though many  of  these  applications  are 
increasingly  visible  in  library  equip- 
ment, the  nature  and  volume  of  the 
equipment  inevitably  has  a  positive 
relationship  to  structural  elements  as 
well. 

It  is  in  the  various  engineering  as- 
pects of  new  library  buildings  that  we 
can  expect  notable  change  for  the  bet- 


A  real  break  with  tradition  preserves  a  tradition:  Harvard  goes  underground  to  save  the  Yard 
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iter.  Recent  experience  in  the  problems 
of  building  below  ground  level  have 
taught  us  how  to  control  water  pressure 
and  drainage  well  enough  to  leave  only 
economics  as  the  decisive  factor  in  us- 
ing space  underground.  Notable  exam- 
ples of  this  art  are  the  new  Naval  Acad- 
emy library  at  Annapolis,  where  the 
site  moved  out  into  the  Severn  River, 
and  the  Pusey  Library  at  Harvard,  al- 
most entirely  below  ground  level.  By 
contrast,  reaching  skyward,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts  at  Amherst 
single-handedly  has  taught  many  how 
not  to  build  towers  for  functional  li- 
brary purposes  although  their  engineer- 
ing aspects  present  no  serious  con- 
struction problems. 

Ventilation,  heating,  and  cooling 
constitute  the  greatest  challenge  to  fu- 
ture library  planning.  Lighting  follows 
not  far  behind.  The  energy  problems 
our  country  now  confront  will  force 
simpler  and  more  rational  approaches 
to  these  concerns;  the  results  cannot 
fail  to  be  beneficial.  We  have  been 
prodigal  with  resources,  whether  ener- 
gy, space,  or  equipment,  without  very 
successfully  meeting  real  needs.  We 
will  soon  see  a  reversal  of  the  overkill 
in  earlier  libraries  and  better  use  of  nat- 
ural resources  than  ever  before.  One 
large  university  library  is  being  planned 
for  heating  and  cooling  by  natural  ener- 
gy alone,  with  savings  calculated  to  pay 
for  the  system  in  the  first  five  years  of 
use. 

Our  profligate  use  of  glass  led  to 
the  development  of  many  new  types  of 
glass,  each  with  special  properties.  The 
actual  use  of  glass  was  seldom  related 
to  functional  need;  more  often  than  not 
it  was  more  decorative  than  functional. 
Now  we  are  seeing  better  planning  for 
considerably  reduced  glass  surface  and 
often  a  combination  of  fixed  and  mov- 
able sash  where  totally  fixed  windows 
have  created  problems.  Here  also  plan- 
ning for  essential  functions  will  move 
progressively  away  from  the  decorative 
to  the  functional.  Libraries  of  the  fu- 
ture will  take  all  possible  advantage  of 
natural  energy,  of  types  of  fenestration 


designed  to  facilitate  and  promote  the 
best  use  of  regional  climatic  conditions, 
and  miniaturized  auxiliary  equipment 
requiring  less  investment,  cheaper 
maintenance,  and  far  less  space.  The 
computer  and  space  technology  have 
produced  compact  and  efficient  control 
devices,  far  more  effective  than  here- 
tofore, yet  using  proportionately  less 
energy  and  space.  These  savings  and 
effectiveness  will  again  be  reflected  in 
the  need  for  and  functional  use  of 
space.  The  net  result  for  future  library 
planning  will  be  far  more  assignable 
space,  and  greater  flexibility  in  using 
that  space. 

One  other  powerful  force  has  only 
recently  come  to  maturity  in  our  so- 
ciety, is  now  reaching  the  academic 
campus,  and  will  affect  library  plan- 
ning. This  is  the  growing  concern  for 
ecology  and  the  rational  use  of  living 
space.  We  have  always  had  some  con- 
cern for  trees,  grass,  contours,  and  the 
natural  attributes  of  those  places  where 
we  live  and  work.  However,  the  very 
numbers  and  mass  of  population  and 
materials  have  usurped  so  much  of  the 
available  territory  that  very  little  and 
decreasing  values  were  placed  upon 
preserving  some  vestige  of  natural  sur- 
roundings. The  pendulum  has  swung  its 
full  course  in  this  direction  and  we  can 
now  note  a  positive  turn  to  the  reverse. 
A  few  examples  (Illinois,  Harvard, 
Yale)  where  libraries  have  gone  under- 
ground to  preserve  surface  ecology  are 
cases  in  point.  In  other  cases,  where  li- 
braries have  become  so  massive  (To- 
ronto, Chicago)  as  to  become  unwieldy 
if  not  worse,  their  very  size  within  a 
site  area  does  violence  to  their  neigh- 
bors. 

In  sum,  the  influences  of  a  tu- 
multuous few  decades  past  make  a 
much  more  effective  and  rational  future 
certain  for  academic  library  planning. 
New  concepts,  new  technology,  and 
considerable  change  in  the  academic 
community  make-up  and  life-style  will 
bring  with  them  new  problems,  but 
none  we  cannot  resolve  by  thoughtful 
and  careful  planning.  The  excesses  of

the  past  have  lessoned  administrators, 
architects,  and  librarians  alike.  While 
some  may  not  have  learned  enough  or 
are  perhaps  obdurate  in  the  face  of  real- 
ity, others  will  soon  take  their  places 
and  our  castles  of  learning  will  be  bet- 
ter fitted  for  the  tasks  ahead. 
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A  NEW  HIGH  ($131,701,899)  of  expenditures  for 
completed  public  library  construction  projects  was 
reached  in  F1977  for  the  ten  years  we  have  compiled 
the  information.  Unfortunately,  inflation  continued  to 
eat  into  the  buying  power  of  the  dollars  expended.  The 
following  table  of  square  foot  costs  for  new  public  li- 
brary buildings  shows  the  extent  of  inflation:

Although  the  costs  reflected  above  are  for  re- 
cently completed  projects,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that 
contracts  for  these  jobs  may  have  been  awarded  two 
or  more  years  ago.  Assuming  continued  inflation,  li- 
brary planners  should  not  anticipate  achieving  these 
costs  for  projects  initiated  in  1978.  Also,  there  are  a 
few  buildings  in  each  annual  tabulation  which  have  re- 
sulted from  community  projects  where  lower  costs 
were  possible  through  volunteer  labor  and  material. 

For  furniture  and  equipment,  our  data  forms  do 
not  reflect  the  amount  of  existing  furniture  and  equip- 


ment moved  into  new  buildings,  nor  the  sparseness  of 
furnishings  in  instances  where  the  project  budgets 
were  exhausted  before  all  needed  furniture  could  be 
acquired. 

Federal  funds  accounted  for  17  percent  of  the  ex- 
penditures for  new  buildings.  We  were  able  to  identify 
65  percent  of  the  federal  funds  as  Revenue  Sharing, 
but  some  of  the  federal  fund  sources  were  not  identi- 
fied. We  assume  many  of  the  unidentified  federal  fund- 
ing sources  were  also  Revenue  Sharing.

As  in  1976,  87  percent  of  the  new  buildings  had 
offstreet  parking  on  the  library  building  site  with  an 
average  of  about  one  square  foot  of  parking  space  for 
each  square  foot  of  building.  For  some  of  the  build- 
ings, onstreet  parking  was  ample. 

In  the  142  new  buildings,  96.5  percent  were  air 
conditioned,  and  90  percent  were  carpeted  in  public 
service  areas  or  throughout.

(ARR's).  Seven  libraries  occupying  newly  leased 
space  are  listed  in  a  separate  table,  but  data  totals  for 
the  leased  space  are  not  included  in  the  summary  cal- 
culations. The  same  is  true  for  newly  occupied  space 
for  the  West  Virginia  Library  Commission.

LRC  Buildings

THIS  REPRESENTS  the  fifth  in  a 
series  of  surveys  of  LRC  (Learning 
Resources  Center)  facilities  built  by 
two-year  educational  institutions  in 
the  United  States.  These  surveys 
have  covered  the  school  years  1965-66 
through  1976-77.  To  institutions  who 
have  submitted  data,  a  hearty  thanks 
from  all  professionals  in  the  field. 

For  the  1976-77  school  year,  the 
number  of  two-year  institutions  in- 
creased by  three,  making  a  total  of 
1,233.  Total  enrollment  (head  count)  in 
credit  classes  was  4,084,976,  an  in- 
crease of  .4  percent.  This  was  very 
slight  compared  to  the  15  percent 
growth  in  the  previous  year.  Such  a 
slow  growth  pattern  is  attributed  to  a 
decrease  of  222,000  veterans  and  in- 
creased tuition  charges  at  some  institu- 
tions. However,  in  the  overall  enroll- 
ment picture,  two-year  institutions  en- 
rolled 36  percent  of  all  students  in 
higher  education,  compared  to  26  per- 
cent in  1970.  Community  education 
(noncredit)  enrollments  continue  to  in- 
crease in  all  colleges. 

Table  I  compares  square  footage 
costs  since  1965.  The  slight  decrease  in 
average  costs  from  1971  to  1972  was 
due  to  one  extremely  low  figure  of 
$5.30.  Likewise,  the  large  increase 
from  1972  to  1973-75  was  the  result  of 
five  buildings  averaging  over  $100  per 
square  foot,  and  one  of  those  (a  fashion 
institution)  over  $200  per  square  foot. 
Overall,  costs  reported  for  new  build- 
ings constructed  between  1965-1977  in- 
dicate no  unusually  low  or  high  figures. 

The  types  of  services  offered  in 
new  LRC  facilities  were  approximately 
the  same  as  in  previous  years,  the  only 


appreciable  increase  being  Learning 
Assistance  Services.  Current  data  in- 
dicate these  services  are  in  65  percent 
of  the  new  LRC  buildings,  up  from  52 
percent  in  the  1973-75  findings. 

Other  services  reported  include 
two  testing  centers,  language  laborato- 
ry, counseling  center,  archives,  com- 
munity auditorium,  and  24  terminals 
for  computer-assisted  instruction. 

In  interpreting  Table  3,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  remember  that  the  Key  to  Serv- 
ices is  also  the  key  to  all  other  data  pre- 
sented. The  addition  or  deletion  of  any 
one  component  can  dramatically 
change  total  square  footage  needed, 
amount  of  seating,  and  thus  total  build- 
ing, furniture,  and  equipment  costs. 
The  amount  of  seating  needed  is  a 
question  much  discussed  in  the  past, 
but  never  satisfactorily  answered.  The 
National  Guidelines  for  Two-Year  Col- 
lege Learning  Resources  Programs  in- 
dicates only  that  facilities  "should  be 
designed  to  implement  explicit,  well-ar- 
ticulated program  specifications  devel- 
oped by  the  Learning  Resources  and 
instructional  staff  of  the  college."  For 
the  31  colleges  reporting  FTE  enroll- 
ment, the  percentage  of  seating  to  FTE 
is  indicated.  A  further  analysis  of  this 
data  shows  the  percentage  of  seating  to 
FTE  as  follows:  Range:  2.5  percent  to 
35.7  percent;  Mode:  12.5  percent;  Me- 
dian: 13.2  percent;  Mean:  14.8  percent. 

The  smallest  percentage  for  seat- 
ing was  in  a  facility  which  did  not  in- 
clude a  library  component;  the  largest, 
in  a  technical  institute.  Measures  of 
central  tendency  indicate  that  new  faci- 
lities were  planned  for  12-15  percent  of 
current  FTE  enrollment.

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Summary 

Although  the  growth  of  new  two- 
year  institutions  has  slowed  consid- 
erably, learning  resources  centers  con- 
tinue to  be  built.  In  the  past  five  years 
an  average  of  33  new  LRCs  have  been 
constructed  each  year.  In  1976-77,  36 
buildings  were  completed.  Major  addi- 


tions, remodeling  projects,  and  new 
construction  are  likely  to  continue  as  li- 
braries are  converted  to  learning  re- 
sources centers  and  as  new  instruction- 
al services  are  added  to  the  responsibil- 
ity of  LRC  administrators.  Even  those 
LRC  buildings  completed  during  the 
past  two  or  three  years  may  need  major 
changes  to  accommodate  these  needs.

One  might  well  question  the  need  for  a 
second  edition  of  this  excellent  text  on- 
ly four  years  following  the  first.  There 
are  two  obvious  reasons;  first,  its  avail- 
ability now  from  an  American  publish- 
er; and  second,  the  drastic  changes  in 
present  and  future  directions  of  library 
planning,  which  demand  attention  of  all 
library  planning  personnel.  The  main 
body  of  text  is  basically  the  same  as  the 
first  edition.  Thompson  provides  a 
comprehensive  development  of  all 
phases  of  planning  by  librarian,  archi- 
tect, and  all  other  concerned  person- 
nel, through  the  numerous  phases  of 
concept  and  design,  with  step-by-step 
guidance  on  the  proper  functions  and 
responsibilities  of  each. 

Beginning  with  chapter  seven, 
the  author  takes  up  the  practical  prob- 
lems of  specific  planning  areas,  struc- 
tural, equipping,  types  of  spaces  and 
their  interrelationships,  circulation, 
transportation  of  users  and  stock,  secu- 
rity requirements,  lighting,  heating, 
and  cooling.  These  chapters  are  little 
changed,  but  still  notable  for  good  illus- 
trations of  recent  (mainly  British)  li- 
brary buildings,  sketches,  tables,  and 
graphic  representations. 

What  is  significantly  new  is  the  in- 
creased attention  given  to  current  and 
future  planning  directions  growing  out 
of  social  and  economic  changes  of  our 
time.  British  efforts  to  establish  library 
organizations  for  more  economic  use  of 
total  resources,  now  beginning  to  affect 
all  space  planning,  can  usefully  clue 
American  and  Canadian  planners  to 
their  oncoming  problems.  In  this  field, 
the  smaller  community,  compelled  by 
its  limited  resources  to  solve  its  prob- 
lems, can  provide  helpful  guidance  for 
better  use  of  the  vast  but  not  unlimited 
resources  of  North  American  libraries. 
This  new  material  is  found  in  small 
changes  throughout  the  text,  but  pri- 
marily in  the  expanded  chapter  (20)  on 
Conversions  and  the  first  appendix  on 
published  standards.  The  considerable 
disparity  in  presumably  authoritative 
standards  cited  from  British,  U.S,  Ca- 
nadian, and  even  international  organi- 
zations could  lead  to  total  confusion  or 
disbelief;  at  best  they  provide  a  profu- 
sion of  models  upon  which  more  ratio- 
nal future  work  can  be  based. 

Thompson's  second  edition  is  un- 
doubtedly one  of  the  very  best  library 


planning  tools,  now  a  bit  better  than  the 
first  for  his  thoughtful  and  wise  addi- 
tion of  changes  responding  to  new  di- 
rections we  all  must  soon  follow,  or 
even      better,      anticipate. — jerrold

Dealing  with  learning  resources  in  four- 
year  institutions — a  subject  sadly  ne- 
glected in  the  literature,  these  two  vol- 
umes are  welcome  additions  to  the 
field.  The  Foreword  of  the  Readings 
volume  expresses  dissatisfaction  with 
the  book  because  the  areas  discussed 
represent  only  a  portion  of  the  learning 
resources  programs  at  the  college  level 
and  those  areas  are  not  approached 
from  a  common  framework.  This  is  an 
important  fact  to  remember  in  reading 
the  book,  because  it  is  frustrating  that 
so  many  facets  are  not  dealt  with  in  this 
all-encompassing  field.  The  first  essay 
by  James  Brown  is  excellent  and  is  the 
only  one  which  addresses  itself  to  the 
total  picture  of  the  LRC.  Since  many  of 
the  services  included  in  a  learning  re- 
sources program  are  separate  depart- 
ments or  units  of  the  college  or  univer- 
sity. Brown  suggests  that  LRC  should 
be  interpreted  to  mean  a  cost  center, 
rather  than  a  building,  which  would 
include  libraries,  museums,  technologi- 
cal communication  services,  computer 
services,  and  the  press.  Examples  of 
organizational  structures  from  several 
universities  show  how  divergent  plans 
can  be  used  to  organize  learning  re- 
sources programs.  A  chapter  on  the 
Instructional  Development  Function  of 
an  LRC  suggests  personnel,  equip- 
ment, and  supplies,  as  well  as  time 
frames  and  expected  support  costs. 
An  essay  on  the  Diffusion  Adoption 
Function  discusses  the  process  through 
which  a  new  product  or  practice  be- 
comes accepted  and  implemented  by 
an  individual,  group,  or  system.  Curl's 
very  practical  discussion  of  the  Pro- 
duction function  covers  a  hypothet- 
ical media  production  center  organiza- 


tion, with  job  descriptions,  the  capital 
equipment  needed,  and  a  list  of  equip- 
ment and  recommended  quantities 
for  different  levels  of  FTE.  One 
chapter  discusses  the  Telecommuni- 
cation Function  briefly,  and  another 
the  Utilization  Function. 

The  most  comprehensive  essay  is 
on  Facilities  by  McVey,  and  covers 
kinds  of  learning  stations,  technical  and 
environmental  considerations,  square 
foot  space  allocations  for  the  LRC, 
charts  relating  to  technical  aspects  of 
screens,  lighting,  and  acoustical  prob- 
lems, and  recommendations  for  heating 
and  seating.  There  is  a  useful  glossary. 
The  last  chapter,  Budgeting,  includes 
types  of  budgets,  from  the  No-budget 
Budget  to  PPBS.  This  is  an  excellent 
book  of  readings,  keeping  in  mind  the 
limitations  mentioned  in  the  Foreword. 

The  Merrill  and  Drob  book,  based 
on  a  1969  study  of  the  University  of 
California  system,  defines  learning  re- 
sources centers  as  those  including 
"facilities  for  the  origination,  distribu- 
tion and  display  of  audio,  television, 
and  graphic  materials  for  group  and  in- 
dividual presentation;  the  instructional 
materials  thus  created  and  recorded; 
and  the  persons  employed  to  partici- 
pate with  the  teacher  in  their  creation, 
presentation  and  evaluation."  This  is 
an  extremely  limited  definition  of  the 
term  as  normally  used.  This  book  may 
be  useful  to  individuals  interested  in 
the  services  described  within  the  defi- 
nition, but  not  as  a  concept  for  a  total 
learning  resources  program.  Chapter  4, 
Criteria  for  Staff  and  Space,  is  probably 
the  most  useful  because  of  the  tables 
showing  recommended  ASF  require- 
ments and  FTE  staff  for  a  variety  of 
services  with  four  levels  of  scope  of 
service  and  student  bodies  of  1000, 
5000,  15,000,  and  27,500,  the  top  enroll- 
ment planned  for  the  largest  UC  cam- 
puses. A  small  discussion  of  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  LRC  (as  defined  by  the 
UC  system)  to  the  library  is  one  not 
worthy  of  any  professional,  regardless 
of  his/her  orientation.  The  study  seems 
to  want  to  prove  that  libraries  should 
be  separate  and  that  librarians  have 
little  or  no  knowledge  or  interest  in  the 
AV  field,  using  a  1971  quote  which  is, 
after  all,  only  one  man's  opinion.  Rec- 
ommended only  with  the  understanding 
that  it  represents  one  aspect  of  what  is 
usually  defined  as  a  learning  resources 
program,  or  if  you  have  a  particular  in- 
terest   in    the    UC    system. — joleen

Online  is 
on  slick  paper  and  illustrated  with 
many  photographs,  charts,  and  dia- 
grams. It  emphasizes  online  retrieval  of 
bibliographic  data  of  the  kind  associat- 
ed with  Lockheed.  SDC,  and  BRS, 
rather  than  online  cataloging.  The 
signed  articles  on  such  issues  as  choos- 
ing terminals,  strategies  for  searches, 
and  promoting  the  service  provide  just 
the  kind  of  practical  information  that 
search  analysts  and  administrators  of 
information  services  seek.  The  "Data 


Base  Review"  is  an  excellent  idea 
which  might  also  help  data  base  pro- 
ducers and  vendors  to  improve  their 
products.  The  news  and  calendar  of 
workshops  are  useful,  but  one  wonders 
whether  quarterly  is  often  enough.  On- 
line .  how  about  going  online  with  your 
news  section,  to  keep  it  really  up  to  the 
minute?  As  a  searcher.  I  hanker  for  a 
personal  subscription,  but  at  $48  annu- 
ally I  can  only  hope  my  library  will  sub- 
scribe. Wish  they'd  offer  an  individual 
rate,  too.  Highly  recommended  for  all 
types  of  libraries  involved  in,  or  plan- 
ning for,  online  bibliographic  search 
services.

pluralism,  uncertain  authority,  imperi- 
alism, modernization — in  conjunction 
with  theoretical  perspectives  in  politi- 
cal science,  both  those  focusing  on  the 
Middle  East  and  more  general  ones. 
Part  2  looks  at  each  Arab  state,  charac- 
terizing it  as  a  modernizing  monarchy, 
a  republic  of  the  pan-Arab  core,  or  a 
republic  of  the  periphery,  and  explains 
the  most  important  historical  events 
forming  each  one's  current  condition  and 
future  prospects.

Mehta,  a  veteran  journalist  now  based 
in  the  U.S.,  wrote  the  pieces  in  this 
loosely  organized  book  as  a  series  for 
the  New  Yorker  magazine.  They  form  a 
critical,  deftly  written,  but  rather  su- 
perficial chronicle  of  the  rise  and  fall  of 
Indira  Gandhi's  "New  India."  Mehta 
sees  the  Emergency  declared  in  June 
1975  as  primarily  an  attempt  by  Gandhi 
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to  preserve  her  own  power  from  chal- 
lenges within  the  middle-class  oli- 
garchy, not  as  a  way  of  confronting 
deeper  structural  problems.  Although 
he  projects  more  in  tone  than  analysis 
(he  does  not  suggest  how  Gandhi  might 
actually  have  attacked  the  basic  prob- 
lems). Mehta  is  more  sanguine  about 
India  than  the  tragic-minded  V.  S.  Nai-

Although  it  has  the  appearance  of  a  cof- 
fee-table book,  this  is  an  invaluable  ref- 
erence. Besides  surveying  the  great 
stage  musicals  in  the  19th  and  20th 
centuries,  Jackson  gives  attention  to 
Hollywood  adaptations  and  to  key 
figures  of  the  genre  such  as  Busby 
Berkeley.  While  not  as  scholarly  as 
David  Ewen's  work,  Complete  Book  of 
the  American  Musical  Theater  (Holt, 
1970.  rev.  ed.),  this  should  prove  even 
more  useful  because  of  its  excellent  il- 
lustrations and  priceless  appendix. 
Jackson  includes  an  up-to-date  who's 
who  of  composers,  a  chronology  of 
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Broadway/London  productions,  a  list- 
ing of  major  show  tunes  and  the  musi- 
cals from  which  they  came,  a  film- 
ography,  and  a  superb  discography  that 
will  prove  of  great  use  to  sound-track 
collectors  as  well  as  to  audiovisual  li- 
brarians.

This  glossary  includes  an  unusual  range 
of  terminology  from  the  basic  and  ap- 
plied sciences.  A  unique  outline  facili- 
tates use  of  the  glossary,  as  does  ample 
cross  referencing.  Too  many  rarely 
used  words  are  included  (almwind, 
aspre ,  foehn  wind);  many  definitions 
are  too  abbreviated  and/or  not  very 
clear;  and  some  definitions  are  in- 
complete or  confusing — e.g.,  diversity 
is  defined  as  number  of  species,  but  in- 
dices affected  by  both  number  of  spe- 
cies and  abundances  are  described. 
These  problems  make  it  difficult  for  the 
reviewer  to  have  confidence  in  the  defi- 
nitions of  unfamiliar  terms.  A  more

One  doesn't  know  whether  to  be  more 
delighted  or  chagrined  by  this  mam- 
moth and  expensive  set,  the  raw  prod- 
uct of  a  well-intentioned  but  seemingly 
ill-defined  WPA  project  of  1938-1942. 
To  judge  from  the  quarter-million  typed 
cards  here  reproduced,  the  WPA's  ob- 
ject was  to  record  both  popular  and 
scholarly  nonscientific  writings  of  all 
kinds  published  by  Americans  from  the 
17th  Century  to  the  date  of  com- 
pilation. KTO  Press  has  merely  photo- 
copied the  unedited  card  file  housed  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Li- 
brary, adding  a  vague  preface  and  an 
admittedly  incomplete  list  of  some  630 
periodicals  which,  together  with  500 
volumes  of  essays  and  100  bibliogra- 
phies (neither  group  specified),  appar- 
ently formed  the  basis  for  the  project. 
The  exact  scope,  methods,  and  degree 
of  completeness  of  the  effort  are  not  in- 
dicated, presumably  because  no  such 
records  were  preserved. 

Arrangement  of  the  cards  is  by  au- 
thor only  (no  anonymous  entries  ap- 
pear), listing  bibliographies,  separate 
works,  and  periodical  publications  by 
each  person;  then  biographical  studies, 
criticism,  and  reviews  by  others.  Con- 
tents notes  are  given  for  collections  of 
writings  by  the  same  individual.  Paren- 
thetical tags  on  most  cards  indicate  the 
type  of  writing,  e.g.,  anecdote,  juve- 
nile, verse.  The  quality  of  the  repro- 
duction varies  from  clear  but  ugly  to  il- 
legible. Alphabetization  is  erratic.  One 
distressing  flaw  was  found:  page  2839 
(Emily  Dickinson)  was  missing;  in- 
stead, page  2939  (Donald  Douglas)  was 
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printed  twice.  Both  paper  and  binding 
are  quite  sturdy. 

The  utility  of  the  set  lies  in  its 
breadth  of  inclusion.  By  identifying 
books  and  articles  both  by  and  about 
major  and  minor  American  writers,  and 
by  analyzing  such  a  wide  range  of  peri- 
odicals, the  volumes  gather  together 
material  otherwise  difficult  to  retrieve. 
The  great  number  of  book  reviews 
cited  is  the  most  significant  contribu- 
tion. A  sample  check  of  two  authors, 
Sherwood  Anderson  and  T.S.  Eliot, 
against  existing  bibliographies  reveals 
that  while  Literary  Writings  does  not 
list  everything,  it  does  accurately  cite 
the  majority  of  publications  by  each  au- 
thor to  World  War  II.  In  the  case  of  An- 
derson, several  references  were  found 
in  Literary  Writings  which  do  not  ap- 
pear in  Douglas  Rogers'  listing.  For 
writers  for  whom  no  special  bibliogra- 
phy exists,  the  set  would  seem  to  fill  a 
real  research  need.  Despite  its  many 
weaknesses  of  format,  many  of  which 
could  have  been  mitigated  by  more  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  the  publisher.  Liter- 
ary Writings  in  America  belongs  in  any 
academic  or  research  library  where  ad- 
vanced work  in  American  studies  is 
carried  on.

This  book  conveys  a  large  amount  of 
useful  and  up-to-date  information  in  a 
well-organized  manner.  Coverage  is 
generally  for  the  U.S.,  although  the 
section  on  biomedical  journals  contains 
many  titles  from  other  countries.  The 
arrangement  within  each  of  32  sections 
is  readily  understandable;  and  where 
more  than  one  approach  is  needed 
(e.g.,  in  the  sections  entitled  "Federal 
Grants  and  Domestic  Assistance  Pro- 
grams" and  "Libraries  and  Informa- 
tion Centers")  special  indexes  are  pro- 
vided. An  example  of  other  helpful 
information:  The  section  on  pharma- 
ceutical companies  includes  the  names 
and  telephone  numbers  of  specific 
individuals  to  contact.  In  the  intro- 
duction, sources  for  additional  infor- 
mation are  given,  with  addresses.  This 
directory,  with  its  broad  coverage  of 
governmental  and  private  agencies, 
schools,  institutes,  committees,  and  or- 
ganizations, will  be  of  considerable  val- 
ue in  medical,  academic,  and  public  li- 
braries.— William  K.  Beatty,  North- 
western Univ.

These 
would  not  be  serious  flaws  in  an  in- 
expensive book,  but  it  is  difficult  to  un- 
derstand why  many  libraries  would

are  likely  to  be  outdated  rather  quickly.

The  late  Robert  Branner' s  legacy  to 
medieval  art  scholarship  is  the  first  full- 
scale  publication  since  1907  devoted 
entirely  to  13th-Century  Parisian  manu- 
script painting.  Although  complex  in 
content,  the  text,  notes,  and  appen- 
dixes are  models  of  clarity  and  organi- 
zation. While  intended  for  specialists 
and  students,  this  book  could  serve  in 
large  general  collections  as  an  excellent 
example  of  the  stylistic  methodology 
employed  by  some  art  historians  when 
establishing  attributions  to  a  large  cor- 
pus of  anonymous  works.  The  appen- 
dixes include  invaluable  user-orien- 
tated listings  of  manuscripts  assigned 
by  Branner  to  specific  ateliers  and 
charts  of  his  designations  of  the  hands 
responsible  for  each  of  the  gatherings 
in  the  folia  of  the  Moralized  Bibles.

The  authors  have  identified  some  253 
patterns  which  range  from  such  in- 
tangibles as  "magic  of  the  city"  to  such 
details  as  "built-in  seats."

The  first  major  civilian  revolt  against 
the  Nazis  in  all  occupied  Europe  oc- 
curred in  1943  when  the  Jews  of  the 
Warsaw  Ghetto  rose  up.  More  than  a 
year  later  there  was  a  Polish  uprising  in 
Warsaw  which  ended  with  the  city  re- 
duced to  rubble  and  200,000  dead.  Bia- 
loszewski, 22  at  the  time,  survived  to 
become  one  of  Poland's  leading  writ- 
ers. His  translated  memoir  is  anything 
but  orthodox  in  attitude  or  style.  Mak- 
ing no  concessions  to  Communist  he- 
roics, the  author  struggles  to  recall  pre- 
cisely what  happened  as  he  himself 
lived  through  those  ghastly  two 
months.  Rambling  yet  riveting,  the 
"prolonged  hallucination"  is  sustained 
by  a  matter-of-fact  tone  and  a  collo- 
quial language  which  would  seem  total- 
ly inadequate  to  such  a  task.  But  it  is 
not.  By  concentrating  on  the  concrete 
realities  of  a  disintegrating  communal 
life,  the  memoir  makes  the  reader  part 
of  that  mass  of  humans  darting  about  in 
the  stinking  ruins  in  flight  from  violent 
death.

Nevertheless,  Bradford,  the  well-known 
British  sailor-historian,  has  issued  his 
version  of  the  life  of  one  of  Britain's 
greatest  heroes.  A  competent,  concise 
account,  written  in  a  somewhat  pedan- 
tic, dull  style,  it  presents  no  new  facts 
or  interpretations.  It  is  obvious  that 
Nelson  is  Bradford's  hero  of  heroes. 
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but  why  the  author  considers  him  "the 
essential  hero"  is  not  really  clear.

As  Bruce  points  out,  biographies  of 
Henry  VIII  usually  begin  with  his  as- 
cension to  the  English  throne  at  age  17. 
She  has  taken  an  entirely  different  tack. 
Combing  account  books,  privy  purse 
records,  and  chronicles,  she  has 
fleshed  out  a  childhood  and  adoles- 
cence for  Henry.  She  theorizes  that 
Henry's  insecurities  and  cruelties  as 
king  were  based  on  events  in  his  child- 
hood. Thus,  Henry,  always  fully  aware 
of  the  numerous  threats  to  the  throne 
as  a  child,  responded  extremely  harsh- 
ly to  treasonous  threats  in  his  own 
reign.  His  father's  mistreatment  of 
Catherine,  who  was  Henry's  brother's 
widow  and  his  eventual  wife,  is  the 
basis  for  his  own  later  abuse  of  Cath- 
erine and  of  his  other  wives.  Unfortu- 
nately, Henry  left  little  evidence  of  his 
own  reactions  to  the  events  that  shaped 
him.  Nevertheless,  Bruce's  book  is  en- 
gaging.

troduction to  this  highly  complex  sub- 
ject. He  prefaces  his  work  with  the  in- 
creasingly accepted  thesis  that  compre- 
hensive economic  planning  must 
be  available  to  governmental  policy 
makers  in  their  attempts  at  dealing  with 
the  crucial  challenges  of  international 
inflation,  unemployment,  resource  de- 
pletion, etc.  Unlike  most  advocates  of 
economic  planning,  however,  Kenes- 
sey favors  a  combination  of  relatively 
nondetailed  economic  plans  with  sub- 
stantial reliance  upon  traditional  mar- 
ket forces  to  achieve  objectives.  Ken-

This  political-economic  treatise  ana- 
lyzes both  democratic  and  commu- 
nistic systems  of  government,  as  well 
as  market-oriented  and  centrally 
planned  economies.  Lindblom  notes 
that  the  work  has  many  themes  and 
that  it  is  not  normative.  Fundamental- 
ly, it  is  a  detailed  comparison  and  con- 
trast of  the  political  and  economic  sys- 
tems of  the  U.S.,  Britain,  and  France 
with  respect  to  those  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  China,  and  Cuba.  The  most 
provocative  part  of  the  work  is  the  cri- 
tique of  the  workings  of  democratic  so- 
cieties, primarily  that  of  the  U.S. 
Lindblom  sees  large  business  corpora- 
tions as  holding  a  vastly  inflated  posi- 
tion of  political  influence,  permitting 
them  to  subvert  the  democratic  proc- 
ess. Ultimately,  however,  his  per- 
ception of  the  manipulative  corporate 
structure  and  the  gullible  American 
public  is  exaggerated  and  unsatisfying. 
Yet  his  general  insights  into  the  rela- 
tionship between  politics  and  the  cen- 
trally planned  or  free  economy  are  in- 
triguing.

His 
aim  is  to  introduce  TM  to  the  business 
community,  arguing  that  its  practice  in- 
creases happiness  and  improves  func- 
tioning for  both  employees  and  execu- 
tives. Unfortunately,  his  bias  prevents 
Marcus  from  evaluating  his  sources 
critically,  so  that  we  are  presented  with 
a  mixture  of  reports  of  serious  physi- 
ological and  sociological  research  min- 
gled with  far-fetched  theory.  Marcus 
fails  to  consider  adequately  the  limits 
of  TM  by  failing  to  examine  questions 
such  as:  what  percentage  of  TM  stu- 
dents stop  meditating  and  why;  under 
what  circumstances,  if  any,  should  a 
company  sponsor  a  TM  program  for  its 
employees.

The  world  after  World  War  I  was  pro- 
foundly different  from  the  prewar  peri- 
od. Whether  the  changes  were  brought 
about  entirely  by  the  war,  or  whether 
the  war  merely  intensified  the  changes 
is  the  fundamental  question  considered 
in  these  two  books.  Certainly,  Aldcroft 
and  Hardach  say,  the  war  broke  down 
the  international  order  centered  on 
Great  Britain  and  the  gold  standard. 
And  while  it  seems  probable  that  in  the 
course  of  the  economic  cycle  there 
would  have  been  some  sort  of  reces- 
sion at  the  end  of  the  Twenties,  there  is 
little  doubt  that  the  war  and  the  policies 
pursued  afterwards  contributed  to  the 
severity  of  the  depression.  The  as- 
sumption that  the  world  would  return 
to  its  "normal"  prewar  state  led  to  in- 
adequate economic  policies.  Hardach 
points  out,  for  example,  that  the  bellig- 
erent nations,  especially  the  Central 
Powers,  had  mobilized  their  resources 
on  the  assumption  of  a  short  war;  the 
prolonging  of  hositilities  thus  complete- 
ly undermined  their  ability  to  be  self- 
sufficient.

It  is  Beaumont's  intention  to  present  an 
impressionistic  account  of  the  British 
and  Indian  military  forces  that  support- 
ed imperialism  on  the  subcontinent. 
Unfortunately,  the  book  is  so  poorly 
organized  and  focused  that  to  read 
it  with  understanding  requires  the 
kind  of  background  that  makes  reading 
it  unnecessary.  Potentially  stimulating 
points  such  as  the  effect  of  the  north- 
west frontier  on  the  British  army,  the 
rivalries  between  officers  of  the  Crown 
and  officers  of  the  Indian  service,  and 
the  role  and  mystique  of  the  Gurkhas, 
are  treated  with  commonplace  general- 
izations. At  times,  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  without  a  second  reading 
whether  Beaumont  is  discussing  British 
troops  in  India,  British  officers  of  In- 
dian regiments,  or  Indian  soldiers.  The 
book  cannot  be  recommended,  particu- 
larly in  comparison  with  T.  A.  Heath- 
cote's  superb  study,  The  Indian  Army

In  writing  about  George,  historians 
have  focused  on  the  years  during  and 
after  World  War  I,  when  he  was  Brit- 
ain's prime  minister,  but  have  neglect- 
ed the  period  after  his  fall  in  1922. 
Campbell  shows  how  George  contin- 
ued to  dominate  politics  in  the  1920's. 
The  Liberal  leader  realized  that  to  sur- 
vive his  party  had  to  break  from  the  old 
policies  of  Asquith  and  offer  a  positive 
alternative  to  the  Tories  and  Labour- 
ites. In  cooperation  with  Keynes, 
George  proposed  a  radical  program  to 
revitalize  the  Liberals  and  deal  with  the 
Depression.  But  his  ideas  were  too  pro- 
gressive, and  the  Liberals  foundered  as 
a  third  party.  Campbell  suggests  that 
Britain  is  still  paying  the  price  for  re- 
jecting the  one  leader  who  offered 
her  economic  salvation.  An  excellent 
book.

Doherty  examines  geographical  and  so- 
cial mobility,  wealth  distribution,  and 
the  continuity  of  political  power  in 
Ware,  Pelham.  Northampton,  Worces- 
ter, and  Salem,  Massachusetts.  He 
concludes  that  geographical  mobility 
was  so  astoundingly  high  that  these 
communities  had  two  populations,  one 
stable  and  the  other  transient;  that  age, 
along  with  family  connection  and  type 
of  occupation,  was  a  major  factor  in  the 
distribution  of  wealth,  but  that  wealth 
distribution  was  certainly  not  the  result 
of  a  rigidly  stratified  society;  and  that 
community  political  structures  reflect- 
ed social  changes — the  number  of  new- 
er residents  holding  office  in  these 
years  increased.  Only  its  brevity  keeps 
this  book  from  being  as  important  for 
the  study  of  antebellum  Massachusetts 
as  Michael  Zuckerman's  Peaceable 
Kingdoms  {U  5/1/70)  is  for  colonial 
Massachusetts.

This  brief  but  well-documented  work 
focuses  on  the  controversial  subject  of 
the  West's  response  to  the  persecution 
and  extermination  of  European  Jewry 
by  the  Nazis.  Druks  argues  that  the 
West  in  effect  encouraged  the  Germans 
to  pursue  their  genocidal  program 
through  policies  of  indifference,  politi- 
cal expediency,  or  active  complicity.  In 
America,  President  Roosevelt  felt  the 
need  to  placate  an  isolationist  Congress 
and  to  maintain  harmonious  relations 
with  wartime  ally  Britain.  American 
Jewish  leaders,  themselves  very  di- 
vided, were  ineffectual  in  attempts  to 
alter  this  policy.  The  British,  however, 
actively  opposed  moves  to  rescue  the 
Jews,  as  this  would  produce  a  serious 
refugee  problem  which  would  in  turn 
create  increased  pressure  to  abandon 
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the  anti-Zionist  White  Paper  of  1939 
and  to  permit  large  numbers  of  Jews  to 
enter  Palestine — a  consequence  that 
would  alienate  Arab  opinion.  Despite 
the  choppy  and  redundant  organization 
of  this  book  and  the  emotional  nature 
of  the  presentation,  it  is  sure  to  re- 
kindle debate  on  a  sensitive  issue.

Johnston  has  written  a  concise,  straight- 
forward account  of  Russia's  foreign 
policy  during  the  confused  hiatus  in 
1917  between  the  fall  of  Nicholas  II  and 
the  eventual  Bolshevik  coup.  The  provi- 
sional government  faced  the  problem  of 
walking  a  tightrope  between  the  revolu- 
tion's distaste  for  czarist  policy  and  the 
traditional  Russian  quest  for  influence  in 
southeastern  Europe.  Johnston  believes 
that  Miliukov  and  Tereshchenko,  who 
served  as  foreign  ministers  for  the  peri- 
od, were  unable  to  formulate  a  posture 
that  could  deal  effectively  with  the  twin 
problems  of  Balkan  nationalism  and  the 
pressures  of  an  increasingly  deteriorat- 
ing situation  at  home.  The  book  reflects 
extensive  research,  especially  in  Rus- 
sian sources,  and  follows  a  trend  in  re- 
cent scholarship  to  examine  the  provi- 
sional government's  foreign  policy  in 
light  of  czarist  attitudes  and  the  later 
Bolshevik  victory.

78  lectures  delivered,  translated,  and 
published  in  China  to  discover  what 
made  them  so  attractive  to  the  Chinese 
who  regarded  Dewey  as  a  modern-day 
sage.  Dewey's  former  students,  who 
helped  introduce  him  to  Chinese  in- 
tellectuals, championed  the  school  as 
the  basic  unit  in  China's  reconstruc- 
tion. By  studying  the  careers  of  three 
Chinese  educators  in  the  1920's  and  the 
parallel  experiences  of  New  Republic 
liberals  in  New  York,  Keenan  con- 
cludes that  the  failure  of  liberal  reform 
in  both  cases  stemmed  from  weak- 
nesses in  Dewey's  experimental  politi- 
cal philosophy,  particularly  its  assump- 
tion of  a  neutral  or  favorable  political 
environment.  A  useful  supplement  to 
existing  literature  on  the  Chinese  New 
Culture  movement,  this  work  should 
also  interest  students  of  Dewey  and 
20th-century  American  thought.

Lippman  traces  the  history  of  the  Geor- 
gia Warm  Springs  Foundation  from  its 
inception  up  to  Roosevelt's  death.  The 
author,  a  journalist  and  native  Geor- 
gian, shows  how  FDR  sought  out  con- 
tact with  his  Georgia  neighbors  and 
eventually  became  an  adopted  son  of 
the  South.  Much  New  Deal  legislation 
was  based  on  the  first-hand  knowledge 
of  depressed  rural  life  FDR  gained  by 
such  contact.  While  focusing  on  Warm 
Springs,  the  book  explores  other  topics 
as  well,  particularly  FDR's  cordial  rela- 
tions with  the  press  and  his  position  on 
race  relations.  According  to  Lippman, 
he  gave  Eleanor  a  free  hand  in  her  cru- 
sading efforts  in  this  latter  area.  Hating 
racism  but  not  the  racist,  FDR  himself 
felt  that  only  time  and  improved  educa- 
tional policies  in  the  South  would  reme- 
dy the  situation.  FDR's  Georgia  experi- 
ences were  previously  examined  in 
Turnley  Walker's  Roosevelt  and  the 
Warm  Springs  Story  (Wyn,  1953),  a 
reminiscence  by  a  fellow  polio  victim. 
Lippman,  by  relying  on  interviews  and 
documentary  evidence,  has  produced  a 
more  objective  work.

Young  presents  the  leg- 
ends surrounding  the  women  and  at- 
tempts to  determine  the  truth  about 
each,  but  his  choppy  writing  and  lack 
of  organization  make  the  accounts  of- 
ten hard  to  follow.  Both  original  narra- 
tives and  modern  historians  are  quoted 
copiously  without  being  identified,  a 
lack  that  is  not  remedied  by  the  very 
general  notes  on  sources.

While  most  books  of  this  type  tend  to 
be  somewhat  biased  (religiously)  about 
the  history  and  peoples  of  the  "Holy 
Land"  or  are  merely  coffee-table  col- 
lections of  countryside  and  ruins,  this 
work  is — surprisingly — a  neat  little 
summary  of  the  major  periods  of  the  ar- 
chaeology of  the  Levant  (primarily  Is- 
rael). The  text  (liberally  scattered  with 
maps,     drawings,     and     photographs) 
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makes  up  only  half  the  book's  length, 
but  it  is  terse,  to-the-point,  and  a  good 
base  from  which  to  start  (or  refresh 
one's  memory)  for  those  wanting 
a  more-scholarly-than-storybook  in- 
troduction to  the  archaeology  of  the 
Holy  Land.

These  12  essays  highlight  some  striking 
discoveries,  especially  in  classical  and 
Near  Eastern  archaeology.  Ward's  in- 
clusion of  Mohenjo-daro,  India,  and 
the  Mayan  cities  of  Central  America 
represent  her  only  geographical  depar- 
tures from  the  broad  Mediterranean 
area.  Her  narrative  emphasizes  the  in- 
dividuals and  the  scholarship  involved 
in  unraveling  the  mysteries  of  the  past, 
rather  than  the  excavations.

A  coffee-table  book  can  be  much  more 
than  just  a  collection  of  pretty  pictures, 
if  text  is  used  intelligently  to  expand 
upon  those  pictures,  and  McDowell's 
book  proves  this  point.  His  is  a  "per- 
sonal geography"  with  substantial  text, 
much  of  it  in  the  words  of  the  people  he 
meets.  He  poses  not  as  an  expert  or 
scholar  but  as  the  journalist  he  is,  writ- 
ing for  the  interested  layman.  Conger's 
photography  bristles  with  human  inter- 
est. There  is  a  wildflower  stuck  in  a 
metal  lathe  in  a  factory,  a  centenarian 
toasting  with  a  glass  of  vodka,  a  market- 
woman  holding  up  her  hand  to  block 
the  camera.

A  work 
so  constructed  lends  itself  well  to  a 
continuing  series;  Howard  ought  to 
start  the  next  one  with  "the  media

Franklin  contends  that  the  definition  of 
American  literature  and  the  criteria  for 
judging  it  must  be  changed  radically  to 
include  the  contributions,  oral  and 
written,  of  Native  Americans,  Afro- 
Americans,  Mexican-Americans,  and 
those  working-class  Americans  whose 
lives  and  literary  output  don't  fit  in  with 
the  genteel  Anglo-Saxon  traditions  of 
the  academic  critics.  He  deals  specifi- 
cally in  this  volume  with  literature 
created  by  "criminals"  who  have  spent 
time  behind  bars  "for  their  actions  or 
beliefs  or  social  status,"  including  such 
luminaries  as  Frederick  Douglass,  Her- 
man Melville,  Jack  London,  and  Ches- 
ter Himes,  as  well  as  a  great  number  of 
the  unrenowned  men  and  women  who 
produced  slave  narratives,  slave  and 
prison  songs,  and  autobiographies. 
Franklin's  analyses  are  incisive,  overt- 
ly Marxist,  and  engagingly  frank.  His 
bibliography  of  literature  by  American 
convicts  from  1800  to  1977  is  admit- 
tedly neither  exhaustive  nor  compre- 
hensive, nor  even  very  consistently  an- 
notated, but  it's  a  good  beginning. 
Maybe  a  few  English  majors  will  be 
turned  on  to  a  vital  literary  world 
unacknowledged  by  academe.

Philip  Wylie  is  best  known  for  one  vitu- 
perative book  of  satire,  with  its  diatribe 
against  "Momism."  Keefer  introduces 
us  to  many  other  facets  by  presenting  a 
chronological  account  of  Wylie's  ca- 
reer, interpreting  selected  works  of 
nonfiction  and  fiction,  and  speculating 
on  connections  between  Wylie's  life 
and  work.  Wylie  emerges  as  an  ex- 
tremely prolific  and  inventive  (though 
sometimes  careless)  popular  fiction 
writer  with  some  claim  to  serious  atten- 
tion as  a  literary  artist.  He  also  emerges 
as  a  cranky,  obsessed,  sometimes 
brilliant,  often  accurate  social  critic 
and  prophet.  The  sheer  number  of 
Wylie's  books,  stories,  articles,  news- 
paper columns,  and  movie,  radio,  and 
TV  scripts,  as  well  as  the  great  variety 
of  topics  which  interested  him  (e.g., 
sexual  roles,  the  environment,  the  arms 
race),  make  it  difficult  to  generalize 
about  him.  Because  Wylie  has  been 
maligned,  Keefer  can  be  forgiven  for 
occasionally  overselling  him.  What  he 
establishes  is  that  many  other  works  by 
Wylie  besides  Generation  of  Vipers  de- 
serve to  be  read.

Kirkham  studies  the  making  of  Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin  carefully  and  exhaustive- 
ly. Starting  with  a  discussion  of  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe's  family  background, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  religion 
and  the  relationship  with  the  abolition- 
ist movement,  he  then  traces  her 
literary  apprenticeship,  in  particular 
through  her  contribution  to  periodicals, 
and  discusses  the  process  of  the  com- 
position of  the  novel  itself  in  its  serial- 
ized form.  Finally  he  considers  in  detail 
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the  revisions  from  serialized  version  to 
published  novel.  Throughout,  he  takes 
into  account  all  possible  sources,  dis- 
crediting at  the  same  time  unsubstan- 
tiated claims.  He  also  shows  Stowe  as  a 
more  accomplished  writer  than  she  is 
usually  given  credit  for  being.  This 
heavily  documented  study  is  obviously 
written  for  the  specialist,  not  the  aver- 
age reader.

It  is  hard  to  imagine  a  better  subject  for 
a  pictorial  biography  than  a  writer  and 
artist  like  Lear,  with  his  vast  output  of 
illustrated  letters,  nonsense  drawings, 
sketches,  watercolors,  and  oil  paint- 
ings. Examples  of  all  these  are  repre- 
sented here.  Generally  the  reproduc- 
tions are  of  good  quality,  though  one 
wishes  that  the  publishers  had  seen  fit 
to  include  some  color  instead  of  only 
black  and  white,  for  many  of  Lear's 
works,  the  bird  studies  and  the  water- 
colors  especially,  cry  out  for  color. 
Lehmann' s  pleasant  and  readable  text 
is  fine  as  an  introductory  biography.

The  quality  of  these 
essays  is  as  varied  as  the  number  of 
authors  and  points  of  view  repre- 
sented. They  range  from  a  myopic  es- 
say by  Jacqueline  Orsagh  who  asserts 
that  "there  have  been  very  few,  if  any, 
well-developed  and  believable  women 
characters  in  English  and  American" 
to  a  provocative  and  well-argued  one 
by  Darwin  Turner  which  debates 
whether  black  playwrights  should  di- 
rect themselves  to  a  white  audience  or 
to  a  black  audience.

This  enthralling  book  tells  a  very  queer 
story  indeed,  hard  to  condense  without 
making  it  sound  like  a  cross  between 
Cold  Comfort  Farm  and  Monty  Py- 
thon. The  Rev.  Lumb  is  a  changeling, 
sent  to  each  by  the  spirits  from  the  oth- 
er world.  He  sets  out  to  spread  a  new 
religion,  mainly  by  copulating  with  all 
the  women  of  his  parish.  The  action 
covers  his  last  day  on  earth,  at  the  end 
of  which  the  husbands  raid  the  parish 
hall  where  an  orgy  is  in  progress  and 
hunt  Lumb  to  his  death.  Originally  in- 
tended as  a  film  scenario,  the  story  is 
told  in  56  highly  visual  poems,  each 
from  a  single  character's  point  of  view. 
There  is  voyeurism,  sex,  madness,  and 
violence  galore,  but  instead  of  seeming 
sensationalist  Hughes  convinces  you 
he  sees  reality  more  vividly  and  deeply 
than  the  rest  of  us.  The  writing,  except 
in  an  appendix  of  poems  by  the  "real" 
Lumb,  is  intense  and  keenly  felt. 
Hughes  has  again  refused  merely  to  re- 
peat his  earlier  successes;  instead,  this 
book  is  at  once  a  new  departure  and  a 
new  arrival.

Hoxie,  director  of  the 
Center  for  the  Study  of  the  Presidency, 
has  meticulously  researched  the  ap- 
proaches of  postwar  chief  executives 
in  dealing  with  the  National  Security 
Council  (NSC),  military  establish- 
ments. Congress,  and  the  foreign  af- 
fairs bureaucracies.  He  applauds  Tru- 
man's courage  and  anti-Communism, 
but  faults  his  strategy  and  tactics  in  Ko- 
rea. Hoxie  seems  more  comfortable 
with  Eisenhower's  penchant  for  institu- 
tionalization of  policy  and  fuller  utiliza- 
tion of  the  NSC.

According  to  Lijphart,  con- 
sociational  democracy  is  characterized 
by  cooperation  among  the  elites,  con- 
current majority  rule,  proportionality, 
and  a  high  degree  of  autonomy  for  each 
segment  of  the  society.

The  interviews  in  this  volume,  ranging 
over  a  17-month  period  ending  in 
March  1977,  touch  on  all  the  major  po- 
litical and  economic  issues  surrounding 
the  Italian  Communist  Party's  (PCI) 
continuing  bid  for  power.  Napolitano,  a 
member  of  the  PCI  Secretariat  and  the 
party's  chief  economic  spokesman, 
does  not  speak  officially,  but  his  views 
clearly  express  the  general  thinking  of 
the  PCI  leadership.  Hobsbawm,  the 
prominent  British  Marxist  historian 
and  a  political  independent,  asks  chal- 
lenging questions,  even  though  the  dis- 
cussions are  in  no  way  debates.

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stands  out  among  the  bewildering  array 
of  guides  for  the  novice  horse  owner. 
Vasiloff,  drawing  on  her  long  experi- 
ence as  a  breeder  of  Morgans,  provides 
sound  advice  in  many  areas  that  are  of- 
ten slighted  in  other  books  of  this  type. 
She  emphasizes  throughout  that  the 
new  owner  is  just  as  responsible  for  the 
horse's  psychological  well-being  as  for 
the  animal's  physical  needs;  her  chap- 
ter on  equine  psychology  is  particularly 
good,  and  as  valuable  to  the  more  expe- 
rienced horseperson  as  to  the  novice. 
Her  advice  on  the  selection  of  a  family 
pleasure  mount  is  especially  practical 
and  sensible.  The  author  discusses  fi- 
nances specifically  and  realistically 
enough  to  be  discouraging,  but  this  as- 
pect of  purchasing  and  caring  for  a 
horse  is  too  often  glossed  over:  one 
hopes  that  the  information  will  not  be 
too  rapidly  outdated  by  inflation.  Line 
drawings  and  index  were  not  seen  by 
reviewer.

Widmer  stresses  all  the  right  things — 
the  canine  pack  instinct,  the  necessity 
of  having  pets  neutered,  the  impor- 
tance of  good  grooming  and  balanced 
diet,  etc. — but  her  means  to  these  ends 
are  sometimes  questionable  or  dan- 
gerous. For  example.  Fm  sure  many 
canine  nutritionists  will  argue  with  her 
statements  that  garlic  is  not  helpful  in 
keeping  a  dog  free  of  worms  and  that 
cooking  oil  will  not  aid  in  maintaining  a 
glossy  coat.  Although  her  obedience 
training  techniques  reveal  nothing  new. 
they  are  usable  and  shouldn't  offend 
many.  In  her  discussion  of  canine  be- 
havior, she  asserts  that  leg-lifting  in  a 
male  dog  is  an  indication  of  insecurity. 
Not  so:  it  is  instinctive  and  very 
healthy  behavior.  The  section  on  ag- 
gression is  most  general  and  most  dis- 
turbing. I  fear  for  the  layman  with  a 
"dog-fighter"  who  follows  Widmer's 
advice  by  having  the  dog  neutered  and 
then  leaving  him  alone  in  a  room  with 
other  dogs.

This  how-to  book  combines  advice  on 
coping  with  locker-room  attitudes  to- 
ward sex  and  women  with  practical 
guidance  on  dealing  with  the  95  percent 
of  men  who  are  "totally  inadequate  as 
lovers."  If  this  seems  like  a  hodge- 
podge, it  is.  The  solution  to  both  prob- 
lems, according  to  Holt  (or  rather,  the 
20  women  whose  thoughts  Holt  com- 
piled), is  the  same:  Don't  be  a  hys- 
terical, aggressive  woman:  take  things 
slow  and  easy.  Thus,  says  Holt,  it 
would  often  be  appropriate  for  a  wom- 
an to  go  along  with  a  crude  sexual  joke 
at  a  business  meeting.

In  this  book,  which  is  based  on  inter- 
views with  stepparents  and  step- 
children and  includes  advice  from  nu- 
merous psychiatrists  and  psycholo- 
gists, the  authors  discuss  the  many 
problems  likely  to  plague  the  step- 
parent. The  Nobles  are  realistic  in  their 
appraisal  of  the  step  relationship  as  a 
stress  situation  which  involves  anger, 
guilt,  sadness,  impatience,  and  resent- 
ment. In  sections  on  preparing  for  step- 
children, handling  discipline,  and  cop- 
ing with  the  other  family.  the\  urge 
stepparents  to  be  honest  about  their  ex-

Hayman's  book 
opens  with  a  biographical  outline  that  is 
too  brief  and  sketchy  to  be  satisfying  (it 
records  two  marriages  seven  lines  apart 
with  no  mention  of  death  or  divorce!),  a 
bibliography  that  is  "selected"  (the 
principle  of  selection  is  not  clear),  and 
a  list  of  performances  through  1976. 
The  body  of  the  book  begins  and  ends 
with  two  interviews  with  Stoppard  that 
are  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  work. 
Between  these  interviews  are  chapters 
on  each  piece  by  Stoppard.  Generally, 
these  are  simple  plot  summaries.  Occa- 
sionally, Hayman  discusses  the  origins 
of  ideas  or  plays.

Figgy  Van  Rijn,  this  novel's  main  char- 
acter and  narrator,  is  too  cynical,  too 
passionate,  and  too  honest  for  his  own 
good.  What  seems  to  precipitate  his 
crisis  is  the  slow  death  of  Sarah,  his 
mother.  But  when  it  rains  for  Figgy,  it 
pours.  Before  the  novel  is  over  he  has 
lost  his  job,  his  wife  and  family,  and  his 
mistress.  Yet  Figgy  is  hardly  a  passive 
victim.  Frequent  trysts  with  his  nubile 
mistress  have  a  lot  to  do  with  the  dis- 
integration of  his  marriage;  he  insults 
his  friends  mercilessly;  he  insults  his 
boss;  and  he  nearly  beats  the  nubility 
out  of  the  mistress  one  night  when  she 
won't  cooperate.  As  rude,  obscene, 
and  cruel  as  Figgy  often  is.  it's  much  to 
author  Clark's  credit  that  the  reader 
cares  for  him  at  all.  Yet,  even  at  his 
most  self-destructive,  Figgy  is  still  very 
real,  very  human.  This  is  a  fine  novel, 
well  worth  the  short  time  it  takes  to 
read.

One  might  expect  the  obvious  themes

Dst  relations.  Lovely  for  a  dull  after- 
oon. 

Operation  Apricot  (Harper.  Jan. 
978.  $7.95)  is  the  third  of  C.  A.  HAD- 
)AD's  adventure-thrillers  featuring 
laham,  the  Iraqi  Jew  and  Israeli  secret 
gent.  There  appears  to  be  a  conspira- 
y  involving  Jews  and  Arabs  of  all  po- 
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litical  shades  whose  aim  is  to  over- 
throw the  current  Israeli  government. 
A  glamorous  reporter,  Haham's  friend, 
is  chosen  to  syphon  the  news.  At  the 
same  time  she  is  censored  by  the 
government  as  well  as  terrorized  by  the 
conspirators.  There  are  all  kinds  of  out- 
j  rages — bombings,  kidnappings,  mur- 
j  ders,  and  artistic  bloodshed — with  an 
I  undertone  of  witty  cynicism.  Amusing- 
ly relaxed  as  before. 

The  Judas  Pair  (Harper.  Dec.  1977. 
ISBN  0-06-011464-9.  $8.95)  by  Jona- 
than GASH  is  instructive  and  enter- 
taining, and  sounds  a  little  like  Wolf 
Mankowitz  a  generation  later.  A 
breezy,  impecunious,  and  almost  hon- 
est antique  dealer  with  flair  is  employed 
to  track  down  a  legendary  pair  of  duel- 
ling pistols,  one  of  which  has  been  used 
for  murder.  The  trial,  faint  though  it  is, 
leads  to  Norfolk,  where,  almost  casual- 
ly, violence  starts  with  the  killing  of  the 
man's  girl-friend.  He,  impelled  by  ven- 
geance and  luckier  than  most,  pursues 
the  culprit  to  an  exciting  and  ingenious 
ending.  As  a  bonus,  this  novel  could  al- 
most be  used  as  a  primer  for  the  trade 
in  small  antiques. 

Rotten  Apples  (Dutton.  1977.  LC  77- 
7090.  ISBN  0-525-19415-0.  $7.95)  by 
Edith  Pinero  GREEN  is  light  entertain- 
ment, a  little  slumberous  in  spots.  A 
bunch  of  old  people  from  New  York, 
left  over  from  a  Thirties  group  called 
the  Rotten  Apples,  are  being  picked  off 
one  by  one.  An  antique  but  vigorous 
man  investigates  in  the  teeth  of  com- 
mon sense  and  gets  suspected  by  the 
police  when  those  whom  he  investi- 
gates keep  dropping  dead.  The  survi- 
vors hole  up  in  a  sanatorium  to  await 
the  unfolding  of  the  reason  for  all  this 
carnage,  which  is  of  course  money,  as 
sensible  a  motive  as  any.  Civilized  and 
only  slightly  zany. 

Circus  Couronne  (Putnam.  Dec. 
1977.  LC  77-22232.  ISBN  0-339-11706- 
7.  $8.95)  by  R.  Wright  CAMPBELL 
starts  out  with  the  well-known  assassi- 
nation in  Sarajevo  in  1914  and  supposes 
that  the  Montenegrin  murderer  was  on- 
ly a  front  for  the  real  assassin,  a  Ger- 
man acrobat  who  escapes.  A  Swiss  po- 
lice agent  investigates  and  lands  onto  a 
traveling  circus  where  an  aerialist  is 
seen  to  fall,  providing  the  clue  to  the 
identity  of  the  German  spy.  In  spite  of 
the  interesting  circus  atmosphere,  the 
suspense — which  is  fancied  up  with 
bits  of  occult — is  soporific,  and  the 
obligatory  sex  scene  is  hilarious. 

In  The  Nirvana  Contracts  (Bobbs. 
1977.  LC  77-76884.  ISBN  0-672-52340- 
X.  $7.95)  by  James  P.  WOHL  a  mys- 
terious organization  recruits  dying  and 
disgruntled  people  to  act  unwittingly  as 
agents  in  insurance  frauds.  As  more 
and  more  heavily  insured  accidents 
happen,  an  investigator  gets  suspicious 
thus  endangering  the  final  coup,  a  ma- 
jor caper  in  Bali.  To  ensure  success  the 
criminals,  who  may  have  a  connection 
with  the  CIA,  hit  back  with  murderous 
attacks  galore.  Routine  but  with  a  whiz 
of  a  finish.

A  merce- 
nary from  African  disturbances  is  re- 
cruited, and  his  doubts  lead  to  the  grad- 
ual unfolding  of  the  full  revolutionary 
ambitions  of  the  group.  Alas,  there  is 
little  to  choose  between  the  police,  the 
government,  the  mercenaries,  and  the 
criminals;  all  are  vile.  This  one  is  best 
left  alone.

$7.95)  by  Marcia  MULLER  is  its 
best  feature,  but  otherwise  it's  like  a 
Nancy  Drew  tale,  only  dumber.  A 
woman  lawyer  pluckily  investigates  the 
murder  of  an  antique  dealer  in  a  street 
plagued  by  arson  and  vandalism.  She 
manages  to  get  around  an  abrasive  but 
dishy  cop.  and  turns  up  a  smuggled 
Bellini,  clever  girlie.  This  one  is  calcu- 
lated to  set  the  women's  movement 
back  by  decades,  and  I  cannot  believe 
that  it  was  actually  meant  to  be  set  in 
San  Francisco.

A  handsome 
detective,  a  devil  with  the  women,  is 
involved  in  the  discovery  of  a  headless 
skeleton  on  the  property  of  a  rich  but 
horrible  family  in  which  everybody 
loathes  everybody  else.  Is  the  missing 
second  husband  alive  or  is  he  the 
corpse?

Under  your  "Library  Dollar"  section 
(LJ .  August,  p.  1550).  you  speak  of  the 
rise  in  Maryland  state  aid.  It  is  true  that 
Maryland  legislators  approved  a  librar> 
aid  increase  from  S3  to  S4  per  capita.  It 
is  also  true  that  Montgomery  County 
(your  example)  will  get  S474.080  under 
this  program — an  increase  of  30.5  per- 
cent. However,  the  public  library  in- 
centive building  aid  money  you  quote 
pertains  to  Montgomery  County  onh  — 
not  to  the  State  of  Maryland  as  a 
whole. 

In  short.  Maryland's  new  bill  does 
raise  per  capita  aid  from  S3  to  S4  in  the 
current  year.  It  has  a  60  percent  local/ 
40  percent  state  share  basis.  Lnder 
provisions  of  the  Act.  a  public  library 
system  may  set  aside  up  to  but  not 
more  than  20  percent  of  its  State  aid 
money  for  capital  improvement  proj- 
ects. This  option  is  left  to  the  system.  It 
may  elect  to  use  all  State  monies  for 
operating  expenses  if  it  likes.  In  sup- 
port of  this,  the  state  share  rose  from 
S5. 934.229    in    1977    to    S6.925.705    in 


1978.  Local  support  climbed  too:  from 
S8.474.640  in  1977  to  S9.696.285  in 
1978. 

We  in  Maryland  are  extremeh 
proud  of  our  public  libraries  and  the 
support  they  receive  at  all  levels.  To  let 
the  funds  for  one  count)  -Astern  be 
mistakenly  taken  as  representing  the 
total  for  the  State  is  too  great  a  sin. 

"Never  explain,  never  apologize"

"Never  explain,  never  apologize"  is  a- 
well  tested  maxim  in  management,  and 
to  judge  by  Samuel  Goldstein's  review 
(fj,  August,  p.  1584)  I  should  have  fol- 
lowed it  in  my  compilation  A  Librari- 
an's Handbook.  May  I  set  right  one  or 
two  misleading  impressions  I  think  he 
has  given  from  reading  my  caveats? 

The  major  documents  omitted 
from  the  Handbook  on  grounds  of 
length  (viz.  the  texts  of  AACR  and  Pro- 
fessional and  Sonprofessional  Duties 
in  Libraries)  are  two  only  and  are 
noted.  Some  lists  of  recommended 
books  are  also  omitted  as  not  being  ir 
the  same  categor\  as  statements  of  pol- 
icy. Also,  it  is  natural  that  a  documem 
produced  in.  say.  1968  cannot  refer  tt 
relevant  events  of  1972.  though  it  ma\ 
still  contain  the  expression  of  curren" 
policy.  Is  it  a  ""serious  flaw"  to  include, 
it.  or  is  the  error  that  of  drawing  atten 
tion  to  the  fact? 

On  the  question  of  currency .  tht 
Handbook  contains  many  addresses 
etc..  revised  up  to  September  1976.  anc 
it  was  published  in  January  1977.  1^ 
that  length  of  outdatedness  a  "serioui 
flaw"?  The  statistics,  by  the  wa>.  an 
designed  to  show  development  over  ; 
period  of  time,  and  not  just  the  lates 
figures,  though  in  many  tables  no  late 
data  have  \et  appeared,  and  all  that  i 
missing  from  the  others  is  the  last  entr 
in  a  frequently  lengthy  column  of  fig 
ures.  I  would  also  challenge  Goldsteii 
to  point  out  all  my  figures  "from  stand 
ard  sources":  much  of  this  informatioi 
is  freshly  totalled  or  calculated. 

The  index,  with  which  Goldstein  i 
also  unhappy  is  already  a  length\  on- 
of  over  2000  entries.  It  was  kept  to  thi 
size  by  removing  names  of  organiza 
tions    such    as    HERTIS.    which — th 
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lote  to  the  index  tells  the  user — can  be 
bund  in  their  place  in  the  separate  di- 
rectory of  organization  names  and  ad- 
dresses.

In  those  contexts, 
actors  that  preclude  the  realization  of 
he  goal — such  as  major  omissions  and 
lpdating  requirements  through  the 
British  Library  Association  Library — 
ire  serious  flaws.  Furthermore,  al- 
hough  it  is  natural  that  a  1968  docu- 
nent  "cannot  refer  to  relevant  events 
»f  1972,"  it  would  not  have  been  "un- 
latural"  to  have  provided  commentary 
hat  did  refer  to  such  events;  the  ab- 
ence  of  such  corollary  information, 
rom  whatever  reasons,  is  a  serious 
law  for  the  potential  American  user.

.  Taylor's  word  that  not  "a//"  of  his 
igures  were  taken  from,  or  based  on, 
tandard  sources,  although  those  that  1 
hecked  (which  went  well  beyond  the 
wo  that  I  cited)  were.

As  a  manager  of  a  special  library  in  the 
business  field,  I  have  had  "profession- 
al" librarians  reporting  to  me  even 
though  my  c.v.  does  not  include  the 
omnipotent  masters  degree.  My  cre- 
dentials lie  instead  in  years  of  practical 
experience  and  perennial  course  enroll- 
ment. It  is  in  the  latter  area  that  I  would 
like  to  make  some  observations. 

The  curriculum  within  the  library 
science  area  is  "hurting."  If  the  field  is 
to  be  referred  to  as  library  science, 
then  we  should  follow  the  empirical  ex- 
amples of  other  sciences.  Technicians 
can  be  trained  on  the  junior  college  lev- 
el to  do  the  routine  tasks  in  the  labora- 
tory, and  in  the  library.  Scientists  can 
be  educated  for  more  "professional" 
work  and  receive  a  bachelors  degree  in- 
dicating completion  and  competence  in 
application  of  theory  in  the  lab  (library) 
at  the  bench  chemist  level.  But  a  scien- 
tist with  a  masters  degree  generally 
leads  and  supervises  the  technician  and 
the  bench  chemist  in  their  work.  This 
does  not  apply  to  library  science. 

We  complain  that  "professional" 
librarians  are  assigned  technician's 
duties.  We  complain  about  low  level 
salaries  when,  in  actuality,  some  librar- 
ians spend  a  great  deal  of  their  time 
doing  clerical  tasks  and  are  therefore 
overpaid.  We  suffer  identity  crises,  "I 
have  the  MSLS,  therefore  I  am  a  pro- 
fessional; so  why  don't  you  treat  me 
like  one?"  The  obvious  answer  is  be- 
cause the  MSLS  is  not  a  degree  that 
should  be  compared  to  other  graduate 
degrees.  Too  much  of  the  MSLS  cur- 
riculum is  on  the  undergraduate  level. 

The  recipients  of  today's  MSLS 
might  as  well  have  a  second  bachelors 
degree.  The  requirements  fulfilled  war- 
rant nothing  more.  In  order  to  improve 
the  situation,  we  must  first  insist  that 
the  librarian  holding  a  masters  degree 
specialize  in  reference,  or  library  man- 
agement, or  automated  information 
processing,  or  classification.  We  must 
insist  that  practical  experience  be  a  re- 
quirement— not  six  months  behind  a  re- 
serve desk,  but  more  extensive  experi- 
ence in  the  library  (laboratory)  area  of 
specialization.  Let's  accept  the  bach- 
elors and  associates  degrees  with  open 
arms,  and  develop  a  meaningful  mas- 
ters program  in  library  science  leading 
to  library  personnel  with  professional 
qualifications. 

How  many  MSLS  holders  can  do  a 
cost  study  of  an  area  under  their  juris- 
diction? How  many  can  differentiate 
between  cost  analysis  and  cost  bene- 
fits? How  many  students  take  courses 
in  such  subjects  as  government  docu- 
ments from  instructors  who  lecture 
about   discontinued    publications   and 


have  never  heard  of  GODORT's  Docu- 
ments to  the  People?  Students  taking 
courses  on  the  masters  level  are  con- 
stantly exposed  to  "Introductions." 
An  introduction  to  information  sys- 
tems, an  introduction  to  cataloging,  an 
introduction  to  technical  services;  we 
might  as  well  be  sitting  through  contin- 
uous semesters  of  Religion  101.  These 
are  undergraduate  courses  and  should 
be  taught  on  that  level  along  with  the 
traditional  "core"  courses. 

I  am  a  librarian;  I  am  a  manager;  I 
am  a  student  with  nearly  enough  hours 
to  claim  my  own  MSLS.  But  I  hesitate 
to  do  so  because  I  question  its  validity. 
Instead,  I  plan  to  cross  academic  lines 
by  branching  out  into  the  MBA  pro- 
gram. Hopefully,  I  will  learn  there  what 
I  should  have  learned  in  pursuit  of  the 
MSLS,  and  the  combination  of  the  two 
will  give  me  the  necessary  training  to 
become  a  better  library  manager. 

If  I  sound  bitter,  disgruntled,  and 
discouraged,  it's  because  I  am.  The 
road  seems  very  long,  and  these  feel- 
ings have  been  bottled  up  for  years.  Be- 
cause the  feelings  expressed  above 
may  injure  the  "professional"  pride  of 
my  staff,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  add  per- 
sonnel disharmony  to  my  personal  dis- 
cord, please  withold  my  name.

THE  "ETERNAL  VIGILANCE"  LIBRARY 
SECURITY  AWARD  to  the  West  Islip  Public  Library 
for  incarcerating  some  900  volumes  from  its  collec- 
tions in  locked  shelving  to  protect  them  from  van- 
dalism, despite  repeated  protests  from  citizens  claim- 
ing that  the  practice,  particularly  as  it  applies  to  a  num- 
ber of  novels,  is  censorship  (L7,  November  1,  p.  2197). 

THE  "WHAT  ELSE  IS  NEW"  AWARD  to  John 
Dessauer  and  the  Book  Industry  Study  Group  for  their 
study  predicting  that  libraries  will  have  more  money  to 
spend  for  books  in  the  next  few  years,  but  that  they'll 
get  less  for  their  money  {LJ ,  February  15,  p.  437). 

AN  HONORARY  M.S.  IN  L.S.  (LJ  accredited) 
to  the  Selection  Consulting  Center  in  Sacramento,  Cal- 
ifornia for  developing  a  list  of  36  "entry  level"  tasks  a 
librarian  should  be  able  to  perform  on  the  first  day  on 
the  job.  The  resulting  paragon  would  be  competent  in 
an  immense  array  of  skills:  evaluating  bookmobiles, 
networks,  and  communications  systems;  copyright 
law  interpretation;  subject  cataloging;  acquisitions 
work;  preservation;  writing;  classification;  reference 
and  readers  advisory  work  and  interviewing;  abstract- 
ing; privacy  law;  and  apparently  arithmetic — "check 
computational  accuracy  of  monthly  statistics  reports, 
time  cards,  and  bank  deposits"  (U,  November  15,  p. 
2298-2300). 

THE  FRED  GLAZER  INSTANT  LIBRARY 
AWARD  to  Fred  Glazer,  West  Virginia  State  Librari- 
an, for  his  latest  innovation,  ("Son  of  instant  li- 
brary?") called  the  "Outpost  Library"  which  houses 
5000  books,  a  dozen  reader  seats,  and  costs  a  mere 
$13,000.  Eleven  of  these  libraries  have  been  installed 
in  the  West  Virginia  Hill  Country  (LJ/SLJ Hotline,  Oc- 
tober 24,  p.  1). 

THE  "RIGHT  PLACE  AT  THE  RIGHT  TIME" 
AWARD  to  ALA  Executive  Director,  Robert  Wedge- 
worth,  for  choosing  the  occasion  of  the  ALA  Mid- 
winter Meeting  in  Washington,  where  ALA's  legisla- 


tive troops  had  organized  an  assault  on  Congress  by 
librarians  and  trustees  seeking  federal  funds,  to  deliver 
his  speech  attacking  library  federal  aid  programs.  Said 
Wedgeworth:  "Just  as  big  welfare  creates  the  demand 
for  more  welfare,  so  the  'big  federal  fix' — as  Daniel 
Moynihan  described  it — creates  a  yearning  for  another 
and  yet  another  and  stronger  financial  boost"  (U, 
March  15,  p.  683-4). 

THE  MARABEL  MORGAN  TOTAL  MAN 
AWARD  to  Anthony  Miele  of  the  Alabama  Public  Li- 
brary Service  for  his  outraged  response  to  ALA's  let- 
ter to  Alabama  Governor  George  Wallace  telling  the 
Governor  that  ALA  will  no  longer  hold  conferences  in 
states  that  have  not  ratified  the  Equal  Rights  Amend- 
ment. Said  Miele:  "...  I'm  appalled  that  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association  (Council  and  Executive 
Board)  would  be  foolish  enough  to  become  embroiled 
in  social  and  political  issues  such  as  ERA  ...  If  ALA 
attempts  to  decree  the  actions  of  state  legislatures  on 
political  issues  it  should  openly  declare  itself  to  be  a 
political  party"  (LJ .  October  15,  p.  2105). 

THE  "GRAND  DRAGON"  AWARD  FOR  ALA 
RACE  RELATIONS,  which  consists  of  a  boxed  set  of 
the  works  of  William  Shockley,  to  Judith  Krug  of  the 
ALA  Intellectual  Freedom  Office  for  her  effort  in  de- 
veloping and  producing  the  ALA  film  The  Speaker. 
This  award  may  be  cited  in  the  promotion  and  sale  of 
prints  of  the  film. 

THE  "IF  YOU  CAN'T  BEAT  'EM"  AWARD  is 
revived  this  year  for  Deirdre  Boyle  for  her  comment  in 
her  November  American  Libraries  (p.  542)  printed  in- 
terview with  Don  Roberts  on  using  print  to  push  non- 
print.  Said  Boyle:  "Since  the  people  whose  con- 
sciousness I'm  trying  to  raise  are  print-oriented,  I  jus- 
tify using  the  medium  they  know  best  to  get  librarians 
to  a  point  where  they  can  be  directly  influenced  by  oth- 
er media  forms.  That's  my  armature  for  writing."  Said 
Roberts:  "...  that's  where  you  are  going  to  get 
paid.  .  ." 

THE  WATERGATE  REVISITED  AWARD  to 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
for  using  the  occasion  of  a  purloined,  confidential 
memorandum  between  two  state  library  agency  staff 
members,  to  force  the  termination  of  both,  before  con- 
cerning itself  with  the  method  by  which  the  memo  was 
taken  from  their  files  and  distributed.

PLA  drafts  new  public  library  mission 


Faced  with  the  task  of  creating  new 
public  library  standards  after  a  ten-year 
lapse.  ALA's  Public  Library  Associa- 
tion agreed  that  a  mere  updating  of  its 
Minimum  Standards  for  Public  Library 
Systems — 1966  would  not  be  enough. 
PLA's  Goals.  Guidelines,  and  Stan- 
dards Committee  (chaired  by  Peter 
Hiatt  of  the  University  of  Washington's 
School  of  Librarianship)  had  argued 
that  a  revision  would  be  "'neither  fea- 
sible nor  appropriate"  in  view  of  the 
social  change  of  the  past  decade  that 
has  affected  both  the  nation  and  the  li- 
brary as  an  institution.  The  committee 
has  just  released  a  "Mission  Statement 
of  Public  Libraries.'*  It  elucidates  an 
entirely  new  approach  to  standards — 
one  that  "starts  with  the  needs  of  com- 
munities and  individuals  rather  than 
with  the  needs  of  an  institution." 

Nixing  the  idea  that  any  single  set 
of  standards  could  be  valid  for  all  pub- 
lic libraries.  PLA's  committee  decided 
to  "develop  a  process  which  any  public 
library  or  public  library  system  could 
use  to  set  its  own  standards." 

The  committee  noted  that  the  li- 
brary community  was  dissatisfied  with 
earlier  standards  suggested  by  PLA.  In 
1956  PLA  published  Public  Library 
Service  Standards  which  focused  on  re- 
quirements for  the  individual  library. 
These  standards  were  later  assailed  as 
little  more  than  a  laundry  list  of  basics 
to  be  used  to  justify  budget  requests; 
and  their  relevance  to  all  libraries — 
members  of  cooperatives,  for  ex- 
ample— was  questioned.  In  response  to 
this  criticism,  PLA  developed  the  Mini- 
mum Standards  for  Public  Library  Sys- 
tems— 7966:  these  focused  on  the 
needs  of  public  library  systems.  But 
they  were  judged  by  many  individual  li- 
braries to  be  of  little  use. 

By  setting  up  a  procedure  whereby 
libraries  can  create  their  own  stan- 
dards, PLA's  standards  committee 
hopes  to  make  everyone  happy.  A  pro- 
fessional research  team  (King  Re- 
search, Inc.)  has  been  commissioned  to 
develop  manuals  which  will  enable  li- 
braries everywhere  to  set  their  own 
standards.  The  21 -month  research  ef- 


fort is  funded  by  a  $140,000  grant  from 
the  Office  of  Education. 

Meanwhile.  PLA's  standards  com- 
mittee has  prepared  a  Mission  State- 
ment to  provide  libraries  with  "interim 
guidance."  The  statement  has  two 
parts:  "Guidelines  for  Public  Library 
Service"  and  a  yet  to  be  released  sec- 
tion on  "Imperatives  for  Service." 
which  will  detail  the  "implications  of 
the  new  mission  on  such  things  as  gov- 
ernance, structure,  personnel  develop- 
ment, bibliographic  control  of  materi- 
als, and  information,  physical  facilities, 
and  delivery  systems." 

The  basic  contention  of  the  Guide- 
lines statement  is  that  "the  nation's 
public  libraries  are  in  serious 
trouble  .  .  .  mostly  because  the  public 
library  of  today  is  still  geared  to  the  so- 
cial needs  of  the  19th  Century."  The 
Statement  attempts  to  show  that  "the 
needs  of  society  at  the  close  of  the  20th 
Century  demand  that  the  public  library 
change  and,  further,  that  the  public  li- 
brary assume  a  strong  leadership  role." 

"...  The  Mission  Statement  elucidates 
an  entirely  new  approach  to  standards — 
one  that  starts  with  the  needs  of  commu- 
nities and  individuals  rather  than  with 
the  needs  of  an  institution" 


The  Mission  Statement  argues  that 
the  library  as  an  institution  must 
change  in  response  to  four  new  factors 
in  American  society. 

First,  "runaway  social  change" 
has  affected  individuals  and  institu- 
tions, many  of  which  suffer  from  "fu- 
ture shock — a  sense  of  aliena- 
tion .  .  .  and  powerlessness."  Society, 
it  advises,  needs  an  agency  "to  pre- 
serve and  make  widely  accessible  the 
record  of  past  human  experi- 
ence ...  to  provide  continuity  ...  to 
help  preserve  and  bridge  the  future." 

Second,  there  has  been  an  "ex- 
ponential increase  in  the  volume  and 
complexity  of  the  record  of  human  ex- 
perience," but  much  of  it  is  "trivial  and 
redundant."   The   "information   over- 


load .  .  .  threatens  to  engulf  the  infor- 
mation seeker."  The  information  glut 
will  "require  hard  decisions  not  only 
about  what  is  to  be  preserved,  but  also 
about  what  is  to  be  discarded."  A  dem- 
ocratic process  must  be  devised  to 
"diffuse  the  responsibility  and  involve 
as  many  people  as  possible  in  determin- 
ing what  data  to  preserve  and  what  to 
erase." 

Two  other  key  factors  among  the 
four  mentioned:  "total  egalitarian- 
ism" — growing  acceptance  of  the  right 
of  individual  self-determination  and  the 
corresponding  obligation  of  individuals 
to  contribute  to  social  decision-mak- 
ing— and  the  depletion  of  natural  re- 
sources worldwide.  Says  the  State- 
ment, "in  the  face  of  a  world  which 
may  be  vastly  altered,  society  needs  an 
agency  to  help  people  be  realistic,  to 
plan  rather  than  to  panic  ..." 

These  societal  changes,  stresses 
the  Statement,  "suggest  a  new  focus 
for  the  mission  of  the  public  library 
with  correlative  shifts  in  its  governance 
and  administration,  its  delivery  struc- 
ture, its  materials,  its  personnel  and  the 
competencies  they  need,  its  service1 
and  its  relationships  to  other  libraries 
and  allied  cultural,  educational,  social, 
and  information  agencies." 

The  traditional  terminology  of  li 
brarianship,  says  the  Statement,  shouk 
be  expanded  and  modified  to  more  ac 
curately  describe  the  function  of  the 
public  library  in  today's  world. 

It  defines  access  as  overcoming 
geographic,  educational,  physical,  anc! 
psychological    barriers,    and    not  jusi 
convenient  hours.  "Community"  wa* 
defined  as  far  more  than  "the  narrov 
geographic  service  support  area."  bu: 
one  of  regional,  state,  national,  and  in' 
ternational  scope.  And  it  notes  that  thr 
community  of  library  users  should  b< 
expanded  to  include  not  just  the  edu 
cated  middle  class,  but  everyone:  "ricl 
and  poor,  educated  and  illiterate.  ma| 
jority  and   minority,   young  and  old 
healthy  and  handicapped."  Evaluation 
it  says,  means  more  than  input  (dollars 
volumes,  staff,  buildings),  and  shouh 
be  expanded  to  include  output — yet  t<| 
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>e  defined  social  indicators  of  what  li- 
iraries  are  doing  for  their  communities. 

Also:  Management  has  changed  in 
:onception  from  "rigid,  hierarchical, 
mreaucratic  patterns  toward  participa- 
ory  structures  for  shared  decision- 
naking."  Reference  has  shifted  from 
he  mere  answering  of  questions  to  re- 
erring  people  to  community  agencies 
ind  keeping  files  of  community-based 
nformation.  These  new  definitions, 
ontends  the  Mission  Statement,  "il- 
lustrate how  changing  social  needs 
lave  already  modified  and  conditioned 
he  ways  in  which  the  public  library 
lischarges  its  function  .  .  ." 

The  Mission  Statement  then  sug- 
;ests  ten  "needed  responses  to  today's 
yorld."  Says  the  Statement,  if  one  were 
3  invent  an  information  agency  to  re- 
pond  to  the  social  needs  of  today,  that 
ew  agency  would:  provide  access  to  all 
uman  records,  partly  through  its  own 
ollections  and  partly  through  an  effec- 
ive  worldwide  network.  It  would  pro- 
ide  for  access  from  a  "myriad  of  direc- 
ions,  so  that  not  only  the  facts,  but 
lso  the  wisdom  in  the  record  could  be 
etrieved."  The  agency  would  collect  in- 
ormation  and  publicize  its  availability. 

Also:  The  new  agency  would  de- 
elop  "a  responsible  policy  about  pre- 
erving  and  erasing  portions  of  human- 
ind's  voluminous  current  record." 
Nodding  to  the  danger  of  censorship 
mplied  in  assuming  responsibility  for 
unking  information,  the  Statement 
dds  "...  the  agency  would  assume 
jadership  in  defining  a  new  statement 
if  professional  ethics  and  in  creating 
lew  structures  to  protect  intellectual 
reedom." 

Recognizing  the  need  for  coopera- 
ion,  the  Statement  notes  that  the  agen- 
y  "would  assume  a  leadership  role  in 
oordinating  the  acquisition  policies  of 
•ther  libraries  and  information 
igencies  .  .  .  and  .  .  .  [work  toward] 
reating  and  maintaining  an  effective 
letwork."  And  it  stresses  that  all  the 
•eople  "should  have  easy  access  to  the 
ecord." 

This  agency,  says  the  Statement, 
'would  need  to  be  accountable  to  the 
otal  community  rather  than  to  some 
pecific  segment  or  constituency.  It 
vould  need  to  be  a  public  agen- 
y  .  .  .  because  its  responsibilities 
vould  be  of  central  social  importance, 
t  would  need  to  be  a  flexible  agency, 
ible  to  respond  to  as  yet  undefined  so-

Film  producers  sue  BOCES  for  copyright  infringement 


The  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  Educa- 
tional Corporation,  Learning  Corpora- 
tion of  America,  and  Time-Life  Films. 
Inc.  have  filed  a  copyright  infringement 
suit  against  one  of  New  York's  big  re- 
gional school  cooperative  agencies,  re- 
ports EB.  The  Board  of  Cooperative 
Educational  Services  First  Supervisory 
District  Erie  County  (BOCES)  is  the 
defendant  in  a  suit  charging  it  with 
copying  films  off  the  air  and  distributing 
them  to  schools.  This  practice,  con- 
tends the  film  producers,  deprives  them 
of  profits  they  would  otherwise  get.  and 
could  eventually  "completely  erode 
the  market  for  their  films." 


The  United  States  District  Court 
for  the  Western  District  of  New  York 
(Buffalo)  has  granted  the  plaintiffs  a 
temporary  restraining  order,  allowing 
them  to  inspect  BOCES  records  and 
take  depositions  from  BOCES  staff. 
BOCES  will  get  a  hearing,  at  which 
time  it  must  show  cause  why  it  should 
not  be  restrained  from  copying  and  dis- 
tributing activities  while  the  litigation  is 
in  process.  The  ultimate  aim  of  the 
court  suit  is  to  win  an  order  per- 
manently enjoining  BOCES  from  doing 
any  film  copying  without  first  making 
arrangements  to  compensate  the  film 
producers. 


LC  keeps  producing  cards,  but  volume  is  slipping 


David  Remington  of  the  Processing  De- 
partment at  the  Library  of  Congress 
has  reaffirmed  LC's  intent — despite  the 
imminent  closing  of  its  card  catalog — 
to  continue  producing  catalog  records 
in  card  and  print  form  as  well  as 
COM  (Computer-Output-Microfilm)  and 
MARC.  LC's  plans,  notes  Remington, 
were  clearly  elucidated  in  a  1976  state- 
ment by  LC*s  William  Welsh. 

An  excerpt  from  Welsh's  state- 
ment: "Recognizing  its  responsibility 
for  insuring  the  continuity  and  integrity 
of  such  services  at  a  reasonable  price, 
the  Library  will  consider  relinquishing 
them  only  when  there  is  strong  assur- 
ance that  their  transfer  would  not  ad- 
versely   affect    the    library    commu- 


nity. .  .  .  At  the  same  time,  the  Library 
acknowledges  its  obligation  to  work 
with  major  abstracting  and  indexing 
services  to  build  a  comprehensive  na- 
tional bibliographic  data  base." 

In  a  letter  to  LJ  on  the  issue  of 
catalog  card  production,  George  Bai- 
ley, director  of  Claremont  College's 
Honnold  Library  in  California,  noted 
that  the  volume  of  cards  sold  by  LC  has 
dropped  considerably  due  to  the  new 
competition.  He  reports  that  LC  fig- 
ured card  production  at  60,000  cards 
per  day  "at  their  peak,"  while  the  pro- 
duction of  OCLC  (the  Ohio  College  Li- 
brary Center)  runs  close  to  350,000 
items  daily  and  is  still  growing  in 
volume. 


Boston  agrees  to  take  over  NEH  learning  library  program 


The  Boston  Public  Library  has  re- 
ceived another  year  of  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities  support 
for  its  Learning  Library  Program,  a 
broad-gauge  educational  series  offered 
free  to  the  public  by  BPL.  This  year's 
program  will  focus  on  the  theme  of  The 
Individual  and  Society;  Harvard  Re- 
search Psychiatrist  Robert  Coles  will 
teach  the  first  course.  Growing  Up — 
Here  and  Abroad. 

Boston  notes  that  to  get  the  NEH 
grant  it  had  to  commit  itself  to  seek  per- 
manent funding  for  an  ongoing  program 
establishing  the  library  as  a  center  of 
formal  humanities  education  for  the 
Boston  metropolitan  community. 
Spelling  out  its  intentions,  Boston  said, 
"the  library  seeks  to  enlarge  the  role  of 
the  public  library  as  a  key  component 
in  the  educational  and  cultural  enrich- 
ment of  the  community  .  .  .  the  goal  is 
to  develop  a  spectrum  of  program 
formats  appropriate  to  the  diverse 
educational  backgrounds,  learning 
patterns,  and  expectations  of  potential 
learners.  The  overall  emphasis  .  .  .  will 
be  ...  to  reinforce  the  image  of  the  li- 
brary as  the  effective  vehicle  for  trans- 


mitting knowledge  and  understanding 
from  teacher  to  learner.  To  accomplish 
this  the  library  will  work  to  provide  vi- 
tal, workable  models  of  outreach  pro- 
grams which  can  be  translated  into  ac- 
tion by  other  libraries  or  teaching 
groups,  and  to  incorporate  these  mod- 
els and  program  formats  into  an  in- 
tegrated structure  with  a  clear,  educa- 
tional rationale  and  sound  financial 
base." 


Automatic  reference  backup 

The  Public  Library  of  Columbus  and 
Franklin  County  (Ohio)  reports  the 
success  of  an  experiment  aimed  at  re- 
lieving professional  reference  staff  of 
the  tremendous  volume  of  questions 
about  library  hours  and  program  activi- 
ties. PLCFC  installed  two  telephone 
answering  devices  (rented  for  $50  a 
month  each)  to  handle  these  simple 
queries;  their  average  load  is  3000-4000 
calls  a  month.  One  consequence  of  the 
switch:  calls  to  reference  staff  have 
gone  up  20  percent  because  "more  pa- 
trons reach  reference  personnel  for 
genuine  research  questions." 
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SFPL  faces  new  demands  lor  fiscal  accountability 


One  example  of  the  new  stress  that 
government  is  putting  on  better  man- 
agement and  fiscal  accountability  comes 
from  San  Francisco,  where  the  li- 
brary has  been  prodded  to  do  more 
than  continually  ask  for  more  money 
and  staff.  San  Francisco's  Civil  Grand 
Jury  lauded  the  priority-setting  done  by 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  Director 
John  Frantz  in  his  master  plan  for  li- 
brary service  as  a  step  in  the  right  di- 
rection. But  it  urged  Frantz  to  go  a  little 
further  and  tell  how  he  planned  to 
achieve  the  goal  of  providing  better, 
more  cost  effective  library  service. 

Said  the  Grand  Jury,  SFPL's 
"master  plan  should  include  not  only 
program  objectives,  but  also  detailed 
employee  performance  standards;  not 
only  recommendations  for  new  facil- 
ities, but  also  plans  for  better,  more  ef- 
ficient use  of  existing  facilities;  not  only 
appeals  for  .  .  .  additional  staff  and  fi- 
nancial support  but  also  plans  for  addi- 
tional service  resulting  from  stream- 
lining the  existing  operation. " 

The  Grand  Jury  argued  that  the  li- 
brary now  has  enough  staff  and  ade- 
quate facilities  to  do  the  job  of  serving 
San  Francisco's  diverse  population.  It 
noted  that  in  a  recent  study  of  eight  ma- 
jor city  library  systems  serving  a  popu- 
lation of  up  to  900,000,  San  Francisco 
had  more  staff  per  capita  and  more 
branch  libraries  than  the  other  seven  li- 
braries surveyed.  And  although  SFPL 
ranked  sixth  in  population  served,  it 
came  out  first  in  total  bookstock  and 
third  in  circulation.  Argued  the  Jury. 
"It  appears,  then,  that  the  personnel 
and  facilities  are  there  to  provide  sub- 
stantial and  adequate  service  given  the 
proper  motivation  and  innovation  by 
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the  new  city  librarian  and  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  City  Administration." 

The  Jury  recommended  adding 
one  position  at  the  top,  however:  As- 
sistant City  Librarian,  to  handle  the  : 
necessary  budgetary  and  routine  ad- 
ministrative functions  of  the  system. 
The  Jury  stressed  that  "it  is  impera- 
tive" that  the  City  Librarian  be  freed 
from  these  routine  responsibilities  so 
that  he  "interface  appropriately  with 
city  government  and  with  civic  and  so- 
cial groups." 

The  challenge  facing  SFPL,  said 
the  Jury,  is  "its  reorientation  from 
white  middle  class  to  a  multinational, 
multiracial,  multi-interest  system."  To 
achieve  this  goal,  it's  important  to  re- 
cruit more  talented  professionals  and 
reward  proficient  staffers  already  in  the 
employ  of  the  library.  The  current  civil 
service  system  does  not  work:  it  "hind- 
ers the  selection  of  .  .  .  candidates  for 
very  specialized  assignments  .  .  . 
dictates  promotion  from  within,  there- 
by fostering  inbreeding  within  an  exist- 
ing staff  .  .  .  and  does  not  adequately 
reward  excellent  employee  perform- 
ance." The  Jury  urged  the  City  Librari- 
an to  make  as  his  top  priority  the  up- 
grading of  personnel  selection  and  pro- 


Minnesota  ups  library  $$; 
more  book  buying  slated 

Minnesota's  Hennepin  County  Public 
Library  netted  a  healthy  budget  in- 
crease of  13.2  percent  for  1978,  putting 
it  ahead  of  other  county  departments, 
which  won  smaller  increases  averaging 
9.3  percent,  says  Director  Robert  H. 
Rohlf.  The  library's  operating  budget 
comes  to  $7,170,329. 

Hennepin  plans  to  boost  its  book 
budget  to  $989,735,  an  increase  of  17.9 
percent.  A  six  percent  increase  in  the 
personnel  budget  will  add  ten  new  posi- 
tions including  five  which  will  be  con- 
verted from  their  present  Comprehen- 
sive Employment  and  Training  Act 
(CETA)  funding. 

And  Hennepin  got  $3,382,500  for 
capital  improvements,  including  two 
new  area  libraries,  expansion  of  the  ad- 
ministrative building,  and  further  de- 
velopment of  automated  circulation.

Thi"{ 
time  they've  come  out  ahead  with  bi$ 
increases  in  1978  tax  support. 

Cleveland  Public  expects  funding 
from  the  intangibles  tax  to  come  to  $S 
million,  an  increase  of  about  $1  million 
Funding  for  the  Cuyahoga  County  Li 
brary  System  will  go  from  $4.7  to  $5.1 
million.

Slowdown  expected 
n  book  inflation 

n  a  new  study.  Book  Industry 
rends — 1977,  the  Book  Industry 
tudy  Group  (Darien,  Connecticut) 
redicts  that  during  the  next  five  years 
ook  inflation  will  "abate  at  rates  aver- 
ging  from  5Vz  to  9  percent."  In  the  of- 


fing is  a  "new  history  of  relative  price 
stability" — a  strategy  seen  by  publish- 
ers as  the  easiest  way  of  reversing 
slumping  book  sales.  If  it  works,  sales 
are  expected  to  show  steady  growth, 
averaging  4.2  percent  for  the  next  five 
years.  But  the  study  looks  to  a  big  jump 
in  revenue  (up  44  percent) — something 
which  seems  to  belie  its  promise  of 
slowing  inflation. 

The  study  is  selling  for  $275;  the 
library  price  is  $150.

Fuel  savings  with  new  windows 

The  Newberry  Library  in  Chicago  re- 
ports that  one  outcome  of  its  decision 
to  replace  its  wooden-framed,  single- 
glass  windows  has  been  a  drop  in  its 
fuel  bills.  Newberry  paid  $251,000  for 
208  customized  "tinted,  highly  reflec- 
tive new  windows  set  in  bronze  alumi- 
num frames" — no  two  were  identical  in 
size.  Donations  covered  all  but  $51,000 
of  the  costs,  and  the  remainder,  says 
Newberry,  "will  be  quickly  recovered 
in  operating  and  maintenance  eco- 
nomies." The  windows  saved  the  li- 
brary over  15.000  gallons  of  fuel  last 
year  alone — a  savings  of  $5000.  And 
Newberry  got  more  foundation  money 
to  upgrade  its  heating,  ventilating,  and 
air  conditioning  systems  to  eliminate 
further  fuel  and  electricity  waste.

Mississippi  maps  plan  for  statewide  network 


n  keeping  with  its  timetable  for  imple- 
lenting  its  long-range  library  service 
Ian,  Mississippi  has  sketched  a  pro- 
osal  for  a  multitype  library  network 
/hich  would  eventually  link  libraries  of 
11  types  and  centralize  specialized  re- 
ources.  The  September  issue  of  Mis- 
ssippi  Library  News  carries  a  working 
aper  on  the  proposal;  libraries  were 
rged  to  familiarize  themselves  with 
le  network  plan,  which  already  has 
le  endorsement  of  the  Mississippi  Li- 
rary  Association's  Long-range  Plan- 
ing Committee  and  a  CLAM  (Con- 
Ditium  for  Library  Automation  in 
lississippi)  task  force. 

Under  the  network  plan,  the  state 
brary  agency  will  administer  the  net- 
'ork.  Network  funds — including 
rants  for  personnel,  buildings,  and 
taterials — will  be  channeled  through 
et  to  be  designated  District  Resource 
.ibraries  and  State  Resource  Centers, 
pecialized  resources  are  to  be  central- 
:ed. 

Planning  and  Development  Dis- 
icts  will  provide  the  geographic 
oundaries  of  units.  There  will  be  con- 


solidation or  confederation  of  libraries 
grouped  together  within  PDDs.  and 
each  district  will  set  up  a  library  coun- 
cil to  provide  individual  libraries  with  a 
voice  in  such  matters  as  acquisitions 
and  the  use  of  materials.  The  District 
Resource  Library  (which  would  not 
necessarily  be  a  public  library)  will  be 
the  headquarters  for  cooperative  activi- 
ties among  libraries  in  its  PDD. 

Other  elements  of  the  network  de- 
sign: centralized  automated  cataloging 
through  SOLINET/OCLC  (South- 
eastern Library  Network/Ohio  College 
Library  Center);  telefacsimile  trans- 
mission of  interlibrary  loan  requests; 
production  of  a  statewide  union  micro- 
fiche catalog  based  on  SOLINET/ 
OCLIC  archival  tapes;  a  statewide  in- 
terlibrary loan  code  and  library  card; 
and  a  coordinated  plan  of  acquisitions. 

To  realize  its  network  goals,  Mis- 
sissippi will  have  to  get  the  state  to  ap- 
prove authorizing  legislation  as  well  as 
the  money  that  will  be  needed  to  fuel 
the  statewide  cooperative.  One  basic 
goal  is  to  get  uniform  minimum  funding 
for  all  public  libraries.

BALLOTS  training  film 
kicks  off  series 

Stanford  has  produced  the  first  video- 
tape in  a  projected  series  aimed  at 
training  library  staff  in  the  use  of  the 
BALLOTS  bibliographic  system. 
"Searching  the  BALLOTS  Files, "  a 
48-minute  color  videotape,  covers  the 
indexing  of  the  four  BALLOTS  online 
files  and  shows  how  to  formulate 
searches.  It  also  demonstrates  the 
types  of  display  formats  used  to  pre- 
sent records  found  in  the  files,  and  tells 
how  to  specify  the  order  in  which  the 
files  are  searched.  These  techniques 
are  demonstrated  on  a  Zentec  video 
terminal,  but  they  can  be  used  with  a 
general-purpose  video  or  a  typewriter 
terminal  as  well. 

The  film  is  available  for  purchase 
or  rental  in  %-inch  video  cassette  or  Vi- 
inch  reel-to-reel  format.

Mass.  health  info  network 
launched  by  public  libraries 

A  number  of  Boston  metropolitan  area 
public  libraries  have  teamed  up  with 
the  Mt.  Auburn  Hospital  to  form  a 
Community  Health  Information  Net- 
work. The  cooperative  serves  both 
members  of  the  public  and  health  pro- 
fessionals who  lack  the  institutional  af- 
filiation needed  for  access  to  health  in- 
formation resources.  Serving  as  net- 
work nodes  are  the  public  libraries  of 
Arlington,  Belmont,  Cambridge,  Lex- 
ington, Somerville,  and  Watertown. 
The  project  is  funded  with  both  LSCA 
Title  III  money  and  a  National  Library 
of  Medicine  grant. 

The  public  will  have  a  voice  in  net- 
work priority  setting  by  means  of  a 
community  advisory  committee  pro- 
viding representation  for  each  commu- 
nity served.  The  participating  libraries 
will  work  together  on  interlibrary  loan, 
collection  development,  and  in-service 
training  for  their  reference  staffs. 


Oklahoma  system  renumed 

the  former  Oklahoma  County  Librar- 
ies System  has  changed  its  name  to 
the  Metropolitan  Library  System.  The 
name  change,  says  Director  Lee  B. 
Brawner,  aims  to  make  clear  that  the 
system  is  not  a  department  of  Oklaho- 
ma County  or  Oklahoma  City,  but  is  an 
agency  run  by  an  independent  board 
and  supported  directly  by  the  tax- 
payers. 


Western  Library  Council 
plans  exchange  program 

The  Western  Council  of  State  Librar- 
ies, an  organization  that  was  created  to 
replace  the  Western  Interstate  Library 
Coordinating  Organization  (WILCO), 
plans  a  cooperative  exchange  program 
aimed  at  training  state  library  agency 
personnel.  State  library  people  will  be 
sent  for  week-long  tours  of  duty  at  oth- 
er state  libraries  where  they  will  work 
with  staffers  having  expertise  in  vari- 
ous subjects. 

The  creation  of  the  Wdstern  Coun- 
cil, U  noted  in  its  July  issue,  signaled 
the  final  disaffiliation  of  the  state 
agencies  from  the  Western  Interstate 
Commission  for  Higher  Education 
(WICHE) — the  parent  of  the  ten-year- 
old  WILCO  program.  The  Councii, 
which  is  funded  entirely  by  its  member- 
ship, seeks  to  sign  up  as  members  the 
state  library  agencies  in  all  states  west 
of  the  Mississippi  as  well  as  library  au- 
thorities in  western  Canadian  prov- 
inces. Roderick  Swartz  of  the  Washing- 
ton State  Library  is  the  Council's  presi- 
dent. 


MAILS  goes  commercial 

The  Librarians'  Committee  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan Washington  Council  of  Gov- 
ernments reports  that  it  has  signed  with 
a  commercial  firm  to  handle  the  deliv- 
ery of  materials  for  its  Metropolitan! 
Area  Interlibrary  Loan  Service 
(MAILS).  Purolator  Courier  Corpora- 
tion got  the  MAILS  contract;  its  rates 
are  cheap — $5  a  day  for  up  to  5C 
pounds  of  materials  delivered  in  the!

L  J's  Small  Press  Roundup 

BY  BILL  KATZ 


"HOW  CAN  YOU  READ  all  this  junk?"  Some  put  it 
more  delicately  as  they  shuffle  back  and  forth  among 
the  small  press  books  scattered  around  the  house  or 
office.  They  are  looking  for  a  lost  Chaucer,  a  new  Au- 
den,  or  perhaps  a  relative  who  claims  to  be  a  published 
writer.  They  gingerly  pick  up  a  book,  thumb  through  a 
few  pages,  and  drop  it  with  an  emotive  groan.  Others 
enjoy  the  thrill  of  the  discovery,  even  look  forward  to 
the  constant  flow  of  titles. 

Much  of  the  time,  though,  the  critics  are  right. 
The  small  press  books  are  more  on  quantity  than  quali- 
ty. Depending  on  whose  statistic  you  wish  to  interpret, 
about  1500  to  4000  new  titles  are  published  each  year. 
Engaged  in  trying  to  evaluate  only  a  part  of  this  out- 
put, the  objective  reader  is  likely  to  conclude  that  most 
of  it  is  junk  and  reach  for  more  stimulating  insights  by 
recognized  writers. 

However,  the  commercial  publisher  and  the  list  of 
established  writers  is  not  always  a  solution  to  medi- 
ocrity. Of  the  35,000  to  40,000  books  pumped  annually 
from  the  commercial  maw,  a  high  proportion  are  a  cul- 
ture disaster.  Comparing  the  horrors  of  the  business 
world  with  that  of  the  small  press  world  does  not  nec- 
essarily provide  an  excuse  for  either.  Both  often  lack 
quality,  although  from  time  to  time  both  manage  to  de- 
liver up  memorable  contributions.  Neither  has  a  cor- 
ner on  the  excellent  or  bad  book. 

Today  most  librarians  are  willing  to  try  to  break 
out  of  the  monastic  idea  of  a  single  publishing  system. 
They  recognize  that  the  book  is  the  important  thing. 


not  who  published  it.  or  the  size  of  the  advertising  bud- 
get used  to  promote  its  merits.  I'm  not  sure  all  small 
press  publishers  are  aware  of  the  change.  Many  con- 
tinue to  belabor  librarians  for  not  buying  their  books, 
sometimes  rightfully  so,  although  it  becomes  increas- 
ingly apparent  that  the  fault  is  not  entirely  with  the 
librarians. 

Librarians  are  almost  past  the  time  when  they 
need  to  be  propagandized  by  the  fierce  praise  of  the 
small  press.  What  they  now  require  is  regular,  system- 
atic criticism.  At  the  same  time,  small  press  publishers 
need  to  reexamine  what  they  are  about. 

Some  of  the  poetry  and  prose  being  published, 
and  even  pushed  by  a  growing  number  of  small  press 
distributors,  is  not  only  bad,  but  trumpeted  as  such. 
The  disguise  is  "radical' '  or  "avant-garde"  or  the 
"hard  edge  of  the  future."  No  matter  how  it  is  put,  the 
words  are  fatuous  jargon  and  will  not  disguise  the  in- 
communicative content.  There  is  no  excuse  for  un- 
fathomable, narcistic  prose.  The  reader  should  not 
have  to  pay  the  psychological  debts  of  the  writer. 

One  can  quarrel  with  many  other  aspects  of  pres- 
ent-day small  press  publishing.  Sometimes  the  format 
is  more  elaborate  than  the  book  requires,  in- 
commensurable with  the  quality  of  the  writing.  The  au- 
thor signing  a  "limited  edition"  may  be  acceptable  if  a 
Pulitzer  or  Nobel  prize  winner,  but  excellence  does 
not  automatically  come  with  a  few  copies  and  a 
scrawled  signature.  Such  an  embellishment  should  not 
jack  up  the  price  of  the  book  by  100  to  1000  percent.

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Since  much  of  the  writing  is  done  by  younger 
people,  one  expects  either  the  too  sober  devotion  to 
self  and  ideals  or.  equally,  the  overprogrammed  satire 
and  early  disillusion.  Still,  it  does  not  seem  per- 
secution to  ask  the  small  press  writer  to  establish  some 
consistent  rules  of  prose  or  poetry,  no  matter  how  im- 
perfect the  rules. 

Then  there  is  the  monotonous  notion  that  every- 
thing is  as  good  as  everthing  else,  that  intensive  in- 
telligence is  no  better  than  boldly  proclaimed  anti-intel- 
lectualism.  Lumbering  through  the  world  of  the  boob- 
tube  and  popular  culture,  the  small  press  writer  often 
has  the  conceit  that  he  or  she  need  not  study  sharpness 
or  delicacy.  The  editors,  too,  seem  to  accept  anything 
which  is  sincere  without  discerning  that  it  is  one  thing 
to  be  sincere  about  culture,  another  to  embrace  empty 
rhetoric.  Where  is  the  characteristic  scepticism  which 
has  been  synonymous  with  the  anti-establishment,  an- 
ti-commercial publisher? 

Particularly  depressing  in  a  day  of  liberation  is  the 
male  writer  or  editor  pounding  his  verbal  chest.  The 
Tarzan-Jane  pass  me  another  beer  syndrome  seems  to 
linger  on  in  the  pages  of  many,  too  many,  small  press 
items. 

So,  yes,  it  is  true  that  much  of  what  I  receive  from 
small  press  publishers  is  junk.  Still,  a  defense  is  in  or- 
der. At  least  one-third  or  more  of  the  material  is  not 
junk,  is  good  to  excellent  in  every  sense.  Not  a  bad 
average.  Even  the  junk  is  of  a  rather  special  kind  in 


that  it  gives  pleasure,  if  not  to  me,  at  least  to  the  writer 
and  the  publisher.  Also,  much  of  it  is  a  testing  ground 
for  authors  who  benefit  from  publication  and  criticism. 

Without  launching  a  counter-offensive  to  support 
the  small  press,  we  are  back  to  the  beginning.  I  don't 
think  the  answer  is  to  discourage  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  more  small  presses.  Quite  the  contrary. 
The  more  the  better,  particularly  as  commercial  pub- 
lishers look  increasingly  to  conglomerates  and  the 
buck,  less  and  less  to  the  virtues  of  different  imagina- 
tion, especially  in  poetry  and  fiction. 

The  real  answer  is  consistent  criticism,  particular- 
ly self-criticism  by  the  small  press.  At  the  same  time 
visibility  is  as  necessary  as  criticism,  and  I  suspect 
that's  what  this  annual  article  is  really  about.  All  I  can 
do  is  point  out  what  I  believe  to  be  of  interest,  even 
important,  in  the  development  of  our  literature  and 
culture. 

This  roundup  does  represent  personal  taste.  It  is 
not  the  work  of  a  committee.  Actually,  experience 
elsewhere  indicates  that  an  informed  committee  would 
do  much  better,  at  least  once  freed  from  the  more  re- 
strictive and  narrow  critical  measurements  used  to 
judge  commercial  titles.  Librarians  could  organize  a 
committee  for  this  work,  or  at  a  minimum  send  me 
opinions  about  what  titles  should  be  mentioned  and 
why.  I'd  welcome  correspondence  on  the  matter.  It 
seems  to  me  it  is  of  enough  importance  to  warrant 
closer  consideration  by  all  involved.

Reviews  and  bibliographies 

To  save  space  for  more  small  press 
titles,  the  reviews  section  this  year  is 
limited  to  only  a  brief  mention  of  new 
sources.  Interested  readers  may  find 
considerably  more  in  past  roundups, 
particularly  the  one  in  the  December 
15,  1976  U,  p.  2538. 

Booklist  now  has  an  irregular 
column  of  able  criticism  written  by 
Val  Morehouse,  John  Jacobs,  and  oth- 
ers. The  Poetry  Project  Newsletter  is 
out  of  St.  Mark's  Church  and  has  brief 


mention  of  titles.  Fine  Print,  a  News- 
letter for  the  Arts  of  the  Book  is  a  supe- 
rior source  of  excellent  reviews  on  fine- 
ly printed  small  press  items.  Books 
West  includes  irregular  columns  or  re- 
views. Stony  Hills  is  a  New  England  al- 
ternative press  review  which  I've  yet  to 
see,  but  comes  recommended.  "On 
Books"  in  the  Soho  Weekly  News  often 
considers  the  small  press.  News  from 
Neasden  offers  critical  annotations  of 
new  radical  publication,  primarily  Brit- 
ish. 


To  the  Books.  .  .  . 

All  the  titles  mentioned  here  are  in 
paperback,  unless  otherwise  noted, 
and  were  published  in  1977  or  in  late 
1976.  Addresses  of  publishers  are  given 
at  the  end  of  the  article. 

I've  tried  to  avoid  notes  on  books 
which  have  been  reviewed  in  the  regu- 
lar U  poetry  section,  or  for  that  matter 
in  any  of  the  better  known  reviewing 
services. 

The  reviews  are  all  favorable  be- 
cause I  have  not  listed  a  title  unless  I 
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[really  liked  it.  This  roundup  is  not  a  ' 
way  to  destroy  authors  or  publishers.  I 
hope  my  enthusiasm  will  convince  oth- 
ers that  the  titles   reviewed  here  are 
worth  reading. 

California  &  The  West 

An  opener  for  this  section  is 
Momo's  Press  Five  on  the  Western 
Ed f^e  ($4.95),  a  192-page  collection  of 
work  by  Beau  Beuasoleil,  Steve 
Brooks,  Larry  Felson,  Hilton  Oben- 
zinger,  and  Stephen  Vincent.  All  are 
widely  published  in  little  magazines, 
hover  around  the  30-year  mark,  and  are 
concerned  with  current  circumstances. 

Not  on  the  edge  but  in  the  whirring 
center  of  criticism,  Guy  Davenport's 
concept  of  what  Ronald  Johnson  is 
about  in  Radios  (Sand  Dollar,  $4.50)  is 
as  impressive  as  the  Milton-based 
poem.  The  difficult  work's  severe  de- 
mands on  the  reader  are  worth  the  ef- 
fort. 

Both  a  craftsman  and  a  poet, 
George  Hitchcock  consistently  offers 
deeply  interesting  books.  This  year  for 
example,  there  is  Lou  Lipsitz  Reflec- 
tions of  Samson  ($2.40),  with  carefully 
printed,  surrealistic  collages  by  Philip 
Kuznicki.  Other  Kayak  titles  for  pur- 
chase: Richard  Grossman  Tycoon  Boy 
($2);  and  W.  S.  Merwin's  translations 
of  poems  by  Robert  Juarroz,  Vertical 
Poetry  ($2).  My  thanks  to  Jerry  Cush- 
man  for  pointing  out  the  importance  of 
Jascha  Kessler's  In  Memory  of  the  Fu- 
ture ($3). 

Blue  Wind  offers  Steve  Toth's 
Traveling  Light  ($2.50).  These  are 
short,  programmed  stories  in  verse 
form,  and  if  one  grows  a  bit  impatient 
with  some  of  the  imagery,  the  overall 
movement  is  direct  and  pleasing. 

Holmgangers  continues  to  publish 
businesslike  offset  small  press  books. 
On  the  list  for  1977:  John  Jacob,  Knee: 
Whipe  of  Occasions  ($2),  a  well  propor- 
tioned "map/of  uncertainty,  motion, 
and/other  unforeseen  penalties."  Then 
there  is  Ed  Mycue's  Root,  Route  & 
Range  ($2),  a  lyrical  single  poem  on  the 
sensual  occasion  of  life,  "Sailing,  slid- 
ing past  thrones,  wolves,  past 
priests  ..."  Panjandrum  devotes  con- 
siderable more  space  to  Ed's  Damage 
within  the  Community  ($3).  Here  is  an 
extension  or  a  continuation  of  the  Root 
poems  with  the  compressed  line,  the  in- 
evitable interior  landscape  suddenly 
lighted.  Excellent  illustrations,  too,  by 
Richard  Steger.  Ed  has  an  agile  mind 
and  a  sensitive  eye  which  gives  his  po- 
etry a  good  balance  between  emotion 
and  intellect. 

In  their  first  book.  Back  Roads 
brings  together  David  and  Susan  Fish- 
er. The  former  is  the  poet,  the  latter  the 
illustrator,  and  both  gain  from  the  rela- 
tionship. The  title  is  Teachings  ($2.50), 
recommended  for  the  fine  line  drawings 
and  the  single  poem  "The  Teacher." 
Another  combination  is  found  in  Eliza- 
beth Keeler  and  Nellie  Hill's  Having 
Come  This  Far  (Keeler,  $7.50).  There 
are  numerous  photos,  which  account 
for  the  high  price.  The  enumeration  of 
the  physical  and  mental  joys  and  ex- 
haustion of  being  a  woman  gives  this 
feminist  poetry  a  real  bite. 

Nancy   Brizendine's   The  Braless 


Express  (Realities.  $2.50)  offers  a  por- 
trait of  the  modern  woman  without  po- 
lemics, often  with  humor.  She  moves 
comfortably  from  the  movies  to  "an  in- 
terview" with  classically  measured 
steps  of  satirical  brightness. 

The  Tuumba  chapbook  editions 
mark  contemporary  events  and  foibles, 
and  at  $2  each  transform  a  dull  day  into 
one  of  pleasure.  Particularly  ferocious 
and  amusing  is  Kathleen  Fraser  Ma- 
gritte  Series .  a  handful  of  poems  and 
prose  poems  which  the  title  nicely  de- 
scribes. Another  chapbook  series  is  is- 
sued by  Manroot  at  only  $1  each,  in- 
cludes such  titles  as  James  Broughton 
Erogeny  and  Poems  to  Walt  Disney  by 
Stephen  Kessler. 

A  first  book  of  poems  by  Shreela 
Ray,  Night  Conversations  with  None 
Other  (Dustbooks.  $2.95)  combines  at- 
titudes of  her  native  India  with  solid 
images  of  American  life.  She  has  lived 
here  for  15  years,  but  no  matter.  The 
importance  is  the  haunting  foreign  lyr- 
ics and  imagery.  She  is  a  vigorous 
voice  that  moves  from  generalizations 
to  striking  personal  experiences.  One  of 
the  year's  best. 

From  Texas  to  New  Orleans  to 
California.  Paul  Foreman  gives 
thoughts  on  them  all  in  his  Texas  Live- 
oak  (Thorp  Springs.  $7.50  hardback). 
Incontestably  a  book  of  poems  to  lure 
readers  out  of  themselves,  out  of  the 
cities.  Editor  and  publisher  of  Second 
Coming  books,  A.  D.  Winans  is  equally 
at  ease  as  a  poet.  In  his  North  Beach 
Poems  ($2.50)  he  literally  takes  the 
reader  on  a  trip  through  the  San  Fran- 
cisco scenery  of  personalities.  An  ap- 
pealing added  touch  is  the  photograph- 
ic work  of  Richard  Morris  which  gives 
a  visual  picture  of  many  of  the  poems. 

The  simple  description  of  the  bat- 
tlefield of  real  life  can  be  more  moving 
than  the  best  symbolic  poetry.  An  illit- 
erate to  begin  with,  although  handy 
with  a  gun,  Calamity  Jane  taught  her- 
self to  write.   Sometimes  she  had  to 


look  up  almost  each  and  every  word, 
but  out  of  it  came  Letters  to  Her 
Daughter  (Shameless  Huzzy,  $1.95). 
The  work,  introduced  by  Alta,  has 
been  printed  in  limited  editions  before, 
now  is  available  at  a  modest  price.  The 
all  too  few  pages  are  realistic  and  cou- 
rageous. Highly  recommended.  Equal 
praise  goes  to  the  reprint  of  Loom  &  ^f- 
Spindle,  or  Life  Among  the  Early  Mills 
Girls  (Press  Pacifica,  $4.50).  Here  is 
one  of  the  few  contemporary  accounts 
we  have  by  a  19th-century  working- 
class  woman.  Valuable,  too,  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  by  now  famous  magazine, 
"The  Lowell  Offering."  Harriet  Robin- 
son is  the  author. 

A  signed,  numbered,  and  effective 
series  of  broadside  poems  by  such  as 
Lyn  Lifshin,  Gordon  Preston,  and 
Mike  Finley  is  not  unusual.  What  is 
downright  strange:  they  are  all  free  to 
libraries,  at  least  according  to  Lee  Mal- 
lory  of  Malpelo  Press. 

Speaking  of  libraries,  John  Mont- 
gomery writes,  "I  spent  14  years  in  li- 
braries and  attended  four  library 
schools."  This  seems  an  unlikely  in- 
troduction to  his  memories  of  Kerouac 
West  Coast  (Fels  &  Firn,  $1.50),  but 
explains  why  Montgomery  can  right- 
fully claim  to  be  a  major  -character  in 
The  Dharma  Bums.  Beat  fans  will  en- 
joy the  24-page  trip.  Another  Kerouac 
item  is  his  Heaven  and  Other  Poems 
(Grey  Fox  Press,  $3),  edited  by  Donald 
Allen  who  received  the  Kerouac  poems 
between  1959  and  1961.  This  is  the  first 
time  they  have  been  published,  and 
while  not  always  a  banquet  they  are 
never  dull  or  cloying.  A  few  letters  to 
Allen  from  Kerouac  are  included.  Ar- 
thur and  Kit  Knight's  The  Beat  Diary 
(The  Unspeakable  Visions  of  the  Indi- 
vidual, Vol.  5,  1977,  $10.95)  is  a  collec- 
tion of  articles,  interviews,  and  photo- 
graphs by  and  about  the  beats.  The 
price  is  steep,  but  the  170  pages  are 
filled  with  one-of-a-kind  photographs. 

The     men     (and     some    women) 
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whose  poetry  reruns  the  list  of  mascu- 
line dreams  and  ambitions  at  the  ex- 
pense of  women  should  be  asked  to 
read  Mary  Mackey's  One  Night  Stand 
(Effie*s.  S4).  Here  the  author  gives  the 
inventory  of  definitive,  unfeeling  sex- 
ual assaults  (with  a  grateful  word  for 
love).  It  is  a  solid  change  from  the  wea- 
risome daydreams  of  immodest  chau- 
vinists. 

Not  unexpectedly,  there  is  a  grow- 
ing amount  of  fiction  being  published. 
by  small  presses  to  match  the  tradition-  1 
al  outporing  of  poetry.  An  imaginative 
entry  from  California  is  Jennifer 
Stone's  Over  by  the  Caves  (Berkeley 
Poets.  $2.50).  In  short  story  and  brief 
profiles  she  gives  her  experiences  on 
the  delusionary  path  to  writing.  The  ar- 
gument of  America  as  a  jovial  Sisyphus 
is  part  of  C.  M.  Stanbury's  Anti-Matter 
(Dustbooks.  $2.50).  Only,  in  this  sci- 
ence fiction  satire  the  author  contin- 
ually lets  the  rock  role  over  the  good 
American.  A  generally  skilled  and  nice- 
ly militant  approach. 

In  the  Northwest  there  is  no  better 
known  small  press  than  that  of  John 
Bennett's  Vagabond.  With  the  maga- 
zine of  the  same  name,  he  puts  out 
books  which  reflect  the  nervous,  im- 
pressionistic statistic  as  a  person.  For 
example,  there's  Al  Masarik's  Red 
Mountain  Agatha  Christie  &  Love  (S3). 
a  catalog  of  the  down  and  almost  out  as 
seen  from  a  not  always  safe  emotional 
distance. 

For  those  who  want  to  return  to 
the  out-of-doors,  if  only  in  part,  try 
William  Root's  Coot  and  Other  Charac- 
ters (Confluence.  S3. 25)  which  has  a 
winning  series  on  one  Coot  who  has 
prospected  a  life  time  "finding  out 
aboutythe  kind  of  gold  there  is/still  in 
the  wilderness."  Root  has  a  rare  com- 
mand of  honest  material. 

The  Ahsahta  Press  at  Boise  State 
University .  Idaho,  is  dedicated  to  pub- 
lishing poets  of  the  American  West. 
The  press  has  a  series  of  50-  to  60-page 
well  designed  books  for  only  S2  each. 
They  are  superior  bargains,  particular- 
ly for  Western  libraries.  Librarians  are 
urged  to  write  for  their  list. 

At  $9  for  four  books,  the  60-  to  90- 
page  titles  from  L'Epervier  Press  are 
substantial  poetry  at  a  modest  price. 
Recent  offerings:  Lynn  Strongin  Night- 
mare of  Mouse  and  Average  Nights  by 
Paul  Nelson.  The  former  is  a  collection 
of  various  units  which  move  from  a 
hospital  to  a  museum  to  a  loose  look  at 
Alice  through  the  looking  glass.  Nelson 
takes  the  same  individual  and  looks  at 
him  or  her  in  a  natural  landscape,  and 
sometimes  the  combination  of  man. 
land,  and  animals  is  as  instructive  as  it 
is  humorous. 

The  best  way  to  describe  the  scope 
and  drive  of  Robert  Roripaugh's  Learn 
To  Love  the  Haze  (Spirit  Mound. 
S2.95)  is  to  list  "Laramie  City  Dump." 
"Reservation  Winter:  Fort  Washakie" 
and  othe  poems  such  as  the  moving 
"For  an  Indian  Bronc  Rider  Killed  in  a 
Highway  Crash  Near  Ethete.  Wyo- 
ming." 

Acute  in  perception.  Sam  Hamill  is 
at  his  best  in  The  Calling  Across  For- 
ever (Copper  Canyon.  $4)  where  it  is 
another  landscape,  another  individual. 


disconnected  or  connected  to  time  and 
space.  The  Copper  Canyon  books  are 
equally  impressive  in  format,  and  Kim 
R.  Stafford  reports  that  his  A  Gypsy's 
History  of  the  World  ($3.50)  was  de- 
signed and  printed  by  him  as  an  appren- 
tice to  the  press.  The  poetry  reflects  the 
attention  to  pleasurable  places  and 
myths  of  the  Northwest.  It  is  a  splendid 
effort. 

A  fitting  conclusion  here  is  the  Se- 
eded Writings  of  Joaquin  Miller  (Uri- 
on.  S9.95  hardback).  The  "Poet  of  the 
Sierra"  in  the  late  19th  Century  .  Miller 
is  represented  with  notes  from  a  jour- 
nal, stories,  and  autobiographical 
sketches.  An  exciting  adventure  made 
even  more  so  by  the  few  photographs 
of  Miller  and  his  youthful  drawings. 
The  book  should  be  in  American  and 
history  collections  as  well  as  with  liter- 
ature. Highly  recommended. 

The  Midwest 

There  is  no  better  introduction  to 
the  Midwestern  presses  than  25  Minne- 
sota Poets  No.  2  (Nodin.  S4)  which 
brings  together  representative  poetry, 
photographs  of  the  poets,  and  short 
biographical  sketches  in  a  single  195- 
page  volume.  As  a  composite  of  profes- 
sionals and  beginners,  entries  move 
from  Alvin  Greenberg  and  Robert  Bly 
to  less  recognized  writers.  With  Mi- 
chael Tarachow  as  editor.  Pentagram 
has  an  important  place  in  Midwestern 
publishing,  has  issued  works  by  Alice 
Notley.  Ted  Kooser.  Robert  Peters. 
Diane  Wakoski,  William  Matthews. 
John  Judson.  and  Tom  Montag. 

Tom  Montag's  Margins,  the  small 
press  review,  is  no  more — a  voluntary 
closure  so  Montag  can  devote  more 
time  to  writing.  And  while  many  of  us 
will  sorely  miss  Margins .  at  least  Tom 
still  will  be  turning  out  essays  and  com- 
mentary on  small  press  activities  and 
writers.  A  good  sample  of  his  work  is  in 
Concerns  (Pentagram.  $4.50).  a  collec- 
tion of  essays  and  reviews,  primarily 
from  Margins  from  1972  to  1976.  Also, 
he  is  the  author  of  two  superior  essays 
on  the  small  press,  one  found  in  this 
book,  the  other  in  The  Serials  Librari- 
an (Spring  1977.  p.  281-304)  which  ends 
with  a  recommended  reading  list  and  a 
list  of  favorite  little  magazines. 

Suggestive  of  present  confusions 
women  face.  Lisel  Mueller's  Voices 
from  the  Forest  (Juniper.  $3.50)  is  a 
thematic  title  about  Mary  Shelley.  It  is 
a  bold,  impressive  book.  On  a  more 
modest  scale.  Juniper  issues  chap- 
books  at  $2  each.  Among  those  with 
particular  insights:  Arlene  Stone. 
Through  a  Coal  Celler  Darkly:  Peter 
Colley,  Miracle,  Miracles:  and  Robley 
Wilson.  Jr..  Returning  to  the  Body. 
They  all  deserve  applause. 

The  Windmill  Press  once  again  of- 
fers the  distinctive  poetry  of  Charles 
Krouse  in  A  Fool's  Bubble  ($2)  which 
has  several  crisp  descriptive  entries  in- 
cluding a  fine  "Lake  Michigan: 
Sketches."  And  from  Fallen  Angel 
comes  another  revelation  in  perception 
by  Librarian  Margaret  Kaminski.  La 
Vida  De  La  Mujer  ($2)  is  a  treatise  on 
traveling  through  life  as  a  woman,  a 
feminist  woman.  Short  yet  poignant. 

Laureates  for  Lyn  Lifshin's  More 


Waters  (Waters,  $1).  a  short  collection 
of  some  of  her  best  poems  about  that 
love,  marriage,  and  "tangled  arms  of/ 
mulberry  sun/applewood  burning/fro- 
zen flowers/under  the  ice  ..."  A  dis- 
tinctive, and  inspired  voice  in  modern 
poetry. 

Measuring  4"  x  11".  Gallery  Series 
Five  Poets  (Harper,  $2.25)  is  a  tribute 
to  "an  aging  nation  with  occult  over- 
tones" and  includes  drawings,  paint- 
ings, and  photographs  as  well  as  the 
work  of  some  75  poets.  All  poets  give 
brief  biographical  sketches,  thus  turn- 
ing it  into  a  directory  of  poets  as  well. 

James  L.  Weil  Portrait  of  the  Art- 
ist Painting  Her  Son  (Sparrow.  $3), 
brings  together  poems  published  be- 
tween 1960  and  1965  by  an  extremely 
talented  writer.  Morty  Sklar's  The 
Night  We  Stood  Up  for  Our  Rights  is  a 
handsome  title  from  Toothpaste  Press, 
and  at  $4  it  is  as  much  a  tribute  to 
Sklar's  known  poetic  abilities  as  to  the 
printer.  A  flawless  performance  all 
around.  Sklar  is  editor  of  The  Spirit 
That  Moves  Us  Press,  and  brings  out 
Marianne  Wolfe's  The  Poem  You 
Asked  For  ($1).  a  short  half  dozen 
poems  of  really  surprising  quality. 

Cornerstone  Press  offers  the  poet- 
ry of  A.  J.  Montesi  in  Windows  and 
Mirrors  ($2.95).  The  poet  is  an  inter- 
preter of  life  and  events  experienced  by 
all.  However,  only  a  few  such  as  Mon- 
tesi can  make  the  inner  events  so  ac- 
cessible. From  the  Yellow  Press:  Barry 
Schechter's  The  Grand  El  Cetra  ($2.50) 
is  poetry  and  prose  poems  bent  out  of 
common  shape,  e.g.,  my  favorite, 
"The  Why  Bother  Club"  and  "Rules  of 
the  Road."  The  author  takes  charge  of 
satire  and  has  the  courage  to  deal  with 
real  events  in  an  Ovaltine  nightmare. 

Studied  prose  poems  as  short 
Bible-oriented  stories  make  up  An- 
thony J.  Summers  brief  Emergence 
(Cauldron.  $3).  The  recasting  of  the 
Adam  story  works,  at  least  most  of  the 
time. 

Case  Western  Reserve  has  a  famil- 
iar enough  library  school,  but  how 
many  readers  have  heard  of  Bits  Press? 
Well,  it's  just  around  the  corner  in  the 
Guttenberg  Annex.  And  thence  comes  • 
small  books  of  poetry  such  as  Nicholas 
Ranson,  Track  Made  Good  (n.p.)  and  a 
40-page  collection  of  Bits  (n.p.)  with 
such  as  Philip  Booth  and  Rosemarie 
Waldrop  on  view.  While  about  univer- 
sities, try  the  chapbooks  from  Sang- 
amon State,  e.g..  Ricardo  M.  Zmez- 
quita.  Eating  Stones:  John  Raynard. 
Dog's  Breakfast:  and  Peg  Knoepfle. 
Sparks  from  Your  Hoofs.  Again  no 
prices.  Then  there  are  numerous  chap- 
books  from  the  Green  River  Press  at 
University  Center,  Michigan,  e.g..  Eric 
Auer.  Splinters  of  Light  ($5).  a  spot  of 
energy,  to  quote  one  of  his  phrases, 
which  spreads  and  enlightens. 

Richard  Kostelanetz  seems  to  be 
everywhere  and  knows  everyone  in  the 
small  press  world.  Among  other  things, 
he's  editor  of  Younger  Critics  of  North 
America:  Essays  on  Literature  and  the 
Arts  (Margins.  $5).  a  collection  of  about 
40  pieces  by  as  many  critics  on  film,  po- 
etry, dance,  literature,  etc.  Some  of  the 
criticism  is  brilliant.  The  collection 
should  be  purchased  by  libraries. 
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Curt  Johnson's  novel  The  Morning 
Light  (Carpenter,  $5),  continues  the 
saga  of  the  modern  American  hero, 
here  a  middlewesterner  trying  to  make 
it.  Johnson  is  more  at  home  with  hu- 
mor, although  this  is  a  gripping,  would 
you  believe,  well  plotted  novel.  Anoth- 
er one  from  Carpenter  is  James  Nor- 
man's The  Obsidian  Mirror  ($5),  a  mys- 
tery version  of  Under  the  Volcanoe, 
and  has  enough  local  color  to  bring  it 
off.  Again,  a  good  plot,  and  accurate 
dialog. 

Street  Fiction  Press  has  an  almost 
inexhaustive  list  of  novels,  most  of 
them  fair  to  good,  and  all  exciting  in 
that  they  represent  the  work  of  new 
writers,  as  well  as  a  few  veterans.  A 
representative  title  is  Stephen  Dixon's 
Work  ($5.95),  the  odyssey  of  an  actor 
who  settles  down  to  work  in  a  restau- 
rant. A  chronicle  which  has  both  hu- 
mor and  versimilitude.  Good  dialog  and 
a  sometimes  modern  version  of  Down 
and  Out. 

South  and  Southwest 

A  collection  leads  off  this  section: 
White  Trash,  an  Anthology  of  Contem- 
porary Southern  Poets  (New  South, 
hardbound,  $4.50).  Approximately  35 
poets  and  their  work  are  represented. 
(Photos  of  each  are  scattered  among 
the  end  papers,  and  there  is  a  biograph- 
ical sketch  for  each  poet.)  Both  the  cel- 
ebrated and  still  to  be  discovered  poets 
are  given  equal  space.  Read,  too,  the 
brief  introductory  remarks  about 
Southern  writing. 

Souphean  (Soupbean  Poets,  $3.50) 
is  an  unusual  militant  "anthology  of 
contemporary  Appalachian  literature." 
The  50  pages  of  essays,  poems  and  fic- 
tion are  the  work  of  a  collective  which 
is  closely  involved  with  place. 

In  her  title  poem  "Auctions"  Shar- 
on Shaw  offers  two  levels  of  viewing 
the  typical  sale.  One  is  a  conscious 
movement  of  goods,  the  other  is  the  im- 
plied meaning,  "when  one's  whole  life/ 
sprawls/  catalogued  on  some  lawn." 
Most  of  the  poems  in  her  Auction 
(Blair,  $3.95)  share  the  same  punishing 
truths  in  deceptively  simple  language. 
Shaw  is  a  superior  craftsperson  who 
can  direct  just  what  she  wants  from 
every  line.  One  of  the  year's  best  and 
recommended. 

Unicorn  Press  books  continue  to 
be  a  joy  in  this  annual  roundup.  They 
have  a  structure  and  harmony  in  both 
content  and  format  which  is  difficult  to 
match,  and  each  year's  work  seems  to 
improve.  Teo  Savory,  who  along  with 
Alan  Brilliant  is  the  staff  of  the  press, 
has  issued  her  novel  Stonecrop,  the 
Country  I  Remember  ($10,  hardbound). 
Here  is  a  New  England  town  with  each 
chapter  almost  a  short  story  in  itself,  a 
snapshot  of  a  particular  community 
member,  told  in  the  first  person  by  that 
citizen.  Recommended.  From  the  same 
press:  Howard  Schwartz  Vessels  ($10), 
a  collection  of  the  well  known  poet's 
best. 

In  his  Adventures  of  At  man,  an 
Epic  of  the  Soul  (Poetry  Eastwest,  $3), 
Syed  Amanuddin  offers  25  cantos  "de- 
picting the  sensual  and  spiritual  con- 
flicts that  the  soul  must  encounter  as  it 
assumes  physical  form."  A  native  of 
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India,  the  author's  lesson  is  sometimes 
hard  to  grasp,  but  if  you  lean  back  and 
relax  it  is  worth  the  slight  effort. 

The  Konglomerati  Press  is  oper- 
ated by  Richard  Matthews  and  Barbara 
Ruse  who  usually  handset,  design,  and 
print  their  titles.  The  results,  such  as 
the  oversized  format  Sweet  Gwendolyn 
and  the  Countess  (n.p.)  by  Edward 
Field,  are  striking  in  terms  of  typo- 
graphical experiment.  They  don't  all 
come  off.  but  the  Field  entry'  with 
Aubrey  Beardsley  and  type  drawings  by 
Karen  Tandy  just  catches  the  eroticism 
of  the  poem.  For  a  more  restful  type  of 
sheer  beauty  see  Mary  Shumway's 
Time  and  Other  Birds  ($4),  with  callig- 
raphy by  Margaret  Rigg  on  Korean 
mulberry  paper. 

Regional  poetry  at  its  moving  best 
is  found  in  Karl  Kopp's  salute  to  Ar- 
kansas and  its  people,  Yarbrough 
Mountain  (Baleen,  $4).  From  the  same 
press:  Inocencia  PerversalPerverse  In- 
nocence by  Bruce-Novoa  ($3.50),  the 
latter  a  collection  by  a  Chicano  poet 
who  serves  up  eroticism  in  both  Span- 
ish and  English.  A  bit  much,  although  it 
may  be  the  translation.  Also  from  an 
Arizona  Press:  Two  Poets/Two  Books 
by  D.  J.  Wyant  and  Stephen  DoBell 
(Poets  in  Holbrook,  $6,  hardback),  po- 
etry "handset,  printed,  bound,  and 
published  entirely  by  the  authors."  The 
poems  are  sometimes  beautifully  re- 
vealing of  two  good  poets'  thoughts. 

Out  of  the  Arizona  State  Prison 
comes  the  voices  of  prisoners  in  Do 
Not  Go  Gentle  (Blue  Moon,  $3).  The  85 
pages  is  edited  by  Michael  Hogan,  who 
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writes  an  unobtrusive,  and  for  that  rea- 
son, moving  introduction.  The  con- 
sequence of  prison  life  is  never  more 
clearly  explained  than  in  these  verses. 
Note:  all  revenues  from  the  book  go  to 
help  subsidize  the  Writer's  Workshop 
at  the  prison. 

Normally  bibliography  is  not  a  top- 
ic here;  still,  a  worthwhile  exception  is 
Francisco  Lomeli  and  Donaldo  Urioste 
Chicano     Perspective     in     Literature 
(Pajarito,  $4.50).  There  are  ten  divi- 
sions, from  a  short  introduction  and 
sections  on  poetry  and  the  novel  to 
journal  and  literatura  chicanesca.  All 
items   are   annotated,   often   critically 
and  with  feeling.  A  real  plus.  The  jour- 
nal section  analyzes  contents  of  Aztlan, 
DeColores ,  El  Cuaderno,  El  Grito,  etc. 
i  issue  by  issue.  Missing:  addresses  of 
i  small  and  alternative  publishers.  And 
there  are  other  faults  a  pro  would  not 
make.  However,  even  as  an  imperfect 
guide  it  is  a  required  item  in  libraries. 
Cold  Mountain  in  Texas  illustrates 
the  wandering  spirit  of  little  presses.  Its 
titles,  e.g.,  Michael  Hogan  Soon  It  Will 
Be  Morning  and  Joseph  Bruchac  This 
Earth  Is  a  Drum   are   "designed  and 
printed  for  the  press  by  Gary  Albers  in 
Santa  Barbara,   California."   The  26- 
1  page  limited  editions  are  signed  and  go 
1  for  $5.50.  Both  Hogan  and  Bruchac  are 
!  long-time    poets    who    need    no    in- 
troduction here,  and  their  work  is  up  to 
!  its  normal  high  quality.  The  Poetry  - 
1  Texas  chapbooks.  on  the  other  hand, 
are  very  much  printed  and  published  in 
Texas,  include  Mark  Vinz  Red  River 
Blues,  James  Paulson,  A  Note  for  the 
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Flowers  I  Didn't  Send,  and  Warren 
Woessner  Lost  Highway.  If  not  about 
Texas,  most  of  the  poems  by  the  three 
conduct  the  reader  over  the  miss  noth- 
ing landscapes,  both  natural  and  hu- 
man. Unfortunately,  no  prices  given 
for  any  of  the  books. 

Ewing  Campbell  published  several 
parts  of  his  novel  Weave  It  Like  Night- 
fall (Nefertiti.  S3. 50)  in  literary  reviews 
and  little  magazines,  which  is  to  say  it 
can  be  read  in  parts  as  well  as  a  whole. 
It  works  as  the  memory  of  life  in  and 
around  Corpus  Christi  which  literally 
comes  in  and  out  with  a  hurricane.  Ex- 
cellent dialog. 

Social-political  poetry  is  a  demon- 
strable tricky  form,  but  Don  Gordon 
On  the  Ward  (West  Coast  Poetry  Re- 
view.  S3)  uses  delicate  steps  to  w  ind  his 
way  through  the  form.  Going  with  him 
one  has  learned  a  new  way  of  looking  at 
the  current  scene,  or  at  least  thinking 
about  it  in  graphic,  real  terms  rather 
than  billion  dollar  lines  in  a  meaning- 
less war  budget.  For  example,  one 
work  begins.  "We  are  living  twenty 
four  hours  At  a  time  In  the  aura  of  the 
unknown  soldier  At  the  telephone  Un- 
der the  midwest  wheat  .  .  ."An  unusu- 
ally successful  book  and  recommend- 
ed. The  same  press  has  another  collec- 
tion by  the  old  Kayak  master  George 
Hitchcock.  Lessons  in  Alchemy  (S3), 
which  is  another  clear  look  at  this 
world,  although  with  a  dash  more  hu- 
mor. 

Harley  Elliott's  The  Secret  Lover 
(Emerald  City,  S2.25)  is  really  a  single 
poem  with  the  "secret  lover."  the  off- 
center  ego  in  each  poem.  i.e..  he  is 
found  in  a  laundromat,  eyeing  a  salad 
and  playing  cards.  Usually  the  idea 
works,  but  even  the  failures  are  bonny. 

The  Face  of  Poetry  (Gallimaufry. 
S6.95)  came  from  Richard  Grossman's 
press  in  late  1976.  Despite  the  date,  it's 
among  my  five  or  six  top  choices  for 
the  year,  it's  the  work  of  "101  poets  in 
two  significant  decades — the  60' s  and 
the  70"s"  and  has  full-page  photo- 
graphs of  each  poet  by  LaVerne  Clark. 
This  is  a  special  book,  as  much  for  the 
striking  photographs  as  the  poets  and 
poetn. . 

New  York  and  the  Northeast 

Sun  has  gained  the  reputation  for 
carefully  edited  and  relatively  low- 
priced  paperbacks.  This  year.  Bill 
Knott  is  represented  with  Selected  and 
Collected  Poems  (S3. 50).  Over  the 
years  he  has  a  half  dozen  books  of  po- 
etry, hundreds  of  poetry  readings,  and. 
according  to  the  blurb,  the  former 
teacher  is  "currently  unemployed  and 
looking  for  a  job."  Hardh  in  that  situa- 
tion. John  Ashbery  and  Kenneth  Koch 
contribute  essays  and  translations  to 
Raymond  Roussel's  How  I  Wrote  Cer- 
tain of  My  Books  (S3. 50).  An  eccentric 
millionaire  writer,  he  has.  according  to 
Ashbery.  been  compared  to  Joyce  and 
Mallarme.  No  matter,  the  collection  is 
a  real  find,  among  my  favorites  for  the 
year. 

Somewhat  similar  in  format,  price, 
and  even  editorial  approach  is  the 
Hanging  Loose  Press.  The  editors 
(among  whom  are  Robert  Hershon. 
Ron  Schreiber.  and  Denise  Levertov) 
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encourage  new  writers  and  support 
people  whom  they  once  publish.  Nor  is 
it  unusual  here,  as  with  any  small 
press,  for  one  of  the  editors  to  be  repre- 
sented in  the  list.  e.g..  Dick  Lourie's 
Anima  (S3. 00).  The  personalized 
poems  are  equalh  in  touch  with  the 
readers.  Two  worthwhile  discoveries: 
Eric  Torgersen's  Ethiopia  (S2.50)  a 
short  story-prose  poem  about  "Solo- 
mon and  Sheba.  painted  in  15  comic 
strip  panels."  and  Donna  Brook's 
Sotes  on  Space  and  Time,  which  is 
obliged,  in  some  curious  fashion,  to  the 
new  journalism  for  much  of  its  wham. 
Worth  the  S2  admission  if  onh  for  the 
prose  poem  "Why  teach  creati\e  writ- 
ing?" 

Now  that  Broadside  Press  is  no 
more,  there  is  considerable  need  to 
support  Reed.  Cannon.  &  Johnson, 
which  is  devoted  to  black  and  minority 
writers.  Headed  by  the  distinguished 
poet  Ishmael  Reed,  the  press  moves 
between  California  and  New  York. 
One  fascinating  entry  for  1977  is  Louis 
B.  Mars'  Crisis  of  Possession  in  Voo- 
doo (S4.95).  a  scientific  stud\  of  the 
phenomenon  of  possession  by  a  psychi- 
atrist and  the  ambassador  from  Haiti. 
Librarians  might  write  the  press  for  a 
more  representative  list  of  past  and 
forthcoming  titles. 

From  the  Downtown  Poets  Co-op 
(or  X  Press  Press),  comes  one  of  the 
half  dozen  best  of  the  year — Enid 
Dame's  Between  Revolutions  (SI. 50). 
an  engrossing  look  at  w  hat  urban  life  is 
about.  Take,  for  example.  "Solidari- 
t\ .'"  which  opens  with,  "I  met  the  old 
women.  They  were  progressives. 
They'd  seen  whole  revolutions  flower 
and  die.  They  carried  full  bags:  recy- 
cled  fantasies,  printed  by  union  labor." 
The  poet  is  authentic  with  the  particu- 
lars of  life.  Highly  recommended. 

Harry  Smith,  puts  out  numerous 


books.  A  couple  of  particular  interest: 
X-l  Experimental  Fiction  Project  (S5) 
and  Charles  Philbrick  Nobody  Laughs, 
Nobody  Cries  (S6.50.  hardback).  The 
former  is  a  collection  of  pieces  by  close 
to  30  writers  from  distinguished  profes- 
sionals such  as  Alvin  Greenberg  to  oth- 
ers who  are  published  here  for  the  first 
time.  The  Philbrick  is  really  an  English 
publication  distributed  here  b\  Smith. 
A  tribute  to  imagination  for  The  Novel- 
la Box.  a  $5  boxed  selection  of  three 
paperback  novels  by  Hugh  Fox.  Leon- 
ard Chabrowe.  and  Robert  Reinhold. 
A  "best  buy"  for  librarians  looking  for 
the  unusual  to  balance  a  collection. 

Robert  Peters  nurtures  the  imagi- 
nation, challenges  the  intellect,  and 
lives  up  to  the  superb  reviews  of  his  j 
work  over  the  past  years.  If  you  want  to 
check  out  some  of  his  best  for  the  past  \ 
ten  years  or  so.  run  out  and  get  Gau- 
guin's Chair  (The  Crossing  Press. 
S4.95).  The  selection  ends  with  a  short 
bibliography.  War  without  reduction  to  j 
manipulative  romantic  statements  is  in 
another  from  Crossing.  Gerald  McCar- 
thy's War  Story.  Vietnam  War  Poems  \ 
(S2.95).  The  short  poems  are  bitter 
paintings  in  somber  reds.  Written  by  an 
ex-Marine,  the  poems'  impact  is  de\  as- 
tating.  Although  it  sounds  like  hype, 
it's  literally  true  that  James  Hazard's  A 
Hive  of  Souls  (S3. 95)  is  a  portrait  of  the 
Midwest  in  "the  great  regional  tradi- 
tion of  Sherwood  Anderson.  Masters, 
and  Vachel  Lindsay." 

One  way  to  share  the  excitement 
of  the  small  press  movement  on  a  limit- 
ed budget  is  to  enter  a  standing  order 
for  experimental  titles  put  out  by 
Cherry  Valley  Editions.  There's  a  nice 
mixture  of  translations  (Claude  Pelicu- 
Washburn's  Whistling  Down  the  Wire. 
$3.50),  shadows  of  the  beats  (Dan 
Propper's  The  Tale  of  the  Amazing 
Tramp.  S2.50).  the  poems  and  collages 
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la  Dada  of  Paul  Grille  i.e.,  Vibes  of 
\e  Saints  ($3.50),  and  even  Rod 
flcKuen  reading//!  Memory  of  My  Fa- 
ker by  Charles  Plymell  ($3).  A  con- 
rmed  McKuen  hater.  I  admit  the 
oem  is  fine,  but  the  reading  on  an  en- 
losed  record  is  still  McKuen. 

Daniel  Epstein's  The  Follies 
Overlook,  $6.95.  hardback)  is  not  your 
sual  collection.  It  jumps  off  with  tell- 
ig  descriptions  of  life's  cast-offs,  ends 
n  the  song  of  guilt  by  one  (so  help  me) 
todempkin.  Alternately  sucking  on  the 
ry,  dead  bones  of  humor  and  spitting 
>ut  natural  street  phrases,  the  author  is 
second-story  poet  with  a  deft  ability 
3  steal  your  attention.  Everything, 
30,  is  working  for  him,  including  the 
ne  press  work,  the  design  by  Milton 
jlaser,  and  distribution  by  Viking. 
)ick  Higgins,  the  master  of  the  unex- 
ected  and  the  imaginative,  has  two  ti- 
les from,  fittingly  enough,  Unpub- 
ished  Editions:  Classic  Plays  ($4).  a 
ollection  of  concrete,  visual  poems 
/ith  rhythms  and  life  of  their  own;  and 
.egends  and  Fishnets  ($4).  an  unortho- 
dox approach  to  short  fiction,  such  as 
Suzanne  and  the  Alders."  The  author 
f  Lolita  might  have  enjoyed  the  great 
erbal  puns. 

From  Washout  Review,  primarily 
woman's  poetry  magazine,  comes: 
Jan  C.  Johnson  Black  of  the  Wind- 
rane  Hen  ($2)  a  collection  of  some  36 
hort  poems  with  amazingly  accurate 
magery  about  working  women  in  a 
wasteland,  usually  of  someone  else's 
reation.  A  moving  work. 

The  editor  of  Road  Apple  Review 
las  another  book  of  poems  in  Love 
'angle  Roots  (Ithaca  House,  $3.50). 
"his  is  Doug  Flaherty  who  turns  natu- 
al  objects  into  doors  to  ideas  about  the 
ccelerated  self.  He  writes  with  great 
ucidity  and  feeling.  Among  the  almost 
lozen  other  titles  from  Ithaca  this  year: 


Stuart  Peterfreund's  Harder  Than  Rain 
($3.50),  where  one  brief  section.  "The 
Wiltwyck  Poems,"  are  concerned  with 
a  school  for  pre-adolescent  boys  from 
the  ghettoes.  The  poet  has  an 
enormous  sense  of  what,  for  example, 
it  means  to  "Michael,  who  wishes  to 
fly."  The  emotional  satisfaction  here  is 
marvelous.  Poems  in  almost  a  conver- 
sational, story  tone  prove  a  new  and 
absorbing  experience  in  Carl  Peter- 
son "s  For  Anna  Akhmatova  and  Other 
Poems  ($3.50).  And  there  are  others, 
but  space  does  not  permit  more  than  to 
urge  librarians  to  write  Ithaca  for  their 
backlist  and  titles  of  ongoing  books. 
Albert  Goldbarth  is  represented  this 
year  with  Curve  (New  Rivers,  $1.25). 
Yes,  the  price  is  less  than  a  cheap  pa- 
perback mystery,  (including  some  great 
line  drawings),  the  format  up  to  New 
Rivers'  high  standards,  and  the  poems, 
or  really  one  long  poem,  concern  the 
thoughts,  the  travels,  the  imagination 
of  Annie  Hall's  friends.  The  poetry  sec- 
tion of  LJ's  Book  Review  is  generous 
to  New  Rivers  titles,  so  I  won't  linger 
here  except  to  mention  as  deserving  at- 
tention: Celestine  Frost's  An  Inhuman 
Rival  (S3)  and  Keath  Abbott's  The 
Book  ofRimbuad  ($1.25).  The  latter  is 
reminiscent  of  that  strange,  surrealistic 
novel  Fata  Morgana  by  William  Kot- 
zwinkle  (Knopf,  1077). 

Graphics,  often  an  impressive  part 
of  small  press  titles,  are  the  center  of 
Three  Places  in  Sew  Inkland  (Zarts- 
corp,  $5.95).  The  "three  works  in  word 
and  image"  are  by  Richard  Kostela- 
netz,  David  Cole,  and  Bill  Shipley. 
Near  the  end  of  the  88  pages  Shipley 
tries  to  explain  "The  object  and  an  art 
object  and  the  work  of  an  artwork."  a 
tribute  of  sort  to  Charles  Olson.  Great 
fun,  particularly  Cole's  version  of  Lilli- 
put. 

Bringing  poetry  and  art  to  primary 


grade  school  kids,  and  having  them  ask 
for  more  and  more — that's  the  enviable 
job  of  the  Teachers  &  Writers  collabo- 
rative. How  do  they  do  it?  Well,  in 
their  Whole  Word  Catalogue  No.  2 
($6.95,  distributed  by  MacGraw  Hill), 
close  to  30  experts,  explain  Editors  Bill 
Zavatsky  and  Rod  Padgett.  Kenneth 
Koch.  Alan  Ziegler,  Theresa  Mack, 
Tom  Veitch.  and  many  others  offer 
easy  to  read,  sometimes  downright  in- 
spired essays. 

One  of  a  quartet  of  titles  from 
Telephone  Books,  Yuki  Hartman's/Zo/ 
Footsteps  ($1.50)  is  "poetical  eroti- 
cism." although  of  a  special  type  wed- 
ded as  it  is  to  all  body  joys  from  listen- 
ing to  skating  to  examining  "a  lake  on 
my  forehead."  Its  a  joyful  exercise  in 
skipping  through  early  years  of  life  by  a 
poet  who  obviously  enjoys  ending  his 
work  with  a  beginning,  "let  me  tell  you 
a  story."  Also,  a  plus  from  the  same 
press  is  Janine  Vega's  Morning  Pas- 
sage ($1 .50)  written  from  Lake  Titicaca 
in  1973-1974.  Another  affirmative 
pledge  to  life,  beautifully  rendered. 

Michael  Stephens'  short  novel  Still 
Life  (Kroesen.  $4.50)  features  stills  of 
Buster  Keaton  on  almost  every  page. 
No  accident,  for  as  one  crucial  phrase 
puts  it  "I  am  Martin  Shigh.  Call  me 
Buster."  The  odyssey  of  encounters  is 
sometimes  amusing,  and  even  where  it 
fails  at  least  never  dull. 

William  Carlos  Williams  took  great 
interest  in  encouraging  other  poets,  and 
it  surely  would  have  pleased  him  to  see 
Cinnamon,  a  collection  of  poetry  made 
possible  by  a  workshop  named  after 
Williams.  Furthermore,  the  workshop 
is  in  the  Paterson  (New  Jersey)  Free 
Public  Library,  and  best  of  all,  the  col- 
lection is  free  for  the  asking. 

The  good  humored,  sometimes  sa- 
tirical voice  of  veteran  John  Pauker  is 
at  its  best  in  Solitary  and  Other  Magi- 
nations  (Word,  n.p.).  The  same  Wash- 
ington, D.C.  press  offers  a  long  poem 
of  a  suicide  by  Deirdra  Baldwin,  i.e., 
The  Emerging  Detail  (n.p.).  Pauker  is 
the  most  accomplished,  but  then  he's 
been  at  it  longer,  too. 

Peru:  The  New  Poetrx  (Red  Dust, 
hardback,  $10.95)  is  edited  by  David 
Tipton.  The  15  short  biographical  notes 
show  poets  in  this  collection  were  born 
between  1922  and  1947.  The  poets  are, 
as  the  editor  rightfully  states,  the  best 
since  Cesar  Vallejo,  "and  among  the 
most  exciting  in  Latin  America  today." 

Keith  and  Rosemarie  Waldrop 
continue  to  offer  beautifully  designed 
and  printed  books  from  their  Burning 
Deck  press.  Among  the  year's  best  is 
Harry  Mathews'  Trial  Impressions 
($3.50),  stylized  snapshots  of  what  hap- 
pens when  "John  comes  to  the  city  and 
meets/Marian."  Then  there's  one  book 
for  music  lovers  as  well  as  poets  and 
historians,  i.e..  W.  D.  V.  Snodgrass, 
Six  Troubador  Songs,  evocative  trans- 
lations with  the  music.  Do  yourself  a 
favor  and  order  a  personal  copy.  The 
Snodgrass  title  is  one  in  the  series  of 
$2.50  letterpress  poetry  pamphlets.  I 
can  only  mention  a  few  others  in  the  se- 
ries and  recommend  them  all:  Debra 
Bruce,  Dissolves;  Lissa  McLaughlin, 
Approached  by  Fur:  and  Michael  Giz- 
zi.  Bird  As.  In  his  An  American  Gallery

THE 
OBSIDIAN  MIRROR

(Three  Rivers,  $2.95),  John  C.  Rez- 
merski  draws  a  deadly  satirical,  yet 
loving  bead  on  American  life.  Some 
poems  succeed,  some  fail  (particularly 
when  he  deals  with  women),  but  at 
least  it's  original. 

Another  view  of  America,  this 
time  along  the  coast  of  nature,  and 
memory  of  north  and  south  is  by  P.  B. 
Newman  in  The  House  on  the  Saco 
(Bauhan,  $3.95).  For  an  interesting  ex- 
ercise in  perception:  compare  the  final 
series  of  George  Washington  poems 
with  those  of  Diane  Wakoski,  pub- 
lished exactly  ten  years  ago. 

Miriam  Dyak's  Fire  Under  Water 
(New  Victoria,  ($3)  is  a  rich  recital  of 
feminist  images,  of  very  effective  por- 
traits of  women.  Sometimes  she  takes  a 
risk  on  the  edge  of  romanticism,  but 
rarely  topples.  Well  written,  organized, 
and  intellectualized,  but  with  feeling. 
One  of  the  year's  best,  recommended. 

In  her  introduction  to  the  poetry  of 
Dan  Allen,  writing  teacher  Fanny 
Howe  explains  how  she  met  him  at  Co- 
lumbia, how  he  explained  he'd  retired 
from  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
and  had  "been  writing  poems  for  years 
on  the  backs  of  envelopes  and  unpaid 
bills."  Ms.  Howe  thought  his  work  ex- 
ceptional enough  to  encourage  publica- 
tion here  as  Love  and  War  (Dorrance, 
$2.50).  She  is  right.  Between  sentiment 
and  verbal  clubs,  there  is  an  original 
voice  who  can  begin  a  poem  "The  long- 
est afternoon,"  with  "Suddenly  we  un- 
derstood JONAH/alive  inside  the 
whale."  'Nuff  recommendation. 

In  The  Return  to  Black  and  White 
(Tidy-Up,  $2.95)  four  students  of  John 
Ashbery  receive  a  send  off  from  their 
teacher.  The  four  (Edward  Byrne, 
Marc  Cohen,  Stuart  Kaufman,  and  Mi- 
chael    Malinowitz)     have     distinctive 


styles,  rarely  use  the  ambiguous  motifs 
of  their  teacher.  The  Ashbery  imprima- 
tur is  well  placed. 

Lynx  House  in  1977  published  a 
book  of  short  stories  by  Valerie  Martin, 
Love  ($2)  and  David  Lenson's  The 
Gambler  ($2.50),  collected  poems. 
Both  offer  a  glimpse  of  the  not  unfamil- 
iar, yet  usually  unexpressed  horror  of 
self  infatuation.  This  seems  particularly 
true  in  Martin's  aggressive  tale  of  self 
destruction,  "Surface  Claim." 

Jack  Flavin  is  a  librarian-poet,  rep- 
resented here  with  Circle  of  Fire 
(Pines,  $2.50),  a  collection  filled  with 
imagery  of  animals  as  reflections  in  the 
mirror  of  self.  Competent,  sometimes 
tantalizing,  and  often  book  oriented  as 
his  "Notes  for  the  Alphabet."  The 
book  even  ends  with  a  list.  Roberta 
Kalechofsky's  La  Hoya  (Micah,  $3.50) 
is  a  well-informed  novel  concerning 
"torture  as  the  Inquisition  made  use  of 
it."  It's  graphic,  well  researched,  and 
in  the  same  style  as  the  author's  other 
work  Orestes  in  Progress.  Somewhat 
closer  to  home  is  Erika  Duncan's  A 
Wreath  of  Pale  White  Roses  (Magic 
Circle,  $4.95)  which  is  set  in  New  York 
and  is  an  accurate  inner-ear  inter- 
pretation of  four  people  trying  to  make 
it  through  to  the  end.  Sometimes  a  trifle 
too  emotionally  grotesque,  but  worth  it 
for  the  surprises. 

Footnote:  Anais  Nin  is  on  the  best- 
seller list,  but  an  entirely  different  type 
of  collection  is  her  early  short  stories, 
also  from  Magic  Circle  at  $7.95  (hard- 
bound). Title:  Waste  of  Timelessness . 

James  P.  White  Birdsong  (Copper 
Beech,  $6.50)  is  an  ordinary  story  of  a 
young  couple  in  a  Texas  town,  lifted 
out  of  the  ordinary  by  the  quick  recov- 
ery of  daily  conversation.  If  you  like 
small  towns,  this  is  for  you. 


Canada 

Representative  of  work  from  Can- 
ada: Keith  Richardson  Poetry  and  the 
Colonized  Mind  (Mosaic,  $3.95),  a 
documented  essay  on  the  "U.S.  in- 
vasion and  colonization  of  a  part  of  the 
poetic  culture  of  Canada."  The  method 
is  to  trace  the  history  of  Tish,  a  Van- 
couver poetry  publication,  and  its 
battle  against  American  influence.  As  a 
bit  of  literary  history  it  is  systematic, 
but  sometimes  presupposes  con- 
clusions which  are  at  least  up  for  ques- 
tion. Mosaic,  however,  hardly  limits  it- 
self to  Canadian  interests,  and  this  year 
published  Modern  Romanian  Poetr) 
(n.p.)  carefully  edited  by  Nicholas  Ca^ 
tanoy. 

Intermedia,  a  major  Vancouver 
small  press  publisher,  did  not  send  any 
1977  titles,  but  those  from  late  1976  in- 
clude: Bill  Bisset,  Plutonium  Missing 
($4.95);  Avron  Hoffman,  Somebody 
Left  the  Light  on  in  the  Basement 
($3.95);  and  Rikki,  Weird  Sisters 
($3.95).  All  titles  are  well  produced  and 
unique  in  that  Bisset  actually  writes  his 
concrete  poems  with  others;  Hoffman 
is  truly  an  "outrageous,  intelligent, 
funny,  bitingly  satirical"  surrealistic 
poet  (complete  with  suitable  illustra- 
tions); and  Rikki,  a  woman  poet,  has  a 
nice  touch  for  the  erotic. 

Opal  Nations  is  published  widely, 
and  if  you  want  a  sample  of  her  typica 
work  try  The  Strange  Case  of  In-\ 
spector  Loophole  (Vehicule,  $1),  a 
small  cautionary  tale,  complete  with 
the  poet's  own  drawings.  Vehicule  is  | 
synonym  for  quality,  e.g.,  George 
Bowering  The  Concrete  Island  Montre-, 
al  Poems  1967-71  ($3);  and  the  unusua 
Andre  Farkas  Murder  in  the  Welcome 
Cafe  ($2),  a  13  chapter  poem  complete 
with  Chinese  menu.

Northern  Journey,  as  with  so 
many  small  presses,  is  both  a  publisher 
of  a  little  magazine  (by  the  same  title) 
and  infrequent  books  of  poetry.  Their 
latest  is  Fraser  Sutherland  Within  the 
Wound  (n.p.),  a  small  collection  of  con- 
stant searching  for  meaning,  usually 
with  another.  Uneven,  but  worth  the 
effort. 

The  major  publisher  (and  printer) 
of  small  press  books  in  Canada  is  the 
Coach  House  Press.  A  sample  of  their 
work:  Wade  Bell  The  North  Saskatche- 
wan River  Book  (n.p.),  a  collection  of 
prose  poems,  fiction  and  short  essays 
which  focus  on  middle  Canada  in  every 
sense.  Sometimes  a  bit  eclectic,  al- 
though a  fascinating  viewpoint. 

The  Canadian  Don  Quixote  (Mo- 
saic, $6.95),  is  a  carefully  documented 
biography  of  "the  life  and  works  of  Ma- 
jor John  Richardson  (1796-1852)  Cana- 
da's first  novelist"  by  David  Beasley. 
A  nice  combination  of  Canadian  his- 
tory, romantic  biography,  and  literary 
research  the  200  plus  page  book  is  not 
only  a  good  read,  but  includes  a  bibli- 
ography, index  and  other  material  be- 
fitting an  author  at  work  on  a  Ph.D.  Ac- 
tually, it  is  a  roaring  good  adventure 
yarn  about  a  highly  eccentric  dreamer 
and  author  of  gothic  novels.  A  major 
entry  this  year. 

Sometimes  enthusiasm  almost  car- 
ries the  poet  through  a  tangle  of  style, 
and  it  just  about  comes  off  with  publi- 
cations from  Cross  Country  Press.  Ex- 
amples of  highly  imaginative  content 
fighting  to  survive,  and  with,  as  they 
say,  "considerable  promise":  David 
McFadden  The  Saladmaker;  Ken  Nor- 
ris  Report  on  the  Second  Half  of  the 
Twentieth  Century;  and  Terry  Stokes 
The  Lady  Poems. "No  prices,  but  all  are 


25  to  30  page  chapbooks.  There's 
enough  really  forceful  poetry  here  to 
make  it  worth  reading. 

Here  and  There 

Not  all  small  presses  are  devoted 
solely  to  poetry  or  fiction,  and  by  way 
of  illustration  consider  the  following  ti- 
tles: Paul  F.  Fericano's  Stoogism  An- 
thology  (Scarecrow  Books,  $3.95),  a 
collection  of  original  poetry  about  the 
three  actors,  as  well  as  essays  and  pho- 
tographs. Evidence.  (Clatworthy  Col- 
j  orvues,  $12.95,  hardbound)  is  really  a 
I  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art 
j  catalog.  It  is  a  select  group  of  photo- 
j  graphs  taken  from  government  agency 
files,  i.e.,  from  the  Berkeley  Fire  De- 
partment to  the  U.S.   Department  of 
Justice.   A  group  of  photographs  by 
Carol  Stetser  is  Black  and  White  (Pad- 
ma,  $5.95).   Many  of  the  photos  are 
from  Ms.  Stetser's  travels  in  the  South- 
west. The  black  and  white  photos  of 
small  places  are  superior. 

Giorno  offers  The  Dial-A-Poem 
Poets  Totally  Corrupt,  a  two-record  set 
with  over  30  poets  reading  from  their 
works,  including  Ed  Dorn,  Charles  Bu- 
kowski.  Bill  Knott,  Ed  Sanders,  Anne 
Waldman,  Maureen  Owen,  etc.  At 
$7.98  this  is  a  real  bargain.  Giorno,  al- 
so, is  the  publisher  of  Lita  Hornick's 
Kulchur  Queen  (n.p.),  a  tribute  to  her 
defunct  Kulchur  magazine  which  in- 
cludes numerous  critical  essays  by  her 
on  celebrities  Ashbery  to  Giorno  to 
Wakoski. 

Co-published  by  an  independent 
women's  publishing  company  and  the 
American  Indian  Treaty  Council  Infor- 
mation Center,  The  Great  Sioux  Nation 
(Moon,  $5.95),  is  an  illustrated  200  plus 
page  oral  history.  More  particularly  it 
is  the  evidence  given  at  the  treaty  hear- 


ings over  the  so  called  Wounded  Knee 
siege  of  1973.  The  account  is  "probably 
the  most  complete  history  and  analysis 
of  Sioux  culture  and  of  Sioux-United 
States  relations  ever  made  available  to 
the  American  public."  An  outstanding 
title  and  recommended  for  all  libraries. 
In  the  same  general  category:  Gloria 
Frazer's  Navajos  Call  it  Hard  Goods 
(Frazier,  n.p.),  a  popular,  well  inform- 
ed treatise  on  turquoise  jewelry  by  a 
woman  associated  with  the  subject  for 
over  a  decade.  She  writes:  "Most  of 
my  research  was  done  during  the  1 1 
years  I  worked  at  the  University  of  Ari- 
zona Library."  Florida  Indians  by  Ed- 
ith Lawson  (Valkyrie,  $.95),  is  a  young 

!  people's  book  about  the  "noble  red- 
men  of  the  south."  Written  by  an  expe- 

'  rienced  teacher,  the  facts  are  in  place, 
the  viewpoint  beyond  reproach,  and 
the  prose  aimed  at  someone  in  elemen- 
tary schools  Some  good  line  drawings. 
Artist's  books  is  the  subject  of  an 
unusual  series  of  titles  which  critic 
Thomas  B.  Hess  (New  York  Magazine, 
June  13,  1977,  p.  92)  describes  as  books 
literally  made  by  artists  from  layout,  to 
drawings,  to  prose,  if  any.  Good  exam- 
ples: Douglas  Hueber  Secrets  ($4.50) 
thousands  of  one  line  statements;  Real 
Time,  an  oblong  collection  of  47  double 
photographs  of  the  same  event  by  Eve 
Sonneman  ($6.50)  and  Michael  Stuart's 
The  Fall  ($4)  handwritten  with  stereo 
views.  All  from  Printed  Matter.  Then 
there  is  Black  Box  which  is  really  a 
magazine,  but  worth  a  mention  because 
of  Issue  No.  10,  a  story  by  Deena  Met- 
ger  called  The  Book  of  Hags.  What's 
unusual  is  a  production  of  a  novel  on  a 
$7.95,  127  minute  audiocassettes. 

Two  useful  collections  serve  the 
gay  movement.  The  first  is  Orgasms  of 
Light  (Gay  Sunshine,  $5.95),  which  is  a 
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collection  of  material  from  the  publish- 
er's magazine.  The  second  is  a  series  of 
reprints  of  material  from  The  Ladder, 
published  by  the  Diana  Press  at  $5.75 
each.  The  titles:  The  Lesbians  Home 
Journal,  Lesbian  Lives,  Biographies  of 
Women  from  the  Ladder,  and  the  Lav- 
ender Herring,  Lesbian  Essays  from 
the  Ladder.  Another  recommendation 
is  veteran  poet  Harold  Norse  Carnivo- 
rous Saint  (Gay  Sunshine,  $5.95),  a  col- 
lection of  his  gay  poems  from  1941  to 
1976. 

What  better  way  to  end  than  with  a 
bibliography:  Marija  Hughes  The  Sex- 
ual Barrier  (Hughes,  $40).  Here  is  an 
843-page  annotated  list  of  8000  period- 
ical articles  and  books  concerned  with 
women's  rights.  All  is  logically  ar- 
ranged, and  the  title  is  highly  recom- 
mended for  all  libraries  concerned  with 
the  "legal,  medical,  economic  and  so- 
cial aspects  of  sex  discrimination."

I  have  not  taught  my- 
self to  make  paper,  but  I  could  do  so;  but  I  have,  with  the 
help  of  friends  in  the  bindery,  done  every  other  process  of 
getting  materials  and  of  preparing  a  book.  5 — Alan  Swallow1 


Alan  Swallow,  whose  name  lives  on  in  the  Swal- 
low Press  of  Chicago,  died  still  accelerating  in  1966  at 
the  peak  of  a  career  that  will  long  remain  the  standard 
in  small  press  publishing.  Though  he  never  did  make 
his  own  paper,  he  would  certainly  have  done  so  if  nec- 
essary, just  as  he  performed  virtually  every  other  con- 
ceivable function  in  the  bookmaking  process.  Swallow 
was  first  and  foremost  a  writer  and  editor,  as  are  most 
of  his  contemporary  small  press  successors.  In  addi- 
tion, he  was  publisher,  printer,  designer,  typesetter, 
warehouse  clerk,  book  packer,  secretary — a  one-man 


publishing  dynamo  who  left  behind  an  impressive  list 
of  titles. 

It  was  his  willingness  to  work  hard,  to  accept  min- 
imal financial  rewards,  and,  above  all,  to  do  whatever 
needed  to  be  done  that  enabled  him  to  go  on  for  years 
publishing  work  he  believed  in.  His  commitment  has 
made  him  a  model  for  and  an  idol  of  many  current 
small  publishers. 

Swallow  operated  out  of  Denver  at  a  time — from 
the  Forties  to  the  Sixties — when  it  was  hardly  re- 
garded as  a  cultural  crossroads  and  when  New  York 
was  considered  the  acceptable  place  to  publish.  Yet, 
he  published,  among  others,  Anais  Nin,  Frank  Waters, 
and  Vardis  Fisher,  when  they  were  being  ignored  or 
rejected  by  the  big  publishers. 

He  manifested  his  intense  devotion  to  poetry  and 
literature  by  throwing  in  his  labor  for  free  in  order  to 
publish,  at  break-even  or  better,  works  by  untried

writers.  But  he  was  not  impractical.  He  managed  to 
make  his  living  as  a  publisher  from  1954  on,  having 
retired  from  teaching.  He  was  able  to  do  this  through  a 
combination  of  prodigious  one-man  effort  and  com- 
mercial savvy.  As  his  list  grew  he  turned  to  publishing 
books  appealing  to  the  Western  regional  market — bi- 
ography, history,  cookbooks,  and  guide  books — to 
help  support  the  literature  he  loved. 

Alan  Swallow  died  on  the  brink  of  the  current 
small  press  explosion.  His  career  marks  a  significant 
turning  point  in  the  small  press  tradition  in  the  U.S. 

Since  the  colonial  and  revolutionary  era,  this 
country  has  seen  numerous  talented  individuals  deter- 
mined to  make  their  work  public  without  compromise 
and  in  spite  of  commercial  considerations.  Benjamin 
Franklin  wore  the  hats  of  writer,  editor,  printer,  and 
publisher.  Thomas  Paine  published  his  fiery  pamphlets 
himself  and  kept  them  in  print  to  serve  the  revolution- 
ary cause.  Walt  Whitman,  self-publicist  extraordinare, 
at  various  times  printed,  published,  edited,  and  tooted 
the  horn  for  his  Leaves  of  Grass.  After  making  a  name 
for  himself,  Mark  Twain  formed  a  partnership  to  pub- 
lish his  own  work  and  that  of  others.  Upton  Sinclair 
self-published  when  necessary  and  Carl  Sandburg 
printed  and  bound  his  first  book  of  poetry.  Anais  Nin 
designed,  printed,  and  published  her  own  books  before 
moving  on  to  commercial  publishers  and  subsequently 
to  Swallow. 

Of  course,  all  these  names  are  prominent  on  the 
rosters  of  big  publishers  today,  but  when  they  were 
too  new,  too  different,  or  wanted  too  much  control, 
the  commercial  houses  were  uninterested. 

That,  in  a  nutshell,  is  why  a  small  press  movement 
exists  today.  From  about  1968  on,  ever-increasing 
numbers  of  writers,  editors,  photographers,  artists, 
and  literature-lovers  have  decided  that  they  are  unwill- 
ing to  enter  the  rounds  of  submission  and  rejection 
with  the  big  companies  and  have  chosen  instead  to  do 
the  job  themselves. 

Why  did  it  happen  when  it  did? 

i  Unless  artists  want  to  remain  the  puppets  of  business 
people,  they  must  become  their  own  business  people.' —

Today's  small  press  movement,  which  erupted  in 
the  Sixties  and  is  still  expanding  and  solidifying  in  the 
Seventies,  results  from  several  roughly  concurrent 
phenomena:  the  photo-offset  revolution  in  printing, 
the  general  acceptance  of  paperbacks,  the  widespread 
do-it-yourself  trend,  and  the  rise  of  a  new  culture. 

With  photo-offset  you  can  print  anything  you  can 
photograph — the  printing  plates  are  made  from  photo- 
graphic negatives.  This  offers  an  incredible  flexibility 
of  design,  and  "typography"  can  be  anything  from 
calligraphy  to  typewritten  copy  to  the  staggering  vari- 
ety of  typefaces  available  through  computerized 
phototypesetting. 

Many  a  small  press  has  taken  advantage  of  this 
flexibility  to  compose  its  first  issue  or  first  book  on  an 


IBM  Selectric  typewriter  and  print  it  on  a  small  offset 
press,  thereby  saving  considerably  on  production 
costs.  By  now,  though,  the  typewriter  format  is  be- 
coming increasingly  rare,  as  the  small  publishers  use 
more  typesetting.  Though  there  is  an  active  contingent 
of  small  press  people  who  have  invested  in  phototype- 
setting  equipment,  offset  presses,  or  even  hand-oper- 
ated letterpresses  in  order  to  do  their  own  production 
work,  the  majority  rely  on  commercial  typesetters, 
printers,  and  binders.  A  number  of  short-run  specialist  I 
printers  have  recognized  the  scope  of  small  press  ac-  \ 
tivity  and  begun  to  court  the  business  nationally. 

The  change  in  status  and  prestige  of  paperback  ; 
books  through  the  Fifties  and  Sixties  established  a 
book-buying  climate  favorable  to  the  small  presses.  J 
The  small  presses  are,  almost  by  definition,  short  on 
capital.  Hence,  the  cheaper  they  can  make  their  pro- 
duction, while  still  attracting  readers,  the  better.  Most] 
small  presses  publish  paperbacks,  original  or  other- ! 
wise,  because  they  are  cheaper  to  produce  and  much 
less  expensive  to  sell  than  clothbound  books.  This  is  i 
not  to  say  that  clothbound  small  press  books  aren't 
produced,  but  simply  that  there  would  be  no  move- 
ment if  book  buyers  demanded  hardcovers. 

The  do-it-yourself  trend  began  to  affect  most 
areas  of  endeavor  in  the  late  Sixties  and  early  Seven- 
ties. All  at  once,  significant  numbers  of  people  turned 
away  from  the  established  ways  of  doing  things  and  set 
out  to  explore  new  ways.  Those  in  the  communal  liv- 
ing and  homesteading  movements  decided  they  could 
build  their  own  houses  and  raise  their  own  food.  Many 
people  rejected  the  churches  in  favor  of  Eastern  reli- 
gions or  personal  mystical  experience.  Others  stopped 
going  to  doctors  and  turned  to  holistic,  natural  meth- 
ods of  staying  healthy,  including  significant  dietary 
changes.  In  politics,  the  power  of  organized  affinity 
groups  began  to  challenge  elected  representation.  And 
in  the  media,  videotape  groups,  independent  film- 
makers and  community  radio  stations  cropped  up; 
along  with  the  small  presses. 

All  of  this  activity  led  to  the  rise  of  a  new  culture 
in  the  late  Sixties  and  early  Seventies.  Suddenly  there 
was  a  whole  new  segment  of  the  population  seeking  to 
express  itself  and  to  share  information.  The  under- 
ground papers  and  presses,  as  they  were  called  then, 
leaped  into  action,  and  played  a  major  role  in  shaping 
and  publicizing  the  new  or  alternative  culture. 

The  major  publishers  tried  to  serve  this  market. 
To  an  extent  they  succeeded,  that  is,  sold  more  books. 
But  they  failed  in  not  understanding,  anticipating,  or 
perhaps  even  appreciating  the  new  areas  of  interest. 
When  the  Whole  Earth  Catalog  blew  the  whole  pub- 
lishing scene  open,  the  astonished  biggies  came  out 
with  wave  after  wave  of  catalogs — some  good,  some 
useless,  but  all  highly  derivative.  The  point  they 
missed  was  what  the  Whole  Earth  was  all  about. 

It  would  be  difficult  for  the  large  publishers  to  stay 
in  touch  with  the  new  culture,  and  not  only  because 
they  move  in  different  circles  or  are  geographically  de- 
tached from  the  action.  The  whole  big  publishing  proc- 
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ess  requires  books  and  magazines  that  are  relatively 
safe  sellers  and  that  will  appeal  to  a  large  market — the 
particular  market  that  big  publishers  distribute  to.  A 
lot  of  books  that  are  a  little  ahead  of  their  time  or  that 
appeal  to  a  specific,  small,  but  adequate  audience  can- 
not meet  these  qualifications. 

This  leaves  a  whole  field  of  activity  open  to  small, 
dedicated  publishers  who  are  content  with  the  smaller 
markets  and  who  know  what  needs  to  be  published 
simply  because  they'd  like  to  read  it  themselves. 

What's  happening  now? 

<Not  since  the  Paris  of  Hemingway,  Pound,  and  Joyce  has 
so  much  talent  been  invested  in  small  presses  in  every  coun- 
try of  the  world. 9 — Bill  Henderson' 

There  are  presently  some  2000  small  preses  oper- 
ating in  the  U.S.  and  a  growing  number  in  Canada, 
England,  and  Australia.  Approximately  70  percent 
publish  little  magazines  or  other  periodicals.  The  re- 
mainder are  primarily  book  publishers.  One  large  fac- 
tion deals  with  literary  works — poetry  above  all,  plus 
fiction  and  criticism.  Another  group  is  devoted  to  spe- 
cial segments  of  the  population:  children,  gay  people, 
spiritual  movements,  women,  and  Third  World  and 
minority  cultures.  A  third  major  category  of  activity  is 
practical  nonfiction:  how-to,  community,  appropriate 
technology,  ecology,  crafts. 

Small  presses  are  located  in  every  state  in  the 
U.S.,  with  California  leading  the  way.  New  York,  Illi- 
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nois,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania  also  have  large  concen- 
trations. The  small  presses  are  found  wherever  the 
new  culture  resides:  in  the  hip  ghettos  of  large  cities,  in 
major  college  and  university  towns,  and  at  obscure  ru- 
ral or  small  town  addresses  like  Paradise,  California, 
or  Louisa,  Virginia. 

A  small  press  may  have  one  title  or  a  growing  list 
of  20  or  more.  A  magazine  might  come  out  five  times 
one  year  and  twice  the  next  or  it  might  publish  every 
month  faithfully,  right  on  time,  year  after  year. 

The  internal  structures  of  small  presses  are  as  var- 
ied as  any  other  business  operations.  There  are  corpo- 
rations, both  profit  and  nonprofit,  partnerships,  single 
proprietorships,  institutes,  and  collectives.  But  two 
trends  are  particularly  interesting — and  impossible  to 
find  in  the  big  publishing  world.  These  are  the  one- 
person  operations  and  the  collectives  and  coopera- 
tives. 

A  surprisingly  large  number  of  small  presses,  es- 
pecially literary  magazines,  are  run  by  single  individ- 
uals doing  everything.  Typically,  these  people  make 
their  living  as  teachers  or  librarians,  publishing  from 
their  kitchen  tables  or  garages  in  the  evenings  and  on 
weekends.  They  are  the  last  of  the  great  individualists, 
fiercely  independent  in  editorial  judgment  and  busi- 
ness practices.  Publishing  may  be  the  only  media  ac- 
tivity left  in  which  the  whole  process,  from  conception 
to  product,  can  be  performed  by  a  single  individual.  As 
such,  it  fosters  a  great  diversity  and  freedom  of  ex- 
pression that  can  produce  worthless  self-indulgence  or 
another  Walt  Whitman.  Both  can  be  found  in  the  small 
press  offerings  of  today. 

Equally  unique  to  the  small  press  world  and  possi- 
bly more  innovative  are  the  various  cooperative  or  col- 
lective publishing  companies.  Two  of  the  more  notable 
of  these  are  Alice  James  Books  and  the  Minnesota 
Writers  Cooperative  Publishing  House.  Generally,  the 
cooperatives  consist  of  five  to  20  authors  who  band 
together  to  publish  one  book  from  each  author  until 
every  member  has  been  published,  and  then  start  the 
cycle  over.  Each  member  contributes  a  set  amount  of 
capital,  shares  in  the  work  of  production,  promotion 
and  record-keeping,  and  has  a  vote  in  policy  decisions. 
The  collectives  are  often  spiritual  or  communal  groups 
that  hang  together  around  a  shared  set  of  beliefs  and 
publish  to  spread  the  message. 

A  new  establishment?

The  small  press  phenomenon  has  caught  on  and 
gained  a  foothold  in  the  publishing  world.  The  estab- 
lished trade  journals  are  reporting  the  latest  devel- 
opments, Books  in  Print  and  other  access  publications 
are  soliciting  small  press  reports,  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress presents  its  CIP  program  to  small  press  conven- 
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tion  panels,  and  big  publishers  are  offering  to  distrib- 
ute or  reprint. 

Occasionally,  a  small  press  book  achieves  big- 
seller  proportions.  Ernest  Callenbach's  Ecotopia  has 
sold  35,000  copies  in  its  Banyan  Tree  Books  edition 
and  has  been  picked  up  by  Bantam  for  mass  market 
paperback  distribution.  A  Montana  Books  reprint  of 
Aldous  Huxley's  long-forgotten  The  Art  of  Seeing  sold 
a  thousand  copies  a  week  in  its  first  weeks  after  publi- 
cation. 

Aside  from  these  signs  of  new  acceptance  and 
success,  the  eclectic  and  scattered  small  presses  are 
united  by  active  trade  organizations  and  by  some  new 
versions  of  old  publishing  practices. 

One  of  these,  the  Small  Press  Book  Club,  now  op- 
erated by  Dustbooks  (see  below),  offers  the  chance  to 
sample  small  press  work  via  its  bimonthly  "Selection- 
ist." At  least  75  titles  a  year  are  presented.  To  be  a 
member  you  need  only  buy  one  book  every  six 
months.

Bill  Henderson,  of  Publish-It-Yourself  Handbook 
fame,  along  with  his  staff  of  celebrity  editors,  is  now 
preparing  the  third  edition  of  The  Pushcart  Prize,  an 
annual  collection  of  outstanding  small  press  work. 
Their  choices  are,  as  Henderson  puts  it,  "  'a'  best  and 
in  no  case  'the'  best."  The  selections  really  are  excel- 
lent, and  this  is  another  good  sampler,  as  well  as  an 
ongoing  record,  of  small  press  activity. 

But  the  single  most  important  positive  force  in  the 
small  press  world  is  its  trade  organizations,  of  which 
COSMEP  (Committee  of  Small  Magazine  Editors  and 
Publishers)  is  the  biggest.  COSMEP  was  formed  in 
1968  at  a  gathering  in  Berkeley  of  80  small  press  activ- 
ists. Its  1977  membership  is  1200.  The  organization 
sponsors  several  spread-the-word  projects,  including 
small  press  racks  for  libraries,  a  distribution  van,  and 
the  donation  of  books  and  magazines  to  prisons,  but  its 
greatest  worth  is  as  a  support  group  and  educational 
center. 

The  latter  functions  are  performed  through  the 
COSMEP  Newsletter  and  a  set  of  pamphlets  on  the 
mysteries  of  the  publishing  arts.  The  newsletter  pro- 
vides small  press  news  notes,  news  of  members,  infor- 
mation on  grants  and  book  fairs,  tip-offs  on  bad  debt- 
ors, and  a  forum  for  members  to  take  issue  with  each 
other.  It  is  a  valuable  resource  for  anyone  interested  in 
publishing  and  is  available  for  the  $25  annual  member- 
ship fee  to  publishing  members  and  nonpublishing  as- 
sociate members. 

Other  organizations  of  importance  to  the  small 


presses  include  Literary  Publishers  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, Poets  and  Writers  Inc.,  and  the  Coordinating 
Council  of  Literary  Magazines.

Almost  all  small  presses  face  the  same  problems. 
Categorically,  these  are  "That's  Life,"  Distribution, 
and  Marketing. 

"That's  Life"  means  simply  that  small  presses  al- 
most always  have  too  little  money,  too  little  time  and 
energy,  and  too  little  staff  to  do  all  that  they'd  like  to 
or  even  to  attend  fully  to  very  detail  of  on-going  pro- 
jects. Then  there  is  always  that  shiftless  Uncle  Har- 
vey, the  U.S.  Postal  Service.  Virtually  every  gathering 
of  small  press  publishers  and  every  other  COSMEP 
newsletter  includes  frustrated  grumblings  about  the 
problems  of  dealing  with  the  postal  service. 

Distribution  is  a  tough  nut  to  crack,  and  a  good 
deal  of  small  press  energy  is  presently  being  invested 
in  coping  with  it.  There  are  several  solutions  to  the 
problem,  each  one  generally  taking  about  a  50  percent 
slice  of  the  cover  price  for  its  efforts.  Most  notable 
are:  Bookpeople,  the  pre-eminent  small  press  distrib- 
utor; the  COSMEP  Distribution  Van  touring  the  East 
and  South;  specialists  like  Women  in  Distribution. 
Inc.,  a  distributor  of  feminist  materials,  and  Open 
Space,  a  co-op  distributor  for  seven  spiritual  publish- 
ers; regional  outlets  like  Bookhouse  Northwest  in  Ore- 
gon and  The  Distributors  in  Indiana;  and  big  publish- 
ers like  Random  House  distributing  for  various  small 
presses.  As  yet  there  is  no  small  press  equivalent  to 
Baker  and  Taylor  to  coordinate  library  ordering  of 
small  press  materials,  but  such  a  service  could  greatly 
benefit  both  the  small  presses  and  the  libraries,  which 
are  one  of  the  principal  small  press  markets. 

Marketing  in  general,  of  which  distribution  is  just 
one  aspect,  is  the  hardest  problem  for  small  press  pub- 
lishers. They  are  hampered,  as  usual,  by  the  lack  of 
money  for  big  advertising  and  promotion  budgets.  But 
even  more  important  is  the  need  for  serious  review  at- 1 
tention.  Reviews  are  by  far  the  most  important  aspect! 
of  the  national  marketing  process,  carrying  morel 
weight  with  librarians  and  booksellers  than  any  other 
form  of  publicity.  For  the  small  presses,  half  the  prob- 
lem of  selling  will  be  solved  when  the  major  review 
media  publish  more  reviews  of  their  work. 

The  corollary  to  this  is  that,  with  the  enormous 
glut  of  titles  now  produced  each  year,  no  book,  even  a 
bestseller,  sells  automatically.  The  small  publishers 
have  realized,  somewhat  reluctantly,  that  they  must 
advertise,  promote,  use  gimmicks,  hand  out  free  cop- 
ies, and  hound  the  bookstores  and  libraries  in  order  to 
keep  doing  the  work  they  love.

Future  trends 

6The  secret  for  me  seems  to  have  been  to  wait  it  out.  And 
waiting  anything  out  in  the  small  presses,  as  I've  noted,  is 
not  an  easy  thing.  5 — Len  Fulton6 

In  the  future,  we  can  expect  certain  developments 
in  the  small  press  movement  to  occur  as  a  result  of 
increased  recognition  and  seriousness.  The  small 
presses  have  come  to  occupy  an  apparently  permanent 
corner  of  the  publishing  world.  There  will  probably  al- 
ways be  a  need  for  the  kind  of  publishing  that  only 
small  presses  can  do.  As  small  publishers  stay  in  busi- 
ness year  after  year,  they  will  likely  need  to  concede 
more  to  the  business  end  of  their  craft  and  find  ways  to 
support  themselves  and  the  staffs  necessary  to  cope 
with  all  the  work. 

One  trend  already  developing  is  the  same  ap- 
proach that  Alan  Swallow  took  by  adding  titles  of  re- 
gional appeal  to  his  list  of  fiction  and  poetry.  Many 
small  presses  are  talking  about  balancing  their  literary 
or  message  titles  with  reference  books,  pulp  literature, 
calendars,  cookbooks,  and  greeting  cards. 

In  time  there  may  be  a  number  of  mergers.  Dust- 
books,  for  example,  could  merge  with  Bookswest  to 
further  solidify  the  small  press  access  media.  This  has 
already  happened  in  magazine  publishing,  when  Alter- 
natives, Communitas ,  and  Communitarian  joined 
forces  to  become  Communities. 

Small  press  ordering  agencies  will  probably  devel- 
op to  better  serve  the  important  library  market.  A  new 
library  subscription  agency  might  specialize  in  little 
magazines  and  alternative  periodicals.  And  a  small 
press  library  wholesaler  could  help  solve  the  problems 
of  ordering  from  numerous,  farflung  presses. 

Finally,  more  cooperative  efforts  can  be  ex- 
pected. There  will  undoubtedly  be  more  regional  distri- 
bution vans,  each  carrying  titles  from  a  large  number 
of  publishers.  And  it  is  likely  that  more  publishers  in 
the  same  subject  areas  will  get  together  to  distribute, 
with  several  presses  distributing  from  a  single  outlet. 
Expensive  full-page  ads  and  comprehensive  catalogs 
may  be  done  cooperatively.  Traveling  sales  represen- 
tatives may  begin  to  circulate  on  behalf  of  a  number  of 
small  presses. 

The  small  presses  have  come  to  stay.  They  will 
continue  to  present  literary  work  that  is  worthy  or  ex-

perimental  and  nonfiction  that  is  useful  and  timely.  Li- 
brarians can  expect  to  hear  more  from  these  publish- 
ers. 

Keeping  track  of  small  presses 

The  R.  R.  Bowker  Co.  of  the  small  press  world  is 
Dustbooks  (P.O.  Box  1056,  Paradise,  Calif.  95969), 
headed  by  Len  Fulton.  Dustbooks,  besides  publishing 
a  growing  list  of  fiction  and  poetry,  maintains  several 
important  small  press  reference  publications: 

Small  Press  Review  ($13.50/year)  offers  primarily 
reviews  of  fiction  and  poetry,  as  well  as  columns  on 
small  press  news  and  history.  It  is  a  good  monthly  up- 
date. 

The  International  Directory  of  Little  Magazines 
and  Small  Presses  ($8.95)  is  an  extremely  valuable  on- 
going record  of  the  small  presses,  what  they  are  doing 
and  where  they  are. 

Small  Press  Record  of  Books  in  Print  ($8.95)  and 
Directory  of  Small  Magazine/Press  Editors  and  Pub- 
lishers ($6.95)  are  useful  supplementary  reference 
tools. 

Other  small  press  access  tools  include  a  monthly 
trade  journal,  a  bibliographic  publication,  and  an  in- 
dex. 

Bookswest  (3757  Wilshire  Blvd.,  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.  90010,  $15/12  issues)  is  a  slick-format,  well  de- 
signed trade  magazine.  It  covers  the  small  press,  mass 
market  paperback,  and  Western  publishing  scenes  for 
an  audience  of  librarians  and  booksellers. 

Guide  to  Alternative  Periodicals  (Sunspark  Press, 
Box  91,  Greenleaf,  Ore.  97445,  $3)  has  just  published 
its  second  edition,  with  complete  bibliographic  infor- 
mation on  over  670  periodicals.  Entries  include  name, 
address,  price  and  description  for  periodicals  on  social 
change,  spirituality,  natural  healing,  environment,  nu- 
trition, and  more. 

The  New  Periodicals  Index  (The  Mediaworks 
Ltd.,  Box  4494,  Boulder,  Colo.  80306,  $25/year)  is  a 
semiannual,  subject-author  index  to  all  articles  and 
other  material  in  67  alternative  and  new  age  period- 
icals. The  first  issue,  covering  periodicals  dated  Janu- 
ary-June 1977,  contains  over  15,500  entries. 
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The  International  Federation  of  Library  Associations 
and  Institutions  celebrates  its  anniversary  in  Brussels 


BRUSSELS— Bustling  "Gateway  to 
Europe":  headquarters  of  the  Euro- 
pean Economic  Community  and  a  mul- 
titude of  monetary  and  multinational 
organizations;  famed  for  its  gold-faced 
Guild  Houses  in  the  Grand'Place  and 
the  gold-boxed  sweets  from  Godiva, 
chocolatier  extraordinaire:  a  city  justly 
renowned  for  its  historical  and  cultural 
attractions,  high  standard  of  living,  out- 
standing cuisine,  and  outrageous 
prices.  Amid  this  golden  aura  of  af- 
fluence, the  International  Federation  of 
Library  Associations  and  Institutions 
celebrated  its  Golden  Anniversary, 
with  1,690  participants  from  108  coun- 
tries joining  in  the  festivities  from  5-10 
September. 

IFLA's  50th  was  a  luminous  cele- 
bration, with  a  star-studded  cast  at  the 
opening  ceremony  (the  most  "famous 
people  we  have  ever  had,"  according 
to  I  FLA  Secretary-General  Margreet 
Wijnstroom);  presidents,  authors,  pub- 
lishers, and  upper  echelon  librarians  at 
the  six  special  "theme"  meetings  of  the 
week;  a  Night  at  the  Opera  to  enjoy 
Maurice  Bejart's  Twentieth  Century 
Ballet;  a  Brueghelian  Night  on  the  town 
with  street  singers,  bands,  dancers, 
jugglers,  etc.;  embassy  entertainments 
for  visiting  nationals  (the  gala  U.S.  re- 
ception— "the  largest  party  since  the 
Fourth  of  July" — held  at  the  splendid 
residence  of  American  Ambassador 
Anne  Cox  Chambers);  and  among  the 
many  honors  and  awards  presented 
during  the  week,  the  bestowing  of 
knighthoods  and  other  royal  orders  on 
ten  librarians  by  His  Majesty  King 
Baudouin. 

Celebrating  the  theme  of  "Librar- 
ies for  All:  One  World  of  Information, 
Culture,  and  Learning,"  IFLA's  World 
Congress  of  Librarians  officially 
opened  at  the  resplendent  Palais  des 
Beaux-Arts,  with  an  equally  resplen- 
dent array  of  speakers.  Belgian  Prime 
Minister  Leo  Tindemans,  in  welcoming 
the  assemblage,  affirmed  the  "feeling 


of  well-being"  of  the  Belgian  people, 
and  noted  their  continuing  efforts  to- 
ward international  cooperation  and 
world  peace.  Extraterrestrial  thoughts 
of  peace  on  Earth  were  brought  from 
outer  space  by  Soviet  Cosmonaut  An- 
drian  Nikolayev.  Substituting  for  his 
wife  Valentina  Tereshkova — Pilot  Cos- 
monaut and  the  first  woman  in  space — 
who  was  unable  to  attend,  as  originally 
scheduled,  because  of  illness,  Niko- 
layev was  an  engaging  and  impressive 
speaker.  Paying  tribute  to  the  world  of 
books,  Nikolayev  said  that  the  master- 
ing of  space  as  well  as  of  the  world's 
problems  would  be  "unthinkable" 
without  books  and  libraries. 

Declaring  that  his  task  was  to  speak 
for  the  "community  of  historians," 
U.S.  Librarian  of  Congress  Daniel 
Boorstin  presented  his  "handmaidens- 
of-historians"  view  of  librarians.  They 
"have  kept  house  for  us,"  Boorstin 
said,  doing  the  things  historians  can't 
do  for  themselves.  He  went  on  to  dis- 
cuss the  "displacive  fallacy"  (new 
technology  displaces  the  old),  an  idea 
he  first  presented  to  American  librari- 
ans at  another  anniversary  celebra- 
tion— ALA's  Centennial  Conference  in 
Chicago  last  year.  The  rule  of  history, 
said  Boorstin,  is  that  new  technology 
transforms  not  displaces  and  that  each 
new  technology  produces  new  records 
and  its  own  residue.  The  librarian,  de- 
clared Boorstin,  has  the  responsibility 
to  save  us  from  the  displacive  fallacy, 
to  be  a  "mediator  among  the  media." 
He  called  upon  librarians  to  "love  the 
book"  but  not  be  bookish,  to  serve  as 
"the  public  accountants  of  our  in- 
tellectual life,"  and  as  "deprovinciali- 
zers"  to  make  us  "citizens  of  the  whole 
indivisible  world." 

The  multi-talented  C.  Northcote 
Parkinson,  billed  on  the  conference 
program  as  an  economist,  university 
professor,  novelist,  and  playwright, 
chose  not  to  wear  any  of  those  hats,  but 
to  speak  as  another  historian,  declaring 


that  history  is  the  "central  area"  of 
study,  all  other  areas  being  "ancil- 
lary." In  the  body  politic,  he  said,  the 
library  is  the  country's  memory.  He 
compared  a  country  without  libraries  to 
a  "neglected  garden"  which  doesn't 
produce  a  void  but  a  tangle  of  under- 
growth. Ignorance,  he  declared,  "is  not 
totally  blank,  but  a  mass  of  misinforma- 
tion." Famous  as  a  propounder  of 
Laws,  Parkinson  offered  a  new  one  at 
this  point:  "Nonsense  expands  so  as  to 
fill  the  space  available."  As  for  a 
knowledge  of  history,  the  study  of  the 
remote  past,  he  declared,  "frees  us 
from  the  tyranny  of  the  more  recent 
past"  and  makes  man  "more  cautious, 
humane  and  eloquent." 

The  second  substitute  speaker  at 
this  session  was  Joyce  Robinson,  direc- 
tor of  the  Jamal  Foundation  in  Jamaica, 
who  was  asked  at  the  very  last  moment 
to  fill  in  for  the  Zambian  Minister  of 
State.  The  vivacious  Ms.  Robinson 
gave  an  enthusiastic  talk  on  outreach 
services  and  low-level  readers.  "The 
brightest  star  in  library  history,"  she 
declared,  is  the  effort  of  librarians  who 
have  gone  out  to  inspire  people  to 
read.  She  pointed  out  that  there  are  still 
millions  of  people  outside  the  touch  of 
libraries  and  that  the  low-level  reader  is 
not  just  a  Third  World  problem  but  rep- 
resents the  mass  of  civilization.  She 
gave  an  impassioned  plea  to  librarians 
to  find  "the  time,  the  place,  and  the  en- 
ergy" to  bring  books  to  all  people,  not 
just  "all  who  join  the  library." 

Librarians  meet  users 

In  addition  to  the  main  theme  of 
the  conference,  a  sub-theme,  "Librari- 
ans meet  with  their  users  .  .  .  ,"  was 
explored  in  six  special  sessions  cov- 
ering the  book  world;  government,  law 
and  politics;  education  and  learning; 
business,  commerce,  and  industry;  sci- 
ence and  technology:  and  reading  for 
pleasure.  Each  theme  meeting  had  a 
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well-known  keynote  speaker,  three  to 
four  panel  members  who  either  com- 
mented on  the  principal  speaker's  pre- 
sentation or  made  speeches  of  their 
own,  and  finally  an  opportunity  for  re- 
buttal by  the  keynoter.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions,  there  was  little  controversy 
among  the  speakers  and  as  formal  ses- 
sions, no  discussion  from  the  audience. 

Leading  off  this  series,  the  Book 
World  session  featured  C.  P.  Snow  dis- 
cussing the  printed  word  and  the  TV 
revolution — essentially  a  repeat  of  his 
speech  at  the  National  Book  Awards 
presentation  in  New  York  last  spring. 
Lord  Snow's  theory  that  bad  TV  leads 
to  better  reading  habits  was  disputed 
by  Swedish  publisher  and  panelist  Per 
A.  Sjogren  who  claimed  that  Sweden 
has  possibly  the  worst  TV  in  the  world 
but  also  its  share  of  reading  problems. 
People  may  buy  books  based  on  TV 
programs,  Sjogren  said,  but  they  don't 
read  them.  Publishers  still  must  depend 
on  libraries  for  mass  buying.  Libraries 
have  now  become  multicultural  cen- 
ters, he  said,  and  librarians  are  now 
"multicultural  therapists." 

In  the  view  of  another  panel  mem- 
ber, Norwegian  novelist  E.  Haslund, 
the  problems  of  the  modern  book  world 
are  twofold:  developing  countries  lack 
the  means  to  publish  enough  copies  to 
meet  the  demand,  and  developed  coun- 
tries lack  a  seriously  planned  book  pol- 
icy. Deploring  the  fact  that  society 
doesn't  pay  for  use  of  a  writer's  works 
and  that  "TV  swallows  authors  alive." 
he  cited  the  example  of  the  Nordic 
countries  where  the  government  sub- 
sidizes the  writing  and  distribution  of 
belles  lettres.  He  emphasized  that  there 
were  "no  strings  attached"  under  this 
arrangement  and  no  meddling  with  the 
contents  by  the  authorities. 

In  other  theme  meetings  through- 
out the  week,  audiences  heard  the  re- 
marks of  Russian  geologist  V.  V.  Men- 
ner  (read  by  IFLA  Vice  President  Lud- 
milla  Gvishiani)  on  the  role  of  libraries 
in  scientific  and  technical  progress  and 
the  development  of  library  networks  in 
the  U.S.S.R.  to  meet  the  information 
needs  of  the  scientific  community;  and 
in  contrast,  the  view  from  the  Third 
World  by  panelist  Joseph  Soosai  (Ma- 
laysia), who  noted  that  the  policy 
makers  of  Third  World  countries  have 
not  accepted  scientific  information  as  a 
national  resource  and  such  information 
is  developed  in  isolation  from  the  user. 

One  policy  maker  and  head  of 
state  from  the  Third  World  spoke  out 
strongly  at  another  theme  meeting  on 
the  importance  of  libraries  for  econom- 
ic and  social  development  and  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  government  policy  toward 
libraries.  Senegal  President  Leopold 
Sedar  Senghor  declared  that  he  should 
like  to  see  the  establishment  of  libraries 
made  mandatory  in  developing  coun- 
tries; and  he  described  his  plan  to  ex- 
tend library  service  in  a  nationwide  net- 


work. He  projected,  however,  that 
such  expansion — to  all  rural  areas — 
would  probably  not  be  realized  for  an- 
other 50  years. 

"Reading  for  Pleasure,"  the  title 
of  the  final  theme  meeting,  was  held  in 
two  separate  but  simultaneous  ses- 
sions— one  in  French  with  Robert  Es- 
carpit  as  keynote  speaker,  and  the  oth- 
er in  English,  with  Helen  Cresswell. 
The  latter,  attended  by  L7's  reporter, 
was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  more  ani- 
mated sessions  of  the  week.  Ms.  Cress- 
well,  British  author  of  some  70  chil- 
dren's books,  captivated  her  audience 
with  her  delightfully  witty  comments 
and  anecdotes  on  the  joys  of  reading.  A 
"milver" — a  passionate  lover  of  words 
for  their  own  sake — Ms.  Cresswell  de- 
plored the  fact  that  the  riches  of  oral 
tradition  in  every  language  are  threat- 
ened; and  by  personal  example  with 
her  own  children,  advocated  instilling 
at  infancy  the  sound  and  rhythms  of  the 
best  of  one's  native  prose  and  verse. 
She  emphasized  the  danger  of  dividing 
books  into  fact  (worthwhile)  and  fiction 
(waste  of  time)  by  teachers,  contending 
that  fiction  (reading  for  pleasure)  is  the 
more  important.  She  lamented  the  loss 
of  "an  open  imagination  and  a  sense  of 
wonder."  qualities  that  children  start 
out  with,  but  are  lost  in  the  process  of 
growing  up.  And  in  defending  fantasy 
in  writing,  she  declared  that  in  reality 
"imagination  is  the  sole  tool  of  social 
change." 

Describing  herself  as  the  "heavy 
stone  at  the  bottom  of  the  pond,"  pan- 
elist I.  Koefoed.  Danish  author  and  li- 
brary consultant,  took  quite  a  different 
view  of  children's  literature.  She  tack- 
led the  "real  reality."  describing  the 
Scandinavian  trend  to  employ  fantasy 
realistically  to  show  society  as  it  really 
is.  The  new  Scandinavian  literature, 
she  said,  is  a  "looking-glass  that  is  no 
wonderland";  it  consciously  attempts 
to  portray  for  children  the  problems  of 
society— -divorced  parents.  handi- 
capped children,  drugs,  sex  roles,  etc. 
She  opted  for  bringing  children  into  the 
real  world  rather  than  protecting  them 
as  long  as  possible.  It  was  a  lively  ses- 
sion with  a  stimulating  debate  and  ex- 
change of  widely  contrasting  ideas 
among  the  panelists. 

Program  potpourri 

With  the  special  theme  meetings 
filling  major  time  slots  in  the  confer- 
ence week,  the  remainder  of  the  open 
professional  meetings  were  com- 
pressed into  a  tight  time  frame  and  of 
necessity,  were  in  conflict  with  each 
other.  (There  were  140  scheduled  ses- 
sions and  special  events,  some  60  of 
which  were  "on  invitation" — that  is, 
closed  to  the  general  conference  goer.) 
But  there  was  something  for  everyone, 
from  Administrative  and  Art  Libraries 
to    UBC    and    University     Libraries.

ALA  sent  S200  to  de- 
fray the  cost  of  I  FLA  membership  for 
developing  nations  and  the  Tokyo  Diet 
Library  contributed  SI 0.000  for  the 
work  of  the  UBC  office.  Former  IFLA 
President  Gustav  Hofmann  was  made 
an  Honorary  President,  and  Honorary 
Fellowships  went  to  Robert  Vosper 
i  UCLA)  and  Joachim  Wieder  (retired 
director  of  Munich's  Technical  Univer- 
sity Library),  both  former  IFLA  vice 
presidents.  An  IFLA  medal  was  pre- 
sented to  Unesco's  Director-General 
A.  M'Bow.  while  the  International 
Book  Award  for  1977  went  to  Unesco's 
Julian  Behrstock.  Singularly  honored 
were  ten  librarians  who  received  Royal 
Orders  presented  in  a  special  ceremony 
at  the  Belgian  Royal  Palace:  IFLA 
President  Kirkegaard  was  made  a  Com- 
mander in  the  Kroonorde  while  the  title 
of  "Officer''  in  the  Kroonorde  went  to 
Ludmilla  Gvishiani  (U.S.S.R.).

Joseph  Soosai  (Malaysia)  was 
made  a  Knight  {Kroonorde )  and  Corne- 
lius Reedijk  (Netherlands),  a  Com- 
mander in  the  Order  of  Leopold  II. 

Organizational  business 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  ceremo- 
nial Congress,  the  IFLA  Council  held 
its  annual  meeting  to  deal  with  business 
matters.  Two  major  items  on  the 
agenda  were  the  election  of  a  new  Ex- 
ecutive Board  and  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership dues.  And  for  the  first  time  un- 
der the  new  IFLA  structure,  newly  en- 
franchised institutional  members 
(libraries,  library  schools,  library  sys- 
tems, etc. )  were  able  to  exercise  a  vote. 

The  dues  increase  for  associations 
passed  easily,  but  the  increase  for  insti- 
tutional members,  especially  in  devel- 
oping countries,  was  hotly  contested. 
Whether  through  a  lack  of  political  acu- 
men or  a  desire  to  march  to  their  own 
drummers,  the  U.S.  delegates  ap- 
peared to  be  completely  disorganized 


on  this  issue.  Not  only  did  they  vote 
against  each  other,  but  many  ended  up 
supporting  what  was  considered  an  un- 
substantiated increase,  hitting  hardest 
in  the  developing  countries. 

The  U.S.  also  lost  its  representa- 
tion on  the  Executive  Board  by  failing 
to  develop  sufficient  backing — both  in- 
ternationally and  institutionally — for  its 
candidate.  Richard  Dougherty.  U.S. 
representation  on  Divisions  and  Sec- 
tions now  stands  at:  one  Division  chair- 
person. Doralyn  Hickev  i  Bibliographic 
Control),  who  also  serves  as  secretary 
of  the  Cataloging  Section:  two  Section 
chairpersons.  Lucia  Rather  (Catalog- 
ing) and  Frank  Schick  (Statistics):  and 
four  Section  secretaries.  William 
Welsh  (National  Libraries).  Linda  Bee- 
ler  (School  Libraries).  Jane  Flener 
(University  Libraries):  and  D.  Hickev . 

Innocents  abroad 

An  anniversary  conference  is  by 
its  very  nature  atypical  and  one  can 
hardly  expect  to  learn  a  great  deal 
about  the  ■"normal"  or  "Teal"  opera- 
tion of  an  association  at  such  an  affair. 
No  amount  of  ""boning  up"  beforehand 
on  the  structure,  past  history,  and  pres- 
ent activities  of  an  organization  as  com- 
plex as  this  international  body  prepares 
the  observer  for  the  first  ""IFLA  Expe- 
rience." For  newcomers,  there  was 
an  orientation  session,  designed  to  be 
helpful,  but  raising  more  questions  than 
it  answered.  An  IFLA  overview  was 
presented  by  Dorothy  Anderson  on  the 
UBC  Office.  Maurice  Line  on  inter- 
library  lending.  Joseph  Soosai  on  Third 
World  programs,  and  Harry  Campbell 
on  sections  and  divisions.  Margreet 
Wijnstroom  offered  some  practical  ad- 
vice on  conference  survival — "With- 
draw with  your  program,  sort  yourself 
out.  and  then  mingle." 

Since  "'vounger  librarians  and 
first-timers"  had  been  specifically  en- 
couraged to  attend  IFLA  this  year,  we 
mingled  with  a  number  of  newcomers 
to  discover  their  reactions  and  ques- 
tions. Manv  had  come  to  IFLA  be- 
cause they  were  on  the  continent — 
working,  vacationing,  or  going  home 
from  school  in  Britain  and  Wales. 
Most  felt  disoriented:  unable  to  get  a 
clear  sense  of  structure  or  a  glimmer  of 
the  decision-making  processes.  Were 
closed  meetings  always  followed  by 
open  meetings  as  they  had  been  as- 
sured0 Were  new  proposals  viewed 
cautiously  and  guardedly  really  for  fear 
of  duplicating  the  activities  of  other  in- 
ternational bodies?  Would  the  "peren- 
nial panelists" — on  the  program  year 
in.  year  out — ever  give  up  the  floor? 

For  many,  attending  IFLA — espe- 
cially this  year — was  a  chance  of  a  life- 
time, but  a  once  and  only  time.  Few  felt 
that  IFLA  would  encourage  and  ensure 
some  measure  of  continuity  for  their 
participation.  sh

IFLA.  it  is  said,  was  at  one  time 
"'.  .  .  a  gentlemen's  club  of  leading  Eu- 
ropean librarians,  with  its  membership 
open  to  include  one  or  two  distin- 
guished Americans."1  In  a  sense  this  is 
no  longer  so.  It  has  developed  into  a 
professional  association  that  is  increas- 
mglv  a-.suming  the  lead  in  shaping  in- 
ternational bibliographic  policy  and 
standards.  With  its  new  found  maturity 
and  influence,  it  has  opened  its  doors  to 
a  wider  variety  of  participation.  The 
gentlemen,  however,  have  retreated  in- 
to private  (one  would  assume  oak  pan- 
elled) meeting  rooms  leaving  the  audi- 
toria  to  the  would-be  interlopers.  Pow- 
er and  influence  are  still  exercised 
among  consenting  adults  acting  in  pri- 
vate. Now  that  the  general  councils 
have  become  open  fora.  the  sacerdotes 
meet  in  the  sanctuary  of  conclaves 
such  as  the  Group  of  National  Librari- 
ans. The  newlv  enfranchised  plebians 
are.  nonetheless,  welcomed  at  the 
threshold,  and  great  attention  is  paid  to 
their  comfort.  A  dazzling  cultural  cir- 
cus is  provided  for  their  edification  and 
amusement  complete  with  simulta- 
neous translation  of  the  various  acts. 

To  one  whose  conceptions  of  the 
conduct  of  a  professional  association 
meeting  have  been  formed  by  Ameri- 
can Library  Association  conferences 
(as  they  have  been  conducted  since  the 
advent  of  the  open  door  policy  of  1972), 
an  IFLA  meeting  is  a  curious  happen- 
ing. The  50th  World  Congress — Brus- 
sels. 1977  is  particularlv  so.  At  registra- 
tion, one  is  handed  an  elegant  carrying 
bag  laden  with  glossy  brochures,  and 
maps  of  nearbv  cities.  The  Belgian  gov- 
ernment very  generously  provides  a 
pass  granting  half-fare  privileges  on 
Belgian  trains:  curiously,  the  pass  is 
only  valid  during  the  conference.  In- 
cluded in  the  registration  kit  is.  of 
course,  a  conference  program. 

After  one  masters  the  intricate 
cross  reference  structure,  and  cryptic 
notations  of  the  program,  he  finds  that 
the  vast  majority  of  meetings  that 
would   appear  to   be   substantive  are

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closed,  or  by  invitation.  One  quickly 
Discovers  that  he  is  permitted  access  to 
i^wo  basic  types  of  meetings:  1)  "theme 
^neetings"  and  2)  "open  section  meet- 
ings." Each  of  these  meetings,  it  is 
bund,  involves  a  sophisticated  form  of 
heater.  The  former  may  be  likened  to 
star-studded  gospel  sessions.  Inter- 
national celebrities  (a  Russian  cosmo- 
naut, world  renowned  authors,  heads 
jf  state,  etc.)  deliver  inspirational  ser- 
mons on  the  value  of  reading,  the  print- 
fid  word,  libraries,  etc.  The  latter, 
"open  meetings."  are  even  more  care- 
fully choreographed  productions.  They 
constitute  reports  on  the  work  that  has 
been  done  behind  very  closed  doors. 
Upon  a  well  lit  theater  stage  sit  the  ar- 
chitects of  decisions  ranging  from  the 
sublime  to  the  inane  to  the  calamitous. 
The  audience,  for  the  most  part  igno- 
rant of  the  deliberations  that  went  into 
the  decisions  being  reported,  is  per- 
mitted the  opportunity  to  offer  feeble 
comment,  which  is  adroitly  fielded  by 
the  performers  on  stage.  Debate,  if 
there  is  any.  is  polite  and  deferential. 

With  curiosity  piqued,  one  begins 
to  inquire  after  the  constitution  of  these 
groups  of  experts,  and  determines  that 
they  are  appointed  by  the  standing 
committees  of  their  respective  sec- 
tions. (There  are  sections  on  catalog- 
ing, serial  publications,  mechanization, 
library  buildings  and  equipment,  etc.). 
One  then  begins  to  inquire  in  cafes 
about  the  constitution  of  the  standing 
committees.  The  answer  is  that  they 
are  elected  from  among  the  nominees 
submitted  by  the  institutions  and  asso- 
ciations holding  membership  in  the  IF- 
LA.  One  then  inquires,  how  many 
nominations  are  required,  and  how 
many  nominees  are  permitted?  The  an- 
swer to  this  particular  question  might 
as  well  be  in  Tralfamadorian ,  as  it 
seems  completely  devoid  of  terrestrial 
logic.  In  simple  terms:  three  nomi- 
nations are  required,  but  fewer  are  ac- 
ceptable, if  there  aren't  enough  nomi- 
nees; an  arbitrary  number  of  members 
are  permitted  on  the  standing  com- 
mittees, provided  the  number  does  not 
become  excessive.  One  suspects  that 
there  is  an  official  policy,  but  one  can- 
not seem  to  discover  it. 

As  the  week  wears  on.  one  hears 
rumors  of  decisions  reached,  and  a  mo- 
notonous litany  of  the  same  names  as- 
sociated with  these  exploits.  One  natu- 
rally becomes  curious  about  just  how 
their  credentials  were  established.  One 
begins  to  discover  some  simple  com- 
mon threads:  a  fortuitous  association 
with  national  bibliographic  agencies,  or 
the  international  UBC  Office. 

The  latter  is  a  most  curious  agen- 
cy. It  is  a  creature  of  the  IFLA.  yet  it 
receives  independent  funding.  It  pos- 
sesses a  steering  committee,  and  an  ad- 
visory board,  presumably  to  direct  its 
activities,  yet  one  cannot  discover  how 
they  are  appointed  or  to  whom  they  are 


responsible.     It     regularly     publishes 
documents  that  tantalizingly  make  lib- 
eral use  of  the  work  standard,  yet  its 
director  declaims  that  it  ".  .  .is  not  an 
international    standardizing    organiza- 
tion .  .  ."2  She  resolves  this  apparent 
contradiction  by  noting: 
The  IFLA  UBC  Office  is  careful  to  make 
this   distinction   in   its   publications   and 
none   of  the   ISBD  texts,  for  example, 
makes  use  of  the  word  "standard"  or  in 
IFLA  circles  are  referred  to  as  such:  they 
are     "international     standard     descrip- 
tions," manuals  for  establishing  "stand- 
ard practices."  This  appears  to  be  a  sub- 
tlety  which   has   escaped   the   notice   of 
some  critics  of  IFLA  .  .  ."3 

Seen  in  this  light  one  has  no  re- 
course but  to  admit  sheepishly  a  lack  of 
command  of  his  own  native  language. 
One,  nonetheless,  remains  concerned 
over  the  constitution  of  groups  such  as 
the  UBC  Steering  Committee,  and  the 
UBC  Advisory  Board.  Even  granting 
the  tenuous  relation  with  international 
standardizing  activities  propounded  by 
Ms.  Anderson,  one  feels  that  such 
groups  might  have  enormous  influence 
on  the  course  of  cataloging  policy  and 
standards  and  the  nature  of  library 
service.  One  should,  therefore,  be  ex- 
tremely concerned  with  the  warrant 
granted  such  groups,  and  the  UBC  of- 
fice; how  it  is  granted;  and  how  it  is  ex- 
ercised. Answers  to  these  questions  are 
by  no  means  easy  to  discover. 

Expression  of  consternation  ut- 
tered to  colleagues  (everyone  at  IFLA 
is  granted  the  honorary  title  of  col- 
league) who  have  more  experience  with 
august  international  convocations  gen- 
erally elicit  the  sympathetic  reply  that 
one  should  not  expect  to  equate  IFLA 
and  ALA.  The  former,  it  is  explained, 
is  based  on  institutional  membership, 
while  the  latter  on  personal  member- 
ship. To  one  attending  IFLA  as  the 
ALA  delegate  to  the  Mechanization 
Section,  the  logic  in  this  observation  is 
somewhat  elusive.  Moreover,  one  is 
periodically  reminded  that  since  we  are 
all  engaged  in  a  great  adventure  that 
will  further  international  cooperation, 
can  we  cavil  with  the  fundamental  pre- 
cepts of  UBC.  and  other  worthy  work 
being  done  by  the  IFLA?  Indeed,  might 
one  be  so  callow  as  to  gainsay  the  value 
of  fertilizer  to  arable  land,  or  to  doubt 
the  benefit  of  a  lush  yield?  One  does 
wonder,  however,  how  particular  seg- 
ments of  fallow  land  were  selected  for 
enrichment,  and  how  the  nutritive  val- 
ue of  the  crop  was  determined. 

After  a  very  short  time,  one  be- 
comes acutely  aware  that  the  United 
States  possesses  perhaps  the  most 
highly  developed  bibliographic  service 
in  the  western  world.  One  therefore  be- 
comes naturally  very  suspicious  of  pro- 
posals that  may  endanger  the  quality  of 
that  service.  Hence,  even  at  trie  risk  of 
being  accused  of  isolationalism.  one,  of 
necessity,  feels  that  the  burden  of  proof 


must  lie  with  the  advocates  of  propos- 
als whose  principal  justification  is  the 
furtherance  of  international  coopera- 
tion. The  United  States,  just  as  all  oth- 
er developed  countries,  surely  has  a 
moral  obligation  to  participate  in  the 
enhancement  of  bibliographic  control; 
simultaneously,  it  can  by  no  means 
hope  to  assume  the  burden  of  the  bibli- 
ographic control  of  all  the  world's  liter- 
ature collected  by  its  libraries;  but  it 
should  not  accede  to  these  necessities 
at  the  expense  of  the  quality  of  the  bib- 
liographic control  it  has  developed. 

In  order  to  avoid  bibliographic  so- 
lipsism, the  United  States  library  com- 
munity must  take  an  active  part  in  the 
proceedings  of  organizations  such  as 
IFLA.  In  order  to  avoid  compromising 
the  level  of  bibliographic  control  al- 
ready achieved,  the  U.S.,  through  its 
professional  library  associations,  must 
become  more  active  in  the  councils 
shaping  bibliographic  policy  and  stand- 
ards. The  U.S.  must  make  its  voice  and 
expertise  felt  in  international  fora.  The 
American  Library  Association  seems 
one  of  the  natural  vehicles  to  effect 
this.  It  must  first  learn  how  inter- 
national associations  function,  and  de- 
termine ways  to  optimize  the  effect  of 
its  limited  resources.  The  RTSD  at  the 
initiative  of  its  past  president  formed. 
in  1976,  a  committee  to  effect  just  this; 
however,  a  greater  degree  of  coordina- 
tion among  the  U.S.  institutions  and  as- 
sociations represented  at  organizations 
such  as  IFLA  and  ISO  must  be  encour- 
aged. The  U.S.  delegation  in  Brussels 
seemed  to  be  the  least  well  organized  of 
those  of  any  developed  country. 

It  would  be  most  unfortunate  if  the 
U.S..  which  has  so  much  to  offer  to  the 
furtherance  of  bibliographic  control 
and  international  cooperation,  and  si- 
multaneously so  much  to  lose,  lets  it- 
self be  carried  along  by  international 
developments,  and  simply  adopts  a 
posture  of  reacting  to  events.  There  is 
indeed  a  broad  ocean  separating  us 
from  our  European  colleagues;  how- 
ever, the  literature  which  it  is  our  re- 
sponsibility to  control  does  not  recog- 
nize such  fortuitous  boundaries. 
Clearly  then,  we  as  librarians  should 
not  be  dismayed  by  this  very  barrier, 
nor  should  we  abdicate  our  responsibil- 
ity to  overreach  it.  By  inaction  we  will 
delegate  responsibility  for  the  shaping 
of  bibliographic  control  to  those  who 
would  claim  it  by  appending  "inter- 
national" to  their  corporate  name.

This  volume  includes  data  for  285  map 
collections  located  in  46  nations.  It  is 
arranged  alphabetically  by  nation  and 
contains  16  possible  categories  of  infor- 
mation for  each  collection,  e.g.  name, 
address,  reference  services,  exchange 
policies,  etc.  Entries  are  in  English. 
Nations  covered  by  their  own  national 
directories  of  map  libraries  (U.S., 
G.B.,  W.  Germany,  Canada)  are  only 
represented  by  selected  entries. 

There  are  two  basic  problems  with 
this  directory.  First,  only  46  nations  (of 
the  150+  in  the  world)  are  included  and 
the  selected  entries  alone  for  the  four 
nations  listed  above  comprise  40  per- 
cent of  all  entries.  Secondly,  access  is 
difficult  inasmuch  as  there  is  neither  a 
contents  nor  an  index.  Furthermore, 
numerous  inconsistencies  in  format 
and  arrangement  compromise  its  use- 
fulness for  an  international  audience. 
Despite  these  limitations,  this  is  the  on- 
ly comprehensive  international  direc- 
tory of  map  collections  and  Ristow, 
chief  of  the  Geography  and  Map  Divi- 
sion of  the  Library  of  Congress,  should 
be  congratulated  for  this  significant, 
though    flawed,    contribution. — alan

This  is  the  proceedings  of  a  day-long 
session  held  during  the  1976  ALA  An- 
nual Convention.  Although  the  plan- 
ning for  the  session  must  have  preced- 
ed the  controversy  over  charging  for 
on-line  searching,  there  is  much  to  feed 
that  controversy  in  the  papers  present- 
ed. They  amply  document  our  schizo- 
phrenia. Survey  question:  Should  li- 
braries charge  for  on-line  searches? 
Answer:  No.  Survey  question:  Does 
your  library  charge?  Answer:  Yes.  Part 
I  of  the  proceedings,  "Where  We 
Are,"  summarizes  the  results  of  three 
surveys  of  the  impact  of  and  attitudes 
toward  on-line  bibliographic  retrieval. 
Impact:  the  inability  to  supply  rapidly 


the  documents  identified  so  rapidly  on- 
line. Attitude:  the  image  of  the  user  in 
the  stacks  with  a  razor  getting  full  value 
for  the  price  paid  for  the  on-line  search. 
Part  II,  "Where  We're  Going,"  as- 
sumes that  we  are  going  to  on-line  re- 
trieval and  consists  of  papers  on  how  to 
do  it.  For  example,  how  to  evaluate 
data  bases,  how  to  train  staff,  how  to 
educate  library  users,  how  to  publicize 
the  new  service.  And  finally,  how  to 
charge  for  this  custom  service:  "A 
sound  overall  strategy  for  calculating, 
communicating,  and  collecting  charges 
is  to  keep  everything  as  simple  as  pos- 
sible." 

The  papers  are,  for  the  most  part, 
very  readable,  the  survey  results  very 
interesting  and  informative,  the  how- 
to-do-it  papers  very  practical,  and  if 
Atherton  is  right  "on-line  service  may 
only  be  for  the  people  who  can  pay 
today,  but  all  that  is  going  to  change  in 
the  next  two  to  five  years,"  so  we  had 
better  begin  to  prepare  ourselves  for 
the     change. — joan     k.     Marshall,

The  purpose  of  this  brief  "instructional 
package"  is  to  provide  a  perspective 
(more  like  a  blueprint)  for  upward-mo- 
bile library  managers,  the  future  lead- 
ers of  the  library  world.  To  accomplish 
this  goal  the  authors  have  synthesized 
successful  combinations  of  ideas  from 
other  minds  and  disciplines  and  in- 
tegrated them  with  their  own  very  per- 
sonal pragmatic  concepts.  They  focus 
their  expertise  on  four  areas:  the  nature 
of  the  necessary  skills  required  by  the 
library  manager  position;  the  nature  of 
the  necessary  skills  required  by  the  li- 
brary manager;  the  forces  contributing 
to  the  uncertainty  in  the  environment  in 
which  library  managers  must  work;  and 
the  process  of  directorship  by  objec- 
tives. What  emerges  is  a  succinct  adap- 
tation of  management  material  which 
should  be  all  too  familiar  to  any  but  the 
most  inept  practitioner. 

The  value  of  the  book  lies  in  the 
fact  that  it  presents  with  humor,  in 
clear  and  lucid  language,  a  guide  to  the 
problems  aspiring  library  administra- 
tors will  face,  perhaps  even  dis- 
couraging   some    from    seeking    "the 


summit."  In  the  "proper"  hands,  this 
text  (with  chapters  such  as:  I  Wanna 
Be  a  Director;  Roller  Skating  in  a  Buf- 
falo Herd;  Enter  Just  Another  Pretty 
Face;  Enter  the  Breadwinner; 
Wouldn't  You  Really  Rather  Have  a 
Buick;  and  Hanging  in  There)  could 
easily  become  the  library  profession's 
How  To  Succeed  in  Business  Without

They're  all  made  of  stone  and  are  all 
deteriorating.  To  halt  this  erosion,  the  Na- 
tional Bureau  of  Standards  (for  the  National 
Parks  Service)  has  conducted  a  study  of 
preservation  materials.

Reprint.  Kraus  has  reprinted 
Earth,  a  full-size  reproduction  of  the 
magazine  which  lived  and  died  between 
1930  and  1932  in  Illinois  and  Oregon 
and  is  remembered  for  publishing  the 
first  of  James  T.  FarrelPs  works  in 
1930.  However,  the  primary  interest  of 
the  reprint  is  not  so  much  the  magazine 
as  the  introductory  material  (36  pages) 
which  traces  the  development  of  a  little 
magazine  in  the  1930s  by  its  editor  Jo- 
seph Niver;  and  about  20  pages  of  cor- 
respondence between  Niver,  A.  F. 
Quest,  Roman  Rolland,  and  Leo  Tol- 
stoy. The  remainder  of  the  347-page 
volume,  including  an  excellent  person- 
al name  index,  is  the  magazine  itself, 
which  in  retrospect  is  of  more  interest 
as  a  mirror  of  the  times  than  for  any 
particular  content.  A  worthy  addition 
for  large  research  libraries,  even 
though  at  $45  it  is  overpriced.  Avail- 
able from  Kraus,  i.e.,  Kto  Press.

Looking  for  a  newsletter  by  sub- 
ject or  by  title?  A  key  to  some  1500 
newsletters  is  The  Newsletter  Year- 
book Directory,  a  177-page  offset  pa- 
perback at  $25  from  the  Newsletter 
Clearinghouse,  P.O.  Box  311,  Rhine- 
beck,  N.Y.  12572.  Newsletters  are  ar- 
ranged under  77  subject  headings,  with 
an  index  by  title.  Each  entry  gives  the 
title,  address,  phone  number,  name  of 
the  publisher,  price,  and  frequency.  No 
annotations,  but  a  numbering  system  or 
code  gives  vital  data  about  each  title. 
There  is  a  less  useful  geographical  by 
state  index  and  odds  and  ends  about 
the  publication  of  newsletters.  Accord- 
ing to  the  publisher,  the  last  directory 
of  this  type  came  out  in  1972.  Still, 
many  of  the  newsletters  are  in  the  fre- 
quently revised  Standard  Periodical 
Directory.  The  Newsletter  Yearbook 
has  the  advantage  of  being  limited  only 
to  newsletters.  Also,  it  includes  hard  to 
find  titles.  A  good  backup,  then,  for  the 
Directory . 

A  note  on  a  major  revision  of  a  ma- 
jor periodical's  reference  aid:  Period- 
ical Title  Abbreviations.  2nd  ed.  (De- 
troit: Gale  Research  Co.,  1977.  436p. 
$32).  This  lists  alphabetically,  letter  by 
letter,  20,000  entries,  double  the  num- 
ber in  the  first  1969  edition  by  Ed  Wall. 
Each  entry  has  the  abbreviation  as 
found  in  a  source,  followed  by  the  full 
title  of  the  periodical.  According  to  Le- 
land  G.  Alkire  and  Margaret  E. 
Schultz,  who  edited  this  volume, 
sources  of  abbreviations  come  primari- 
ly from  basic  indexes.  Even  with  this 
aid,  it  still  isn't  all  that  clear  what  an 
abbreviation  might  mean.  For  example, 


would  you  believe  there  are  nine  "AA" 
abbreviations  for  as  many  titles,  and  at 
the  other  end  of  the  alphabet  six  for 
"Z"  alone.  From  A  to  Z  this  is  a  re- 
quired item  at  reference  desks,  and  one 
which  should  be  advertised  or  other- 
wise noted  around  the  periodical  col- 
lection. I  wonder  just  how  many  stu- 
dents, including  teachers,  even  know  it 
exists. — BK

Contributors  are 
both  well  known  and  beginners.  Among 
the  former:  Doug  Blazek,  Russell  Ed- 
son,  Carolyn  Stoloff,  David  Ignatow, 
and  Susan  Fromberg  Schaeffer.  Spe- 
cializes in  long  poems,  parts  of  novels, 
and  prose  poems.  An  impressive  little, 
in  terms  of  quantity  as  well  as  qual- 
ity.—BK

Right  off:  this  is  widely  advertised,  and 
it  is  not  recommended.  The  idea  is  to 
capture  the  words  of  about  100  famous 
newspaper  and  radio  columnists.  This 
is  done  in  two  ways:  first,  a  48-page 
printed  monthly  which  dutifully  re- 
prints the  columns  under  five  or  six 
subject  headings;  second,  and  more 
ambitious,  an  accompanying  micro- 
form which  includes  about  1200  col- 
umns a  month,  including  the  60  or  so  in 
the  printed  magazine. 

How  do  you  get  at  the  material?  In 
each  issue  there  is  a  detailed  subject  in- 
dex, which  includes  short  abstracts  for 
many  items  and  which  refers  the  reader 
either  to  the  printed  version  or  to  that 
month's  microform.  There's  also  an- 
other index  approach  via  the  name  of 
the  columnist  which  lists  by  date,  not 
subject,  the  golden  words  and  repeats 
the  reference  to  the  microform.  The  in- 
dexing takes  a  bit  of  getting  used  to, 
particularly  as  there  are  almost  as 
many  abbreviations  as  in  the  Science 
Citation  Index.  A  less  than  imaginative 
planner  has  turned  an  otherwise  simple 
indexing  problem  into  a  complex  head- 
ache for  anyone  but  the  dedicated  li- 
brarian. Worse,  there  is  only  one  cu- 


mulation, and  this  comes  in  March.  Al- 
so, most  of  the  references  in  both  forms 
of  the  index  are  to  microform,  not  to 
the  printed  version. 

Technical  problems  aside,  there 
are  three  questions:  1)  Does  anyone 
really  want  to  read  or  reread  the  work 
of  columnists  from  America's  leading, 
and  not  so  leading,  newspapers  and 
syndicates?  2)  Even  if  they  do,  are  they 
prepared  to  wait  30  to  60  days  until  the 
publisher  gets  them  fixed  in  this  publi- 
cation? 3)  Isn't  much  of  this  material 
just  as  available,  and  just  as  late,  via 
the  publisher's  own  New  York  Times 
Index  or  Bell  and  Howell's  Newspaper 
Index'?  Not  recommended. — BK

In  some  not  quite  explained  way.  this 
100-page  journal  (which  is  an  inter- 
disciplinary approach  to  paranormal 
phenomena)  is  "an  affiliated  publica- 
tion of  the  University  of  Rhode  Island 
Extension."  It  seems  worth  men- 
tioning because  in  the  background 
there  is  a  type  of  official  approval,  or  so 
it  sounds.  Beyond  that,  the  purpose  is 
to  "fill  the  void"  between  "such  as  the 
Journal  of  Parapsychology  and  re- 
spected journals  in  sociology  and  psy- 
chology which  only  print  the  most  con- 
vincing studies  by  the  most  acceptable 
people."  Well,  most  of  the  six  or  so 
writers  are  acceptable  enough,  and  sev- 
eral hold  degrees  or  teach  at  major 
American  universities.  They  write 
about  Uri  Geller,  handwriting  of  indi- 
viduals claiming  contact  with  extrater- 
restrials, and  the  effects  of  a  pyramid- 
shaped  object  on  the  aging  process  in 
tomatoes.  Charts,  footnotes,  and  just 
about  everything  else  support  the  fasci- 
nating articles. — BK

The  Contemporary  Scene 


Chamberlin,  Judi.  On  Our  Own:  patient- 
controlled  alternatives  to  the  mental 
health  system. 

Hawthorn.  Dec.  1977.  256p.  LC  76-56520.  ISBN

Based  on  her  own  reportedly  traumatic 
experience  as  a  mental  patient,  Cham- 
berlin  has  written  a  book  which  is  likely 
to  renew  discussion  about  the  politics 
of  psychiatry.  She  relates  her  anxiety- 
ridden  memories  of  a  number  of  psy- 
chiatric hospitalizations,  which  she 
now  views  as  having  been  dehumaniz- 
ing. In  later  chapters  she  presents  some 
treatment  alternatives  for  that  group  of 
people  labelled  by  society  as  "mentally 
ill."  Chamberlin  attempts  to  deal  not 
only  with  the  philosophical  and  political 
issues,  but  also  with  the  practical  diffi- 
culties involved  in  such  ventures. 
Though  her  position  may  seem  extreme 
at  times,  it  is  deliberately  polemical, 
challenging  the  mental  health  profes- 
sion to  look  more  carefully  at  its  cur- 
rent modes  of  treatment.  She  is  calling 
upon  mental  patients  and  former 
patients  to  unite  in  an  attempt  to  ame- 
liorate their  situation  by  taking  an  ac- 
tivist role  in  establishing  appropriate  al- 
ternatives to  the  present  mental  health 
system. — Richard  P.  Halgin,  Dept.  of

All  three  of  these  authors  agree  that 
Amin  is  a  cruel,  ruthless  tyrant  and 
murderer,  and  that  somehow  the  inter- 
national community  needs  to  get  rid  of 
him,  for  its  benefit  no  less  than  for 
Uganda's.  Gwyn,  after  depicting  a 
phantasmagoria  of  murder,  rape,  and 
torture— 100,000  Ugandans  killed  in 
Amin's  first  six  years  as  self-appointed 
president — recommends  economic 

sanctions,  boycotts,  and  removal  of 
foreign  citizens'  protection  by  their  re- 
spective governments.  Melady,  the  last 
American  ambassador  to  Uganda,  sug- 


gests "forceful  international  action  by 
the  United  Nations  to  bring  an  end  to 
the    suffering    of   the    Ugandan    peo- 
ple ..  ."  The  documented  details  of  ^ 
Gwyn's  indictment  complement  the  ac-0\ 
tual  experiences  of  Melady,  who  also, 
makes  some  very  exact  comparisons  of 
the  careers  of  Hitler  and  Amin. 

Kyemba,  formerly  one  of  Amin's  top 
cabinet  officials,  has  the  most  compre- 
hensive and  discerning  view  of  all.  As  a 
former  personal  friend  of  Amin  for 
many  years,  his  bitter  insights  make 
this  the  best  book  so  far  for  library  pur- 
poses about  Amin  and  Amin's  Uganda. 
Kyemba  describes  Amin  as  ".  .  .  a  ma- 
nipulator .  .  .  (who)  kills  rationally  and 
coolly."  Kyemba  also  calls  for  "con- 
certed international  action,"  which  he 
predicts  could  end  Amin's  rule  within  a 
year.  His  is  a  book  written  in  anger 
(against  Amin)  and  pity  (for  Uganda);  it 
deserves  wide  reading  and  should  be  in 
every  academic  and  public  library. 
Those  desiring  even  more  coverage  of 
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Uganda's  plight  might  also  consider 
both  Gwyn  and  Melady. — Eli  M.  Obo- 
ler,  Idaho  State  Univ.

McGovern  introduces  this  volume  by 
writing  that  it  is  "a  partial  account  of 
those  events  in  my  life  that  I  can  recall 
which  I  trust  are  not  too  tiresome  or 
shameful  to  relate."  Unfortunately,  his 
concern  is  a  real  one  for  the  reader. 
The  tone  and  substance  of  the  narrative 
indicate  that  a  more  appropriate  title 
would  have  been  "Regrets."  The  sena- 
tor regrets  the  way  he  has  neglected  his 
wife  and  family;  he  regrets  not  having 
chosen  Muskie  as  his  running  mate  in 
1972  and  not  having  done  his  home- 
work in  choosing  Eagleton;  he  regrets 
not  having  voted  against  the  Gulf  of 
Tonkin  Resolution;  he  regrets  not  hav- 
ing challenged  LBJ  on  Vietnam  sooner; 
etc.  McGovern  is  also  given  to  homilet- 
ic  statements  which  interrupt  his  narra- 
tive. To  McGovern's  credit  is  the  hon- 
esty (though  it  is  sometimes  tinged  with 
self-congratulation)  which  shines  forth 
in  this  book.  Still,  the  volume  is  too  un- 
even and  rambling:  a  disappointment 
and  an  injustice  to  the  Senator's  politi- 
cal accomplishments.

This  thorough  study,  providing  simple 
theory  and  modest  reform  recommen- 
dations, is  based  on  interviews  with 
hundreds  of  inmates  in  five  New  York 
State  maximum-security  prisons.  Toch 
and  his  colleagues  sought  to  profile  the 
stresses  on  and  concerns  of  inmates  in 
the  areas  of  safety,  freedom,  privacy, 
and  emotional  environment.  The  prose 
in  the  extensive  excerpts  from  the  in- 
terviews is  often  turgid  at  first,  but  ulti- 
mately the  subtleties  of  inmate  anx- 
ieties and  behavior  possibilities  are 
clearly  revealed.  Unquestionably ,  this 
is  a  significant  study;  it  may  be  the  best 
prison  study  in  a  decade.  It  is  important 
reading  for  social  scientists  in  the  field 
and  a  rare  experience  for  the  ambitious 
general  reader.

This  short,  well-written  book  is  mainly 
concerned  with  foreign  policy  ques- 
tions, but  it  does  characterize  the  main 
domestic  trends  in  China  quite  care- 
fully, because  of  the  great  impact  the 
repeated  waves  of  internal  revolution 
have  had  on  China's  foreign  relations. 
Wang  subordinates  the  role  of  Mao  and 
the  Communist  Party  to  other  elements 
he  believes  are  more  enduring  in  the 
evolution  of  foreign  policy,  particularly 
the  themes  of  independence,  modern- 
ity, and  revolution.  He  provides  good 
definitions  for  these  terms  and  shows 
how  they  have  taken  on  particular 
meanings  in  a  Chinese  context.  This 
approach  provides  means  for  dis- 
cussing usefully  the  course  of  events 
after  Mao's  death — something  that  is 
missing  from  most  current  works  on 
China.

The  editors  working  with  six  distin- 
guished scholars  and  a  large  team  of 
subject  experts  aimed  to  break  the  lan- 
guage barrier  for  the  layman  whose  on- 
ly other  recourse  is  a  vast  array  of  spe- 
cial and  technical  dictionaries.  While 
there  is  bound  to  be  criticism  of  the 
scope,  treatment  (contributors  are  not 
uniformly  good),  and  content  (no  entry 
for  television,  for  example),  by  and 
large  this  effort  deserves  inclusion  in 
most  reference  collections.

It's  not  often  that  a  book  with  such  a 
comprehensive  title  lives  up  to  expec- 
tations; but  this  volume  certainly  does. 
Descriptions  of  more  than  2500  motor- 
cycle manufacturers  along  with  more 
than  1000  illustrations  provide  a  com- 
plete history  of  the  motorcycle  from 
1894  to  1977.  Although  alphabetical 
listings  constitute  the  bulk  of  the  book, 
there  are  five  short  chapters  devoted  to 
a  historical  overview  up  to  World  War 
II  and  another  chapter  on  the  great  mo- 
torcycle designers.  There  is  also  a  use- 
ful glossary.  The  only  other  book  that 
covers  some  of  the  same  material 
is  Tragatsch's  earlier  volume.  The 
World's  Motorcycles  1894-1963  (Motor 
Racing  Bks..  1964).  Libraries  with  the 
previous  work  will  still  find  a  place  for 
this  one  due  to  the  greatly  expanded 
and  updated  treatment.

Somewhat  similar  to  S.  Kagen's  Music 
for  the  Voice  (rev.  ed.,  Indiana  Univ. 
Pr.,  1968)  and  supplementing  the  au- 
thor's own  Vocal  Solos  for  Protestant 
Services  (2d  ed.,  Vita  d'Arte,  1974), 
Espina's  new  bibliography  is  a  handy 
and  fairly  reliable  guide  to  the  solo

Guerry's  massive  undertaking  provides 
a  most  comprehensive  bibliography  of 
philosophical  bibliographies,  com- 
prising 2353  entries  dating  from  the 
year  1450.  Divided  into  two  sections, 
bibliographies  of  individual  philoso- 
phers and  subject  bibliographies,  the 
entries  include  works  in  languages  oth- 
er than  English,  even  some  in  non- 
Western  languages.  The  author  wisely 
takes  a  broad  view  of  what  philosophy 
is,  including  a  number  of  items  no  long- 
er considered  pertinent  by  some  while 
excluding  purely  religious  works.  One 
wishes  that  all  the  entries  were  anno- 
tated; however,  this  does  not  undermine 
the  usefulness  of  the  work,  which 
should  be  an  important  tool  for  gradu- 
ate students  and  others  doing  scholarly 
work  in  philosophy.

This  scholarly,  comprehensive,  and  up- 
to-date  encyclopedia  describes  what  is 
generally  recognized  as  all  areas  of  ad- 
vanced mathematics  and,  in  most  of 
these  areas,  the  status  of  current  re- 
search. Each  area  (20  in  number,  from 
"Logic  and  Foundations"  to  "History 
of  Mathematics")  is  divided  into  sub- 
areas  (436  in  all).  Among  the  latter,  al- 
phabetized from  "Abel"  to  "Zeta 
Functions,"  are  the  main  articles  of 
this  work:  each  is  prefaced  with  general 
remarks  or  a  history,  subdivided  into 
appropriate  (cross-referenced!)  sec- 
tions, and  followed  by  a  generous  list  of 
relevant  research  papers  and  books 
(some  entries  as  recent  as  1977).  All 
technical  terms  initially  introduced  are 
set  in  boldface  type  and  defined;  their 
subsequent  appearances  are  tagged 
with  a  dagger,  indicating  that  they  ap- 
pear in  the  subject  index.  (There  is  also 
a  name  index,  citing  each  name  appear- 
ing in  the  text  or  references,  as  well  as 
the  name,  or  names,  identified  with  an 
entry.)  This  is  not,  however  a  layman's 
encyclopedia.  It  is  designed  for  schol- 
arly use  by  students  and  professional 
scientists.  It  belongs  in  every  college' 
and  research  library,  for  this  unique 
and  masterfully  written  encyclopedia  is 
more  than  just  a  reference  work:  it  is  a 
carefully  conceived  course  of  study  in 
graduate-level  mathematics. — Joseph

May's  bibliography  is  intended  as  a 
practical  aid  to  choral  directors  in  eval- 
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uating  and  choosing  avant-garde  reper- 
toire suitable  for  the  nonprofessional 
choir.  May  has  no  (at  least  discernable) 
scholarly  bibliographical  ambitions, 
being  rather  approximate  about  biblio- 
graphical matters,  but  his  book  is  fairly 
detailed  about  purely  musical  tech- 
niques in  the  works  listed.  Although 
this  volume  is  useful  and  thoroughly  in- 
dexed, it  is  hampered  by  the  overly 
strait-jacketed  descriptions;  a  freer  for- 
mat might  have  given  the  reader  a 
clearer  idea  of  the  character  and  traits 
of  works  described.  May  should  have 
exercised  more  care  in  selecting  works 
to  include.  For  example,  a  composer  of 
R.  Murray  Schafer's  stature  (who  has 
written  much  avant-garde  choral  music 
specifically  for  youth  choirs)  deserves 
more  than  two  titles  cited,  especially 
since  some  minor  composers  are  far 
more  heavily  represented.  Alternate 
publishers  mentioned  on  the  publica- 
tions should  have  been  cited.

A  nice  mix  of  heavily  illustrated 
books — obviously  suited  to  the  sea- 
son— some  of  which  surprise  by  their 
very  substantial  content. 

Calmann's  studious  biography  of 
Georg  Dionysius  Ehret,  born  in  Germa- 
ny early  in  the  18th  Century,  trained  as 
a  gardener  and  largely  self-taught  as  a 
botanical  painter,  is  detailed  and  lei- 
surely. Ehret  was  among  the  first  to 
portray  plants  scientifically  as  well  as 
beautifully.  (He  published  the  first  il- 
lustrated table  of  Linnaeus'  system  of 
plant  classification.)  He  painted, 
taught,  and  published  mostly  in  Eng- 
land. The  book's  many  lovely  plates  re- 
flect his  talent  as  well  as  his  century's 
interest  in  the  exotic. 

Animals  and  Men  is  obviously  a  la- 
bor of  affection  by  Kenneth  Clark  since 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  book's  sale 
go  to  the  World  Wildlife  Fund.  It  is  a 
beginning,  somewhat  cursory  explora- 
tion of  the  paradox  inherent  in  man's 
worship  of  animals  and  in  his  destruc- 
tion of  them.  Since  it  is  not  an  icon- 
ographic  study  but  a  historical  look  at 
attitudes  toward  animals  expressed  at 
various  times  in  Western  art,  its  the- 
matic arrangement  seems  somewhat  ar- 
bitrary. Even  at  his  most  casual,  Clark 
offers  surprising  insights  and  suggests 
unsuspected  relationships.  The  plates 
have  detailed  and  thoughtful  captions 
by  researchers  assisting  in  the  project. 

Hassrick's  survey  of  American 
Western  art  is  also  arranged  around 
themes  rather  than  chronology  which 
makes  some  sections  seem  forced. 
However,  it  does  allow  for  the  in- 
clusion of  early  topographical  artists, 
the  visionary  landscapes  of  Bierstadt 
and  Moran,  as  well  as  the  expected 
Catlin,  Kane,  Remington — an  awful  lot 
of  Russell — some  virtually  unknown 
painters,  all  the  way  to  O'Keeffe.  Lots 
of  color  plates  and  a  perceptive  text 
may  make  the  book  interesting  to  a 
public  not  necessarily  devoted  to  the 
Western  genre. 

Millar's  The  Queen's  Pictures  and 
Plumb's  Royal  Heritage  were  prompt- 
ed by  the  Queen's  Jubilee;  the  latter 
volume  has  its  origins  in  a  television  se- 
ries. It  is  a  very  readable  history  of  the 
British  monarchs  and  their  acquisi- 
tions: paintings,  sculpture,  furniture, 
jewels,  stamps,  and  the  residences 
which  housed  these  treasures.  Very 
handsome  reproductions  of  all  these 
riches  make  for  quite  a  lavish  book. 
The  tone  of  Millar's  more  limited  study 
is  far  more  scholarly  and  critical.  Sur- 
veyor of  the  Queen's  pictures,  he  has 
been  working  with  source  materials  for 
a  catalogue  raisonne  of  that  collection 
(two  volumes  have  appeared  so  far). 
His  book  is  a  fascinating  account  of  the 
forces  and  tastes  which  shaped  this 
unique  and  rich  royal  collection.  Many 
plates  with  lots  of  color,  some  of  which 
seem  rather  too  red. 

Schrade's  monograph  on  German 
Romantic  painting  was  first  published 
in  Germany  in  1967.  The  beginning  es- 
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say  once  more  tills  the  field  of  nomen- 
clature— "classical"  versus  "Roman- 
tic"— and  discusses  the  stance  against 
traditional  Christianity  adopted  by 
many  of  the  Romantics  of  the  early 
19th  Century.  The  lengthy  captions  for 
the  color  plates  seem  more  accessible 
than  that  introduction.  Since  the  works 
are  all  in  German  collections  and  there- 
fore relatively  unfamiliar,  these  repro- 
ductions may  be  of  particular  value  to 
those  interested  in  the  art  of  the  19th 
Century.

There's  a  curiously  old-fashioned  qual- 
ity about  the  text  of  these  well-pro- 
duced volumes;  perhaps  it's  the  strong 
emphasis  on  biographical  elements,  ex- 
tending even  to  analyses  of  the  plates. 
Courthion's  book  on  Rouault  follows 
closely  his  1962  monograph  on  the  art- 
ist. It  is  a  personal,  affectionate,  though 
not  particularly  penetrating  study. 
However,  few  of  the  plates  duplicate 
those  in  the  earlier  volume,  and  the 
many  black-and-whites  and  the  48 
tipped-in  color  reproductions  are  beau- 
tifully done. 

Werner  leans  rather  too  heavily  on 
Soutine's  early  hardships  in  inter- 
preting the  artist's  expressionist  con- 
tent. (He  discusses  a  still  life  of  con- 
torted, writhing  fish  in  terms  of  the  art- 
ist's youthful  deprivation.)  Soutine 
himself — suspicious,  idiosyncratic — of- 
fered little  help  to  biographers.  Instead, 
the  author  uses  his  knowledge  of  Cha- 
gall's experience  in  the  Russian  pale  to 
assess  Soutine's  experience,  a  some- 
what questionable  hypothesis.  Wheel- 
er's 1950  MOMA  catalog  still  seems  far 
more  insightful.  Nice  photographs  and 
halftones  in  the  text,  and  well-chosen 
color  plates,  though  some  of  them  seem 
rather  too  red.

A  very  handsome  monograph  pub- 
lished in  conjunction  with  the  Johns 
retrospective  currently  at  the  Whitney. 
The  text  is  by  Michael  Crichton  (a  long 
way  indeed  from  the  Andromeda 
Strain),  a  collector  of  Johns's  work, 
who  makes  this  difficult  artist  more  ac- 
cessible. The  first  chapter,  deceptively 
simple,  supplies  impressions — often  to- 
tally and  intentionally  contradictory — 
of  Johns  at  work  or  in  conversation.  A 
second  deals  with  biographical  infor- 
mation (sparse)  and  a  history  of  Johns's 
work  and  of  its  critical  reception  from 
the  early  targets  and  flags  to  the  recent 
series  of  cross-hatch  images.  The  last  is 
a  complex  speculative  essay,  exploring 
the  viewer's  response  to  the  ambiguity 
and  paradox  in  Johns's  work.  It  draws 
heavily  on  the  work  of  contemporary 
critics  (Steinberg,  Kozloff,  Rose)  and

moves  outside  the  realm  of  art  criticism 
into  current  thinking  in  physics  and 
psychology,  exploring  the  "function  of 
the  observer."

Although  recognized  as  one  of  the  great 
masters  of  17th-Century  Italy,  Andrea 
Sacchi  has  not  received  the  attention 
merited  by  the  quality  of  his  profound 
but  restrained  version  of  the  baroque 
style.  This  model  monographic  study 
provides  a  meticulously  executed  can- 
on of  the  artist's  paintings,  an  enlight- 
ening discussion  of  his  stylistic  evolu- 
tion and  troubled  personality,  and  a 
particularly  fresh  and  provocative  con- 
sideration of  Sacchi  in  the  context  of 
the  art  world  of  Rome.  In  addition  to 
documenting  the  works,  the  admirably 
detailed  catalog  indicates  their  current 
condition,  notes  related  drawings,  and 
lists  versions.

In  this  distillation  of  years  of  work  in 
the  history  of  Mediterranean  art,  a 
noted  scholar  deals  with  the  500-year 
period  of  radical  transformation  which 
paralleled  the  changes  then  occurring 
in  all  aspects  of  the  Western  world.  The 
development  was  not  a  smooth  pro- 
gression. Basing  his  observations  on 
mosaics,  frescoes,  sculpture,  and  other 
evidence,  Kitzinger  shows  how  strong 
was  the  persistence  of  the  classic  style 
while  the  new  Christian  style  was 
growing  in  importance.  The  text  is 
comparatively  short  but  full  of  informa- 
tion and  insights  and  written  in  grace- 
ful, lucid  English.  The  color  plates  are 
within  the  text  pages,  followed  by  223 
black-and-white  figures  (so  the  reader 
will  need  to  use  a  bookmark  to  follow 
Kitzinger's  argument).

The  original  Grand  Central  Depot 
was  erected  between  1869  and  1871  and 
lasted,  with  alterations,  until  construc- 
tion of  the  present  terminal  between 
1903  and  1913.  Middleton  has  searched 
through  the  New  York  Central's  and 
other  archives  to  give  us  the  most  com- 
prehensive treatment  of  the  stations 
to  date,  complete  with  plans,  archi- 
tectural elevations,  and  cross  sections.

Rotberg  has  provided  Africanists  and 
the  reading  public  with  a  meticulously 
researched  biography  of  a  highly  signif- 
icant British  settler  in  colonial  Zambia. 
Sir  Stewart  Gore-Browne  stood  out 
and  even  apart  from  other  central  Afri- 
can settlers  by  virtue  of  his  persistent 
efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  Afri- 
cans and  the  African  community  in  the 
30  years  prior  to  Zambian  indepen- 
dence in  1964.  The  author  has  traced 
quite  thoroughly  Gore-Browne's  life 
among  the  pre-World  War  I  British  ar- 
istocracy, his  success  as  a  wartime  ar- 
tillery officer,  and  his  years  of  econom- 
ic tribulation  while  establishing  his  vast 
but  largely  uneconomical  Shiwa  estate 
in  a  remote  corner  of  Northern  Rho- 
desia.

Brown,  maintaining  that  reduction  of 
gross  inequalities  in  occupational  com- 
pensation is  a  pressing  social  and  eco- 
nomic need,  argues  that  those  inequal- 
ities arise  not  out  of  economic  necessi- 
ty but  as  results  of  differences  of  status, 
class,  and  power.  Thus  he  sees  limited

Plan  Drop  Shot  detailed 
the  objectives,  strategic  concepts,  op- 
erational assumptions,  and  projected 
phases  of  a  war  that  military  planners 
anticipated  for  the  later  1950's.

This 
book  presents  real,  not  fantasized,  evi- 
dence regarding  concepts  such  as  the 
origins  of  man  and  races,  the  devel- 
opment of  trade  and  technology,  the 
evolution  of  language,  and  the  influ- 
ence of  climate  on  civilization.  Where 
conflicting  theories  exist,  the  argu- 
ments supporting  each  are  presented  in 
a  manner  understandable  to  the  in- 
telligent lay  reader,  who  should  in  the 
future  be  better  able  to  evaluate  the 
worth  of  archaeological  theorizing  by 
nonarchaeologists  even  if  it  means  ac- 
cepting that  some  ancient  mysteries  re- 
main unexplainable.

In  terms  of  credit  pro- 
vision,   economically   efficient   cotton 
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factors  were  replaced  by  a  myriad  of 
small   country-store   merchants,   each 

[  with  a  stifling  local  monopoly.  The  re- 
sults were  usurious  interest  charges 
and  an  inefficient  crop  mix,  also  dis- 

''  couraging  investment  and  diversifica- 

'  tion.  Even  more  fundamental  was  the 
continuing  existence  of  blatant  racism, 
with  its  discouraging  implications  for 
education,  land  tenure,  and  credit. 
Emancipated  slaves,  who  started  with 
nothing,  were  not  given  the  opportu- 
nity to  accumulate,  and  this  depressed 
the  entire  economy.

Among  the  tenets  in- 
cluded in  the  concept  of  property,  he 
avers,  are  the  belief  that  land  is  the 
basis  of  political  power  and  freedom  a 
consequence  of  landholding;  that  man's 
labor  both  enhances  the  land's  bounty 
and  benefits  society;  and  that  the  right 
to  acquire  and  possess  property  is 
sacred.  Scott  deals  with  a  number 
of  factors  that  affected  these  concepts 
over  the  years,  including  the  slavery 
controversy  and  industrialization  among 
others.

Both  Conrad  and  DiGaetani  provide 
really  intelligent,  if  not  Orphic,  guides 
into  that  aesthetic  sphere  where  music 
and  art  join  in  uneasy  synthesis — as  in 
opera,  tone  poems,  and  novels  based 
on  real  or  quasi-musical  analogues  and 
motifs.  The  two  authors  possess  exten- 
sive knowledge  of  both  music  and  liter- 
ature. DiGaetani's  style  is  more  galant 
(in  the  musical  sense)  than  Conrad's; 
but  Conrad's  approach  is  more  direct 
and  less  discursive. 

DiGaetani  documents  with  care  and 
specificity  his  thesis  that  modern  novel- 
ists, especially  the  Edwardians,  were 
directly  influenced  by  Wagner's  music- 
dramas.  He  uncovers  Joseph  Conrad's 
use  of  trio  and  solo  in  Almayer's  Folly. 
as  well  as  the  Wagnerian  myths  under- 
lying Nostromo.  He  shows  that  Law- 
rence's "situational  myths"  in  Women 
in  Love  develop  from  the  Tristan  und 
Isolde  love-death  leitmotif  and  from 
other  aspects  of  the  Ring ;  and  he  traces 
Wagnerian    parallels    with    Forster's 
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Howards  End  and  with  Virginia 
WoolFs  characterizations. 

Conrad  ranges  throughout  the  musi- 
co-literary  spectrum  with  special  focus 
on  romantic  opera  and  its  sources:  epic 
and  romance.  Shakespeare,  allegory, 
and  the  novel,  as  well  as  dance  and 
painting.  He  presents  penetrating  ac- 
counts of  the  Romantic  composers' 
sense  of  the  duality  of  music  and  liter- 
ary text  or  "program."  revealing  clear- 
ly why  Berlioz  constructed  Romeo  et 
Juliette  as  he  did.  why  Goethe  tinkered 
with  Mozart's  Die  Zauberflote,  and 
how  Verdi  conceived  his  operas  in  the 
Shakespearian  mode.  Despite  some 
controversial  points,  both  books 
should  be  welcomed  by  all  cultured 
persons;  and  they  may  be  recommend- 
ed generally.

He  succeeds  on  these  admittedly  limited 
terms.  Easy  to  read,  chatty — even 
slangy — in  tone,  sympathetic  to  its  sub- 
ject, the  book  offers  the  general  reader 
a  fairly  good  overall  picture  of  the  im- 
portant events  and  preoccupations  of 
Maugham's  life.  Without  profound 
analysis,  Curtis  manages  to  provide 
some  feeling  for  Maugham's  personal- 
ity and  its  quirks,  to  outline  briefly  the 
genesis  of  most  of  his  major  works,  and 
to  trace  his  development  from  stub- 
born, sensitive  schoolboy  to  worldly, 
cynical  nonagenerian.

Erlich  shows  that  Freud  and  Er- 
nest Jones,  for  example,  have  been 
mistaken  in  emphasis.  As  against  theo- 
ries which  attribute  Hamlet's  delay  to 
an  Oedipus  complex.  Erlich  proposes 
that  Hamlet's  problematic  identifica- 
tion is  not  with  Claudius  but  with  old 
Hamlet:  "On  a  conscious  level,  Hamlet 
must  pretend  that  his  father  was 
strong,  .  .  .  but  on  an  unconscious  lev- 
el he  has  incorporated  the  image  of  a 
father  who  'steals  away.'  "  The  ghost 
as  absent  father  is  thematically  crucial, 
as  is  a  mother  who  is  "tantalizingly 
available."  This  perspective  leads  to 
many  significant  (and  many  question- 
able) re-readings  of  the  play.  The  work 
seems  unnecessarily  burdened  with 
polemical  matter.  Without  considering 
other  plays,  the  author  offers  to  uncov- 
er the  psychic  uniquenesses  not  only  of 
Shakespeare's  characters  but  of  Shake- 
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speare.  On  a  theoretical  level,  though 
he  makes  suggestions  about  father-au- 
thor and  mind-text  problems,  any  men- 
tion of  the  challenges  posed  by  the  likes 
of  Lacan  is  strangely  absent. — Ralph

The  coauthor  of  this  disappointing 
book  is  the  grandson  of  Rose  Wilder 
Lane,  who  died  in  1968.  In  the  ad- 
vance proofs  examined,  the  text  gives 
no  sources  to  back  the  claim  that  it  is  a 
"perfectly  genuine  fictional  autobiogra- 
phy" of  Rose  Lane's  years  of  self-dis- 
covery. Having  finished  high  school  in 
Missouri,  Rose  Wilder  went  seeking 
her  fortune  farther  west,  as  a  telegra- 
pher in  San  Francisco,  and  later  as  a 
real  estate  saleswoman  in  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley.  During  an  unfortunate 
and  short-lived  marriage  she  found  the 
energy  and  ability  to  make  an  indepen- 
dent career  for  herself  in  the  man's 
world  of  the  early  20th  Century.  The 
soap  opera  style  does  a  disservice  to 
the  author  of  Let  the  Hurricane  Roar. 
There  is  nothing  of  her  childhood,  a 
scant  last  page  on  her  final  career  as  a 
writer.  Altogether  a  failed  attempt  to 
honor  an  unusual  woman.

Here  are  collections  of  short  writings 
by  two  foremost  Canadian  novelists, 
one  from  Quebec,  the  other  now  living 
in  Ontario.  The  two  couldn't  be  more 
dissimilar:  Roy's  a  bouquet  of  exquis- 
itely delicate  reflections  from  a  summer 
spent  on  the  shores  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
where  it  meets  the  sea,  Laurence's  a 
potpourri  of  articles  covering  a  lifetime 
on  the  prairies,  in  Africa,  England  and 
"Down  East"  (Ontario)  Canada.  Yet 
both  are  written  by  strong,  observant 
women  out  of  great  love  of  nature  and 
mankind.  Roy's  haiku-like  traceries  of 
beloved  animal  friends,  just-barely- 
touchable  memories  and  "hand-point- 
ing" events  are  such  that  I  found  it  dif- 
ficult to  put  the  book  down,  and  even 
then  parts  were  read  to  the  children  at 
bedtime.  Laurence,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  crusty  and  world-wise  as  she  writes 
of  revolutions  in  Africa,  Christmases  in 
Saskatchewan  and  summers  in  The 
Shack.  Her  collection  is  somewhat  un- 
even if  one  is  seeking  significance,  but 
in  toto  it  provides  (even  for  this  Cana- 
dian of  six  years'  standing)  much  in- 
sight into  the  country  and  its  people. 
Too,  her  portraits  of  Somaliland's  Ma- 
hammed  'Abdille  Hasan  (the  "Mad 
Mullah"),  Canadian  Metis  hero  Gabriel 
Dumont,  and  her  sketch  of  true  Scot- 
tish history  are  definitive  pieces.  This  is 
Roy's  9th  book,  Laurence's  12th.  Both 
warrant  shelf  space  in  American  librar- 
ies (they  are  already  on  our  shelves  up

But  Pearsall's  ex- 
tremely well  written  and  extensive  bi- 
ography will  definitely  find  a  place  in 
the  Holmes  canon.  Pearsall  treats  the 
entire  range  of  Holmes'  fiction.  While 
he  dismisses  the  historical  novels  as 
unreadable  today  because  of  their  ver- 
bosity and  dullness,  he  shows  that  the 
novels  of  adventure,  such  as  The  Lost 
World ,  because  of  their  wit  and  humor 
and  just  plain  excitement  hold  the  read- 
er today  as  they  did  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  century.  He  also  covers  Doyle's 
life,  including  his  service  as  a  doctor  on 
a  whaling  ship  and  later  in  the  Boer 
War.  and  the  period  after  death  of  his 
son  when  he  devoted  himself  to  the 
study  and  promotion  of  spiritualism.

Count  Basie.  starting  in  1932.  By  1961 
he  was  recording  Aretha  Franklin  and 
discovering  Bob  Dylan.  He  was  born 
into  wealthy  New  York  society:  as  a 
producer,  writer,  and  entrepreneur  he 
worked  to  destroy  racial  barriers  cir- 
cumscribing the  lives  of  jazz  artists  and 
campaigned  for  social  justice  from  his 
seat  on  the  board  of  the  NAACP.  often 
challenging  the  conservative  position 
of  that  body's  directorate.

Vance's  book,  uneven  as  it  is.  fills 
some  of  the  obvious  gaps  left  b\  V\  aller 
and  Calabrese's  Fats  Waller  (LJ  11/15 
77).  while  suffering  from  a  lack  of  edito- 
rial judgment  that  could  have  avoided 
several  repetitious  passages  and  occa- 
sionally tasteless  (if  not  thoughtless) 
writing.

Marx's  methodology,  his  descriptions 
of  the  world,  and  his  idealized  vision  of 
future  society.  McBride  defends  some 
of  Marx's  strengths  and  alleged  philo- 
sophical weaknesses,  and  argues  that 
Marxism  is  open-ended,  flexible,  and 
quite  relevant  for  interpreting  the  world 
today.  Hegel,  Engels.  Lenin,  and 
Sartre  are  also  discussed.

A  book-length  poem,  "translating" 
texts  from  the  mythic  city  of  Chelm. 
This  is  a  good,  solid  book  by  a  poet  in 
complete  command  of  his  craft,  yet  its 
language  often  centers  around  cultural 
idiosyncracies.   I   have  a  good  back- 
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ground  in  Jewish  literature,  but  I  kept 
turning  to  the  lexicon  at  the  back 
(which  often  made  things  more  con- 
fusing). There  is  much  that's  brilliant 
here,  but  very  subtly  dependent  on  an 
understanding  of  the  peoples  of  the 
Diaspora,  traditional  Jewish  customs, 
and  biblical  and  Hasidic  literature 
(though  no  more  complex  than  Eliot's 
Wasteland).  On  another  level,  Mandel- 
baum has  written  a  poem  you  want  to 
read  aloud;  the  music  of  his  words  of- 
ten makes  up  for  the  lack  of  a  frame  of 
reference,  and  that's  something  few 
contemporary  poets  can  do.

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perience  (with  few  other  references), 
Dr.  Fine  touches  on  drugs,  sexuality, 
obesity,  divorce  of  parents,  and  adoles- 
cent depression.

Some  contain  messages  of 
encouragement  to  distant  Jews;  others 
are  addressed  to  friends  and  students; 
one  is  to  Maimonides'  son.  Stitskin 
worked  from  copyists'  letters,  not  from 
originals,  which  are  lost.  He  frames 
each  epistle  with  an  explanatory  pref- 
ace and  a  concluding  commentary.  The 
letters,  translated  from  Arabic  or  He- 
brew, not  only  reveal  Maimonidean 
principles,  but  lend  insight  to  the  hu- 
man side  of  the  great  master.

The  author  of  this  work  on  conscience 
is  a  Christian  theologian,  particularly 
interested  in  moral  education.  His  task 
is  thus  within  a  Christian  framework, 
but  he  is  specifically  interested  in  what 
psychology  can  tell  us  about  the  forma- 
tion and  nature  of  conscience.  Using 
particularly  the  insights  of  Freud,  Erik- 
son,  and  Piaget,  the  author  devotes  a 
significant  amount  of  space  to  a  critical 
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discussion  of  their  theories.  A  great 
deal  of  space  is  given  to  child  psycholo- 
gy and  the  development  and  evolution 
of  a  moral  sense.  The  author  is  acutely 
aware  of  the  ambiguous  evaluation  of 
conscience  and  religion  in  the  psycho- 
logical literature,  but  attempts  a  syn- 
thesis in  which  finally  the  ultimate 
depths  of  an  aware  and  informed  con- 
science are  rooted  in  transcendence. 
One  might  have  wished  that  Miller  had 
spent  at  least  some  time  on  the  ambigu- 
ous position  of  conscience  within  theo- 
logical as  well  as  psychological  litera- 
ture. But  overall  he  has  set  himself  a 
difficult  task  and  has  generally  suc- 
ceeded, particularly  in  relating  very 
disparate  fields.

Included  are  a 
brief  description  of  seaweed  biology 
and  sections  on  how  to  collect,  identi- 
fy, and  cook  with  seaweed.  The  recipes 
are  not  particularly  enticing  (they  can 
be),  and  primarily  depend  on  the  sea- 
weed to  act  as  a  thickening  agent.  The 
"taxonomic"  section  is  particularly 
weak,  and  many  of  the  algae  described 
are  restricted  to  England.  Although  the 
drawings  accompanying  some  of  the 
descriptions  of  species  are  not  out- 
standing, one  would  certainly  be  hard- 
pressed  to  identify  an  alga  from  the  text 
alone.  This  work  is  not  appropriate  for 
North  America.

For  a  chemist,  sym- 
metry appears  in  molecular  structures, 
as  well  as  in  the  mathematical  equa- 
tions which  explain  so  much  of  physi- 
cal science.  This  book,  an  introduction 
to  and  a  celebration  of  symmetry,  is  an 
outgrowth  of  a  Symmetry  Festival  held 
at  Smith  College  in  1973.  It  is  derived 
from  a  guidebook  prepared  for  the  fes- 
tival, and  it  also  includes  contributions 
from  some  of  the  participants.  The 
compilation  is  particularly  valuable  for 
the  way  it  evokes  the  interdisciplinary 
nature  of  symmetry ,  for  there  are  many 
fields  of  interest  in  which  the  regular 
repetition  of  ordered  patterns  plays  a 
role.

He  charges  that  traditional 
medical  care  concentrates  on  curing 
diseases  and  alleviating  physical  symp- 
toms, but  neglects  taking  into  account 
the  patients'  emotional  state  and  life- 
style that  may  contribute  to  their  ill- 
ness. He  discusses  the  Wellness  Re- 
source Center  in  California  and  other 
similar  centers  which  claim  to  offer  the 
individual  a  balanced  approach  to  well- 
being  by  concentrating  on  stress  con- 
trol, self-responsibility,  proper  nutri- 
tion, and  physical  fitness.  These  cen- 
ters promote  the  philosophy  that  self- 
awareness  is  the  key  to  maintaining 
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good  physical  and  mental  health.  A 
questionnaire  for  the  reader  to  assess 
his  own  well-being  is  included.  The  au- 
thor writes  in  a  conversational  style 
which  tends  to  be  repetitious  and 
rambling.

Histories  of  medicine  as  written  by  its 
practitioners  tend  to  concentrate  on  the 
individual  achievements  of  medical  sci- 
entists, and  this  book  is  no  exception. 
Its  subject  is  the  remarkable  advances 
made  in  this  century  in  the  control  of 
infectious  diseases  by  both  prophy- 
lactic and  therapeutic  measures.  Dr. 
Dowling  provides  us  with  a  carefully 
documented,  chronological  overview, 
beginning  with  early  immunization  at- 
tempts and  culminating  in  the  discov- 
ery and  successful  application  of  so- 
phisticated "miracle  drugs."  However, 
in  his  emphasis  on  the  discoveries  of 
various  scientists,  he  pays  insufficient 
attention  to  other  important  questions. 
A  too-brief  final  chapter  touches  on 
such  complex  issues  as  the  role  of  so- 
cioeconomic factors  in  the  decline  in 
mortality.  This  book  will  be  of  interest 
to  well-informed  laypersons  or  to  other 
health  professionals  rather  than  to  his- 
torians.— Joanna  M.  Walsh,  North- 
eastern Univ.

This  book  attempts  to  point  out  the  in- 
terrelationship between  our  emotional 
and  physical  states,  and  sets  forth  the 
premise  that  by  being  aware  of  the 
former  we  can  control  the  latter.  To 
support  this,  the  authors  take  a  variety 
of  diseases  and   show  the  emotional 
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states  which  accompany  them.  The 
idea  is,  of  course,  to  change  the  emo- 
tional states,  thus  changing  the  physi- 
cal states.  Although  this  hypothesis  can 
work  for,  say,  migraines  or  lower  back 
pain,  I  cannot  believe  it  is  applicable  to 
some  other  diseases  listed:  lung  cancer, 
leukemia,  tuberculosis.  Indeed,  the 
cases  made  for  these  diseases  require 
the  reader  to  accept  great  leaps  in  logic. 
The  text  is  very  uneven,  repetitious, 
and  full  of  jargon.  Although  there  is  a 
rather  extensive  bibliography,  there  are 
no  footnotes  and  the  text  is  poorly 
documented.  The  overall  impression  is 
confusing  and  not  very  believable. —

Edelstein,  an  endocrinologist,  empha- 
sizes the  special  problems  of  over- 
weight women  and  explains  the  real 
diet  differences  between  sexes  as  well 
as  between  the  naturally  thin  minority 
and  the  rest  of  the  population.  She 
writes  about  diets  as  they  relate  to  both 
the  mind  and  the  body,  and  addresses 
the  particular  physical  and  psychologi- 
cal hurdles  women  face  in  dieting  dur- 
ing puberty  or  pregnancy  and  in  con- 
junction with  taking  the  Pill.  Like  Still- 
man,  she  emphasizes  protein  (40-50%) 
in  the  diet  and  strict  limits  on  carbohy- 
drates. Flour  and  refined  sugar  are  no- 
no's  forever  if  you  want  to  maintain 
weight  loss,  she  says.  Unlike  early 
Stillman,  Edelstein  allows  salad,  milk. 
and  fruit  in  the  diet  and  minimizes  use 
of  cottage  cheese.  Her  diet  plans  are 
simple  and  nonrevolutionary.  Her  sci- 
entific studies  are  brief  but  interesting, 
especially  the  data  on  balancing  calo- 
ries throughout  the  day  and  on  the 
same  weight  loss  with  variance  in  calo- 
ries under  a  maximum  limit.  A  good 
book  for  women  interested  in  (diet) 
food  for  thought.

The 
unique  thing  about  Harris,  it  would  ap- 
pear, is  that  he  is  half-black  and  half- 
Italian — hardly  enough  of  an  achieve- 
ment to  warrant  a  book.  Harris  has 
been  a  Pittsburgh  Steelers'  fullback  for 
five  seasons  and  still  has  nearly  as 
many  bad  games  as  good  ones  to  his 
credit.

The  Seventh 
Grade  ( LJ  1/15/75),  showed  him  to  be  a 
superbly  capable  climber,  but  it  also  re- 
vealed him  as  arrogantly  confident. 
I  While  confidence  is  still  strong  in  his 
|  character,  time  and  marriage  have  di- 
luted the  arrogance  so  that  readers  will 
find  this  book  less  abrasive.  In  it,  two 
expeditions  to  the  Himalayas  are  re- 
counted— the  1972  Italian  expedition  to 
Lhotse  that  was  unsuccessful,  and  a 
1975  four-day  assault  on  Hidden  Peak 
in  which  he  and  Peter  Habeler  suc- 
ceeded in  climbing  the  26,000+  foot 
peak  without  either  base  camp  or  team 
support.  The  events  reported  are  com- 
mon enough  in  mountaineering  litera- 
ture, but  Messner's  personality  as 
it  is  revealed  here  and  the  effect  it 
is  having  on  mountain-climbing  styles 
make  this  more  important  than  other 
recent  accounts.

Replete  with  diagrams 
and  pictures,  this  book  attempts  to  heir, 
coaches  identify  the  necessary  skills  tc 
be  taught  the  players  for  a  winning 
season.  It  is  primarily  written  foil 
coaches  and  advanced  players,  in  con 
trast  to  Diagram  Group's  Enjoying  Soc 
cer  {LJ  5/1/77).  There  are  short  descrip 
tions  of  situations  frequently  encoun 
tered,  in  the  author's  opinion,  and  ther 
diagrams  of  skills  to  be  practiced.
